Unknown Vessel Causes Marine Dis- 
aster and Steals Away in 
the Qloom. 
A telegram from San Francisco sayi 
tho collision at sea early last Thurs- 
day morning betweon tho steamshij 
Walla Walla and an unknown sailing 
vessel, resulted in the sinking of the 
steamer and the probable loss at leas' 
of twenty lives. The Walla Walla, 
owned by the Pucifio Coast Steam- 
ship Company, sailed from San Fran- 
cisco January 1st, for Puget Sound 
ports. She carried thirty-six first- 
olass passengers, twenty-eight sec 
ond-olass and a crew of eighty men. 
When off Cape Mendocino, on th< 
California coast at 4:10 Thursday 
morning an iron bark, believed to be 
French, loomed up in the haze and 
crashed into the Walla Walla's bow. 
Then tho sailing vessel slid into the 
darkness and was seen no more. All 
the passengers and crew of the Walla 
Walla except the few on watch, wero 
asleop, but were aroused by tho crash- 
The steerage quarters wero in the 
bow and it is believed that some of 
fne steerage passengers and crew were 
crushed to death. A big hole was 
made in the steamer's bow and she 
sank in thirty-fivo rniuutes. Tho of- 
ficers and orew maintained strict dis- 
cipline and boats and rafts were low- 
ered. All who were not killed in the 
collision got off except Captain Hall, 
who wont down with his ship. Ho 
was picked up later by one of the 
boats uninjured with the exception o' 
a few bruises. 



CAPr. M'CALLA IS LIBERAL. 

Will Build Naval Club House With 
Spanish Prize Money.' 

New3 comes from San Francisco 
that Capt. B. N. McCalla, now in 
command of the Kearearge, tho flag- 
ship of the North Atlantic equadroD, 
has in view the erection of a fine club- 
house at Vallejo for the enlisted men 
of tho navy. He has already socured 
a si'e for the proposed building, pay- 
ing for it with the prize money award- 
ed him for h s services in the Spanish 
war. Additional funds are to bo 
secured by popular subscription. 

Mrs. McCalla i3 now bore making 
tho preliminary arrangements for the 
erection of the structure, which will 
probably be modeled after tho Blue 
Jackets' Club House in Brooklyn, 
which was erected through tho mu- 
nificence of Mias Helen Gould. It will 
contain a library, a gymnasium, bil- 
liard rooms, a bowling alley and sleep- 
ing room.', and will be a homo for the 
men at Mare Island when off duty. 



CAN USE PICKETS. 

Judge Declares Strikers Can Adopt 
Any Peaceful Measures to Win. 
A special from Chicago says Judge 
Choteain in the circuit court of Cook 
county has granted the Robert Tar- 
rant Company, a temporary in junction 
against striking machinists but in do- 
ing so delivered an opinion said to be 
the autithesis of a recent ruling in 
the federal court. Judge Chetlain 
said strikers had the right to use 
peaceful methods iu their fights and 
declared that a "patrol or picket may 
not necessarily imply forco or a threat 
of bodily harm." 

In granting the injunction the court 
explained that it was not because the 
place was pickotod but bocauso there 
was unquestioned evidence that the 
pickets had used threats and violence. 
The court also declared that persons 
charged with violating an injunction 
should not be judged by a magistrate 
on a charge of contempt of court but 
should be given a jury trial . 

WANT NEW SYSTEM. 
Train dispatchers of the country 
want all possibility of collisions re- 
moved by doing away with tho pres- 
ent system of train orders that ..can 
be miiiuterureted aud signals that 
may bo unseen. Instead of these 
methods, it Is proposed to substitute 
oolored electric lights in the engine 
oablns; signals that outi always bo seen 
and. understood Tho placing of 
"blof.k" signals along tho track nt this 
day when trains often ran eighty 
miles uu hour is held to ba unsafe, as 
they cannot always be read by the 
engineer whan going at auoh speed.

—Hero Hobson May Oppose 
Bankhead.

With Reference to Collection of Poll 
Tax Under Now Constitution. 

Following is a copy of the circular 
sent to all tax collectors and assessors 
in the state by Auditor Sowell, in- 
forming them of his and the Attorney 
General's rulings with reference to 
collection of poll tax under tho new 
constitution : 

"Dear Sir — I have had a large num- 
ber of tho assessors and collectors of 
the state to propound the question to 
me of 'What would the tax rato for 
tho year 1902 be?" This I referred 
to the Attorney General for his writ- 
ten opinion. He is of the opinion, 
and in this I concur, that the rate 
fixed by the act of the Legislature be- 
fore the adoption of the Constitution 
will control in tho assessment and 
collection of taxes. 

There seems to be some confusion 
in regard to the payment, collection, 
etc , of poll taxes, (and I have re- 
ceived a large number of communica- 
tions from assessors and collectors on 
this subject, wishing to know whether 
since the ratification of the new Con- 
stitution : 

First — The payment of the poll tax 
oould bo enforced by law? 

Second — Whether the collection of 
any fee could be enforced by law? 

Third — Whether it was the duty of 
the assessor to assess poll tax, etc. 

These matters wero also referred to 
the Attorney General. He is of tho 
opinion, aud I concur with him that: 

First — That payment of the poll tax 
since the ratification of the Constitu- 
tion is entirely a voluntary act aud 
cannot be enforced by law. 

Second — That no fee or commission 
can bo allowed for the collection 
thereof whether assessed or not, pre- 
vious to October 1, 1901. 

Third— That after February 1, 1902, 
the tax payer can pay his poll tax at 
any time, but it does not entitle him 
to voto at any election held by the 
people that year. 

Fourth — That it is unnecessary for 
the assessor to assess poll taxes and 
no poll tax book is therefore neces- 
sary. 

Fifth — Should a tax payer desire to 
pay hi3 poll tax and fifty cents that it 
is the duty of said collector to re- 
ceive the same and give his receipt 
therefore, showing the date of its pay- 
ment. 

Sixth — The tax collectors shall make 
returns of poll t:ix collections separate 
from other collections.

CHECK FOR $40,000. 
Hard work at the Birmingham tax 
collector's office has not yet ceased. 
Saturday the offics took in $41,839.05, 
most of which, however, came from 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company. This corporation sent in 
a check to Mr. Francis for $40,813 38. 
Tho total levee for the past year was 
|322,000 of whioh a little over four 
fifths ha3 already been collected. In- 
cluding the collections of Saturday 
$128,000 has passed through tho tax 
collector's hands. 



LAND3 BADLY WASHED. 
The damage to the new steel bridg- 
es iu Lee county will exesod $10,000, 
according to the estimate of Judge F. 
M. Roufro. Farming lands are badly 
washed, and it is thought tho total 
damage in this county will reaoh 
$5,000, Tho loss falls heavily on Lee 
county which has an immense debt 
already.

TO OPPOSE Mil. BANKHEAD. 

A dispatch from Montgomery to tin 
Age-Herald says: "The report comes 
direct from the homo of Capt. llobson, 
and is to tho effect that ho will resign 
his commission iu the navy and make 
the race for congress from tho sixth 
Alabama district, the position now 
hold by Colonel Bankhead. 

"A gentleman direct from Greens- 
boro brought the first news of the ru- 
mored intention of Captain Hobson 
to Montgomery, and aocording to his 
story, Captain Hobson, who has been 
spending the holidays with his parents 
in Greensboro, announced to a num- 
ber of his friends there that he would 
like to succeed Colonel Bankhead. 
Continuing, he said: T got this in- 
formation from a number of the most 
prominent citizens of the town, and 
they further stated that Captain Hob- 
son was seriously contemplating the 
course. He had talked of the matter 
with gentlemen with whom ' I con- 
versed, and I am told that some polit- 
ical leaders advised tho young naval 
hero against such action.' 

"While Captain Hobson has never 
had experience in politics, he should 
naturally inherit it. His father was 
many years probate judge of Hale 
County, and a forcible leader of men. 
His elder brother, S. A Hobson, 
played a conspicuous part in stato 
politics in the days of 'Kolbism.' 
Ho was one of the chief spellbinders 
for the Populist party, being both 
able and eloquent in debate. 

"Tho entry of Capt. R. P. Hobson 
into Alabama politics would doubtless 
cause something like a sensation 
among politicians. He would oppose 
one of the ablest leaders in the state,-, 
but with what success it would be dif- 
ficult to foretell." 



TO COLONIZE PALESTINE. 



Impetus Given tho Movement by 
Meeting of Zionists iu Chicago.. 

Chicago, January 5.— Impetus to 
the movement to establish the Jewish" 
race once more in Palestine was given 
Sunday night at a mass meeting of 
Zionists at the Mcdinah Temple Thea- 
tre, Chicago. Two thousand Hebrews, 
for the most part supporters of the 
plan to Becure the promised land for 
the chosen people, crowded the hall. 

The meeting was in connection with 
the annual convention of Western 
Zionists, whose organization embraces 
ten states. The plan determined 
upon at the Basle, Switzerland confer- 
ence, was outlined by Leon Zolot- 
koff, grandmaster of the Knights of 
Zion, who said that the idea was to 
create a legally assured homo for tho 
Jews and a refuge for Jews who can 
not be assimilated by the people 
among whom they now live. 

"We don't mean to take tho Jows 
by the neck and throw them into 
Palestine," ho said, "nor do we intend 
to transform the Jews over night into 
an agricultural people. We want to 
resume the broken thread of our na- 
tion; we want to show to the world 
the moral strength, the intellectual 
power of the Jewish people. We want 
a place whero the race can again be 
centralized." 



THE steam collier Washtona, which 
has just arrived at Neah Bay, reports 
being in company with the Frenoh 
bark Max off Cape Mendocino January 
2. The Max reported being in col- 
lision with a large passenger steamer 
at 4 o'clock that morning. The Max 
had three holes stove in her bow and 
her stem was bent to port, but no 
lives were lost on the bark.

Poor, tired little limbs dragging them- 
selves about a loom from ten to four- 
teen hours per day, for a pittance of 9 
cents per day ! Go to one of these cot- 
ton mills; see the sunken eyes, the 
hollow cheeks, the emaciated figures of 
children who are weaiing their lives 
away ; precious lives, too, to some one ; 
precious lives that should be in the 
school room or on the playground that 
the little bodies may grow and become 
strong, healthy, vigorous. 

In the children of Alabama rests the 
future of our State, and every safeguard 
shi'iild be thrown around them that 
they may be physically, morally and 
mentally capable of caring for the great 
heritage that is to come to them. They 
cannot receive such development in the 
life-sapping atmosphere of a cotton or 
any other kind of a mill. 

The metropolitan press is working the 
Schley matter, Miss Stone and our own 
Higdon-Kyle affair for all they are 
worth. Space must be tilled.

DEVICES SOUGHT TO PREVENT 
COUNTERFEITING. 



Familiar Finely Engraved Paper Cur- 
rency Due to the Invention of Jacob 
Perkins, of Massachusetts — Number- 
ing Is Work of Ingenious Machine. , 

Bank or Treasury note printing is 
carried to greater perfection in this 
country than in any other. Indeed, 
the industry originated in the United 
States, whence it was spread to Eng- 
land and most other civilized coun- 
tries. 

Jacob Perkins, of Massachusetts, 
struck the keynote of a series of great 
advances in printing early in the nine- 
teenth century when he substituted 
steel for copper plates, and devised a 
method of making transfers of the 
original engraving to soft steel, which 
by being afterward hardened could 
be printed from. Through his exer- 
tions in conjunction with other Ameri- 
can bank-note printers, the bank notes 
of this country many years ago at- 
tained that superiority In artistic and 
mechanical execution over those of all 
other nations which they have always 
since maintained; and the improve- 
ments abroad are mainly due to the 
fact that Perkins went to London in 
1818 and by his labors there with an 
eminent London engraver, Mr. Heath, 
gradually disseminated a knowledge 
of what was, in its inception, an 
American art in Great Britain and on 
the Continent of Europe. 

Important improvements have been 
effected in this country in the mak- 
ing of the notes, notably, to use a me- 
chanical term, in the lathe work, by 
which the portions of the note design- 
ing its denomination are usually ex- 
ecuted, and various new devices have 
been tried from time to time to baffle 
the counterfeiters. The latest and 
probably the most effective is that 
now used by the Government, where- 
by notes, bonds, etc., are printed ex- 
clusively on what is termed spider- 
legged paper, or paper which has small 
fibres of silk of various colors incor- 
porated in its texture. 

The American Bank Note Company, 
which is a consolidation of various 
banknote establishments, and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
have, of late years, done nearly all 
the bank-note printing in the country. 
After the plate3 are prepared, ex- 
treme care is required in every pro- 
cess. The best ink, nicely ground and 
mixed, must be used, and the paper 
wetted with exact regularity. The 
best workmen can hardly print more 
than six hundred impressions in a day. 
After printing, the sheets are left to 
dry for several weeks, and they are 
then subjected to a heavy pressure 
in pressing machines. When a high 
polish is required, it is imparted by 
pressing the notes between the hot 
metal plates, but this is said to weak- 
en the paper. 

The Bank of England, after using 
steel plate notes for a time, adopted 
in 1853 an improved form of letter 
press printing, which is thus describ- 
ed: An original is first engraved in 
metal relief. This is submitted to 
several processes resulting in the ob- 
taining of a perfect fac-simile of the 
original engraved plate, from which 
the bank notes are printed. The 
metal of which these plates are form- 
ed is extremely hard, frequently yield- 
ing nearly one million impressions 
without being worn out. The original 
engraving is never used for printing, 
but only for the production of mat- 
rices; consequently it always remains 
unimpaired, and thus perfect identity 
is maintained in the appearance of 
the notes. 

The notes are printed on platen ma- 
chines, possessing great advantages 
over the ordinary printing machines, 
more particularly in the distribution 
of the ink. A tell-tale, or register, is 
attached to each machine, which 
marks the number of impressions. 
These registers are set by a clerk 
before the printing commences and 
are checked by him at the close of 
Lne day, when the printer must, either 
in bank notes or spoils, hand over the 
number of impressions registered by 
the dial. The notes are printed upon 
dry paper.

Uncle Sam Proposes a Coin With a 
Hole in tho Center. 

Uncle Sam, it is said, is to coin a 
new three-cent piece. The new coin 
is to be of nickel, and its radical dif- 
ference from all other coins with 
Uncle Sam's mint mark on them, lies 
in the fact that it will have a hole 
in the center. It is the supposition 
that this hole in the middle will en- 
able the hurried handler of the coin 
to detect its value by the sense of 
feeling. Some such safeguard is con- 
sidered necessary for the reason that 
it is to be about the size and weight 
of the present five-cent piece. The 
sixe of the center hole in the proposed 
size of the center hole in the proposed 
coin will be large enough to make it 
merely a ring of me*.al, this hole be- 
ing about one-half the diameter of the 
coin. It will prevent one of the diffi- 
culties which handlers of small silver 
coins were troubled with when the 
metal money began to circulate after 
the era of paper money. The small 
coins, which got into the hands of 
children and some classes in the re- 
mote districts were treated as curi- 
osities and great prizes. To secure 
their safe keeping a favorite method 
was to punch a hole in them and tie 
them on a string. This destroyed the 
circulation value of the coins and 
dealers who subsequently took them 
in had to stand the loss, a fixed scale 
being arranged for deductions for 
punched dimes, nickels or other pieces. 
The new piece can be strung without 
injuring it. 

It is the general opinion of gov- 
ernment officials that there is no cry- 
ing need for an additional subsidary 
coin of small value and large bulk and 
weight, the five-cent nickel piece being 
considered ample to meet the wants 
oi the people of the West. Bank peo- 
ple and treasury ofiiclals have a verv 
lively conception of the bother there 
is in handling the present one- seat 
puieces, the larger institutions getting 
pieces, the larger institutions getting 
hundreds of pounds of them some- 
times on hand. The weight as well 
as bulk cuts a figure in these cases, 
and the addition of another intermedi- 
ate between the five-cent piece and 
the one-cent piece would, it is believed, 
but add to this trouble. Vault room 
for storage purposes and draying facil- 
ities would have to be provided in 
proportion. 

The old three-cent silver piece 
which was coined several years ago 
did not meet with popular favor, and 
it was found impossible to keep it in 
circulation. The sub-Treasury peo- 
ple fear that the attempt to put out 
a new one will be but a repetition o£ 
this experience. 

In the West and Southwest the one- 
cent piece was slower in coming into 
favor than in the East, and the coin- 
age of the new piece is supposed to 
meet a demand which the five-cent 
piece is too large for and the one-cent 
piece too small. This would indicate, 
if it is correct, that the Western peo- 
ple are relinquishing their old idea 
that nothing less than five cents was 
worth counting in a business trans- 
action. — Detroit Free Fress.

New Leguminous Plant. 

German papers speak of an annual 
belonging to the leguminous class 
growing in tropical Africa which is 
largely cultivated by tlie negroes as 
an article of food. It has also been 
introduced to some extent in Brazil. 
The Africans call it woandsu, but its 
botanical name is Glycine subterranea. 
The fruit, like the peanut, matures un- 
der the ground. The eatable kernel 
has the shape of an egg, and is dark 
red, with black stripes and a white 
hilum like most beans. It furnishes 
a very white flour, the flavor of which, 
after cooking, very much resembles 
that of chestnuts. Two pounds of tho 
product would supply the daily re- 
quirements of the human system.

TO BUY ELEPHANTS. 
C. C. Wislon, manager of the Har- 
ris Nickel Plate shows, in winter quar- 
ters at Birmingham, went to Cincin- 
nati last week, looking for elephants, 
which are said to bo on sale there.

The suit is a friend y 
oue aud was filed to test the question 
as to whom a citizen of Birmingham 
must pay his poll tax in order to vote 
under the provisions of the new con- 
stitution. An appeal from Judge 
Coleman's decision was taken at once 
and the attorneys hope to obtain a 
final decision from the supreme court 
this week. 



WORK has commenced on the con- 
struction of the branch rood between 
Littleton, on the Southern Railway, 
and Flat Top Mountain, where the 
Sloes-Sheffield Steel & Iron Company 
is now opening extensive coal mines 
mil to which plaee it will remove all 
'ts convicts from Coalbur*. The road 
will be three and half miles in length 
and will go down alongside tho Little 
Warrior river.

FAMILY BURNED TO DE ATE. 

At Buffalo Sunday Henry Pearl- 
stein, his wife and five children rang- 
ing in age from one and a half to 
twelve years wero burned to death. 
Joseph Supowski who owned the 
building and K>irl Bracki his brother- 
in-law, have been arrested pending 
investigation. Supowski carried an 
insurance of $9,000 on tho building 
and its contents. The Pearlsteins and 
another family lived in rooms above a 
shoo storo and were asloep when the 
fire started. Supowski told tho police 
that he acc' dentally dropped a lamp- 
A few minutes afler the fire began 
there was a loud explosion that blow 
out the front of the store and hurled 
some of the contents of the windows 
into the street. The family living in 
the rear flat barely escaped with their 
lives. Before the Pearlsteins oould 
reaoh the only stairway leading from 
their rooms the fire had undermined 
the floor and it collapsed, carrying 
them down. 



CHINA LEAGUED WITH BOXERS 
Documents now in possession of 
Columbia University, it is believed, 
prove that the Chinese imperial gov- 
ernment was in alliance with tha Box- 
er uprisings. The docunlents consist 
of an original block cut and a oopy of 
a proclamation. The circulars bear 
the seal of the government used on 
imperial documents. The wording of 
the circulars is as follows: "Let the 
Bpxers of (names of eight towns near 
Pekin) rise up to united viotory." 
This, it is supposed, meant the de- 
struction of the foreigners as shown in 
the Boxer motto, "Protfct tha Man - 
chus; destroy the foreigners." The 
circulars are printed on yellow paper 
with black ink, exoepting the Vermil- 
lion of the seal, "imperial pencil," as 
it 13 known. Red characters, signify- 
ing the seal of the Boxors, are stamped 
on the lower left-hand corner. 



PACIFIC QABLE. 
The House committee on commerce 
has considered the subject of a Paoific 
cable. The main question ie whether 
the cable shall be constructed by the 
government or by private persons. 
Contraots have been msde for the 
manufacture and laying of a cable to 
Honolulu by November 1st nex\ and 
the company intends to extend the 
cable to Mauila within two years from 
next November. The manufacture of 
the cable is now proceeding at the 
rate of 240 miles per month, aud this 
rate will be increased to C30 miles 
per month. The cost of the project 
is between $10,000,000 and $12,000,- 
000. The expected rate to Manila is 
$1 and to Honolulu 35 and 50 cents a 
word. 

THE Dowager Empress of China 
has asserted her complete supremacy 
by granting an audience in the most 
sacred hall in tho Forbidden Cily. 
The rules of the dynasty forbid wo- 
men from entering this hall and the 
Dowager Empress has never before 
violated its sanctity. 



ARRANGEMENTS are about com- 
pleted by which cargoes will go on 
one bill of lading from Duluth, Minn. , 
to all parts of Europe. 

FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 
Colonel Mariatgan, Major Cabrera 
aud a renegade priest named Castillo, 
who stole a valuable image of the 
Virgin from a uhurch, for which he 
obtained large sums of money, have 
surrendered unconditionally to Gen. 
Bell, who is concluding the cam- 
paign in Bantangas province. Many 
men and guns have beon captured dur- 
ing tho past few days. It is possible 
that Malvar, the insurgent leader, will 
surrender soon. Tho United States 
has appropriated $2,500,000 for insu- 
lar expenditures during the first 
qviartor of the year. 



OBJECT TO UNCLE TOM'S CABIN. 

Lexington, Ky., Chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, sout a 
written petition to Charles B. Scott, 
manager of the Lexington Opora 
House, asking that the play "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" never ba presented at 
the opera house there. They give reas- 
ons that the best citizens and old fam- 
ilies living about Lexington wereonoa 
slave owners as a heritage of not their 
own choosing; that the incidents of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin are not typical of 
slavo life in tho South, but of isolated 
cases; tho play, with bloodhounds and 
pictures gives a false idea of tho his- 
tory of the times aud disrespect to 
Southern gentlemen and good citi- 
zens and their families liviug in this 
part of the country. Tho petition i3 
signed by four of the most prominent 
women of the chapter and indorsed 
unanimously by the membern. It 
created a sensation. Mr. Scott 
replied as follows: "To the Com- 
mittee of the Laxington Chap- 
ter, United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy : Ladies, a copy of your reso- 
lution in reference to 'Undo Tom's 
Cabin' has been received. Replying 
to same, 1 have only to say 'the war 
has been over about thirty-six years.' 
Yours, etc., Charles Scott." 

RAILS BY THE MILE. 
Kansas City, January 10 — A cable- 
gram from London, received from 
President Stillwell of the K. C. M . & 
B. Ry. announced that Chief Engi- 
neer Pratt ir.s sruisd for home after 
having arranged for the shipment of 
six hundred miles of rails for the line 
in Mexico, which, were bought and 
paid for by the Mexicen subsidy. 
These rails were bought delivered at 
Port Stillwell and Tampico at about 
ten dollars par ton less than the low- 
est delivered prica obtainable from 
American mills. Th>'y will come 
from Belgium manufacturers and the 
first specimen is due at Tampico. 
The first shipment for Port Stillwell is 
now en route. About one-fifth of the 
1600 miles of the line has been graded 
without the issuance of bonds. 



HUMAN FREIGHT. 
Frank Holt, a military prisioner on 
Alcatrase Island, serving a thirteen- 
year sentence for desertion, has 
escaped. He concealed himself in a 
large wooden bos which was con- 
signed to a clothing firm in San Fran- 
cisco and was put on board the 
steamer McDowell. Tho top of the 
box was bo arranged with leather 
straps that it could be opened from 
the inside. It is thought that aftor 
the box was put aboard Holt crawled 
into it and did not emerge until the 
vessel reached the dock. As Holt 
was dressed in a blue uniform ho 
walked away an any other soldier, 
without detection .

Richard Croker announced his re- 
tirement from the formal leadership 
of Tammany Hall Saturday afternoon 
at the meeting of tho executive com- 
mittee, at which the plau of organi- 
zation for the year 1902 was agreed 
upon.

This 
position carries with it tho leadership 
of tho organization.

The method of arrest did not appeal 
to him, as it was done from the mar- 
shal's office without consulting either 
the district attorney or the judge.

COMMISSION'S NEW ORDER. 

The Alabama railroad commission 
has issued an order of fur reaching im- 
portance in ordering that railroads 
should post all trains and keep com- 
fortable waiting rooms in depots. Tha 
issuance of this order was no doubt due 
to the lawsuit brought by Mr<. Page, 
of Evergreen, against the L. & N. for 
damage to her health caused by wait- 
ing in a cold depot. The supreme 
court held that as the railroad com- 
mission had issued no orders to the 
railroads to provide comfortable wait- 
ing rooms Mrs .

Washington, V>. C— The Census Bu- 
reau has issued n. report announcing 
that the population of the entire Unit- 
ed States, Including all outlying pos- 
sessions, was 84,233,009 in the census 
year 1000. This is itemized ag fol- 
lows: 

Continental United States, or United 
States proper, 70,904,575, as before an- 
nounced; Philippines, 0,901,339, being 
tho estimate oi the statistician to thu 
Philippine Commission; Porto UlcQ, 
953,243; Hawaii, 154,001; Alaska, 63,- 
592; Guam, 9000; American Samoa, 
0100; persons in the military and naval 
service of the United States outside 
of the territory of thu United States 
proper, 91,219. 

The report announces that the 
twelfth census only extended to Alaska 
and Hawaii outside of "Continental 
United States," but that the ligures 
for the rest of the United States do- 
main are taken from the best available 
resources. 

These figures are based on the enum- 
eration of June 1, 1000. The report 
say?: 

"A census of the Philippine Islands 
was in progress in 189G when the in- 
surrection broke out, and returns for 
over two-flfths of the population were 
found stored in Manila. These were 
carefully tabulated, and the foregoing 
estimate is based upon the result. The 
figures for Porto Kico are taken from 
the census of 1899, made by the War 
Department in consultation with tho 
census office. The figures for Hawaii 
and Alaska and for persons abroad in 
in the military and naval service are 
from the results of the twelfth census. 
Those from Guam are an estimate 
made in a report of the War Depart- 
ment, and those from American Samoa 
an estimate reported to the census 
ofllce by the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. 

"The total population of the United 
States at the close of the nineteenth 
century was about eighty-four and a' 
quarter millions. As the population 
of the United States at the beginning 
of the century was about five and a 
third millions, the Nation has grown, 
nearly sixteen fold in one hundred 
years. 

"There are but three countries which 
now have a greater population that 
the United States, viz., China, the Brit- 
ish Empire and the Eussiau Empira 
Prance, including its dependencies, is 
The fourth country of the world in or- 
der of population, and has about al- 
most the same number as the United 
States."

ALABAMA THIRD. 
Reports to the geological survey on 
the mineral industry of the United 
States during 1900 show that the Lake 
Superior region, embracing Michigan, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, produced 
more than 20,000,000 long tons of iron 
ore, or 75 per cent of the total for the 
United States, more than was mined 
in the whole country in any previous 
year excepting 1893. Minnesota is 
tho largest producer, followed closely 
by Michigan, with Alabama third. In 
order of the production of iron ores, 
down to less than 500,000 tons the 
states rank as follows: Minnesota, 
Michigan, Alabama, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin and 
Tennessee. The total imports of ores 
in 1900 were 897,801 long tons, valued 
at $1,303,190, an increase of 33.2 per 
cent over 1899. Cuba was the largest 
foreign contributor, Spain next and 
New Foundland and Labrador third. 
The exports, chiefly of Lake Superior 
ores and chiefly to Canada, amounted 
to 51,400 long tons, valued at $154,- 
75G.

The pay roll amounts 
now to $60,000 a year, and this will 
shortly be increased by the payment 
of the salaries of all the rural free de- 
livery earners throughout the state. 
There are twenty rural free delivery 
carriers in Jefferson county and about 
thirty others throughout the state, 
principally at Opelika, Oxford, An- 
niston, Jacksonville and Huntsville. 



COTTON MILL FIGURES. 
The census report on cotton seed, 
manufacture in 1900 shows that there 
were 357 establishments for the ex- 
traction of cotton seed oil in the 
United States, using 2,479,380 tons of 
cotton seed, costing $29,082, GIG, an 
average cost of $11.55 par ton. The 
total value of the products was $12,- 
411,835. The quantity crushed was 
53 per cent of that produced. The 
quantity by tons and cost of cotton 
seed crushed and quantity and total 
value of products by states follow: 
Alabama cotton seed, 172,093 tons; 
cost $2,019,085; products, $2,952,254. 
Georgia, 271,833 tons; cost $3,240,814; 
products, $4,787,100. Louisiana, 259,- 
983 tons; cost, $2,833,707; products, 
$4,397,891. Mississippi, 394,078 
tons; cost, $4,577,995; products, $6,- 
671,031. Tennessee, 16^,370 tons; 
cost, $1,848,, 820; products, $2,737,- 
038. Texas, 093,004 tons; cost, $7,- 
500,061; products, $11,519,656.

THE PANAMA G1IL SEEMS THE FAVORITE 



River Improvement — First Case from Ha- 
waii-Southern Cities' arowth — Ex- 
ecutive Order— Old Soldiers. 



The supplemental report of the 
Isthmian canal commission on the 
proposition of the Panama Canal Co. 
to dispose of its property to tho 
United States for $40,000,t03 has been 
delivered to President Roosevelt. 
It is stated on excellont authority 
ttat the report unanimously recom- 
mends that the offer of the Pan- 
ama company be accepted. The 
report, it is stated, is very volumin- 
ous, going fully into the steps which 
must be taken in order to insure per- 
fect title to the United States, for, in 
addition to the present Panama canal 
company, the old organization and the 
Colombian government must be reck- 
oned with. The report finds, it is 
said, that the new company can give 
a clear title. It is stated that the re- 
port says that when the commission 
made its recent report favoring the 
Nicaraguan route no offer to sell to 
this government had been made by 
the Panama company. The effsr of 
StO.fOVOJ m a de iu behalf of the 
company by M. Lampri, changes the 
situation completely: it is further 
stated that a little over L.Ou shares of 
the Panama railroad stock is owned 
by individuals outside the Panama 
canal company and theso can be pur- 
thased for a comparatively small sum.

It has the sup- 
port of the two senators and will 
doubtless be authorized.

Representative Southard of Ohio, 
chairman of tho hou3e committee on 
coinage, is about to send invitations to 
a number of the chief manufacturers, 
merchants and others engaged in 
mercantile pursuits, to appear before 
the coinage committee concerning the 
bill for the adoption of the metric 
system of weights and measures. 

* * * 

The urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill is completed and reported to the 
house. It carries $16,701,445, distrib- 
uted among the departments. The 
naval i(;em includes $400 000 for ar- 
mor now under obstruction. Among 
the more important itoms included in 
the bill are the following: Rebates to 
tobacco manufactures, $3,150,000; es- 
tablishment of permanent military 
post at Manila, $500,000; expenses of 
congressional party to funeral of Pres- 
ident McKinley, $6,000; rural froe 
delivery, $518,000.

Representatives Thompson, Bowie 
and Burnett will appear before the 
rivers and harbors committee to ask 
for an appropriation of $000,000 for 
improving the Coosa river. Repre- 
sentative Richardson will appear be- 
fore the eamo committee in the inter- 
est of the Tennessee river. 

• • • 

J. C. Power, superintendent of 
parks of Indianapolis, Ind,, who as a 
civil engineer with Lieut. Peary, made 
surveys for a world's Isthmian canal, 
is an advocate of the Darien route and 
has plans which are to be laid before 
President Roosevelt and the authori- 
ties at Washington. He declares the 
route he proposes is the shortest, best 
and cheapest of construction; from 
deep water of tho Pacific to deep water 
of the Atlanti c, the dhtaneo is only 
29 miles, while from high tide to high 
tide the distance is only 18 miles. 
The proposed route terminates on 
each side in good harbors. 



The United States Supreme Court 
hears on April 14th the first criminal 
oase to be brought from the territory 
of Hawaii. The oase is that of Osaki 
Mankichi, a Japanese resident of the 
Hawaiian Islands, found guilty of 
manslaughter by a majority vote of 
the jury by which he was tried. This 
proceeding oocurred in the interim 
between the surrender of Hawaiian 
soverignty and the act of congress 
providing a government. Mankichi 
secured his release on a writ of habeas 
corpus on the ground that tho Ha 
waiian Islands were United States ter- 
ritory and that conviction by a ma- 
jority vote of the jury was invalid.

The director of the census gives out 
a statement regarding tho growth of 
urban population north and south, 
which shows the following faots: The 
largo cities, taken colleotively, are 
growing nearly twice as rapidly as the 
rest of the country, the per cent of 
population of northern states living in 
large cities is nearly three times as 
great as the corresponding cities of 
the South. Of the total population of 
75,994,555 in continental United 
States, 49.718,312, or 25.9 per cent, 
live in cities of 25,000 inhabitants or 
more. The proportion of inhabitants 
of the three sections — North, South 
and West — into which the census di- 
vides the United States, is as follows : 
North— Total population 47,370,699, 
population of cities of 25,000 or more 
16,196,580, or 34 per cent. South- 
Total population 24,523 527, cities of

The following executive order has 
been issued, directed to each execu- 
tive in the department: "The atten- 
tion of the department is hereby call- 
ed to the provisions of the laws giving 
preference to veterans in appointment 
and retention. The president desire3 
that whenever the needs of the service 
will justify and the law will permit, 
preference shall ba given alike in ap- 
pointment and retention to honorably 
discharged veterans of the civil war 
who are fit and well qualified to per - 
form the duties of the places which 
they seek and are filling. Theodore 
Roosevelt." 



NATURE GIVES US AN ISLAND. 

A formation that is called a new 
island has been observed of late be- 
tween Koko Head and Diamond Head 
on the southern const of Oahu, H. I. 
It is at the head of Niu stream, where 
detritus has washed into the sea until 
the deposits have piled up to the sur- 
face. Tides running between sepa- 
rate the formation from the land, but 
palm trees and others washed down by 
the floods are taking root and a small 
isle is forming.

EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO. 

One of the most terrible catastro- 
phes recorded in Mexico is reported 
to have occurred Friday afternoon 
when an extremely violent earthquake 
shock was felt at Chilpancingo, caus- 
ing great loss of life and injury. De- 
tails from the stricken districts indi- 
cate that 300 persons were killed and 
as many more injured. It is known 
that the state capitol, the parish 
church and many business houses and 
residences are in ruins and there is 
much suffering. One of the edifices 
that suffered most was the federal tele 
graph office which exp'^ins the paucity 
of news. The number of deaths were 
greater in the parish church as wor- 
shipers were gathered there for the 
afternoon service. The solid masonry 
walled roof fell. Several people were 
killed there. Tho war department has 
ordered the troops in the neighbor- 
hood to co-operate in the work of 
rescue. In Mexico City the earth- 
quake took place at 5:17. The Pan- 
American congress was in session at 
the time and many of the delegates 
were greatly alarmed. The duration 
was fifty-five seconds. Damage slight. 
The state of Guerrero has always been 
the focus of seismic disturbances. The 
earthquake was also intense at Iguala, 
destroying the parish church and 
many buildings. Among the latter 
was the sugar mill of General Frisbie, 
an American. The mill had just been 
completed and fitted up with Ameri- 
can machinery at a cost of $200,000. 
The property loss is immense through- 
out the state. 



A second shock came the following 
day, Thursday, razing to the ground 
many houses spared in the first earth- 
quake. The people are camping out 
on the Alameda and in the fields. 
Hundreds of families are ruined. The 
buildings destroyed include the bar- 
racks of the Seventeenth battalion, 
from which the soldiers were marched, 
thus saving their lives. The parish 
church, which was being repaired, 
having been injured in a recent earth- 
quake, is destroyed. The statue of 
General Nickolas Bravo was thrown 
down and the j,town government 
building was so badly cracked that its 
fall is momentarily expected . Great 
fissures run across the streets. The 
whole region affected by the earth- 
quake of Thursday and Friday has 
been the scone of marked seismic 
movements for several years. 



NURSE'S CRIME. 
When Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Whitta- 
ker returned from calling Sunday 
they found the nurse upstairs in an 
unconscious condition from asphyx- 
iation. She had turned on the gas 
and inhaled it from the jet. Later 
they found their dead baby hanging 
from a gas pipe in tho cellar. Mr. 
Whittaker is a prominent member of 
the Cincinnati bar.

PUENTE DE VILUMARA, Spain, 
was wreoked by the explosion of a 
spinning mill boiler on last Satur- 
day.

An application for a temporary re- 
ceiver has been filed by the directors 
of the Commercial Bank of Albany, 
Ga. The bank did not open for busi- 
ness last Friday morning. The lia- 
bilities nre estimated at $123,000, with 
nssests of $191,000 in bills receivable 
and real estate, 



BOER EXECUTION. 
Lord Kitchener has confirmed tho 
death sentence upon tho Boer com- 
mandant Schepers who was captured 
last October. He will be shot next 
Saturday. 



CHURCH FIGURES. 
Religious statistics of the United 
States for 1901 have been completed. 
They show that at the end of 1900 
there wero 27,3G0,610 members of all 
churches in tho United States, and 
28,090,567 at the end of 1901, a gain 
of 530,027 or 2.67 per cent, or greater 
than the gain in population, 2.18 per 
cent. The Catholics lead with a 
present membership of 9,158,741, a 
gain of 468,083. The percentage of 
growth in the Protestant Episcopal 
ohurch, 4 per cent, is next to the Ro- 
man Catholio church, and was greatest 
in the Eastern cities. The Disciples 
of Christ, whose membership is al- 
most wholly in the middle West, haa 
almost doubled its 'illowing since 
1890. There aro twenty-two different 
kinds of Lutherans in the country. 
The total Lutheran growth lost year 
was 36,011. The Methodist total 
membership is 2,762,691; the Method- 
ists (north) increased but 16,500 last 
yoar, It is believed there are 300,000 
Mormons in or about Utah, and it is 
stated that 65,000 converts were made 
last year by 1,140 missionaries in the 
East. There are twelve kinds of 
Presbyterians. 



ATTEMPTED WRECK. 
An attempt to wreck the eastbound 
passenger train on the Southern Rail- 
way near Wautaaga, Tenn., Saturday 
was almost successful. Some one 
placed a spike in the joint between 
the rails, and the engine of a traiu 
carrying forty passengers left the 
track while running at the rate of 
forty miles an hour. The engine 
clung to the ties until it came to a 
standstill, and no one on the train 
was hurt. Detectives are investigat- 
ing. 



ALIBI FOR HOWARD. 
About a dozen witnesses were 
heard in the Jim Howard trial Satur- 
day at Frankfort, Ky. F. M. Poora 
and H. G. Robertson both testified 
that Howard was in the Board of 
Trade hotel when they heard that 
Goebel was shot. Poore said he 
knew Howard well and described 
minutely the clothes worn by the 
latter. He said he was clean shaven 
and the description he gave did not 
tally with that of the man named 
Gains and John Roke said to have 
jumped over the state house fence. 



HOME RULE. 
The most important event of the 
reassembling of parliament was un- 
doubtedly the emphatic declaration 
of Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
the liberal leader in the house of 
commons, that the liberal party is 
still committed to home rule. This 
was so utterly at variance with Lord 
Rosebery's Chesterfield speech that it 
was taken to completely nullify the 
other passages of Sir Henry's open- 
ing speeoh in which he endeavored to 
conciliate the Rosebery faction.

An Incident with Jnpun. 

In 1864, when the agitation against 
foreign Intercourse was at its pitch, 
the retainers of the lord of Coshu, a 
feudal ruler, fired on certain vessels 
belonging to the Netherlands, France 
and tho United States, which were 
passing through the inland sea. To 
retaliate, these three powers immedi- 
ately dispatched their warships, joined 
by one of Great Britain, to Shimo- 
noseki, whera the flagrant violatiop of 
the law of nations had been commit- 
ted. After having destroyed the town, 
theso powers demanded of Japan tho 
sum of $3,000,000 as Indemnity, which 
was divided among the four govern- 
ments in equal share. The United 
States, however, subsequently finding 
that tho actual expense and estimated 
damages on their part were only $151,- 
348, authorized tho president by act of 
Congress, February 22, 1833, to return 
the sum of $7S5,000 to Japan, the fund 
with interest at that time having 
amounted to $1, 837,823. 88.— Midori Ko- 
matz in the World's Work.

FREAKS OF THE TORNADO. 




Alan Caught Up by One Describe llli 
Sensation. 

A tornado that was remarkable both 
in appearance and in action was one 
that traveled from Texas across Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory In May, 
1S9C, says a writer in Alnslee's Maga- 
zine. A man in Sherman, Oklahoma 
Territory, who had exceptional oppor- 
tunities for observing the storm, In- 
asmuch as he was caught up in it and 
carried several hundred yards before 
descending to earth again, is certain 
that it was not funnel-shaped. He 
says of it: "It looked to me like a 
great ball of vapor rolling over and 
over toward me. When I first saw it 
distinctly it was at a hill perhaps 
an eighth of a mile away. It seemed 
to be about 250 yards v/ide and 100 feet 
high. The motion was that of a ball 
rolling over and over, not spiral, and 
it came on rather slowly, perhaps 
thirty miles an hour. Whatever the 
ball of cloud struck wr.s lifted right 
off tho ground. I saw It pick up house 
after house between the hill and me, 
and the cloud seemed to be full of 
flying boards and timbers. When the 

bail reached Mrs. C 's, the house 

nearest me, it went straight up off 
its foundations. The house remained 
intact until it was about twenty or 
twenty-five feet from the ground; 
then it burst open, and the fragments 
flew in all directions. It looked like 
an oxpioding bomb. The corn and 
cotton standing a hundred feet on eith- 
er side of the storm's path wore un- 
injured, but whenever the cloud struck 
the higher ground It spread out, cover- 
ing a wider strip of the surface. When 
the cloud struck me I went up lightly 
and easily, and the sensation was np{ 
unpleasant, but I came down h-irj, 
and was badly shaken up, although 
not seriously injured. On the highway 
north of Sherman, fence wires were 
torn from the posts and pounded into 
the hard surface of the road a dis- 
tance of two or three inches."

RISE OF THE BROOK TROUT. 

Ho Dashes at the Fly from the Bottom 
of the Stream. 

"There is a pretentious and, I have 
no doubt, costly, oil painting in the 
window of an up-town art store," re- 
marked an experienced and observant 
angler, "in which a brook trout is rep- 
resented in the act of rising to a fish- 
erman's fly. The fly has been cast on 
the troubled surface of rapids which, 
in nature, would sweep the light-feath- 
ered hook down stream so quickly that 
the line and leader would be taut in 
the fraction of a second. But in the 
painting the leader Is represented as 
lying on the water in a careless loop

"He rises to the fly 
from the bottom of the water, rushing 
upward like a rocket. He takes it with 
a swoop and a whirl from beneath, and 
if he shows himself at all It is when 
ho turns to go back to his haunt at the 
bottom. One might as soon expect to 
see a hawk rise from the ground to 
seize a chicken roosting In the top of 
a tree, as to see a brook trout shoot 
out above the surface of the stream 
and pounce down from tho air upon 
a fly lying on the water, as this pic- 
ture gayly assures the admiring public 
he is in the habit of doing."

S. & N. O. railway. In opposition to 
this movement ex-Chancellor Tayloe, 
of Uniontown, and Hon. William 
Cunningham, of Linden, appeared be- 
fore Judge Anderson and petitioned 
for an injunction forbidding the pro- 
posed removal. The injnnction was 
r.llowed, although there is promise of 
a big fiaht over the matter. 



UNIVERSITY 
The board of trustees of th» Uni- 
versity of Alabama met Thursday. 
Tho governor was instructed to give a 
deed for properties sold to the Ten- 
nessee Co. in 1887. The board took 
up consideration of the proposition 
of tho Tennessee Co. to exchange cer- 
tain lands in Bibb county for lands 
whioh the Cahaba Southern Mining 
Co. has leased. The land commis- 
sioners recommend the exchange and 
the board agreed to make it.

It is a consolidation of 
the Southern Baptist, the Alabama 
Baptist, the Baptist Evangel and the 
Florida Baptist Herald, and as would 
be expected from such a union the 
new issue must be par-excellence.

Bedroom Furniture. 

Heavy cumbrous furniture takes up 
the air space, and makes the room dif- 
ficult to keep clean. Moreover, it en- 
courages the storage of quantities of 
clothing in the room, which always 
produce a stuffy condition of the air. 

The bed is the most important arti- 
cle. It should have a strong Iron 
frame, with a good woven wire or 
chain spring mattress. On the bed- 
stead there should be a hair mattress, 
a bolster and a feather pillow. The 
bed clothes should consist of an under 
blanket and one, two, or three upper 
blankets, according to the weather, a 
pair of cotton sheets, a cotton or linen 
pillow-case, and a counterpane. A 
short cretonne valance not reaching to 
the floor gives appearance and does 
no harm, unless it encourages that 
dirty and unwholesome practice pf 
hiding away all sorts of old boxes and 
rubbish under the bed. 

In addition to the bed, a combined 
dressing table and a chest of drawers, 
a washing-table and toilet-service, and 
some kind of wardrobe are necessary. 
The hanging wardrobe as an excellent 
idea. It consists of a wooden top to 
which a row of pegs and a curtain 
rod are attached. The top is fastened 
to the wall, preferably in a recess, and 
curtains of art muslin and cretonne 
are suspended around it by the rod. 
It costs a mere nothing, and, being 
airy, never contracts that stuffy odor 
so common in a closet filled with worn 
clothing. A few ornaments and pic- 
tures are, of course, permissible, but 
decorations placed in the fire grate, 
must not be such as to obstruct the 
free passage of air up the chimney. 

Cleanliness is best secured by fur- 
nishing the room in such a way as 
to make it as easy as possible to keep 
clean. The walls, floors and windows 
should be treated as simply as possi- 
ble, and the other furniture should be 
limited to that which is really neces- 
sary for use in the bed room.— Amer- 
ican Queen. 




Nut Cake— One egg, three-fourths cup 
of thick sour cream, one cup of sugar, 
one and one-half cups flour, one-half 
teaspoon soda, one cup chopped Eng- 
lish walnuts. Bake nearly an hour in 
a well greased floured tin in a moder- 
ate oven. 

Hashed Brown Potatoes— For one and 
one-half pints of eold boiled potatoes, 
cut in dice, add one-half teaspoonful 
salt, one-sixth teaspoenful pepper, and 
about three-fourths of a cup of milk. 
Melt one tablespoonful of butter in 
frying pan, pour in potatoes, mix well, 
dredge with one tablespoonful of flour, 
and stir for five minutes. Then pour 
all in hot, well-buttered spider and 
brown. Turn out like an omelet. 

Banana Pudding— Four cups of 
water, one cup of sugar, four table- 
spoonfuls of corn starch, whites of 
four eggs, three bananas, two oranges. 
Put sugar with water and let come 
to a boil. Wet the corn starch and 
stir in. Add the well beaten egg whites 
by spoonfuls, beating well all the time. 
Do not let boil after this, as it burns 
easily. Put in a dish a layer of this 
alternately with slices of banana and 
orange. Serve cold with whipped 
cream. 

Fricassee of Eggs— Set two ounces of 
butter into a stewpan, and when dis- 
solved add chopped parsley, a little 
finely minced onion, with pepper and 
salt to season. Stew this until the sea- 
soning is cooked, then add a cupful 
of milk and a little flour to thicken the 
whole. Boil four eggs until hard, peel 
oft the shells carefully, and cut into 
slices: each egg should make four or 
five slices. Sot the eggs into the sauce, 
let all come to the boil, and set in :\n 
entree dish at once. If preferred, sub- 
stitute gravy for milk.

TUSCALOOSA 13 PREFERRED. 
Ben Catchings was in Tuscaloosa 
last week lookiug for a site for a roll- 
ing mill plant that is controlled by 
New York and Birmingham capitalists. 
The company desires the citizens to 
donate a site on the Warrior river. 
Birmingham and Columbus, Ga., have 
made sufficient inducements, but Tus- 
caloosa is preferred an account of her 
water way . The machinery for the 
mills is already being made, aud will 
be shipped when finished to the site 
selected. The output of the plant will 
be bstween fifty and seventy five 
thousand tons of steel bars daily.

Thirty-five thousand dollars worth of 
preferred stock is f jr sale, aud is of- 
fered to the citizens of Tuscaloosa. 
This stock is guaranteed to yield 8 per 
eont per annum.

The place where this 
large still wa3 captured has beoome 
noted on Sand Mountaia, as a plaoe 
for wild oat whisky, and has given the 
officers no little amount of trouble. 



MT. VERNON ANNEX. 

Dr. James T. Searcy, superintend- 
ent of the Bryco Insane Hospital, re- 
cently visited Mt. Vernon in interest 
of the institution.

Tho 400 negro pa- 
tients which still remain in Tuscaloosa 
will be moved to Mt. Vernon sometime 
In April. Tha spac9 made vacant by 
these patients will be taken at once 
by white applicants. Dr. Searcy says 
he is receiving daily, applicants which 
will more than fill the vacancy. 



HUNTSVILLE 30HOOL BONDS. 
Hon. John B. Weakley, of Bir- 
mingham, has closed the deal for the 
new issue of $40,000 in city of Hunts- 
ville sohool bonds. The bonds were 
delivered to the purchaser, the New 
National Bank of Columbus, O., and 
h check was givon for the purchase 
i price, including a handsome bonus. 



TELEPHONE WAR. 
A telephone war is on in the city of 
Decatur. For many months it haf 
been attempted by the Southern Bell 
Company to secure an extension of its 
franchise from both towns, without 
success, several schedules having beet: 
proposed and rejected by either the 
cities or the company. No settlement 
was ever reached, and at the Decem- 
ber meeting of Decatur Council a new 
license schedule was adopted fixing 
the rafes allowed for telephones at $16 
for business houses. Whon the sched- 
ule went into effect the telephone peo- 
ple refused to accede to the terms and 
the city caused the arrest of the local 
manager, H. C. Calvin, proposing to 
test in (he courts its right to fix 
tolepbono rates.

Thousands Pack Muddy Streets 
To Qet a Glimpse of the Hero. 



TIE IDHIHIL VDCIFERGUSLY APPLAUDED 

Current Weather Conditions Have Tem- 
porarily Checked Buying, so 
Bi ad street Reports. 

SCHLEY IN NASHVILLE. 



He is Given a Royal Welcome by the 
Citizens of the Capitol City. 

The first day's ontertainment of 
Admiral and Mrs. Schley in Tennes- 
see's capitol culminated Saturday 
night in a banquet to the one and a 
brilliant reception to the other. While 
the Nights Templar had the admiral 
as their honored guest at the Duncan 
hotel, Mrs. Schley was introduced at 
the Maxwell House by the ladies of 
the patriotic societies of the city, the 
latter being a social function of es- 
pecial note and largely attended. 

At the capitol in the morning, 
where welcome was formally ex- 
tended by state and city, the crush 
was as great' as that at the station, 
thousands being unable to gain en- 
trance to the hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, where the speeches were 
delivered. Upon arriving at the state 
house the party passed under the 
swords of the Knights Templar escort, 
two companies of uniformed Confed- 
erate Veterans and the Fifth Regi- 
N. G. S. T., keeping back the crowds 
on either side, and proceeded to the 
Governor's office. There Governor 
and Mrs. McMillin, the Governor's 
staff, ex Governor Buchanan and 
others extended greetings. 

Meantime Representative Hall was 
paoked, and as the visitors entered the 
band from the State Industrial Sohool 
struck up a lively air. United States 
Circuit Judge H. H. Lurton acted as 
master of ceremonies, and after the 
demonstration was over the appearance 
of the admiral had somewhat subsided, 
introduced Governor McMillan, who 
spoke thestate's welcome. Following 
the governor were a number of other 
speaker , Admiral Sohley coming last. 

Admiral Schley said: 

"I have all my life long aimed to 
serve my country, my people and my 
flaff. I have had no other view and 
no other ambition. If I served you 
acceptably in the nearly one-half of 
a century in your service, I am satis- 
fiodr The memory of your welcome 
today will sweeten the every hour of 
life I have yet to live. 

"1 have no other hope but to live 
always in your love and esteem and 
fill no place in whloh that might be 
plaoed in jeopardy." 

It was nearly 2 o'clock when the ad- 
miral concluded, his remarks evoking 
continuous applause. 

At the banquet in the evening Ad- 
miral Schley was vociferously ap- 
plauded upon being presented by 
Toastmaster Stahiman. He said'. 

"Out of the fullness of the heart the 
mouth speaketh, and on this occasion, 
after tho eloquent remarks of your 
toastmaster, I feel my heart is almost 
too full to give any utterance. The 
thousands I have met on my way 
through Washington, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Tennessee have amply 
testified to their love, respect and con- 
fidence. I have served you all my 
life. I have had no guiding star ex- 
cept your interest . I have lived some- 
what on the outside of the country 
and at times it has been hard for me 
to keep the interest of patriotisrr burn- 
ing in my heart. It has been my 
great honor to serve you from pole to 
pole and from sun to sun, throughout 
the tropical zones and I have never 
met a man who was more devoted to 
his flag; the one under which he serv- 
ed." 

He said naval offioers had to live 
apart from their wives, but that he 
would now enjoy a belated honey- 
moon. He said he returned the love 
of the people of Nashville and would 
oarry away lasting remembrances that 
he would cherish all the sweet days of 
his life.

BRADSTREET'S WEEKLY 
REPORT. 

Current Weather Conditions Tend to 
Check Buying. 

Bradstreet's report for the pas> 
week says: 

The future may be said to have 
profited at the expense of the present. 
In other words, current weather con- 
ditions, snch as heavy snowfalls East, 
West and North, tend to oheck the 
buying, except of purely seasonable 
goods at retail, and to limit slightly 
the volume of demand for wholesale 
lines. On the otner hand, the cover- 
ing of the entire northern half of the 
country, with a blanket of snow has 
bette. ed the condition of the winter 
sown crops, and the outlook for spring 
trade, as a whole, has therefore greatly 
improved. No diminution in confi- 
dence in a large spring business is 
reported, though Southern trade ad- 
vices oontinue unsatisfactory. North- 
ern and Western buyers are calling 
for deliveries on spring account much 
earlier than usual, an encouraging fea- 
ture as indicated that unsold stocks of 
winter goods are not excessive. Other 
developments of the week are in the 
main favorable. 

Considerable irregularity is noted 
in prices of cereals, hog products and 
cotton. After the late heavy decline 
in prices has come several reactionary 
movements in wheat, whieh tends to 
discourage export demand. Wheat 
strengthened early on Bradstreet's 
review of a heavy decrease in the vis- 
ible supply, but weakened later on 
improved winter wheat crop prospects. 
Corn has displayed rather more 
strength than wheat, a number of 
diverse influences operating while in 
oats the feature was a spectacular 
break of 5 cents per barrel on one 
day, most of which was, however, 
later regained. 

Uncertainty still rules in the cotton 
market. Confiience in small yield is 
still undiminished, though current 
reoeipts throw discredit on minimum 
estimates. Trade advioes at home and 
abroad continue good, and the foreign- 
ers are certainly buying the staple 
freely. Stable cotton goods are still 
rather quiet but reports from the job- 
bing trade East and West are favorable. 

Business failures for the week num- 
ber 830 as against 282 in this week 
last; year. 

Failures in Canada number 43 as 
against 27 in this week a year ago. 



ENGLAND'S REPLY. 



In Answer to the Dateh Note Great 
Britain Made a Polite Refusal. 

Writing from The Hague the corres- 
respondent of the London Daily Mail 
says that the reply of Great Britain 
to the Dutch note concerning peace 
in South Afrioa is a polite refusal to 
the request that permission be granted 
for a commission to proceed to South 
Africa. 

London January 31. — The British 
reply to the Dutch note in regard to 
bringing about peace in South Africa 
was dispatched yesterday to The 
Hague. The contents of tho note are 
kept strictly secret as the first publi- 
cation of the text is intended to be 
made in parliament on Monday. Great 
Britain's reply is not in the nature of 
a direct negative, though it is not un- 
likely that it will have that effect. 
While Lord Lansdown probably left a 
loophole for further suggestions, he 
doubts the ability of the Boer dele- 
gates to control their fellow country- 
men, and there seems little likeli- 
hood that the Dutoh government can 
seoure guarantees in regard to the 
powers of the Boer delegation suffi- 
cient to induco Great Britain to ao- 
cede to the original request. The 
war seoretary, Mr. Broderick, in in- 
troducing a supplementary army esti- 
mate of £5,000,000 in the House oi 
Commons today, said this brought the 
total of the cost of war for the present 
year up to £61,070,000. On Januarj 
1st, Mr. Broderick said, there were 
still 237,800 British troop3 in South 
Afrioa. The expenses of the war had 
now been reduoed to about £4, 500, 000

EMPLOYES F0BB1EI TO ASK MORE H\ 

W. H Taft, Civil Oovernor of the Archl- 
pelfgo Hakes a Statement Before 
the Senate Committee. 

The investigation into the condi- 
tions in tha Philippine archipelago 
apropos of the effort to secure legisla- 
tion for the Government of those 
inlands was begun by the Senate com- 
mittee on tho Philippines last week. 
W. H. Taft, Civil Governor of the 
archipeligo, was the first witness 
called. G vernor Taft said that in all 
the Filipino or Christian provinces 
there is a Torm of civil government. 
There are thirty-four of these prov- 
inces. Tha Moros are all friendly ex- 
oept a f ~w who had never been other- 
wise than hostile to the Spaniards. 
Even these were now being brought 
over by the prospect of trade of which 
thoy are very fond. Governor Tafi 
described at length the commission's 
tour of the islands to establish provis- 
ional governments. These govern- 
ments consist, he explaieed, of a Gov- 
ernor, Secretary, Superintendent, 
Treasurer and a Fiscal or Prosecuting 
Attorney. In all cases where the se- 
lection could be made without arous- 
ing jealousies, natives had been 
chosen. All these appointments are 
temporary, and next month their suc- 
cessors will be elected. When the 
factions were too strong, Americans 
were placed at the head of each pro- 
visional government. In all cases the 
treasurer and superintendent were 
Americans. 

Governor Taft said it had been 
found impossible to put Filipinos over 
the Moros. They are subjeot to their 
chiefs and refuse to recognize the au- 
thority of a Filipino. There were, he 
said, two Sultans, one in Mindanao 
aud the other in the Jolo group, but 
the Sultans do not always control their 
datos or chiefs. The Sultan of Min- 
danao is, he said, very poor, but the 
sovereign of the Jolos is a thrifty man, 
who is constantly trying to inoreas his 
incom* and constantly getting into a 
row about it.

The president has issued the follow- 
ing executive order : "All offioers and 
employes of the United States of every 
description serving in or under any of 
the executive departments, and wheth- 
er so serving in or out of Washington, 
are hereby forbidden, either directly 
or indirectly, individually or through 
associations, to solicit an increase of 
pay, or to influence or attempt to in- 
fluence in their own interests any leg- 
islation whatever either before Con- 
gress or its oommittees or in any way 
save through the heads of the depart- 
ments in or under which they served 
on penalty of dismissal from the gov- 
ernment servioe. 

"THEODORE ROOSEVELT."

The report that Miss Roosevelt will 
attend the coronation of King Edward 
VIL is not confirmed at the White 
House. Miss Roosevelt has requested 
her father's permission to accompany 
the Reid party, but the president has 
not given his consent, and Senator 
Hanna and others have warned him 
that suoh consent would be a fatal po- 
litical blunder. Miss Roosevelt has 
not abandoned her campaign and has 
asked her father to grant her request 
as his gift to her on her approaching 
eighteenth birthday.

WHAT IT MEANS. 

If the PresVf lerian College can be 
located in Mrmtevallo it will mean more 
to our town than one who'.has not jriven 
the matter much thought would sup- 
pose. Frequently letters are received 
by people living here asking if there is 
a good school for boys in .Montevallo? 
Often these letteferfe Wuy the writer has 
both boys and girls he desires to edu- 
cate, and wants a good school for the 
boys as well as the girls. We have as 
fine an institution for the education of 
girls as can be focnil e.ny w here in the 
South. Give us a good boys' school 
and we offer an inducement, to men 
with families to locate in Montevallo 
that many will be slow in takinjr 
advantage of. That, means an incsease 
in population, more homes and mote 
business. 

Should the college be locate 1 here it 
means the location of men with fam- 
ilies who will 'be directly connected 
with the school as members of thu fac- 
ulty. Thin' is no small item in a bus- 
iness way to say nothing of the good 
that would accrue to our town through 
the location here uf at least twelve or fif 
teen mere ffttniles of excellence and re- 
finement. 

J t weans the bringing to our town 
two, three or four hundred boys who 
wvifcki make their homes here eight or 
tolne months in the year. Those who 
attended a college for young men know 
"whether or not that brings any money 
iuto a town. 

We heard a gentlemen use the argu- 
ment a few days ago that the location of 
another school here would eftect a 
breach between (he merchants of Mon- 
tevallo and the farmers of the sur- 
rounding country in that, the latter 
would hold themselves aloof from Mon- 
tevallo because of the refinement here. 
We cannot believe the gentleman had 
given his argument much thought. In 
the nature of things the building up or 
going do'vn of town morally, socially or 
financially must have the same effect, 
up or down, upon the country or com- 
munity surrounding it. It is a mistak- 
en idea in our friend to think the farm- 
er does not see the good to his family 
that conies from living in an educated 
and refined community. His occupa- 
tion as a tiller of the soil does not per- 
mit his oress to be at all times what is 
expected ol the man who stands behind 
the dry goods counter. But it is a mis- 
taken idea to think the farmer does not 
like to meet relined and educated peo- 
ple, lor despite his homely dress and 
humble avocation many a farmer is able 
often to handicap those who are known 
for their refinement and education, li 
the bringing of another institution of 
learning to our town causes a breach 
between the commercial or social inter- 
ests and the tar nut, the fault will not be 
found at.

"UNCLE TOM' SHOWS. 

The so-called "Uncle Tom" shows 
should be stopped. J hey do more to 
engender a feeling of prejudice in the 
North toward the .South and Southern 
people than any other one thing. Es- 
pecially does the portrayal of the drama 
leave an impiession — a wrong one— 
upon the minds of Northern children 
that is almost impossible to eradicates 
The editor of The Sentinel has lived 
most of his life in the North, was born 
there, ami we well remember our first 
''Uncle Tom" show. Although but a 
small boy it left with us an impression 
that Southern people were almoi-t in- 
human iu their treatment of the slave. 
We have long since learned how unjust 
was that impression. We have seen, 
since coining South, many an ex-slave 
who idolizes, dearly loves, his young 
or old '"marster." We have also learned 
that the better class of Southern people 
frowned upon ami in most cases ostra- 
cized those who did not treat their 
slaves justly , and rarely was there any 
brutality. That is the one jrreat leason 
that the so-called "Uncle Tom" shows 
should be discountenanced. They arc 
a hideous distortion, and a relied ion 
upon as grand and good people the sun 
ever shone upon. We remember when 
a great wave of indignation sweot over 
the North because of the blood and 
thunder drama, "Jesse James." The 
objection \\as that it left an impression 
lor evil upon the minds of the young. 
Public opinion was so strong against it 
that managers refused to book the at- 
traction and it died. We know from 
personal knowledge that the audiences 
witnessing a production of "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" in the North are largely 
made up of young women and young 
men. The unjust impression left upon 
the minds of the young through a pro- 
duction of "Uncle Tom" is no less per- 
nicious and a great deal more harmful 
than the dramatization of "Jesse 
James." Popular opinion is working 
and we think it will tint be long before 
we can read and write of the passing of 
"Uncle Tom" shows.

Shots Wore Exchanged Sixty Yards Apart 
— Both Murderers Wounded, One Blor- 
tally, and the Woman Turned Kevol- \ 
ver on Herself— Kone of the Pursuers j 
Injured— Statement of Dylnc Outlaw. 1 

Butler, Penn. - Aftef aa cscltlng 1 
chase through the snowclad bills and 
valleys of Butler County, Edward and 
John Blddle, the condemned murder- 
ers, who escapad from Jail in Pittsburg ! 
on Thursday morning, aided by Mrs. I 
Kate Soffel, -wife of tb« Warden, were 
brought to bay by two sleighloada of 
officers. Mrs. Soffel was with tlie out- 
laws. I 

As a result of the battle, Edward 
Blddle was wounded mortally, being 
shot In the left breast and in one leg; 
John Biddle was riddled with buck- 
shot lu the breast and head, and Mrs. 
Soffel, seeing that recapture was Inev- 
itable, turned one of her revolvers on 
herself and fired Into her breast. 

The story of the close of the Biddle 
tragedy is a thrilling one. The scene 
was a snow-covered road two miles 
east of Prospect, Butler County, near 
Afounr Ohpstnnt. And. the ornct place 
w^j :tC ^icijiiiit; si uuiu. iaej.X' two 

double-team sleighs, tilled with eight 
Officers, three of them Pittsburg detec-, 
tives— John Roach, Albert Swinchart 
and Charles McQovern— met the two 1 
Biddies and Mrs. Soffel in a one-horse 
sleigh stolen at Perrysville. The short' 
but decisive battle followed. 

Trace of the fugitives was obtained 
when they stole the sleigh In Perrys- 
ville. They drove In the direction of 
Saxonburg, and local officers immedi- 
ately started in pursuit, being certain 
of the identity of the party. Word also 
was sent to Pittsburg for aifL 4 

The Pittsburg police were met in 
Butler by Deputy Sheriffs Eainey and 
Hoon and Frank Holliday and Aarop 
Thompson, local policemen under com- 
mand of Chief of Police Robert Ray, 
of Butler. j 

The Biddies and Mrs. Soffel ate din- 
ner in the home Of J. J. Stephens, in 
Mount Chestnut, five miles east of 
Butler. They had made a detour of 
the town of Butler, and after going 
several miles east turned north and 
then west. The Pittsburg officers, only 
a few miles in the rear, took the wrong 
road for about eight miles, but when 
they found their mistake they made up 
for lost time by telephoning and tele- 
graphing ahead for fresh horses. 

They reached Mount Chestnflt n6t 
less than half an hour after the Bid- 
dies and Mrs. Soffel. At this point 
William Watson, a storekeeper, had 
fresh horses awaiting them, and the 
chase for life began anew. 

The two sleighs with the eight offi- 
cers aboard started westward and met 
the Biddies and Mrs. Soffel at Mc- 
Clure's barn, two miles from Mount 
Prospect, the Biddies having learned 
that they were almost overtaken, and 
taking what they considered the only 
chance they had drove eastward and 
net their doom. 

The Pittsuurg and other officers were 
armed with Winchester rifles and re- 
volvers of large calibre. They shot to 
kill, and their aim was perfect. The 
Biddies also were heavily armed, but 
not one of the- eight officers has a 
wound as the result of the battle. 

When the detectives got within about 
sixty yards of the fugitives they opened 
fire. The Biddies promptly answersd 
with shotgun and revolver. 

When Ed Biddle fell and Mrs. Soffel 
saw she was about to be captured she 
fired a bullet into her breast An ex- 
amination by physicians shows that 
she will recover, as the bullet was de- 
flected by her corset, and the wound 
is comparatively slight. 

Ed Biddle got a bullet in the breast 
which penetrated his right lung. John 
Biddle may recover, his wounds, 
though numerous, failing to reach a Vi- 
tal spot. -I 

After the Biddies fell to the snow- 
covered ground the officers picked up 
the apparently lifeless bodies of Mrs. 
Soffel and the Biddies and came back 
to Butler, bringing the Stolen sleigh.- 
patched up harness and worn-out horse 
that the trio had tried so strenuously 
to get away with toward Canada and 
liberty'. i 

At the jail Ed Biddle called for a 
priest and made the following state- 
ment: "I have been accused of a great 
many seriors crimes. I want to say 
now that I did not kill Detective Fitz- 
gerald, nor did I shoot Thomas Kah- 
ney, nor was my brother implicated in 
the latter affair. Mrs. Soffel aided ns 
5n getting out of the county .fful, and 
had it not been for her we Wcrtjld Have 
made our escape t&-day. She gave up 
everything for us and I Was bound to 
back her. I did not shout her. She 
shot herself. I am crateftil to the 
Woman who helped us to escape. She 
Sid it. out of sympathy, and I persuaded 
her to <lo it." 

At t>iis point 'Bktulo auowea •signs oi 
oollapse and made an effort to signal 
the priest Father Walsh then admin- 
istered the rites of the dying. Biddle 
was asked If he wanted to send any 
word to his brother 'and 'he 'slroOk bis 
■head, "No." _

THEO. BCDSEVELT. II, HAS PNEDWIDNIA 

Army Recommendations — Senate and 
House Programs for the Week— Samp- 
son Retired and Schley at Home. 



The condition of Theodore Roose- 
velt, Jr., show3 no change of any 
importance, and as it is probable in 
tho nature of the illnea3 that it will 
be several days or more beforo the 
outoome will be apparent, the presi- 
dent is not likely to return to Wash- 
ington from GrotoD, JYLass., until at 
least the end of the week.

The President has approved with 
one notable exception all the recom- 
mendations by the army brevet board, 
of which General MacArthur was 
president, for the bestowal of brevet 
rank on all the officers of the army 
who rendered especially meritorious 
services during the war with Spain 
and in the subsequent campaigns in 
the Philippines and China. The ex- 
ception noted is the case of Theodore 
Roosevelt, who was awarded the 
brevets of colonel and brigadier gen- 
eral for distinguished service* at San 
Jum, Santiago. These brevets re- 
quire the confirmation of the senate. 
It is expected that the merits of honor 
and certificates of merits recom- 
mended by tho board for individual 
gallantry, which aho have been 
approved by the president, will b? 
announced at the war department 
next week. These awards do not re- 
quire tho sanction of the senate.

The Philippine question will con- 
tinue to hold the foremost place on 
the senate calendar during the present 
week but there is little probability 
that the Philippine bill will be dispos- 
ed of before the close of the week.

I'WENTY-FIVE BLOCKS BURNED. 

A great fire swept Paterson, N. J., 
Sunday, and a waste of charred 
and blackened ruins mark a loss of 
fully $10,000,000. The business dis- 
triot suffered the most. The great 
manufacturing plants are safe but 
civic, commercial, educational and re 
ligious buildings and scores of homes 
are destroyed. Tho oity hall, public 
library, polioe station, two schools, 
four churches, six banks, two tele- 
graph companios, a theatre, two 
newspapers, theY.

IN ST. LOUIS.

One man is 
missing and probably dead, four are 
fatally injured and seven are suffering 
from fractured limbs, ribs and inter- 
nal injuries. The men had entered a 
cut and were preparing to make a 
blast. The charge had just been con- 
nected up when some one tampered 
with the battery and set the blast off 
without a moment's warning. Tho 
men wore buried beneath tons of earth 
and rock. 



UNUSUAL CEREMONY. 
An interesting ceremony has taken 
place in the vault of St. Petersburg 
Church in the Tower of London. The 
ceremony was tho ereotion of a tablet 
recording that within the walls of the 
vault were deposited two chests contain 
ing the remains of many distinguished 
persons who had been beheaded on 
Tower Hdl, aud which for a time were 
interred beneath the floor of the 
ohanoal and nave. The removal of 
these remains, which included the 
bones of Lady Jane Grey, her hus- 
band, Lord Guilford Dudley, the 
Dukes of Northumberland and Suf- 
folk, all executed during the reign 
of Queen Mary, was carried out about 
forty years ago. 



HUSBAND DEFENDS HER. 
Mrs. Soffel, who aided in the escape 
of the Biddies from Pittsburg, and 
was shot during the battle which re- 
sulted in their recapture and death, 
shows considerable improvement in 
her'condition.

MAYOR HAS PLAN. 
Mayor W. M. Drennen, of Bir- 
mingham, was elected vice-president o| 
the Southern Interstate Good Roads 
Convention and the convention unau-. 
imously adopted a resolution offered 
by him to have the federal govern- 
ment undertake the building of roads 
throughout the country, and to this 
end to have a commissioner or agent 
in each state whose duty shall be to 
superintend the construction of the 
roads. This, if carried through, will 
revolutionize the present system of 
road building in ihe United States. 
Following is the text of the resolution; 
"Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
Southern Interstate Good Roads Con-> 
vention that, Whereas, tha highways 
of the United States are a disgrace to 
our advanced civilization, and that 
this condition is largely due to igno-. 
ranee as to the best methods and ma- 
terials necessary to their propsr im- 
provement, and tint this condition is 
attracting tha general attention of the 
people of the whole couutry who are 
anxiously inquiring as to the bjsfc 
means for changing them, and tha 
need for experimental aud educational 
work is greater thin ever before, and 
that this work can be done by the 
general government at no greater ex- 
pense for the whole oouitry than 
would be required for a single state to 
make the investigations for itself; 
hat the time has now come when 
the office of public road inquiries of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture shou d be enlarged into a 
oureau and supported by such larger 
appropriations as will enable the sec- 
retary of agriculture to extend this 
investigation and educational work to 
all sections of the country; and that 
the secretary of agriculture be em- 
powered and instructed by Con- 
gress to appoint one special agent for 
each and every state in the Union, 
who shall be a resident of the state 
for which he is appointed, and who 
shall devote his entire time to the bet- 
terment of the highways of his state." 



EDUCATOR DEAD.

WHERE WILL IT END? 

The shooting, last Thursday, was no 
more than what the people have ex- 
pected. Since the result of the habaes 
corpus proceedings relative to those 
who were charged with (he murder of 
Walter Cary the people of Montevallo 
have expected every daj what occurred 
last Thursday. Had the Kroells been 
kept in jail until the convening of court, 
rikI which our people, knowing the cir- 
cumstances as they do, expected and 
believed would be done, the attempted 
tragedy of last Thursday would never 
have occurred, and that occurrence has 
only intensified a feeling that was al- 
ready strong when it took place. 

Any community has a right to expect 
a proper administration of justice when 
a great wrong or a crime has been com- 
mitted in its midst. For a long time 
our people, preferring not to bring great 
trouble upon themselves, have submit- 
ted to indignities and domination. 
With or without provocation pistols 
have been drawn and those who 
were so unfortrmate as to come under 
the displeasure of this element have 
been compelled to submit to abusive 
language. Is it any wonder that there 
exists in Monteuallo a feeling tension 
taut? The burden is and has been a 
-great one to bear. 

the shooting of last Thursday is de- 
plored by all, at the same time the sym- 
pathy of all Montevallo people, with a 
very few exceptions, is with young 
Cary. He has all the tender feelings of 
a son for a father, and the fact that that 
father was shot down from behind in 
the dark aroused all the passion in his 
nature at the toul deed. The people 
here do not condone his attempt in the 
least, but they do sympathize with him 
because they think a great injustice 
'has been done him, his brother and 
his sisters, as well as the community . 
Not only an injustice, but a great wrong 
which we believe will some day be 
righted. 

Such a state of affairs is not likely to 
put. Montevallo, nor Shelby county for 
that matter, in a very favorable light 
before the world. Just where the mat- 
ter will end no one is able to say, but tt 
is hoped the whole matter will be thor- 
oughly sifted when the grand Jury and 
a court of justice convenes.

WAY BACK YONDER. 

The following which we publish by 
request, appeared in The Chronicle on 
June 13, 1859. It will be read With in- 
terest, no doubt, by the older citizens of 
Montevallo : 

The Tenth I net > at MonteVallo. 
Editor of The Chronicle. 

Dear Sir: — Whoever witnesses a pub- 
lic demonstration of that mystic Order, 
the Masons, be he friend or foe, must 
always feel the presence of something 
imposing and acknowledge the exter- 
nal indication, at least, of a design as 
noble as it is mysterious. To my youth- 
ful fancy I confess there was always 
something supremely attractive in the 
solemnity and array of this Order; and 
now that a knowledge of some of its 
nurposes has arrived with maturer 
years, I am led to an admiration totally 
impartial, since it is not induced by 
any familiarly With the altars and 
the household gods of this noble famfly. 
"By their Works ehall ye know them." 
and T conceive that in the formation if 
our opinion with regard to this band 
we have no grounds to close up the av- 
enues to our hearts by malicious specu 1 
lations upon their secrecy, and that we 
are not justified in withholding our 
praise because we cannot ruthlessly in- 
vade the sanctity of theit temples. 
Whenever I see men or set of men, by 
whatever named called or under what- 
ever banner they may march, vigorous- 
ly exerting themselves for t tie amelior- 
ation of their race, 1 always feel to ex- 
tend the hand of fellowship and bid 
them be perpetual. 

Last Friday we had fl strong manifes- 
tation of this noble disposition in these 
united brothers. The occasion of this 
exhibition was the hiving of the corner 
stone of the Mule Institute at Monte- 
yallo/ Such occasions, to a general 



spectator, are usually rather boring, 
from the fact that they r.re common and 
that it is quite difficult (or any Masonic 
orator to say anything exceedingly new 
or original. The celebration at Mon- 
tevallo, however, was one of more than 
ordinary interest, ami but for the tin- 
propitious day would have passed oil' 
more than agreeably. The procession 
was large and imposing, consisting of 
the two flourishing schools as well as 
the Masons. The "school boys and 
girls," as they are familiarly called, 
made quite a display — the former bear- 
ing before their manly persons a ban- 
ner inscribed with the characteristic 
motto, "Onward and Upward," and the 
latter, gently gliding like the sWan up- 
on its glassy home, with fotn13 so sweet 
and faces so beautiful that Jnno herself 
would have envied them, especially if 
she had known what looks-of love and 
admiration were incessantly CK8t upon 
them. After the "Grand Master" had 
performed his work and the corner- 
stone with its symbols was deposited, 
the crowd adjourned to the Female In- 
stitute to hear the selected orators of 
the occasion. The character attained 
by Mr. Cobb hitherto, "Justly entitled 
all to anticipate something more than 
ordinarily interesting ; nor was there 
any "SIiBappointme.nt. Though laboring 
under some indisposition, and greatly 
hindered by that, same old stormy 
weather which must always visit such 
occasions, especially on Fridays, Mr. 
Ccbb succeeded in securing the atten- 
tion of the large audience well fixed for 
quite an hour. Mr. Cobb is admirably 
suited to appear In the position assigned 
him on this occasion. His flue person, 
his flexible and melodious voice, bis 
strong common sense and his sufficient- 
ly ornate imagination all conspire to 
render him quite an effective, popular 
orator. It was a noble theme he had, 
and nobly did he manage it; few, if 
any, could have left the house skeptical 
with regard to the good intensions and 
magiranimons designs of his fraternity. 

Mr. Cobb was succeeded in his re- 
marks by Rev. Mr. Roach, who gave us 
rather a discursive speech upon some of 
the false notions of the day. His re- 
marks touching "old fogyism" wi re ex- 
ceedingly apropos, and all of his ideas 
on that subject were well conceived. He 
condemned in most energetic terms that 
disposition manifested by almost every 
age to elevate the past at the expense 
of the present, and that whining, pit- 
iful cry so frequently emanating from 
the dotard and the weak, that mankind 
is fast degenerating, and soon wtll 
lapse physically and intellectually into 
pigmies. How often do we bear those 
who entertain such sentiments spas- 
modically groaning, "Ah! me, those 
good old times," anil how forcibly are 
we reminded then of that most doleful 
of songs, 

' Old Bob Grimes, that good old man, 
We ne'er shall see him more, 

He had an old blue Coat he wore 
All buttoned down before.'* 

How admirably does Byron satirize 
these dotards when he says ''All times 
are good when old." The writer is ac- 
quainted with a gentleman who, be- 
cause he happened to see and venerate 
his grandfather's long tailed coat Inch 
he wore in '.he Revolution, won't wear 
any other sort. Such a man. could he 
happen to find '"Chi Bob Grimes' old 
blue coal," would doubtless immediate- 
ly establish a museum. But to return : 

The predominating characteristic of 
Mr. Roach's oratory is energy. His 
imagination-, thoiigh a subordinate qnal 
ity of his mind, is sufficiently brilliant 
to decorate his reason in attractive col- 
ors. His eloquence is rather classic, 
not too glowing with bursting confisca- 
tions i>f heterogeneous ideas, caught 
here and there and thrown out like 
showers of falling stars that, end in 
blatkness; his mind is clear, full and 
serene; he keeps his steady cVe fixed 
undazzled on the still of Trill h, and he 
breathes his words as easily as vessels 
sweep the deep — oil, on. he bounds to 
where tho topmost height is seen, and 
all who hear toonnt with him irresist- 
ibly. His appeal for the education of 
those who sre to make nur agricultur- 



ists was strong and convim ing, and the 
incentive he urged for the cultivation of 
literature in our State was powerful. 
With a number of such men as Mi. 
Roach in our country, to urge and en- 
force his views, Alabama would soon 
be inferior to no Stale in the achieve- 
ment of the noblest designs and in tier 
position as a literary commonwealth. 

After the -'feast of reason" was over 
came a supply of the most choice vi- 
ands, prepared by the good ladies of 
Montevallo. For the really hungry 
there was a variety of the best meats : 
for the more delicate, there were cakes 
and pies of every description — except of 
a bad description of course; for Hie 
"love-pined" whose "aching void" 
craved a soother, there were the moft 
elegant cucumber pickles put up in the 
best old apple vinegar, warranted t " 
give love lils, and to restore, by their 
specific operation, the most dejected to 
his wonted normal condition; how 
much safer and cheaper a remedy than 
"Villikens and Dinah's cold pizen." 
For those who did not choose to eat 
there were eyes to feast on of various 
hues — the sparkling black, the pensive 
and heavenly blue, the intellectual 
gray, and the deep, glowing and soul- 
ful brown— yea, eyes that seemed the 
gates to paradise. 

With all these appliances none could 
have left the ground out of the most joy- 
ful humor. May Montevallo have many 
such occasions, and the cars continue 
to run south.

outside world- know nothing of.

'J lie Care of Palms. 

About all cuv palms require is tha 
nil dust be kept off the foliage. Tli.'s 
is of the utmost importance, as palms 
positively refuse to do well ol.herwis; 
See that they have moisture supplie. 
to ihe roots as needed, which la spring 
and summer should be about ever; 
day. In fall and winter they requir 
only moderate watering. They caij 
bo grown from seed, but it is slovi 
work, and it is better to get thosi 
already started. The scale insect i 
their worst enemy. A wash of dilu 1 
alcohol will kill it, but must be washe 
off well afterward. A wash of wea 
lye soap is the best preventive, bu 
like the alcohol, must be rinsed off we' 
at once. Go all over the plant an< 
leave no spot untouched wilh the son; 
Palms should have a soil compost 
of good garden soil, leaf mold, rotte; 
cow manure and sand, one-half o 
garden soil, and the other half eour, 
pans of the rest. The roots gr&v 
downward, consequently they requiri 
a deep pot. Put in pots just lar&< 
enough to supply their wants, mak 
the soil light and lirm, arrange fo. 
good drainage, and place the crown 
60 it will be just above the soil.— Mrs. 
W. M. Knoer, in Good Housekeep- 
ing. 




Grilled Sweet Potatoes-Eoii or steam 
four or five medium-sized potatoes and 
use them while hot, for the texture o: 
the potatoes when freshly cooked Ik 
quite unlike that of those which have 
become cold and then are reheated. 
Pare them, cut them in shapely slice- 
lengthwise, and about one-third Inch 
thick. Dip them in melted butter anu 
sugar, lay them on a greased broiler 
and cook until brown. Be careful not 
to let them burn. Being already hot, 
they only need the quick browning, 
and the sugar and butter will burn eas- 
ily if not watched. Put two round 
tablespoons of butter, one of sugar, one 
of hot water and one-fourth teaspoon 
cf cult in a saucepan over hot water, 
:.nd it will melt while you are paring 
the potatoes. 

Almond Cake— Beat to a cream 
cue cup of sugar, one-half cup 
of butter; add beaten whites of 
two eggs and one yolk, one cup 
of sweet milk; then mix two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder into four 
cups of well sifted flour. Bake imme- 
diately a'ter it has been stirred. Fill- 
ing: Chop line one cup of seeded 
raisins and one cup of blanched al- 
monds. Cook one cup of granulated 
sugar with one-half cup of water un- 
til it strings, then add the whites of 
three eggs, well beaten, and stir unri, 
a cream, and when cool add chopper 
almonds and raisins, using for flavor- 
ing a few drops of bitter almond and 
oil of rose. This can be used as u 
solid cake by adding the filling to the 
cake and bake in one tin together. 

Chicken Souffle in Pepper Cases- 
Chop very tine one cupful cf chicken 
meat previously cooked; mix with it 
two tablespooufuls of Hour, one tabic- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, oue-hah 
tablespoonful of chopped onion and one 
cupful of hot milk. Put on the stove: 
let it come to a boil, and add the well- 
beaten yolks of three eggs; remove 
from the lire. Foid in the whites oi 
the eggs beaten to a stiff froth. Poui 
into the prepared peppers; clot witi 
bits of butter, and bake uual bnn\ 
and ilufiy. The large bell peppers in 
the best for cooking; always selet- 
those that have not begun to clian^ 
color. Cut a slice from the stem on 
extract the seeds, throw them in cle:: 
cold water; let them be for an J.ou 
then lira In them and they are read 
for use. 



ATTEMPT T ROB BANK. 
Early Saturdi ,y an attempt wi 
made to rob tho 1 Gap National Bank, 
of Gap, of Pa. David Stamix, the 
town watchman, heard an explosion 
in the direction of the bank, and upon 
proceeding thai e found three or fout 
men standing in front of the bank 
building. He was promptly ordered 
to hold up his hands. Stamix opened 
firo on tho b.urglars, wounding at 
least one. The robbers returned the 
fire, Stamix backing away toward the 
home of the cashier with the view of 
getting aesistanoe. When the shoot- 
ing began two of three other men ran 
out of the bank building and joining 
their comrades, disappeared in the 
darkness. They had attempted to 
blow the vault open with dynamite or 
nitro-glycerine, but without success. 
One of the supposed bank robbers, 
whose wound was. dressed at Atglen, 
was subsequently arrested at Parkers- 
burg. 



BLOWN INTO KINDLING. 
Thirteen livos wore lost, many peo- 
ple slightly injured, two buildings 
were wrecked and $oO,000 damage was 
done by an explosion of gas in Chi- 
cago last Wednesday. The causo of 
the explosion is uaknown. Two other 
explosions of gas followed so quickly 
that it was hard to distinguish them. 
Among the dead are supposed to be 
three children whose bodies have not 
yet been recovered. The origin of the 
second explosion is not known, but 
all indications point to escaping gas. 
The explosion came without an in- 
stant's warning. There was a daz 
zling flash, a deafening roar and a 
cloud of dnst and shattered timbers. 



SCARED TO DEATH.

Young 
Kohler thoroughly frightened and 
evidently believing that he was going 
to be sent to the penitentiary, stepped 
Into the next room, picked up a shot 
gun, placed 'the muzzle against his 
forehead and pulled the trigger. The 
top of his head was literally blown cff.

His son 
by his first wife begged him to treat 
his wife with courtesy. Enragged by 
his words Duncan struok him a blow. 
The youth fell backwards and his 
father began to choke him, at the 
same time making an effort to draw 
his pistol. Mrs. Duncan snatched a 
pistol from the young man's pocket 
and in another moment the officer 
was lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood. Mrs. Duncan claims that she 
did not shoot to kill, but seized the 
weapon to save the young man's life. 
If her deadly aim was intentional, she 
was so excited, she must have lost 
control of herself.

Although tha pris- 
on is yet to be formally opened, it 
already has 75 inmates.

Cbe Day Was obserTod nj strictly as !u 
[New Enclnnd. 

There Is an idea prevalent that the 
strict observance of the Sabbath was 
almost wholly confined to the North. 
Nothing could be more erroneous. 
"The Blue Laws" of Connecticut, sur- 
viving as a proverb for hardness, have 
impressed the popular mind and fixed 
an idea which was, however, not ab- 
solutely accurate. As severe as those 
enactments were, they were scarcely 
more rigorous, whenever the observ- 
ance of Sunday was concerned, than 
those under which the colony of Vir- 
ginia was established and developed. 
Attendance on divine service was as 
strictly enforced, and abstinence from 
all secular employment as rigidly en- 
joined. It was a church-going time. 
Religion engrossed me energies of tho 
people. Participation in worship was 
the law and whoever failed in it was 
a lawbreaker and was dealt with ac- 
cordingly. Later on— that Is, prior to 
the Revolution— there came a certain 
laxness — the reflex of the taut-strung 
bow — when the fox-hunting, cock- 
fighting parson was Inducted Into the 
livings; but, as the causes were tem- 
porary, the main cause being the po- 
litical appointment by an absentee 
Metropolitan, so the effect was not 
permanent. 

It was out of these conditions that 
Hanover presbytery sprang, under the 
Influence of Patrick Henry's model, the 
eloquent "Parson Davies," later the 
president of Princeton college. Indeed, 
while some of the English parsons who 
have made the time notorious, were 
dicing, and drinking, and fighting, the 
laity were standing staunchly for the 
old customs, and were making the 
saddling upon them of such miscreants 
one of the charges in their indictment 
against the government "at home." 
They withstood innovation. They kept 
the faith. They build churches which 
still stand to-day as memorials of their 
piety and churchmanship. — From "An 
Old Virginia Sunday," by Thomas Nel- 
son Page in Scrlbner's.

BAKGE LINE. 

Ik Is stated that President W. J. 
Kelly, of the Warrior River Coal Com- 
pany, of Tuscalooso, Ala., has secured 
one million dollars capital to start his 
proposed line of barges between New 
Orleans and tho town of Tidewater, 
on Warrior river, at the Tuscaloosa 
coal mines, to be operated through the 
new Lake Borgne canal. Prominent 
New Orlens capitalists are said to be 
interested, including M. J. Sanders, 
agent for the Leylaud line of steam- 
ships, and Messrs. M. and R. Warri- 
r.or, agents for tho elder Dempster 
line. Mr. John Hays Hammond, it 
is said, will bo the engineer of the cor- 
poration. He is expected in New 
Orleans shortly to begin the working 
out of details. A number of New 
York capitalists havo subscribed. John 
Hays Hammond is tho celebrated 
Amerioan engineer who played a con- 
spicuous part in the Jameson raid on 
Johannesburg, South Africa. 



SEVENTH ALABAMA CAVALRY. 

Judge John Gindrat Winter, of 
Montgomery, is securing data prepar- 
atory to the compiling of a history of 
the Seventh Alabama Cavaliy and its 
campaigns during the war between tho 
States. This regiment was organized 
in 1863 with Colonel Joseph Hodgson, 
of Montgomery, but later of Mflbile, 
as its commander. The Lieutenant 
Colonel was the late Colonel Tumor 
Clanton, of Montgomery. Among 
olher officers of the regiment were 
Major Frank Elmore, Judge B. C. 
Tarver, E. D. Ledyard, Judge Winter 
and Dalton Yancey, a son of William 
L. Yancey. Judge Winter is anxious 
to communicate with members of tho 
regiment or persons who have infor- 
mation bearing on the subject. 



SHEFFIELD'S INDUSTRIES. 
Sheffield continues to show im- 
provements along all lines of material 
development. The report of loaded 
oars representing shipments out of 
Sheffield for the month of January 
1902, by the two railroads hero are as 
follows: Southern Railway, 1,600 
oars. Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, 700, making a total of 2,800 
cart. This is an iuoreaso of one 
hundred per cent over the eamo 
period last year, and is exoeeded by no 
point in this territory, excepting 
Birmingham. The increase of iron 
shipments from Sheffield over the 
Southern Railway during the past 
few weeks has been so great as to 
necessitate the sending of a special 
wan there to look after them. 



SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 

The Alfibama Supreme eourt last 
Thursday broke all of its records by 
handing down ninety-three opinions, 
passing on nine apphoations for re- 
hearing and over ruling thirty-seven 
applications for rehearing. This prac- 
tically completed the doeket and the 
court adjourned until the summor 
term, which will begin April 7 with 
the call of the First Judicial Division. 
Of the opinions handed down yester- 
day thirty-six were by Mr. Chief Jus- 
tice McClellau, twenty-four were by 
Mr. Justice Dowdell, nine wore by 
Mr. Justioo Haralson, eight wore by 
Mr. Justice Tyson and one was by the 
wholo court. 



MORE GOOD ROADS. 
The County Commissioners of Jack- 
son county have authorized the sale of 
$125,000 worth of piko road bonds, 
for the purpose of building macada- 
mized roads through tho county. It 
is said that when completed Jackson 
county will have one of tho finest sys- 
tems of public roads in the South. 



LOOKING TO ALABAMA. 
A report circulated some weoks ago 
that the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road was behind the proposition to 
build a railroad from Decatur, in Mor- 
gan county, to Jasper, in Walker 
county, seems to have been an error. 
It is now pretty generally understood 
that the Illinois Central is the propel- 
ling force, and that that system has 
outlined an elaborate Fcheme of road 
building in Alabama. The story goes 
that the Illinois Central will push the 
Decatur and Danville, now being sur- 
vey from Decatur to Jasper, to a fin- 
ish as soon as possible. Then the line 
will be extendod to Tusoaloosa, about 
sixty miles further on, and then loO 
miles to Jaokson, Miss. At Jackson, 
a junction with the main line of the 
system would be made, giving a new 
route from Alabama to New Orleans. 



TUSKALOOSA DISPENSARY. 

Dispenser Daniel has made the fol- 
lowing report of the business of the 
dispensary during January: 

Tho total cash sales for the month 
of January being $6,789.65, the larg- 
est day's sales being S'47.45, on Jan- 
nry 25th, the smallest day's salos be- 
ing January 1st, $91.10, or an average 
daily sale for the month of $251 47. 
The total number cf packages sold 
during the month was 19,146, made 
up in part by 1,375 quarts, 6,132 pints 
aud 9,092 half pints, the average num- 
ber of packages sold per day during 
the month being 709.

CITY WINS THIS TIME. 

The Supreme court has come to the 
lesoue of tho city of Birmingham in 
the matter of tho Sandefur case, where 
an injunction was secured to prevent 
tho sewage of the city being emptied 
into Valley Creek, which was a menace 
to his property, contended Mr. Sande- 
fur. Tho injunction was granted by 
Chancellor Carmiohael and sustained 
by tho Supreme court. The city, 
however, applied for a new hearing, 
pointing out that tho county was fix- 
ing to build a system of sewers and 
the nuisance, if such it was, would 
then be abated. Tho court has now 
acted on this, suspending the injunc- 
tion order and allowing the city the 
victory 



OIL EXPERTS. 



It is reported that several oil ex- 
perts representing Western capitalists 
have been examining the oil seep at 
Codon, Mobile county. They are said 
to havo declared that the indications 
for oil are excellent and arc enthusi- 
astic over it. In addition to the oil 
au unusual amount of gas has been 
discovered. At two places the gas 
has been set on fire and, it is said, 
burns quite freely. The Coden De- 
velopment Company is negotiating 
with partios from Ohio to take hold of 
the property. It is reported that 
many strangers are being attracted to 
Codon daily by the new discovery. 



CLAIM DAMAGES. 

Christe, Lowe & Heyworth, govern- 
ment contractors at Tuscaloosa, have 
filed a suit in the United States court 
at Mobile against the steamer Mary S. 
Bleeso for the sinking of their cargo 
which occurred on the Warrior river 
recently while the Mary Bleese was 
making n trip from Tusoaloosa to Mo- 
bile. They claim the damages to bo 
$4,000.

She was escorted to the 
capitol shortly before noon and intro- 
duced to the joint session by Senator 
Cayce, who spoke of her lamented 
husband, of his distinguised services 
to his country and. of tho undying 
love of the people of Mississippi for 
the only President of the Confederate 
States. Mrs. Davis broke down com- 
pletely when she attempted to reply 
to Senator Cayce. She had been in- 
vited here by the legislature, she said, 
and made the long journey that she 
might once more see the friends and 
comrades of her husband in the his- 
toric old capitol of the state that de- 
delighted to honor him. When she 
came to express her feolings she burst 
into tears, "Gentlemen," said she, 
"all I can say is that the name of 
Mississippi will be writton in my heart 
when I die, and I always shall ten- 
derly love the people of Mississippi 
who clung to the cause of a defeated 
— I can say no more."

SCHWAB RETURNS. 

Eis Mind Broadened by Trip Through 
Old Country. 
After an absence of nearly two 
months in Europe, Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, arrived in New 
York Sunday morning, on the steam- 
ship St. Paul. Mr. Schwab visited 
England, France, Germany and Aus- 
tria, coming everywhere in the closest 
touch with the leaders of finance and 
manufacture. He returns, as he him- 
self expressed it to the Associated 
Press reporter, more than ever im- 
pressed with the scope of possibilities 
of the great corporation of which he 
is the head, and more than ever en- 
thusiastic over the position of the 
United States in its relations with the 
trade and commerce of the world. "I 
went away for a vaofttion," he said, 
"and while I had a delightful trip, I 
also did a great deal of work. I found 
a feeling of the utmost friendship for 
our country existing everywhere in 
Europe. I found also intense interest 
in the question of industrial combina- 
tions, the business men on every hand 
wishing to know more about them and 
more about our methods." 



BRITISH FORCE TRAPPED. 

Pretoria. — One hundred and fifty 
mounted infantrymen, while patroling 
the Klip river south of Johannesburg, 
February 21, surrounded a farm house 
where they suspected Boers were in 
hiding. A single Boer broke away 
from the house and the Britist started 
to pursue him. The Boer climbed a 
kopje, the British following. Imme- 
diately a heavy fire was opened upon 
them from three sides. The British 
found tlemselves in a trap and in a 
position where they were unable to 
make any defense. Eight of the Brit- 
ish officers made a gallant effort and 
defended the ridge with carbines and 
revolvers until they were overpower- 
ed. The British had two officers and 
ten men killed and several officers and 
forty men wounded before the foroe 
was able to fall back under cover of a 
blockhouse. 



SEVEN HUNDRED POUNDS. 

It required the utmost strength of 
twelve men to carry to the grave the 
casket containing the remains of Den- 
nis Leahy, whose funeral has just 
been held in New York. The dead 
man weighed 700 pounds. Leahy's 
enormous weight has been acquired 
within the pass tan years. When he 
turned the 500 pound mark two years 
ago a physiciao pronounced his in- 
crease of size to fatty degeneration of 
the heart and told Leahy his death 
was only a question of time. Appre- 
ciating the trouble his interment 
might cause his friends, Leahy hunt- 
ed up a place of residence close to a 
cemetery and it was only necessary to 
carry the casket only a short distan oe 



TENNESSEE TOWN BURNED. 

About two-thirds of the business 
portion of Woodbury, Cannon County, 
Tonn., burned the other night, the 
loss being estimated from $50,000 to

fiDJUTHNT-BENERRL GOflBIN WAKES REPORT 



The River and Harbor Committee Is Work- 
log Dally Upon Its Bill Which will 
Soon be Reported. 

Adjutant-General Corbin has made 
public the report of the army board, 
of which General MacArthur wa3 pres- 
ident, appointed to consider and re- 
port the names of officers and enlUted 
men of tho army who distinguished 
themselves during the recent cam- 
paign jn Cuba, China and the Philip- 
pines, so as to entitle them to the 
award of either medals of honor or 
certificates of merit. The officers 
recommended for brevet rank for 
specially meritorious services during 
the samo campaign will be made to 
the Senate by tho President in the 
regular way. President Roosevelt has 
approved all the recommendations of 
the board for awards of brevet, med- 
als of honor and certificates of merit 
with the exoeption of the recommenda- 
tion that Col. Theodore Roosevelt be 
given the brevet rank of brigadier- 
general for valor and services at the 
battle of San Juan Hill, Tho lists of 
brevets will be made public when 
sent to the Senate. Medals of honor 
will be awarded in thirty-three cases, 
of which ten go to commissioned offi- 
cers and twenty-three to non-oommis 
sioned officers and privates. Only 
one medal is awarded on account of 
service in the Cuban servioe, two in 
the case of the Chinese campaign and 
thirty in the Philippine war. The 
medal list shows few names of per- 
sons familiar to the public, perhaps 
the most notable ones being those of 
Musician Calvin P. Titus, who was 
the first to scale the wall at Pekio, 
and who afterward was sent to West 
Point, and Lieut. Mathew B. Batson, 
who commanded tho Maccabee scouts. 
The certificates of merit are all 
awarded to non-commissioned officers 
and privates, and of the total number 
of fifty-six, four are on account of the 
Cuban campaign, forty-five on ce- 
count of the Philippine campaign and 
seven on account of the China 
trouble. 

» • » 

The rivers and harbors committee is 
working daily upon its bill whioh will 
probably be reported to the house 
within a week or two. The oommittee 
has discussed the appropriation for 
several of the Alabama rivers, but as 
yet no fixed sums have been agreed 
upon. The indications are that there 
will be an increase over appropriations 
carried by the bill's reports to the 
house last year. In the last congress 
the bill carried $140,000 for the Ten- 
nessee river above and below Chatta- 
nooga. There will be an increase this 
time. The appropriations for the 
Warrior, Black Warrior and Toni- 
bigbee rivers will probably be in tho 
neighborhood of $3. '0,000, with $400,- 
000 or $500,000 additional for three 
looks and dams in the Tombigbee and 
Warrior rivers. About $70,000 will 
go to the Chattahoochee river, while 
the Choctohatchee and Alabama 
rivers will receive about $20,000 eaoh 
The Coosa will receive little more 
than the amounts liecessary for main 
tenance. 

Senator Beveridge has made denial 
of the report sent out fiom Indianapo- 
lis that President Roosevelt asked D, 
M. Parry of Indiana how he would 
like to be on the ticket with the Pres 
ident as a vioe-Presidenttial candidato 
for 1904. Senator Beveridge received 
a telegram from Mr. Parry stating 
that tho Indianapolis story regarding 
his visit to the President was without 
foundation.

A special from Madrid, says that 
Queen Regent has signed the treaty of 
friendship with the United States. 
General Wyler, the minister of war 
admitted to the cortos a proposal to 
reduoe the Spanish army by four army 
icorps.

A bill appropriating $6 000 for the 
relief of trustees of Carson and New- 
man Collogo at Jefferson City, Tenu., 
was passed by tho Seriate. 



Alfred Noble, civil engineer and a 
member of Isthmain Canal Commis- 
sion, was before the Senate committea 
on the intcr-ooeanie canal one day last 
week. Mr. Noble said that it would 
be necessary to have absolute ooatrol 
of the cities of Panama and Colon in 
order to control sanitation. He 
thought the conditions were propitious 
to eradicate yellow fever. Mr. Noblo 
said the techical engineering features 
of the Eehio dam of the Panama 
route was more difficult than those of 
the Conohido dam on the Nicaragua 
route. As to harbors he thought 
both routes about equal. Senator 
Foster of Louisiana asked if the con- 
struction of the Panama route did not 
depend upon the safe construction 
and permanenoy of the Behio dam. 
Mr. Noble replied in the affimative. 
He had no doubt about the possibility 
of constructing the Behio dam. Ha 
considered the price of $40,000,000 
asked by the Panama Company for its 
property as fair and reasonable. The 
expense of operating the two lines 
would be in proportion to the lengths 
of the canals. In his opinion Mr. 
Noble believed, taking in view the 
whole position, the Panama proposi- 
tion was better than the Nicaragua 
plan. The question and the reply to 
it caused Senator Morgan to enter 
upon a course of inquiry calculated 
to bring out the fact that the coast- 
wise trade would be better served 
through the Nicaragua route than, 
though the Panama route. Mr. Mor- 
gan stated that 57 per cent of this 
coastwise trade is conducted by sailing 
vessels and the witness said in reply 
to the inquiry that sailing vessels 
would be better accommodated in the 
Nicaragua canal than in the Panama 
canal. Senator Hanna met these 
points with the statement that com- 
paratively all of the coastwise trado 
would oross the isthmus through eith- 
er canal. 

• » » 

The Indian appropriation bill com- 
pleted, carries $8,844,500. The item 
for support of school is $3,247,920; for 
fulfilling the treaty stipulation?, $2,- 
102,157. Among the general provis- 
ions is one forbidding the withholding 
of rations because of attendance at a 
non-government school. 

• • • 

The offioials of the government board 
for the St. Louis Exposition and a 
number of St. Louis men identified 
with that enterprise were recently be- 
fore the House Committee on Exposi- 
tions relative to the amount required 
for the government exhibit. Congress 
has heretofore appropriated $250,000 
as part of the amount for the building, 
but the amount for the exhibit itself 
has been left open. Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agrioulturo, J. H. Bringham, 
head of the government board, and 
his assistants calculate on $800,000 
for the exhibit. They also desired a 
building to cost $450,000. Supervis- 
ing Architect Taylor, of tho Treasury, 
stated that the building would cost 
from $50,000 to $75,000 moro if built 
within the time originally sot for 
opening the exhibition than it would 
if another year was allowed.

Secretary Root has received a report 
from Captain Ferrand Sayre, Eighth 
cavalry, who is in charge of Geronimo 
and tho other Apacheo prisoners of 
war at Fort Sill, Okla. , saying that tho 
Indians are progressing toward self 
support. No clothing was issued to 
them gratuitously during the past 
year and thoir rations probably will 
bo reduced this year.

Salt hake, Utah, Feb 11.— The Min- 
isterial Alliance of Sab bake has unan- 
imously adopted the Commit tee repoi t 
of that organization appointed !o inves 
tigate the report on the aliened practice 
and teaching of polyagmy by the Mor- 
mon* n( the present time. This report 
is to be used as a petition for the pas 
sage of a constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting polygamy and will be seul to 
the judiciary committee of Congress, 
The report sets forth that pot-hive ev- 
idence can be produced that polygamy 
is both practiced and taught by tin 
Mormons at the presentji inie in open 
defiance of the laws of the Stale. 

The report after quoting a number o! 
Mormon leaders in favor of the practice 
of polygamy and giving the dates of the 
same, dwells on the colonization plans 
and schemes of the church which, ac- 
cording to the commit tee's report which 
have a two-fold purpose, viz : to enable 
•be Mormons lo prrciice polygamy, 
"where they will be free from the Scru- 
tiny of their Gentile neighbors," and to 
secure the balance of political power in 
the sparsely settled States of the West 
I bus blocking the way of any proposed 
hostile national legislation. 

The fact that the Mormon church is 
pending ils swarms of missionaries into 
the East and the South has awakened 
the people of these sections to the fact 
that only by a united effort of all Prot- 
eslant churches is there any hope of 
crushing out this great and growing 
evil.

THE SYNOD MEETING. 

The following is furnished Tho 
Sentinel by Rev. D. D. Little : 

The Synod of the Presbyterian 
church of Alabama met at Selma, 
Tuesday night, the 11th, inst. 

The principal purpose for which 
the Syncd had boon convened wtu- 
to consider an overture from the 
Synod of Georgia to co operate 
with them in establishing a college 
for men. Those of the Synod who 
wore present were practically all 
of one mind on this subject. After 
ti short discussion, it was agreed 
that it was to tho best interests of 
both - States to have a college in 
each State. The overture was there- 
fore declined, and it. was decided 
that Alabama should, build her own 
school. Mr. A. G. Parrish, of Sel- 
ma, was. ohosen treasurer to re 
ceivo all funds that might be given 
for this purpose. 

This was the only business of 
importance upon which definite ac- 
tion was taken, but several other 
matters of interest were discussed. 
There was some discussion as to 
the kind of school that Alabama 
needed. The concensus of opinion 
is that another literary school such 
tis those tit Tuscaloosa, Greensboro, 
etc., would be superfluous. Ala- 
bama, however, needs a less ex- 
pensive high grade school than 
any of these ; a school Where ex- 
penses will be at least as low as at 
tho Girls' Industrial School. In 
order to bring expenses down, it 
will probably bo necessary to adopt 
some industrial features so as to 
enable those st udents who so de- 
sire, to pay part of their expenses 
by work. This will enable us to 
reach a large class of young men 
who cannot, afford to attend the 
colleges already in existence in our 
State. 

But far more than an inexpen- 
siyo school, Alabama, and in fact 
the Southern States as a whole, 
needs a school in which the Bible 
and other distinctively religious 
teaching will hold a prominent 
place. The writer does hot know 
of such a school south of Kentucky. 
Even in our church such as those 
at Clarksville, Tenn., Greensboro, 
Ala., etc., less time is devoted to 
Bible instruction than to such stud- 
ies as Mathematics and Latin. We 
do not mean that another Theo- 
logical Seminary is needed. There 
exists at various points, and are do- 
ing the , Work for whicTt they were 
established, bttt we need a college 
in which inen who expect to be 
come merchants, lawyers, or farm 
erS can secure such religious in- 
struction as will fit them for active 
christian service "in the pews '' 
These are the two features which 
the Presbyterians hope tb incor 
porate in their college. 

Tho pastors of the vaiious 
churches were instructed to lay the 
matter before their people between 
now and the regular meeting of 
the Synod in November and en- 
deavor to raise by that time as 
much as possible of the, $150,000 
endowment fund. If as much as 
?.")0,000 is raised by November, the 
site will be chosen and work com- 
menced. 

Tho Executive Committee of 
the Synod received the proposition 
made by the citizens of Montevallo 
and expressed themselves as beimr 
much pleased with it. They did 
not make any statement as to the 
probability of locating the school 
here, but said that the -healthy lo- 
cation, cheap board, and the pres- 
ence of the Girls' Industrial School 
here were all points in favor of lo- 
cating here; they were also grat- 
ified with, the public spirit man- 
ifested in the offer made. We un- 
derstand tha t at present Montgom- 
ery's our ma&t formidable rival 
in the matter of location, but were 
unable to learn .definitely what 
that place has offered. 

Tho committee will during tho 
summer visit , the different loca- 
tions that desiro the school.

In New York Hotel Fire. 

LIEUT. HOBSON CAN BE COMMANDANT. 



Dreaded Locusts Coming. Florence Wants 
Public Building. Our Iron Out- 
put Greatly Increased. 



HON. GASTON ROBBINS. 

Hon. Gaston- A. Robbing, who lost 
his life in the Pork AveDue Hotel 
Fire in New York Saturday morning, 
was born in Selena, Ala., about forty- 
five years ago. He was a son, the 
only one, of Honorable Julius A. 
Bobbins, who was killed while follow- 
ing the great cavalry leader, John H. 
Morgan, at Mt. Sterling, Ky. After 
the war his mother took him and his 
sister, Miss Mary Bobbins, to North 
Carolina, where she educated them, 
returning to Selma when the young 
people had grown up and the son had 
graduated at law. Youug Bobbins 
took front rank at once as a lawyer, 
according to a gentleman iu Birming- 
ham who knew him wdl, and soon 
made a success. He won two ensas 
oefore the Supreme Court that were 
jensational in their time. He was an 
ardent democrat and when the cam- 
paign of 1891 was about to opeu he 
was put forward for the nomination 
n a newly districted territory, the 
lourth hiving been elongated to take 
jn white counties enough to balance it 
with the black belt weight. He won 
Ihe nomination and the certificate of 
tiection, but was unseated on a con- 
test. He did not run in 1896, giving 
iway to Houorable Thomas Plowman, 
»f Talladega, who was nominated and 
leclared elected, but unseated like 
lis democratic predeoessor. He met 
.he same fate in 1898, being nomi- 
lated and declared elected, but losing 
mt on a contest. Then he shortly 
ifter moved to New York to live. He 
iras married in early manhood to a 
Miss Alexander, of Marengo county, 
irho lived only a few weeks after the 
leremony. He lived the balance of 
lis life a widower.

MANY LIVES LOST. 



Eighteen People Burned to Death 
in New York. 

PRINCE HENRY ROYALLY WELCOMED. 



As the First Gun Sounded the Prince Stood 
at Attention and Touched His 
Cap in Salute. 



NEW YORK'S BIG FIBE, 
For the third time since New Year's 
Day, Park avenue, New York City, 
was the soene of loss of human life. 
First, tho collision in the New York 
Central tunnel, at Fifty-sixth street 
Park avenue; second, came the 
dynamite explosion in the Rapid 
Transit Subway, at Forty-first street, 
and the third, last Saturday morning, 
was afire which started in the Seventy- 
first Eegiment Armory, at Thirty- 
third street, and spread to the Park 
Avenue Hotel, where eighteen per- 
sons were killed and many injured. 
It was the worst hotel fire since the 
Windsor was destroyed. The fire was 
first seen at about 1 :80 in the morn- 
ng in the armory, and in a remarkably 
short time that building was aflame 
from end to end. The firemen made 
their way as best they could through 
the streets deep with slush and did all 
possible to confine the fire to the 
umory; but after they had been at 
ivork nearly one hour the discovery 
was made that the hotel was on fire. 
The hotel was crowded with guests, 
who had come to attend the festivities 
n honor of Prince Henry. More 
Shan 500 persons were in the house. 

The fire was confined principally to 
ihe fifth and sixth floors near the 
(levator airshaft. About the time the 
lotel was found to be on fire the lights 
went out, and the corridors were filled 
xiih smoke. The guests, unable to 
rind their way through the darkened 
hallways, jumped from windows or 
ran directly into the flxme-swept 
portions of the building. It is this 
'act that accounts for the large loss of 
:ife, although the hotel was not de- 
itroyed. 

The fire in the armory started on 
ihe third floor of the Thirty-second 
itreet side, where there was tiers of 
•oouis occupied by different companies 
)f the ragiment. Within five minutes 
ihe whole structure was beyond sav- 
ing, and three minutes later the roof 
iell in with a terrific crash. There 
p?as no one in the armory at the time 
except a janitor and his family. They 
escaped by going through a scuttle- 
aole in the room. 

Six alarms were turned in for the 
fire, but in spite of the quick response 
.he armory was soon doomed to de- 
struction. The prevailing gale made 
it impossible to check the flames. 
Several hundred pounds of ammuni- 
tion stored in the lower part of the 
armory detonated in a series of minor 
jxplosions, partly wrecking the portion 
af the walls near which it wss stored, 
This added terror and caused fear of 
greater explosions to those who were 
lighting the flames. 

It was not until almost 3 o'clock 
that the flames rere discovered iu the 
Park Avenue Hotel, directly across 
from the armory . 

Manager Reed, of the hotel, had 
been ou the roof watching the fire in 
the armory with guests from the hotel. 
Ho had descended to the first floor and 
was stauding talking to a guest, when 
a burst of flame came through the 
elevator shaft. Immediately he or- 
dered his men to go through the hotel 
and give the alarm, The lights almost 
immediately went out and the hotel 
corridors were in darkness. The flames 
leaped up through the elevator shaft 
and seemed to gather around the fifth 
and sixth floors, filling the halls with 
dense volumes of smoke and making 
exit by means of the stairways almost 
impossible. Manager Reed ran np to 
the fourth floor and there entered the 
elevator, which was descending. He 
alighted at the first floor and soon 
after the elevator was a wreck.j 

The Park Avenue Hotel was built 
by A. T. Stewart, who spent $3,000,000 
on its construction and furnishings. 
The building occupies the entire front 
of the block ou Park avenue from 
Thirty-second to Thirty-third streets, 
with a depth of half a block. It is 
seven stories iu hoight, and encloses 
on four sides a court containing 4 C00 
square feet ef spac\ At the time of 
its construction, it was the largest 
hotel in the country, with the excep- 
tion of the PhIucq Hotel of San Fran- 
cisco.

PRINCE WELCOMED. 



The Cannons Roar and the Whistles 
Screech. 

Pr-jnce Henry of Prussia, represents- 
tive of bis brother, the Emperor ol 
Germany at the launching of the lat- 
ter's American-built yacht, reached 
Now York Sunday and was cordially 
welcomed as a guest of the nation. 
The land batteries that guard the 
outer harbor sounded the first greet- 
ing in a ponderous salute of twenty- 
one guns, the rifles of a special naval 
squadron assembled in his honor re- 
echoed the sentiment. There were 
verbal greetings from the representa- 
tives of the president, the army, navy 
and oity of New York and a great 
crowd lined the way into the city to 
see and oheer the sailor Prinoe of 
Germany. Rear Admiral Robley D 
Evans, commander of the speoial 
squadron and honorary aid to the 
prince, left the flagship Illinois at 9:40 
o'clook in the naval tug Nina. With 
him were Capt. G. A. Converse, his 
chief of staff; Flag Lieutenant Fred- 
erick Chapin, Ensign Frank T. Evans, 
aide, and Captain Rebur-Hascwitz, 
naval attachee at the Washington em- 
bassy of the German governmbt. 

Prince Henry, attired in the uni- 
form of the admiral of the German 
navy, and surrounded by his naval and 
military staff in brilliant uniform, 
stood on the bridge of the liner. As 
the naval tug drew nearer to the side 
of the steamship Prinoe Henry and 
Admiral Evans caught sight of each 
other and exchanged informal salutes. 
As the two vessels with a flotilla of 
tugs and official craft moved in past 
Fort Wadsworth the first of the salutes 
of twenty-one guns was fired. As the 
first gun sounded the prince advanced 
to the end of the bridge of the Kron 
Prinz Wilhelm and stood at attention. 
As he passed the big American flag 
floating over the fortifications he 
touohed his cap in salute and the 
members of his suite did likewise. 
The flag at the jackstaff of the Kron 
Prinz was dipped and the German 
naval band accompanying the prince 
played "The Star Spangled Banner." 
The guns of Fort Wadsworth were not 
silent before those across the Nar- 
rows at Fort Hamilton boomed out 
their salute. Then the Krou Prinz 
was stopped and Admiral Evans and 
his staff boarded her. 

Admiral Evans was escorted for- 
ward, aud the prinoe came forward,, 
and, taking the hand of the naval 
officer, shook it warmly. 

"I am very glad to see you, sir," 
said the admiral; "everybody in the 
United States is waiting to weloome 
you. It is my pleasure, sir, to form- 
ally greet you in their behalf," 

"I thank you, sir, and the president 
of your country," responded tho 
prince. "I am very glad to be here 
on this splendid day. The emperor 
directed me to oonvey his compliments 
to you, ndmiral, and I do so with very 
great pleasure."

WASHINGTON NOTES. 

Tillman and M'Laurin Fight Like 
Old Time Pugilists. 

BLOOD DRAWN BY SENATOR M'LAURIN. 

Senate Considers Appropriation For Ten- 
nessee River — Postmasters Ap- 
pointed—Long to Retire. 

Washington's birthday was signal- 
ized in the United States Senate by a 
fist fight and was the occasion of one 
of the most sensational soenes ever 
enaoted in the Senate chamber. 

The two Senators from South Car- 
olina were the active participants in 
the affray. Mr. Tillman, in the course 
of a speech upon the Philippine tariff 
bill, made serious reflections upon the 
honor of his colleague, Mr. McLaurin. 
In brief, he charged that his vote in 
support of the ratification of the treaty 
of Paris had been cast through the 
Bxeroise of improper influences. 

His statement was developed in a 
colloquy between him and Mr . Spoon- 
Br, of Wisconsin. Mr. Tillman at first 
declined to mention names, but when 
the Wisconsin Senator reminded him 
that he owed it to himself, to the Sen- 
Etta and to the country to name the 
man, Mr. Tillman indicated that 
he referred to his colleague from 
South Carolina. Little imagining 
that his words were likely to be pro- 
phetio Mr. Spooner remarked senten- 
tiouBly : 

"I will leave the Senator to fight 
that out with his colleague." 

Mr. McLaurin was not in the cham- 
ber at the time, being engaged in 
committee work, but he was sent for 
»nd appeared just as Mr. Tillman con- 
cluded his speech. 

Pale as ashes, Mr. McLaurin rose 
to address the Senate, speaking to a 
question of personal privilege. He 
reviewed Mr. Tillman's charges briefly 
and then denounced the statement 
made by his colleague as a wilful, 
malicious and deliberate lie. 

Scarcely had the portentious words 
(alien from his lips, when Mr. Till- 
man, sitting a few seats from him, 
with Mr. Teller, of Colorado, between 
them, aprang at him. Mr. McLaurin, 
who had half turned toward Mr. Till- 
man, met him half way, and in an in- 
stant the two senators, having swept 
Mr. Teller aside, were engaged in a 
rough and tumble fight. Mr. McLau- 
rin received a heavy blow on the fore- 
head, while Mr. Tillman got a bad 
punch on the nose, which brought 
blood. 

Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms Layton 
sprang over desks to reach and sepa- 
rate the oombatants and himself re- 
ceived several blows. He got between 
them finally and by main strength 
wrenched them apart. Senators War- 
ren, of Wyoming, and Soott, of West 
Virginia, two of the most powerful 
men in the senate, leaped to his as- 
sistance and pinioned the arms of the 
belligerent senators and forced them 
into their seats. 

Infense excitement prevailed in the 
senate and galleries, which were 
thronged with people. 

Senators stood about the chamber, 
for the moment, quiet, helpless and 
pale to the lips. Finally, order was 
restored partially and in the midst of 
intense excitement the Senate went 
into executive session. 

For two hours the Senate disoussed 
the event behind closed doors. When 
the doors were opened it was made 
known that both of the South Caro- 
lina Senators by unanimous vote had 
been deolared to be in contempt of 
the Senate. They were permitted by 
a vote of the Senate to make apologies 
to the Senate. These statements were 
listened to by both the Senators and 
the people in the galleries with breath- 
less interest. 

Senator Tillman left the capitol 
when adjournmet was taken for recess 
and did not return for the night ses- 
sion. Senator McLaurin was in the 
chamber about 8 o'clock but left early. 
Neither Senator, when seen at his 
home, would make a statement. 
» » ■

The census bureau in a report on 
domestio animals, fowls and bees in 
the United States on June 1, 1902, 
announces that all the domestio ani- 
mals in the United States have a prob- 
able value of at least $3,200,000,000. 
Of this amount the value of the ani- 
mals on farms and ranges constitute 
over 92 per cent and those not on 
farms seven per cent. 

The live stook on farms in the 
United States follows: 

Calves, 15,330,338; steers, 15,253,- 
182; bulls 1,315,566; heifers, 7,182,- 
015; cows, kept for milk, 17,139,674; 
cows and heifers not kept for milk, 
11,583,253; colts, 1,313,476; horse?, 
16,952,664; mules, 2,271,607; asses 
and burros, 95,603; sheep, 61,651,811; 
swine, 62,876,108; goats, 1,871,272. 
In the South Atlantic divisions tho 
division of domestio animals increased 
14 per cent, to $184,152,273 in 1900. 
In the north central division the value 
inoreased 27 per cent to $1,529 306,- 
487. In the south central the increase 
was 70 per cent to $598,355,687, and 
in the western 93 per cent to $261,- 
453,352 . Iowa leads all the states in 
the total value of its live stook while 
Texas ranks second. The former has 
an investment of live stock of $271,- 
844,034. and the latter $235,227,434. 
Texas, however, has the greatest' 
number of meat cattle, mules and 
goats but the average value of these 
and other animals being less than 
Iowa, the pre eminence in value rests 
with the latter named states.

The Republican members of the 
ways and means oommittee who have 
been considering the question of con- 
cessions to Cuba at several meeting3 
during the past week finally reached 
an agreement whioh is considered a 
victory for those who have favored 
tariff concessions to that island. Th e 
action taken was the adoption of the 
following resolutions : 

"Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the majority of this committee, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Republican 
members of the house in caucus as- 
sembly, to be paid as soon as practica- 
ble, that the committee report a bill 
iu substance authorizing the Presi- 
dent to negotiate a reciprocity treaty 
with the Cubau republic when estab- 
lished, providing for the entry of our 
produots into Cuba upon such terms 
as shall be deemed by him to be ad- 
vantageous to us; provided, however, 
that such treaty shall secure for our 
produots going into Cuba duties less 
than those allowed to other countries 
substantially equivalent to the con- 
cession made by us; that the consid- 
eration upon our part for such treaty 
shall be a ooncession of 20 per cent of 
our tariff duties upon imports, the 
produots of Cuba, upon tbis condition: 
That Cuba shall first enact our immi- 
gration laws." 

By the terms of this resolution the 
proposition agreed on by the Bupubli- 
can members of the committee will be 
submitted to a Republican caucus to 
be held next Tuesday night. This 
action is practically the proposition 
submitted a few days ago by Repren- 
tative Long of Kansas, except the 
amount of the cooession is cut in half 
and the condition precedent that Cuba 
enact our immigration laws is added. 
The action by the committee was 
preceded by a conference at the White 
House between the President and 
Representative Grosvernor of Ohio, 
Russell of Connecticut and Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, all of whom hive here- 
tofore stood out against any form of 
reciprocity provisions. The aclion of 
the Republican membjra was unani- 
mous,

There are twelve apostles, superin- 
tendents of counties, bishops and corps 
of teachers galore, besides many sub- 
divisions oi organization. It is a mis 
take to think the leaders of the Mor- 
mons are not men of ability, and espec- 
ially was this true in the younger days 
of the church. 

Mormonism could not have gained its 
great strength in Ohio, Tenneasee. Ill- 
inois, or any of the other, Middle, East- 
ern or Southern States. People of those 
States would have rebelled, just as they 
are doing now, against such a horrible 
condition of affairs. Young's shrewd- 
ness led him to isolate his followers 
from American christian civilization, so 
that he might rule the more thoroughly 
ami absolutely. He ami his elders and 
apostles carried with them info Utah 
practices and beliefs that had brought 
them to grief and trouble in the older 
States where they had settled. The 
gold excitement which sent many men 
to California years ago left many set- 
tlers in Utah. These came into conflict 
w ith the Moinion elders and leaders, 
and assassinations such as the Moun 
tain Meadow massacre, although in not.

This reference to the Mountain Mead- 
ow massacre brings to mind one oi the 
most horrible affairs known to the civ- 
ilized world. History has made the 
world acquainted with a part of the 
facts of that wholesale murder, but 
there are somethings that so-called his- 
tory has thought best to cover from the 
unbiased eye of the public. It will be 
remembered by those who have read ol 
that terrible slaughter that in Septem- 
ber, 1857, a number ol Arkansas em- 
igrants, 132 in all, were on their way to 
California. The Mormon decree was 
that no Gentile should live who had en- 
tered the territory of Utah. On that 
memorable September day these peace- 
able people were surrounded by Brig 
ham's band of ''Destroying Angels," 
guised as Indians, and, after surrender- 
ing under promise of safe escort thro' 
the territory, ana had given up their 
arms, were fired upon, and the excep- 
tion of two young girls, were shot down 
in cold blood. The massacre was com- 
mitted at the instigation of the Mo'inon 
elders, and of all the participants in 
that cowardly, inhuman crime, the gov- 
ernment has brought but one, John D. 
Lee, to punishment, and that was in I 
Iti77, twenty years after its perpetration. 
One of the instigators of that crime, ac- 
cording to Lee, was Geo. (j. Cannon, 
whose voice has often been raised in 
Congress in the councils of our nation. 
It. is enough to make the Goddess of 
Justice veil her face in shame forever. 
The Meadow is accursed ground — its 
once luxuriant verdure has passed away. 
Its once gushing springs flow no more, 
and its once beautiful streams, now 
mere threads, creep sluggishly along 
like some guilty thing, shunning the 
gaze of man. Over its broad space 
broods the sadness of despair and des 
elation. There is no blossom, no flow- 
er, no blade of grass, no song of bird, 
but enthroned in unutterable loneliness, 
Horror claims sole dominion, and Mur- 
der seems lit genius for the scene. 
Trully this arena of perjury and assas- 
simition has felt the curse of Uod. 

The true spi t it of religion, as taught, 
by the lowly Nazarene, does not fo-ler 
organized as-assins, and civilization 
will not countenance such practices as 
are pioniulg tied in Mormon doctrine.

Christ 
is the Son of God in the came sense that 
other men are the sons of their fathers, 
that the Holy Spirit, was a man who 
stood next to Jesus Christ, that all Mor- 
mons, no others, are sons of God equa - 
ly with Christ, and that Jesus Chiist 
was a polygamist. 

It cannot be that Mormonism, teach- 
ing such a doctrine, is in harmony with 
the principles that under) y the civiliza- 
tion of the land we love. Polygamy, no 
matter what they may say to the con- 
trary, is the fundamental corner stone 
of their belief. Not was at some time 
in the past, but is today, just as in the 
days of Joseph Smith and Prigham 
Young Out of this conflict but one 
principle can anil must conquer. 

Missionaries were sent to Utah in an 
endeavor to correct the pernicious doc- 
trine of the Mormons. Bishop Daniel 
S, Tnttle of the Episcopal church, in 
1867, was the first, missionary to Utah. 
The Methodists and Presbyleiians soon 
followed, and they in turn were follow- 
ed by Baptists, Cungregationalists and 
Lutherans. 

The persecutions and even assassina- 
tion of Gentiles by Youxg's band of 
Destroying Angels became so frequent 
anil llagiant that finally the strong arm 
of the law was called forth, and in 18S0 
Governor Eli H. Mnrrav, a Kentnckian, 
was sent to Utah, and the first light 
that dawned in the political darkness 
of the territory wan when Governor 
Murray refused to, and did not, issue a 
certificate of election to Cannon for 
Congress, Assassinations were so fre- 
quent, and the assassins never b ing 
apprehended, that Judge Cradlebaugh, 
said to be a grand, good man, became 
so annoyed and chagrined at Ids inabil- 
ity to reach the guilty, delivered an ad- 
dress from the bench in Salt Lake City, 
and from that address is taken the fol- 
low ing extract : 

"Men are murdered here, coldly, de- 
liberately, premeditatedlv. Their min- 
der is deliberated and determined upon 
by church council meetings, and that, 
too, for other reasons than that they 
had apostatized from your church, and 
were trying to leave the territory The 
buiies of more than one victim of the 
'Destroying Angels.' that, band of assas- 
sins organized try the Mormon church, 
lie bleaching upon the plains of this 
valley. Yon are the tools, the dupes, 
the instruments of a tyranical church 
despotism. The heads of your chinch 
order and direct you. Ymi are inutrht 
to obey their orders and commit these 
murders Deprived of your liberty, you 
hatfelost your manhood, and oave be- 
come the willing instrum-nts of bad 
men. I say to yon it w ill be my earnest 
effort, while wiih you, to knock off your 
ecclesiastical shackles and set von free." 

Two attempts were made to assassin- 
ate Judge Cradlebatigh a short time af- 
ter this speech.

President Dismisses His Appeal From 
Findings of Court o! Inquiry. 



SANTIAGO A CAPTAINS' BATTLE 



President Roosevelt Says Neither Samp- 
son >'ov Schley Directed tho Fight, Al- 
tliouth Hie Former 1V«| Technically 
in Command— He Condemni the Looy 
and the Ketingrade Movement. 

Washington, D. C— President Roose- 
velt has- decided that Rear- Admiral 
Schley was not in command of th,> 
American fleet at the battle of San- 
tiago. In his decision on the Schley 
appeal he says Sampson's blockade, 
foresight and directions made possible 
the victory, but declares that the ques- 
tion o° which was in command is mere- 
ly of nominal character. Technically, 
he says, Sampson was in command of 
the fleet, and Schley, as usual, of (he 
western division. 

The important fact, the President 
declares, is that "after the battle was 
joined not a helm was shifted, not a 
gun was fired, not a pound of steam 
was put on in the engine room aboard 
any ship actively engaged, in obedience 
to the order of either Sampson or 
Schley, save on their own vessels. It 
was a captains' light." 

As to the loop, the President says it 
wa* ''in fact the one grave mistake 
made by any American ship that day."' 
Admiral Schley, he asserts, is entitled 
to the credit, of what the Brooklyn did 
that day, but says he agrees with the 
"unanimous" finding of the court and 
condemns the loop, declaring that if 
the Brooklyn was placed in greater 
danger by continuing her course so alsc 
was (he Spanish fleet, and "this kind 
of danger," the President says, "must 
not be too closely weighed by (hos€ 
whoso trade it is to dare greatly for 
the honor of the flag." 

While (he Brooklyn and the Oregon 
are given credit for the destruction of 
the Colon, the President finds that the 
Iowa certainly, and the Texas, seem- 
ingly, did as much in "hammering" to 
a standstill the Viscaya, Oquendo and 
Teresa. And in this connection, after 
an analysis of the action, the President 
asserts that of the forty large-calibre 
shots which struck the three Spanish 
fighting ships, "eleven certainly came 
from the Iowa." 

Of Schley's movements previous to 
the battle, the President says he erred 
in the retrograde movement, and "his 
disobedience of orders and misstate- 
ments of facts," but that it seems if 
Schley's actions were censurable they 
have been condoned, but he should 
not have been left second in command 
by Sampson. 

The decision. Mr. Roosevelt says, is 
hased on a careful perusal of ail the 
evidence before the court, and upon 
statements made by captains in -the 
fight, most of whom say they consid- 
ered Sampson present and in command, 
and two of whom say they would have 
taken no orders from Schley. 

As to the justice or injustice done by 
President McKinley in recommending 
Sampson for advance over Schley, the 
President expresses the opinion that 
nothing but justice was done, but goes 
on to say that Captain Clark should 
have been rewarded to as great an ex- 
tent as Wainwright. who, he says, is 
entitled to greater reward than any 
other, and concludes this paragraph by 
saying that neither Sampson nor 
Schley did anything in battle which 
warranted any unusual reward for 
either. 



WOMEN JOIN IN THE RIOTINC. 

Aid Barcelona Strikers in Attacks on the 
Troops. 

Madrid, Spain.— The reports from 
Barcelona state that another day has 

ssed in conflicts between the troops 
and the forces of anarchy. Unofficial 
telegrams represent the fighting as be- 
l.ig almost constant in some part or 
another of the city and suburbs. Num- 
bers on both sides were wounded and 
come were killed. 

The rioters lire on the troops from 
housetops and barricades. Several 
women are fighting among the men. 

The barber and butcher shops have 
been sacked. Food is becoming scarcer. 
Many orderly inhabitants are fleeing 
from the city. 

Bonafulla and Munt, anarchist agita- 
tors, have been arrested. Other arrests 
have been numerous. Some 'Stiff fights 
resulted from attempts to rescue the 
prisoners. 

There have been some crimes of vio- 
lence apart from the fighting. A fac- 
tory owner and an officer of gendarmes 
have been fatally stabbed. 

The newspapers here treat the situa- 
tion as being very grave. They fear 
tnat the whole province will soon be 
involved.

Artillery Used Against ths Rioters 
in the Spanish Uty. 



Desperate Attack on the Troops — Author- 
ities Adopt Stern measures— A Grave 
National Crisis Threatened. 

I.ondon.--A message to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company from Barcelona, 
by way of Perpignan, France, says 
that a fierce battle has been fought 
between the troops and the rioters in 
the suburb of Barcelona known as 
Sano. 

Before the engagement the cavalry 
and infantry had been posted at the 
most dangerous points, and a field 
battery had been located on the Plaza, 
and from this vantage point the guns 
could sweep the surrounding streets. 

When the final clash with the troops 
occurred, continues the dispatch, the 
artillery was brought into action and 
raked street after street. The rioters 
engaged the batteries at close range, 
but were finally driven off. 

It is reported that COO persons wore 
killed and wounded on both sides. The 
entire neighborhood was wrecked by 
the shells. The ruins caught fire, and 
this completed the destruction. 

Further fighting was reported at Ma- 
taro, fifteen miles from Barcelona, 
Where a quantity of arms were discov- 
ered. Fighting was also reported at 
Tortosa and Tarragona, respectively 
100 and fifty miles southwest of Bar- 
celona. 



Madrid, Spain.— Premier Sagasta has 
prepared a decree establishing martial 
law. throughout Spain. The signing of 
the decree, it is believed, will be fol- 
lowed by an extreme national crisis. 

The authorities at Barcelona have Is- 
sued a proclamation ordering all pri- 
vate individuals to surrender any 
weapons they may possess, under pain 
of severe penalties. The sale of arms 
has also been prohibited. Forty work- 
men's associations have been dissolved, 
and the members of their committees 
arrested. The dwellings of strike lead- 
ers and of Anarchists are being regis- 
tered and put under guard. 

The battleship Pelayo has been or- 
dered to Barcelona. 

The strike movement has begun to 
spread seriously. At Castellon de la 
Plana, taking advantage of the night 
and of the absence of the police, the 
strikers set fire to two factories with 
the aid of petroleum. The factories 
were burned. At a workmen's me?t- 
ing, held at Castellon de la Plana, a 
general strike was voted. 

At Saragossa most of the factories 
have already closed as the result of the 
demands of the workmen, and The 
strikers are bringing pressure to bear 
to compel the factories still remaining 
open to close their doors. The Captain- 
General of Saragossa has wired for 
reinforcements. 

In the Chamber Senor Robert, Dep- 
uty from the Province of Catalonia, 
interpellated the Government in re- 
gard to the occurrences at Barcelona. 
The 'Minister of the Interior, Senor 
Gonzalez, replying on behalf of the 
Government, accepted full responsibil- 
ity for what had been done by the 
authorities, but asked for the adjourn- 
ment of the discussion. 

Romero Robledo, supporting Senor 
Robert, said the Government did not 
have enough guns and rifles to sup- 
press a revolution if one broke out 
everywhere. Senor Robledo denounced 
the censorship over telegraphic news 
from Barcelona, and insisted that the 
fact that labor problems existed in 
other countries did not excuse the Gov- 
ernment of Spain. 

In the Senate General Weyler said 
that if it became necessary he would 
call out the First Reserves to assist 
in quelling the uprisings of the strik- 
ers. 



SHOT SWEETHEART AND SELF. 

Mothers of Both Were in the House— Girl 
Dead nnd I5oy Mortally Wounded. 

Philadelphia.— George button, eighteen 
years old. shot and instantly killed his 
sweetheart, Gertrude Gothie, twenty- 
two years old. The youth was a Pres- 
byterian, and the girl a member of the 
Catholic Church. They had been sweet- 
hearts for about a year, but opposition 
of the parents of each, because of dif- 
ferences in religion, prevented the mar- 
riage. 

Several days ago the girl fell and sus- 
tained injuries that caused her to re- 
main in bed. Sutton, accompanied by 
liis mother, went to call on Miss Gothie. 
They were accompanied to her room 
by her mother, but after a few minutes 
the mothers withdrew to the lower 
floor. They had been out only a few 
minutes when they h ard shots. 

When they went into the room they 
found the girl in the bed, blood flow- 
ing from a wound in her head and an- 
other in her breast. Sutton did not 
speak, lint left the room without being 
questioned by either woman. Ho 
walked into the street and fell before 
he had gone ten feet. A policeman 
noticed he was bleeding and sent him 
to the University Hospital. 

The bullet had penetrated the left 
lung, inflicting a mortal wound. The 
girl was shot through the heart.

The Attorney-General Reports Againsi 
the Northern Pacific Combine, 



IT VIOLATES THE SHERMAN ACT 



The United States Will File a Bill in 
Equity Asking That tho Exchange of 
Shares For Those of the Northern Se- 
curities Company Bo Nullified— Hill 
and Morjran the Defendants. 

AVashington, D. C. — The United 
States, at the instance of President 
Roosevelt, will test the legality of the 
merger of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern Railway, through the 
instrumentality of the Northern Secu- 
rities Company, and a bill in equity to 
that effect will shortly be filed. At- 
torney-General Knox, in speaking on 
the subject, said: 

"Some time ago the President re- 
quested an opinion as to the legality 
of this merger, nnd I have recently 
given him one to the effect that, in my 
judgment, it violates the provisions of 
the Sherman act of 1890, whereupon he 
declared that suitable action should be 
taken to have the question judicially 
determined. 

"A bill in equity is now in course of 
preparation and will be filed within a 
very short time, which will ask that 
the merger effected through the ex- 
change of shares of the Northern Se- 
curities Company for shares of the two 
railroad companies be dissolved and 
such shares ordered re-exchanged to 
restore the stocks of the two railroad 
companies to their original holders. 

"The two railroad companies, the 
North -vu Securities Company, .1. Pier- 
pont Morgan and James J. Hill and 
their associates, stockholders in the 
two companies, will be the defendants 
in the bill. The district in which the 
proceedings will be instituted has not 
yet been determined. Most likely it 
will be in Minnesota." 

Men who have formed the merger 
say they do not fear a prosecution un- 
der the Sherman Anti-Trust law; It is 
believed that if in this case the Sher- 
man law should prove to be as defec- 
tive as officials of the Department of 
Justice are reported to believe, the 
President will urge Congress to amend 
the law, and that it will be one of the 
great fights of the next Congressional 
campaign.

CRUELTY CHARCE DENIED. 

Secretary of War Root Kefutes Reports 
From the Philippines. 

Washington, D. C— "It is an atrocious 
lie, without the slightest foundation 
of fact." 

General Fuuston so characterizes the 
report called to the attention of the 
Senate, that the "water cure" is the 
favorite torture of the Americans to 
force the natives to give information, 
and that a soldier who was with Gen- 
eral Funston had stated that he had 
helped to administer the "water cure" 
to 1G0 natives, all but twenty-six of 
whom died. 

General Funston's denial, supple- 
mented by a letter from Lieutenant 
Batson, commander of the Macabebe 
scouts, to the same effect, was sent to 
the Senate by the Secretary of War, 
together with the records of thirteen 
inquiries into similar charges. 

The Secretary says that the orders 
governing our soldiers in the Philip- 
pines are the same as thee promul- 
gated under Lincoln, in 1863. Continu- 
ing, he says: "I send you a memoran- 
dum of forty-four officers, soldiers and 
camp followers who have been tried, 
and thirty-nine of them convicted, for 
violation of such orders as are above 
described. 

"The war on the part of the Fili- 
pinos has been conducted with bar- 
barous cruelty and general disregard 
to the rules of civilized warfare. They 
-deliberately i.dopted the method of 
killing all natives, however peaceful, 
who were friendly to our Government. 

"The Filipino troops have frequently 
fired upon our men under protection 
of flags of truce, tortured to death 
American prisoners, buried alive both 
Americans and friendly natives, and 
horribly muti'ated American dead. 

"That the soldiers fighting against 
such an enemy and witnessing such 
deeds should occasionally retaliate by 
unjustifiable severities is not incredi- 
ble. But that cuch occurrences have 
been permitted or sanctioned if: not 
true. A constant and effective pressure 
of prohibition, precept and discipline 
lias been maintained against them. 
That there has been any such prac- 
tice is not true. The cases have been 
few and far between." 



OBJECTED TO THE MORGUE. 



Supposed Dead Man in Chicago Sits Up 
nnd Remonstrates. 

Chicago.— While being carried to the 
Morgue upon a stretcher Charles Hen- 
derson, a railroad switchman, sat up- 
right on tho conveyance and remon- 
strated with two policemen who were 
carrying him. He ordered the officers 
to carry him back to his bed at the 
Workingmen's Home, whence they had 
removed him. The order was obeyed, 
and those who had been bowed with 
grief at the supposed loss of a friend 
rejoiced over his return. 

Henderson had been suffering from 
tuberculosis, and when the manager of 
the home went to his room to admin- 
ister medicine, the man was apparently 
dead. The police were immediately 
notified and were carrying him to an 
ambulance when he came to life.

Jerusalem Is Now Supplied by a System 
of Modern Designs. 
The Holy Land has its railways, 
electric lights and American wind- 
mills, and now Jerusalem is about to 
get a supply of good drinking water. 
In ancient times the city of David 
was well supplied. The remains of 
equeducts and reservoirs show this. 
But sines the Turk's day the people 
of Jerusalem have been dependent 
on the scanty and often polluted ac- 
cumulations of rain water in the rock- 
hewn cistern beneath their feet. Even 
this supply has recently failed, saye 
a correspondentof the London Times, 
owing to want of rain. Distress and 
eickiias became so general that the 
Turkish governor has at length been 
Induced to sanction the purchase of 
Iron pipe to bring water from Ain 
Salah, or the "sealed fountain," at 
Solomon's pools, about nine miles 
south of Jerusalem. A pipe six inches 
In diameter will bring 8,000 "skins" 
of water a day for distribution at 
"fountains" supplied with faucets. 
Solomon, in his famous "Song," speaka 
of this secret spring, now turned to 
use. "My beloved," he says, as quoted 
by the Times correspondent, "is like 
a spring shut up, a fountain sealed." 
It is a deep-down subterranean spring, 
which has, from the time of Solomon, 
flowed through the arched tunnel built 
by him to the distributing chamber 
or reservoir near the northwest corner 
of the highest of Solomon's pools. 
Half a century ago the location of 
this "hidden" spring which was still, 
as in Solomon's time, flowing into the 
reservoir mentioned, was unknown. 
The tunnel is roofed by stones lean- 
ing against each other like an inverted 
V, the primitive form of the arch, 
which is aiso seen in the roof of the 
queen's chamber of the great pyramid. 
The entrance to this tunnel from the 
spring Is one of the oldest structures 
in existence. The piping is to be laid 
along the old aqueduct which former- 
ly, from the time of Solomon, brought 
this same water to tho temple area. 
There aro eleven or twelve ancient 
fountains here and there in the city, 
long unused, but now to be utilized, and 
from which the water may be drawn 
free to all, several taps being attached 
to each fountain. — Baltimore Sun.

The Danish West Indies have come 
into public notice on account of the ne- 
gotiations between the United States 
and the Danish Government by whjeh 
the three islands — St. Thomas, St 
John and St. Croix become the posses- 
sions of the United States at a lower 
price than this country was willing to 
pay for them many years ago. 

The islands cover about 127 square 
miles, and the population is estimated 
at about 30,000. Denmark has been in 
possession of the islands since 1071, 
but they have never been a great 
source of revenue, and for many years 



ish West Indies. The fact is that 
everybody speaks English, and, al- 
though the official language is Danish, 
English is used in the schools as well 
as in tho court of justice. 

St. Thomas has no agricultural im- 
portance. A few onions and other Veg- 
etables are raised there^ but not 
enough to supply the 10,000 inhabit- 
ants, and nearly everything that is 
used at the table is sent from the Uni- 
ted States. The place has a fine har- 
bor, large coal wharves and a drydock, 
and among the larger buildings are the 
Government house and a hotel. The

Anialie, the largest place on the island 
of St. Thomas, in speaking of the sen- 
timent of the people as to annexation, 
said:

The Dane recognizes a man 
for his worth, and never thinks of ex- 
cluding his neighbor from social, busi- 
ness or religious functions because of 
his color. In the Colonial Council at 
St. Croix there are two black men, and 
they till the places with credit to them- 
selves and to the satisfaction of their 
associates. Intermarriage between na- 
tives and whites is nothing unusual, 
and clergymen of the various denomin- 
ations never refuse to perform the war-

These are 
volunteers recruited ffbm the veteran 
corps in the home country and* Sent to 
the islands for a term of six yearS. 
They have guard and barracks duties 
to perform-, but those who have trades 
may work at them when they are not 
on duty, and when their term of office 
is over they receive free transporta- 
tion home, or, if they desire to remain, 
receive positions on the police force. 

"The clearness of the air at St. 
Thomas," said a former resident of the 
place, " may be judged by my expe- 
rience. I lived on the highest of the 
three hills on which the city is built, 
and from my house I could see Porto 
Rico, fifty miles to the west, and with 
the naked eye could see the palms of 
St. Croix, forty miles south. The ther- 
mometer registers between ninety and 
ninety-five degrees in the shade nine 
months in the year, but one feels com- 
fortable, and some of my friends who 
were ¥i Xew York during the hot sea- 
son last year went home to St. Thomas 
to escape the Xew York heat. 

"The low price of wine does the peov 
pie more harm than the warm weather. 
For six cents one can buy a bottle of 
native wine, and half of that will settle 
the strongest man. The people are hos- 
pitable to a fault, and strangers arc al- 
ways made welcome. People in this 
part of the world are surprised to hear 
this, but it is just as true as that the 
hurricane stories from St. Thomas and 
St. Croix are nearly all exaggerations, 
for there are no more hurricanes there 
than there are in the Southern States 
of this country." 

Thor<- are thirty-two sugar estates 
on the Island of St. Croix, the product 
of which goes to one concern in New 
York. But in order to protect growers 
who are not in this combination the 
Danish Government has established 
sugar stations where growers briqg 
their cane for sale. It is ground in 
mills belonging to the Government, 
and the producer receives pay based 
on the Xew York prices.

This whole country should he proud of 
another Southern man, John W. Judd 
of Tennessee, whose record as an Asso- 
ciate Justice of Utah in trying to enforce 
the Edmunds law, shattered to a great 
extent, Ihe almost impregnable organ- 
tion of the Mormons. 

Roberts, he who wanted a seat in 
Congress but was turned down, says he 
has violated no Law. His statement is 
untrue, for he violated Ihe law -vhen he 
took a plural wife; and he served a 
term Hi state's prison for that violation, 
tie ie not the only high binder Mormon 
who has "done time" lor this violation. 
Geo. 'J. Cannon was arrested on the 
same charge, and in his endeavor to es- 
cape iron; the meshes of the law, jump- 
ed from a railroad train, but was re- 
captured. He was put under a $10,000 
bond, slid then skipped his bondsmen. 
He was afterwards apprehended and 
sent to the penitentiary. Dr. Iliff, a 
missionary auion« the Mormons lor 
twenty-live years, and who now lives in 
Ogden, was chaplain of the penitentiary 
at the tune of Oa nnon's incai cei ation, 
and preached to an audience in which 
Cannon sat in prison garb, together 
with several apostles and half a hund- 
red bishops. '1 hese men when convic- 
ted had the opportunity of escaping 
punishment if they would promise to 
obey the law in the lnlure, but they re- 
fused, hence their imprisonment. 

The leaders of the Mormons set at de- 
fiance the laws of our country, and on 
August 11, I860, Brigham Youngdeliv 
ered an inflamatory sei mon in which 
he cursed the government, the Pies 
ident and the Gentiles. He said: "I 
will wipe all of them out of existence, 
every one I will let the government 
know I am still here. I will send ev- 
ery Gentile to the lower regions on 
wooden legs, and they had better be 
supplying themselves ( now while lum- 
ber is cheap." 

Is that good doctrine, coming from 
the head of the Mormon church at that 
time? It is a dangerous one. 

In 1890, Woodruff, the president, rev- 
erter and seer of the Mormons at that 
time, issued a man festo in which he 
proposed to obey tiie law and advised 
bis people to do likewise. It was tho't 
then that a new era had dawned for 
Utah, but those who accepted Ihe prom- 
ises in gooil faith were being deceived, 
and when Mormon elders and mission- 
aries who aie now traveling through 
the East and South say that poh gamy 
is no longer practiced in Utah, they are 
making statements which they k«ow to 
be untrue. 

Lorenzo Snow, the late president of 
the Mormon chinch, corroberated the 
the testimony of the kHmer president 
Woodruff, by testifying in an unquaN 
ified manner that, there was no longer 
any polygamous relations in the State, 
and within three months alter making 
the statement Snow was indicted tor 
practicing polygamy, and plead guilty. 
In 1891 an amnesty was asked of Pres- 
ident Harrison for those who were in 
exile and in prison, and it was granted 
on their piomi.se to obey the law, but 
they have not been true to their prom- 
ise and obligations. 

In 1893, Senator Rollins pledged for 

the leaders of the Mormon church that 

if Utah should be givenst.iteliood.no 

more should be heard of polygamy. 

Statehood was Ldven the territory in 

1890, and within six mouths thereafter 
• 

missionaries all over Utah testified 
that old conditions were being revived, 
and that Mormon leaders were violat- 
ing their solemn pledges. Two of the 
apostles had taken unto then selves 



plural wives; both were arrested, plead 
guilty, and were fined $100 each. Thus 
it will be seen that Mormon leaders 
have always acted in defiance of the 
laws of our country. 

If a Mormon decides to he a candi- 
date for office he must first gel permis- 
sion from and sanction of Ihe elders of 
the church. Roberts, then, must have 
had the snnclion of the Mormon church. 
His election was an open and flagrant 
defiance; it was an insult to ex-pres- 
idents Harrison and Cleveland, to both 
bouses of Congress, to the people in- 
terested in bettering the conditions of 
the Mormons, and to every citir.en ol 
the United States. 

But let us look a little further into 
this Mormon doctrine— take a peep be- 
tween the lids o f the catechism taught 
by the Mormon church in its Sunday 
schools. The following are some of the 
questions and answers to be found m it: 

Question. — Has God given many rev- 
elations ? 

Answer. — Yes, many. 

tj — W hat kind ol a being is God? 

A.— He is in the form of a man. 

Q —Has God a body? 

A. — Yes, like unto a man's body. 

(2 — What is the true church of God? 

A. — The Mormon church ; there is no 
other. 

These are but a lew of many of like 
import that we being drilled into the 
minds of thousandso! children through- 
out Utah. Is it nol high time for truth- 
loving, God-fearing people to take a 
hand and aid in stamping out a religion 
that is demoralizing in its influence. 

Mormon Roberts, who thought lie 
would be given a seat in Congress but 
who was sent back home, has written a 
book entitled "A New Witness for 
God." In that book, on page 40o. Rob- 
erts says: "Ihe prophet, Jo.-eph 
Smith, corrected the idea that God that 
now is was always (iod. We have sup 
posed that God was from all eternity. 
I will refute that Idea. God hinisell 
was once as we are now. and is an ex- 
alted man, and sits enthroned in yon- 
der heaven." 

Joseph Smith, the first Prophet of the 
Mormon church, in Apr.l, 18-17, said : 
When Father Adam came into the Gar- 
den of Eilen, he came into it in a celes- 
tial body, and brought Eve, onk of his 
wives, with him. He helped to make 
and organize the world. He (Adam) is 
our Father and our God, and the only 
God wilh whom we have to do. 

Brigham Young said on Apiil 9, 1852: 
I tell you that God was the father of 
Jesus Christ just as 1 am the father of 
my son. 

Apostle Hvde said, on Oct, 6, 18'r-l, 
speaking of the marriage at Cana, 
makes Jesus CHnist (he br idegroom and 
makes Mary, Martha and .Mary Magda- 
lene his brides. He further says: It 
was Jesus Christ who was married, 
whereby he might see his own offspring 
before he was crucified I say here that 
it has been revealed unto me that be- 
fore Jesus Christ died lie looked upon 
his own natural children as we now 
look upon ours. 

Apostle Kimball said, Sept. 15, 1Sn7: 
Well, let me tell von ; the Holv Ghost 
Is a man; he is one of t he sons of our 
leather and our God, and he is that man 
who stood next to ,Te c U3 Christ, just as 
I stand next to Brigham Young. 

These savings of the apostles of the 
Mormon church are but a few of the 
pernicious and dangerous ideas and 
principles taught in the Mormon relig- 
ion. It is demoralizing in that it seeks 
to overthrow the moral laws of our land, 
without which we would he dragged 
dow- n to a level with the brute creation. 
Tt is dangerous in that it sets at defiance 
the laws of our land. It is degrading 
because it besmirohes that which is 
considered Ihe most sacred of all Ihinss 
— womanly virtue. It makes of women 
slaves wilh but little if any liope of a 
herealter.

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N' OW you can't tell about a 
man's courage, his aptitude 
for "heroism" nor his psycho- 
logical possibilties by his size 
or complexion. Take "Chip," Taylor, 
for instnnce. He was the smallest, 
red-headedest, ugliest, "ornieriest" sol- 
dier in Ihe Thirty-second Regiment. 
From the time the command left the 
Tresitlio till after the surprise and 
massacre of Calignac lie never did 
have any standing with lieutenants, 
captain or colonel.

It was a Friday night that the Thir- 
ty-second entered Calignac and drove 
the Tagals, 400 strong, out of the vil- 
lage.

Horrible Death at Anniston — Mill 
Record of Alabama — Cotton 
Burned at Evergreen. 

SHOOTING IN BESSEMER. | 
Bessemer. — John Ferrill, an ex- 
police officer, was shot and danger- 
ously wounded Sunday night by 
Bruce Kurv, his son-in-law. Ferrill 
and his son-in-law lived together and 
it is said the former was drinking 
and when ho came home started a 
row witli Kurv. Policemen went to 
the house and quieted things down 
for a while, but the quarrel broke out 
afresh shortly afterwards and both 
men pulled pistols and began firing. 
Ferrill was struck in the side by one 
of the bullets and is in a serious con- 
dition. After firing the shot Kurv 
escaped, but sent the authorities 
word that he would give, himself up 
if they would allowed him to mako 
bond. This was agreed to and he 
surrendered. » 

While engaged in a quarrel Talu- 
tha Bates was shot and probably 
fatally wounded by John Brooks, a 
negro. The weapon used was a shot- 
gun and one of the woman's feet and 
one hand were completely torn away. 
Brooks escaped. 



KILLED SISTER'S BETRAYER. 

Demopolis. — Dr. Lee Barron, of 
Sweetwater, Ala., was killed Friday 
evening by Joe King, who was ac- 
companied by his brother, Ed King, 
of Faunsdale, Ala. It is alleged that 
Dr. Barron had betrayed the sister 
of the King brothers under a prom- 
ise of marriage. They went to 
Sweetwater to make him marry her. 
When asked whether he would marry 
Miss King or not. Dr. Barron said 
he would die first. Joe King then 
pulled his pistol and shot Dr. Bar- 
ron, who died almost instantly. Joe 
King is the city marshal of Fauns- 
dale. and both brothers are highly 
respected citizens. The tragedy is 
deplored on both sides. The King 
boys gave themselves up to the sher- 
iff after the shooting. 



TO BE RESURVEYED. 

The secretary of war is direcTea 1 
to cause to be made a survey of the 
Alabama and Coosa rivers with a 
view to a six-foot channel in said 
rivers from Lock 4 on the Coosa to 
Mobile." 

This is the language of a provision 
in the rivers and harbors bill as it 
will be formally reported to the 
House of Representatives, and the 
bill will appropriate $10,000 for the 
survey. The sum already expended 
by the government in the improve- 
ment of the Coosa river is $1,260,- 
525.15. 



A. HEAVY CLAIM. 

Birmingham. — II. F. DeBardeleb- 
en has sued the Bessemer Land and 
Improvement Company for $100,- 
D00 alleged to be due him as his 
part of the profits from certain coal 
mines operated by the company. 

Ho claims that he and tho. com- 
pany were partners in the purchase 
and operation of the Belle Ellen 
mines, among the most valuable min- 
ing properties in Alabama, and that 
when he became financially embar- 
rassed a few years ago the company 
crowded him out and appropriated 
his part of the earnings, amounting 
to $100 000. 



KILLED BY THE CARS. 



j uscaloosa. — Martin J. Lynch, su- 
perintendent of the lock works of 
Hie Warrior river, was instantly kill- 
sd here late Friday afternoon while 
attempting to hoard the dummy. Mr. 
Lynch either failed to signal or his 
signal was unobserved. In catching 
at: the handle he missed them and fell 
beneath Ihe trucks, which passed 
Dver his left, arm and side, mangling 
them terribly, nt the same) time cut- 
ting off the entire top of his head. 
The deceased had been in construc- 
tion work for over twenty years and 
was well known in contract work 
throughout the country. At Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., a widow and sev- 
sral children survive him. 



WHIRLED TO HIS DEATH. \ 
Anniston. — Mr. Mike Harrington 
met with an awful death Saturday 
at the plant of the Southern Car and 
Foundry Company. Mr. Harrington 
was employed as engineer. .While 
oiling shafting his clothing caught 
in some manner and pulled him in 
with tho rapidly revolving shaft. The 
top of his head was knocked off by 
contact with a brick wall nearby and 
his brains scattered. One of his legs 
was knocked off and one arm twisted 
off near his elbow while his other leg 
was left to his body by only a few 
strings of skin. No one was around 
at th e time of the accident, but as 
soon as discovered the engine was 
stopped and his limp body fell to 
the ground. Every bone was broken 
and his clothes were literally torn 
from him. A wife, a twelve year old 
daughter and a brother are left be- 
leaved in this city, while his mother 
and several brothers live , in and 
around Chattanooga. 



SWAYING ON THE TRESTLE. 

Alexander City. — Saturday morn- 
ing while crossing the Tallapoosa 
river, six miles from Alexander City, 
one of the Central's freight trains 
came near jumping into the river off 
of the 600-foot iron bridge which 
spans the Tallapoosa at Sturdivant 
station. Two of the ears ran from 
the rail on the crossties for some dis- 
tance. When the train came to a 
standstill it developed that only a' 
foot or two more would have crush-j 
ed the bridge and the whole train 1 
would have gone into the river. News 
has arrived from the wreck that on 
account of tho inconvenience to get 
to the derailed cars and the critical 
position they occupy on the bridge 
there is little hope of saving them 
from tipping Over into the river. 
The bridge at the scene of th e wreck 
stands fifty feet above the water, 
which adds to the- perilous efforts of 
the wrecking crew. The cars now lie 
cross-ways of the track. No one was 
hurt in the shake-up. 



DIED FROM BURNS. 
3i young woman by the name of 
Shelton, daughter of Job Shelton, a 
miner, met a horrible death at her 
home in Carbon Hill last Wednes- 
day. She was literally burned to 
death. She and her sister were en- 
gaged in cleaning up and around the 
house and had some rubbish burning 
in the yard. The grass in the yard 
becoming dry caught on fir e and the 
unfortunate woman endeavored to 
stamp it out when her clothing 
caught fire. No one being near to 
render assistance her clothing burn- 
ed off and the young woman was so 
fatally injured that she died a fow 
hours later.

FIFTEEN KILLED 
TWENTY-EIGHT HURT 



Horrible Railroad Wreck in 
Texas. 



FIRE FOLLOWS; FRIGHTFE FATMITT 

Cause Not Definitely Known but 
Attributed to Spreading; Rails. 

RAILROAD WRECK. 

San Antonio, Tex.— A broken rail 
caused a frightful wreck on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad near Max- 
on Station at 3 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. From the latest accounts receiv- 
ed fifteen persons were killed out- 
right and twenty-eight were more or 
less injured. 

The ill-fated train left' San Anto- 
nio at noon Thursday, two and a half 
hours late, and at the time the acci- 
dent occurred was running at high 
speed to make up time. The road at 
the point where the wreck occurred 
is in a rough country, the curves be- 
ing sharp and the grades heavy. It 
was when rounding a curve that the 
train left the track, it is said, on ac- 
count of a broken rail. 

All the passengers were asleep and 
the shock that followed was the first 
intimation they had of the accident. 
The train was going at such speed 
that the tender and engine landed 
seventy-five feet from where they 
left the rails. The cars behind piled 
up against the engine, caught fire 
and all were consumed except the 
sleepers. 

All the injured in the coaches just 
behind the express and baggage car, 
were cremated. The people in the 
sleepers were saved with the assis- 
tance of the uninjured passengers. 

The wrecked train consisted of an 
engine, mail car, baggage car, one 
coach, one chair car, three tourist 
sleepers, one Pullman sleeper and 
one private car. The mail car, bag- 
gage car and coaches were piled to- 
gether against the engine and were 
ablaze in a few second's. It was im- 
possible to move any of the coaches 
or the tourist cars and they were 
soon consumed. One Pullman and 
a private car were all that remain- 
ed on the track. 

Just as soon as it was possible to 
get in communication with head- 
quarters, relief trains with surgeons 
and physicians were started from El 
Paso, Del Rio and Sanderson, pick- 
ing up along the line all the sur- 
geons that could be found. All of 
ihe injured who were in a condition 
to be moved were sent to El Paso, 
where they are receiving careful at- 
tention. 

There were over 100 passengers 
aboard. The curve at which the 
wreck occurred was sharp and the 
embankment high, so that the cars 
turned completely over. Tho shock 
camo to the affrighted passengers 
suddenly and with the crash all the 
lights were extinguished and a scene 
of indescribable confusion ensued. 
To add to the horror of the scene the 
coaches caught fire, and the flames 
could not be checked. Families were 
torn apart, some being crushed in 
the wreckage and some escaping. 
Especially heart rending was the 
case of Andrew C. Shelly, who lost 
his wife and child. S. F. Dehousen 
had his baby thrown from his arms 
never to find it again, although he 
searched until driven away by smoke 
and flames. 

Section Foreman Frye, of Tabor, 
fell from a hand car while coming 
to assist at the wreck and was 
killed. 

Houston, Tex. — In his official re- 
port to Vico President Kruttschnilt, 
General Manager Van Vleck makes 
the following statement: 

"Conductor reports speed was not 
fast at time of derailment, and is of 
the opinion accident was due to ob- 
struction on track." 



KILLED HIS BABIES. - 

Kansas City, Mo. — Arthur and 
Benjamin Lockridge, twins, five 
months old, died at their home in 
Kansas City, Kan., from the effects 
of four drops of laudanum adminis- 
tered by their father, J. M. Lock- 
ridge. 

Tho babies were restless and the 
father cave them the laudanum as a 
medicine. 



REBUKED THE KING. 

London. — There was a stirring 
scene in the City Temple Thursday 
when, during the courso of his ser- 
mon, the Rev. Joseph Parker, D.D., 
administered a pointed rebuke to 
King Edward, which was loudly ap- 
plauded by tho congregation. Having 
alluded to public houses as "trap 
doors of hell," Dr. Parker referred 
to tho king's recent browing of beer 
while visiting Lord Burton. "Pray 
for me," said the divine, "that 1 may 
speak delicately, loyally. If the king 
brews beer, what can be wrong in 
the subject drinking it? What the 
king does is likely to bo imitated by 
others. If the king goes to a Sunday 
concert as he did recently, he deals 
a deadly blow to the Englishman's 
Sunday. The king cannot attend a 
non-conformist place of worship, but 
he can go to a Sunday concert." 

This remark called forth cries of 
"shame," and Dr. Parker continued: 

"If the king, who is the head of 
the church and defender of the faith, 
can violate Ihe English Sunday, what 
can the people do but follow in his 
steps? I would rather give a great 
sum in gokl than to appear to be dis- 
loyal, but I cannot be disloyal tc 
Christ, and it is better that these 
things should be said." 



MURDER AND ROBBERS. 

Butler, Pa. — Three masked nver. 
broke into the house of Henry Smith 
80 years of age, living at Saxton- 
burg, Pa., Thursday night and brutal- 
ly murdered the old man a?.d tortur- 
ed Mrs. Smith in a fiendish manner. 
They then ransacked the house and 
secured $200, and after destroying 
considerable property about the 
house escaped. 

The murdered man was a wealthy 
retired farmer. He had been shot 
through tho head and his skull crash- 
ed by a blow from some heavy instru- 
ment. A bloody axe was found near- 
by. Tho furniture was broken and 
tossed about the room and blood 
smeared the walls and floors and 
everything in the house showed that 
a terrible struggle for life had been 
made by the aged victim. A large 
crowd of indignant neighbors havf 
started in pursuit of the murderers 
and they have been traced to Free- 
port. 



DEMANDS PUNISHMENT. * 
Constantinople. — The American le- 
gation has presented to the Porte 
the second note referring to the 
capture of Miss Ellen M. Stone, 
pointing out that Miss Stono was 
captured, the ransom paid, and the 
prisoners delivered in Turkey, the 
brigands must bo within the Turkish 
frontier, and should therefore bo 
captured. Th e note denies that the 
authorities were ever required to 
lessen their vigilance on the frontier, 
and asserts that only the movements 
of the troops in the interior were 
interferrcd with. The first note 
presented to the Porte by the United 
States legation at. Constantinople in 
the matter of Miss Stone's capture 
by brigands demanded the punish- 
ment of the guilty parties. The 
Porto repudiated responsibility. ~ 



9 "' ; 'A FATAL TRAIN. 

New Brunswick, N. J. — The fast 
freight, east bound, due here at 2 
o'clock Sunday morning had a rather 
unusual and unpleasant experience 
between Trenton and this city. Two 
dead men were encountered, one of 
them having been killed by the train 
itself, and once tho train was stop- 
ped to search for a body which could 
not be found. As the train approach- 
ed Princeton Junction, it hit and 
killed a man. The train stopped 
and the body was cared for. When 
near Monmouth Junction the train 
was stopped at a signal from the 
head brakeman who said it had hit 
another man. A search of the track 
for a mile back failed to locate the 
body. As the train neared Millstone 
the glare of the headlight revealed 
the body of another man lying by 
the rails. It was that of Howard R. 
Breeze, of New Brunswick. He is 
supposed to have been struck about 
11 o'clock by another train while 
walking home from Franklin Park. 



NEW YORK'S SHERIFF RE- 
REMOVED. 

Albany, N. Y. — Governor Odell 
has removed Charles Guden from the 
appointed Norman S. Dike to the 
office of sheriff of Kings county and 
office. The order of removal is bas- 
ed upon the alleged violation of the 
penal code by Guden prior to the 
election in connecting himself with 
alleged frauds. 

The governor holds that Guden 
swore falsely when he took the oatb 
of office, one clause of which disa- 
vows the payment or promise to paj 
any "money or valuable thing as s 
consideration or reward for th« 
giving or withholding of a vote 
election." 



WHOLESALE CRIME. 

Beaumont, Tex. — The finding of 
the body of C. B. Pearson in the 
Nechest river stripped to his under- 
clothing and his head crushed in, has 
convinced the local police that a sys- 
tematic plan of robbery and murder 
is being conducted by unknown per- 
sons in this vicinity. 

When Pearson was last seen alive 
he had a suit of good clothes and be- 
tween $50 and $100 in cash. Within 
three months four bodies, including 
that of Pearson, have been taken 
from the river and in every case 
there were evidences of violent death 
and -no valuables were found. In twe 
of th e cases the bodies were not 
identified and were buried by the 
county. 



CRIME COMES TO LIGHT. 

New York. — Lieut. B. Vanschack, 
who recently returned from the Phil- 
ippines, says that General Zeno, of 
Cavite, a multi-millionaire, has of- 
fered to give $500,000, to each Amer- 
ican army officer whe will marry his 
daughter. 



BIG FIRE LOSS. 
Hudson, N. Y. — Fire Friday burn- 
ed the buildings and stock of Dosen- 
heim & Co., dry goods dealers; W. 
A. Van Tassel, drugs; R. Grays 
Sons, furniture; Sheldon & Co., dry 
goods, and Falk, men's furnishings. 
Loss, $200,000. 



8,000 GO TO WORK. 

Shamokin, Pa. — The local coller- 
ies of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company and the 
Union Coal Company, which were 
closed down last week by the floods, 
will resume operations tomorrow, 
along with a number of individual 
mines. The resumption will give 
work to 8,000 men and boys. 



TO BE COURT MARTIALED. 

Manila. — Colonel James Forney, 
of the marine corps, will preside at 
the court martial to try Major Lit- 
tleton W. Waller and Lieut. II. A. 
Day, of the marine corps, March 
17th next, on the charge of execut- 
ing natives of the island of Samar 
without trial. The charges specify 
that Major Waller and Lieutenant 
Day killed three native stevedores 
on the streets of Bazy, Isand of Sa- 
mar, without trial. It is claimed 
these stevedores mutincd. 



THE FIFTH VICTIM. 

A special from Beaumont, Tex., 
says: The body of the fifth victim 
of a gang of murderers and robbers 
was taken from the Necheg river in 
the eastern suburbs of Beaumont at 
noon Sunday. The first of the five 
bodies was recovered in tho early 
part of January. With the finding 
of the fifth body every officer in the 
town was set to work on the mys- 
tery and this afternoon eighteen ho- 
boes who have been living in the 
river bottom opposite th e city were 
arrested on suspicion that they are 
at the bottom of a series of rob- 
beries and murders. The body found 
was that of a man about 45 years of 
age and it had lain in the water per- 
haps thirty days. Every pocket in 
the clothing worn by the corpse had 
been rifled and the skull and jaw had 
been crushed in. There was not a 
mark or scrap of paper about the 
body by which it might be identified, 
but the wounds on the head mako it 
plain that the victim met death at 
the hands of robbers and murderers, 
since his death had been brought 
about exactly as in the case of the 
four preceding victims. The pock- 
ets bore evidence of having been ri- 
fled in each of the other four cases. 



COULDN'T FACE THE CHARGE 
New York. — A man who regis tyred 
at the Horald Square Hotel ten days 
ago as James D. Campbell, of St. 
Louis, committed suicide Saturday 
by taking carbolic acid. The police 
say he came from Rochester. Ho 
was about 45 years old. It was learn- 
ed that tho suicide was James Web- 
ster, a traveling salesman, wanted in 
Rochester for forgery. A few days 
ago J. C. Haydcn, chief of police of 
Rochester, sent word to tho detec- 
tive bureau that Webster was stop- 
ping at the Westminster Hotel, this 
city. He had registered as James G. 
Campbell, of St. Louis. A detec- 
tive went to tho Herald Square Ho- 
tel to arrest Webster, but when he 
arrived he was told that a man who 
answered the description "Camp- 
bell" had just been taken to the 
New York hospital, after he had tak- 
en a dose of carbolic acid. "Camp- 
bell" died and was buried as .Web- 
ster. 



SOUTH AMERICAN WaE. 
Panama, Colombia. — It has been 
persistently rumored here that the 
government forces have sustained :i 
severe defeat. It is said that when 
the Colombian gunboat Boyaca land- 
ed reinforcements at Chiriqui the 
civil and military chief of th e pro- 
vince, R. Lastra, prepared to attack 
the revolutionists at San Pablo, 
about five miles from David, and 
sent Colon Luque forward with 200 
recruits. The latter not knowing 
the country well, are said to have 
been surprised by 500 of the enemy, 
between two embankments, from 
which position the revolutionists 
were able to shoot down the govern- 
ment soldiers. Many of the latter 
are understood to have been made 
prisoners. It is hoped in government, 
circles that David was not captured 
by the revolutionists, as the town 
was strongly entrenched. Lastra may 
be able to hold out until reinforce- 
ments sent by Castro reach him. 
The British steamer Taboga, duo 
here March 10th from Pegral, will 
probably bring details of the engage- 
ment. . 



* ' BRIEF HONEYMOON. S 

Baltimore. — Rudolph M. Crouvatt, 
aged 27, a bridegroom of four days, 
committed suicide some time Thurs- 
day by shooting. A note was found 
requesting that J. G. Crouvatt, his 
father, in Thomasville, Ga., be no- 
tified. 

Mrs. Coruvatt, who is 17 years of 
age, stated that she and Crouvatt, 
who had assumed the name of James 
Coleman, wore married Tuesday 
night. Just prior to the wedding, 
the young woman informed Crouvatt 
she had heard a report that he had 
a wife living in Alabama. He is said 
to have become greatly excited and 
to have threatened to kill the person 
who started the rumor, or kill him- 
self. 

Wednesday night Crouvatt left 
tho house where he and his bride 
were living and she heard nothing 
more of him until news of his death 
was brought to her.

An editorial item in The Sentinel of 
last week regarding State Senator 
Meador, who is a candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, brings a letter from 
that gentleman to Mr. Meroney, of Mon- 
tevallo. The Sentinel said that it was 
rumored Senator Meador would ally 
himself with the faction that opposed 
the new constitution, headed by Joseph 
F. Johnston. 

Mr. Meador says in part: "I am at 
loss to see how any one who has watch- 
ed the legislation during the past two 
sessions could doubt or misunderstand 
my position in reference to the new 
constitution. During the session of 
^-'go, I voted for the calling of the 
Convention; the day the Dili passed 
the Senate I presided while the Bill was 
pending. When Governor Johnston 
called the extra session for the express 
purpose of repealing this act, I voted 
against repeal. Again, during the ses- 
sion of 1900-1901, I voted for the Bill 
calling a Constitutional Convention. I 
vo ed for the call and voted for its rat- 
ification. I am sure no one who knows 
me would for one moment believe that 
I would at this late day stultify myself 
by opposing all my former acts. 

"I sincerely hope the editor of The 
Sentinel, who is so uniformly fair in 
his editorials, will do me the kindness 
to correct any erroneous impression 
that may haye been made. 

"Now as to any alliance between 
Governor Johnston and myself is a lit- 
tle amusing. I voted for Oates when 
he was a candidate. I voted for R. H 
Clark when he was a candidate. There 
is no bargain, trade or alliance, implied 
or expressed, between myself and any 
other candidate. It is useless to add 
that when Governor Samiord died and 
Governor Jeiks assumed the duties of 
that office I was unanimously elected 
President of ihe Senate. I have repre- 
sented this county in the House ten 
years and four in the Senate. I was 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in the House four years, and 
chairman of the Finance Committee in 
the Senate two terms.

Polygamy is practiced through- 
out Utah by apostles, bishops, eldeis, 
presidents and Ihe more lowly foil- >w- 
er.-> of the church in direct violation of 
the state awl the United Sutes laws, 
and the solemn assurances of the church 
leaders. The Gentiles have ahnost 
stamped it out in Salt Lake City, Ogden 
ami Prove, but in the back country, or 
rural districts, it thrives just as much 
as it ever did. 

The teachings and practices of the 
Mormon church and its people are im- 
moral, unholy and unrighteous and i.. 
ditect opposition to all laws of good 
government. It preys and thrives upon 
the ignorance and frailty of man and 
caters to the wishes of his baser nature. 
It has no redeeming feature and con- 
taminates and debases everything it 
touches. Then why should the good 
people of this country not arise and 
blot out this curse upon our land? 

The Southern States are contributing 
largely to its membership. Last year 
there were 3,000 converts to ihe Mor- 
mon faith m West Virginia, 1.90.) in 
Tennessee, 1,700 in South Carolina. 1100 
in Georgia, and our own Alabama is 
credited with 700.

While making the foundation for a

skeleton In a crouching position. To- 
gether with the skeleton were found a 
uumber of stone and wooden Imple- 
ments, such as hammers, axes, etc. 
Skeleton and tools are said to be at 
least 2500 years old. 

Dr. A. A. Common, the English as- 
tronomer, in illustrating recently what 
the telescope and the microscope have 
Jone in extending the powers of vision, 
employed the following figures: Imag- 
ine the size of 'an eye, and therefore 
of a man capable of seeing in a natural 
way what the ordinary eye sees with 
the aid of a large telescope, and also 
the size of a man who could see plainly 
with his natural eye what we see with 
i powerful microscope. The first man 
tvould be a giant several miles tall, and 
the second a midget a very small frac- 
tion of an inch in height. 

Recent studies of the geology of Yel- 
lowstone Park have led to the opinion 
that the waters of Yellowstone Lake, 
now the head of Yellowstone River, 
jnce flowed off southward into the 
Snake River. At that time a compara- 
tively small stream followed the course 
3f the magnificent Yellowstone Canon, 
ivhich had not then been excavated to 
its present great depth. The head of 
:his stream gradually gnawed its way 
back until it cut the divide enclosing 
the basin of the lake, and by thus di- 
verting the waters of the lake formed 
the Yellowstone River.

While the grandest and most 
imposing form of cloud is the domed 
md pinnacled cumulus which frequent- 
y accompanies thunderstorms, the 
aiost beautiful is the feathery cirrus. 
3irrus clouds sometimes exist at enor- 
uous elevations. While their mean 
aelght Is about 29,000 feet— the height 
if Mount Everest— they have been 
neasured at an elevation of 49,000 feet. 
iv more than nine miles. They move 
with great velocity, about ninety miles 
in hour on the average, and in winter 
sometimes more than 200 miles an 
aour. . 



The Telephone at Sea. 

Unique methods of telephony art 
working wonders in the field of marine 
signaling, and when this phase of th« 
aew achievements has been fully de 
veloped it is believed that the dangei 
of collisions and other disasters at 
sea will be very materially lessened. 
One of the most important of these 
systems of telephone signal^ for ships 
was invented by the late Dr. Gray. 
By this plan the water of a lake, ocean 
or river is made to act as a medium foi 
conveying sounds, as, for instance, the 
strokes of a bell tolled below the sur- 
face of the water. The sounds thus 
transmitted are heard distinctly al 
great distances by means of excep- 
tionally sensitive telephonic receivers 
designed especially for such service 
Inasmuch as any number of different 
signals may be arranged by the intro 
Auction of various combinations of 
strokes given in quick succession or al 
long intervals, it will be seen that the 
possibilities of the system for signaling 
purposes are virtually limitless. The 
practical application of this inventior 
has already been carried so" far thai 
ships have been fitted with apparatus 
which causes gongs to ring automatic- 
ally when the vessel comes "withir 
hail" of one of these submerged bells 
— Weldon Fawcctt, In Harper's.

ihich Mr. Iltt, Chairman of the Corn- 
pit oe on Foreign Affairs, introduced a 
Utcr from Secretary Hay explaining 
rhat the Department of State had done 
h the premises. 

A -esolution was adopted to author- 
fce the Secretary of War to loan tents 
p the Texas Confaderate Veterarfs' Re- 
laion Association, which meets in Dal- 
es April 22. 

When the item relative to the rural 
Irue delivery service wap reached, Mr. 
|oud, in charge cf tne bill, moved to 
itrike it out and substitute the provis- 
ions of the bill to classify the rural 
t.'ee delivery sc vice as it passed the 
tlouse. It was adopted. 

Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, moved 
jo strike out the appropriation of $142,- 
'28 for special fast mail facilities Lorn 
IVashington to New Orleans. His mo- 
ion was lost, 36 to 56. 

Crumpacker declared the Southern 
Cailway is now a great trunk line, and 
iie time had arrived when the sub- 
i.dy should be stopped. He raid the 
'oad was now receiving for hauling 
tegular mail $795,000 per annum, which 
b $272,000 more than was paid in 1893. 

Without further amendment the bill 
ras passed. 



Mr. Burleson, of Texas, declared that 
(Tr. Hitt's defense of the refusal of the 
State Department to accede to the re- 
quest to urge Great Britain to grant 
lev. and Mrs. Hiram Thomas pass- 
torts to enter the Boer lines and dis- 
ribute relief funds was "lame." The 
Itate Department, in declining the re- 
luest, he said, did not plead the viola- 
ion of Interantional comity as Mr. 
iltt had done. 

Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, Chairman of the 
Sommittee on Foreign Affairs, said his 
(bservations the other day had been of 
in off-hand character. He then read 
Ihe following letter he had received 
ram Secretary Hay: 

"Department of State, 
"Washington, March 12, 1902. 
"Sir— Referring to the resolution re- 
lently introduced in the House, I beg 
to make the following statement of 
kcts: 

"A few days ago a young gentleman 
tailed and asked whether this depart- 
aent would issue passports to the Rev. 
Thomas and Mrs. Thomas, who were 
ntending to go to South Africa for the 
»urpose of distributing funds which 
lad been collected in Illinois for the 
benefit of the sufferers by the war. I 
^aid at once the department would is- 
lue the passports desired, and that 1 
k'ould also give Mr. Thomas a letter 
lommending him to every one whom I 
rauld influence and asking their as- 
listance in his errand. Inquiry was 
Ihen made whether this government 
pould ask of the British government 
permission for Mr. and Mrs. Thomas to 
to at will through the British military 
Ines and camps, a suggestion which I 
nought impracticable. 

"This department is ready at any 
ime to consult with a representative of 
Sovernor Yates as to the best means of 
jetting into the proper hands sums 
lontributed by charitable people of 
Illinois for the relief of the sufferers 
»y the war in South Africa. I am, sir, 
rery respectfully your obedient s er- 
iant, JOHN HAY." 

Mr. Hitt presented the resolution re- 
torted by his committee which called 
in the Secretary of State for the facts 
(n the case of the application made to 
lie State Department in behalf of Dr. 
Thomas and wife. The resolution was 
>dopted without debate. 

• • * 

The Senate Committee of the Philip- 
pines yesterday went over the sections 
»f the Philippines government bill 
ivhich relates to the disposal of public 
lands. The only change of Importance 
made in the bill reduces the term of 
leases of the public domain from nine-

Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee stated yesterday that the

»n the lines of 20 per cent concession 
lor one or two years. The conference 
lasted until 5 p. m., and Chairman 
Payne said the conferees had come to 
10 conclusion, and had adjourned until 
I o'clock today. 



Washington, March 15. — Senator 
Berry, representing the minority of the 
Senato Committee on Commerce today 
presented the report in opposition tc 
the pending ship subsidy bill. Most ol 
the points have been covered ir 
speeches In the Senate. The minority 
deny the accuracy of both the predic- 
tions and the facts In tho majority re- 
port. They urge that the bill i3 wron£ 
in principle and declare that it wil. 
utterly fall in the accomplishment o: 
its professed objects. They also sa: 
that whilo it is not so complicated a: 
the subsidy bill ot the Fifty-sixth Con 
gress, it is In sone respects even more 
objectionable. 

The minority continue: 1 * 

"The bill provides to tax the wnoh 
people to the extent of several mi. 
lions for the benefit of one single in 
dastry. Besides the statistics of th 
last two years urove that the shi, 
building industry doe3 not need sucl 
spcclr.l assistance, L-.t is rapidly in 
creasing under natural conditions." 

It criticizes the bill which carries th 
subsidy of foreign mails and says: 

"The highest rate of subsidy i 
given to twenty-knot vessels, while the 
fast ocean mails are really carried in 
twenty-three and twenty-four-knot 
vessels. Tue mall compensation to the 
slow American vessels, already toe 
high. Is made immensely higher by the 
bill. We pay more for a weekly service 
than England pays for a semi-weekly 
service by faster ships than ours." 

They further urge that the bill makes 
no provision against a shipping trust 
and claim that it encourages a com- 
bination lead.ng to such a trust. They 
also say the lines might also mergr 
with foreign lines to control freight 
and passenger rates. Thereby our sub 
sidy would be aiding the foreign part- 
ners Oi" our subsidized vessels. 

The report closes by saying: 

"We know that there are hundreds 
and thousands of industries in our 
country doing a losing business, but we 
deny that Congress for this reason can 
go into the public treasury and save 
them from bankruptcy. We sympa- 
thize with all men in the hard strug- 
gles of life, but it is not the duty of 
our government to interfere in the pri- 
vate business affairs of the citizens. 
We believe that all men should have 
an equal and fair chance in the race 
for wealth and happiness. Every citi- 
zen should bear his share of the bur- 
dens of the government, one clasi 
should never be the recipient of bene- 
fits not given to others. Absolute 
equality of rights is a doctrine we 
should never abandon. The bill is 
wrong in principle, unjust, vicious pure 
class legislation."

In 
his opinion, the Boers cl.o A receive 
liberty. Hi3 mission to this country, 
it is sr.id has been kept a secret ond 
none of the Boer envoys or Trinsvaal 
League officials will say muc u of it.

WILL OOLLAPHE SOME DAY. 

Chiccgo, March 15— "The steel framn 
wcv. . many c!' the big buildings In 
::siness f 1 !ct of CLicago is 
corroding, ma' iiem very danger- 
ous. It is o . question of a few 
years \- ' <n 1 .se buildings will fall 
to the L-ound." 

This state -^nt was ma'.o by Gen- 
eral William aith at the thin/- 
fifth annual c r of the Chicago 
Real Estate Bo. ^. He added: "Thai 
the steel frame v. ork of some of ths 
sky scrapers is in ths condition staled 
is nothing short ot a public outrage." 

The speaker explained that his 
statements were based on personal ob- 
servations and investigations. 

"The steel frame wori: imbedded in 
concrete will last two thousand years,'' 
he said. "But the steel frame work in 
many of the big buildings is left free 
to the action of the air and gases 
which circulate the tile and a space 
about the steel. 

"The owners of the structures .lave 
the steel painted with oil. This oil 
will withstand the corroding process 
about three years. Then begins the 
corroding of the steel and within a 
few years your sky-scraper will fall." 

The speaker said that the elevated 
read structures would not withstand 
the corrosion. He asserted that with- 
in ten ye".rs they would be dangerous 
and within twenty years out of ser- 
vice. The corrosion of one-fifth of the 
thickness of the steel frame work of 
the structures, he said, would render 
:hem incapable of bearing their own 
weight. 



BOSTON STRIKE. 

Boston, March 15.— The final settle- 
ment of the great transportation strike 
in this city has narrowed today to the 
issue between the freight handlers and 
the freight clerks of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford and the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroads. 

The issue made by the freight hand- 
lers and clerks is that of being taken 
back in a body instead of being 
treated as new men. The only con- 
cession thus far made by the rail- 
roads is that they will take back as 
many men as they can find places for 
with out prejudice, but the strikers re- 
f"se to accede. There are about 2,500 
in number. Practically all others en- 
gaged in the strike have observed the 
order declaring the strike off today. 
Some longshoremen found that their 
places had been filled, but those who 
could not return today, relying on Gov- 
ernor Crane's representation that all 
diffculties would be settled in due time, 
faced the conditions with more or less 
patience. The team drivers whose re- 
turn yesterday did much to relieve the 
congested freight houses and docks, 
the coal teamsters, the longshoremeji 
and the express men were nearly all a* 
work as usual. 



STATUS AT AUGUSTA. 

Augusta, Ga., March 15.— Whether or 
not the ten thousand operatives in the 
cotton mills here will strike Monday 
depends on the result of a meeting to 
be held tonight. The indications are 
now that the strike will be declared 
as the textile workers of the city al- 
most demand it. William Hibbits, a 
national officer of the Textile Associa- 
tion, will be here tonight. The opera- 
tives demanded a raise of 10 per cent, 
but it has been refused by the mills. 

Next Monday morning is set as the 
time for the operatives to quit work, 
unless the demand is granted. The 
operatives have made every prepara- 
tion for the strike, and unless Mr. Hib- 
bit offers some solution tonight the 
strike will take place. The movement 
will begin in the King mills, then the 
Sibley, the Enterprise next, and ex- 
tending one a day until all are closed 
down. 



DEATH OF F. W. PELTON. 

Cleveland. O., March 15— Hon. F. W. 
Polton, President of the Citizens Sav- 
ings and Loan Association, and one 
of the most prominent bankers of this 
city, died today of pneumonia, aged 
74 years.

UNDER FALSE PRETENSES IT IS 

Claimed He Collected Money for a 
Confederate Soldiers' Home. 

Upon a warrant sworn out by 
parties in Evergreen, B. W. Brand, 
an attorney of Columbiana, was ar- 
rested on Wednesday of last week, 
charged with obtaining money un- 
I der false pretenses. 

It is said that during the early 
part of last June Brand visited Ev- 
ergreen representing himself as 
the authorized agent of the State 
to solicit subscriptions for building 
a Confederate soldiers' home for 
Alabama. He exhibited letters 
from the Sophia Bibb Chapter, U. 
D. C, also from General George P. 
Harrison, showing his authority. 
He is said to have collected a con- 
siderable sum in cash from citizens 
in Evergreen. 

Brand cxhibted while in Ever- 
green a long list of subscriptions 
including money, land, brick, lum- 
ber and numerous Other building 
materials, aggregating nearly $100- 
000, which he stated had already 
been pledged. 

It was understood by citizens 
of Evergreen that a report of the 
matter was to have been made at 
the last reunion of the; Confederate 
Veterans, but as nothing had been 
said or seen in public print, men 
who had contributed to Brand's re- 
quest began making inquiries con- 
cerning the Columbiana lawyer 
and the disposition made of their 
money collected. A letter recent- 
ly written by the editor of the Ev- 
ergi'oen Courant to the Montgom- 
ery Advertiser, brought a reply by 
a citizen of Columbiana which led 
to the arrest of Brand, who has 
given bond for his appearance in 
Evergreen before the County Court 
which met on the 17th inst. His 
trial is fixed for the 24th, but 
Brand has written to the Judge 
asking that his trial be postponed 
until some time in May. 

It is also charged that Brand 
was in Selma several days last sum- 
mer, and while there was taken in 
charge by several old soldiers who 
assisted him in raising a consider- 
able sum.

HUNGER OF DIVER. 

Explanation of Xfrll Known Fact Far 
uLihld by an Kspert. 

Can any ons of a scientific turn of 
mind explain way the work of . a sub 
marine diver should superinduce an 
exaggerated sensation of hunger? The 
fact is well recognized by members of 
the profession, and was vouched for 
especially by the late Captain Conrad 
the New Orleans diver, who died a few 
months ago as the result of work in 
the Maine wreck in Havana harbor, 

The captain said that the moment he 
was fully submerged his stom" h got 
busy with itself, and before ho had fin 
ished his trick of work visions of sue 
culent food so filled the water all about 
his glass pecpho'e that he could scarce- 
ly tell a torpedo cable from a link 
or Wienerwurst. He was inclined to 
the opinion that the air and water 
pressure, but more especially the lat- 
ter, turned a man's head just a trifle, 
and that in some unexplainable way 
the attack took the form of hunger. 



The last censv.s showed that there 
were in the whole country 5,427,707 
bachelors against 3,224,494 spinstera, 
an excess of C8 per cent of bachelors 
over the unmarried women. There 
was not any state in the Union that did 
not have more bachelors than single 
women, even Massachusetts exhibiting 
a small fractional overplus of unat- 
tached males of marriageable age. 

To account for this situation of at 
fairs it was explained that, the mass of 
each state being paired off by mar- 
riage evenly as between the seyes, only 
a relatively small fraction of single 
persons old enough to marry was left 
over. In mo3t states the male part of 
this fraction was much in excess of the 
female part. And it must also be re- 
membered that women marry niu°> 
younger than men. 



Coal In the Air. 

Sir William Richmond estimated 
that, as many as 6,000 tons of Coal were 
carried off in suspension in the atmos- 
phere daily from the chimneys of Lon- 
don. The dirt caused by this black 
fog is only one of the resultant svils; 
days spent in darkness or in artificial 
light, as well as the large amount of 
oxygen consumed by artificial light 
Is another item of much importance 
which should bs considered in this con- 
nection. The London scientists state 
that there is even a decided increase in 
the death rate during these heavy 
black fogs, and there can be no doubt 
that so much smoke in the air is a 
cause of bronchitis and other inflanj 
mations oi the respiratory tract, which 
in turn give rise to greater liability 
to pneumonia and tuberculosis. 



THILADELPH1A "MUMMERS". 



Kow Year's Jollifloations Are Said to Ha 
Carried Too Far. 

A certain reaction against the ca- 
cess -of New Year'3 jollifications is ap- 
parent in Philadelphia. The parade of 
"mummers" or "shooters" has long 
been a fixture of the holiday there, the 
participants being mostly working- 
men's clubs arrayed in fancy or gro- 
tesque garb. An intense rivalry ob- 
tains between these clubs, and expendi- 
tures for effect are often out of all pro- 
portion to the means of the mum- 
mers or the worthiness of the end. 
This year the city offered prizes for 
the best fancy dress and comic clubs, 
and thousands of men paraded between 
spectators estimated at half a million. 
But as in the Mardi Gras festivals of 
the South, many of the participants 
went to exuberant extremes, and tho 
more sobor-minded critics of Philadel- 
phia are calling for moderation and re- 
form, particularly on the part of those 
who choose to parade in women's garb.

LIME FOR THE PIANO. 
To prevent damp and rust catching 
the wires of a piano tack a small bag 
of unslaked lime inside just under- 
neath tho cover and it will absorb all 
moisture. 



BED ROOM BLINDS. 
If you have a sensitive eye and 
brain and sleep lightly it is not at all 
a good plan to screen your windows 
with red blinds or curtains. Brain 
specialists report that a good many 
eases of weakening of intellect arise 
from this cause every year and for 
some natures and constitutions it is 
certainly a very bad thing to do. The 
scarlet light reflected in the face of 
file sleeper in the morning and allow- 
ed to rest there for some time has a 
bad effect on the eyes and brain. The 
best and healthiest color for bed room 
blinds is green, and dark green at 
that. It is always recommended by 
both brain doctors and oculists. Dark 
blue is next best, but not nearly so 
good as green. To induce the sound- 
est and most restful kind of sleep, 
however, apart from brain sensitive- 
ness, make the room absolutely pitch 
dark by means of a thick black blind. 
If you must have light, let it be green, 
and you will slee*: well and never sut- 
ler. Red, too. Is a great factor In 
lecep'ng one awake. — T/ :shlngton Star, 



THE BOX ROOM. 
The room is, of course, long and nar- 
row, and there is only one window — at 
the end — leaving unbroken wall spaces 
on both sides, except at the door, and 
one end. One side is given over to 
double rows of hooks, that garments of 
varying sizes may hang thereon; and 
above the upper row there is a wide 
shelf for boxes, which hold, in sum- 
mer, all winter hats and caps, and in 
winter, all summer headgear. The 
end has accommodations for two 
large chests of winter or summer 
clothing, as the season may be, and 
upon these are piled the extra quilts, 
blankets and counterpanes, protected 
from dust by a light chintz cover. On 
the shelf above them all articles of fur 
are kept through the summer. These 
are wrapped in manila paper, tied in 
pillow shaped bags of unbleached mus- 
lin, and laid flat in big pasteboard 
boxes, the contents of each box mark- 
ed in ink on the outside. But little 
dust (comparatively speaking) gathers 
in this room, and the painted floor 
and easily moved boxes make the task 
of its removal an easy one. — Agnes 
Warren, in Good Housekeeping. 



A SAND BOX FOR BROKEN 
ARTICLES. 

Since breakables have so malicious 
a knack of fracturing themselves in 
such fashion that they cannot possibly 
stand upright one needs a sand box. 
It is only a box of handy size with 
eight inches of clean coarsish sand 
in the bottom. Along with it there 
should be some small leaden weights, 
with rings cast in them, running from 
an ounce to a quarter pound. Two 
of each weight are needed. In use, 
tapes are tied in the rings, and the 
pair of weights swung outside the 
edges of the box, so as to press in 
place the upper part of a broken thing 
to which the tapes have been fastened. 

Set broken platters on edge in the 
sand box, with the break up. The 
sand will hold them firm, and the 
broken bit can be slapped on. It is 
tho same with plates and saucers. 
None of these commonly requires 
weighting. But very fine pieces where 
invisible seam is wanted should be 
held firm until partly set, then have 
the pair of heaviest weights accurate- 
ly balanced across the broken pieces. 
The weights are also very useful to 
prop and stay top-heavy, and balance 
them so they shall not get out of 
kilter. A cup broken, as is so 
common with them, can have the tape 
passed around it, crossing inside the 
handle, then be set firmly in the sand, 
face down, and be held by the hanging 
weights pulling one against the other. 



RECIPES. 

Vanity Puffs — Put one cup of milk 
over the fire, when boiling add quick- 
ly and stir rapidly half a cup of flour; 
stir until a stiff dough forms; remove 
from the fire; let cool; add one egg 
unbeaten and beat well; after three 
eggs are added add one tablespoonful 
of melted butter; dip a spoon into hot 
fat, then take up some of the dough 
and drop it into the fat; when they 
are brown lift them out with a skim- 
mer; drain on paper, then roll in cin- 
namon and sugar mixed. 

Virginia Peanut Soup — Roast and 
shell sufficient peanuts to measure a 
quart. Pound them into a paste, add- 
ing a teaspoonful of salt. Put this 
taste in a saucepan and add, very 
radually, three pints of boiling water 
'.eason with a half-teaspoonful ot 
lack peper, half that quantity of red 
epper and simmer until it thickens, 
just before serving add one pint of 
oysters, half a teaspoonful of celery 
salt, and cook until the oysters ruffle. 

Baked Hash — Melt one tablespoon 
of butter in a frying pan, add two cup- 
f uls of stock or part stock and left 
over gravy. When hot put in two 
cups of chopped beef and two cups 
if chopped potatoes, mixed well to- 
gether. Season with a teaspoon of 
salt a»d six shakes of pepper and cook 
until the meat is just heated through. 
Turn into a greased baking dish and 
bake half an hour in a little more 
than a moderate oven.

DELIBERATIONS 



Of the Pennsylvania Miners About 
to Close. 

Shan okin, Pa., March 22.— The last 
day of the convention of Districts 
Nos. 1, 7 and 9, United Mine Workers, 
was fraught wijh grave significance 
and before going into executive ses- 
sion tile delegates discussed the situa- 
tion with a seriousness begotten of its 
importance. 

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

That there is a difference of opinion 
is evident. The conservative element, 
comprising a majority of the delegates 
from districts 7 and 9 is known to 
favor referring final decision to a com- 
mittee composed of President Mitchell 
and District Presidents Nicholls, 
Fahey and Duffy. 

This proposition is opposed by what 
are known here as the radicals, who 
represent District No. 1, comprising 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna regions 
and a few delegates from two lower 
districts. These delegates insist on the 
adoption of a resolution allowing the 
operators until April 1 in which to 
grant the concessions demanded in the 
wage scale, and if this time limit is 
fixed, they say they have no objection 
to placing the matter in the hands of 
the committee named. 

President Mitchell was in conference 
with President Fahey, of District 9, 
until after midnight but the subject 
under consideration is not known. 

The convention was called to order 
shortly after 9 o'clock this morning 
and consideration of the scale was re- 
sumed. 



WOOD AND CUBA.. 



His Words in Eelation to the Tariff 
Reduction. 

Chicago, March 22. — Governor-Gen- 
eral Wood holds that the contem- 
plated reduction of twenty per cent in 
the Cuban Tariff is not sufficient. 

"The island is ready now to be 
turned over to the Cubans," said Gen- 
eral Wood to the Tribune's correspon- 
dent at Savannah, Ga., where he 
stopped on his way to Washington 
from Havana. 

TROOPS WILL REMAIN. 

"I probably will remain in Cuba a 
few weeks after the change in gov- 
ernment and we will probably keep 
a few troops on the island for a time 
after the change. It seems to be the 
wish of the Cubans that we do that.' 

General Wood says that unless a 
greater reduction in the Cuban tariff 
on sugar than twenty per cent is made 
a crisis may soon be readied in the 
island affairs. The people are depend- 
ing on the United States giving 
them a market for their sugar and 
tobacco and they have every reason to 
expect that this government will give 
them the relief. 

REDUCTION OF TARIFF. 

"It is absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of the island that the tariff on 
sugar be reduced not less than thirty- 
three and one-third per cent. We may 
as well make up our minds to this if 
the island is to prosper, and we are 
responsible for the future of the island 
and its prosperity. 

"I do not believe a reduction of 
thirty-three and one-third per cent on 
Cuban sugar and tobacco would be 
detrimental to anyone in the United 
States." 



CANNOT ACCEPT BONUS. 
London, March 22. — In response to 
the explanatory manifesto issued last 
night by the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany's Ogdens, limited, representing 
the American Tobacco Company, will 
on Monday telegraph to its customers 
that the traders signing the modified 
agreement of the Imperial Company 
cannot participate in the American 
offer of a bonus. 



WILL INVADE AMERICA. 



British Tobacco Trust To Carry War 
Into Enemy's Country. 

New York, March 22.— In retaliation 
for the American Tobacco Company's 
attempt to seize the English markets 
the Imperial Tobacco Company of 
England, will, according to the Her- 
ald, carry the war into the enemy's 
country. 

Plans are now being perfected and 
are nearly consummated as a result 
of which millions may be spent in this 
country In a war against the American 
Company that will be stupendous. 

A plan has been formed to create a 
great company composed of several 
American concerns and the main ob- 
ject will be to keep the American Com- 
pany so busy at home that it will have 
neither opportunity nor desire to 
further continue its foreign aggres- 
sions, so far at any rate, as Great 
Britain is concerned.

Unole Sam's New Torpedo Boat De- 
stroyer Barry. , 

Philadelphia, March 22.— Under the 
most auspicious circumstances the 
United States torpedo boat destroyer, 
Barry, was launched at the Neafic & 
Levy Shipyards, at the foot of Pal- 
mer street, at noon today, in the pres- 
ence of several thousand spectators. 
Long before the gates of the yard were 
thrown open a great crowd of people 
had congregated outside of the yards, 
eager for a chance to see the lithe and 
graceful craft take her initial plunge 
into the Delaware. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock all the de- 
partments in the yard shut down and 
the public was admitted. With flags 
flying from stern to stern, the Barry 
stood upon the ways. Around the 
brightly painted prow a stand had been 
erected. American flags draped its 
four sides, while streamers waved 
everywhere in the March breeze. 

To the right of the Barry stood a 
company of Irish Volunteers, with 
guns ready to fire when the destroyei 
was launched. In the hundreds of 
launchings which have taken place at 
the shipyards at Kensington no such 
sight had ever been witnessed before. 
Ireland's sons had come to honor in a 
royal manner the launching of the craft 
that was to bear the- name of the Irish 
sailor, who fought so well in the navy 
of the United States. 

A few minutes before the noon hour, 
just as the band begun to play, the 
christening party arrived at the stand. 
On the arm of Mathias Seddinger, the 
president of the Company was Miss 
Charlotte Adams Barns, of New York 
City, the sponsor of the Barry. Miss 
Barns carried a ribbon-bedecked bottle 
of champagne. Included in the party 
were Naval Constructor Hanscom, Com 
mander Ogden and a number of other 
officers of the navy, besides manj 
prominent eity officials and business 
annd professional men and large dele- 
gations from New York and Washing- 
ton. 

SLIDED FROM THE WAYS 
When the "driving-home" of the 
wedges began, President Seddinger no- 
tified Miss Barns to be ready, as the 
interesting moment had almost arrived. 
Down by the foot of the ways the Irish 
Volunteers were ready to fire their 
volley when the vessel went into the 
water. Suddenly the Barry trembled 
as if from stern to stern and then began 
to move. "She's off," some one shouted, 
and the same instant Miss Barns 
swung the ribbon-bedecked bottle of 
champagne and shattered it on the 
prow of the grim destroyer. "I christen 
thee Barry," she said at the same time, 
and the cheers of the thousands of 
spectators came as a fitting finale. 
STAR SPANGLED BANNER. 
As the craft sped down the ways the 
band played "Star Spangled Banner," 
and the Volunteers fired a volley that 
could be heard across the river on the 
New Jersey shore. Completed from 
end to end and ready to go to sea on 
a moment's notice, the Barry was 
launched. 

Miss Barns, the Barry's sponsor, is 
on her maternal side, a great-great- 
grand-niece of Commodore John Barry, 
and his great-great-granddaughter by 
the adoption of her great-grandfather, 
Patrick Hayes, the adopted son of the 
famous Commodore who had no chil- 
dren of his own. 

THE BARRY'S DIMENSIONS. 

The Barry, which is the best of the 
three swift torpedo-boat destroyers 
built by Neafie & Levy for the Govern- 
ment, is 245 feet long by 23 feet beam, 
with powerful triple expension engines. 
Thornycroft boilers will furnish the 
steam to drive her through the water 
at a speed of 30 knots. Her hull plates 
are so thin that a modern shell would 
pierce her easily. She carries no 
armor worth speaking about. The 
quarters for - the crew will accommo- 
date about a hundred men; while dight 
and rapid-firing guns will comprise the 
batteries. She will also be fitted with 
torpedo tubes.

St. Petersburg, March 22.— The semij 
offiicial Russky Invalid announced to-i 
day that. Colonel Grimm, the Russian 
officer who was recently condemned to 
death by a court martial at Warsaw, 
after having been convicted of sys- 
tematic revelations of military secrets 
to a foreign power has confessed to 
having been guilty of high treason. 

About sixty arrests have been made 
at Warsaw in connection with the trial 
of Grimm, who, it has been asserted, 
had during ten years, revealed to 
Germany every plan prepared by Rus- 
sia in the eventuality of war between 
I he two countries. The discovery of the 
Colonel's treason, was due to his wife 
who denounced him for having paid 
littention to another woman.

CANADIAN COPPER. 

New York, March 22.— It is reported, 
says a Toronto dispatch to the Herald, 
that C. M. Schwab, of New York, and 
several financial associates, organized 
a company with $9,000,000 capital and 
had obtained control of the Canadian 
Copper Company of Cleveland, the Ox- 
ford Copper Company of New Jersey, 
and of the Nickel Company of Paris, 
France. 

The Department of Mines will not 
be necessarily informed officially of 
these deals until the new company ap- 
plies for the bonus on nickel plate or 
desires any change in the conditions of 
the charter of the two first named com- 
panies, each of which possesses very 
rich nickel mines in the Sudbury dis- 
trict of Ontario, Ont. The Paris Com- 
pany has no mines in Canada, but con- 
trols the new Caledonia mines so that 
the new combination, if completed, will 
control the world's output o'f nickel.

ot. Thomas is thee Best Known of the 
Country's Latest Insular Acquisi- 
tions — Population is Chiefly Color- 
ed Descendants of Former Slaves. 

"The Danish West Indies" is the 
title of a monograph by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics whicbwill appear 
as a part of the forthcoming issue of 
The Monthly Summary of Commerce 
and Finance. It describes the islands 
Included in the recently ratified treaty 
of the United States and Denmark by 
which the Islands of St. Thomas, St. 
John and St. Croix are to be transfer- 
red to the United States. 

St. Thomas is the best known of the 
group, lies thirty-eight miles due east 
of the north-eastern extremity of Porto 
Rico; St. John lies twelve miles east 
of St. Thomas, while St. Croix lies 
about fifty miles south of St. John and 
St. Thomas, and sixty miles southeast 
of the southeastern point of Porto 
ttico. Two small islands already be- 
longing to the United States, Vieques 
and Culebra, w T hich were obtained 
throtfgh the cession of Porto Rico, lie 
Hirectly between Porto Rico and this 
newly added group. 

The islands are small, with a cam- 
parativelv small producing capacity, 
their chief importance, being by reason 
of the harbors which they offer and 
their value as a strategic as well as 
a general commercial standpoint. St. 
Croix, the largest of them, is about 
twenty miles long and one to five miles 
wide, with an area of about 80,000 
square miles, and a population of 
about 20,000. It is also the most pro- 
ductive of the islands, a considerable 
area being devoted to the production 
of sugar cane and tropica! fruits, and 
agriculture being the occupation of a 
targe proportion of the population. 
There are two large towns on the isl- 
and Fredriksted, with a population 
of 3,700, and Christiansted, with a 
population of 5,500. The latter is 
situated upon the chief harbor of the 
Island, which, however, is choked 
with mud and of less importance than 
the harbors of either of the other isl- 
ands. 

St. John, the smallest of the islands, 
has an area of about twenty-one 
square miles and a population of only 
about 1,000, and a comparatively 
small cultivation area, its chief value 
feeing in its possibilities for harbor 
purposes, the natural harbor of Coral 
"Bay beng described as one of the best 
protected natural harbors in the West 
■Indies, but at present little used. St. 
Thomas, which lies nearest to Porto 
Rico, is by far the most important in 
its present availibility for harbor pur- 
poses, the Harbor of Charlotte Amalia 
having been for more than a century 
recognized as one of the best, if not 
the best, of natural harbors in the en- 
tire West Indian group, and having 
been during that time a central point 
as a harbor of refuge and point of ex- 
change for merchandise and a coaling 
station for vessels from all parts of 
the world. 

Nearly the entire population of the 
Island is clustered around the port of 
Charlotte Amalia, fully 10,000 of the 
12,500 population living ir that city, 
and less than 2,000 being engaged in 
agriculture. 

The introduction of steam and elec- 
tricity within the past few years has 
reduced greatly the importance of St. 
Thomas as a point for the distribution 
of commerce, since now all of the 
islands in the groups are visited by 
regular plying steamships. The im- 
portance of the harbor, however, as a 
supply, repair, coaling and naval sta- 
tion has not been reduced, but rather 
Increased and with proper develop- 
ment it will, it is believed, prove of 
great value, while the productive pos- 
sibilities of the islands, especially St. 
Croix, in the class of articles so large- 
ly imported by theUnited States, trop- 
ical productions, will not be inconsid- 
erable. 

The population is chiefly colored, de- 
scendants of former slaves who were 
liberated in 1848, English being the 
chief language spoken, especially in 
tthe Island of St. Thomas, which has 
been for many years a resort for ves- 
sels from English-speaking countries. 

The imports into St. Thomas alone 
in 1900 amounted to $733,000, and 
those of St. Croix about $420,000. They 
consist chiefly of foodstuffs and manu- 
tures. The exports of St. Thomas in 
1900 amounted to about $25,000, and 
those of St. Croix $275,000. The ex- 
ports of St. Thomas were of a miscel- 
laneous character, largely manufact- 
ures destined for neighboring islands; 
while those from St. Croix were 
chiefly sugar and other tropical pro- 
ducts for the United States markets. 
Of the $733,000 worth of imports into 
St. Thomas in 1900, $363,266 were from 
the United States; $148,002 from Great 
Britain, $98,044 from other West In- 
dies, $53,058 from Germany, $25,372 
from Belgium, $20,742 from British 
North America and $14,402 from Den- 
mark. Of the imports, the most im- 
portant were flour, $53,770; cotton 
goods, $60,343; hardware, $11,114; 
rum, $13,872; cigars, $19,007; butter 
and margarine, $1 6,497: cheese $7 



A NEW TERRAPIN FIELD. 

Maryland Diamond Backs or Their 
First Cousins Found in Louisiana. 

A fishery which has been carried o:l 
for half a century along the Gulf coas t 
of Louisiana, altogether unnoticed an 1 
known only to the fishermen them- 
selves, has suddenly acquired grea* 
importance owing to the discwerj 
that the things caught are either th« 
famous diamond-backed terrapin o« 
Maryland or their first cousins. 

All along the Gulf Coast are smal. 
sea terrapin. They are found on tha 
shore in the summer, but in winter 
they crawl up into the swamp and 
bury themselves in mudholes. The? 
vary in size, but the majority arl 
small— about as big as a MarylanJ 
diamond-back. 

The fishermen have been eatin.1 
them for half a century, but have kep« 
them for their own use, believing thai 
they were too small to be of an;< 
value in the city market, where tbi 
large green turtle of the West Indie i 
is the favorite. They never heard cl 
diamond-back terrapin in their lives. 

Those persons who have gone down 
among the fishermen to enjoy sport 
and have lived with them have alway t 
reported that they fared remarkably 
well for people of their class, but thi I 
was attributed to the fact, that mosl 
of them, being Creoles or Malays 
were natural born cooks. 
A party of New Yorkers who went oul 
fishing in St. Bernard a few days ago 
and stopped over at one of the camp* 
on Lake Borgne, were so surprised 
at one of the dishes set before thero 
that they wanted to know just how ik 
was prepared, and were told that the> 
were eating sea terrapin. An ex- 
amination of the terrapin showed it 
to be first cousin to the Maryland dia- 
mond-back. They carried home » 
basket of these sea terrapin and liked 
them so much that they sent back fo> 
more. 

The news soon leaked out that th? 
terrapin which the fishermen havf 
been eating for half a century because 
they could not sell them were theit 
most valuable catch. They hav» 
sworn off from terrapin ever since am! 
are selling all they can fish out o) 
the mudholes with their tongs, am? 
getting what is to them a fabulous 
sum, seventy-five cents and $1 apiece. 
The fisherman who can find a mudhol? 
with 300 terrapin in it and sell there 
at such figures is as lucky from hi? 
point of view as a miner who finds a 
pocket of gold. 

The sea marsh of Louisiana is c» 
immense extent and dotted with thes» 
terrapin holes. The surface has been 
merely skimmed over, as it were, fo? 
the firshermen were as surprised a.r 
man could be at discovering that thf 
terrapin were of some value. It mas 
be that the supply is infinitely largei 
than is suspected and that enough se? 
terrapin will be found in Louisiana 
to put diamond-backs within the reach 
of people of moderate means. — Sun.

Other ijirls called 
her stingy because she never spent a 
penny with them or went to a place of 
amusement. "I just can't do it," was 
her only reply to invitations. She might 
have had many such little pleasures 
but her thoughts were only of her loved 
ones at home. She gave up everything 
that made joy for other girls and ear- 
ned her cross like a true martyr. It 
might have gone on until she died of 
work and worry had not an officer dis- 
covered what she had tried to conceal. 
The dwarf was placed iu a children's 
home and her parents were sent to an 
asylum. And Julia, who deserves a 
Victoria Cross and all the mementoes 
of victory that were ever designed, 
wept when her loved ones were taken 
away.

At the present time the Marconi 
system of wireless telegraphy has in- 
stallations on twenty-five ocean steam- 
ers and twenty-two land stations, and 
transmits messages at the average 
speed of twenty words per minute. An 
enterprise so firmly fixed can scarcely 
he regarded longer merely as a scien- 
tific experiment. 



Individual communion cups arc mak- 
ing some progress against the com- 
mon cup as is shown by statistics col- 
lected in 1900. It was found that 
there were 732 churches in the United 
States, chiefly of the Baptist, Congre- 
gational, and Presbytirian denomina- 
tions, using individual cups. When 
it is remembered, however, that there 
are over 187,000 churches in the 
country, these figures seem rr.ther dis- 
appointing.

It has 
now bean decided to adopt a working 
uniform of drab color, which is of a 
more neutral shade and, it is said 
more adapted for the uses of the 
army. 



HOW TO BE STRONG WHEN OLD. 



A new flag has appeared in the 
galaxy of the nations. It is that of 
the commonwealth of Australia, now a 
year old. In making their selection 
of a flag, the government judges had 
thirty thousand designs from which 
to choose. Their choice is a flag hav- 
ing the British Union Jack in the up- 
per left-hand corner, with a rix-point- 
ed star immediately beneath it, em- 
bleMatic of the six federated states, 
while the other half of the flag is 
devoted to depicting the Southern 
Cross. The government and official 
color is to be blue, but the mercantile 
marine of the new commonwealth will 
fly a flag with a red ground. 



The Regimen Which Sustained an 
Artist in His Hundredth Year. 

The phrase "grand old man" has be- 
come insufferably hackneyed in its in- 
numerable applications to me of all 
kinds; but it is impossible to avoid 
it in the case of Thomas Sidney 
Cooper. Here was a man who had per- 
sonal recollections of the Jubilee of 
George II., who first exhibited in Lon- 
don not far short of seventy years 
ago, whose connection with the Royal 
Academy had extended over more 
than half a century, and who yet was 
found at the very end of the nine- 
teenth century still producing those 
brown cows and woolly sheep that 
have long been so familiar. That 
one who was born on Sept. 2G, 1803, 
ehould be exhibiting at Burlington 
House in his nineties was unique; 
and it must be added that to the last 
his work showed little, if any trace of 
falling off either in strength of sight 
or in firmness of hand. Vigorous 
longevity is always an interesting 
subject for investigation, and it may 
be worth while to quote from Mr. 
Cooper's Reminiscenses, published 
some years ago, the regimen which he 
found so wonderfully successful. 

"I used to walk five or six miles 
every day; now I only do three or 
four, but these regularly, at the same 
hour. I always go to my painting- 
room at 7 o'clock in the morning in 
the summer, half an hour later in the 
winter; set my palette, and paint till 
breakfast is ready, at 8 o'clock. For 
this I eat oatmeal porridge, some 
bread, and drink about half a pint of 
milk just warm from my own cows. I 
have not tasted a cup of tea or cof- 
fee for thirty-six years. 1 find por- 
ridge very sustaining and at the same 
time very provocative of appetite, 
while it keeps the head clear for a 
morning's work. Then I return to my 
studio and paint till lunch, at 12 
o'clock, when I eat well and drink but 
little; after which I paint again till 
3. Then I clean up my palette for the 
day. and go out for my walk, return- 
ing in time to wash and prepare for a 
6 o'clock dinner, which I enjoy, with- 
out my glass of port, for I have quite 
given that up, and every other kind 
of wine, since my last severe illness. 
After this I read my newspaper; at 
9 o'clock I smoke my cigar, and at 10 
o'clock I am off to bed." Regularity 
was obviously the secret. — London 
Pall Mall Gazette.

Now that great improvements have 
been effected in locomotive headlights 
the wonder is that they have been so 
long delayed. It is a very simple ar- 
rangement by which the light is made 
to turn so as always to be on the rails 
when a curve is reached. To 
strengthen the headlight so that the 
rails may be seen at a much greater 
distance a Western railroad manage- 
ment had only to substitute electricity 
for oil. The new lantern can be made 
to throw against the .clouds a vertical 
shaft of light which ctn be seen ten 
miles away. The electricity is gen- 
erated from a dynamo on top cf the 
boiler, and the ligfie ' -, of GOO-candle 
power. That it means greater safety 
is obvious. 

The British government lately is- 
sued a report showing the aggregate 
naval expenditure for last year by 
the principal nations as compared 
with the tonnage of the sea-going mer- 
chant marine. The figures are inter- 
esting.

Two new beds of 
ithograpbic stone have been discover- 
ed, one near Mihalitch on the Mar- 
mora, and another to the south of 
Lake Apollonias.

)re, manganese, arsenic, copper, tin 
ind marble were also discovered. The 
.mmense fields of phosphate to the 
;ast and west of the Jordan need only 
letter means of traffic and communi- 
cation to make their development 
irofitable. These are not far dis- 
ant, as the Turkish government is 
low planning a continuation of tho 
laffa-Jerusalem Railway, and steam-

EMPEROR WILLIAM TOO STOUT. 

Dr. Schweinger Is Helping His 
Majesty Get Thinner. 

It has come to it at last — the Ger- 
man Emperor has had to call in Prof.

Bis- 
marck grunted; and when he and the 
doctor sat down together, after a 
short effort at self-control, took a 
swig from a bottle of Rhenish wine. 
Schweninger rose from the table, left 
the house and refused to return till 
Bismarck promised obedience. With 
the result that he managed to keep 
the old boy alive to eighty, and re- 
duced his weight, so that toward ths 
end of his life his bursting obesity of 
earlier years had given place to 
something approaching slimness. 

Schweninger, of course, became tho 
object of jealousy and attack, and un- 
fortunately there had been passages 
in his wild youth which had been so 
crapulous and so notorious that he 
was well open to attack. But Bis- 
marck stood by him, and the fortune 
of Schweninger was made. And now 
he has had another triumph in being 
summoned by the emperor; for, like 
all the entourage of Bismarck, Sch- 
weninger was a- bittor enemy of the 
emperor and did not mince words 
of speaking of him. But a too rotund 
waist, a slight but growing tendency 
to fleshiness, proved too much for the 
emperor, and he appealed to the arch- 
enemy of obesity. And now the poor 
emperor has to cut most of his beer — ■ 
he used to quaff mighty beakers — and 
even his favorite sausage has had to 
be dropped, and, in short, he is going 
through the Schweninger treatment 
and is promised in return the slim 
and alert figure which, in his first 
youth, made him so ideal a horseman, 
so gallant looking a sabreur. — New 
York Post. 



ABSINTHE AND ITS ORIGIN. 

Trsnch l'hy.lclan Said to K« the Invent- 
or of the Stuff. 

Temperance people in Europe were 
recently much surprised at the discov- 
»ry that the deadly absinthe was or- 
iginally an extremely harmless med- 
ical remedy. 

It was a French physician who first 
used it. His name was Ordinaire, and 
he was living as a refugee at Couvet, 
in Switzerland, at the close of the 
eighteenth century. Like many other 
country doctors at that time, he was 
a druggist and his favorite remedy was 
a certain elixir of absinthe, of which 
he alone had the secret. 

At his death he bequeathed the form- 
ula to his housekeeper, Mile. Grand- 
pierre, and she sold it to the daughters 
of Lieutenant Henroid. They culti- 
vated in their little garden the herbs 
necessary for concocting it, and after 
they had distilled a certain quantity 
of the liquid they sold it on commis- 
sion to itinerant peddlers, who quickly 
disposed of it in the adjacent towns 
and villages. 

Finally, during the first decade ot 
the nineteenth century, a wealthy dls 
tiller purchased the formula, and very 
soon afterward he placed on the mar- 
ket the modern absinthe, which differs 
greatly from the old medical remedy, 
since the latter contains nc alcoho) 
and very little absinthe.

BIG SUGAR REFINERS NOW AGREE 



The United States Sued for Big 
Amount by New York 
Parties. 



New York, April 5. — High diplomatic 
circles here, are discussing plans, be- 
lieved to be far advanced, for a visit 
by the Prince of Wales to the United 
States, says the London correspond- 
ent of the Times. 

The administration is officially for- 
warding the proposals for the visit, 
which, it is understood, receives the 
personal sanction of King Edward, 
some of whose counsellors urge the ac- 
ceptance of the invitation as a matter 
of astute State policy. 

The splendid welcome accorded to 
the brother of the German Emperor 
is believed to be a forceful influence in 
this connection. 

The Prince's visit will be in accept- 
ance of an invitation to the dedica- 
tion of the magnificent new home of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce. 
A committee of that body has been in 
communication with the royal house- 
hold and Cabinet members directly, 
and also through Ambassador Choate. 

While actual decisive acceptance has 
not yet been promised, it is the under- 
standing in the diplomatic world that 
such an acceptance soon will be an- 
nounced officially. 

The arrival here of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan may facilitate the negotiations. 
Mr. Morgan, it is intimated, brings an 
added invitation from the New York 
Stock Exchange for the dedication of 
its new building. 

When the members of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce were informed 
of the cablegram telling of the pro- 
posed visit of the Prince of Wales, 
their only astonishment was that the 
story could have leaked out, says the 
Times. 

No one would deny the report, and 
no one would be directly interpreted 
as saying that it was true. Several of 
those who are working on the commit- 
tee which is arranging the details of 
the ceremonies to take place in con- 
nection with the formal opening of 
the Chamber of Commerce building, 
when they were assured that their 
names would not be used, said that the 
heir to the British crown had beeu 
invited. It was their understanding 
that he had accepted the invitation, 
and that he would come to New York 
early in October if the building shall 
have been completed at that time. He 
will come as the guest of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce and in all 
probability will make a tour of the 
United States under the auspices of the 
Chamber. 

One of the members stated that the 
matter had been arranged with the 
greatest secrecy, and the details having 
all be worked out, it had been the 
intontion of the executive committee 
to make a formal announcement in 
a few days. He added that it was 
the purpose of those having the mat- 
ter in hand to make the opening of 
the Chamber's new home coincident, 
if possible, with a commercial con- 
gress of representatives of great com- 
mercial countries. 

He intimated that word had been 
received that Emperor William had in 
consideration the idea of sending the 
German Crown Prince to this country 
to represent him at the ceremonies. 
The Chamber of Commerce is in com- 
munication W-Ji the French govern- 
ment and France will undoubtedly be 
■represented. 



SUGAR MEN AGREE. 

New York, April 5 — By an agreement 
or contract, which has just been for- 
mally ratified, all refiners throughout 
the country will sell sugar on uniform 
figures, according to the Journal of 
Commerce. This does not mean that 
they will name uniform prices, but 
that whatever the price, the terras shall 
remain unchanged. In future, there- 
fore, a price of five cents for granulated 
will mean the same whether quoted by 
the American company, the National 
Company, or the Arbuckles, and it will 
not be complicated by any special or 
extra discounts. 

During the last year or so there has 
been considerable irregularity so far 
as discounts have been concerned, and 
refiners have charged their rivals 
with making secret discounts, while 
apparently maintaining list prices. 

The new terms will go into operation 
on all sugar sold on and after April 
15. They follow, list price less fifteen 
cents per hundred pounds, thirty days. 

Discount 1 per cent for cash seven 
day. Extra discount of five points to 
be paid at end of sixty days to all who 
have lived up to agreements. 

The present list prices, less 1 per 
cent trade discount, less a second 1 per 
cent for cash seven days, and less a 
third 1 per cent special discount. The 
last named 1 per cent special discount 
was the result of an alleged secret cut 
by the American Company which was 
openly by the Arbuckles and sub- 
sequently put into operation by the 
National Company. 

It is not a fact, concludes the paper 
quoted, that the refiners have agreed 
among themselves in regard to the 
new terms. The agreement has been 
entirely between the individual refiners 
and the National Wholesale Grocers' 
Association. In other words, the 
grocers themselves first agreed upon 
the terms they believe they can live up 
i>j and enforce, 



BIG SUIT FILED AGAINST 



Washington, April 5.— The Division 
of Insular Affairs of the War Depart- 
ment has prepared a statement giving 
an account of the weights and meas- 
ures in use in the Philippines. Tho 
extension of commercial intercourse 
between the United States and the 
islands, the statement says, is attended 
with great inconvenience and expense 
growing out of the complicated systems 
of weights and measures in vogue in 
the archipelago. 

As compared with the United States 
denominations and values they are 
difficult to acquire and still more so to 
execute either in transactions or ac- 
counts. So far as recorded history 
goes, China has ruled the commercial 
transactions of the Oriental world. 
That Empire gave its measure of value 
it is unknown how long before, but for 
nearly four centuries since the islands 
have been ruled from the west and the 
same to other archipelagos to the 
south and India. The Haikwan or cus- 
tom house tael is the standard weight 
and value recognized in the custom 
houses of the thirteen treaty ports 
(each of which has also its own tael) 
in all transactions, and is also used 
among the Chinese and other eastern 
traders and merchants in their com- 
mercial dealings in the Philippines. 

The statement gives in detail the 
various measures used in tho islands, 
and concludes by noting the fact that 
in the pending legislation in Congress 
the metric system is proposed as the 
standard for transaction of commerce 
and account. 



SUPERINTENDENT KILLED. 



Struck By Stream of Water and Hurled 
Fifty Feet. 
Telluride, Col., April 5.— Colonel S. 
B. Lundum, superintendent of the Key- 
stone Placer Mining Company, whose 
mines are located about four miles- 
west of town, was almost instantly 
killed and Peter Epswich was seriously 
injured by a hydraulic giant which be- 
came unmanageable. The stream of 
water coming with terrific force struck 
Colonel Lumdum at close range and 
hurled him fifty feet down the moun- 
tain side. His shoulders, ribs and 
other bones were broken. 



GOT $50,000 FROM RHODES. 



Janitor In Lakewood, N. J., Receives 
Good News. 

New York, April 5. — George Rhodes, 
a Lakewood, N. J., janitor, has re- 
ceived a dispatch from his son at Phil- 
adelphia saying Cecil Rhodes left him 
a legacy of $50,000. The old man was al- 
most overcome by the news, but left 
at once 'for Philadelphia and said he 
expected to sail immediately for Eu- 
rope to claim his fortune. 

Washington, April 5. — Papers were 
filed today before the Spanish Treaties 
Claim Commission on behalf of the 
Spanish-American Abattoir Company 
by Blymer, Hobbs & Clarke, of New 
York, against the United States to re- 
cover $700,000 on account of a franchise 
granted by the Spanish authorities to 
the company, giving them the exclu- 
sive right to engage in the stock yards 
and packing house industry at Ha- 
vana, Cienfuegos and Santiago, Cuba. 

The papers state that the franchis« 
was granted the Spanish-American 
Company in competition with Armour 
& Co. At the time of the insurrection, 
it is set forth, all operations were sus- 
pended, since which it is claimed the 
grant has been of no value. The right 
of action in this suit, it is claimed, 
comes outside the opinion of the At- 
torney-General on franchises granted 
by the Spanish authorities, the works 
contemplated "not being in operation 
or having ever been operated," which 
it is alleged puts the claim within tho 
terms of the treaty of Paris. 



HARTFORD BREWERS TO STRIKE. 



They Will Not Accept Eight Hours 
Through Winter Months. 
Hartford, Conn., April 5.— Unless the 
brewers of this city and their em- 
ployes arrive at an agreement before 
Sunday night, the latter declare they 
will go out on a strike Monday morn- 
ing. The employes demand that dur- 
ing the winter months the hours be 
changed from nine to eight hours, and 
also that the union be allowed to select; 
the men to go to work in the breweries. 
This latter clause, the brewers say, 
they will sign under no conditions. 



SENDS CHECK FOR $500. 



American Minister At Stockholm Do- 
nates to McKinley Fund. 
Stockholm, Sweden, April 5.— Wil- 
liam Thomas, Jr., the United States 
Minister here, has just sent to the 
United States his check Tor over $500, 
representing the contributions of the 
ministers and others in Sweden and 
Norway toward the erection at Can- 
ton, 0.,tof the national memorial to 
the late President McKinley. There is 
no American colony at Stockholm as 
is the case at some other large capi- 
tals of Europe, and the Minister has 
raised this sum chiefly among the 
diplomatic and consular corps of 
Sweden and Norway and among friends 
of America at Stockholm.

— During the inter- 
national football match between En- 
gland and Scotland here this afternoon 
a stand collapsed and two persons were 
killed and fifty were injured.

to the Yildl/. place here, demanding the 
release of Albians who are detained in 
custody at Constantinople.

— The decisions of 
Judges Grosscup and Humphrey, of the 
Federal Court and District Court, re- 
spectively, in the injunction cases 
brought by seven Chicago public utility 
corporations to prevent the collection 
of taxes assessed as a result of man- 
damus proceedings in the State Courts 
some time ago, were read from the 
bench by Judge Grosscup yesterday. 

It is in the nature of a compromise. 
The court finds that the re-assessment 
Was from 30 to 40 per cent too high on 
the stock of the companies affected, 
but declines to enjoin the various offi- 
cials from collecting this extra money 
till the corporations shall have paid 
in the 60 or 70 per cent which the court 
regards as just.

It 
contains a large amount of protein, 
the most costly element to buy, and 
the one so necessary to make growth 
or eggs. Chicl -j and fowls of all ages 
like it, but it is a concentrated food 
and must be fed carefully 



Petting Ginseng; ltc o r. 

Make a dibble of a piece of fork 
Handle about one foot long sharpened 
at one end. Mark the bed3 in rows 
both ways six inches apart. With 
the sharp stick make a hole where 
tho marks cross each other and put in 
tho root two inches below the surface. 
Hold it against the 'side of' the hole 
with the forefinger of the left hanl 
and crowd tho stick into the ground, 
pressing tho dirt against the root. By 
this method the planter can set roots 
rapidly and the work is well dona 



Fanning Clay I.nnd. 

A clay farm of 100 or 120 
acres should first be divided 
into fields of eight or ten acres, an J 
fenced so a3 to save as much farm- 
ing land as possible. One field of sod 
should be plowed each year for corn, 
putting on it all the manure made lur- 
ing the winter, plowing the coarse un- 
der, and putting the fine on top of the 
plowed ground before harrowing. The 
greater part should bo seeded to wheat 
in the fall, by harrowing and drilling 
as soon as the corn is in shock, anl 
using some fertilizer. Prom two to 
four acres should be kept for oats in 
the spring, the best of all feed for 
poultry and horses. The following 
year the entire field should be seeded 
to wheat, putting at least 200 pounls 
of some good fertilized to each acre, 
sowing one peck of timothy per acre, 
and resowing in the spring with tim- 
othy and one galhan of red clover per 
acre. This field should be kept for 
meadow two years, possibly longer. 
This plan of farming should be con- 
tinued in rotation from year to year. 
From one-half to one acre of potatoes 
should be raise 1. There should be a 
large truck-patch of all kinds of vege- 
tables for family use, with possibly 
some to sell. A farm of this size 
should have an orchard of three or 
four acres, of apples, peaches, pears, 
plums and cherries with all the small- 
er fruits in abundance for home use. 
The stock that shouli be kept on this 
size and kind of farm should be three 
good work horses, three or four good 
cows, several head of growing cattle, 
about forty good brood ewes, several 
heads of hogs, and poultry of all kin is. 
Ewes are specially profitable on a 
small farm, since they may raise 
lambs for early market, quickly enrich 
the land, and keep down briarS and 
shrubs. As far as possible good shel- 
ter should be provided for all stock, 
as protection save-s feeding, time and 
labor. 



Mulcli for Smiill Garden. 

As early in spring as possible, or 
better still in the fall, put the garden 
plot in good condition by deep plow- 
ing lengthwise and crosswise and fol- 
low by harrowing. When planting 
time comes lay off in rows two feet 
apart, manure well with scrapings 
from the barnyard, poultry house and 
cow pens. Hill up the manure, mak- 
ing sharp, high ridges which will in- 
sure good germination and quick 
growth; plant in the usual way. 
When the plants are up, stir the 
ground once a week or oftener with 
hoe oi' plow. When everything is 
growing well, and up a few inches 
from the ground, give a thorough fiiKil 
working with the plow and harrow, 
leveling the ground all over. Apply 
a light covering of straw, and leaves 
from the woods over the entire plot, 
taking care not to cover the young 
vegetables. In a few days they will 
grow enough to allow another coat 
put on as before. Keep adding more 
as the plants grow above it, until 
the ground is covered three or four 
inches deep, when you can conside? 
your garden work done for the sea- 
son. 

Vegetables will grow to perfection 
In a garden treated this way in spite 
of heat or drouth. The mulch holl's 
moisture and keeps the burning rays 
of the sun from the tender roots and 
prevents damage from -heavy beating 
rains. There is nothing so cheap and 
yet so valuable to the garden ay a 
deep covering of pine needles and 
leaves. Potatoes should be on large, 
high beds, and covered with three or 
four inches of mulch at once. They 
will come up through it as if it were 
not there. With this treatment vege- 
tables of all kinds will flourish and 
grow, but weeds and grass have no 
chance at all. In the fall rake the 
straw in between the rows and ridge 
the earth over it. In the spring you 
■will find plenty of good fertilizer. — 
Agricultural Epitomict. 



Kcratrliiiij; Shetls. 

Scratching sheds were brought to 
tho notice of poultrymen some years 
ago, and thore are many poultry 
houses that are not provided with this 
convenience or necessity even at this 
late date. There lias been an errone- 
ous idea about the scratching shed 
that should be brought to view. A 
scratching shed in Minnesota should 
not be the same kind of a shed as that 
in use In Missouri or Kansas. Condi- 
tions of temperature and climate 
iihould govern the method of construc- 
tion largely. Scratching sheds in a 
very cold climate will have to be more 
than a mere open shod. There is no 
need of It being made as warm as I lie 
rcostine quarters, nor as warm ay a 



hot bed, but there is a reason for Uu 
being constructed so as to be comfor- 
table for the hens. A scratching shed 
should bo made light and roomy; it 
should bo made with a great deal of 
floor space, and that space should be 
covered with litter in which an indus- 
trious hen delights to scratch. Sheaves 
of oats will make a very good litter 
for this purpose. The hens will scratch 
the straw about for the oats and gain 
a great deal of healthful exercise in 
obtaining the same. Ripe millet hay 
will also be found a good litter for 
the scratching shed, and it will bo sur- 
prising how the hens will scratch for 
the small seeds of millet. When ob- 
tained in this way they will do no 
barm, but a great deal of good. 

The scratching shed may not only 
be termed the dining room, but it 
may be named the living room. Hens 
are fed some good mess once a day, 
in the morning or the evening, and 
what grain they get should be fed 
through the scratching shed route. 
The hens are kept busy obtaining it 
because their appetites are sharp and 
they wish a grain to appeaso it. The 
more they scratch the better the ap- 
petite and the better the food is assim- 
ilate!. The better the assimilation 
of the food the more healthy the hens 
and the greater their aptitude to lay 
eggs and become profitable. 

We are of the opinion that scratch- 
ing sheds 6hould be entirely inclosed 
in some manner. The south side may 
be made of a combination for the best 
results. Poultry netting should com- 
pose the south side of the shed, an.l 
during stormy weather a large cur- 
tain of muslin or some other goods 
may be let down to keep out the 
snow. This will admit of light, and 
the room will be found airy. When- 
ever the sun shines there should be 
some way of admitting it to the shed. 
No roosting places should be provided 
in this room for lazy hens to occupy. 
Keep up the temptation to scratch and 
keep it comfortable. By comfortable 
we mean that it should be built in 
whatever plan that will make them 
comfortable. In some localities it 
may be necessary to make the scratch- 
ing shed very warm, and tho south 
should be for the most part construct- 
ed of glass. Even then it must be 
made roomy and airy so as to not im- 
pair the health of the hen. — Poultry 
Farmer. 



THE WILY TRAMP. 



Fertilizers and Manure. 

The management of the farm should 
be with the view of maintaining its 
fertility. The foundation of farming 
is the riches in the soil, and any sys- 
tem of agriculture that increases the 
wealth of the farmer without reduc- 
ing the productive capacity of the soil 
will be the correct one. The average 
crops of cereals, potatoes and grass 
ia this country are ve:y low, yet ttie 
American farmer has more opportuni- 
ties for securing fertilizers for his 
land than in any other country. In 
our gas works there is saved a lar^e 
amount of sulphate of ammonia, ni- 
trate of soda is imported in great 
ship loads, the ammoniates of the 
packing houses amount to a large 
proportion, and the cottonseed meal 
supply is almost alone sufficient for 
our needs, and yet the materials men- 
tioned are those for providing nitrogen 
only. This country also has large 
phosphate mines, and but for the fact 
that the required potash must be im- 
ported there would be no lack of the 
plant foods right at the doors of 
American fanners for their use. In 
the past the farmer has not assisted 
himself in tho employment of fertil- 
izers as he should, which accounts for 
the low crop averages. 

There has been a war between those 
who favor manure and these who ad- 
vocate the use of fertilizers, the one 
class claiming barnyard manure to 
be a "complete" ration for plants, 
while 1 the other class contends that 
it is absolutely necessary to bring 
plant foods on the farm in orier to 
recompense the farmer for the loss 
of fertility through the removal of the 
products of the farm that are market- 
ed. The fact remains, however, that 
this country has made but little prog- 
ress in the matter of increasing the 
average yields, and the matter de- 
serves consideration on the part of 
investigators. One error that has not 
yet been overthrown is that of suppos- 
ing barnyard manure to be "complete 
plant food." There Is nothing on the 
farm that varies so much in qaulity 
as manure, for, while some manures 
may be as nearly complete as may be 
desired, yet the large majority of the 
accumulated heaps on farms are not 
at all complete. It is not altogether 
in the management of the manure 
that its value is retained, but in the 
foods from which it is obtained anl 
the amount of absorbent material used 
ir. its preservation. It may safely b6 
claimed that every year thousands of 
tons of barnyard manure are spread 
on land which Is really not equal In 
value to the labor required in the 
work of applying it to the soil. Wheth- 
er in the form of crude chemicals in 
the fertilizer bags, or in the form of 
bulky manure, the plant foods are 
the same, and the farmer cannot real- 
ize therefrom more ihan exists in the 
materials used. — Philadelphia Record.

San Francisco seems to be the best 
telephoned city in the world. With 
a population of 342.782. there are 21,324 
telephones, or (52 per 1000. In Europe, 
Copenhagen is probably tho best tele- 
phoned city, with 15,311 telephones to 
its 312,859 of population, equal to 43 
per 1000. In Copenhagen, too, the best 
conditions., for the public exist, al- 
though the rates are relatively as high 
as those in American cities. London 
compares very unfavorably with these 
figures. At the beginning of this year 
there were 41,111 telephones to a popu- 
lation of more than 5,500.000, or a pro- 
I portion of 7 to every 1000 people. New 
I York, with a population of 2,350,000, 
I had 51,647 instruments, or 26 to 1000.

Chicago, April 12— After extinguish- 
ing the following lires, yesterday, most 
of them ciose together and apparently 
of incendiary origin, the firemen of 
South Chicago at daybreak today were 
called upon to contend with the most 
serious of the long string of blazes. The 
lint of this mornin's lires consumed 
a barn containing several horses. St. 
Patrick's Church came next and was 
destroyed before the firemen could 
reach it. Scarcely had they reached 
the church when they were called to 
fight a dangerous looking fire at Wil- 
liard Son's and Dell Forge Works. 
After a hard light here the flames were 
checked. Meanwhile the warehouse of 
the Washington Ice Company had 
caught fire and before the flames were 
subdued 53,000 damages had been done. 
The Calumet theater came next, sus- 
taining 510,000 damage before the fire 
was extinguished. Meanwhile Nicholas 
Schroeder's saloon was burned down. 

WORK OF INCENDIARY'S. 
• The total loss of this morning's fires 
Is put at $50,000. As the building3 
were net near each other, the firemen 
declared the fires were the work of an 
incendiary. 

A demented boy, supposed to be a 
pyromaniac is said by several residents 
to have been seen at all the fires. He

New York, April 12 —As a result oi 
several conferences held today there is 
a very general conviction that control 
of the Louisville and Nashville road 
has passed, or will pass, to the South- 
ern railway. 

Representatives of the Louisville and 
Nashville and Southern roads and a 
member of the Gates faction were in 
consultation early in the day and later 
John W. Gates was closeted for almost 
an hour with George W. Perkins at the 
office of J. P; Morgan & Co. Neither 
Mr. Perkins nor Mr. Gates would say 
what passed between them, but it was 
admitted that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville situation was discussed in its sev- 
eral phases. 

The most authoritative report deal- 
ing with the recent course of Louis- 
ville and Nashville is substantially as 
follows; 

Some time ago Southern Railway in- 
terests, alarmed at the increasing 
strength and prosperity of Louisville 
and Nashville made an offer for a ma- 
jority interest. The offer was declined, 
so report has it. by foreign holders of 
Louisville and Nashville, who hold the 
balance of power. 

Wail street believes that some sort 
of a "community of interest deal" be- 
tween Rock Island and the Southern 
Railway will follow the change in 
Louisville and Nashville ownership. 



CONFISCATED \ MUNCH. 

Chicago, April 12.— The Tribune's 
New Orlean's special says: 

News -reached here tonight of the 
confiscation of an American steam 
launch by Colombian insurgents at 
Bocas Del Toro, north of Colon. One 
of the American crew was killed and 
his body thrown overboard. The in- 
surgents escaped with the boat but a 
United States cruiser has gone to re- 
cover it. 

The steamer Taunton of the United 
Fruit Company's line, reached port to- 
day from Bocas Del Toro bringing the 
news. 

The revolutionists for a month have 
been planning to seize the numerous 
steam launches employed by the fruit 
ships, load barges with troops and 
move on Bocas. This was what 400 
insurgents attempted and partially car- 
ried out on April 6. 

The men closed in round the planta- 
tion when the steamer owned by Kros- 
man, Braden and Company, an Ameri- 
can firm, was made fast and in th? 
afternoon made a rush for the landing 
and captured the boat. The necessary 
information and affidavits in the case 
of the captured craft were filed with 
the consular representative and when 
the cruiser stationed in those waters 
arrives at Bocas, steps will be taken 
to force the revolutionists to give up 
their prize if they have not before 
that time carried out their plans and 
made things lively at Bocas Del Toro. 



Chicago, April 12— Imp, the famous 
black mare that has won great stakes, 
set records and performed so wonder- 
fully as to make her the idol of race 
track crowds, is to be sold under the 
hammer to the highest bidder. 

That so great a thoroughbred is to 
be sold in a manner so unbefitting her 
great career is due to circumstances. 
Her owner, "Uncle Dan" Harness, of 
Chillicothe, O., died not long ago. 

News of the intention to sell Imp 
was brought to Chicago by Charles E. 
Brossman. who trained the mare for 
four years, and who had charge of her 
during the time of her greatness. 



Memphis, Tenn.. April 12. — At 7:08 
o'clock this morning north-bound New 
Orleans limited train No. 2 on the Illi- 
nois Central due here at 6:35 a. m. ran 
into a switch engine in the Illinois 
Central yards. The passenger engine, 
two baggage cars mail and second- 
class coach were derailed. Fireman 
William Goodloe, colored, was killed; 
Engineer Charles J. Barnett badly in- 
jured about the body; Express Messen- 
ger William E. Pink, of Cairo, Ills., 
sustained a fracture of the skull and 
severe bruises and an unknown man 
supposed to be a tramp lost a hand and 
one of his eyes. 

The accident was due to the fact that 
the passenger train was a half hour 
late and the engineer of the switch 
engine thought it had already passed. 



St. Joseph, Mo., April 12.— The strike 
of the union carpenters, which began 
here two weeks ago will be declared 
off today. At a session of the Missouri 
State Board of mediation and arbitra- 
tion held last night, representatives of 
the carpenters' union and of the master 
carpenters' builders' association were 
heard with the result that the board 
adopted resolutions satisfactory to 
both sides. The resolutions recom- 
mended that the carpenters shall re- 
ceive 35 cents per hour and an increase 
of five cents. This action will be rati- 
fied by both the contending parties 
today. 



Warsaw, Ind., April 12. — A call for 
a convention of Christian workers of 
the United States and Canada was is- 
sued today, signed by prominent evan- 
gelists and pastors of both countries. 
The object is to secure co-operation 
in the work of extending the cause and 
the convention to be held at Winona 
l ake from June 30 to July 5 will be 
in charge of the Rev. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man. The missionary rally and con- 
cert will also be held here in July and 
Mis3 Ellen Stone is expected to be 
present. 



Chicago, April 11. — In a desperate 
battle between a saloon keeper and 
ight drunken marauders at 3 a. m. to- 
day, two men were shot and two others 
badly wounded, which later led to their 
arrest. 

The affair occurred in Michael 
Adonowich's saloon, in a lonely spot 
on the South Side. The saloon keeper 
was about to close his doors when eight 
men, carrying revolvers, entered. Two 
of them covered Adonowich with their 
pistols, while another pair started to 
open the cash register. 

Adonowich seized a heavy bottle 
from the bar and assaulted his captors 
with a vigor so sudden that both were 
stretched out in a trice. Then, mad- 
dened at the sight of looting, 
snatched a revolver from a third rob- 
ner and opened fire. Michael Bensley, 
one of the intruders, fell with bullets 
in his hip and abdomen. His compan- 
ions immediately returned the fire. 
The scene became one of general riot. 
Chairs were hurled through the win- 
dows and the bar wrenched from its 
fastenings. The bullets flew wild, but 
one of the robbers put Adonowich hors 
ae combat with a blow on the head. 

When the police arrived all but 
Bensley, who was unconscious on tho 
floor, had fled. 



Brussels, April 11,— Sharp fighting 
oetween strikers and gendarmes oc- 
;urred this morning at Bracquennies, 
near Charteroi. Several thousand 
strikers attacked and stoned a body 
of gendarmes who retaliated by firing 
their revolvers. A sharp fusillade fol- 
lowed and the gendarmes were com- 
pelled to retreat. A squadron of 
lancers, however, galloped up and dis- 
persed the mob. 

Additional regiments of cavalry, in- 
fantry and engineers arrived here. A 
battalion is held in readiness for action 
at each of the barracks. All the troops 
are supplied with two packets of ball 
cartridges and two packets of so-called 
strike cartrides. 

TO SUPPRESS THE RIOTS. 

Gendarmes and civic guards are as- 
sembling at the headquarters in large 
numbers and rigorous instructions 
have been issued for the instant re- 
pression of more outbreaks in their In- 
cipiency. 

Four regiments of cavalry and in- 
fantry arrived at Charteroi today, In- 
fantry has been sent to Louvain and 
Vilvoorden, and squadrons of Chas- 

j seurs have been distributed in the mid- 

i lands. 

A semblance of order was restored 
among the rioters in the Eue Stevens 
early this morning. The police, who 
had borne the brunt of the fighting 
were strongly reinforced by gendarmes 
and civic guards with loaded rifles. 
Oredrs w r ere issued to all the force 
necessary to drive the mob out of the 
Maizon Du Peuple. 

ONE HUNDRED INJURED. 

Just as the order was about to be 
executed the chiefs of the Socialists 
offered to evacuate the building quiet- 
ly. Estimates of the number wounded 
during the riots vary from forty to 
100, but scores of injured were carried 
off and hidden by friends. 

A large number of rioters were ar- 
rested and are still detained, The 
burgomasters of Brussels and suburban 
municipalities have proclaimed that 
meetings of more than ten persons are 
prohibited and that anyone found car- 
rying a revolver shall be liable to six 
months inprisonment. 

BRISTLING WITH BAYONETS. 

All centers of agitation are bristling 
today with bayonets. Squads of cav- 
alry are continually patroling the 
streets and guarding the shops which 
were threatened with plundering by 
the rioters. 

A manifesto signed by the general 
council of the labor party, has been 
widely posted. It demands a revision 
of the constitution and universal suf- 
frage. 

Telegrams from the country dis- 
tricts indicate the widespread character 
of themovement which threatens to 
culminate in a grand coup next week, 
'luring the reform debate in Par- 
liament. 

A thousand demonstrators came 
^roni the district disturbance at. St. 
Nicholas last night until routed by re- 
peated charges of the gendarmes. 

SIX THOUSAND ON RAMPAGE. 

At La Louvier G.000 men ceased 
work, forcing the workers in the large 
Industrial establishments at La Croyere 
and Haine St. Pierre to join them. The 
strikers threaten to burn all factories 
where the workers refuse to quit. 

Strong detachments of cavalry are 
now patroling the district in order to 
protect the factories. 

A telegram from Mons says work 
still continues in the Boringa distrijt, 
but a strike and disorder are threat- 
ening. Troops have been sent to this 
district to cope with possible rioting

Mr. Howard had disappeared 
as had the boy, who fled to Jersey City, 
where he was found and arrested, but 
in the meantime he had communicated 
with his father and took his arrest 
with the greatest degree of composure, 
even smiling contemptuously at the 
police when they tried to make him 
tell where his father had gone.

Then the exploration of the house 
began. In the back porch was found a 
nearly new road wagon. In the hall 
was a new double sleigh. The house 
has fourteen rooms and each room was 
full of goods. Three wagon loads of 
property were taken to the village 
lock-up in Ridgewood and as the avail- 
able space in the lock-up was filled, 
officers were put in charge of the re- 
mainder of the stuff which ran from 
fancy embroidery to new stoves.

1 believe, however, that the rate situa- 
tion Is now better throughout the coun- 
try than it has been for years, and I 
presume this excellent condition is the 
result of a wholesale fear of the court'? 
mandate."

There is an advantage to 
the cotton producer in marketing his 
cotton where there is a warehouse. If 
the price in the fall of the year is not 
what the planter thinks it should be he 
can store it in the ware house and hold 
it for an advance in price. He can then 
take Ids ware house receipts to any 
bank and borrow from two-thirds to 
tin ee-quarters its value, take his money 
and pay the merchant who has ad- 
vanced him supplies during the season. 
If the planter sells to the merchant di- 
rect a warehouse affords Hie same op- 
portunity te him to store if he does not 
care to sell at the then maret price. 

From 4,000 to 5.000 bales of cotton 
are sold in Montevallo each year, and 
any one can see that a warehouse here 
would be a good investment for the 
builder. Now that the citizens of Mon- 
tevallo and vicinity have organized a 
bank, and hy the way a good one, we 
must have a warehouse and Montevallo 
as a cotton market will more than 
double its present importance. 

Since writing the above R. F. McKib- 
bon informs us he is sawing timbers 
for the frame work of a new warehouse, 
and that before the cotton buying sea- 
son begins Ibis fall he will haye com- 
pleted a warehouse large enough to 
store all the cotton that may come to 
the Montevallo market. He has also 
purehased a new gin of the pneumatic 
system and of gieaier capacity than his 
old gin. The pneumatic system ol 
baling cotton is said to be the best in 
use, and is much more satisfactory to 
all parlies interested.

It 
was decided to issue 500 shares at 
$100 per share, and before that 
first meeting adjourned more than 
300 shares had been sold. 

Last Thursday Mr. Holloway 
again came to Montevallo, and he 
found that the stock had all been 
subscribed. A meeting of those 
who had taken stock was at once 
called, and the bank was organized 
with the following board of direct- 
ors elected :

H. McMath, L. N. Bow- 
don, D. L. Wilkinson.

was asked for C. L. Meroney pro-

Bank," and that name was adopt- 
ed. As it will take some time to 
get ready for business September 
1st is the date fixed for opening of 
the bank. At a future meeting of 
the board of directors a cashier is 
to be chosen, and while The Senti- 
nel is not authorized to say so we 
believe, from what we can gather, 
that Mr. Will Lyman will be elect- 
ed to fill that responsible position, 
and, by the way, we do not think a 
better or more worthy man could 
be chosen.

MIMICRY OF INSECTS. 

Taught the f.liick,n» Not to Try to K.il 
Ilia (I- 1 list intr Oil nri»Ul:irs. 

Prof. C. Lord Morgan, the British 
zoologist, has recently published an 
account of an interesting experiment 
which helps to explain a problem 
which has Jong puzzled the students 
of what is known aa mimicry amottir 
the lower animals. 

The best known example of mimic?} 
is i-io imitation by tho South Ameri- 
can group of butterflies named Ileli- 
coninae, by a certain species of an- 
other group called Pierinae. Tho for- 
mer are brightly colored and very slo.v 
of llight, and would naturally fall easy 
prey to the vast number of insectivor- 
ous birds which inhabit tropical coun- 
tries were it not that these butterflies 
have a strong pungent odor, which no 
bird would care to sample twice. The 
result is that they multiply and thrive, 
orotected by their disagreeable taste. 

Now, the Pierinae are normally 
white, of a totally different appearance 
from the lleliconinae, and very tempt- 
ing morsels to birds. But there is ono 
species of Pierinae which has aband- 
oned the family garb and adopted in- 
stead the colors and markings of the 
particular species of Heliconinae 
which live in its vicinity. So close is 
tho resemblance that not only birds, 
but experienced entomologists, are 
unable to distinguish between the two, 
except after a close examination. The 
two are totally unlike in structure. It 
is only appearances which have chang- 
ed. Manifestly it is a great advantage 
lo this particular spec;cs of Perinae to 
Imitate the markings and colors of a 
butterfly so well protected against at- 
lack as the bad-smelling Heliconinae. 

Such cases of mimicry as these are 
jasily explained. Whenever, by any 
chance one of the white good-tasting 
butterflies came to in any degree re- 
sembling the disagreeable kind, it 
would stand so much better chance o{ 
escaping destruction and living to per- 
petuate its kind. And those white but- 
terflies which most closeiy resembled 
Ihe colored kind would gradually in- 
crease until in the course of evolution 
the two species would have substan- 
tially the same appearance. Such, ac 
least, very roughly is the theory now 
generally accepted by biologists. 

There have been found, however, 
:ases of mimicry by species of butter- 
flies which were just as distasteful to 
birds as the kind they mimicked. Herq 
Jhe explanation was not so easy. Ap- 
parently one kind was as well protect- 
5d as the other. The best hypothesis 
is that of Fritz Mailer, who argued 
.hat the advantage gained when two 
species of insects equally distasteful 
to their enemies imitate each other is 
:hat the young of the enemies do not 
lave to experiment with more than 
one species to avoid both. A young 
bird having tasted a caterpillar of one 
Jbnoxioue class would not need to 
learn to let alone a caterpillar of tho 
other class, providing both lookei 
alike to him. 

It was along this line that Prof. Mor- 
gan made his experiment. He took 
strips of orange and black paper and 
pasted them beneath glass slips oil 
(vhich was placed meal moistened with 
quinine. On other plain slips meal 
moistened with water was placed. 
Some chicks were then aliowed to test 
both kinds. They were not long in 
learning to refuse tho bitter meal. 
Then they were offered some cinnabar 
:aterpillars, a species that they had 
never seen, but which has black an.l 
orange bands very similar to the glass 
slips with the quinine-flavored meal. 
With two exceptions the chickens re 
fusedj the caterpillars. Other birds 
have to learn by experience that theso 
caterpillars make particularly unpleas- 
ant mouthfuls.

The caiber of a lhearui is the dinme- 
;er of the barrel; that is, the hole 
through which the charge is projected. 
Etifles are measured by caliber and 
ihotguns by gauge, says tho Buffalo 
Express. The term bore is frequently 
ased interchangeably, though in its 
most general use It refers to large 
weapons of special make. The ele- 
phant guns of African travel tales aro 
ilways referred to as having bore. 
But hereabouts caliber and gauge are 
Ihe terms most used. 

A l-ca!lber rifle would be a rifle with 
in inside barrel diameter of one inch. 
Thus a 50-caliber weapon would have 
in Inside barrel diameter of half an 
•nch, and tho 32-calibor arm would 
carry a ball sized for a barrel .32 of 
»n inch in diameter. 

Rifle and revolver measurements are 
made on a scale of their own. One 
anight think they would follow the 
theory of cents, dimes, quarters and 
iialves, so long as they are reckoned by 
lecimals, but they don't. The small- 
set caliber, unless a special size, is .22. 
From that rifles and revolvers are 
built In recognized sizes up to 50-call- 
oer. Beginning with the 22-caliboS, 
the standard American sizes are as fol- 
lows: .22, .30, .32, .38, .4-1. .45, .50.

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MORGANOWNS IT ALL 

Has Combined Every Atlantic 
Steamship Line. 

THE CAPITAL WILL BE IMMENSE 



Will Run Far Over $50,000,- 
000. Details of The 
Combination. 



New York, April 19— J. P. Morgan, 
who is now abroad, ha3 practically 
consummated a plan to combine all the 
leading trans-Atlantic steamship lines, 
London dispatches to the Associated 
tress announcing the combination 
were today confirmed at the Morgan 
banking house. The companies to be 
consolidated, will, it is understood, in- 
clude the American and Red Star lines, 
'While Star line, Dominion line, At- 
lantic transport line and the Leyland 
2ine. The two last named lines have 
% been under Morgan control for some 
time. 

Probable additions to this list are the 
Cunard, Wilson and Holland-American 
Companies, and it is understood that a 
■working agreement will be reached 
■with the other leading trans-Atlantic 
companies, including the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Hamburg-American, gen- 
eral Atlantic Transit (French) Allen 
anchor lines. 

It is yet too early to give the exact 
ccope Ox the scheme, but as now out- 
lined there will be an American hold- 
ing to which all the steamship compa- 
nies which propose to enter the com- 
bine will put their stock-holdings — 
"pool their issues" in exactly the same 
way that the various concerns em- 
braced in the United States Steel Cor- 
poration threw in their holdings, re- 
ceiving in return stock of the main or 
parent company. 

Just what the capitalization of the 
company will be is not as yet known, 
tout the amount is likely to be well in 
■excess of $50,000,000. This phase of 
the project will depend entirely upon 
the number of steamship companies 
taken into the combine. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the present deals with the subsidy 
question. The White Star and Cunard 
Jines receive liberal subsidies from the 
British government. 

These subsidies would be withheld or 
abrogated if the ships of these lines 
changed their flag from British to 
American. Because of this the ships 
of the White Star, Cunard and the En- 
glish subsidized companies would 
doubtless come undar British control. 

G, W. Perkins of J. P. Morgan & 
Company is authority for the state- 
ment that American interests will 
dominate the proposed amalgamation 
and declares that the result will prove 
not only a great triumph for Mr. Mor- 
gan, but will make the United States 
the real ruler Of the merchant marine 
of the world. Mr. Perkins also said 
that the plan will be of the greatest 
benefit to importers and exporters as 
well as to the great railway interests ot 
the country. Its effect will be felt by 
Bhippers from Maine to California, Mr. 
Perkins says, and will also result In 
a. better understanding between the 
commercial interests of this country 
and Germany. 

"It is true," he added, "that Mr. Mor- 
gan will act as syndicate manager in 
this combination just as he brought 
together and welded the various inter- 
ests of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. 

"The financial deals have been com- 
pleted to the extent that cash neces- 
sary for the deal has been subscribed. 
It is too soon to speak about the direc- 
torate, but let it be borne in mind that 
control of the company will be held 
here." 

Banking interests identified with the 
proposed underwriting syndicate said 
today that the new company would 
have a New Jersey charter. 



LEPROSY IN NICARAGUA. 



About Two Thousand Cases Now — 
People Much Alarmed. 



Managuay, Nicaragua, April 19. — The 
Commercia, a daily newspaper pub- 
lished here declared, in a recent issue, 
that leprosy had been developed to such 
an alarming extent among the people 
of Western Nicaragua, particularly in

YES, THE TAXES. 

The taxpayers of Shelbv county should 
look into (lie cause of the high i ate of 
taxes in this county. When the admin- 
istration of county affairs was in the 
hands of Democrats the rate of taxation 
was only about one-half what it is now. 
— Sentinel. 

For pure And unadulterated ignor- 
ance, the above caps the climax. Ev- 
ery man in Shelby county of aiu' intel- 
ligence knows that the increase of taxes 
is the result of a two mills tax for edu- 
cation, and a>n addition of one mi!l to 
the okl soldier's tax by t lie legislature, 
and the Sentinel is the tirst paper in 
the State to make a kick. The increase 
of the county tas is two mills for roads 
and one for bridges. The county tax 
is three mills, which is as low as it has 
ever been since the county was organ- 
ized. We have leeard it hinted several 
times that the Sentinel was not friendly 
to the Gills' Industrial School at Mon- 
tevallo, but we w<ere not prepared to be- 
lieve that any newspaper in the State 
would have the^iraKen effrontery to ob- 
ject to a small [increase of taxes for the 
benetit of the poor children of the State, 
and the old confederate soldiers, who 

ibared their breasts to shot and shell in 
defeiwe of this Southland of ours, The 
amount raised by the increased taxes 
only gives each old soldier the small 
pittance of about twenty dollars per 
annum. The amount raised for road 
purposes lias been used in building 
email Iw-idges and running the two road 
plows, so as to improve the public roads 
of itfiie county, and the Advocate is of 
the cf)inion that the people of the coun- 
ty are anxious for better roads and en- 
dorse the action of the commissioners 

•court in levying this extra tax. The 
Advocate is loth to believe that the cit- 
izens of Montevallo indorse the criti- 

-cism of the Sentinel against the action 
of the legislature and the commissioners 

■court in increasing the taxes ; and we 
suggest that t he citizens of Montevallo 
investigate the matter, and if the crit- 
icisms of the Sentinel are made through 
ignorance, that they organize a night 
school for the benefit of the editorial 
staff of the Sentinel, and teach them the 
tirst principles of political economy, the 
objects and purposes of government, its 
duty to facts, education among its cit- 
izens, and the debt of gratitude it owes 
to those who defended it in time of war. 
Ry so doing, the people of Montevallo 
will receive the commendation of all 
the good citizens of Shelby county. — 
Peoples Advocate, ^ 

There may be sorao oxenso for 
ignorance, bnt there is none for a 
pranedi hited distortion of facts, 
and tho Advocate man is convict- 
ed of this npon his own admissions. 
He wonld explain(?) some of the 
reasons of increased taxation, bat 
says nothing of the extravagant 
and tomfoolery expenditures of the 
commissioners court. He lays great 
.stress npon the special tax for 



public roads, for the old soldiers, 
for education, etcetera, and by so 
doing wonld divert the attention 
of the taxpayers, which as an illus- 
tration of political economy as 
practiced by the populist commis- 
sioners court is not a shining suc- 
cess by any means, as for instance, 
the back tax map scheme. 

Gold Brick Scheme. 
When the populists secured con- 
trol of the commissioners' conrt 
that body, over tho protest of the 
one Democratic member, Mr. Grif- 
fin, contracted with one Qnigly 
for a back tax map of Shelby coun- 
ty, Qnigly to receive one-half the 
taxes collected through this map 
for making the same. When the 
map was finished Qnigly painted 
a fairy tale in snch roseate hues as 
to make the commissioners think 
the map was a veritable gold mine 
to the county, and it did prove to 
be a gold mine to — Qnigly. He 
was paid by the commissioners, 
over the protest of Mr, Griffin, the 
sum of $5,000 for his interest in the 
map. ISow what is tho result ? 
We are informed by one who is in 
a position to know, that less than 
$150 have come into the county 
treasury through the agency of the 
' Qnigly back tax map. Here we 
have at least $4,850 gone to the 
winds in one populistic experiment 
and the taxpayers of Shelby coun- 
ty had it to pay. This, no doubt, 
is the politicial economy theory 
the Advocate would have taught in 
the school it suggests to Monteval- 
lo for the benefit of The Sentinel. 
The Advocate man would hardly 
be eligible to the primary depart- 
ment of any school of political 
economy. 

Just a Little Rot. 

The insinuation that The Senti- 
nel is unfriendly to education and 
the Girls' Industrial School is sim- 
ply rot. The Girls' Industrial 
School gets more gratuitous adver- 
tising from The Sentinel than is 
given it by any dozen newspapers 
in the State. It is not safe to be- 
lieve all you hear. Wo may have 
heard it rumored that the Advo- 
cate man had good judgment and 
common sense, and yet it might be 
a mistake. You won't find us put- 
ting up a kick because of taxation 
for educational purposes. 

Says the People Endorse I 

Here is a specimen of the Advo- 
cate man's monumental nerve : 

"The Advocate is of the opinion 
that the people of the county are 
anxious for better roads and en- 
dorse the action of the eonntyooin 
missioners' court in levying this 
extra tax." 

Anxious ! They are almost ready 
to pray for a special dispensation 
if it will bring about good roads, 
but the people are not tumbling 
over each other to endorse the ac- 
tion of the commissioners in levy- 
ing a special road tax, for the rea- 
son that the tax is collected lint the 
j abominable roads go on forever. 
' Tho editor of the Advocate, or the 
man who wrote the screed for that 
paper, ought to hang his head in 



shame for even whispering good 
roads in the presence of any farm- 
er when the present system of in- 
tricate cow-paths stare him in the 
face all over the county. In con- 
versation with a prominent gentle- 
man and one tho heaviest taxpay- 
ers in the county, a few days ago, 
he stiid he would head a petition 
asking the next grand jury to give 
this matter a thorough investiga- 
tion. From all parts of the county 
come righteous and indignant pro- 
tests against tho condition of the 
roads. 

One man writes from Pelham : 
"The roads in this section are no 
roads at all. Why is it?" Too 
difficult a problem for ns ; wo pass 
it up to the commissioners. 

Another writes from Wilsonville : 
"What is done with the road tax 
money V Our roads are next to im- 
passible" Respectfully referred 
to the commissioners' court. 

From Dogwood comes this cry : 
"The roads from this place to Mon- 
tevallo and Calera art! full of dan- 
gorons holes. If we cannot have 
better roads, is there not some way 
to be relieved from paying road 
tax? As it now stands, it is an 
outrageous imposition*." The mat- 
ter is in the hands of the commis- 
sioners. 

The following is from the Har- 
persville correspondence to the 
Columbiana Chronicle, last week : 

"The taxpayers of this beat 
would like a statement of the road 
money for this beat. How it has 
been used, where at, by whom and 
to whom. The roads ark in a worse

twenty years. The old law in our 
opinion was far superior to the new 
one. We are in favor of abolish- 
ing the whole concern and work by 
taxation altogether." 

Two road plows wore purchased 
at fancy prices by the commission- 
ers, and yet the roads traveled the 
most hare had little if any work 
of any kind done upon them. No 
road in the county is traveled more 
than the one between Montevallo 
and Calera, and it receives little or 
no work. One of the plows was 
put on that road long enough to 
make a few rods passable, but with 
that exception the road is an in- 
famous disgrace, dangerous to life 
and limb of all whe travel it. 

One of these plows has been at 
work for some time on a road be- 
tween Aldrich and the Cahaba riv- 
er, a road that is not traveled by a 
dozen teams in a week's time, The 
people of this section of the county 
know for whose benefit this road is 
being worked into boulevard shape, 
but all cannot ride in fine car- 
riages. There are many highways 
in the county that need to be put 
in safe condition for travel, and 
we believe the next commissioner 
elected from this district will be a 
man who will give more attention 
to the roads traveled by the public 
than is being done under the pres- 
ent administration of affairs 

The Advocate would better sing 
low on the good roads question in 
Shelby county. 

An Unlawful Tax Levy 

Two ye irs ago the commission- 
ers' court made a tax levy for road 
purposes. This tax the Louisville 
& Nashville and Southern railways 
refused to pay, claiming that the 
levy was unconstitutional there- 
fore unlawsnl. Suit was brought 
by the commissioners against the 
Louisville & Nashville to enforce 
payment. It was carried to the 
courts and a few days ago Judge 
Pelham handed down a decision 
adversely to the county, sustain- 
ing the railroads in their idea that 
the levy was unconstitutional and 
unlawful. The taxpayers of the 
county, except the railroads, paid 
that unlawful levy and in addition 
they must now pay the costs of 
that suit with the railrouds — an- 
other contribution to populistic 
mismanagement. It is not sur- 
prising that, their is great dissatis- 
faction all over the county with 
the manner in which the financiul 
affairs are (mis)managed. It is 
about time a halt was called. 
The Worst of All 

The Advocate would leave the 
impression that The Sentinel is op- 
posed to taxation for the benefit of 
the old soldiers of our State. The 
statement is as nonsensical as it is 
untrue. On the other hand The 
Sentinel, together with a number 
of other newspapers in the State, 
has expressed a willingness to con- 
tribute ten per cent of its cash sub- 
scription roc.oipts of the current 
year to tho Confederate Soldiers' 
Home to be built near Montgomery.

Un- J 
Jess we proceed early we will have to j 
f-onquer at a heavier cost; the resist- j 
ance will be greater than that of the 
Apostles. 

"The work we fail to do today will 
be work done for the world and the 
devil and against Christ, in the days 
to come. The work in other foreign 
fields is not to be considered with 
China, with its teeming thousands of 
:>eople with as great brains a3 can be 
found. They will not take the mere 
forms of civilization like the people of 
Japan, but go to the root and appro- 
priate that which will assist them. It 
you allow them in their present condi- 
tion to go ahead, the people of China, 
Japan and Korea will eventually con- 
trol the East and make trouble for the 
West. We of the West will suffer not 
only from the reaction, but from the 
reflei action in our own land."

Unmanageable Towboat Sinks Nine- 
teen Barges. 

Memphis, May 3. — Because of an ac-

about the bends in the river in the 
vicinity of Friars Point, Miss., carry- 
ing destruction in her path.

California University Profeusor Claims 

Important Results. 

Berkley, Cal., May 3.— Professor 
Leuschner, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, announces that his class in 
theoretical astronomy has arrived at 
important results regarding the orbit 
of the comet recently discovered by 
Professor Brooks. Owing to the scanty 
observational material on which the in- 
vestigations were based the exact orbit 
cannot as yet be determined, but the 
comet is probably the shortest period 
comet ever discovered, the period be- 
ing less than a year, and it is probably 
identical with the second comet of the 
year 17S9, which was seen for only 
three days, then lost under similar cir- 
cumstances.

It says nothing of the tax levy 
made by the commissioners some 
two years, and which the <t>urts 
have recently ruled as an unlawful 
levy. The people of .Shelby county 
paid that tax, an unlawful addition 
to the already tax burden, yet the 
Advocate, the mouthpiece of the 
commissioners' court, does not even 
suggest that it be refunded to the 
taxpayers. And in connection with 
this we will say the county has an- 
other lawsuit over the special tax 
for bridges, the railroads refusing 
to pay it on the ground that it is 
an unconstitutional and unlawful 
levy. The taxpayers, except the 
railroads, have paid that tax. But 
what do the commissioners care for 
a little thing like a lawsuit? The 
taxpayers pay the freight ! 

The Advocate admits that the 
commissioners paid #5,000 for the 
Quigley back tax map, but says 
Quigley made three plat books in 
an addition to the map, and says 
the taxable value of Shelby county 
property ran up three hundred 
thousand dollars more than ever 
before through the aid of these 
plat books and the map. If this be 
true, why, then, did the commis- 
sioners make an effort to get Mr. 
Quigley to refund a part of the 
$5,000 paid him, even going so far 
as to threaten him with prosecu- 
tion? Is it not also a fact that an 
additional sum was paid for the 
plat books? The subterfuge of the 
Advocate is too gauzy. 

The Advocate reminds The Sen- 
tinel that the commissioners have 
no control over the weather, and 
"that rains come upon the just and 
the unjust, and it is not their fault 
that Montevallo beat had a good 
deal of rain." Did the commis- 
sioners get a special dispensation 
for good weather during the time a 
Shelby county road plow worked 
over in Bibb county? Did the com- 
missioners get a special dispensa- 
tion for good weather during the 
time the plow was loaned to par- 
ties up about Dogwood to work pri- 
vate roads and yards? Was it by 
special dispensation that eight or 
nine days work, at a cost to the 
county of $11 per day, on a road 
between Aldrich and the Cahaba 
river that is not driven over a doz- 
en times in a week, aside from the 
traveling of one individual? if so, 
the commissioners, then, very will- 
ingly grant a special dispensation 
to farmers and other taxpayers to 
pull the life out of their horses over 
roads that are a disgrace to the 
county, and all because the farmer 
can't get next. The Sentinel be- 
lieves the people will take a hand 
in this dispensation business, and 
will issue a special dispensation to 
those who now control the financial 
affairs of the county to stay at 
home just so soon as their present 
term will have expired. 

The Advocate says one cause that 
forced the commissions to increase 
the taxes was Un appropriation of 
#5,000 to the Girls' Industrial 
School. Was not that appropria- 
tion made from the surplus in the 
county at that time? And, then, 
the increase in the value of prop- 
erty in Montevallo beat has paid a 
great deal more into the county 
treasury since that time than the 
amount of the appropriation. The 
Advocate man would better coun- 
sel with his guardian before saying 
anything about that appropriation 
to the Girls' School — there's a 
stinger in it. 

The Advocate refers to the build- 
ing of a $2,760 bridge at Monte- 
vallo, and asks do we think it was 
a foolish expenditure of the peo- 
ple's money? Not a bit of it, neith- 
er did it take all the money from 
the bridge and road funds to build 
it, much as the Advocate would 
have the people believe. As to the 
circulation of The Sentinel — that 
worries the Advocate more than it 
does us. Our subscription price is 
the same to all and that is more 
than the Advocate man can truth- 
fully say. 

The county is now doing business 
on its credit and will have to do so 
until taxes begin to come in next 
October. This necessitates the bor- 
rowing of $10,000 to $15,000 and up- 
on which the taxpayers must pay 
interest, thus adding to the tax- 
payers' already heavy burden. We 
are reliably informed that when 
,he populites gained control of 



the tinancial affairs of the county 
the Democrats left a nice surplus in 
treasury and it was from this i ur- 
plus that the appropriation was 
made to the Girls' School. We 
still contend that the condition of 
the; taxpayers of Shelby county are 
far worse under the present admin- 
istration than ever before. 

"Every man in Shelby county 
of any intelligence knows that the 
increase in taxes is the result of 
a two mills' tax for education," so 
says the Advocate. We have been 
shown a number of tax receipts for 
taxes paid last fall, and the rate is 
but one mill.

The argument used by a very 
small minority that the Democrat 
State Committee cannot call a White 
Democratic primary is as gauzy as 
it is inconsistent.

Annapolis, May 2. — President Roose- 
velt and party arrived here this morn- 
ing at 9:45 o'clock to participate in 
.he graduating exercises at the naval 
icaderrry. The President delivered the 
iiplomas to the graduates and spoke 
:o them as follows: 

"In receiving these diplomas you lift' 
;ome men, who above almost any eth- 
ers of the entire union are to carry 
henceforth the ever-present sense of 
responsibility which must come with 
iho knowledge that on some tremen- 
ious day it may depend upon your 
sourage, your preparedness, your 
keen intelligence and knowledge of 
your profession whether or not the 
nation is again to write her name on 
the world's roll of honor or to know 
the black shame of defeat. 

"We all of us earnestly hope that 
jeeasion for war may never come, but 
If It has to come, then this nation 
must win, and the Jjrime factor in se- 
curing victory over any foreign toe, 
must of necessity be the United States 
navy. If the navy fail us then we are 
doomed to defeat, no matter what may 
be our material wealth or the high 
average of our citizenship. 

' It should therefore be an object of 
prime importance for every patriotic 
American to see that the navy is con- 
stantly built up and above all that it is 
k«pt to the highest point of efficiency 
both in material and in personnel. It 
cannot be too often repeated that in 
modern war and especially in modern 
naval war, the chief factor in achiev- 
ing triumph is what has been done in 
the way of thorough preparation and 
training before the beginning of the 
war. It is what has been done be- 
fore the outbreak of war that is all 
important. After the outbreak all that 
can be done is to use to the best ad- 
vantage the great war engines and the 
seamanship, marksmanship and gen- 
sral practical efficiency, which have al- 
ready been provided by the forethought 
Df the national legislature and by the 
administrative ability, through 
i course of years, of the Navy De- 
partment. 

"You, to whom I give these diplomas, 
iiow join the ranks of the officers of 
:he United States navy. You enter a 
glorious service, proud of its memories 
ind its renown. You must keep ever 
In your minds the thought of the su- 
preme hour which may come when 
n-hat you do will forever add to or de- 
tract from this renown. Some of you 
will have to do y»jir part in helping 
;onstruct the ships and the guns which 
rou'use. You need to bend every energy 
toward3 making those ships and guns 
in all their details the most perfect 
of their kind throughout the world. 

"But the best ships and guns and the 
most costly mechanism are utterly 
valueless, if the men are not trained 
:o use them to the utmost possible ad- 
vantage. From now on throughout 
your lives there can be no slackness on 
Four part. Your duty must be present 
ivith you, waking or sleeping. You have 
rot to train yourselves and you have 
jot to train those under you, in the 
ictual work of seamanship, in the 
ictual work of gunnery. If the day 
for battle comes you will need all that 
rou possess of boldness, skill, deter- 
nination, ability to bear punishment 
md instant readiness in an emergency. 

"Though without these qualities you 
:an do nothing, yet even with them 
you can do little if you have not had 
;he forethought and set purpose to 
[rain yourselves and the enlisted men 
jnder you aright. Officers and men 
ilike must have the sea habit; officers 
ind men alike must realize that in bat- 
;le the only shots that count are the 
shots that hit and that normally the 
victory will lie with the side where 
shots hit oftenest. Seamanship and 
markmanship — these must be the two 
prime objects of your training, both 
for yourselves and for the men under 
rou." 



iVILL COLLECT CATTLE TAX 
Denison, Texas, April 30. — The Leg- 
.slature of Chickasaw Nation is in spe- 
:ial session at Tishomingo, for the pur- 
pose of considering the cattle tax ques- 
tion. The nation has experienced 
much trouble in collecting this tax and 
the Legislature is to be asked to con- 
sider the turning over of the collection 
Df this tax to the United States govern- 
ment, the funds so collected to be turn- 
ed inio the Chickasaw Nation. It is 
believed that Governor Johnston has 
received assurances that the govern- 
ment authorities will undertake this 
•ork for the nation. 

SHOT BY BARKEEPER 
Huntsville, Ala., May 2. — Louis 
Hardage, a well known young man 
ibout town, was shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded yesterday afternoon 
by John O'Reilly, bar-keeper at the 
McGee Hotel bar. Hardage was shot 
rhrough the liver, a 41 caliber bullet 
passing through his body. The two 
men quarreled over the raffling off of a 
gold watch. Hardage claiming that 
he had won it. The lie was passed 
and at this point everybody left the 
room. O'Reilly claims that Hardage 
made a motion as to pull a pistol and 
started toward him. Then he opened 
fire and Hardage fell at the second 
shot. 

Immediately after the shooting, 
O'Reilly surrendered to the police and 
is being held pending developments in ! 
the condition of the wounded man. 

GOVERNMENT SUPPLIES. 
Mobile, Ala., May 2. — The arrivals 1 
of government horses and mules from, 
Cuba through this port are becoming 
frequent. The last consignment to ar- 
rive came on the transport Nord and j 
consisted of a wagon train and pack 
train of the Tenth United States cav- i 
airy. There were 341 mules, two horses 
and SG men as attendants. Tho wagon 

train was taken on at Manzanillo, April 1 
24. and the pack train at Gibara, April 
2C. The wagon train vvns sent to Vir- 
ginia and the pack train to Fort Riley, 
Kauvaa.

Companies Agree Not to At- 
tempt to Operate Mines. 



IT LOOKS VERY LIKE A LOCK-OUT. 



Railroads Lay Off Coal Train 
Crews. — A Long Strug- 
gle Is Expected. 



Scranton, Pa. — There will be no 
coal mined in the Scranton end of 
the anthracite region this week, 
from present indications. The com- 
panies agreed at a meeting of the 
general managers and superintends- 
ents Saturday that no attempt would 
be made to operate. The compa- 
nies will not admit that the agree- 
ment to refrain from aii attempt of 
operating is eventually to resolve 
itself into a lockout should events at 
Hazleton make such a thing possible. 

The strike has already made itself 
seriously felt in other lines of work. 
The railroads have laid off four- 
tif hs of their coal train crews, in all 
about 600 men, and the Erie shops 
at Duiismore. where mine cars and 
machinery are repaired, will shut 
indefinitely, beginning tomorow, 
thowing 300 men cut of employ- 
ment. 

Meetings of all the locals will be 
held tomorrow to elect and instruct 
delegates to the Hazleton convention. 
The sentiment among the more 
thoughtful and intelligent miners is 
opposed to a continnuance of the 
strike. The men will use as one of 
iheir chief arguments 1he significant 
fact that the companies' mine officials 
are not so.iciting their men to vote 
against the strike, while at the same 
relative time in the last strike these 
same officers were working day and 
night to dissuade the men from strik- 
ing. 

Anticipating the action of their 
employes, two of the individual coal 
companies in the Hazleton region 
have practically locked out their 
men. These companies, it is be- 
lieved, expect a long struggle. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Company 
announced today that it will give 
employment to all those who report 
for work. 

Meetings of the United Mine 
Workers' lodges were held in most 
of the mining villages in the Hazle- 
ton district today and delegates were 
elected to the convention which 
meets here on Wednesday for the 
purpose of determining whether or 
not to make permanent the strike 
to be inugurated 1< morrow. It is 
impossible to ascertain the attitude 
of the locals on the strike question. 

It is reported Hiatal, the employes 
of the mines in Hie Wilkesbarre re- 
gion will be paid in full not later 
than Thursday and that when they 
receive their envelopes they will be 
told that they are no longer in the 
employ of the company. The min- 
ers, however, say if the Hazleton 
convention should decide not to con- 
tinue the strike there will be trouble 
for all hands to get their old places 
back. Tho sentiment ts it exists 
in the Wyoming valley is decidedly

From a statement made by State 
Supt. Abercrombie in Montevallo 
this week there is something rad- 
ically wrong Komewhere. He says 
Alabama is supporting twenty State 
institutions of learning of the high- 
est type, each having a scholastic 
year of eight or nine menths. On 
the other hand the free public 
schools of the country districts are 
in a deplorable condition, having 
not more than four or five months 
school in a year. Thus it will ap- 
pear that the poor man who is not 
able to send his children to one of 
the numerous State institutions is 
compelled to seud them to the free 
school that is in "a deplorable con- 
dition." Smaller appropriations 
to State institutions and larger to 
the free public schools would in a 
measure equalize matters and give 
the poor man's child an opportuni- 
ty to receive a fair education at 
least. A good, well fed, free pub- 
lie school system will do more good 
for Alabama than anything else. 

We have a faint recollection of a 
great hue and cry made by populist 
speakers and newspapers that the 
adoption of the new constitution 
would disfranchise whole oodles of 
white men. Not a white man in 
this county who has made applica- 
tion to register has been turned 
down by the board. It just beats 
the world how the popnlites are 
always and eternally getting every- 
thing wrong end to. 



In Birmingham 10,630 arrests are 
■credited to that city for the year 
1901, an increase of 595 over the 
previous year. Still, Birmingham 
is not any tougher than other large 
cities, and a floating population no 
doubt has a great deal to do with 
the large number ef arrests made 
in the Magic City.

COMMENCEMENT. 

Closing Exercises of the Sixth 
Year of Alabama Girls' 
Industrial School. 

Another year's work of the Ala- 
bama Girls' Industrial School is fin- 
ished, and the two hundred girls 
and their teachers, who have lived 
in Montevallo for the last eight 
months, have gone to their homes, 
pils have worked hard, and the 
longing for the vacation period has 
been intensified as the time drew 
nearer. 

We are told by those who are ac- 
quainted with the situation that 
the work and results of the session 
just closed have been most satis- 
factory, and that the outlook for 
next year is gratifying. 

On Sunday morning the chapel 
was filled with people to hear Rev. 
R. L. Robinson, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church, Camden, Ala., de- 
liver the commencement sermon. 
It was an excellent discourse filled 
with noble and inspiring thoughts, 
especially to those girls who were 
soon to go out from school life. He 
likened them to the pilgrims of the 
olden time who went out into the 
world knowing not what the fu- 
ture held for them. He appealed 
to them to make the most of that 
which they had gathered here, and 
to be guided by the Father above 
in whatever they did. 

In the afternoon Rev. Robinson 
talked to the Y. W. C. A. of the 
school, and Rev. H. B. Ralls, of this 
city, preached to the girls in the 
Study Hall at night. 

Monday morning, from 8 to 10, 
the industrial departments were 
open to the public and all who so 
desired were privileged to inspect 
the work of the pupils. The cook- 
ing, dress making and telegraphy 
departments were especially inter- 
esting to visitors, and in the latter 
department a number of messages 
were transmitted by pupils for the 
them. 

At 10 o'clock Dr. Mclver, Presi- 
ident of the Industrial School of 
North Carolina, delivered an ad- 
dress upon the industrial features 
of the school. Having practical 
knowledge of his subject, and be- 
ing president of one of the most 
successful industrial schools of the 
country the speaker was capable of 
expressing his ideas from a person- 
al knowledge of what he was say- 
ing. He paid a high tribute to the 
ingenuity of the Yankee, especially 
those who live in Connecticut 
and Massachusetts, and because of 
their ideas and inventions great 
sums of money flowed into those 
States. It was an able, instructive 
address and was appreciated by all 
who heard it. Dr. Mclver im- 
presses one more with his being a 
practical, successful business man 
than a college president, and yet 
ho is both. He is quoted as saying 
a few years ago that he made of 
his school a business proposition as 
well as an institution of learning. 

In the afternoon the departments 
were again open to visitors. 

Tuesday night the chapel was 
crowded to suffocation to listen to 
a program by pupils from the elo- 
cution department. The program 
was a varied one, and there was 
something for every taste — tragic, 
humor and sentiment. Lack of 
space forbids any personal refer- 
ence, but each did well her part. 
The large audience was captivated, 
and the frequent applause attested 
the appreciation of those present. 
Every pupil showed some little per- 
sonality directly traceable to her 
teacher showing how closely the 
former had conformed to the ideas 
and teachings of the latter. 

Tuesday morning, at 9 o'clock, 
Hon. J. B. Graham, of Talladega, 
one of the most able men of the 
State, and a brilliant orator, deliv- 
livered the baccalaureate address. 
It was an analysis of education, its 
uses and abuses. The speaker laid 
great stress, too, upon the proposi- 
tion of educating girls for the 
home and not away from the home.

KILLING AT LOKGVOIW. 

Young Claude Royal Instantly 
Killed in Shooting Scrape. 

A shooting affray occurred at 
Longview. in this county, Monday 
night of this week, between .Tack 
(Mm, a white man, and a fiegro, 
resulting in the negro being wound- 
ed and a bystander, a young white 
man named Claud _Royal, being in- 
stantly killed. 

Mr. Crim is superintendent of 
the saw and stave mill for Long- 
view Lime Works. Monday he had 
a crew of hands working on the 
railroad used for hauling logs to 
the mill, and the negro with whom 
ho bad the trouble, came and com- 
menced interfering with the hands, 
and causing trouble among them, 
and Crim ordered him away. The 
negro replied insolently and left. 
After quitting work for the day 
Mr. Crim started to his boarding 
house, and when near the railroad I 
track the negro stepped from be- 
tween two cars and attacked Mr. | 
Crim, whereupon the latter prompt- 
ly pulled a pistol and commenced 
shooting. His first shot struck the 
negro on the cheek bone and then 
glanced, and it is thought by some 
that this shot probably struck the 
white man, Royal, in the eye, the 
bullet coming out just back of the 1 
temple and killing him instantly. ' 
His last shot struck the negro un- , 
der the arm and came out at the J 
back of his neck, painfully but not 
dangerously wounding him. The 
negro had only one empty cartridge ! 
showing that he had shot but one : 
time. From the position in which 1 
he was standing it is not improb- 
able, however, that it was his shot- 
that killed Royal. 

Mr. Crim gave himself up to 
the authorities, and had his pre- 1 
liminary in Calera yesterday.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

What Is Going On In the 
Nation's Capital City. 

OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 



Writes Entcrtaingly of Men 
and Matters of National 
Interest. 



Washington, D.C. — Two vacancies 
la the Corps of Civil Engineers, U. 
S. Navy, have been created by the 
death of Captain C. C. Wolcott, in 
the Brooklyn, on April 5, and by 
the resignation of Lieutenant E. P. 
Goodrich, who has been on duty at 
l<ie New York navy yard," writes 
the chief of the Naval Bureau and 
Docks to Congressman Bankhead. 
"'These vacancies will be filled by 
a competitive examination to be 
held in Washington, D. C, begin- 
ning May 2ti, A circular stating the 
necessary qualifications and giving 
the scijpe of the examination has 
been issued, and copies can be ob- 
tained by addressing the Sacra 
fary of the Navy. The successful 
candidates will be eommsisioned offi- 
cers of the United States Navy, with 
the rank of lieutenant, junior grade. 
The salary for the fiist five years is 
S2700 per annum. There is a bill 
pending before Congress for increas- 
ing the corps of civil engineers to 
forty, and its passage during the 
present session of Congress is consid- 
ered very favorable. It provides 
for the appointment of three addi- 
tional civil engineers immediately 
and for three appointments being 
made next year, or in January, liHKl. 
It is expected that the candidates 
who pass the examination to be held 
on May 2l> would be eligible for 
these six additional appointments in 
case Congress passess the bill that is 
mow under consideration. It is 
therefore seen that there will be at 
least two appointments, and possibly 
eight, to be made, from the candi- 
dates who successfully pass this ex- 
amination. It is expected this will 
offer sufficient incentive to secure 
promising material among the candi- 
dates who will present, themselves. 

"Candidates must be between 27 
and o5 years of age, must pass a sat- 
isfactory physical examination, mus! 
be American citizens, must have 
received a degree in the civil engin- 
eering course of a reputable engin- 
eering school, must have had at lesat 
five years' practical experience in 
civil engineering and at least three 
years in responsible charge of work. 
No candidate will be considered to 
have passed a satsifactory examina- 
tion who does not attain a general 
average of 75 per cent and an aver 
age of at least 80 per cent in applied 
mathematics, constructional mate- 
rial, engineering construction.''

MANDAMUS PROCEEDINGS.

In the Age-Herald recently, Lu- 
cien Julien Walker speaks in the 
following manner of the excellent 
work of the ■Congressman from this 
district : 

"The first work of distinction in 
contested election cases accom- 
plished in the present congress was

J. Bowie, iffiif tfee Fourth (district. 

"The older members of the Ala- 
bama delegation, Colonel Bank- 
head. Mr. Clayton), Mr. Underwood 
and Mr.. Taylor, urged upon the 
Speaker tihe appointment of Mr. 
Bowie as a member of the elections 
committee No. 1, La order to honor 
Mr. Bowie -and at .the same time to 
place so .able a lawyer and advo- 
cate in position to prevent, if pos- 
ble, the turning out of Congress- 
man John L. Burnett of the Sev- 
enth Alabama district and the seat- 
ing of his contestant, Mr. N. B. 
Spears. How ably Mr. Bowie la- 
bored in protecting the rights of 
Mr, Burnett and the Democrats of 
the .Seventh district and how per- 
fectly he succeeded is a bright chap- 
ter in the history of congress. It 
is not too much to say that most of 
us hmt who are friends of Mr. Bur- 
nett and servants of the Demo- 
cratic party were for a time ex- 
tremely doubtful of the result of 
the contest for his seat. His case 
was admirably made out ; there 
was no reasonable doubt of the jus- 
tice of his cause — but he was a 
Democrat fighting to retain his 
seat in a Republican house. What 
that means ordinarily no observ- 
ant man need bo informed.

We have received several inquiries concerning the mandamus pro- 
ceedings pending against Hon. W. B. Browne, mayor of Columbiana, 
and Mr. L. S. Carden, treasurer of Shelby country, and of the status of 
the court house question in Shelby county. In response to these in- 
quiries, and that the readers of the Chronicle and the people; of the 
county may know the tun; status of the matter, we give flu; following 
as the facts pertaining to the same : 

During the session of the General Assembly of Alabama of 1898 
and 1899, an act was passed, Mr. G. B. Deans being then in the senate 
and W. H. Sturdivant in flu; house, providing for holding an election 
to permanently locate the county seat of Shelby county, the places to 
be voted for being Columbiana and Calera, The Act provided that 
said election should be held, if at all, within four years from its pas- 
sage. Three years of said four years' time had expired last February 
and no attempt had been made; by Calera to have said election called, 
and the law had come to be; rt*gardc*l as a eloael letter. It was gene'rally 
believed that there; were two lvasons why Calera eliel not sevk to have; 
saiel election called, one was that she knew that an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the voters of the; county we;re oppe>se'el to the; removal from 
Columbiana te> Calisra, and the other was that she was aware- of the fla- 
grant defects in the law, and that it would not stand the test of the 
Constitution. But, recently, a petition was gotten up at -Calera, and 
several of her citizens came to Columbiana anel demaneled of Messrs. 
Browne; anel Carden that they qualify as commissioners under saiel law 
by filing their official oaths in the office' of the Jrtdge of Probate. The 
duty of accepting the office of commissioner of a court house election 
Columbiana anel Calera was one which was not laiel down among the 
duties of these; respective offices, anel was not contemplated by these 
gentlemen when they accepted the offices to which they were elected. 
They eleclineel to accept the office; to which they had be>en appointed 
without their consent, anel having had the law very carefully investi- 
gated, they were advised that it was unconstitutional. Such being the 
case any election hedd under it would be void. 

After repeated attempts, in Which every argument and persuasion 
were brought to boar that coulel possibly be, on the part of Calera to 
get the gentlemen to act, even resorting to measures of very doubtful 
propriety — they applied for a mandamus to compel them to qualify as 
commissioners and to call saiel ede>ction. The rule nisi, or alternative' 
writ of manelamus was granted, anel serveel on those gentlemen, return- 
able; to the next term of the Circuit Court, when the same will be tried 
and eletermineel. There is no right thinking anel unprejueliced man but 
must admit, outsiele of their personal privileges invalid, the act of 
Messrs. Browne anel Cartlen in eleclining to call said eleedion until the 
law providing for it is tested, was prudemt anel commenelable. Nothing 
woulel so tend to tour up anel demoralize our people as a court house 
election. What harelships anel how deplorable it woulel be for an elec- 
tion to be held under this law, anel then for the Supreme^ Court to ele- 
clare said elee'tion void on account of the unconstitutionality of the 
law. We say with the Shelby Sentinel let the; law first be tested. — 
Shelby Chroniede;.

Kussia in a few years will be pre 
pared to compete with the United 
States in supplying the world's mar- 
kets with petroleum. That Govern- 
ment has undertaken the laying of a 
great pipe-line from the oil wells ol 
Baku, on the Caspian Sea, to Hakum, 
on the Ulack Sea, a distance of about 
<"1.">0 miles. The line will follow the 
tlxis of the Caucasus range of moun- 
tains. It will take several years to 
.complete it, but when it is ready for 
operation it will be capable of carry 
iiig 02r),000,000 gallons a year. 

According to the Medical Record re- 
cent experiments at the Fuisen Insti- 
tute have led to the important discov- 
ery that iron electrodes used in place 
of the ordinary carbon ones gives an 
arc unusually rich in chemical rays 
but almost devoid of heat rays. Utiliz- 
ing this fact, hollow iron electrodes 
have been used, cooled by water cir- 
culating inside of them, and results ob- 
tained after two minutes' action with 
tlie resulting arc which required an 
hour with carbon electrodes. A cpu 
tirmous current of live ampheres at 
f'.-rty volts was u^ed. No lens was re ! 
ouired. 

The London Lancet is doing splen- 
did work in its laboratory for the 
public health of Great Britain, and it 
has been considering that the postage 
stamp is not too important for its at- 
tention. Blood poisoning has, without 
a doubt, been traced to licking an in- 
fectious postage stamp as a cause, and 
the chances of a postage stamp becom- 
ing infectious are obviously abundant. 
This year it was decided to revert to 
red as the distinguishing color of the 
penny stamp. On examination it is 
found that one of the innocuous ani- 
line reds was used, which is peculiarly 
resistant to atmospheric action or to 
tho action of moisture. Strong acids 
disturb it but little. The adhesive 
material is dextrine or British gum iD 
all cases. 

One of the professors at Cornell Uni- 
versity has found out, to his cost, 
how dangerous a thing it is to look at 
a brilliant light without some pro- 
tection for the eye. He was impru- 
dent enough to observe the partial 
eclipse of the sun in May, 1000, with- 
out a shaded glass, and shortly after 
the observation he was astonished, 
in looking over the landscape, to see 
a fllock of eight or ten red birds flying 
erratically about. An examination 
showed that the illustion was due to a 
crescent-shaped imago that the sun's 
rays had formed on the retina of his \ 
left eye, the color of the image being ] 
green, with a narrow red border. The j 
effect is still noticeable, and the use 1 
of the left eye for scientific work had 
to be abandoned.

London, Eng.— Peace tias been 
declared ufter nearly two years and 
eight months of war, which has 
tried the British empire to its ut- 
termost and wiped the Boers from 
the list of nations. The war has come 
co an end with Kitchener's an- 
nouncement from Pretoria that he, 
jord Milner and the Boer delegates 
lad signed ''terms of surrender." 
This announcement had been antici- 
pated for several days and it was de- 
initely. forecasted in these dispatch- 
ss: but its receipt Sunday afternoon 
iook the nation by surprise, as ev- 
erybody had confidently believed 
that the House of Commons would 
hear the news first today. The edge 
of the anticipation with which Great 
Britain awaited the promised state- 
ment in the House of Commons from 
Mr .Balfour, the government leader, 
was still further dulled by the fol- 
lowing message from King Edward 
to his people, which was issued after 
midnight: 

"The King has received the wel- 
come news of the cessation of hostli- 
ties in South Africa with infinite 
satisfaction, and his majesty trusts 
that peace may speedily be followed 
by the restoration of property in his 
new dominions and that the feelings 
engendered by the war will give 
place to earnest co-operation on the 
part of his majesty's South African 
subjects in promoting the welfare of 
their common country." 

How greatly King Edward's insis- 
tence that peace in South Africa trs 
secured prior to his coronation influ- 
enced the present agreement, will 
not probably be known until the 
private memoirs of the present re- 
gime are given to the public. 

According to a dispatch to the 
Daily x Express from Utrecht, Hol- 
land, Mr. Kruger was informed 
shortly after 9 o'clock last night 
that peace had been declared. He 
had been asleep. 

"My God!' he said, "it's impos- 
sible." 

Mr. Kruger and his eutourage, the 
dispatch oontinues. hope to be per- 
mitted to the Transvaal. This, how- 
ever, is quite unlikely. 

The news which Great Britain was 
' so anxiously awaiting came charac- 
I eristically on an entirely pacific and 
uninteresting Sunday afternoon, 
when London puts on a deserted ap- 
pearance. Very late Saturday night 
a dispatch was received from Lord 
Kitchener in which he said the Boer 
delegates were coining to Pretoria; 
that they had accepted Great Brit- 
ain's terms of surrender. 

Mr. Bodrick, the war secretary, 
personally communicated this mes- 
age to King Edward, who was at 
Buckingham palace. But the gov- 
ernment declined to take any 
chances and nothing concerning the 
receipt of this message was allowed 
to leak out. At about 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoou the war office re 
ceived the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener dated Pretoria, Sta- 
urday. May 1. 11:1,"): 

"A document concerning terms of 
surrender was signed here this even- 
ing at 10:30 o'clock by all tho Boer 
representatives as well as Lord Mil- 
ner and myself." 

The clerk on duty at the war 
office transmitted this message to 
Buckingham palace , where King 
Edward was lunching. At about 3 
o'clock word was received permit- 
ting the publication of this mes- 
sage and the small notice which was 
stuck up outside the war office con- 
sisted of a copy of Lord Kitchener's 
cablegram. A 'similar notice was 
put up outside of the Colonial office. 
Beyond these two skimpy bits of pa- 
per, London knew nothing of the 
great event. In the cafes, hotels 
and newspaper olliceas which were 
almost deserted. the momentous news 
was ticked out on the tape. 



Then, like wijd flr><\ irt abomtfl-l 
o'clock, London awakenetl to tbe 
fact that the South African war was j 
over. The inhabitants <4 the East 1 
End (locked to the Miu^on House, 
the Mecca of the bgi^terouL-y patri- 
otic, just in tipno to see the Lord 
Mayor of Londoir , Sir Jos. C. Mims- 
dale, come to a blacony and an- 
nounce that terms of surrender had 
been signed in South Africa, in 
which he expressed his hopej that 
London would show its appreciation 
of the good news by behaving itself 
decently and in an orderly manner. 

"Let us," said the Lord Mayor in 
conclusion, "now pray for a long 
and happy peace." 

At thiji statement the assembled 
crowd yelled lustily, and at the in- 
stance of the Lord Mayor gave 
hearty cheers for King Edward, fol- 
lowed by others for the men who 
had died in South Africa since the 
war commenced. 

The impression prevails in official i 
circles that the terms of surrender 
named by the British in their nego- 
tiations with the Boers have been 1 
very liberal in character perhaps 
rom the double desire to bring the 
war to a close and to have this hap- 
py event formally proclaimed before 
the coronation of King Edward in 
June. From a commercial point of i 
view the cessation of hostilities will I 
result beneficially to American ex- 
ports to South Africa, the report 
issued from time to time by the for* j 
eign commerce bureau of the state ' 
department showing that tttcy have j 
suffered considerably since the be- , 
ginning of the war several years 1 
atro.

COTTONSEED Mi: A!. BREAD. 

Dr. L. E. Starr has been exper- 
imenting in the use of cottonseed 
meal for bread, and mixed with 
corn meal he says it makes a very 
good article. The Wilcox Pro- 
gressive Era thus describes the 
new process : 

"The Doctor's plan is to mix 
about one peck of cottonseed with 
three peeks of corn and grind the 
mixture in the ordinary grist mill. 
When run through a sieve all the 
hulls, lint, etc., together with the 
bran, is caught, and it is claimed 
that the cottonseed corn meal is 
just as pure and healthy as corn 
meal or flour, and that it has the 
advantage of already having enough 
grease in it to cook it. The 
bread is hardly as dark as that 
made from the red cob corn, and 
can scarcely be told from the ord- 
inary bread."

— The cvx'nt 
at the capital this week was 
the reinstatement of Col. E. L. 
Higdon in command of the Third 
Regiment His reinstatement car- 
ried with it the restoration to duty 
of his reimental staff, all the mem- 
bers of which were suspended at 
the same time The suspension fol- 
lowed the verdict of the Kyle court- 
martial held last January, which 
found Leiutonaut O. Kyle guilty of 
disrespect to his superior officer and 
lined him one dollar Gov. Jelks set 
the verdict aside on the ground that 
if Kyle were guilty the punishment 
was inadequate, and then in order 
to get rid of the squabbles in the 
regiment suspended all the field 
officers and staff officers from duty.

London, Eng.— The era of jubila- 
tion with which London has sound- 
ed for the past week was succeeded 
Sunday by a more subdued, al- 
though not less impressive public 
Semonstration of thanksgiving for 
ihe return of peace in South Africa. 

The thanksgiving services held in 
London toddy were typical of the 
services held throughout the em- 
pire, but the presence of King Ed- 
ward and other members of the roy- 
d family at the principal devotional 
:ervice in London and the progress 
| )f the royal personages to and from 
St. Paul s cathedral through ™heer- 
ng thousands of British subjects and 
visitors in Jjoudon gave the thanks- 
riving day in the metropolis the 
id 'Jed feature of a notable historic 
)ccasion. 

King Edward and Queen Alexan- 
Iria did not pass through the streets 
■ven in semi-private, but rode to St. 
Paul's in an ordinary landau drawn 
jy tour horses, accompanied by pos- 
illiaus and outriders clad in scarlet 
unics. Only those members of the 
oyal family who reside in Bucking- 
1am Palace accompanied their maj- 
isties. The Prince and Princess of 
/Vales and others proceeded to St. 
Paul's separately, but by the same 
■oute as their majesties. The king 
md queen were joined at the cathe- 
Iral by the Prince of Wales and oth- 
:r distinguished personages. 

The streets for the entire distance 
rom the palace to the cathedral 
vere thickly lined with people who 
•ared their heads and cheered as 
he members of the royal family and 
ither notablse passed. Lord Roberis 
vas one of the figures most conspic- 
uously greeted with cheers. The 
'oyal personages were driven down 
ihe mall to Trafalger Square and 
ihrough the Strand and Fleet street. 
Vt Temple Bar officials of the city of 
London, for the first time since the 
ubilee of the late Queen Victoria, 
iwaited the sovereign in state. 
The king's carriage was stopped 
ivhen it reached the city officials and 
he Lord Mayor of London, Sir Jos. 
D. Dimsdale, presented the sword 
)f the city to his majesty and utter - 
>d a formal welcome. The king re- 
iurned the sword, smiled, bowed, 
md simply remarked: "Thank you, 
very much." The streets leading 
to St. Paul's cathedral were densely 
crowded with people and a number 
}f persons fainted in the crush out- 
side the barriers which had been 
erected within the cathedral. King 
Edward and Queen Alexandria 
alighted at the west entrance of St. 
Paul's. Here they were received 
by the Bishops of Stcpheny and 
London and conducted by them to 
their seats, which were under the 
dome of the building and directly 
in front of the pulpit. The seats in 
the choir stalls were occupied by 
members cf the present cabinet and 
by members of former cabinets. 
Members of the House of Lords and 
1 members of the House of Commons 
were seated on opposite sides under 
the dome. In addition to the pres- 
ence of many army and navy offi- 
cers, the military prowess of the 
empire was represented by detach- 
ments of the Royal Fusileers, the 
horse and foot gaurds and other 
regiments. Their majesties entered 
the cathedral to the accompaniment 
of the hymn, "'Onward, Christian 
Solders,'' by the organ and choir, 
and the throng of worshippers rose 
and heartily joined in the singing. 
The cathedral organ was reinforced 
with horns and other instruments 
A notable feature of Ihe musical ser" 
vice was the rendition of a te deum 
composed by the late Sir Arthur 
Sullivan for the thanksgiving peace 
service. 

Following the thanksgiving col- 
lections ana at the request of King 
Edward, the hymn, "O. God, Our 
Help "in Ages Past," was sung to 
the tune of "Old Hundred.'' 



The sermon by the Bishop ol 
: Stephency wiii short and simple and 
was preached on the effective text, 
! "The 'Blessings of Peace." 
I The service was concluded with 
the singing of the national anthem. 

The members of the royal family 
returned from the cathedral to 
Buckingham Palace by way of the 
Victoria embankment and King 
Edward and the other royal person- 
ages received ovations all along the 
route from the crowds which had by 
this time becone greatly augment- 
ed. 

JELKS PARDONS LYNCHERS. 



Were Convicted cf Taking Life of 
Robert White, Colored. 
Montgomery, Ala.— Gov. Jelks 
has pardoned George Howard, Mar- 
tin Fuller and John Strength, three 
of the four white men convicted in 
Elmore county of lynching a negro, 
Robin White, and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary. The ne- 
I gro and John Thomas had an alter- 
! cation in which no harm was done, 
' and the theory of the people in El- 
, more is that Thomas grossly misrep- 
■ resented the affair tc his neighbors 
and by this means raised the mob 
that did the lynching. They have 
sent in petitions with LiOOO or 1000 
names on them asking the pardon of 
the three men, and many deglega- 
tions have besieged the capital. 

John Thomas, the principel in the 
mob. was convicted and appealed to 
the Supreme court which affirmed 
the case last week. Gov. Jelks had 
decided that he would take up the 
applications as soon as the Supreme 
court acted in the Thomas case, and 
as he only returned Saturday night 
he went into the matter on Sunday. 
There is no application for Thomas' 
pardon and the people of the conu- 
ty lay the blame to him. The three 
men pardoned had been in prison a 
year. The case is famous as the only 
instance in Alabama where a white 
man has been convicted of lynching 
a negro. 



TWO MEN KILLED BY STORM. 



Several Buildings in Columbus, Gs.., 
Are Badly Damaged. 

Columbus, Ga. — A heavy wind and 
thunder storm which passed over 
this city this afternoon caused the 
death of two people, perhaps fatally 
injured a third, and incurred con- 
siderable damage to buildings. The 

dead: J. J. Wilis, a carpenter 
Louis McClaiu. The injered: M. 
Cochran. 

Willis was killed while standing 
near a large oak tree on upper First 
avenue. lie was conversing with 
Cochran, who was also struck at the 
same time. The lightning struck 
Willis in the temple on both sides, 
the current passing entirely through 
his body. Louis McClain met death 
by the same bolt. He was standing 
in his back yard at Phoenix City 
just across the river west of the spot 
where Willis was killed. The light 
ning struck a clothes wire he was 
holding. Cochran's condition is re- 
ported as serious. Buildings in the 
residence portion of the city were 
unroofed by the storm.

Prisoner to Be Given Preliminary Trial 
at Once. 

Hattiesburg, Miss. — An attempt 
was made by a mob late last night 
to attack the county jail here, in 
which was confined Walter Blank- 
head, a negro, who is charged with 
having attempted to assault Mrs. 
Garner, a white woman living near 
Hattiesburg. A company of mili- 
tary ordred out by Governor Long 
ino. however, repulsed the mob, 
which afterwrads dispursed. Fur 
ther trouble is Feared and additional 
troops have been dispatched to re- 
lieve the military on duty. 

At the request of the Governor a 
preliminary trail will be given 
Blankhead to-morrow.

What Is Going On In the 
Nation's Capital City.

Washington, D.C.—Tho division of 
entomology of the agricultural de- 
partment is just now eng aged in 
preparation for the most important 
work of its existence. Under the 
provision of th« agricultural appro- 
priation bill, which is now being 
engrossed, the division will have 
$20,000 with which to prosecute the 
work of exterminating the cotton 
boll evil. The work will begin in 
Texas where the ravages of the in- 
sect have been most harmful to cot- 
ton. 

Dr. L. O. Howard, the distinguish- j 
ed chief of the division, is confident 
that with the means and men — all 
of them experts who will go into the 
field — great good will be accomplish- 
ed. He said that at Victoira, Texas, 
a station would be established with 
W. D. Hunter, a well known expert 
entomoloist., in charge, with A. N. 
Caudell and W. E. Hinds as his assis- 
tants. George H. Harris will be 
superintendent of the field work. 
Either Caudell or Harris wi.l be 
sent to Calvert, Texas. Operations 
will be conducted at Calvert, Vic- 
toria and in Washington county. 
After July 1st, E. A. Schwartz, cne 
of the oldest entomologists in the de- 
partment, will be sent into Lagu- 
mas, Mexico, to study the .condi- 
tions there. Next autumn, Hunter 
will be sent to Vera Cruz, Mexco, to 
study the weevil in its original 
habitat, particularly with a view 
to ascertaining why it has been 
more destructive in Mexico than in 
Texas, and to apply if possible the 
means which interfere with the 
complete destruction of the plant 
hi Mexico to saving it in Texas. 
Near Calvert and Victoria two 
fields of 150 and 200 acres, respec- 
tively, will be used for a practical 
demonstration of what the depart- 
ment thinks s the best method of 
jontrollng the ravages and stopping 
the invasion of the insect. The 
owners of these places will be con- 
tracted with to reimburse them for 
any shortage below the average 
:rop for the State. 

Remedial measures will be under- 
;aken with a guarantee against loss. 
Entomologist Hunter has just pre- 
parend in advance of the Depart - 
nent's Year Book a pamphlet enti- 
tled "The present status of the 
Mexican Cotton-Boll Weevil in the 
United States." It is regarded by I 
planters who happen to be in Con - ! 
?ress from the cotton states as an 
exceedingly valuable contribution i 
to the question. 

Mr. Hunter asserts in his conclu- J 
iion: "That the boll weevil is to be j 
m important factor in cotton cul- 
ture is a certainty, and that it is to | 
spread outside of Texas' is also inev- | 
table." He also says: "Though ! 
nuch remains to be done in the mat- 
ter of the investigation of the means 
)f fighting the"pest,enough has been 
iccomplished to show that it is not 
m insurmountable difficulty that 
•-onfronts cotton planters. ' ' 

Speaking of local step, already 
oaken to arrest and destroy the in- 
roads of the weeviil in the Texas 
belt, he says: "This beginning of 
co-operation between all concerned 
Is the most hopeful assurance that 
this condition will be righted and 
that means for reducing the damage 
caused by the insect will eventually 
be generally adopted." 

General debate on the antt an- 
archy bill closed today. The inci- 
dent of the day was a speech by 
Mr. Richardson, an Alabama Demo- 
crat, condemning the President in 
severe language for the references 
in his memorial day oration at Ar- 
lington to the epithets applied to 
Lincoln and Grant during thejeivil 
war and for his allusions to lynch- 
ngs. He declared that the Presi- 
dent's remark violated the proprie- 
ties of the occasion. 



Representatve Richardson. of 
Tennessee, the Democratic floor 
leader, today introduced tho bill 
reviving the trust bill which passed 
tho house in the fifty-sixth congress 
and failed in the Senate. It amends 
the Sherman act by making more 
stringent restrictions against con- 
tracts and combinations in restraint 
of trade, gives a civil right of ac" 
tion to any one injured by such 
a combination, forbids the use of the 
mails in furtherance of the busi 
ness of a combine and provides for 
prosecuting those who ship trust 
made goods from state to state. 

It is understood that the reintro^ 
duction of this bill is in pursuance 
of the recent action of the Democrat 
ic congressional committee in nam 
ing a special committee of sevei 
members to devise means for makini) 
the trust question one of the fore- 
most'issues in the coming campaign. 

After the conference with mem* 
bers cf his cabinet today, President 
Roosevelt decided that there is nc 
legal ground for interference bj 
him in the settlement of the dispute 
between the coal operators and the 
striking miners. The resol utions of 
the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation requesting the Pres- 
ident to appoint a committee to vis- 
it the anthracite regions and inves- 
tigate were discussed at greal 
length, but the laws of 1892 which 
conferred authority on the president 
to appoint such officer has been re- 
pealed. The president has no de- 
sire to assume the responsibility 
which the New York Board ol 
Trade suggests. 



The Richmond Pearson Hobson re- 
tirement bill has struck another 
snag. This time it is in the House 
committee on naval affairs. The sub- 
cummittee of this committee decided 
to lay the bill over until the nex i 
session of congress. The report to 
the full committee will be made 
within a few days It will be re- 
membered that the Senate sub-com- 
ittee of the Senate naval committee 
took similar action ut upon the Pres- 
ident's request was finally reported 
and passed by the Senate. The Pres- 
ident is personally interested in the 
case, and will doubtless urge the 
House members to report the bill. 



EXAMINE MEXICAN VOLCANO. 



Does Not Believe There is Danger ol 
an Eruption. 

Albuquerque, N. M.— Dr. C L.. 
Herrick, former president of the 
New Mexico University, and one ol 
the most emineut geologists in the 
west, has carefully examined the 
supposed volcanic crater, fifteen 
miles from Galup. He gave a de- 
scription of the locality and said: 

"There is a fold and fault, which 
is interesting because of the meta- 
morphosis that is going on. Prom 
cracks in the sand stone overlyng 
the lygnite, there is issuing a con- 
stant stream of heated air, carbon 
dioxide, suphurous oxide and vapor. 
The solfararic action may be at- 
tributed to the slow oxidation of 
shales in the presence of water. 
Prom this point eastward are a se- 
ries of cracks that have filled with 
iron and lime, serving still farther 
to show that, along this fold and 
breakwater atone time ascended." 

Dr. Herrick does not believe 
there is any possibility of danger- 
ous eruption from this crevice. 

VIRGINIA'S CONSTITUTION. 

The State's Organic Law Now Ready 
to Be Printed. 

Richmond, Va. — The constitution- 
al convention today adopted the 
new constitution by a recorded voto» 
of 90 to 10. Two Republican and Stf 
Democratic members were recorded 
aye, the remaining ten Republicans 
voting in the negative. The sched- 
ule was completed and the constitu- 
tion refererd to the enrolling coir 
mittee to be engrossed. 



Cloudburst Destroys Town . 

St. Joseph, Mo. — A cloudburst 
destroyed the greater part of Court- 
land, Neb., a srna.l town near Beat- 
rice. It is impossible to tell whether 
any lives have been lost, but snveriil 
buildings have been wrecked by the 
storm and it is feared a number ol 
people are killed.

Negroes Being Registered. 

From lime to time your correspondent 
lias alluded to the rumors that, come 
f n i in Marengo county that negroes were 
being registered in larire numbers in that 
county. These rumors have always been 
denied and the Advertiser has always 
published the denials. But it, now seems 
that these rumors are true and ihat large 
numbers of negroes are receiving regis- 
tration certificates in that county. lion. 
.Tames A. Steele, ex-member of the Leg- 
islature from Marengo, is on a visit to 
Selma today, and on being questioned, 
said : 

"The Registrars have visited all of the 
strong negro beats, and I know nothing 
of the acts of conduct of the ReuismiB 
in beats other than my own (McKinley) 
In that heat the registration waB a good 
deal of a farce." 

On being questioned more closely as to 
die number of negroes registered in Mc- 
Kinley beat Mr. Steele said: "I did not 
know the exact number, but 1 would 
think it safe to savjthat twice as many 
negroes as white men received regis- 
tration certificates in my beat. I am 
sowy to have this to say, but I believe 
it to he a fact." 

When asked how many negroes hud 
lieen given registration certificates in the 
county, Mr. Steele said: '"That I cannot 
answer. The Registras say that they 
have not kept a tubulated statement, and 
when questioned about the matter they 
looked so sheepish that I did not have 
the heart to question them too closely." 
— Selma Correspondent of Montgomery 
Advertiser. 

It will be remembered that during 
the time the suffrage clause was 
pending, The Sentinel made the 
prediction that negroes would be 
registered in the black belt whether 
they had the qualifications or not 
The thought was hooted at and one 
gentleman high up in favors 
from his party said The Sentinel 
did the people of the black belt an 
injustice in saying such a thing. 
According to the Hon. James A. 
Steele, of Marengo county, The 
Sentinel was right. He says "the 
registration my beat is a good deal 
of a farce. Twice as many negroes 
as white men have been given reg- 
istration certificates." 

The black belt voter wanted the 
negro taken out of politics so that 
fraud at the ballot box would be 
stopped, but if Hon. James A. 
Steel is correct in his statement 
there is at least one black belt 
county that still proposes to use 
the negro in elections. In the last 
election Marengo county had 4,380 
white voters, and 14.367 negro 
voters, or '•>% negroes to one white. 

In Shelby county there has been 
heretofore between seven and eight 
hundred negro voters. Under the 
new constitution but three negroes 
have been registered in this county. 
The Sentinel says if Hon. James A. 
Steele is correct in his statement 
the matter should be thoroughly 
investigated. 

The certificates being issued now 
are life certificates, — and from the 
present, registration in Marengo 
county that county evidently in- 
tends to have a great deal to do 
with dictating the State ticket. 

There is some talk that Colonel 
Quarles may be a candidate for 
Governor. It may be true, but we 
doubt it. Dallas already has been 
largely favored in polities, and the 
impression will get abroad that 
that county would like to be the 
whole thing. With two United 
States Senators and State Treasur- 
er Dallas county is pretty well 
cared for. Colonel Qnarle* is a ca- 
pable man, but location is against 
him. The Sentinel trusts he will 
not become a candidate.

On another page of this issue 
will be seen a report which we 
copied from The Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser, but which was sent from 
Selma to that paper, it bears ref- 
erence to the work which has been 
done by the registras in Maringo 
County. A prominent gentlemen 
who has been interviewed, gives a 
rather bad account of affairs, and 
closes by saying the registras looked 
"sheepish over what thoy have 
done." 

It appears that negroes have been 
registered in numbers, regardless 
of qualifications. If this is true, 
Maringo needs investigation; for 
if the very intent of the new con- 
stitution is to be thus thwarted, 
those in whom reposes the duty of 
compelling the laws to be observed 
should take the matter in hand, 
and deal with the guilty ones to 
the full extent of the law. The 
suffrage article of the constitution 
was adopted for the purpose of 
keeping the negro out of polities. 
The black belt counties knew what 
the result would be, as to cutting 
down their voting strengh, and 
went into it with their eyes 
open. If the mode appearing to be 
followed by Marengo is really prac- 
ticed, we repeat, it should be thor- 
oughly investigated. — From the 
Union Springs Herald.

MOKGAJJ'S ZEAL. 

Senator John T. Morgan struck 
another blow yesterday for the 
Nicaragua canal, He disposes of 
of the volcanic argument very ef- 
fectually. He showed conclusive 
that during the recent seismic dis- 
turbances Nicaragua bad not. been 
disturbed. 'There is no argument 
that the opponents of the construct- 
ion of an isthmian canal have made 
bnt that Senator Morgan has re- 
i luted.

The Martins have been working for 
a man named Pom]) Smith who is 
doing some railroad work for the 
Clear Creek Lumber Co. Smith 
testified at the coroner's inquest 
that the Martins told him they had 
killed John Pilgreen by mistake ; 
that they thought it was his son 
Cliff whom they had sworn to kill. 
On discovering their mistake they 
had placed the body on the rail- 
road track. Pilgreen was shot in 
the back.

In That Way Virginia Miners 
Will Help Brothers. 



MR. MITCHELL EXPECTS TO WIN. 



Says Inattention to Machin- 
ery Will Soon Destroy the 
Property of Operators. 



Wilkesbarre, Pa. — Patrick Gilday, 
president of the center Pennsylva- 
nia bituminous district of the United 
Mine Workers of America, who came 
here to consult President Mitchell 
on a matter local to his district, in a 
talk with a correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press today gave an insight 
as to what the soft coal miners in his 
territory are doing to help their 
brother workmen in the anthracite, 
field. 

Mr. Gilday said there are 42,000 
tuft coal miners in his distirct. and 
every one of them is taking a deep 
interest in the struggle now going 
on in this region. On the second 
day of the strike M. Gilday sent out 
iustuctions to every check weigh 
man and pit committeeman at the 
mines in his district to prevent the 
shipment of soft coal into anthracite 
territory, and thus far, he said, very 
little coal from is district as taken 
the place of anthracite. 

"We are not interfering," he said, 
"with the normal shipment of soft 
coal.'' President Gilday said some 
soft coal is coming into the an- 
thracite market from central Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Virgin- 
ia. But it is mostly of nonunion pro- 
duction. 

When asked regarding the feeling 
in his territory as to a general 
strike to help the hard coal miners. 
M r. Gilday said : 

"Our men will do whatever Presi- 
dent Mitchell says." 

Asked as to how the miners ex- 
pected to win in view of the fact 
that they have practically reached 
the limit of their resources in this 
region in pressing the operators , 
and the latter still stand out firm- 
ly, he replied: 

"By the slow destruction of mine 
property. By that I mean that 
if they do not give the men the 
hours and pay they ask for, they will 
not consent to go into the mines and 
preserve the operations. When the 
investors' pockets begin to feel 
it, a change in the attitude of oper- 
ators will come and the miners can 
wait for the change." 

There were no developments here 
today. President MitchelU was in 
frequent telegraphic commmunica- 
tion with his men in the west on 
general organization work. The 
delegation of Illinois miners'ofhcials 
who are coming to see President 
Mitchell will not arrive until the 
middle of the week. Mr. Mitchel 
says they are coming merely to dis- 
cuss some local differences in their 
state.

LYNCHING AVERTED. 



Washington, D. O— After talk- 
ing with a number of the leaders in 
Congress regarding Cuban recip- 
rocty, President Roosevelt deter- 
mined to send a message to Con- 
gress reaffirming his attitude on the 
subject. The President has earn- 
estly considered the matter for sev- 
eral days and it "is stated that the 
action of the anti-reciprocity Repub- 
lican Senators yesterday in deciding 
to hold out against the policy advo- 
cated by the majority of the party 
did not influence the President in 
the least in deciding to transmit his 
message to Congress. 

The President's action, it may be 
stated from sources close to him, 
was influenced by the broad ques- 
tion of the duty of the United States 
to Cuba and of fairness to the new 
republic. 

The President in his message to 
Congress says in part: 

"The greatest blessing which can 
come to Cuba is the restoration of 
her agricultural and industrial pros- 
perity." 

"Yesterday, June 12, 1 received 
by cable from the American minis- 
ter in Cuba, a most earnest appeal 
from President Palma for legislative 
relief before it is too late and his 
country financially ruined. 

"The granting of reciprocity with 
Cuba is a proposition which stands 
entirely alone. The reasons for it far 
outweigh those for granting reci- 
procity with any other nation, and 
are entirely consistent with pre- 
serving intact the protection sys- 
tem under which this country has 
thriven so marve.ously. 

objection has been made to the 
granting of the reduction on the 
ground that the substantial benefit 
would not go to the agricultural 
producers of sugar, but would in- 
ure to the American sugar refin- 
eries. 

"In my judgment, provision can 
and should be made which would 
guarantee us against this possibility, 
without having recourse to a meas- 
ure of doubtful policy such as a 
bounty in the form of a rebate. 

"Our soldiers fought to give Cuba 
her freedom, and for three years our 
representatives, civil and military, 
have toiled uuceasingly, facing dis- 
ease of a peculiarly sinister and fatal 
type, with patient and uncomplain- 
ing fortitude, to teach her how to 
use aright her new freedom. Never 
in history has any alien country 
been thus administered, with such 
high integrity of purpose, such wise 
judgment and such a single-handed 
devotion to the country's interests. 
Now I ask that the Cubans be given 
all possible chance to use to the best 
advantage the freedom of which 
Americans have such right to be 
proud and for which so many Amer- 
ican lives have been sacrificed."

The other is to accept the re- 
bate plan. 



Representative McCall, of Massa- 
chusetts, presented to the House a 
memorial signe3 by Charles Francis 
Adams, Andrew Carnegie, Carl 
Schurz, Edwin Burritt Smith and 
Herbert Welsh, asking that a con- 
gressional committee of investiga- 
tion be appointed to go to the Phil- 
ippines to inquire into and report 
upon conditions existing there.

Negro Shoots a White Man and is

Peru, Ind. — John Haynes, a negro 
from Wabash, shot and mortally 
wounded Clarence Gillespie, white, 
an employe in the Peru Steel Cast- 
ing Works here today. Haynes 
made an a**:>mpt to escape, but was 
captured by a crowd of steel work- 
ers who were with Gillespie. 

While officers were hastening to 
the scene the steel workers were 
preparing to lynch the negro, and 
Haynes' body would have been 
dangling from the limb <T some near 
by tree had ml the officers arrived 
when they did. The prisoner was 
taken to jail, followed by scores of 
peope. Threats of lynching tonight 
are made by steel workers.

— Forty-seven business house*, 
three banks, the court house, two 
hotels, one foundry and machine 
shop, Methodist church, depot and 
ten dwelling houses were complete- 
ly destroyed by fire whieji broke 
out in Robinson's lounday and ma- 
chine shop, at Aexander City, Fri- 
day, and fanned by a stiff wind, by 
3 o'clock had spread over the*ntire 
business portion of the city. Begin- 
ning on the southeast side, it leaped 
from house to house, crossed the rail 
roud, consuming two carloads of 
wagons and buggies standing on 
the Central of Georgia Railroad 
track, and maddened by the violent 
wind, licked up block after block 
until it finally died out for lack of 
material to consume. A half million 
dollars is a low estimate of the lots 
and one-fifth is the estimated insur- 
ance carried. Not a vestige of the 
business district is to be seen, and 
the town is utterly without public 
facilit.es such as a postoffice, depot, 
etc. The town will be without food 
supply for a short period, although 
a carload of provisions from Smith 
Bros.,' of Sylaoauga, has reached the 
city, together with a contribution 
of $50. Seen from the court house 
tower in Dadeville, the lire, seven- 
teen miles distant presented a black 
rolling mass of smoke covering the 
western heavens. It started in a lit- 
tle foundry which is in the rear of 
one of the buildings midway of the 
block opposite the Alabama Hotel. 
In a short time it spread until the 
entire block was in flames. The fire 
then pushed across the street and 
swept down the full block from Col- 
in & Sadlers, near the court house, 
to the depot. The station caught 
and was burned, after which the 
flames whirled across into the hotel 
opposite and up the line towards the 
livery stables owned by Jack Nolen 
and others. The Bank of Alexan- 
der City was burned on that side 
and every buildling in sight. While 
the fire was sweeping down that 
part of the town it was tearing and 
swirling through the portion toward 
the Fuller Auditorium and across 
to the courthouse. All of the part of 
town near these buildings was burn- 
ad, even to several dwellings. 
Dwellings on the other side of the 
town were also burned. The at- 
tempts to stop he flames were of no 
avail. Not a line of hose could be 
] fcund in the city. Water was very 
scarce and the flames simply played 
with the fighters with a will which 
seemed like that of a cat when 
playing with, a mouse. Every bit 
of effort enly seemed to add to the 
elusiveness of the flames, and fi- 
nally all efforts were almost given 
up. Comparatively little insurance 
was carried on any of the buildings, 
and it is estimated the loss amounts 
to fully $1,500,000. Nothing w; s 
saved. Out of all the stocks of mer- 
chandise and groceries not more 
than $1000 worth of stuff was saved, 
if that much, even. 

— Perry Williams, a prominent 
farmer of Madison Cross Roads, died 
in a strange and very sudden man- 
ner. He went borne to dinner after 
working in the field and complained 
thr.t his arm was hurting. He was 
too ill to eat and an hour afterwards 
no died. The cause of death is un- 
known.

There, are <>0H 
miners working in the rlope and 
nine top hands dumping the coal, 
two bosses and two fire bosses, two 
track layers and two helpers, ten 
rock men and twenty -eight drivers, 
thirty mules and two blacksmiths' 
This completed the outfit for the 
last month in putting this amount 
coal out.

A few days ago the writer re-

These men, as a 
rule, however, invariably forget 
that the publication of a weekly 
newspaper is a business proposition 
and very often a serious problem, 
that it takes a little bullion of the 
realm to pay for white paper, rent, 
composition, etc., or an occasional 
bag of meal or slice of bacon. Of 
course the average publisher of a 
country weekly newspaper is not 
supposed to eat — he can step round 
a corner on any windy day and in- 
hale sufficient of Nature's ozone to 
tide him over the craving for a few 
crumbs that may fall from the ta- 
ble of the man Who sits at his ease 
in some State office to which the 
country newspaper has helped to 
boast him. A gentle reminder or 
suggestion that he pay for his an- 
nouncement, is generally met with 
a marble heart response that to do 
, such a thing would cost money — 
I and that would never do. Yet, he 
will go down in his jeans and dig 
up fifty or a hundred dollars for 
the "infioonce" of some cheap john 
j politician, when that "infioonce" 
[controls no more than one vote. 
No class of men is more loyal to 
his party, and to his party ticket 
when once made, than the publish- 
er of the countery weekly : none 
I works harder and more consistent- 
ly during a campaign than he — just 
whoops 'or up all the time, and yet 
he is the poorest paid individual in 
the whole catalogue. The country 
publisher is in a large measure to 
blame for such a state of affairs. 
If they would adopt the rule, "the 
servant is worthy of his hire," 
then, and not till then, will he re- 
ceive fair remuneration from can- 
didates for services rendered. We 
are in favor of forming a trust in 
the matter if needs be. The old 
theory that a man should be given 
office because of party consistency 
or work is an inconsistent one. 
The country publisher is for his 
party all the time, and for the very 
reason that this is so he has be- 
come a poorly paid pack-horse.

This is a great 
deal of trouble ; and then he has to 
go and sit down in his office and 
write it up in the most particular 
stylo. I say particular, because he 
has to guard against offending any 
one if he can help it. And when 
you come to think about this part 
of it you must admit it is no easy 
job. For nearly everybody has a 
somewhat different opinion about 
j matters, and if the editor don't 
j agree with every one, the one he 
don't agree with gets mad. I don't 
mean to say the editor does accom- 
I plish this; but he has to guard 
I against giving offense as much as 
I possible. Now, gentlemen, I hope 
j you will he a little easier on the 
country editor. I'll have to give 
tip the argument and meet this 
train."

Mr. Hines says the theory 
that tramps killed the old man and 
then threw his body on the railroad 
track in order to conceal the crime 
has been exploded by an investiga- 
tion which lie has made and which 
warrants him, he says, in making 
tho assertion that the pumper was 
on his way to the house of a no- 
torious character for the purpose of 
inducing his son to come away 
from there, when he was shot in the 
back between the shoulders. This 
is supposed to have occurred on the 
railroad about 10 o'clock Monday 
night. Several persons hoard the 
report of a gun then. 

Tho Martins reside at Ooanipo, 
which is a short distance from 
Calera. > They had been at the no- 
torious house referred to in the 
morning and had quarreled with 
Clifford Pilgreen, the son of the de- 
ceased, as the story goes, and had 
left, the house and threatened to 
oomo back and extirpate all of 
the inmate. Tho women conduct- 
ing the house notified City Marshal 
.lames Patterson and he lay in wait 
until dusk at the house for the Mar- 
tins, but they did not appear there,. 

The city marshal had asked the 
deceased to go to the house early 
in the day and induce his boy to 
come away from there, as ho fear- 
ed trouble would ensue. The latter 
declined to do so then- 

Tho father, it is the theory of 
the people of Calera, changed liis 
mind at night, and was on his way 
to the house when he was shot 
down.

Interesting Items From the 
State's Capital City 



HATTERS PERSONAL AND OTHERWISE 

About People and Things at 
Montgomery, of Interest 
to Every Alabamian. 

Montgomery, Ala. — Tom Britton 
and John Hambricks have been 
pardoned by Governor Jelks, the 
pardoning board having recom- 
mended it some time ago. he men 
were in for life for participation in 
the lynching of Chris ChamblUs, a 
prominent Democrat, by a Populist 
mob of Washington county, during 
tho political excitement of 1892. 
Seven or eight in all were convict- 
ed, and all have now been pardoned 
out except Jerry and Arthur Tew, 
who are at Pratt mines. Both men 
pardoned were good Confederate 
soldiers. The Governor's reasons 
were as follows: Tom Britton was 
one of several who were charged 
with lynching one Chambhss in 
Washington couny. Several partici- 
pants in the crime, certainly as 
guilty as Brittan could be, were par- 
loned more than two ySars ago. The 
board of pardons unanimously rec- 
ommend that thisman be given his 
freedom. A very lengthy petition 
;ent to this office months ago pleads 
for his delivery. 1 think the ends of 
ustice will not be interfered with 
jy his release. Let pardon issue." 
iohn Hambrick was one of sever- 
al persons convicted in 1899 of 
ynching of one Chambliss. Several 
lersons charged with the crime, 
md not less guilty than Hambrick 
vere set at liberty several years 
ince. A largely signed petition ask- 
ng for Hambrick's releaso went be- 
ore the board of pardons some 
nonths ago and was denied. The 
:>oard of pardons now unanimously 
•commend his pardon. I have 
thought that the administration of 
ustice would be promoted and not 
•etarded by a pardon to him. Let 
>ardon issue." 



The Governor has pardoned Ger- 
man H. "Crosby, a Chilton county 
white man, convicted in 1898 of 
murdering Cofers Ogletree and sen- 
tenced to ten years. The crime oc- 
curred in 1895, and Crosby escaped 
to Texas. After being brought back 
he broke jail and subesquently sur- 
rendered. He is wanted in Chilton 
county on an indictment pending 
againt him for an escape. The crime 
occurred'during a difficulty between 
J. Bicke and another man who was 
Crosby's friend. Ogletree intrefer- 
red to stop it and in the mix up was 
shot by Crosby. The Governor's 
reasons are as follows: "A very 
large number of the citizens of Chil- 
ton county unite in a recommenda- 
tion for his pardon. Crosby is charg- 
ed with killing a peacemaker. The 
petitioners think there is grave 
doubt as to whether Crosby really 
fired the shot that killed. He was 
sent up for ten years, and has serv- 
ed out a large part of his sentence. 
He has been a model prisoner all the 
while. The pardon board unani- 
mously recommend his release. Let 
pardon issue to him." 



THE KSWS IN BRIEF. 



The relieving of Col. E. L. Higdon 
or the second time from the com- 
nand of the Third Alabama regi- 
nent, National.Guards, by Governor 
'elks is said to be permanent, or at 
east it will be continued until Col 
•ligdon is forced to resign and allow 
mother election to be held. This 
vas stated by a Montgomery man 
•vho is close to the governor and 
horoughly familiar with the entire 
quabble in the regiment. He said 
:he governor would not discuss the 
nutter fr rther than to say he was 
disgusted with it from start to fin- 
ish, but that it is generally under- 
stood that Col. Higdon will not be 
granted a court of inquiry or rein- 
stated. The reason given is that Col- 
>">el Higdon had stated to the gov- 
ernor that he would b3 satisfied if he 
vere again placed in command of 
his regiment and a harmony ticket 
, oted. It is said the colonel made 
his statement and that the govern- 
or counted on the strength of it. Tt is 
oelieved in Montgomery the Govern- 
or will merely remain silent and let 
he matter work itself out as best 
t may. Ho has not granted the 
jourt of inquiry asked for and it is 
believed he will not. 



Some interesting history is recall- 
ed by the presentation to the de- 
partment of history of photograph 
of the famous court house legislature 
of 1872. It comes with the compli- 
ments of Captain Robert Barber, 
now registered the Montgomery .land 
office, who was clerk in that body. 
The picture was taken after the 
settlement of the difficulty, when 
the courthouse crowd were in pos- 
session, and were all gathered on 
the capitol steps. Lewis E. Parsons 
was speaker and appeard in the fore- 
ground. W. P. Howell, of Cleburne, 
was a Democratic member, and 
has been sent here several times 
since, and was a member of the late 
constitutional con\enton. Daniel 
Crawford, of Coosa, was another 
Democratic member. The famous 
Ben Delemos was one of the clerks 
and shows up well in the picture. 
There were over thirty members 
who were negroes, and W. H. Coun- 
cil was the enrolling clerk. Charles 
Harris, now clerk in the Montgom- 
ery postoftice, was the engrossing 
clerk. The tsost prominent white 
members were Judge John Bruce 
and Charles Dustin, both of whom 
are recognizable in the photograph. 



Quite an interesting race is n for 
chief clerk in the office of Superin- 
tendent of Education, which will 
soon be vacant by Mr Gunnell's 
promotion to the position of super- 
intendent. The applicants are two 
bright newspaper men, W. T. Shee- 
han and Ira Champion. The former 
is a reporter on the Advertiser and 
the latter travels for the Journal. 



The report is given currency here 
with the most authentic ear marks 
that Hon. J. Thomas Heflin has re- 
considered his resignation from the 
state committee. Any staetment as 
to his reasons for this may be ac- 
cepted as surmise, as he has not giv 
en any to the public. 



Mr.H . G. Gunuells has resigned as 
a member of the legislature from 
Calhoun county, as a step prepara- 
tory to accepting the office of state 
superintendent when it shall be- 
come vacant by Mr. Abercroinbie's 
retirement July 1st. 



The banking house of Josiah Mor- 
ns & Co. is now paying out an in- 
stallment o* $92,000 to its creditors. 
When the bank failed in January, 
tUhl, its depositors agreed to take

-2 per cent fell due last November,

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 30.— 
The Supreme Court did a business 
Saturday which broke the record. 
After rendering more than one hun- 
dred decisions, and passing upon over 
fifty applications for rehearing, the 
court took a recess, and then con- 
tinued its work through the afternoon. 
During the recess the office of the 
clerk of the Supreme Court was the 
scene of such animation by the pres- 
ence of numerous lawyers from dif- 
ferent part3 of the State, that a man 
passing in the corridor thought some- 
thing extraordinary had happened, 
and stopped to inquire the cause of the 
excitement. 

The court Saturday for the first time 
gave out to the press its decisions as 
to applications for rehearing. This 
was (rone to save the vast amount ot 
labor in the clerk's office caused by 
inquiries from each applicant as to the 
court's decision. By publication in the 
newspapers, the necessity of answering 
so many letters is obviated.

The dispensary of Florence was ae- 
clared by the Supremo Court to be 
illegal. Chief Justice McClellan ren- 
dered the opinion which declares the 
act establishing the Florence dis- 
upnsary unconstitutional. The act 
named five dispensary commissioners 
whose terms were to be respectively 
from one to five years, their successors 
to be elected by the board of mayor 



and aldermen of Florence and the 
Commissioners' Court of Lauderdale 
county. The commissioners were em- 
powered to elect one of their number 
chairman and another secretary and

Justice McClellan, in his opinio.i, 
says in part: 

"The act creates a corporation ai;J 
breathes into it a standing in the 
courts, a capacity to borrow money and 
to incur debts, and launches it upon 
a precarious mercantile venture with- 
out a cent of money to inaugurate the 
business, or a cent's worth of property 
to form a base of credit." 

In regard to the remuneration of the 
dispensary commissioners who are to 
be paid according to the profits of the 
dispensary, Judge McClellan says: 

"All this is out of harmony with the 
theory and motive of dispensary legis- 
lation. So, too, are the further pro- 
visions of this act which virtually 
leave the establishment of the dis- 
pensary in the first instance to the 
discretion of these commissioners." 

By decree of the Supreme Court, 
George W. Black, Democratic sheriff of 
Geneva county must give up his office 
to B. F. Pate, Populist. The election 
for sheriff took place two years ago. 
Mr. Black was declared elected, and 
Mr. Pate conested the election in the 
County Court. He claimed that the 
election was a fraud, that men had 
been allowed to vote who had no legal 
residence. 

Another decision of interest was that 
in reference to osteopathy. The case 
,vas that of Eugene Bragg, of Birming- 
ham, who appealed from the Jefferson 
Criminal Court, which had fined him 
for practising medicine without a 
license. Bragg claimed that oste- 
opathy is not the practice of medi- 
cine, cures being effected by applying 
remedies to the bones of the patient. 
Justice Tyson, who rendered the 
opinion, quoted several authorities on 
the definition of the word "medicine," 
which is said to be "the science of ap- 
plying remedies to diseases." In the 
opinion of the court the defendant 
diagnosed diseases and applied specific 
remedies for their cure. The court 
holds that osteopathy is the practice 
of medicine as it is the science of 
curing diseases.

NEW YORK. June 30.— Trim as a 
summer girl in her daintiest bathing 
suit, the Mayflower lies in the Brook- 
lyn Navyyards, the official yacht of 
the United States and ocean home of 
President Roosevelt. In her new func- 
tion, after undergoing alterations that 
cost $50,000, she is ready for sea as 
one of the most luxuriously appointed 
vessels afloat. She was commissioned 
Saturday, but the date of her sailing 
from the navyyard has not yet been 
settled. 

In designing such a palace for use 
of the President, the United States 
departs somewhat from the old lines 
of Jefferson simplicity and takes her 
place with the other world powers in 
the matter of naval luxury. Neither 
the Hohenzollern nor any of the other 
royal yachts has staterooms and sa- 
loons more beautifully or costly than 
those of the President's yacht. 

The President's quarters are situated 
aft on the main deck, and include six 
staterooms for the exclusive use of 
himself, Mrs. Roosevelt and their chil- 
dren. The two larger of these state- 
rooms have been very lavishly fur- 
nished. Special attention has been 
given to the decoration of the bulk- 
heads and the paneling, which are cov- 
ered with expensive silk in many 
colors. 

The smokingroom occupies the after 
portion of the spar deck, and is finished 
in teak, with a floor of fanoy woods, 
inlaid in mosaic and waxed. Many 
cane chairs and sofas add to the com- 
fort to be had in this room. 

Behind the officers' quarters below 
the main deck is the President's dining 
saloon. It extends the width of the 
ship, and is furnished in white and 
gold, Louis XIV. style. 

Running aft is the companionway to 
the President's receptionroom. Some 
of the panels along this companionway 
are made of Valenciennes lace, painted 
over with a silver paint to represent 
steel. In the receptionroom the white 
and gold effect is still carried out. 

Leading down to the berth deck at 
is a magnificent mahogany stairway 
that gives entrance to the President's 
private suite. There are two large 
staterooms, four smaller ones and two 
bathrooms. On the port side just out- 
side the President's room is his pri- 
vate bath. The tub is cut from a solid 
block of fine marble. 

Besides the arrangement made for 
the comfort of the President and his 
family in the living and sleeping apart- 
ments aboard, extensive plans were 
made to give him the benefit of the 
most improved culinary and sanitary 
contrivances. There is a large re- 
frigerating plant in the forward part of 
the vessel near the dining salon. 
Nothing has been left undone to make 
the Mayflower a fit habitation for the 
ruler of a wealthy nation.

number of mirrors to reflect the light 
across the field it is desired to protect 
The flanges on the blades are shupec 
to catch the wind on one side only, anc 
even a slight air current will set tin 
wheel in motion. Any ordinary lamps 
or lanterns may be used, those showr 
being partially protected by metallii 
hoods, which also serve as reflectors 
with openings only on the sides toward 
the mirrors.

Catches anil Kills tlie Moths. 

The affinity of the moth for the flams 
is well known, aud this inordinate love 
is utilized in the device illustrated 
herewith to exterminate the insect. A 
metallic receptacle is provided, which 
has the sides sloping toward each othei 
at the top. On this receptacle are 
placed two plates of tin or other pol- 
ished metal, piovided with slots, which 
allow them to be set at right angles 
to each other, supporting a small lamp 
cn the shelf formed at the centre. The 
receptacle underneath is partially filled 
with water, and a small quantity of 
coal oil is placed on the surface to kill 
the moths or other insects, which, at- 
tracted by the bright flame and the

Some Swift Fish. 

Recent experiments show that tha 
dolphin, when pursued, can go 
through the water at the rate of about 
thirty-two miles an hour. This is 
great speed, but for a short distance 
the salmon can do better, since it has 
frequently been known to swim at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. 

Among the smaller fish it is doubtful 
if there is one which is more swift 
than Uie Spanish mackerel. As a rule, 
however, all those fish which prey on 
others are remarkably swift, which is 
only natural, as, If they lacked speed 
they would be unable to hunt success- 
fully for prey and would often be 
obliged to go hungry.

The commission 
is supposed to adjust the differ- 
ences between the railroads and 
the people, but when the salary of 
the commissioners is paid by the 
railroads the people are bound to 
get the short end of it, as the past 
has proven.

We do 
not believe in making a fight on 
the railroads for they are factors 
for great good to the country, but 
the people have some rights that 
should be respected, but so long as 
the commissioners are paid by the 
railroads just so long will the rail- 
roads control their actions.

bring it to Montevallo. Complaint 
has often been made but nothing 
has come from it — apparently no 
attention being paid to letters that 
have been written about the mat- 
ter. A railroad commission elected 
by the people would rectify just 
such unjust actions as above.

WHEN the Territory of Okla- 
homa was opened to set- 
tlement in April, 188!), Hen- 
ry McNeill, of Kansas, was 
one of the thousands who joined in 
the race for a claim.

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Ciood l:oads ami Good Money. 

HE first problem in road male- 
should be to keep the 
off the roadway.— 
ista Advocate. 
No, that is not the "first problem." 
The first is to provide the money 
with which to pay labor and buy ma- 
chinery for grading, ditching, crush- 
ing stone, rolling the new roadbed, 
etc. Where is that to come from? 
Nowhere else — of course— but from 
the pockets of the people, in the shape 
of taxes. But it is going to be easier 
to do this than it ever was before. 
The Legislature— If not at the ad- 
journed session, then at the next ses- 
sion—will pass a law taxing railroad 
franchises, and that probably will en- 
able it to reduce State taxes from 
forty to thirty cents on the $100. 

We are assured by Mr. Glass and Mr. 
f/mdsay in the review of the conven- 
tion's work which they published, that 
this can be done, and, as is well known, 
the railroad companies have acquiesced 
in that form of taxation, though the 
"rate" to be imposed is yet to be set- I 
tied. Aud if that reduction be made 
on behalf of the real estate owner, 
would not the country people be will- 
ing to Increase their road taxes? We 
believe many of them would. 

So this seems to be an opportune mo- 
oiput for the friends of good roads to 
set to work to secure the additional 
money they need to inaugurate a use- 
ful and widespread system, without 
which the good roads movement can- 
not hope for the most satisfactory re- 
sults. 

A suggestion has been made, and 
repeated over and oft, that the General 
Assembly ought to lend a helping hand 
io the good roads movement by appro- 
priations from the State treasury— 
that is, that Virginia should contribute 
to the road funds of those counties 
which show a disposition to help them- 
selves and which comply with such 
requirements as may be laid down by 
statute. No doubt, propositions of that 
character will be heard of in the Legis- 
lature soon. Indeed, we suspect that 
when the Legislature reconvenes Gov- 
ernor Montague will give expression to 
his views along that line. In his in- 
augural address he dealt with princi- 
ples of government, rather than de- 
tails. It was understood then that 
later on he would, send to the Legis- 
lature a message dealing with many 
matters of commanding State inter- 
est. That of good roads will no doubt 
bo found among them, though we do 
not undertake to forecast the recom- 
mendations he will make. We are 
more inclined to the belief that he will 
discuss this question in his message 
from the fact that he is at this very 
lime attending 1he good roads conven- 
tion at Charleston, S. C, where he 
may gather a good deal of information 
on what has become a recognized sci 
once. 

We repeat, that when State taxes are 
reduced the time will be auspicious for 
the country taxpayers to decide if 
they cannot afford to increase their 
road tax levies.— Hichmoud (Va.) Dis- 
patch.

Do We Want Good ltoa<ls? 

Of good roads oratory Virginia has 
had much; of real, practical work in 
road building very little. It is money 
that makes the mare go, and it is 
money that converts had roads into 
good ones. 

The State of Virginia now has in her 
treasury a surplus of $700,000 or ¥800,- 
000. Some of that might be used to 
encourage road building. 

It is expected that State taxes wil» 
be reduced from forty to thirty cents 
on the S100. Some or this saving 
could bo applied ro the country road 
funds. In several counties it is pro 
posed that that shall he done. 

So it would seem the times are au- 
spicious for raising the money to inau- 
gurate a new road system in Virginia. 
And tho way to encourage counties to 
spend more money ou their roads is 
for the State to contribute something 
to every dollar raised on county ac- 
count. This system is in practice in 
some other States, and is said to work 
well; has proved, indeed, a great in- 
centive to taxpayers to agree to have 
their road taxes increased. 

With a surplus in the State treasury, 
with the promise of lower Slate taxes, 
now is the time to make a start in road 
building. And the money end of the 
problem is the end at which to begin, 
if we would work it out satisfactorily. 

In short, if we really wish good 
roads we must put up the money for 
them!— Itichmond (Va.) Dispatch.

Demand on the Vatican. 
It is understood that the govern- 
ment is considering the sending of an 
ultimatum to the Vatican in regard to 
the expulsion of the friars from the 
Philippines, though the war depart- 
ment officials are without information 
today of the progress of the confer- 
ence between the president and the 
secretary of war. It is understood 
now that the ultimatum will take the 
form of demanding from the proper 
authorities a definite statement as to 
when the friars will withdraw. There 
is no disposition on the part of this 
government to demand the expulsion 
of friars as it is admitted that they 
cannot be expelled, being prutected 
by the ninth article of the treaty of 
Paris, unless specific cases can be 
made out. This government, how- 
ever, made provisions for getting pos- 
sassion oftne lands. The Philippines 
government bill provides for the con- 
fiscation of the lands after condemna- 
tion and appraisement. This process 
would be a civil one in the courts. 
This, however, would not solve the 
question of the removal of the friars 
themselves, so that an accommoda- 
;ion must be reached through the good 
offices of the pope acting on the heads 
of the orders in Italy and elsewhere, 
ff the superiors of thesa orders should 
igree to withdrawal, a time limit will 
he asked and this is believed to be the 
»uly serious question remaining be- 
tween the pope and this country. 
The officials here have expressed their 
belief that that the negotiations be- 
cween the president and the pope 
would eventually suoceed. There is 
apparently a disposition on the part of 
the Vatican to take advantage of the 
Philippine question to forward its de- 
sire for the establishment of diplomatic 
relations with the United States. The 
Vatican authorities hope that the 
question of purchase of friars' lands 
and other matters involving the pay- 
ment of money will rend j r indispen- 
sable the continuance of relation! 
initiated by Governor Taft for at least 
two years, while they are also hopeful 
of reserving the question of the with- 
drawal of the friars from the islauds 
so long as to prolong th ese relations 
even longer. 



Root First at Oyster Bay. 
Secretary of War Root arrived in 
Oyster Bay Saturday on board on the 
Kanawha, from New York. He was 
taken in a launch directly to the pres- 
ident's landing, where he was welcom- 
ed personally by Air. Roosevelt. The 
president and Mr. Root will go over 
several matters of importance which 
have been awaiting their consideration. 
Among them are the Smith and Waller 
court-martial cases, and the Philippine 
friar question; The negotiations re- 
specting the friars are in an acute 
etage, and demand delicate handling. 
The president said he hoped pending 
questions of importance could be ar- 
ranged in the near future as to admit 
of Secretary Root's departure for 
Europe this month. The secretary is 
in need of rest and proposes taking a 
month's vacation. 



To Protect U. S. Interests. 
Acting on orders from Washington, 
the United special steamer Ranger, 
has sailed for Cliiriqui to protect 
American interests there. It is re- 
ported that General Herrera, the rev- 
olutionary commander, has decreed 
that all produce is the property of his 
government, whether belonging to na- 
tives or foreigners. The United States 
consul at Panama, H. A. Gudger, goes 
to Chiriqui on board the Ranger and 
he will take some important papers 
which General Salizer, the governor 
of Panama, is sending to General 
Herrera. It is presumed that they 
include peace terms. As soon as the 
isthmus is pacified the general elec- 
tions will take place and congress will 
meet and decide the canal question. 



Reducing the Force. 
Sccrotary Moody has cabled to Roar 
Admiral Wildes, the ranking admiral 
in the Philippine waters, instructing 
him to place the gunboats Arayat, 
Basco, Calamianes, Mariveles, Tannj 
and Paragna out of commission. 
These vessels are small gunboat/ 
which have been engaged in patrol 
duty in the lower Philippine archi- 
pelago. This action is part of tbo 
movement recently decided upou tu 
reduce ihe active naval force ou the 
Asiatic station. It will furnish a 
considerable number of officers and 
men to reinforce the praeent quota ou 
the station. Orders have also bee! 
sent forward for the withdrawal of the 
supply ship Arthusa, now at Cavite, 
from the station. It is probable that 
the gunboat Princeton a so will be 
withdrawn. 



Collection Suspended. 
Acting commissioner of revenue has 
issued instructions for the suspend- 
ing temporarily the collection of the 
taxes on undivided profits of national 
banks under the war revenue act. 
The banks fought the contention of 
the government that undivided profits 
were part of the surolus of the banks 
and in one instance suit was brought 
to prevent the collection of tho tax, 
The circuit court decided in favor ol 
the government. Previously it had 
been the understanding that if th« 
court sustained the government the 
tax would be collected. Now, how- 
ever, the bank in the test case has ap- 
pealed to the supreme court and tha 
acting commissioner has instructed 
Col^i ctor Treat to suspend collection 
uutil the return of Commissiouei 
Yerkes, when general instruction* 
will be issued to all collectors. 



It is a significant fact, in view of tha 
recent crop damage talk, that the gov- 
ernment report for July shows that 
winter wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
hay all improved in conditiou during 
June, and spring wheat alone lost a 
trifle. The bumper crop of corn foi 
some time past, due to large acreage 
and good condition, seems measurably 
within sight, in view of the agricul - 
tural department report that most of 
the leading states are above ninety. 
This report is taken to indicate not far 
from a 2,600,000,000 bushels crop, a 
total never hitherto reliably estimated. 
The wheat crop, despite drawbacks, 
promises still to be one-fifth above 
the ten-year average and the indicated 
oats production has never yet been 
equaled. The barley, rye, potatoes 
and fruit crops all promise better than 
a year ago. 

Southern Buys Another Road 
It is reported that the Southern 
Railroad has secured or will secure 
the Ohio River & Charleston Railroad, 
and will extend it from Huntdale to 
Marion, N. C, to connect with the 
main line between Ashevilleand Salis- 
bury. The Ohio River <fe Charles- 
ton road extends into the coal fields 
of southwestern Virginia and it is 
stated that the Southern's object in 
getting this connection is to have a 
coal ro»d nearer its Washington and 
Carr' na nd without having to makn 
th< ng h ' '1 from the J^Iico districi 
t o h Kn »vill*.

And the Miners are Again at 
Work. 



THE NEW SCALE IS DULY SIGNED. 



It Gives General Satisfaction. 
Dispute all Ended for 
a Year. 



Expressions of good cheer are heard 
on all sides over the settlement of the 
mining scale. Short as was the sus- 
pension, the outcome was most anx- 
iously awaited. By all parties it is 
considered a good and equitable set- 
tlement. Ic was adopted Friday af- 
ternoon by a vote of 130 to 63. 

We, the joint scale committee of 
your honorable body, with full author- 
ity from the Association of Operators 
and convention of miners, beg leave 
to report the following contract to re- 
main in force until June 30, 1903, 
with the old scale prices, rules and 
regulations now in force, with the fol- 
lowing additions: 

The contrrct reads as follows: 

First — With a view of remedying 
conditions that have developed in car- 
rying out the joint resolutions 
adopted last year providing for arbi- 
tration of differences, it is hereby 
agreed that the United Mine Workors 
of America will ust ask the companies 
to take up any grievance for adjust- 
ment during suspension of work, un- 
less authorized by district officers. 

Second — Funeral clause left for 
local adjustment. 

Third — Absentee clause left for 
local department. 

Fourth — That the day wage scale 
heretofore in effect i3 hereby cancelled 
and the following uniform day wage 
scale adopted, based on 55 cents per 
ton for mining coal to go up and down 
with the scale as before:

Fifth — That two or more cars daily 
shall be set aside to determine aver- 
age weight of cars at mine that are 
now paying by the tram or car. Time 
of weighing to be at the option of op- 
erator. 

Sixth — That 5 per cent shall be the 
maximum grade over which a miner 
shall be required to push cars. 

Seventh — To avoid probabilty of 
misunderstanding, it is hereby record- 
ed that the contracts specify all coal 
in Pratt seam under 3 feet 2 inches, 
shall pay 2} cents per ton above scale 
shown; when sizu of coal in Pra't 
seam goes below 3 feet, then the prico 
is 5 cents per ton above scale shown.

The New Maine. 
The battleship Maine, which has 
been under construction in Cramps' 
shipyard since the spring of 1899, will 
leave for her builder's test off the Del- 
ware capes on Tuesday noon, says a 
Philadelphia dispatch. The trial will 
take place on Thursday. Easily th? 
most powerful battleship that the 
Cramps yard has turned out for the 
United States navy, the Maine is also 
planned to be the fastest. She must 
attain eighteen knots speed, the same 
requirement as for the Russian ba' tie- 
ship Retzevan recently completed al 
the yards. In most respects the Maine 
and the Retzevan are alike. The keel ol 
the new Maine was laid on February 15, 
1899, the anniversary of the destruc- 
tion of the old Maine in Havana har- 
bor. She was launched on July 27, 
1901, Miss Mary Preble Anderson, oi 
Portland, Me., a descendant of Com- 
modore Preble, being her sponsor. 
The Maine is 388 feet long on the load 
water line. Her beam extreme is 72 
*eet 2| inches, her draught 23 feet 10J 
inches and her displacement 12,500 
tons. 



Milk Trust Forming. 
It is understood that dairymen from 
Illinois have undertaken to form a 
milk trust in the Birmingham district. 
It appears that the general plan is tc 
make an agreement with local dairy- 
men to sell their product exclusively 
to this company. The price agreed 
upon is 20 cents per gallon, and the 
dairymen wiil deliver to one station ol 
the company. Whila the dairyman 
now gets 23, 30 and 40 cents per gal- 
lon for his milk, it has to be delivered 
at many places and is quite expensive. 
The new company will establish re- 
ceiving stations at convenient points 
in the district. All the daiiymen will 
have to do is to deliver the milk, see 
> but it is measured aud then receive 
a certificate which will be cashed. The 
company, it is said, purposes building 
a creamery near Birmingham for the 
manufacture of butter and cheese. 



South Alabama Medical Association. 

At tha meeting of the Alabama Med- 
ical Society in Birmingham recently 
there was a movement set on foot to or- 
ganize a South Alabama Medical Associ 
at oa and that movement wasfav red by 
all the physicians in the given terri- 
tory. Accordingly a committee was 
named on organization. Troy has been 
chosen as the place for the first meet- 
ing. The object of the organization 
is not to antagonize the state associa- 
tion, but it is to stimulate to greater 
activity the various county societies 
and to promote the interests of the 
members thereof in a scientific way. 



Captain Kennedy, Adjutant. 
Capt. Hughes B. Kennedy, com- 
mander of Compauy G, Third Regi- 
ment, Alabama National Guard, has 
accepted the position of adjutant on 
the staff of Lieutenant Colouel McCon- 
uell, who is now iu command of the 
regiment. An order for the election 
of a captain for Company Ci will be 
issued in about two weeks. Captain 
Kennedy has been acting adjutant of 
Colonell McConnel's staff since the lat- 
ter's appointment recently by Gov- 
ernor Jelks. Duriug the encampment 
he acted iu that capacity. He is con- 
sidered one of the best adjutants in 
the South. 



A City of Mourners. 

In spite of conflicting reports of the 
number of dead as the result of the 
catastrophe at the rolling mill mine of 
the Cambria Steel Company, a careful 
and complete compilation shows that 
114 is the exact number of bodies 
taken from the mine. Almost all the 
employes who could have been in 
the mine at the time of the 
life-wrecking explosion of Thurs- 
day are accounted for. The streets of 
Canamaugh City were clogged with 
funeral corteges. Father Dembrows- 
ky, pastor of St. Casimir's Catholi- 
chuich, states that «forty of 
the members of his flock were 
killed in the disaster. John Retallick, 
fire boss of the seventh district, and 
Mine Foreman Harry Rodgers, both 
of whom were in the Klondike mine 
when the explosion occurred, have re- 
covered from the effects of the after 
damp. Retalli k stated emphatically 
that the explosion was caused by 
blasting, a shot setting off the gas. 

After a consultation with the four 
«tate mine inspectors summoned to 
make a thorough inspection of the 
rolling mill mine, James E. Roderick, 
chief of the state bureau of mining in- 
spectors, dictated a notice to General 
Manager C. S. Price of the Cambria 
Company, granting formal permission 
to resume operations in all sections of 
the mine except the Klondike. The 
Klondike workings will likely be 
closed for several days until perfect 
security is assured through the brat- 
ticing of openings and repairs neces- 
sitated by the explosion. It is gener- 
ally regarded as certain that the full 
extent of the disaster is now known. 
State inspectors say that the condi- 
tion of all the workings are now free 
from gas and tho almost perfect venti- 
lating apparatus is rushing currents 
of pure air into the uttermost recesses 
of the working?. Effjrts are being 
made to fix the blame for the awful 
disaster. Tho inspectors say nothing 
as to their discoveries. They will re- 
main mute on the subject until called 
upon to testify at the inquest, the date 
of which Governor Miller has not 
fixed. "I decline to say what my 
conclusions are since I have talked 
with the ones who wore iu today," 
said Mr. Roderick, "but I will say I 
consider the rolling mill mine a well 
conducted institution." 



Matters at Springfield, 111., have 
quieted. Only a single squad of in- 
funtry is left on the ground and that 
is under tho command of a lieuteu- 
ant. 



Bismarck's Nephew Jailed. 
Locked up in the Tombs charged 
with burglary in the third degree, is 
a young man who claims to be Karl 
Von Bismark, a grand nephew of the 
great German chancellor. If his state- 
ments as to his ideuity are confirmed, 
he probably will be paroled or released 
upon suspended sentence. Karl Von 
Bismarck is charged irith having en- 
tered a Fifty-ninth street apartment 
and appropriated tapestries which are 
said to have been pawned. The pris- 
oner said he was without funds and 
took the tapestry in order to purchase 
food. Judge Newburger said if the 
story was true the young man was en- 
titled to some consideration and as- 
signed counsel to investigate the 
case. 

Archbishop Feehan Dead. 

Archbishop Patrick A. Feehan, for 
twenty-two years in charge of the 
Catholic diocese of Chicago, died Sat- 
urday after a long illness. For sever- 
al mouths all executive business of 
tbo church has been out of his hands. 
Some time ajo, for the purpose of re- 
lieving him of the onerous dutios of 
his office, Father P. J. Muldoon was 
appointed auxiliary bishop of Chica- 
go. Archbishop Feehan was born in 
Ireland, in 1829. He has been arch- 
bishop of Chicago sinoe September 
10, 1880, and has been in America 
since 1852. For forty-Bix years he 
was a leader in the Catholio priest- 
hood of the west and in 1865 was 
made bishop of Nashville. 



Balfour Succeeds Salisbury. 
The Marquis of Salisbury has re- 
signed the premiership of Great 
Britain, and the Right Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, the first lord of the treasury 
and government leader in the house of 
commons, has been oppointed to suc- 
ceed him The Marquis of Salisbury 
tendered his resignation at an audi- 
ence which he had with King Edward 
last Friday. Saturday Mr. Balfour 
visited the king aud accepted tho pre- 
miership. While it was expected in 
official and polioal circles that Lord 
Salisbury's retirement would be coin- 
cident with the coronation of King 
Edward, it was scarcely looked for 
prior to that event. Consqeuently 
abont the only surprise expressed mi 
concerning the date, rather than the 
fact of the resignation. The real in- 
terest was not so much in reference to 
Lord Salisbury's withdrawal as it wan 
in the appointment of his successor. 
Tne liveliest speculation is rife as 
to the personnel of the new cabinet. 
The most discussed feature of the 
change is the position of Mr. Chani-^ 
berlain, the colonial secretary, who, 
in many quarters, has been regarded 
as the most promising candidate for 
the premiership. 

Forty-Mile Viaduct. 
Contracts have been let by the Un- 
ion Pacific for the construction of the 
most remarkable viaduct ex 1 ant in 
railroad construction. The viaduct 
will be forty miles long, and will run 
straight across one corner of the 
Great Salt Lake. With the new viaduot 
and other construction work now in 
progress the Union Pacific will short- 
en its route between Ogden and Luoin 
by at least forty miles. The cost of 
the entire improvement work now in 
progress will be $20,000,000. It is 
estimated the work will be completed 
within one year, and will bring the 
total cost up to $60,000,000. It is ex- 
pected that upon the completion of 
the work at least fifteen hours will ba 
taken from the journey across the 
continent. 



Two Killed; Others Hurt. 

Two killed, one fatally injured and 
several more or less injured is tho 
result of a wreck on the Toledo, Peo- 
ria & Western Saturday afternoon. 
Peter Icenogle, Washington, Ind., 
and — Taylor, El Paso, were instant- 
ly killed, and Ambrose Pierce, El 
Paso, is in a dying condition. Several 
whose names are not obtainable were 
hurt. An extra engine and caboose 
were ooming toward Peoria at a slow 
speed, having received word to be on 
the lookout for the construction train 
when the two met on a reverse 
curve, the construction train going at 
a high rate of speed. 

Jealous Husband Kills Four. 

As a desire for vengeance in return 
for real or supposod wrongs, A. JF5. 
Belding, a bartender of Portland, 
Ore., shot and killed his wife, his 
mother-in-law and a male inmate of 
the house and fatally wounded his 
father-in-law last Saturday. The 
dead are: Mrs. A. L. Belding, his 
wife; Mrs. L. M. McCroskey, nil 
mother-in-law, and Frank Woodworth, 
an inmate of the McCroskey home; 
L. M. McCroskey will die. Belding 
has not lived with his wife for some 
time. He was jealous of Woodworth. 
Belding gave himself up.

Healing Springs, Ala., Jul5 r 5. 
Editor Sentinel : — 

Promising to say something of 
South Alabama country before we 
left, we boarded the train on June 
21st, intent on at least one week of 
rest and recreation. Up to this 
time we have not been disappoint- 
ed. We boarded the train osten- 
sibly for Mobile, but Mobile was 
not in all of our thoughts, and it 
took us nearly two days to reach 
that city, on account of our inclin- 
ation to rest. 

The air castles and palaces of 
of revelry which our fancy is ever 
Ht work in building building for us 
just over in the future, are general- 
ly made of unsound material ahd 
fall asunder at our approaching 
footsteps. But the structure 
builded for the past week. — a hint 
of which we gave the editor be 
fore we left — had a most happy 
realization in the pleasures engaged 
from new assosiations. 

Our party which Consisted of one 
on starting, was doubled before we 
reached Mobile, where we spent 
the most of one day seeing, eating 
and drinking in the pleasui-es of 
that city. One of us had never 
had the pleasure of watching the 
unloading of a great banana ship, 
so we resorted to the wharf and 
watched this interesting work 
for about an hour. In the mean- 
time the old gentleman in charge 
come to us twice and presented us 
with the finest specimens of the 
| lueious fruit he could find — just 
i from the shores of some far off 
Southern isle. We shall remember 
him for his kindness. Turning 
from this we found the Mobile and 
Bayshore train waiting, which we 
boarded and sped away for the de 
lightful little town of Coden. Thh 
town is thirty miles south of Mo- 
bile and scattered along the coast 
for a mile. It is a town of no in 
dustrios whatever, except the ex- 
porting of a good many fish and 
which never ceases. It is simply a 
place whore people go for rest and 
pleasure, and seems to be settling 
up for this purpose only. Bathing 
is very fine as we can testify from 
experience, and one can find any 
depth of water he wishes and a 
smooth sandy bottom. It is said 
to be the strongest with salt of any 
on the southern coast, for no rivers 
I of important*! run into it. Wo 
also bathed at night and saw for 
the first time what we had read of 
before^ — the phosphoric light that 
gilds the breakers, and lights every 
commotion of the water that is 
made. A thousand gems of light 
are sparkling between the waves, 
and adorn your hand as you run 
swiftly beneath the surface of the 
water. 

For a change from our fishing, 
bathing and buggy-riding, we char- 
tered a pretty schooner on last 
Monday morning, and crossed the 
bay to Dauphin Island. "The seas 
were calm and the skies were clear" 
The breeze was balmy but strong 
enough to carry us over in two and 
half hours — a distance of fifteen 
miles. This was the most delight- 
ful ride of all. 

We saw many things on the old 
island to attract both the eye and 
ear, though our stay was very 
brief. The north shore at which 
we landed was composed almost 
i entirely of ancient oysters shells. 

on which are growing huge 
cedar and live oak trees, with their 
long, clinging Spanish moss, make 
the scenery along the shore very 
beautiful indeed. 

We ibon went to the combined 



store and dwelling, the only one on 
the island of any importance — and 
and had some delicious refresh- 
ments in the line of watermelons, 
soda water and other things from 
the store. After the rest, we cross- 
the island on foot — which was 
about a mile wide, by way of cow- 
trails through pine woods to south 
beach where we got the first glimp- 
se of the great roaring waves of 
the Gulf. The waves at this place 
are plainly heard at Coden, fifteen 
miles away. We stood on this pure 
white sandy beach utterly amazed. 
It is several miles long and these 
enormous waves which roll in one 
right after another break just at 
the shore, and make successive 
volleys of thunder equal to any 
from the skies. 

After the first dash of amazement 
was over some of us grew reck- j 
loss and went down without any i writes: 
preparations with receding waves, 
and waited to feel the effects of 
of others to come without regard 
to expense or consequences Run- 
ning nearly knee deep and carrying 
the sand from under our feet was 
an experience quite novel and in- 
teresting. 

Back from the southern shore 
adout 400 yards, and running with 
the coast through the woods, is a 
large ridge of almost pure white 
and salty sand. It resembles a po- 
tato ridge in shape, with the pine 
woods on each side swept clean. It 
is several miles in length and of

MONTGOMERY, Ala.. July 12.— The 
following is the primary plan in de- 
tail as finally adopted by the Demo- 
cratic State executive committee yes- 
terday for the primary which io to bo 
held August 25th: 

Resolved, That & Democratic pri- 
mary election shall be held lti the 
several election precincts of the State 
on Monday, August 25, 1902, lor tho 
purpose of nominating Democratic 
candidates for governor, lieutenant- 
governor, secretary of state, state 
treasurer, auditor, attorney-general, 
superintendent of education and com- 
missioner of agriculture and industry; 
and alro for the purpose of electing 
tour members of the Democratic State 
ezecutivo committee from each con- 
gressional district. 

HOLDING THE PRIMARY. 
Section 2 — That said primary elec- 
tion shall be held or managed at each 
noting pla.ee throughout the State by 
three inspectors, to be appointed by 
the Democratic executive committee of 
the several counties; provided that 
any candidate or his friends may desig- 
nate a person to be present at such 
polling place, and such person shall 
be allowed, to remain in the pulling 
place ar-.d shall be allowed to inspect 
and sec tje ballots counted; and that 
such inspectors shall bs allowed to ap- 
point a sufficient clerical force to con- 
duct said election; and such election 
6hall h« held in all respects In accord- 
ance if i th the general laws governing 
primary elections in this State. All 
managers, inspectors, clerks and other 
officers and returning officers shall bc- 
re<£uired to take an oath to perform 
th'ir duties at such election according 
t'< law, and to accurately and truly 
tourit and return the votes as cast in 
.such primary election. Such oath 
may be administered by any officer 
authorized to administer an oath or 
in the absence of much officer, may be 
administered by any one of the man- 
agers or inspectors authorized to hold 
eueh primary election. On the failure 
of any inspector to attend at the hour 
of 8 n. m. such as may be present may 
complete the number. If none of the 
inspectors appointed are present, or if 
they are present and refuse to open the 
polls, then any three qualified voters 
in this primary at such precinct may 
open the poll3 and conduct the said 
election. 

Section 3.— That the polls at each 
roting place shall be opened at S a. ta. 
and closed at 3 p. m., provided that in 
a-.iy town or cities which have a popu- 
lation of more than 5,000 the polls shall 
remain open until 7 p. in. 

COUNTING THE VOTE. 

Section 4. — That the inspectors of 
said election shall, immediately after 
the polls are closed, count the vote cast 
et said primary and make not less 
than four certificates of the result of 
said primary election, one of which 
shell be at once posted in some con- 
cplcuous place at or near t 1 e voting 
place, one of which shall be forwarded 
to the chairman of the county execu- 
tive committee within twenty-four 
hours, one to be kept by the In- 
cpectors with the ballots and poll lists 
thirty days and one to be furnished 
the beat committeeman from said boat 
or precinct. 

Section !">. — That un the Thursday 
following the primary election herciu 
provided for the county executive, com- 
mittees of the several counties .shall 
convene at the county seat of the 
county r.nd shall canvass the returns 
from the several precincts of the coun- 
'y aud a certificate of the returns, duly 
certified to by the presiding officer r.nd 
secretary, shall he forwarded in dupli- 
cate to the chairman of the State 
executive committee at Montgomery 
and the EPrretary of the State execu- 
tive committee at Birmingham, Ala. 

Section C— That the State Demo- 
cratic executive committee shall con- 
vene in Montgomery on the :jd day cn' 
September, lor the' purpose of 

ascertaining the result of said primary, 
and If upon tabulating the return:; 
from the several counties any one hc:> 
received a majority of the votea cast 



for tho offlco for which he is a candi- 
date, such person shall be declared the 
nominee of the party for such office; 
but in the event that no one receives 
a majority, then a second primary 
shall be held between the two candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of 
votes; provided, that if one candidate 
receives a plurality, and there is a 
tie vote for the next highest, then all 
three shall be candidates at the second 
primary; and provided, if no candi- 
date receives a majority at the second 
primary, then a third primary shall 
be held between the two candidates re- 
ceiving the highest vote; provided, 
that should a second primary be neces- 
sary tbe same shall be held on Monday, 
September 15, 1902, and provided fur- 
ther, that should a third primary be 
necessary, the same shall be held on 
Monday, September 29, 1302; provided 
further, that in the event of :i second 
primary the several county committees 
shall convene on the 18th day or Sep- 
tember and ascertain and certify the 
results in the enme manner as is pro- 
vided for in the first primary; pro- 
vided further, in the event oT a third 
primary, the several county executive 
committees shall convene on the 30th 
day of September and ascertain and 
certify the results in the same manner 
as is provided for in the first primary; 
urov,ided further, that the eacoiid meet- 
ing of the State executive committee 
shall be held in the city of Mont- 
gomery on September 24. 1902. to de- 
clare the result, and the third meeting 
shall be held on October 4. 1902. 

OFFICIAL BALLOTS. 

Section 7.— That an official ballot 
shall be prepared by the chairman of 
the State executive committee and by 
him furnished the several county 
executive committees to l>e voted at 
each of the primaries hereinbefore pro- 
vided for, upon which shall be nro- 
vided the names of nil the candidates 
for State offices and the candidates 
for the State executive committee for 
their respective districts: and it shall 
he the duty of the chairman of the 
Democratic State executive committee 
to furnish the Democratic executive 
committee of each county a sufficient 
number of ballots to be voted in said 
primaries for State officers, and said 
chairman shall make such assessment 
of each candidate desiring to be voted 
for in said primaries as may be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of print- 
ing and distributing said ballots. 

Section 8.— That the ballots used in 
said primary shall be as follows: For 
instance: 

(Vote for one) For Governor — John 
Smith, Thomas Jones. 

(Vote for one) For Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor — John Smith, Thomas Jones, 
and so on. 

Provided, that in case the county 
committee should not receive said bal- 
lot? from the chairman of the State 
executive committee, the said county 
committee may print such ballots, and 
that in the event primaries for county 
officers should be called by the county 
committee for the same day as the 
State primary, then, in such event, the 
names of candidates for county offices 
may be printed on said ballots by the 
county committee or written thereon 
by the voters; and that county com- 
mittees may, in their discretion, pre- 
pare such separate ballots for county 
officers as they may see proper. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
Hection 9. —That the State exeeutivo 
committee whall bt- composed of four 
members from each Congressional 
district and a chairman, and that the 
meinbeis of the committee from each 
district shall bo elected by the primary 
vote in each district, nnd the chair- 
man of the committee shall be elected 
by the committee. The four candidates 
from each Congressional district re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes 
Khali be declared the committeeman 
from said district., and the term of of- 
fice shall hi; for four years, and begin 
with the organization of the now com- 
mittee. 

flection 10.— That the chairman of 
the county executive committee of each 
county shall procure and furnish the 
inspectors with a list of the registered 
electors in such precinct, and also with 
a list of the electors of said precinct 
who have paid their poll tax. 

Section 11.— That each candidate for 
a i'.tate office and for members of tiio 



Slate executive committee not later 
than Aiigiml 1, 1902, muki: a declara- 
tion in writing of his candidacy. 
WHO MAY VOTE. 

Section 12. — That the following per- 
sons shall be allowed to vote at such 
primary and no others. At such 
primary election every white man shall 
have the right to vote who will be by 
law entitled to vote in the next general 
election in the precinct In which he 
then offers to vote, and who: 

First — Believes In the principles of 
the Democratic party and pledgea him- 
self to support and vote for, in the 
succeeding general election the nom- 
inees of such primary election as de- 
clared by the State Democratic exec> 
utive committee, and alro: 

Second — Voted for or supported the 
nominees of the Democratic party in 
each of tho last general elections for 
congressmen, State officers and county 
officers, at which he was entitled to 
vote. Those who failed to vote for the 
nominees and to support the principles 
of the Democratic party in August, 
1900, by reason of sickness, absence 
from the State or other providential 
causes, or who have since become of 
age, and who will support the nominees 
and principles of the Democratic party 
in the November election of 1902, shall 
he entitled to vote and participate in 
I said primary. An offer to yote in the 
primary shall be a pledge to support 
the nominees. Any qualified voter 
may challenge any vote as offered upon 
the ground, of want of party allegiance 
and of intention to vote for such nomi- 
nees on the part of the voter as well 
as upon the ground of the want of 
any qualifications prescribed. 

Upon such challenge being made, it 
shall entitle the vote to be received 
for the voter to then and there sign 
and file with the inspectors of election 
the following written or printed decla- 
ration and pledge, viz.: 

"I declare that I am duly qualified to 
vote at this election under the rules 
of the Democratic party as prescribed 
by the call of this primary election, 
issued by the State executive commit- 
tee of said party on the day of 

July, 1902, and that 1 have not voted 
at this election, and I do hereby pledge 
myself to support and vote for the 
nominees of .this primary as declared 
by the Democratic executive commit- 
tee; this — day of , 1902." If 

he shall refuse to so sign and file such 
declaration and pledge, his vote sjiall 
be rejected. 
COMMITTEE SHALL ORGANIZE. 

Section 13. — That at the meeting ot 
the State executive committee, to wit: 
On the third day of September, 1902, 
such committee sliall designate a 
time and place for the meeting of the 
committee-elect at which time they 
shall organize after bt/ing called to 
order by the present chairman. 

Section 14. — That in tne Senatorial 
districts in which there is no Senator- 
ial committee, the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committees of the respective 
counties composing the Senatorial dis- 
trict together wnn members of the 
State executive committee residing in 
the district shall compose said Sena- 
torial executive committee. 

Section 15. — That the county Demo- 
cratic executive committee may order 
a primary for the nomination oi 
county officers, members of the Legis- 
lature anu Senate, on the same day 
named lor the State primary, or may 
order a county convention and nomina- 
tion of county officers, members of tha 
Legislature and Senate as they may de- 
cide. 

Section 10.— That the chairman ol 
the State Democratic executive corur 
mittee shall, as soon as practicable, 
make proclamation ot this action of 
the State Democratic executive com- 
mittee, and take all necessary steps to 
carry the same into effect.

Railroads, tts a rule, do not plas- 
ter dead walls with their intentions 
in a political campaign, and when 
Col. J. M. Falkner proclaimed in 
print that the railroads would op- 
pose the election of railroad com- 
missioners by the people, his action 
caused a sensation, and will prob- 
ably bring out a bitter warfare be- 
fore this campaign closes. 

The people, generally, tire friend- 
ly to all railroads as they should bo 
for there is no greater factor in the 
upbuilding of a country than the 
railroads, but that is no reason why 
these corporations should say that 
the people shall not rule — shall not 
elect their railroad commissioners, 
and when the L. & N. railroad thro' 
its general attorney, says the 
people cannot rule — for that is just 
what Colonel Falkner 's utterances 
mean — it is setting up dangerous 
doctrine and one to which we do 
not believe the people will submit.

Twentieth-Century Automobiles 



WITH the achievements of 
the nineteenth century jet 
fresh in mind, only the ex- 
treme of perversity would 
lie apt to declare that anything is im- 
possible in the prospective achieve- 
ments of the twentieth. It in not alone 
i hat the logically Impracticable lias 
beeu proved the actually feasible in 
instance after instance within our rec- 
ollection, but thai the process of elab- 
orating and perfecting an invention is, 
iu these days, so rapid that public in- 
terest is given no time to flag, from 
the moment when the theory is first 
promulgated unlil the thing itself is an 
established fact. An illustration of 
tins Tapidity of development is fur- 
nished by the wireless telegraphic sys- 
tem of Siguor Marconi, the progress of 
whose experiments has been so steady 
and so speedy that, from first to last, 
he has been almost continually in the 
public eye. At no stage of his proceed- 
ings have the scoffers been able to 
get fairly Into print with their ridicule 
and hostility before his announcement 
of another proof of his theory's prac- 
ticability, an additional experiment, or 
a further success. 

In quite another field of modem 
.science, however— that of auto-locomo- 
tion— it must have appeared to casual 
observers that, in this country at least, 
the inventors have recently come to a 
practical standstill, with their task but 
imperfectly done at best. There is, it 
may frankly be said, not a motor car- 
riage in existence to-day which is not 
far from being a complete solution of 
rho problem, uor has there been, dur- 
ing, say, the last two years, that ad- 
vance in development which the possi- 
bilities of the time, as illustrated, in 
other directions, by the performances 
if Monsieur Santos-Burnout or Siguor

Marconi, would lead us to expect. But 
hese are suri'ace indications only. The 

?etivity of invention is there, below 
he surface, and great changes are 

j ear. 

What is difficult for an American to 
jnderstand is that, for once, in a com- 
petition demanding a combination of 
'cientific research, mechanical skill 
uid practical ingenuity, the Yankee in- 
ventor has been outstripped at, if not 
ibsolutely from, the start, by alien 
rivals. It is not often that the crow 
jf the French cock can drown the 
scream of the American eagle, but, so 
far ns auto-locomotion Is concerned, 
we have been fairly and squarely beat- 
en, and may as well admit it grace- 
fully, and turn our attention to what 
lie French are doing, with an idea of 
profiting thereby, rather than to be 
dying off at tangents without rhyme 
Dr reason, oftentimes merely to repeat, 
at the cost of time, capital and labor, 
•xperimenta which such men as De 
Dion, I'anhard, Girardot, Fournier or 
Charron have proved impracticable. 

The subject of the French automo- 
tive in its commoner forms has been 
too exhaustively treated in the Ameri- 
can reviews to make it advisable to go 
into the question here. What is of 
more interest at the moment is a brief 
comment upon the directions in which 
the fantastic, though far from unprac- 
tical, imagination of French inventors 
is turning, now that the perfection of 
the automobile, as a racing or road 
'•arriage. Is, to all intents and pur- 
poses, merely a question of time. 

AVhile Paris— and, for that matter, 
practically all France — is on terms of 
but casual acquaintance with ice and 
snow, the present close relation of 
French and Russians has naturally 
turned the minds of Parisian inventors 
toward the question of auto-sleds and 
auto-sleighs. In a rudimentary form, 
the auto-sled has been for some time 
on actuality. It was a feature last 
winter on the Neva at St. Petersburg, 
but, it must be confessed, as poor an 
affair, when compared with the sleigh

That royalty Is 
only partially typical of conservatism 
is evinced by the fact that in the 
hands of the same French inventor the 
prince in question has placed a sum 
too large for even an enthusiast to 
waste on a chimera, to be expended In 
experiments and in the construction 
of an auto-sleigh to be used in a dash 
for the pole. 

But while Italy is preparing to skim 
over the ice-pack in a miraculously 
swift and powerful machine, France 
herself proposes to make the interior 
of Africa as accessible as her own 
inland towns, by means of huge tour- 
ing-carriages, built of aluminum,

shaped like a submarine boat, water- 
tight, and able to navigate rivers as 
readily as to run on land. The calcu- 
lations by which our French inventor 
arrives at the potential practicability 
of such a machine, for use, say, in the 
Sahara, are as ingenious as they are 
intricate, being based primarily on the 
weight of a camel and his burden com- 
bined, per pound to the square centi- 
metre of surface represented by the 
two feet which, in walking, rest simul- 
taneously on the ground. It is, of 
course, common knowledge that hard 
or high-pressure tires assure greater 
speed as well as greater ease over firm 
roads, while soft or deflated tires are 
equally effective in traveling through 
sand. A calculation proves that the 
four great tires of the desert automo- 
bile, when deflated, give several times 
the area of the camel's feet, making 
possible a proportionate increase *i the 
weight to be carried. 

This desert machine, as it will appear 
when completed for the use of French 



well, it being fitted with a lee outrig- 
ger. 

Finally, this desert-touring machine 
has a capstan in front, on which the 
motor can at any moment be made op- 
erative, enabling it, with a chain and 
anchor, to lift the car up unusually 
steep inclines, or drag it, when in use 
as a boat, against the swiftest rapids. 
More than anything else, it sounds like 
a chapter from the prophesies of Mr. 
H. B. Wells, this prospect of aluminum 
caravans flying across the deserts, 
plunging over lakes and rivers, and 
bringing stores of gold, frankincense 
and myrrh, ivory, spices and scented 
woods to the borders of civilization in 
less time than a camel requires for a 
single day's journey. Indeed, the cam- 
els and the borders of civilization alike 
will soon be things of the past, if all 
this be possible. And we are told not 
only that it is possible, but that it is 
immiuent, and these are nn days in 
which to doubt assertions of the kind. 

So long ago as the French Automo- 
bile Show of 1900 there was exhibited, 
in the Grand Palais des Champs Ely- 
sees, an enormous touring-car, with a 
dinner table completely set for eight 
persons. At the time it seemed a fan- 
tastic affair, and, in all probability, 
"for exhibition purposes only." Yet 
now it is known that the King of the 
Belgians already has such an auto-car, 
only on a scale even more elaborate— 
a car with a state-room, saloon, kitch- 
en and office. It is likely to be the 
only one of its kind, for an appreciable 
time at least. As the builder said, his 
Majesty is not desirous, in the first 
year of possession, to meet others on 
the road, no doubt filled with Ameri- 
cans. Therefore, up to this time, the 
plans, even the appearance, of the 
King's car have been kept secret.

Italy, Sicily and Sardina Furnish the 
Greater Nnmber. 
A statemont has been prepared at 
the immigration bureau showing the 
number of immigrants who arrived in 
the United States during the fifloul 
year 1902, as compared with 1901. 
The total arrivals for the last fiscal 
year were 046,743 immigrants ami 
82,055 other alien passengers, making 
a total of 730,798. This is an in- 
crease of 160,825 immigrants over 
1901. The largest number of immi- 
grants came from the following coun- 
tries : Italy, including Sicily and Sar- 
dina, 178,375; Austria-Hungary, 171,- 
989 ; Russian Empire and Finland, 
107,347 ; Sweden, 30,894 ; Ireland,

Governor Taft Delivers the Final Nots 
to the Vatican. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE 



It f« Declared That No Morn t,eneroim 
Termg Can I5e Offered — The Frlari 
Must Leave the Philippines — Secretary 
Koot Thinks Foundation lias Keen Laid 
l"or an Amicable Agreement. 

Home- Major Porter, of tho Judge 
Advocate's Department of the United 
States Army, personally delivered to 
Cardinal Itampolla, IV pal Secretary of 
State, the lust note of Judge Taft, Gov- 
ernor of the Philippine Islands, on the 
subject of the withdrawal of the friars 
from the islands. This note, it was pre- 
sumed, would end the Governor's ne- 
gotiations here, as Major Porter si- 
multaneously presented a letter from 
Judge Taft asking for a farewell audi- 
ence with the Pope. 

Secretary Root in his communication 
declares that Judge Taft's journey is 
quite compensated for by the fact that 
it is possible to fix general lines on 
which later can be amicably resolved 
all the questions now pending. Mean- 
while, as a preliminary, he wishes Car- 
dinal Itampolla to send to the Philip- 
pine Government four lists of the prop- 
erty considered to belong to the relig- 
ious orders, comprising the property 
transferred to corporations; the eccle- 
siastical buildings occupied by the 
troops, with indications of the damage 
and compensation therefor; the proper- 
ty before considered Spanish Crown 
lands, which it is desired the American 
Government should transfer to the 
church, though Washington will grant 
such transfers only on condition that 
a satisfactory agreement be reached on 
all other questions, and the charitable 
and educational institutions which the 
Vatican desires to be considered as be- 
longing to the church. 

Secretary Root ends by instructing 
Judge Taft to express to Cardinal 
Itampolla his pleasure that the visit of 
the American representative has re- 
sulted in a broad basis for harmonious 
settlement, has thanks for the courtesy 
shown by the- Vatican to Judge Taft, 
and for the promptness with which the 
Vatican has acted, and his hopes that, 
though no specific agreement has been 
reached, the Vatican ultimately will 
find it just to do what has been sug- 
gested. 

Judge Taft ends his note to the Vat 
ican as follows: 

"In obedience t > Secretary Root's dis- 
patch, I request that the future nego- 
tiations on the points raised be he'.d in 
Manila between an Apostolic Delegate 
and the Governor, after the informa- 
tion suggested above by Secretary Roof 
has been ascertained and presented." 

The Vatican is buzzing with com- 
ments on the last American note, the 
contents of which were somewhat un- 
expected, as it was though; that Wash- 
ington would make counter proposi- 
tions. A majority here represent the 
result as a success for Papal diplo- 
macy, while others express the opinion 
that the friars wili not got in Manila 
better term3 than those offered here, 
and that the affair may end in their 
being obliged to leave the archipelago 
with less money, as it would be im- 
pissible to bring before courts the 00,- 
000 tenants who occupy tneir lands, 
paying no rent therefor. 



BECGED MERCY SOR PARENTS. 

Uanahtfir of Couple Sentenced For Coun- 
terfeiting Creates Pathetic Scene. 

Baltimore, Md.— There was a pa- 
thetic scene in the United States Court, 
when Judge Morris sentenced Joseph 
Costello to ten years and his wife Mary 
to five years in the penitentiary for 
counterfeiting. They were members 
of a gang of five Italians who, it is 
thought, had been operating in Phila- 
delphia as well a3 in Baltimore. 

Little Anne Costello, their thirteen- 
year-old daughter, when the Judge 
was about to pass sentence, rushed to 
his side and on her kuees implored him 
lo be lenient with her father and moth- 
er. Her sobs and prayers affected ail 
in the courtroom. In the meantime 
Mrs. Costello became hysterical in hei 
efforts to secure mercy and fell from 
her chair. She was carried moaning 
from the courtroom. 

Costello begged the court officials to 
place his daughter where she would 
be protected l'rem temptation and be 
taught to lead a good life. lie is a 
professional counterfeiter and has 
served three years in the Albany Pris- 
on for a similar crime.

Pretoria, South Africa— There is bit- 
ter strife among the Poors, and the 
hatred and persecution on the part of 
the men who fought until the end of 
the war against those who surrendered 
and went over to the Rritish is such 
that many predict that there may ne 
a renewal of hostilities. This would 
inevitably result If during the recon- 
struction there should be an .attempt to 
place the burghers who surrendered in 
authority over those who fought to the 
end. 

Some of the Boers who served the 
f.ritish as scouts have been beaten and 
shot at. Many of the burghers who 
fought consistently to the end distin- 
guish themselves from those who sur- 
renderod durinc: tho war by weaving a 
green badge. The Transvaal and Free 
State colors,are also freely worn. Many 
nf the burghers declare they were in- 
duced to agree to surrender by the 
false representations of their leaders, 
who painted the terms to rosily, and 
the whole situation so bristles with 
difficulties that there are not lacking 
those who doubt if the document signed 
May 31 was really th" final settlement 
of the South African trouble.

Surveyor's Report Shows Alabama Pro- 
duced 9,099,052 Tons in 1931. 

In 1901 Alabama produced 9,099,- 
052 short tons of coal of which the 
spot value was $10,000,892. This is 
shown by tho United States geolog- 
ical surveyor's report. Alabama con- 
sequently ranks fifth as a coal pro- 
ducer with Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
West Virginia and Ohio only exceed- 
ing it. The production of 1901 was 
the largest in the state's history exceed- 
ing nii»c million tons for the first 
time. It increased 7. 7 per cent or 
704,777 tons as compared to 1900. 
For several years Alabama has been 
making rarjid progress as a coal pro- 
ducer. The geological surveyor's re- 
port speaking of the future says: 
"Considering the record made in 1901 
it does not appear as if the threatened 
invasion of the markets of Alabama by 
crude petroleum has been realized at 
least to any detriment to the coal in- 
dustry of Alabama. The continued 
and increasing activity on the iron 
and steel industries created a demand 
for any coal that has been displaced 
by the use of oil and the action of the 
railroads in cutting freights to New 
Orleans and gulf ports enabled the 
coal producers to meet this competi- 
tion in these markets." Of the state's 
coal production 3,849,908 short tons 
were turned into coke.

for New England, from $261,561,147 
to $524,899,362, or $263,338,215, equal 
to 106 per cent; for the South, from 
$25,379,140 to $146,840,155, or $121,- 
461,015, equal to 478 per cent. 

The increase in the value of products 
during the same period was for the 
United States from $532,073,486 to 
$883,892,959, or $351,219,471, equal to 
65 per cent; for New England, from 
$310,542,352 to $412,875,975, or $102,- 
333,623, eqaal to 32 per cent; for the 
South, from $25,638,246 to $114,887,- 
668, or $89,249,422, equal to 348 per 
cent.

Referring to the products of 
saw mills in the country it shows that 
of the total value in 1900 the bobbin 
and spool stock was $525,257 of which 
$294,705 were credited to Maine, 
$113,977 to New Hampshire and $45,- 
333 to Vermont, while but $34,660 
wore credited to Tennessee, which led 
in that respect in the South. The 
total value of furniture stock was 
$1,085,764, of which $462,702 were 
credited to Ohio, $340,608 to Indiana, 
$305,728 to Wisconsin, $115,189 to 
Vermont and $123,996 to Arkansas. 

The total value of agricultural im- 
plements: stock was $589,065, of 
which $277,396 were credited to Indi- 
ana. $58,251 to Ohio and $75,712 to 
Arkansas. The total value of carriage 
and wagon stock was $1,765,067, of] 
which $495,299 were credited to Indi- 1 
ana, $219,936 to Ohio, $290,985 to j 
Arkansas and $117,529 to Tennessee.! 
In 1900 there were cut 1,665,158,000 
feet of timber in Arkansas, 051,408,- 
000 iu Tennessee, 261,268,000 feet in 
Ohio, 984,718,000 feet in Indiana, 
376,447,000 feet in Vermont aud 849,- 
686,000 feet in Maine. 

Even considering tne adaptability ol 
certain timbers cut in four of the 
northern states mentioned to the 
special stocks in which they lead as 
producers, it is obvious that two 
southern states, which are in a certain 
sense typical, are not handling their 
timber products to the best advan- 
tage.

The Present Status and What is 
Expjcted. 

The engineer officer in charge of the 
work of improvement 011 the Black 
Warrior river say3 in his annual re- 
port just made public that the masonry 
of Lock No. 4 is aboat 81 per cent 
completed; the abutment is practically 
finished and the dam is about 16 per 
cent completed. "It is notprobable," 
says the officer, "that the gates will bo 
erected before the summer of 1903.' 
Two hundred thousand dollars is the 
estimated amount that can be profita- 
bly spent in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1904, on the Black Warrior. 
The engineer estimates that $280,000 
can be profitably expended on the 
Tombigbee river from the mouth to 
Demopolis during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1904. From Demopolis 
to Columbus $10,000; from Walker's 
bridge to Fulton, $3,000, The amount 
estimated for completing the existing 
project of improvement in Mobile har- 
bor is $740,000. Six hundred thou- 
sand can be profitably spent during 
the next fiscal year. 



The Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany at Tuscaloosa, is making ar- 
rangements to extend its line from 
Tuscaloosa to Selma, Euiaw, Greens- 
boro and several points in Mis- 
sissippi. This will connect her pres- 
ent system with the southern and 
eastern parts of the state. The line 
has been surveyed and the work is 
estimated to cost $25,000. 



The big pipe works at Bessemer havs 
started up again after an idleness of 
several days necessitated by a short 
supply of iron. 



Foundry pig iron supply has beeu 
curtailed by the stoppage of numerous 
eastern furnaces for lack of fuel and 
by the banking of several of the cen- 
tral western ones also unable to se- 
cure enough coke to keep them run- 
ning.

Owing the renewal of rumors 
about a merger of the principal 
southern railways on the same plan 
of the Northern Securities Company, 
a petition is being prepared in 
Tennessee by citizens asking Govern- 
or McMillin to call an extra session 
of the legislature to head off the 
proposed consolidation.

The Arrangements to be Computed at 
Chickamauga. 
A board of officers has beeu ap- 
pointed to select a site for the new 
military post at Chickamauga. The 
military poet will be north of the 
present military national park. The 
board has looked over various plans 
for a post aud has decided that 
water for the men shall be obtained 
from driven wells, a plentiful supply 
being obtainable at ninety feet. The 
men now stationed there aro thus sup- 
plied, while the horses are supplied 
from Chickamauga creek. The most 
important problem the board will have 
before it is the disposition of sewage, 
but this, it is expected, will be over- 
come by the use of septic tanks, a 
plan that has been found very satis- 
factory at Santiago. Tha board will 
go to Chickamauga to complete its 
work before reporting to the secretary 
of war. 

A Human Target. 
Last Tuesday there was found in 
■ he woods between Century and Blufl 
Springs, Fla., the body of a negro 
riddled with bullets. The man had 
been dead for a week. Examination 
of the surroundings disclosed that the 
negro had been bound over a log and 
thrashed, and then had been tied to a 
tree and used as a target. Some forty 
bullet holes were in the corpse. A 
paper that had been fastened to the 
man's shirt was found on the ground. 
It had pencil writing upon it and all 
was unreadable except the words, 
"Warning to Century Cooas.'' There 
was nothing by which to identify the 
body. The coroner's jury returned a 
verdict — dead at the hands of persons 
unknown.

AWARD OF MEDALS OF DISTINCTION 



Two New Fighting- Ships- 
Better Facilities in the 
Philippines. 



TWO NEW FIGHTERS 



For Uncle Sam's Growing Wavy,. 
The circulars for the two new bat- 
tleships, the Connecticut and Louis- 
iana are issued by the navy depart- 
ment. Plans will be ready August 1. 
The Connecticut will be built in the 
New York navy yard. The bids will 
be opened about October 1. Tho maxi- 
mum time for construction of the 
Louisiana is forty-two months. In 
considering bid3 preference will ba 
given to the bidder who offers to con- 
struct tho ship in the shortost time. 
The speed of the ship is to be 18 knots. 
In a ganeral way it can be said the 
Louisiana and the Connecticut will be 
of the same type as the battleships 
Georgia and New Jersey. 

MANILA POSTS. 



Improvements in the Military Quarters 
in the Philippines. 
Reports have reached tha war de- 
partment that excellent progress is 
being made on the Manila post. Con- 
gress appropriated $500,009 early in 
the year and 1,803 acres of land on the 
Pasig river has been acquired for the 
post. The tract is about three miles 
long and one mile wide. Roads have 
been graded and macadamized from the 
river to the new buildings and work 
on the latter is being pushed rapidly. 
The lumber for these quarters is Bant 
from the Columbia river and Puget 
sound. It costs about $15 per thou- 
sand and about $10 per thosuaud mora 
for transportation, but the total cost is 
cheaper than its price at Manila. It 
is said that the white ant, which is so 
destructive to most wood work in the 
Philippines, does not injure the yel- 
low pine of the Pacific coast. There 
was appropriated in the army bill 
$1,500,000 for other posts in the Phil- 
ippines. It is understood that a post 
is to be erected at Iloilo, which is to 
be the headquarters of the southern 
islands.

THE BIRMINGHAM DEALERS' &RGUSENT 
Conditions Compared — Fair 
Fight Hailed — A Hit at 
Morgan. 



The issece and the only issue in tfeie 
■campaign is: Stall the people be al- 
lowed to elect the railroad comiai«- 
sion? For many years Alabama lias 
hail a railroad commission appointed 
by tho governor. This has not been 
satisfactory to the people. Tbo eom- 
roissfoiicre thus selected have not giv- 
en the people a fair and reasonable 
freight rate on shipments within the 
atate, nor havo they afforded them the 
proper railroad facilities for handling 
their product. 

These appointments of the govern- 
ors -which have been made from their 
personal or political followers, have not 
felt nnder any obliga ions to the people 
but have generally fallen under the in- 
Huence of tho railroads. The result has 
been that the people have nnt received 
xolief duo them at the ha. .s of the 
•commission from exorbitant freight 
rates. The farmers, merchants and 
manufacturers -of the state have deter- 
mined to seek relief by electing these 
commissioners as they do all other 
stato officers, and have commenced the 
agitation of this question in earnest. 
They aTO determined to support no 
man for tho legislature before the 
democratic primaries and convention 
■who does not pledge himself to aid in 
tho passage of a law giving the people 
the right to elect the railroad commis- 
sion, and having the commission- 
's paid by the state and favoring the 
enaotment of laws giving the commis- 
sion authority to establish and main- 
tain reasonable freight rates on 
uhipments within the state. 

No sooner had the people commenc- 
ed this agitation than the L. & N. 
Railroad Company, through its attor- 
ney, Capt. J. M. Falkner, declared 
■war upon them as shown by his inter- 
view in the Birmingham News of July 
■9th, in which he save in substance 
that that railroad would fight this 
movement with all the weapons that 
are recognized as foir in political 
•warfare; that the road will come out 
boldly in the opeu field and make the 
issne before the people. He further 
said: "The men who are behind this 
have annonuced that they will exact 
pledges from caudida'es for the legis- 
lature" and that "The Jj. & N. people 
will put some questions to the candi- 
dates, too." 

What these questions -will be, we 
are not informed. The only appro- 
priate qwesliou i*: Are you in favor 
of the railroads and against the peo- 
ple? We are anxious f..r this question 
to be put to and answered by every 
candidate. Capt. Falkner further 
threatenes to mass the employes oi 
the railroad company aud throw thein 
in the coining eiection against the 
people on this question He char- 
acterizes the leaders of this movement 
who have patronised his road for 
yea"8 as sore heads, aud says they do 
not repres i.t the people, aud if not 
actuated by ha e toward the railroads, 
they are moved by selfishness, an 1 
says that the savings from reduc d 
freight rates woald be pat in some- 
body's pocliei aud that tho consumer 
•would not get the benefit. He lur- 
ther thie.ite.u8 the people by saying: 
"If the movement continues to grow 
the railroad- ot Alabama will be but 
obeying the law of sell dofense in lin- 
ing up against it; there has been no 
eoncert of action yet by the railroads 
but that is nievitiib e uuder the con- 
tingency winch I have stated."

ACCEPTS GATJGE OP BATTLE. 

"Resolved, That wo accept the 
gauge of battle cast by this, our form- 
er servant, but now our would-be 
master; and while we regret the neces- 
sity of such a contest and engage in it 
with no spirit of captions opposi ion 
to railroads, as we recognize them, 
when properly controlled, to be useful 
auxiliaries in the development aud 
growth of our country, we, however, 
enter into it with hope and determina- 
tion, pledging to the cause our ear- 
nest support.

If the people of Alubama have suf 
licie t intelligence to select by bal.ot 
a 1 the other statej aud county officers, 
why haven't they the intelligence and 
capacity to select the railroad com 
missiouers? Why are they singled oui 
and the people deprived of tne right 
to vote for them unless it is t at th. y 
want to remove thein so far from ilu 
people that they will have no sympa 
thy for nor interest in the people? 

The right to fix a freight rate gives 
the right to tax that wmch the. people 
produce and consume, and the people 
are rt quired, iudireutly, to pay t is 
tax every day in the year. 

Should this taxing power be tin- 
luui ed and unrestrained? Should 
no the people i ave tho right to say 
through a comuiitti-iou eltoted b> 
lheir votes, to these foreign owners of 
railroads exercising this taxing power: 
" t hus far shult thou go, and no 
further?'' 

Let the people see that candidates 
for the legislature pledge themselves 
to aid them in this tight, it elected, 
before giving them their support.

The doctor wrote him a stinger and re- 
fused to ma?:e a retraxit, but would ac- 
cept his challenge and fight him until 
Hades froze over, and as the fighting 
code gave the challenged party choice 
of weapons and time and place and dis- 
tance he should choose rifles at long 
range and the next 29th day of Febru- 
ary as the time and the other fellow 
must stay where he was and shoot over 
this way and he (the doctor) would 
stay here and shoot over that way and 
both must aim high so as not to hit 
anybody between them.

He left little babies 
around ever anci anon and when one 
came to our house the old cook told us 
where he get them and she slyly point- 
ed to his corporosity. He had a little 
office on the street and a few she'ves 
with bottles on them containing calo 
mel, sal's and castor oil, senna and 
cammomile and Peruvian bark, balsam 
of copaiba, and such simple things, 
and in the corner was a skeleton in a 
box that stood unriEht. wbh a screw 

in the skull, and sometimes the little, 
long door was open and we school chil 
dren cou d peep in and then run for 
our livts. It was an awful sight. But 
the old doctor got too old and fat to 
practice and sent to New York foi 
lis nephew, Dr. Philo D. Wildman, e 
student of Valentine Mott, the gre.al 
Vew York physician and surgeon. He 
vas as smart as his tutor and went tc 
utting and slashing our people just 
ike killing hogs. He straightened 
;ross eves and sowed, no hare, lins arri . 



cut stones out ol bladders. The ago- 
nizing f-screams of noor little John 
Thompson, my schoolmate, still haunt 
me, for he was simply dying of stone 
in the bladder and the doctor cut it 
out. It was as largo as a pigeon egg, 
and the little boy got well. My broth- 
er and Jim Craig studied under Wild- 
man, and when they wanted a stiff 
they would go out to tho Rcdland 
grave yard in the night and dig up a 
fresh buried corpse and haul it to a 
little room back of their office and cut 
it up and boil It down and make a 
skeleton of the bones. I went with 
them one night s-d ''lined tiiem to dig 
up a ne^io, out somebody rocked us as 
we were taking it out and we had to 
run for our lives, for they threatened 
to shoot. That satisfied mo with the 
business and I never went again. 

But our little town wasn't big enough 
for Wildman and so ho moved to Co- 
lumbus and made a great reputation. 
About that time the yellow fever vis- 
ited Savannah, and Wildman. believed 
he could stamp it out and that he was 
immune, but he wasn't. He took the 
fever right away and died. It is a cu- 
rious coincidence that three doctors 
from our town went to Savannah to 
fight the fever and every one of then? 
took it aud died. 

But I was ruminating about the suf- 
fering and agony that the advance in 
surgery and physic has saved mankind 
and I rejoice that Crawford Long has 
been given the first place in the Hall 
of Fame. I was at school in Athens 
when his discovery was made, but the 
magnitude of it was not realized until 
long after. I was one of the" first to 
have a tooth extracted by the use of 
his lethean. 

Let me rest a while, for 1 am weak 
and nervous, and, as Byron said — 

"My visions lit less palpably before 
me." 

I have just enjoyed a good, long let- 
ter from my old school mate, Nathan 
Crawford, of Lincoln-ton. He is the 
honored school commissioner of the 
county and will dio In harness, I reck- 
on. He is in his eightieth year, but 
v/e were classmates, for he was one c4 
those sure and slow boys, while I was 
precocious and uncertain. Only three 
of us left now, for Tom Alexander is 
living at Ptorne. Nathan writes a good, 
old-fashioned, cheerful letter, and 
says that he never stole Frank Alex- 
ander's watermelons, and hints that it 
was Overton Young and a boy of my 
name. The only reason that he didn't 
steal them was that he boarded with 
Mr. Alexander and got plenty without 
stealing. It is too late now for him to 
assume a saintly morality, for Tom 
and I stili live to testify. But it was 
a good letter and the memory of Nat 
Crawford is always comforting and re- 
freshing.

CYCLONES AND CYCLONE CELLARS. 



M*mta of Protection Utilized in tlie Wftfll 
— WimlRiorms Ilecl'eftflilig'a 

Recent disturbances by volcanic 
eruption in the island of Martinique 
bring out in full measure the sympa- 
thy of the residents cf the cyclone 
district of the southwest. The cyclone 
is by far the worst form of disaster 
that visits this country, coming at 
unexpected times and dealing death 
and destruction in such widespread 
manner. 

When the summer days bring waves 
of heat across the stretches of hot sod 
then the residents of the prairie wesi 
begin to cast their eyes to the wina- 
ward. They arc watching the forma- 
tion of the clouds, and he who could 
not distinguish a cyclone back from 
any other is indeed a tenderfoot. 
Then the cry of warning is carried 
across the plains, and the members 
of every family make for their cyclone 
cellars. These cellars diffar in various 
communities. The popular cyclone 
cellar on the plains of western Kan- 
sas where cyclones a few years ago 
were almost a daily occurrence, are 
ordinary sod house's, built low and 
strong. 

In the Russian communities of Kan- 
sas these cyclone houses serve as the 
family residence the year around. 
Tbey are about seven feet high, and 
built exceptionally strong. The roof-3 
ere slanting, and the houses a.T& set 
to the wind, that is, the ends are faced 
toward the east and west. 

In Oklahoma every farmhouse is 
backed up by a cave, a hola dug into 
the ground and covered by an earthen 
rcof. Some farmers have gone so far 
in protec+ing themselves aerainst cy- 
clores that they have a small cannon 
haded with salt and buckshot, which 
is fired into the whirling clouds as 
they approach. This has been known 
to turn the course of a storm. It is a 
common event to dismiss school on the 
plains of Oklahoma when a bank of 
deads besrins to rise in the southwost. 
These wind and rain storms are be- 
coming more uncommon every day, 
and it is believed that the planting of 
trees and se+tlement of t""e barren sod 
r-^s bad much to do with It. Before 
Oklahoma was thoroughly well settled 
dozens of cyclores wee reported every 
dav in the hot months. The writer 
was in Newkirk one day in the early 
period of that town's existence and 
caw seven cyclones form in the aftcr- 
roon. All of them followed tho course 
of the Arkansas river, and "struck" 
in the Osatre Irdi^n re'ervatinn, far 
to the westward. — New York Tribune.

Are Unjustly Discriminated 
Against by Railroads. 



ARGUMENTS FOR POPULAR ELECTION 



Of Railroad Commissioners 
Directed to the Aofricul- 
turalists of the State. 



Statement made by Frank S. White, 
State Chairman of the Farmers', 
Merchants' and Laborers' Associ- 
ation of Alabama. 



Alabama has had a railroad com- 
mission composed of three members 
for more than twenty years; they have 
been appointed by the governor, 
their salaries have been paid by the 
railroads and no adequate laws have 
been passed giving them the neces- 
sary authority to regulate freight 
rates and to prevent extortion and 
unjust discrimination. 

This system has proven a complete 
failure: first, the commissioners have 
been appointed by the governors gen- 
erally, either to reward them for some 
political service rendered or to place 
them under obligations so as to 
obtain political service from them in 
the future; second, they were paid 
by the railroads and did not feel under 
any obligations to the people ; third, 
if they had been disposed to relieve 
the people from the oppression under 
which they were suffering they had no 
sufficient power under the law to do 
so. 

The farmers, merchants and con- 
sumers of the state have decided to 
aj^peal to the people of Alabama for 
relief and are urging the people in the 
cooiiug primaries and conventions 
throughout the state to support only 
o uididates for the lower house and the 
senate of the next legislature who will 
enrnestly work to give them relief by 
passing a law requiring these railroad 
commissioners to be elected by the 
people, have their salaries paid by the 
^ateandwho will aid in enacting 
laws conferring npon the commission- 
ers sufficient authority to enable them 
to prevent extortion, unjust discrimi- 
nation an 1 to establish and maintaiD 
fair and reasonable freight rates. 

The farmers of Alabama, are more 
numerous than all other classes com- 
biiiod ; they pay more taxes, they io 
more public service, their labors con- 
tribute more to the general welfare 
than do all other classes combined; 
they ought to receive greater consider- 
ation, and yet receive less than any 
:>ther class. If the farmers of Alabama 
are made prosperous all other classes 
will receive the benefit; if they are not 
prosperous all other classes will 
-uffer. They pay more freight to 
railroads than all other classes com- 
bined, therefore they ought to receive 
it the hands of the railroads the most 
liberal treatment, yet they have had 
imposed upon them by the rail- 
roads greater extortion and have 
:>een more unjustly discriminated 
igainst than any other class; they have 
never been given a freight rate by the 
railroads that would enable them to 
*hip their products to the cities within 
the state so as to compete with farmers 
iu other states. The result is that our 
'"nrmers in south Alabama, who could 
readily supply the cities with early 
:uelons, fruits and garden products, 
nave been driven out of the market by 
the shippers from Florida and southern 
Georgia, the black belt and the Ten- 
nessee val'ey have never been given 
i rate by the railroads that would 
enable them to put their corn, oats and 
bay into the cities, and especially in 
the rapidly developing mineral sec- 
tions so as to enable them to c mpete 
with the states north and west of us. 
The result is that the markets of 
Alabama are snpplied with corn, hay, 
aats and other food products from 
Kansas, Texas aud other agricultural 
states. The farmers in all other sec- 
tions of the state have never been 
given a freight, rate by the railroads 
ripon their farm and girden products 
which would enable them to ship to 
the cities of the state and compe.e 
with like productions from other 
states. The products are being sup- 
plied our cities from other states to 
tha exclusion of our own people. The 
railroads, by giving the farmers of 
other states this advantage have pre 
vented our farmers from diversifying 
♦ heir crops, and have forced them to 
raise cotton alone and leave off these 
other more valuable crops, when it is 
well ^nowu that the more cotton we 
raise, the less we get for it. 

Within the last month a farmer from 
Tickets county, Alabama, shipped 
from Carrolltou, in that county, a car 
load of Irish potatoes to Birmingham.

ton is about 100 miles from Binning- [ 
ham. At the same time the railroads j 
were charging Kaunas and Michigan 
farmers at the rate of 27 certs per 
bushel, the distance rauging from (V.HI 
to 80!) miles. In other words, the; 
were charging the Michigan and Kan 
B as farmers only a little over one-Wit 
what they were charging the I' client 
county farmers, and were ^hippiuf. 
their products six or eight lini-s a: 
far. 

The freight on this car load of po 

tatoes from Pickens county was $111,- 
60. This farmer not only lost all the 
supposed profits on his potatoes, but 
lost the potatoes themselves, and aftet 
paying the freight he was in debt be- 
tween $30 and $40. The railroads, no 
doubt, have a perfect (?) explanation 
for this transaction. They have not. 
however, made it yet. 

A barrel of flour can be shipped 
from Mt. Vernon, Indiana, to Bir- 
mingham, Ala., for 40 cents, a 
distance of about 600 miles, but the 
railroads charge 46 cents to ship the 
same barrel of flour from Birmingham 
to Bear Creek, in this state, a distance j 
of a little over 100 miles. 

On the Central of Georgia Railroad 
in Georgia they charge on shipments 
from Macon to Fort Valley, hay 7 1«2 
cents a hundred and meat 12 cents a 
hundred. The same road charges in j 
Alabama from Birmingham to Ster- I 
retts, the same distance, on hay 18 I 
cents, and meat, IScents per hundred. I 
This same road ships from Macon to 
Howard, in Georgia, hay at 11 cents 
and meat at 15 cents per hundred. In 
Alabama the same road charges from 
Birmingham to Tramels (2 miles less 
distance) hay at 22 cents and meat at 
20 cents por hundred. In Georgia 
this road charges from Macon to Co- 
lumbus, hay 15 12 cents and meat 19 
cents per hundred. In A'abama the 
same road charges from Birmingham 
to Dadeville, hay 29 cents and meat 
23 cents. The above rates are all in 
less than car load lots. 

It will be seen from the above that 
the merchants and farmers in Alabama 
for the same service pay from 20 to 
100 per cent higher freight rate on the 
same railroad than do the people of 
the adjoining state of Georgia. 

Numerous other instances might be 
mentioned, but these are sufficient to 
demonstrate the unfair way in whioh 
the Alabama farmer is discriminated 
against in favor of farmers in other 
states. 

It is needless to say the farmers of 
Alabama are growing poorer every d^ 
under these exactions, yet they are* 
working hard and denying their fami- 
lies everything except the bare neces 
sities of life. 

How can the merchant and other 
classes in Alabama prosper, when 
there is no prosperity among the 
farmers; upon whose success does the 
prosperity and develop a^ent of all 
ather trades and industries depend? 

The railroads cannot sacsjssfully 
ieny that the farmers in Georgia have 
iocal freight rates for their products 
to cities in that state, and to cities of 
ather states, at a very much lower 
freight rate thau the farmers of Ala- 
bama have. Neither can they deny 
that the country merchants, and mer- 
chants in the smaller towns in Ala- 
bama, pay from 20 to 100 per cent 
higher freight rates for the same 
service, than do the country merohants 
in Georgia . 

Is it not time for the farmers of 
Alabama to arouse themselves and co- 
operate with the merchants of the 
state who are helping to make this 
fight for an elective railroad commis- 
sion? Indeed, is it not time for the 
entire people of Alabama to see the 
injustice that is being done the farm- 
ers and merchants of #he state, and 
through them the injustice to all the 
people. 

You are told by the railroads that 
you are not competent to elect by di- 
rect vote these railroad oommis~ 
siouers. This means either that you 
are wanting in patriotism or in sense- 

Don't let any mau contend to your 
face that you do not love yonr coun- 
try or that you are a fool. Make 
every candidate for the lower house 
and for the senate before you give him 
your support declare in unmistakable 
terms his position on this issue. 

The following are some of the rea- 
sons: 

1st. They are the servants of the 
people and the peopie should be all 
ijwed to select their servants. 

2nd. They are created by law to 
prevent railroads from oppressing the 
people. The people should be per- 
mitted to select those whe are to stand 
between them and oppression. 

3rd. A commission elected by the 
people will reduce freight rates, and 
thereby reduce the cost of living and 
increase the value of the products of 
d make the farmer and laborer 



4th. The railroads want high 
freight rates — they oppose an elective 
commission, they fear such a com- 
mission will reduce rates. 

5th. The people elect justices of 
the supreme court and all other 
state and county officers — why 
not allow them to elect railroad com- 
missioners? 

6th. If railroads have the power b* 
the imposition of freight rates to tax 
every thing the people produce and 
consume they should be permitted to 
elect a commission to stand between 
them and the railroads to prevent ex- 
orbitant taxatiou. 

7th. The farmers, merchants and 
manufacturers of Alabama can only be 
prosperous when they have a fair 
freight rate; a commission elected by 
the people will insure fair freight 
rates. 

8th. It has been openly charged 
iu the press and not denied by the 
railroads that local freight rates in 
Alabama are from 40 to 100 per cent 
higher than ttiey are in Ueorgia — 
Georgia has a railroad commissioa 
friendly to the people--the people of 
Alabama, if allowed to vote directly, 
would elect a commission friendly to 
their interests and local freight rates 
would be equalized with those of 
Georgia. 

9th. For twenty years tha people 
of Alabama have waited in vain on 
railroad commissions appointed by 
governors and paid by railroads to 
give them relief against unjust freight 
rates — the people want a change — the 
railroads do not. A change cannot 
hurt the people. See that candidates 
for the legislature are pledged to exert 
themselves to give the people the 
right to elect railroad commissioners 
and have them paid by the state before 
you vote for them in the primary.

| bully was subdued oti a rail 
road train by a courageous 
£ conductor Is told in the Balti- 
more Suit by D. E. Monroe, of the Bal- 
timore hr.r. Mr. Monroe was coming 
eastward ovt r the Atchison Railroad 
one night iu the fall of 1877. The train 
stopped at Dodge City, which was then 
the most important point for the ship- 
ment of cattle in Southwest Kansas. 
Some of the worst characters on the 
frontier made their headquarters 
there. A number of passengers of the 
true frontier type boarded the train. 

Among them was a fellow who par- 
ticularly attracted my attention be- 
cause of his burly form aud coarse, 
and I could not but think, cowardly 
features. He wore a suit of buckskin 
profusely adorned with a fringe of the 
same material. '"Bully"' was written 
in his unattractive face and was shown 
in his every movement. 

The conductor of the train, a very 
courteous and efficient man, rather 
small of stature, named Bonder, some 
time after leaving Dodge City, came 
through the car collecting fares. Bend- 
er had some nasal trouble, which made 
it appear when he spoke that he was 
talking through his nose. He drawled 
out his words very slowly, and alto- 
gether his utterances were rather droll. 
He approached the Dodge City bully 
and asked for life ticket. 

"Got no ticket," he said, surlily. 

"'Where are you going?'' drawled 
Bender. 

"Coin" where I please .and it's none 
of your business where I'm goiu'," re- 
plied the bully. 

"You've got to pay your fare or get 
oif this train: and I want to know how 
far you are going," again demanded 
Bender. 

"I tell you I'm not tellin' you or 
any one else where I'm goin'!" replied 
the bully, at the same time placing his 
right hand on one of the two revolvers 
of large calibre conspicuously dis- 
played in his belt. 

The bully during the colloquy had 
emphasized his words with the coars- 
est profanity. The other passengers 
in the car became a little excited, and 
were evidently curious to see what the 
end would be. 

When the bully thus threateningly 
gave his ultimatum Bender eyed him 
coolly for a moment in silence, then 
passed on, collecting his fares. In per- 
haps a half hour Bender came into the 
car from the direction of the express 
car with a double-barreled shotgun, 
cocked ,and before the bully had time 
to offer any show of defense Bender 
had him covered, the muzzle of the gun 
being within two feet of the bully's 
face. 

"Now where are you going?" said 
Bender, coolly drawling out the ques- 
tion through the nose. 

"I'm goin' to get off," replied the 
thoroughly cowed bully. 

A brakeman pulled the bell cord and 
the train came to a halt. Bender, keep- 
ing his man covered with the cocked 
gun. followed him until he saw him 
jump from the steps of the car into 
the darkness, at least twenty miles 
from the nearest station. Then the 
train moved on and the passengers set- 
tled into a normal quiet. 



A Waiter's Perilous Wait. 

Robert Rosevere, a waiter at the Ho- 
tel Metropole, Avalon, Cal., was res- 
cued from death after a terrible ex- 
perience of more than forty-eight 
hours on the south side of Santa Cata- 
lina Island. 

He went across the island alone to 
hunt for shells. When he did not re- 
turn at night searching parties started 
out and hunted for him till midnight. 
The search was continued Friday by 
several island guides and a launch trip 
made around the island, scanning the 
beach, but no trace of the missing man 
was found. On the third day, how 1 - 
ever, by mere chance, a party of res- 
cuers caught sight of him lying on a 
narrow shelf of rock jutting out from 
a high bluff. He had attempted to de- 
scend to the water's edge, and in doing 
so had fallen about fifty feet and 
lodged on the shelf of rock. He was 
so severely injured as to be helpless. 
There he lay. with the hot sun beating 
on him all the afternoon, with an ab- 
rupt precipice of 150 feet just beyond. 
His water bottle had been broken in 
the fall and his suffering was extreme. 
Darkness tame and his sufferings were 
intensified by the nipping night air. 
Another day and night passed and his 
anguish of mind, coupled with his in- 
juries, had thrown him into a raging 
fever. This was heightened by his see- 
ing one of the band of rescuers at a 
distant point Friday while in his help- 
less condition, but lie was unable to 
ittract his attention. 

His rescue involved great difficulty 
and much danger. The rescuing party, 
four in number, were supplied with 
ropes, with which they let one another 
down to where Rosevere lay, and then 
in turn were pulled up again with the 
wounded man. Rosevere is suffering 
severely, and has a high fever, but. 
being naturally healthy and robust, it 
is thought he will recover. 



An AlasKan Llfc-Snver. 

Sergeant Josef Froelich had an ex- 
citing adventure, iu which he played 
the role of a life-saver.

Josef was out boatriding in company 
with Mrs. Duncan McCalie. the wife ol 
Dune McCabe, the best blacksmith 
on the bay. 

Mrs. McCabe is not a light woman 
by any means, and during some femi- 
nine movement lost her balance and 
upset the boat, causing both of its oc- 
cupants to be precipitated into the icy 
waters of the bay. Other boats were 
near, but the parties were so confused 
by the novel sight thai they did not 
know what to do. Josef, with great 
coolness and presence of mind, saved 
Mrs. McCabe from a watery grave by 
grasping her and taking her ashore. 
She did not look much the worse fof 
her trying experience. The fort's new 
wireless telegraphy system was 
brought into use and a message hastily 
sent to Dune for warm clothes. Our 
friend Josef had on his best suit, and 
it was utterly ruined. 

Mrs. Duncan McCabe. being a some- 
what heavy woman, displaced a con- 
siderable amount of water as she fell 
in the bay. At about the same time, 
Sergeant McIIugh, our provo, was 
walking along the beach nearly a mile 
from the scene of the accident, in com- 
pany with Sergeant Daggett. He was 
nearly drowned by the tidal wave that 
suddenly appeared, but was rescued by 
the timely action of his companion.

Fearless Scientist*. 

On the side of Mount Vesuvius, 
which has been comparatively quiet 
during the last few years, but may 
break out at any time, is an observa- 
tory. Here live some scientists whose 
task it is to study the volcano. Noth- 
ing can exceed, says Mr. Arthur Nor- 
way in "Naples, Past and Present," 
the value of the services rendered to 
scieuce by these gentlemen, who elect 
to spend their lives upon a spot which 
is always dreary and exposed to con- 
stant danger." 

The last great eruption of Vesuvius 
was in 1872. While it was proceeding 
the position of the courageous men in 
the observatory was rather glorioifs 
than safe. Vesuvius was "sweating 
fire," to use the words of Professor 
Palmieri, one of the scientists who was 
in the observatory at the time. 

"On the night of April 26," he writes, 
"the observatory lay between two tor- 
rents of fire. The heat was insuffer- 
able. The glass of the windows was 
hot and crackling. In all the rooms 
there was a smell of scorching." 

When one ponders on what is in- 
volved in these words, and learns that 
"'stones fell on the observatory of such 
size that the glass of the unshuttered 
windows was broken," one is ready 
with Mr. Norway "to take off his hat" 
to the stout hearts and keen intellects, 
to these "outposts of mankind," who 
do not merely dare danger occasion- 
ally, but live in the midst of it: who 
fear nothing that comes to them wh 
they serve the cause of science.

On.e hundred acres of land has been 
bought by the Birmingham Matinee 
club near East Lake on which it is 
proposed to build a standard mile 
track and a speedway one-half mile in 
length. The property cost $15,000 
and will be converted into a driving 
park. Another object of the club, and 
one which they expect to be of great 
benefit to Birmingham, is to erect a 
stable with 500 stalls in which horse 
owners from all parts of the country 
may winter their horses. By this it 
is hoped to make Birmingham one of 
greatest wintering places in the South 
for horses. Tho tracks will be finish- 
«d by April if the present plans of the 
elub are carried out. Races are to be 
held next fall.

Quit Work. 

New Orleans electric linemen struck 
August 1st for higher wages, affect- 
ing street railways, telephone and 
electric lights, as well as telegraph 
lines, even the linemen in tbe coun- 
try being called in. Only about 200 
men are involved, but the interests af- 
fected are very important. 

Negro Congress. 
The Negro Young Peoples' Chris- 
tian and Educational congress opened 
in Atlanta and will continue during 
the week. Plans for this conference 
have been made on an extensive scale 
and an attendance of between five and 
six hundred colored delegates is ex- 
pected. Prominent representatives 
of the race from every portion of the 
United States have signified their in- 
tention of being present, with a view 
of studying the problem of the salva- 
tion of the race.

At Memphis the precipita- 
tion for twenty four hours was 4.40 
inches, and at Arlington the downfall 
was 6. SO inches. In Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee crops were goner- 
ally benefitted, in a few localities the 
downpour was so violent as to destroy 
tho younger crops. News from every 
section of Arkansas tells of an unpre ■ 
cedented downpour of rain, in some 
localities approximating as high as 12 
inches in three days. Cotton is re- 
ported badly damaged in many places, 
and railroad traffic has been checked 
in some of the wesi ;rn and southern 
portions of the state. Thousands of 
acres of corn and cotton may be lost.

This increas-.e is accounted for by the 
reduction in the amount of cash on 
hand. Cash in the treasury amounted 
to 31,278,479,508 against which there 
are demand liabilities outstanding 
amounting to $924,504,999, leaving a 
cash balance of $353,974,590.

The professor thinks the mos- 
quitoes will die of starvation if people 
in general take kindly to his pills.

It is announced that the Mutual 
Life Insurance company of Kentucky 
will reinsure the company's risks in 
the Illinois Life Insurance company 
of Chicago, practically forming a con- 
solidation of tho two concerns. The 
Blutjial Life Insurance company is a 
Kentucky corporation, and has a 
large business in this state and the 
South. 

Oil in Georgia. 
There is great excitement at Rome, 
Ga. , over the discovery of oil at well 
No. 1 owned by the Flatswoods Oil 
company. At a depth of 850 feet it 
was noticed that the character of liquid 
being drawn Tip was very different 
from anything yet found and it smelled 
very offensively of oil. It is twelve 
per cent petrolium. The resulting 
water is highly sulphurated and re- 
sembles the blue lick water in charac- 
ter. 



Porto Ricans Lead Americans, 
The civil service commission tias 
expressed gratifieatidfc at the showing 
made by native Porto Ricans in the 
postal service examinations held in 
San Juan.

Hold an Important Conference in xSIr" 
miiigham. 

Probably the first representative 
meeting of the republican party in 
Alabama since the war, without a 
negro being present, was held Sat- 
urday in Birmingham. The meeting 
was also one of the first in many years 
in which there was not discord and 
wrangling. Thore was but one heated 
discussion during the whole confer- 
ence. It was a joint meeting of the 
Vaughan and Bingham factions to pro- 
mote harmony and a motion was pass- 
ed that the state committee request 
the, chairmen in the counties where 
there are two committees to get to- 
gether and harmonize things as far as 
possible, calling only one convention 
or primary. 

The conference passed a resolution 
asking that the executive committee 
call a state convention to meet in Bir- 
mingham early in September for the 
purpose of naming a republican ticket 
for all state offices, the representa- 
tives to this to be elected by those 
qualified to vote ander the new con- 
stitution. This throws the'iargerjportion 
of the negro representation out of the 
convention and has caussd a protest 
from that race which may reaclh the 
ears of the national executive com- 
mittee of the party. The negroes 
claim that the new constitution does 
uot deny them votes in primaries 
and one of their number stated that 
he would advise every negro in the 
black belt to have blood shed but what 
they were allowed to vote in this 
election of republican representatives 
to a republican convention. The ne- 
groes, he said, admit there is no pos- 
sibility of voting in the state elections 
unless they are qualified to 
vote under the new constitution. 
They will all vote for a democratic 
governor and other Btate officials if 
they are not. represented in the repub- 
lican convention.

SIXTEEN CONVICTS ESCAPE 

Prison Walls Blown Out by Dyn amit» 
in Tennessee Penitentiary. 
Armed with dynamite to blow hi* 
way out of prison, Gas Hyatt, th# 
train robber and desperado, led a des- 
perate band of sixteen convicts t» 
liberty from the Tennessee penitenti- 
ary Monday night. Fifteen of ths 
escaping party got entirely clear of tha 
premises, and only one, Ed Oarney, » 
safe blower sent up from Nashville, 
paid the penalty of death in the bold 
undertaking. Two were tracked down 
by bloodhounds and captured, but'ths 
rest of the prisoners had gotten so far- 
out of bonds that by midnight no trace 
of them could be had. Hyatt stood 
off the inside guard with a braoe of 
revolvers while the men preceded him. 
Six of the prisoners that got away 
were government men and the other* 
were state convicts. Posses with blood - 
kounds are in pursuit. 



City Visited by Destructive Confla- 
gration. Loss, $30,000. 

Marion was visited Saturday night 
by fire which threatened for awhile to 
destroy almost the entire business 
portion of the town. The fire broke 
out in the store of J. C. Lovelace & : 
Co. The Selma fire department waa j 
telephoned for but the flames had j 
been gotten under control before it 
reached there aud the train was nol 1 
unloaded. The Kiug hotel, the 
largest in town caught several times, 
but was saved by the bucket brigade. 
When the fire first broke out sufficient 
hose could not be obtained and al- 
most every merchant within two 
blocks moved his stock, causing con- 
siderable damage to the same. The 
entire contents of Lovelace's store was 
destroyed, together with the building. 
The loss to the firm alone on stock and 
building will amount to about $25,000 
partially insured. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. 



Gsal Land Deal. 
Saturday there was sold to the Mo- 
Cormick estate, of Harrisburg, Pa., 
something over 12,000 acres of coal 
lands situated at the junction of 
Walker, Winston and Marion counties. 
The purchase price paid was $160,000, 
all cash. There was included in the 
ileal about a thousand acres of the 
Montcvallo school lands for which the 
school secured a fair price. The 
property carries three seams. The 
Black creek, Jefferson and Lick creek 
teams, and is situated within two 
miles of the Southern aud three miles 
ef the Kansas City railroads, and the 
survey of the Mobile and West Ala- 
bama railroad runs directly through 
It. It is not known whether the prop- 
erty was bought for investment or for 
immediate working.

000. The building belongs to others 
and was valued at about 8-4,500; it 
was only partially destroyed. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery.

The knife blada 
passed through tbe bone of the nose 
and penetrated at least an inch and a 
half into the brain. Had this wound 
not caused death, another on the right 
leg which severed the large artery 
would have caused death. The negro 
in defense said: "Cotton knocked me 
down and fell on me and the knife." 
When asked how many times Cotton 
fell on him and tho knife, he replied: 
"Three or four times." Further 
than that he would not discuss the 
stabbing.

TO run VOTJSltM OP suklisy COUNTY'S 

Montevalio, Ala., August 4, 1902. 

HEAP SIR :— 

As a candidate for nomination as Representative to the 
Legislature, before tho approaching Democratic Primary, it 
does not comport Avith my ideas of propriety to personally 
canvass tin- voters in my own interest ; but in View of the ar- 
guments being used against my nomination, l deem it proper 
to statt; my position on certain questions, so that people may 
be informed of the same, and be able to put their own con- 
structions upon what I say, and not have to rely upon a state- 
ment tit second hand or to accept the construction or opinions 
of some one else in reaching their conclusions. 

Speaking generally, I fully recognize and would act upon 
the theory that a representative is but a servant, whose duty 
it is to ascertain and carry out the will of the people he is 
called to represent, it is, therefore, a position of great trust 
anil confidence-— one which the best of men may well feel hon- 
ored to occupy. 

The point, lias been made against, my nomination, that, as 
I "am a "railroad lawyer," I would be incapable of properly 
representing the people, especially as to the manner of select- 
ing the railroad commissioners. The people ha ve a right to 
require the election of those officers by themselves, and I 
would, if elected, vote their -sentiments on this subject as 
quickly and as cheerfully as on any other. It cannot be doubt- 
ed that the people of Shelby county are practically unanimous 
in wishing to have the railroad commissioners elected by the 
people, and I will, if elected,, vote for and use every honor- 
able effort to have enacted, a. law allowing them to do so, to- 
gether with adequate laws to attain the -ends of the constitu- 
tion, which makes it the duty of the Legislature "to pass laAvs 
from time to time, regulating freight and passenger tariffs ; 
to prohibit unjust, discriminations on the various railroads, 
canals and rivers of the State, and to prohibit, the charging of 
other than just and reasonable rates, and enforce the same by 
adequate penalties." 

I have been giA T en to understand that the Columbiana - 
Calera court house question will be made an issue ; that I will 
be regarded as a candidate in favor of Columbiana and my op- 
ponent as in favor of Calera. It. is my opinion that, in view 
of the new Constitution thisquestioncannot.be properly made 
an issue and that its only effect, if injected in the campaign 
will be to endanger the success of the ticket Ave may nominate 

Among the subjects upon which the Legislature cannot 
pass a special or local law is, the "changing or locating a 
'county seat" — Constitution, Sec. 104, sub-div. (11). My un- 
derstanding is that the argument is made that a laAV applying 
to the whole county would be general and not local, and that 
the ptissage of a special law providing for tin election on the 
question of removing the court, house of Shelby County, so as 
to bring uj) the contest between Columbiana and CalerajWonhl 
not contravene the Constitution, but the constitution itself 
defines the terms so that they cannot be misunderstood. Sec. 
11.0 reads in part : "A general law • within the meaning of 
this article is a law which applies to the whole State ; a local 
InAv is a law which applies to any political sub-division of the 
State less than the whole. " It is made the duty of the Legis- 
lature to pass general laws for the cases enumerated in Sec. 
104, and I can conceive of no general law on the subject that 
would not leave the question to an election by the people. I 
sincerely think that only hai'in to tho nominee of the party 
can come by making an issue on a question that cannot be 
legislated upon. 

There are many questions of great interest to the people 
that I might in a proper manner dwell upon, such tis the bet- 
terment of our common school 'facilities, but space in a letter 
is lacking and I apprehend that in those matters there would 
be no difference of opinion among us. I have merely at- 
tempted in this to state plainly my position on the questions 
in regard to which the propriety of my nomination has been 
questioned, and only for the purpose of informing tho voters 
where I stand.

In 1S63-G4 a great treasv&T, to the | able precaution &i«ouM be- taken to 
value of near!y°oDe million dollars in 
cold coin and bullion, was recovered 
from the wreck of cue Pacific mail 
steamship, Golden Gate. I have the 
story direct ftorn one of the principal 
men of the cnterprl.se. During the pe- 
riod which elapsed between the dis- 
covery of gold in California and the 
establishment of transcontinental traf- 
fic, the custom was to ship coin and 
bullion from San Francisco to the Isth- 
mus of Panama, across which it was 
< arried to Asuintvall, now Colon, on 
ihc Atlantic. Then; it would be re- 
i-.hipped to its denization in the Unit- 
ed Si-ates or Europe. 

Thus in .Tul? , lSdL', the tide-wheel 
steamship. Golden Gate, was en route 
from San Francitco to Panama, carry- 
ing more than five hundred passen- 
gers and a large amount cf irsneiure. 
While running along the v; c coast 
of Mexico, about two miles offshore, 
she was discovered to be afire. She 
was headed for the beach, and when 
nho struck the fire had to enwrapped 
her that all on board were forced to 
fling themselves into the surf. There 
was a vicious undertow. Two hundred 
and twenty-eight people were lost, and 
of the vessel herself, in a short time 
nothing remained in sight except some 
of the tall machinery. 

After the wreck became known it' 
was annoumed that there had been 
a million and a half dollars' worth of 
f.old in the treasure-room of the Gol- 
iren Gate. The underwriters sent 
skilled divers to the scene to attempt 
the recovery of this treasure. 

The divers, after a prolonged ex- 
amination, reported that the vessel 
had croken in two at the treasure- 
!oom, and that tile gold had been 
buried to deep in the sand, through 
the combined action of the surf and 
ihe undertow, that the rece\ >ry of any 
portion of it was imucssi > The un- 
derwriters thereupon abandoned the 
attempt. 

A number of adventurous spirits in 
San Francisco, upon learning of this 
report, determined to make personal 
examination of the wreck. This they 
did iu August. 18G2, and corroborated 
Ihe report of the previous 'livers. 

A second expedition wont down, and 
although not successful, brought back 
reports that furnished encouragement 
frr a third, which started from San 
J.-'rancisco in October, 1SG3. 

This expedition sailed in two schoon- 
ers, tho R. B. Potter, a former pilot- 
boat of seventy tons, and the Naiad, 
a 1'ttlc craft of thiity tons previously 
used for collecting gull3' eggs from 
ihe Farallonc Islands There wevj 
ten men on each vessel, including div- 
ers and engineers, and there was all 
ihe necessary apparatus. 

The diving apparatus was put into 
shape, the two schooners were moored 
at a safe distance from the breakers; 
the air -.pump, with its attendants, 
was placed in position on the launch: 
Ssnti r>r:e of the divers, in his submar- 
ine suit, dropped over the side, but 
did net vanish. Since the water was 
bin icv.? fathoms, deep and clear . as 
crystal, he could easily be seen as he 
walked along the bottom toward the 
wre X. A stream of air-bubbles rose 
behind him. and fish and sharks fled 
from him in every direction. 

A:- he appioachecl the wreck and 
found shallower water with each step, 
it was scon that the furious surf and 
the undertow forced him bv degrees 
to sloop until he was crawling along 
on r.li 'fours. When he was directly 
over the wreck he began to employ 
ihc ingenious apparatus to which the 
adventurers looked for success. 

This apparatus consisted of a brass 
pipe, with a nozzle two and one-half 
in'. s in diameter, which was at- 
tached to five hundred feet of hois? 
leading to a steam-pump on board the 
Knit.:!. A continuous stream of wa- 
ter, as powerful as that from a fire- 
rnj nc, was to be forced through the 
I t and thK it was bored, would 
roll :ho sand to such a state that the 
<!iver could grad ia'ly settle down into 
it and lay held ef the treasure.

Both, diver, 1 , dei cendeu on the second 
day. but after considerable time re- 
appeared with no more encouraging 
news tlian that one of them had got 
down into the sand to the depth of 
his armpits withouc discovering any- 
thing. During the following week 
the search went on with no success. 
The divers found tl-ui the stream from 
the hose did not thin the sana enough 
to enable them to bend down in it 
and grope about their feet. The stream , 
mud:; r. hole for them to :;!nk in, but it i 
was not wide enough 1o stoop in. and j 
it was filled with a mixture of sand 
and water, ready to "set" tho moment 
the stream should stop. So the men 
employed rheir feet an hands, groping 
about for the treasure-boxes. 

The time passed thus until Thanks- 
giving day. Then the hope3 of the 
party, who had ventured most of their 
savings in the enterprise, were very 
low, but the divers were encased as 
usual for their regular descents. On 
this morning one of them remarked: 
"Boys, I am going to touch the coal 
today if I have to go my full length 
for it. We're needing srmelhir.g spe- 
cial to co thankful for."' 

It was three hours before he signaled 
to stop the pump. With their expec- 
tations roused by his unusual stay, the 
ethers waited eageriy for a signal to 
send down a bag of such implements 
as the diver might need to assist him 
in raising a box of treasure. A small, 
fiat boat, containing two men and 
grapnels, ice-tcngs and such imple- 
ments, was always kept moored over 
the spot where the diver was at work. 
Soon the hope: of those above were 
destroyed by the announcement that 
the diver was coming to the surface. 
The diver, however, had planned a 
most agreeable disappointment He 
who tells me this story remembers 
being struck' by the fact that as the 
diver ascended the ladder to the sicb 
of the launch, he used but one hand 
to assist himself When lie emerged, 
his friends saw a package under one 
of his arms, and this he handed up to 
those on board. . 

The box, abc.it a foot long, eight 
inches in width and four in d:pth. 
was carried over to t"? Potter, onened. 
and found to contain three thousand 
five hundred dollars in gold coin. 

To obtain this box the diver had 
been obliged to sink himself until the 
top of his head was just level with the 
surface of the sand. Feeling some- 
thing hard beneath him, he worked it 
about for a long time with his feet, 
until finally, with the assistance of 
some hooks he had carried down with 
him. he had raised it to a point where 
ho could get his hand on it. While 
there he had tent up several signals of 
assurance, which his tenders had 
never received, no doubt because his 
life-line had been buried in the firm 
sand which surrounded the roily hole. 

Great progress was now made, the 
next day, with the assistance of grap- 
nels and bags, more treasure was 
discovered, and then, day after day, 
two. three, and even four boxes, con- 
taining various amounts, were ex- 
tricated from the sand by the labor 
of both divers. With each box they 
had to mount slowly out of the hole 
they had bored, and allow the sand 
to fill in and harden behind them. 

Elated with success, the divers, as 
war, natural, relaxed their precautions 
a little, until one of them had a peril- 
ius adventure. Standing over the 
wreck, he was boring his excavation 
with the hose and sinking rapidly 
into the sand as usual. 

Just as he got down to his shoulders, 
the butt of the hose was suddenly torn 
from his grasp by the surf. As he 
groped about on the sand expecting to 
fel it, he remembered with ashockthat 
before beginning operations he had 
neglected the customary precaution of 
attaching the hose to his belt by a 
lanyard. The whole thing had been 
washed far beyond his reach. 

Almost instantly ihe sand, no longer 
loosened by the stream of water, began 
tc harden lound him. and be realized 
the full horror of his situation. 

So quickly was he embedded that the 
use cf his arms was soon lost; noth- 
ing protruded from the solid sand ex- 
cept his helmeted head, hands and 
wrists. With his life-line buried and 
his arms powerless, he was unable to 
make any signal for relief to those 
above, who were quite unaware of his 
dreadful situation. Besides al] this, 
owing to the disturbance created 
atound him by the rurf and the un- 
dertow, he might a3 well have been 
blind for all that 1m: could see. 

The pressure of sand on his chest 
was so severe that he began to lore 
breath, and re-icr.ed bim;:P!f to the 
jp'cdy, agonising drath which' ap- 
peared inevitable. Nearly ev misted, 
be felt roniclhing touch one of hi: 
hands. It wat; the bight of the ho.-e, 
which, in washing ebout over ;he hot- 
ton, had struck against bin. — a thing 
not. likely to happen once in a thou^- 
. and times. 

Gripping this with his hand, h 5 
slowly cdg"d it along, bit by bit. un- 
til finally he got hold of the butt and 
Ihe nozzle itself. With groat difr.eul- 
y be tamed Ihe stream of vvarer into 



the sand, and freed iirrt one arm. then 
the other, and gradually the whole 
itpi>ir part of bis body. 

Through the remainder of the day 
be was prostrated, but he n luckily 
v ent ba> k to the work the next day, 
and from that rime on there was no 
lack of precaution on his part. 

A later incident, la which the other 
diver figured, indicates well to what a 
d<-gree the success of the expedition 
was due to ihe pluck, persistence and 
lard work of the divers. In raising 
cue large box of treasure from the hole 
in tic' sand, the.- tongs by which 1m 
held it slipped, and ripped the cover 
entirely off the box while it was yet a 
ftot from the top of the hole 

But by tho greatest care and pain3 
he anally succeeded in resting it on 
the level saad outside the hole with- 
out spilling a single coin. It was 
hauled up to the boat in a bag, and 
found to contain nearly thirty thous- 
and dollars. Of course the weight of 
these boxes in the mixture of sand and 
water was far less than it would have 
been in the air. 

Uninterrupted by other incidents, 
Ihe work of recovery went on until tho 
first of January, when the increase of 
surf, with the change of season, made 
further operations impossible. The 
last box of treasure was extricated on 
Cbristroa.i day, and although regular 
trips below were made daily during 
the week that followed, no more boxes 
were brought to the surface. Then 
the men stopped their work and left 
the spot, fully intending to repeat the 
operations in the following year: but 
during the winter the party scattered 
far and wide, and weie never reunit- 
ed. 

Many schemes for obtaining the rest 
of the treasure, by dredging, building 
breakwaters or inserting coffer-dams, 
have been talked about, but no one 
has yet recovered a dollar of what 
the San Francisco sailormen failed to 
lift; nor has any one produced a 
scheme which, in the opinion of the 
man who told me this story, will war- 
rant the outlay of the capital neces- 
sary to secure what is left of the 
treasure of the Golden Gate.— Youth's 
Companion.

Two Men Killed, One Fatally Injured 
and Scores Hurt. 



JOE GODDAf^D, PUGILIST, SLAIN 



Thp Kcaalt of Factional I>:^erenccs :*t th« 
I-'rlniRTirs in New Jeraej — Gotldard At- 
tacked !i Constable With a Kat, Wlin 
Shot Him in Self-Defense— AnothoJ 
ConstuMn Stabbed Many Times. 

Camden. X. J. — Two men were 
killed, another was fatally injured and 
scores received broken heads and 
bruised bodi.'S as a result of the bitter 
factional fight in the Republican party 
in the First District for delegates to 
the Congressional Convention at Wood- 
bury. One of the dead is Joe Gotl- 
dard, the heavy weight pugilist. Tho 
other is a man named John P. K. Scott, 
supposed to be a Philadelphia repeater. 
Patrolman Harry Miiler was cut acrosj 
the abdomen antl almost disemboweledi 

The fisht for degelates was between 
the factions which favored the reno ru- 
ination of Hurry Lotidenslager for an- 
other term in Congress and that which 
favors nominating Alpheus Van Sunt. 
It had been waged with unusual bit' 
terness for weeks, and when the prb 
maries stnrted in Camden. Gloucester 
and Ralem counties, which comprise 
the district, both factions were out for 
blood. Both had gangs of Philadelphia 
repeaters on hand, and it "was over 
tliese that the trouble started in the 
Third Ward of Camden. It was there 
Se:titt was killed and Patrolman Miller 
cut. Joe Goddard was shot in the 
head during a somewhat similar row 
in Merchant ville. 

Goddard was at a voting place in 
Pcunauken Township when he was 
shot. He was with a number of men 
who were traveling from one polling 
place to another. The pugilist got into 
a quarrel with a colored constable 
named Kobert Washington. It is al- 
leged that Goddard assaulted the con- 
stable with a baseball bat and the col- 
ored man, in self-defense, shot God- 
dard in the head. The constable sur- 
rendered himself to the police, and the 
wounds;! prize tighter was brought to 
Cooper Hospital, where he died. 

N.?nr the same polling placp Cocsta' 
bio Isaac Fowler, while in a fight, was 
stabbed twice. His wounds, thoug'n 
painful, are not considered serious. 

There was considerable trouble in 
Pensaukon Township and at Merchant* 
ville, and a number cf persons wers 
bally beaten. 

The most serious affray occurred a( 
Third antl F.eckett streets, in this city. 
Each side had a crowd at the polling 
p'.'.ce at that point, and a general riot 
was started. When it was all over ii 
was found that John P. K. Scott, sup- 
posed to be a' repertfer from Philadel- 
phia, had been shot through the heart, 
and that Patrolman Miller, who was 
not in uniform, had received terrible 
injury.

Incalculably From Storms. 

Austin, Texas.— The Brazos and Col- 
orado Rivers are not rising, but Sn< 
cessant rains along their upper coursed 
have augmented the floods and causetl 
disastrous overflows of the lower val- 
leys. 

It is estimated that the cotton crop 
has already been damaged to the 
amount of more than il, 500,000 from 
the excessive rains and overflows. 
Railroad service throughout the Stata 
is interrupted by washouts. Many 
railway bridges have been washed 
away. The loss to railways of the 
State from washouts and destruction 
of bridges and other property up to 
this time aggregate $1,500,000.

OMier Towns — No Lives Lost. 

Santa Barbara. Cab— A severe earth- 
quake shock was felt throughout tho 
Santa Barbara Valley, and at Los 
Alamos, a town of ISOO inhabitants, 
every brick building was wrecked. At 
that place the shock lasted half a min- 
ute. The damage to property is esti- 
mated to be over #30,000. 

Throughout a strip nearly twenty 
miles long and four miles wide the 
earth was rent with wide, deep fis- 
sures, and the character of ihc country 
was changed. Hills sprang up as if 
by magic. 

The seismic disturbances continued 
with but slight interruption until 
shortly before noon, many light shocks 
being felt. The first shock, which was 
so severe- as te> throw persons out of 
their beelu at Los Alamos, was the most 
severe. About seventy-five shocks have 
been felt there since July 'Si. 

The whole of Santa Barbara County 
was affected, reports of the earthquake 
coming from Larapoe, Santa Ynez. Bal- 
lard and other small towns. In thi? 
city the shock was slight. 

The population of Los Alamos was 
panic-stricken. Many of the inhabit- 
ants have left the town. The Western 
Union Oil Company is the heaviest 
loser, two of its immense storage tanks 
being demolished, releasing thousands 
of gallons of oil. 

No lives are known to have been lost, 
though there were many narrow es- 
capes. Every brick building in the 
town was destroyed or badly wrecked. 
In nearly every Iioure windows were 
broken. . The Presbyterian Church, a 
large and haims-orue brick structure, 
yua razed to the ground and a similar 
lata befell the general store of W. S. 
liYick.'iiben. also a brick building. 

The shock seems to have had ft spiral 
motion. Goods. Were hurled, i'rom 
shelves of stores and piled iu the mid- 
dle of the rooms. Even such heavy 
articles as desks were thrown about. 
Xot a chimney is left standing in the 
town. All brick walls are badly dam- 
aged, but frame structure^ generally 
escaped serious injury. 

Many people appealed to President 
r>enjamin Itle Wheeler, of the Univer- 
sity of California, for advice, and he 
told them to leave their homes. This, 
if anything, added to the panic. 

On the following day four severe, 
shocks of earthquakes were felt in 
Los Alamos Valley, antl several build- 
ings not already tlestroyed were 
cracked badly. One immense si rue- 
lure, a short distance from Los Al- 
amos, was turned partly around on its 
foundations. Everybody who could 
left Los Alamos, many departing on a 
speci;: 1 . train sent from San Luis 
Oiiispo. 

Los Alamos is the centre of a large 
oil producing territory. It is situated 
in the Los Alamos Valley, one of the 
most productive valleys in the State, 
wlu-nt, olives and citrus fruits being 
produced iu abundance.

Washington, I>. C— There was a 
lynching within twenty-five mik>s of 
Washington, when a Virginia mob of 
150 white men took Charles Craven, a 
negro, accused of the murder of Wil- 
liam Wilson, from the jail at Leesburg, 
hanged him to a tree and fired five 
hundred bullets into his body as soon 
fci it was suspended. 

Craven took to the woods, and for 
th've days bad been chased by blood- 
hounds. His pursuers bud nil under- 
standing that if it was necessary 10 
shoot the negro, tlmy would try not 1o 
wound him mortally, in oreler that hi? 
might be lynched. 

When captured Craven was more 
than half dead from exposure. He had 
not eaten fen- several days.

Mournor3 Ingalteil Storm .-* Ttaildin^ and 
200 Persona Are More or l.e«* In- 
jured— 100,000 Honored t'jo Dead. 

New York City — One hundred thou- 
sand men, wonym and children ef 
the Hebrew faith thronged one narrow 
East Side street a few days ago to 
express their great grief for the death 
of their belovetl rabbi, Jacob Joseph, 
late head of the orthodox Hebrew con- 
gregations of the United States. It 
was a most remarkable demonstration 
of sorrow. Its like has never before 
been seen in New York. 

Fourteen years ago to the very day 
(according to the Jewish calendar) saw 
the streets of the lower part of this 
city dark With a great mass of hu- 
manity welcoming the holy man to 
these shores. From Wilna, Ilussia. be 
came, and thousands, who had heard 
of his fame as a pious and learned 
man, and as a clarion-tonguetl preach- 
er and singer of the devout ehauts ol 
the synagogue, poured out to greet him. 
And those same' thousands, augmented 
by scores of other thousands, have 
followed him to the grave. 

As the cortege was passing the big 
Hoe Printing Press Factory at Grand 
and Sheriff streets, going toward the 
ferry to lirookiyn, the fiercest riot in 
the history c£ the East Side was pre- 
cipitated. 

Some workmen, oblivious to the re- 
spect due to the tleael, and incapable of 
appreciating the pious grief, of the 
mourning throngs, seized the occasion 
to throw missiles at the procession. 
There is a confusion of testimony as 
to the nature of the objects thrown 
as well as to the identity of the mis- 
creants. It is certain, however, that 
the missiles flung at the paraders were 
sufficient to arouse their indignation 
to the highest pitch. 

The lamentations of the mourning 
thousands turned to frenzy at the in 
suit to their dead, and a cemflict en 
sued in which scores of mourners were 
injured. Every window in the im 
mense establishment of ,the Hoes was 
broken, and a vast crowd surged' into 
ihe building.. '- •*£ 

A riot eflil was sent ov.i, and the 
reserves of naif a dozen police stations 
responded. The police charged the 
frenzied mob unmercifully ami freely 
spilled the blood of the mourners. 
About 200 persons were injured iu the 
fighting, including v.omen and chil 
dren. 

A second riot occ".;'"eil while the pro 
cession was passing the axle works ol 
Former Mayor Wurster, of Brooklyn, 
at Kent avenue and South Sixth 
street. Seme one burleel a heavy block 
of wood from an upper window into 
the crowd, and a repetition of tlu^ 
bloody affray on 'the Manhattan side of 
the river was narrowly averred. The 
large force of police who were called 
out. did not hesitate to use both fists 
and clubs. 

An impromptu meeting was heltl on 
the East oide and arrangements made 
for a monster gathering *o protest 
against the alleged police brutality. 

At a meeting of business and profes- 
sional men, of the East Side, it was 
determined to organize an investigating 
committee to take testimony for th 
purpose of punishing those who were 
responsible for the riot and for al 
leged police brutality. 

Several fraternal and political or- 
ganizations hold special meetings and 
adopted resolutions denouncing I!. Hoe 
& Co. and the police.

BAYS SHE SHOT HER HUSBAND. 



That Dead Man Was Going to Murder 
Her and Then Suicide. 

A Columbiana special says: ''Some 
two months ago, or more, it will be 
remembered tbat a Mr. Morrell -was 
killed in bis home in or near Vincent. 
The killing was done with a shotgun, 
but no ono know who fired the fatal 
shot. His wife's statement was that 
be was shot by some one from the 
outside of the house. Considerable 
effort was made to obtain some clew 
to the guilty person, but without avail. 

"Yesterday his wifo came to this i 
city, and, hunting up Sheriff Cos, sur- 
rendered to him, confessing that she 
is the one who killed her husband. 

"Her story is that her husband had 
been drinking heavily for several 
days, and treated her badly; that on 
the ui^ht he was killed, she was 
ministering to » sick baby, when her 
husband came in with bis gun and 
loaded it in her presence, telling her 
be was putting in ono load to kill her 
and the other to kill himself. He 
commanded her to get the baby to 
sleep in a hurry aud tbat as soon as 
she did so, he would kill her and then 
himself. 

"He lay down near her, liis gun by 
his side, and watched her some min- 
utes, when he fell asleep. As soon as 
she assured herself that he was sound 
asleep, she quietly got up, took bis 
gun and shot him, killing him in- 
stantly. 

"Her excuse is that she had seven 
children, most of whom were small, 
and that she could not make her es- 
cape from him. She is now in jail 
waiting the action of the courts." 



Shelby's Confederate Veterans.

PhuauCTS SOLD FOR A YEAR AHEAD. 



Georgia Fruit Shipments- 
Furnace Construction. 
Little Silk Worms. 



The Iron Trade. 
According to tbe report of the 
southern iron committee for the year 
ending June 30, 1902, 1,843,313 tons 
of pig iron, steel billets and cast iron 
pipe were shipped from the southern 
producting territory. Of this amount 
102,387 tons were cast iron pipe and 
1,680,950 tons pig iron aud steel bil- 
lets. The showing is an excellent 
one. 

The export shipments for the year 
were not great, showing 3,940 tons of 
pig iron and 3, 0G1 tons of cast iron 
pipe. 

Tho following shipments for the 
year from the six districts are enumer- 
ated in the report:

Pig Iron, Pipe. 
Anniston 225,164 38,957 

Birmingham 842,809 79,453 
Chattanooga 223.960 43,977 
Middlesboro 46,244 
Nashville 113,699 
Sheffield 229,080 

Totals 1,680,956 162,387 

The aggregate amount of steal bil- 
lets shipped out dnriug the twelve 
mouths ending June 30th, was 56,330 
tons. 

The domestic market was so active 
that no effort was mode to sell abraad 
and that the export business was 
wholly of the manufactured article 
and not of the raw pig. 

Development. 

In the fiscal year ended Jane 30, 
1902, a total of 387 new industries 
were located along the lines of the 
Illinois Central and the Yazoo and 
Mis-issippi Valley roads. The South 
is attracting manufacturing interests 
of all classes. Two hundred and 
eighteen of the new industries were 
located south of the Ohio 'iver. It is 
noted tbat tbe industries averaged a 
much larger number cf bands em- 
ployed than is shown by any previous 
report. The development of the min- 
ing industries has been phenomenal. 
In Memphis alone the Illinois Central 
located twenty-seven new industries 
last year. 



Lilk Culture. 
Miss Henrietta Aiken Kelly, of 
Charleston, S. C. , has been commis- 
sioned by the department of agricul- 
ture as special field agent of the United 
States government to establish silk 
culture in this country on a scientific 
basis. After studying closely tho 
methods used in Italy, Miss Kelly in- 
cnbated at her home 40,000 silk worms 
from imported seed secured from the 
Royai Observatory at Padua, Italy. 
Her success attracted the attention of 
tho government a*5d her present com- 
mission is the result. Miss Kelly be- 
lieves tbat silk worms can easily be 
raised in the South and hopes the in- 
dustry will furnish employment to the 
masses of idle people in the southern 
states.

"Some two months ago, or 
more, it will be remembered that a 
Mr. Morrell was killed in his home 
in or near Vincent, in this county. 
The killing was done with a shot- 
gun, but no one knew who fired 
the fatal shot. His wife's state- 
ment was that he was shot by some 
one from the outside of the home.

"Yesterday his wife came to this 
city, and hunting up Sheriff Cox, 
surrendered herself to him, con- 
fessing that she is the one who 
killed her husband.

: cral days, and treated her during 
i the whole time badly ; that on the

tcring to a sU-1 



■<I, she was minis- 
: baby, when her 
husband caw in with his gun and 



loaded it in her presence with 
shells, telling her that he was put- 
ting in one load to kill her and the 
other to kill himself. He command- 
ed her to get the baby to sleep in a. 
hurry and that as soon as she did 
so, he would kill her and then 
himself. 

"He lay down near her, his gun 
by his side, and watched her some 
minutes, when he fell asleep. As 
soon as she assured herself that he 
was sound asleep, she quietly got 
up, took his gun and shot him, kill- 
ing him instantly. 

"Her excuse is that she litis sev- 
en children, most of whom tire 
small, and that she could not make 
her escape from him. She is now 
in jail here, waiting the action of 
the courts. " 

The Uc-Union. 

On Thursday, the first day of 
the Shelby County Confederate 
Veterans re-union, but few visitors 
came to town aside from a largo 
number of veterans, and the day 
was devoted to transacting business 
of the Association and chatting 
with each other. 

But on Friday it is believed that 
fully 4,000 people were in attend- 
ance, and is said to have been more 
successful than any former meet- 
ing. The Montgomery Battery made 
plenty of noise and was a drawing 
card. The events of the day were 
speeches made by Senator E. W. 
Pettus and Col. J. M. Falkner. 

When Senator Pettus was in- 
troduced by Captain H. Clay Rey- 
nolds the woods were made to ring 
with the cheers that greeted the 
grand old mam. Although Senator 
Pettus's hair is frosted with the 
storms of many winters, he is a 
vigdrous man and for nearly an 
hour told the old veteran his duty 
the living veterans. He said ho 
was in favor of paying a pension to 
every disabled Confederate soldier 
of sufficient amount to keep him in 
Comfort for the rest of his days, 
but not a dollar to any who were 
able to perform manual labor. 
Perpetuate in the minds of the 
children the valorous heroism of 
the Confederate soldier. He said 
he was a member of the Board of 
trustees of the Selma Academy, 
several years ago ;he was approach- 
ed by a 12-year-old boy who said : 

"General, do you read our 
school books?" 

"Not all of them, my little fel- 
low. Why?" the Senator replied. 

"Well our history teaches us 
that President Davis and Robert 
E: Lee were traitors. Do you be- 
lieve it?" 

"I was thunderstruck," said 
the Senator, "and it showed to me 
plainly that I had neglected my 
duty as a member of that School 
Board, and I at once called the 
Trustees together and we banished 
that history from the school. We 
do not want our children taught to 
despise us, so I say look into the 
text books taught in our schools." 

His address was a glowing trib- 
ute to the Confederate soldier and 
his bravery and sacrifices during 
the war between the States. He 
was greeted with cheers at the 
Close. 

In introducing Colonel Falkner 
Captain Reynolds said : ■ 'I want to 
introduce a man who has done 
more for the Confederate soldiers 
in this State then till others com- 
bined—Col. Jeff Falkner." 

When Colonel Falkner came 
forward hats were waved and every- 
body cheered. He spoke of the 
bravery and daring of the Confed- 
erate soldiers during the war, and 
said the world had never known a 
braver body of men than the six 
hundred thousand who fought the 
battles for the South in 61-65 and 
as an illustration referred to Capt. 
H. Clay Reynolds. 

"Every old soldier in Alabama 
is proud of Clay Reynolds," de- 
clared Colonel Falkner. "During 
the war we called him the wizard. 
He could go anywhere at tiny time ; 
could get any news that was want- 
ed and the Yankees could not stop 
him. We all know him, we all 
love him. I know that I do, and 
today I would follow his lead any- 
where. He is the kind of material 
from which the Confederate soldier 
is made." 

Colonel Falkner theri took up 
the subject of the cottages being 
built at Mountain Creek for the 
veterans ; how the idea was' conceiv- 
ed, ami what had been done. The 
contributions that were coming in, 
of the further plans and through it 
till and especially when speaking of 
old comrades being in the pour 
bouse, tears rolled down the cheeks 



of this big-hearted man. It was a 
talk that will be remembered a long 
time by those who heard him, and 
especially by bis old comrades. 

At the close of the speech Col- 
onel Falkner was kept busy shaking 
hands with those who laid fought 
with him foi- the same cause. Col- 
onel Falkner received a number of 
contributions for the Home while 
here. 

In September the Corner stone 
of the main building is to be laid at 
Mountain Creek and Colonel Falk- 
ner says that excursion trains will 
be run from as far north as Birm- 
ingham and from Flomaton on the 
south. 

"The trains I have already pro- 
cured, and the excursion money — 
all of it — will go to the fund for 
building the home," he said. 

Owing to a scarcity of guns the 
sham battle was not what was 
intended yet furnished excitement 
for a short time. 

The Advertiser tells in the 
following of what the Montgomery 
soldier boys have to say about the 
reunion : 

"The detachment of the Mont- 
gomery Field Artillery under Cap- 
tain Charles Hinderer, returned 
last night from Montevallo where 
it assisted in the reunion of the 
Confederate Veterans of Shelby 
county. 

"Every member of the detach- 
ment speaks in the highest terms of 
the treatment, which the artiller- 
ists received from the citizens of 
Montevallo. They were hospitably 
entertained by the people and 
shown every attention. They were 
especially grateful to Captain H. 
C. Reynolds under whose hospit- 
able roof they were quartered dur- 
ing the reunion; 

"The detachment consisted of 
12 men under the command of Cap- 
tain Hinderer and Lieutenant W. 
T. Perry. 

" "Long Tom" the 3.10 rifle 
was Carried to be used in firing 
salutes. The first salute fired at 
Montevallo was touched oft' by Miss 
Maude Alleii of that city. In all 
forty salutes were' fired by "Long 
Tom." A sham battle betweeeh 
the artillery detachment and a 
number of veterans was arranged 
and successfully executed. 

"The returning urtilleymen re- 
port that tile reunion was an un- 
qualified success; At the exercises 
there were more than 3,000 people. 
The little city Was crowded during 
the two days df the reunion."

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"It was ten millions or ten years. 
We took the gambler's thanee — ami 
lust." 

In tKesti words William M. .racolis, 
chief t'onspirator, epitomized the most 
gigantic • ounterfeiting plot ever un- 
earthed liy our government:. On the 
ilay he uttered them he was a captive 
i-,l;on; only the day before he was 
l.nown to hiss fellow- townsmen in l^an- 
caster, Pa., as a prosperous cigar 
manufacturer. His chief comrade in 
wrong doing was a neighbor, William 
L. Kendig, a. manufacturer on a small- 
er scale. Jacobs was the capitalist 
of the plot, but a man of. meagre in- 
ventive faculty and poor address; Ken- 
■dig was a bcr?n executive, a genius in 
resources, and had the gift of "soft 
approach," like a cat 

During the Christmas holidays of 
1897 a cleric from the sub-treasury 
fit Philadelphia appeared in Washing- 
ton with five $100 silver certificates 
bearing the vignette portrait of Pres- 
ident Mfcnroe. The weak color of 
the red seal on their faces had aroused 
his suspicion. Ail the experts who 
scrutinized thern, however, pronounced 
them perfect except as to tho seal, and 
ft had been about decided tha.t they 
had. been stolen ii-om the government 
bureau of engraving, when one of the 
r.ctes which had been steeped in he; 
water by Mr. Mcran £f the secret ser- 
vice split in two. Microscopic exam- 
ination then showed that the green 
ink, soluble in acids, had beea washed 
from the backs of two $1 notes; that 
their faces, being printed in a per- 
manent black ink, had been shaved 
down or peeled off; and that the 
face and back devices of a ?100 certifi- 
cate had been printed on tho cleaned 
surfaces, and the thin pieces stuck to- 
gether with rice paste. These excel- 
lent notes were counterfeit. 

A circular of warning went at enca 
to the banks, and every sub-treasury 
was ordered to ship to Washington 
al! the $100 Monroe-head certificated 
it had cm hand. When these came in 
a number were found io bear the tell- 
tale seal. The possible magnitude of 
the fraud gave the treasury a chill; 
end Secretary Gage sent for John E. 
Wilkie of Chicago, a journalist who 
had done some shrewd detective work, 
appointed him chief of the secret ser- 
vice, and bade him win his spurs by 
running this affair to earth. That was 
in February, 1898; the last person 
sentenced for connection with the 
crime went to prison a few days ago. 
The story of the four years' patient 
campaign I Shall try to give in out- 
line. 

Enlarged photographs of the notes 
proved that the plates must have been 
made by photo-etching, helped out by 
hand-work, a process which experts 
2greed could have taken not less than 
four months. The oldest of the coun- 
terfeits discovered had been redeemed 
In June, 1897. Allowing a month ..or 
their circulation before redemption, 
they must have been issued in May; 
ar:d four months for their manufac- 
ture yroub] carry the date of begin- 
ning them b'-ick to January. 

Armed with this logic, Mr. Wilkie 
took a trusted subordinate with him 
to Philadelphia, the chief seat of the 
fine engraving industry in America, 
and the city where the false notes had 
appeared in the greatest quantit./. 
They pretended to be about to open 
a high-class printing establishment, 
where they would need engravers 
skilled in lathe work, and capable of 
copying vignette portraits for bonds 
and cheeks. This started gossip in the 
craft, and Mr. Wilkie soon heard of 
18 or 20 men who were deemed com- 
petent for such employment. Among 
thc-m were two partners, Arthur Tay- 
lor and Baldwin S. Bredell, who struck 
bim as being worth knowing, for their 
friends had laid wondering stress on 
the fact that, though young and only 
recently started in business for them- 
selves, they had suddenly, in January. 
3897, dropped out of their accustomed 
haunts. Until April or thereabout, 
their shop had been closed much of the 
time; bat in spite of that, both after- 
ward wore the air of prosperity, Bre- 
dell buying a fine diamond ring and 
Taylor taking a pleasure trip to Flor- 
ida. 

Hero was a lead, surely. A watch 
was set upon tliis eccentric pair, and 
for more than one year thereafter no 
person entered or left their shop in Fil- 
bert street, and no package was deliv- 
ered there, without careful note being 
made in the reports sent nightly to 
Washington by the watchers . The 
shadowing was unremitting, and it 
scon became plain that the firm was 
perfecting a machine for paper-making 
in a small way. 

One day in June, 1898, Taylor left 
the building with a gripsack for the 
railway station. A detective followed 
close in his footsteps., and when Tay- 
lor bought a ticket for Lancaster his 
follower did likewise. They rode in 
the same car. and at their destination 
the officer saw his man meet Jacobs 
as by appointment and hold a long 
private conference with him. 

What use has a respectable cigar- 
manufacturer tor a "crook" engraver? 
Thi3 question buzzed in Chief Wilkie's 
brain for some hours after reading 
that day's report. Then an idea oc- 
curred to him. He wrote to an agent 
in Chicago to ascertain what tobaccon- 
ist there dealt in Jacobs' cigars, and 
to purchase a few hoses for him. He 
nut the revenue stamps under the mi- 
croscope, and the oonnecling link wars 
there. His agent, on his orders, in- 



spected 2<)0 lioxes. There was not a 
genuine stamp in the lot! 

Another group of detectives were 
therefore sent to Lancaster at once 
to watch Jacobs. They soon noted his 
intimacy with Kendig, about whose 
factory there seemed a cloud of mys- 
tery. A watch was set upon that 
building as minute as on tho en- 
gravers' room in Philadelphia. Ere- 
long it w ; as fowid that Bredell, on one 
of his trips to Snow Hill, shipped a 
parcel of apparatus to Lancaster, 
where Kendig receipted for it. Pres- 
ently both Taylor and Bredell came to 
Lancaster and made a stay of some 
length under assumed names. With 
Jacobs and Kendig they spent much 
time in an inner room in the Kendig 
place — a hireling named Burns, an ex- 
policeman, acting a« their picket 
guard. 

A hitch occurred at this stage, to un- 
derstand which we must go over for a 
little into the camp of the malefactors. 
The c.olli'ctxir of internal revenue for 
the Lancaster district had assigned 
his deputy, one Downey, to inspect 
the Jacobs and Kendig factories. Sus- 
picion Had been aroused by the tact 
that Jacobs, though apparently doing 
a larger business than ever, was buy- 
ing fewer stamps. Suddenly the col- 
lector, after a visit to Washington, 
called Bowney off the scent, and bade 
him make his examination merely per- 
functory. No explanations were given; 
but Downey, who was short of money 
and had borrowed ?100 of Jacobs, 
proved his gratitude for the loan by 
telling his Benefactor o£ the strange 
incident. Jacobs and Kendig took 
fright at this, and did the worst thing 
possible for themselves by carrying 
all their inculpating material off to 
an unfrequented spot near the city and 
burying it; for two detectives followed 
them on bicycles and made careful 
note of the hiding-nlace. 

The more Jacobs pon tiered the hint 
given him by Downey, the more con- 
vinced he became that the secret ser- 
vice had got wind of his operations. 
How to avert this peril was the ques- 
tion. The v/hole gang lay qu'et frovr 
September til January. Then Kendig 
suggested that there was a lawyer in 
Philadelphia, one Harvey Newitt, who, 
having been United States district at- 
torney under a previous administra- 
tion, was probably we'll acquainted 
with the personnel and methods of 
the Secret Service. Why not retain 
him to find out what was afoot, and 
hold the detectives in eheel: if need 
be? 

To return to the watchers in Phila- 
delphia. They observed that the gang 
had struck up relations with some one 
in the Franklin building, where sev- 
eral lawyers had their ofiiees. For 
some time it seemed impossible to 
discover whom they visited there, but 
one day the riddle solved itself. New- 
itt, who, with his partner, Ellery Ing- 
ham, was quartered in the Franklin 
building, chanced to meet William J. 
McManus, one of the watchers, with 
whom he had some previous acquaint- 
ance. In the course of a short con- 
versation the lawyer remarked, signifi- 
cantly, "There is a man in my office 
who would give $1500 for a littia in- 
formation about the Secret Service." 
Negotiations thus opened, McManus 
was soon in the pay of the gang, dol- 
ing out information carefully shaped 
according to instructions of Chief Wil- 
kie, to whom he turned over his bribo 
money as fast as received. 

The information which Newitt's 
client was willing to buy so freely 
must have had a most reassuring ef- 
fect, for the whole gang wore beaming 
faces thereafter. The engravers went 
again" into retirement. One day a 
camera was carried into their rooms, 
and the next a photographic printing 
frame was sunning itself on a fire-es- 
cape outside of their windows. Simul- 
taneously, the material buried near 
Lancaster was dug up and carried 
back to Kendig's shop, where work 
was apparently resumed. 

Taylor and Bredell went to luncheon 
as usual on April 18, 1899. When they 
returned two Secret Service men, who 
bad been lying in wait, entered their 
rooms with them. The two counter- 
feiters were quietly warned that they 
must make no disturbance, and that 
their wisest policy would be to confess 
in full and surrender the plates on 
which they were then at work. They 
yielded gracefully, and the party fin- 
ished plates of a fine $50 note passed 
into the hands of the government. 

That evening Chief Wilkie and a 
handful of men ran over to Lancaster 
on a late train. Going directly to Ken- 
dig's shop, they let themselves in with 
a duplicate key, and sat down in an 
inner room to wait for morning. About 
7 o'clock Burns came, and was hand- 
cuffed before he realized what had 
happened. Twenty minutes later the 
door opened and the proprietor stood 
in their presence. 

"Good-morning. Mr. Kendig, - ' was 
his greeting, in chorus. 

He was too dumbfounded to re- 
spond, but bowed to acknowledge that 
the jig was up. On receiving the 
same warning as the engravers, he 
surrendered his plates, his press, and 
nine tons of paper for bogus stamp 
printing. The party them went after 
Jacobs, and captured him without trou- 
ble, confiscating his factory and stock, 
levying npon his balance in bank, and 
generally providing for tho recoup- 
ment of the government's louse3 from 
his fraads. 

lvieanwhih?. by instructions of the 
chief, Mt*T«nus had prooecded to the 



olftce of Newitt in Philadelphia, and 
taken him into custody on a charge oi 
attempting to bribe a government offi- 
cer. Everything had been to timed 
that no one of the conspirators had 
had a chance to warn any of the otb 
ers, and it was supposed now that tha 
last depth of the plot had been sound- 
ed. Newitt, in his negotiations with 
McManus, had made a special point 
of keeping all knowledge of what was 
going on from his partner, whom he 
represented as a man of extreme pro- 
bity. But Jacobs and Kendig, in the 
first flush of candid confession, in- 
formed Chief Wilkie that all their 
dealings in tho bribery matter had 
been with Ingham, and that they had 
never given any money to Newitt. So 
a detective descended in due course 
upon Ingham, and tiie virtuous and 
the wicked partners were lodged to- 
gether in jail. It was thought best 
also to lock up Deputy Collectoi 
Donney. 

The two engravers engaged for their 
counsel ex-Governor Pattison and John 
S. Semple. They attempted to gain 
partial immunity by hinting that they 
had made and buried the plates for a 
dangerous $10 note, which other par- 
ties would use if they were punished. 
But Mr. Pattison advised them not to 
I trifle with justice, and through his in- 
tervention the plates were dug up and 
put out of harm's way. While in jail, 
however, they resolved to make an- 
ocher effort to blackmail the govern- 
ment. The necessary materials were 
smuggled in to them, and they rigged 
up a tent of blankets, beneath which 
I they could work at night by the light 
j of a taper without being seen by the 
I guard in the corridor. Under these 
trying conditions they produced plates 
for printing a very clever counterfeit 
of the $20 note bearing the portrait 
of Hamilton. Bredell lured his father 
into helping him by a pretence that 
ho had invented a mechanism for iron- 
ing cuffs in a laundry, and needed a 
small model to accompany his appli- 
cation for a patent. The son fur- 
nished the drawings, and the father 
made the machine, which w r as actually 
a press for printing false notes, and 
so small that it could ba packed in an 
ordinary cigar-box, with space to 
spare. With this apparatus Bredell 
and Taylor ran off a few bills, provid- 
ing the paper in the same way as for 
the $100 note first discovered. Tay- 
lor's brother Harry was taken into the 
secret, and the plan was, after a few 
of the counterfeits had been circulat- 
ed, to send one to the treasury for 
judgment on its genuineness. It was 
then expected that the government, 
discovering so dangerous a counterfeit 
at large, would be ready to make al- 
most any terms with its authors to 
have it suppressed. 

This scheme failed, however, 
through an accident not necessary to 
describe here. Harry Taylor, who had 
undertaken the handling of the notes 
outside, and a poor creature named 
Hayes, whom he had employed as his 
tool, were arrested within five days 
of their beginning operations. This 
last defeat seemed to break the spirit 
of the engravers, who again confessed 
their guilt, but charged their junior 
counsel with havirig advised their 
course; and on the strength of their 
representations Semple was arrested, 
but aft 3r two trials he was discharged 
on a verdict of "not guilty." 

The trial of New'itt and Ingham re- 
suited in their conviction, but an at- 
tempt to corrupt the jury was discov- 
ered, and two more men, named Fair- 
banks and O'Dea, were arrested for 
the offence. In all, 13 persons have 
been brought to the bar of justice in 
this remarkable ease, and 12 con- 
victed. 

Between the counterfeit stamps, 
which Jacobs had already used on mil- 
lions »f cigars before his capture, and 
tho false silver certificates, the male- 
factors might today have been rolling 
in wealth, and government and public 
pioportionately poorer, but for tho 
miscarriage of the first $100 note. 
How came the defective seal on a 
piece of work otherwise so admirable? 

Poor human nature '. The engravers 
had been originally mere employes of 
Jacobs, who was to pay them $20 
apiece, weekly, till the profits of the 
scheme reached a certain figure. Tho 
disproportion between their salaries 
and their ambitions stirred their im- 
patience, till they decided one *lay to 
test the plates already made by print- 
ing a few notes and trying them on a 
bank. The right kind of carmine ink 
was too expensive for their purpose, 
and, as this was a strictly secret side 
speculation, they could not borrow any 
money of their richer partner. So 
they bought some inferior ink, which 
was bright enough while fresh, but 
soon faded. The success of the ex- 
periment was immediate and com- 
plete, and they put out note after note. 
Their greed, as we have seen, was 
their undoing. — Harper's Weekly.

Eat acid fruits in the morn- 
ing just before breakfast, taking witl 
them a little bread and butter if th» 
plain fruit is not acceptable.

Jelks and Johnson Partisans 
Becoming More Definite. 



JELKS FAVORABLE TO UNION LABOR. 

Johnson, in a Letter Defines 
His Position on the New 
Constitution. 



"What do you think of the race for 
governor?" is the ques'ion now ask- 
ed. The reply is, "I have just been 
to J's headquarters, and my opinion 
to you privately is, that he will win." 
But it usually depends on which J.'s 
headqnorters he had visited last. 

Campaign work is being pushed 
more vigorously this week than ever. 

Col. Ben F. Elmore, who is an ac- 
tive worker of the Jelks committee, 
says: 

"We are working just as hard as if 
we were not sure of a vote, but that 
does not weaken our statement that 
we will carry the state by even a 
larger majority than Senator Morgan 
carried it against Johnston." 

"But they ure just as confident at 
the Johnston headquarters, probably 
more bo, and don't concede the Jelks 
people a single county in the state," 
interrupted some one. 

"Then they will be the wor<st fooled 
set of people in America," replied Mr. 
Elmore. "We have got them on the 
jump. At present there are less than 
ten doubtful counties, and we will 
give them a 'run for their money.' 
Now, there is Lee county. Well, we 
ain't making any big claims about Lee 
county. The Johnston folks have 
claimed it all along and are claiming 
it now as a sure thing. But my in- 
formation is that Lee county is now 
considered by them to be so doubtful 
that they have made appointments for 
seventy speeches in it before the cam- 
paign closes. And in addition to that, 
we are making it so hot for them that 
it is necessary, so I understand, for 
the manager of the Johnston stats 
campaign committee to spend all his 
time in his home county of Lee to 
watch hiB candidate's interest there, 
instead of being at the headquarters 
directing the campaign in the state." 

Much literature is still being sent 
out from headquarters. 

J. V. Allen, at the Johnston head- 
quarters in the Morris, says that the 
greatest joke of the campaign is the 
apparent serious manner in which the 
Jelks headquarters are claiming Lee 
county. "I am not surprised at their 
claiming everything in the state now 
since t-hey say that Lee county is 
theirs," says Mr. Allen. "But I'll 
give you a pointer, and remember it, 
ponder over it, and refer to it. They 
will carry the state in the same man- 
ner they will carry Lee. Their 
chances are just as goad for one as 
the other. Chairman Benfroe com- 
pelled to stay at home to watch the 
campaign in Lee county! Absurd. 
Mr. Renfroe is here and will re- 
main at these headquarters un- 
til the campaign closes. "Just listen 
at this letter," said Mr. Allen: 

"Columbiana, August 12. — Dear 
Sir: There are 420 registered voters in 
this beat. I have polled 370 of them. 
Of this number 350 are for John- 
iton." 

"And here is another one from Oppj 

"Dear Sir: Two thirds of the voters 
of this precinct are for Johnston — the 
county is in the same proportion." 

"These are just samples of hundreds 
we receive," continued Mr. Allen. 

"There is no disposition to make 
the thing bigger than it is, and we 
would have no object in doing it. We 
have another communication from 
Barbour county — which county, of 
course, we will carry— saying that the 
Eufaula precinct, Governor Jelks' for- 
mer home, will give us a large ma- 
jority." 

Jelks has lost heavily in Dallas, and 
indications are now that he will lose 
it to Governor Johnston by several 
hundred. 

"Barbour is absolutely safe for John- 
ston. His majority there will reach 
600. 

"Jelks will not carry more than one 
Black Belt oounty, and not a county 
in tbe state will give him over 200 



majority. 

"Among the counties that will give 
Governor Johnston over 1,000 ma- 
jority are lallapoosa, Marshall, Jack- 
son, Jefferson, Butler, Calhoun and 
Henry. 

"Jelks' losses are increasing daily. 
His failure to take the stump is hurting 
him, and there is serious dismay 
among his followers. Chairman Weak- 
ley has been forced to take the stump. 
The democratic state committee has 
been called to meet but it is not be- 
lieved that this committee will be able 
to take any action adverse to Governor 
Johnston, which will prevent Jelks 
from being defeated by at least 20,000 
majority. 

"Th'j Higdon matter has clinched 
the result in Jefferson. Under army 
regulation the governor has no power 1 
to suspend an officer for more than 
seven days in the absence of charges 
preferred against him The admission 
has at last been wrung from the gov- 
ernor that Colonel Higdon was with- 
out fault. 

HE FAVORS LABOR UNIONS, 



Gov. Jelks Says it is Unfair to Say He 
Opposes Labor Organizations. 
Governor Jelks has denied the cam- 
paign story which has been in circula- 
tion that he is an enemy of labor 
unions and organized labor in every 
form. 

This campaign canard has been pri- 
vately ciroulated for some time and it 
lately found its way into public print. 
In its printed form it fell under the 
eye of the governor and he has given 
the following interview: 

"I see it reported in some newspa- 
per that I am opposed to labor unions. 
The statement is untrue. I see nc 
occasion for the friends of my oppo- 
nent taking such an unfair advantage. 
I am, not only, not opposed to laboi 
unions, but I am in favor of them. 
Labor has just as much right to take 
care of itself as has capital. I am dis- 
tinctly and emphatically NOT op. 
posed to labor unions."

SOMETHING ABOUT MARKING BALLOTS 



Chairman Lowe Has Had 
Tickets Printed on Basis of 
5,000 to a District.

Managers' Oaths and the 
Manner of Challenging. 



The state official ballots have been 
distributed throughout every portion 
of the state and a sufficient number of 
tickets are now in the hands of every 
manager. 

One thing seems certain, and that is 
there will be no opportunity given for 
any party to cry fraud after the elec- 
tion. Every possible precaution has 
been taken to secure an absolutely 
fair cast find an honest count. 

In addition to the ballots Chairman 
Robert J. Lowe has sent the fol- 
lowing instructions for managers and 
votera: 

Manager's Oath — Each manager be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of 
his duties must take and subscribe the 
following oath: We, the undersigned, 
each for himself, solemnly swear that 
we will each of us support the consti- 
tution of the United States and the 
constitution and the laws of the state 
of Alabama so long as we, or either of 
uf, continue a citizen thereof; and 
that we will each faithfully and 
honestly discharge the duties of the 
office upon which each of us are about 
to enter to the best of our separate 
ability according to the laws of the 
state and the regulations prescribed by 
the state executive committee of the 
democratic and conservative party of 
Alabama, so help me God. (Acts of 
legislature 1898-99, page 126.) 

Ballot Marking — Each voter shall 
indicate his choice by cross (X) mark 
in front and opposite the name of the 
candidate voted for. 

Marking Ballot — Any voter may se- 
lect any manager or other persons to 
assist him ha marking his ballot. 

Challenging Votes — Any qualified 
voter may challenge any vote offered. 
The voter challenged shall be required 
to sign and file with the managers the 
declaration set out in the resolutions 
of 11th day of July, and his ballot 
shall then be received by the man- 
agers. 

Such ballots shall be marked by the 
managers with the number to cor- 
respond with the voter's number on 
the poll list. 

Such ballot shall be preserved by 
the managers and returned to the 
county committee.

The following form of letter has been 
sent to be signed by Jelks' managers 
and Johnston's managers at the dif- 
ferent precints: 

"My Dear Sir — Wo unite in this let- 
ter to you as a manager of election in 
your precinct, with the earnest desire 
that the laws and regulations govern- 
ing this election may be fully complied 
with so that no misunderstanding may 
arise after the primary is over. 

"The mles and regulations of the 
state exeoutive committee provide, that 
only those can vote who believe in the 
principles of the democratic party, and 
who if they voted in the last general 
election voted for the nominees of the 
democratic party, state, county and 
congressional. They must be quali- 
fied electors in the general election in 
November. That is they must be reg- 
istered voters, and must have paidtheii 
poll tax prior to the first day of last 
February, if between the ages of 21 
and 45 (unless exempt by law). 

"The list furnished by the executive 
committee will indicate who have paid 
their poll tax, therefore, it will not be 
necessary to produce the poll tax re- 
ceipt, except as proof of payment, 
where the list indicates the tax unpaid. 

"The registered vote of each pre 
einct, together with a list of those who 
have paid their poll tax, is a matter of 
publio record, and it will be an easy 
matter to check against the poll list of 
inspectors, if illegal voting is charged, 
so that the casting of illegal votes may 
cause the entire vote of the precinct to 
be thrown out. 

"We, therefore urge that you use 
the utmost care to see that none but 



those who are qualified be allowed to 
participate." 

Chairman Lowe, when asked regard- 
ing the sending out of the official bal- 
lots, stated: "I am sending to the 
chairman of the new county executive 
committees in the state the official 
ballots poll lists, tally sheets and all 
the official printing. The tickets hav( 
been printed on a basis of 450,000 — 
50,000 to a district, and the other 
printing is in proportion. I have sent 
45,000 to each district, reserving for 
each district 5,000, so that if any mir- 
take should be made or there is at 
failure in the distribution of the 
tickets or official printing proportion- 
ately in any oounty, the error can he 
Jorrected. 

"I have officially notified the Jelku 
headquarters and Johnston head- 
quarters, that if any doubt should 
arise as to a fair distribution from 
either source, or if any fears migh. 
arise as to a distribution of the official 
ballots and election literature, that 
upon notification I will furnish either 
headquarters with the ballots and lit- 
erature. It is the effort of the state 
democratic executive committee to see 
that the ballots and accompanying lit- 
erature shall be in every precinct, and 
we will welcome any suggestions to 
this end. No candidate shall have the 
right to complain that the state com- 
mittee failed in its duty to provide for 
every precinct in the state." 

ALABAMA INDUSTRIAL NEWS. 



Hcntsville To Have Another Large 
Cottar. Mill— Troy Will Erect 
New $200,000 Oil Mill. 

Alabama is experiencing a period of 
industrial activity, the like of which 
has never been known. Mo. 2 iron for 
1903 delivery is selling reidily at $17 
to $18 per ton, and spot iron is in big 
demand at $22. Coke is still very 
scarce, the demand for it being great, 
and brings fancy prices when it can be 
obtained at all. All of the mines and 
furnaces are working day and night, 
and capital and labor in the district are 
on the best of terms. All parties are 
heeding the proverb to "make hay 
while the sun shines." 

The contract for the development of 
the Flat Top mines by the Sloss-Shef- 
field Steel and Iron Company has been 
awarded to Joseph Meighan and other 
contractors, the former securing the 
greater part. The work includes the 
building of 200 coke ovens and much 
other similar work. The total cost of 
the work will foot up more than $100,- 
000. 

Huntsville is to have another large 
cotton mill, the capital for its erection 
coming largely from New England. 
Outside of one or two cities in the 
Carolinas, Huntsville is the largest 
cotton spinning center in the south. 
The Lowe and Eastern Manufacturing 
companies are making arrangements 
to double the capacities of their plants 
in Huntsville at a cost of $150,000. 
The work of doubling the capacity of 
the large Dallas mill is progressing. 
The prospect is that the new machine- 
ry will be in operation this fall. 

At Troy the new plant of the Stand- 
ard Oil and Chemical company is mak- 
ing a big showing. The plant is to be 
built by home capital at a cost of 
$200,000, and will manufacture cotton 
seed oil and fertilizers. 

Upon therecommendation of Repre- 
sentative Underwood, the department 
of Agriculture has ordered a soil sur- 
vey of Perry county, Alabama, and 
will send two corps of experts into 
the county about October 1. The 
survey will cost about $10,000. Very 
few have been made in the south, and 
this is tbe first in the state of Alabama. 
The surveys are considered by the de- 
partment of great value to the farmers 
us indicating proper fertilizing mate 
rial and what crops can best be raised. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
toad company will spend something 
like a quarter of a million dollars in 
improvements on the Ensley furnaces. 
These will oonsist of up-to-date hoist- 
ing machinery, and will cause the de- 
crease of operating expenses. 

A Mica Tell Ynutnad of Gogglei. 

'A Paris milliner has invented a mica 
fell for automobilists, which Is said 
to be a great improvement over the 
joggles hitherto used as a protection 
to the eyes. It is intended chiefly for 
ivomen, who generally ohject. to the 
beauty-marring effect of goggles. The 
fell consists merely of a sheet of mica 
m the form of a visor, attached to flir 
sap, and set close to the face. 



TARIFF TREATY 
HAS BEEN SIGNER 

U. S. and China Have at Last 
Come to Terms. 



SHARRETTS IS READY TO SAIL 



Treasury Expert After a Year's Harrf 
Work Finally Concludes the Agfez- 
ment and Notifies Department. 



The state department at Washington 
has received a dispatch from C. A. 
Sharratte, the treasury expert who 
was commissioned by the state depart- 
ment to negotiate a tariff treaty be- 
tween the United States and China, 
stating that the treaty was signed on 
the 15th insi, and that he would sail 
for the United States on the first 
steamer. 

The announcement contained in Mr. 
Sharrett's brief dispatch to the state 
department brings to a successful con- 
clusion negotiations which have been 
pending for months for a tariff treaty 
between China and this country. It 
was stipulated as one of the features 
of the peace agreement between China 
and the foreign powers, at the close of 
the Boxer out-break, that an entirely 
new fabric to trade treaties should be 
made. This carried out the purpose 
Secretary Hay had maintained 
throughout the preceeding negotia- 
tions for an "open door," the desire 
being to open np foreign communicas 
tions with the interior of China, and 
thus gain access to the vast markets of 
the empire. 

Following the conclusion of the 
peace arrangements, Mr. Sharretts 
was selected to carry on the tariff ne- 
gotiations in behalf of the United 
States. This selection was due to his 
long familiarity with tariff affairs, as 
he had assisted in the framing of re- 
cent tariff legislation before congress 
and had also served as one of the gen- 
eral appraisers of New York. He 
went to China about a year ago and 
has since been engaged in working out 
the details of a tar ff agreement. It 
was announced about a month ago that 
the British commissioners had con- 
cluded a tariff treaty with China and 
it was understood at that time that the 
British treaty would serve as a basis 
for similar treaties with the United 
States and other foreign countries. 
The state department was advised at 
the time that the rates on exports en- 
tering China were 12j per cent and 
the export duties 7J per cent. One of 
the most important provisions of the 
British-China treaty was that abolish- 
ing the likin tax. It is presumed that 
similar rates are made in the Ameri- 
can treaty and that the likin tax is 
abolished as far as it relates to Ameri- 
can goods in transit. The likin tax 
has been one of the most burdensome 
exactions of the antiquated Chineso 
system, as it was levied by the officials 
at various points throughout the king- 
dom without uniformity and often 
with less regard for commercial ends 
than for the enrichment of the un- 
scrupulous local officials. The abol- 
ishment of the likin tax will go far 
towards encouraging foreign trade and 
traffic in the interior of China. Mr. 
Sharretts dispatch is dated Shanghai 
and does not go into details regarding 
the treaty he has signed, 



Free Quarters. 
Arrangements have been completed 
by Eli Torrance, commander-in-chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
for opening general encampment head- 
quarters where all applications for free 
quarters hereafter will be received.

I note the communication of 
"Consistency," dated "Shelby" in

The subject of a new public 
school building is again being ag- 
itated, and we hope that the agita- 
tion will be to some purpose this 
time. 

The present building is not in 
accordance with the beautiful 
homes and churches of Montevallo, 
and we doubt very much if there 
is a town of tho- same population 
of Montevallo that has as shabby 
indequate a school building as is 
found here. Tho effort to raise 
money by subscription to put up a 
a respectable school building was 
without avail. There is but one. 
solution to the matter : Amend 
the charter of the town so that 
bonds can be voted to erect such a 
building as is needed here. The 
problem of a school is a grave one 
to those who have boys, for the 
facilities here for the education of 
the boys are very meager. Some 
of them talk of leaving Montevallo 
on this account. 

This is not in accord with the 
general tone of the town. Our 
people are refined and intelligent, 
but there is a lack of interest in a 
public school here that is beyond 
understanding. All who have 
girls to send to school are not able 
put them into the State institution 
here, and must it be said that the 
poor girl as well as the rich is not 
entitled to a fair educatation? Is 
the State institution to so over- 
shadow educational interests in 
Montevallo that the public school 
is next thing to a farce? 

Our people should take a hold 
on this matter.

Little things fret us more than big 
ones. If I write that Neptune is six- 
teen hundred millions of miles from 
the sun and it. comes out in print six- 
teen millions it worries me. If I write 
that the doctor sewed up hare lips and 
it comes out hair lips, I don't like it. 
The type didn't know that a rabbit 
had a slit under its nose. If I write 
that I walked out into the garden to 
let my choler down, meaning my an- 
ger, the typo thinks I meant my shirt 
collar, and so changes the spelling to 
suit his own idea. But since I read an 
editor's defense in a New York paper 
I feel better, for he says rt is amazing 
how few of these mistakes are made 
in the great dailies that have to be 
rushed through with lightning speed. 
The constant pressure on type setters 
and proof readers ir> tremendous, but 
they rarely make any serious blun- 
ders, and the intelligent reader can 
generally correct them in his mind. 
And so I will not worry any more 
about it. There are some little things 
that are of more consequence just 
now. Our cook has quit, and so has 
the bouse maid — gone off to Rockmart 
for a week or two — gone to a house 
party, I think. That is all right, for 
the cook has been faithful a long time 
and needed rest. She is a good ser- 
vant and keeps a clean kitchen, and 
we have had a house party ourselves 
for several months. I have been sick, 
but now we are reduced to the regular 
family of five and have but little to 
cook and can get along on two meals 
a day. My wife arranged it for me 
to fire up the stove and fill up the ket- 
tles and grind the coffee and put on 
the hominy and then ring the bell for 
the girls to get up and finish up the 
breakfast. She said if I felt like it I 
migght sweet out the hall and the 
front veranda and settle up the front 
room. Well, of course, I had to split 
up some kindling and bring in the 
stove wood, but I am getting along 
fairly well and my wife thinks the 
exercise is doing me good. Last night 
she hinted that the veranda was badly 
tracked up since the rain and needed 
a good washing. So this morning I 
turned loose the hose pipe on it and 
she praised me a right smart and I 
brought her some roses from my gar- 
den. We let her sleep until breakfast 
ready, for she cleans up her room 
iand makes up two beds and then sews 
all day for the grandchildren. But I 
want that colored house party to 
break up as soon as possible, for I 
don't banker after this morning busi- 
ness as a regular job. Mrs. Mimms 
says she likes it, and I think she does. 
She has a good room in the back 
yard and good furniture and a hand- 
some lamp to read by, and her little 
grandson lives with her, and I don't 
know of any colored woman that has a 
better time. In fact, I know of lots of 
good negroes in town who are con- 
tented with thejr situation and will 
continue so if they are let alone by 
the northern fanatics and southern 
cranks. 

What craze has come over that man 
Bleed to cause him to write such a 
tool piece for the Boston magazine? 
What good can it possibly do, even if 
it was true? But it is not true and 
only the product of a diseased imagi- 
nation. I would write hard things 
about him but for his lankly connec- 
tions. For their sake he had better 
have smothered his feelitgs and his 
pen. The Atlantic Monthly has never 
shown any love for the EOuth, and why 
should he select that as organ passeth 
comprehension. Professor Sledd says 
the negro is an inferior race. Then 
why does he insist that we give him a 
place in our own churches and hotels 
and railroad cars? 

It was the work of the Creator that 
made him inferior, and he will remain 

eo — and neufier education nor misce- 
genation will ever change it so far as 
aocial equality is concerned. Moses 
:Violated tb e law of God when he mar- 
jried that Ethiopian woman, and he 
jhafl to discard her, and Aaron and 
•Miriam chided him lor it long after- 
wards. Numbers, xii. The story goes, 
facoording to Josephus, that the Egyp- 
tians were at war with the Ethio- 
pians and bad suffered defeat in every 
battle until Pharaoh was advised that 
tiio one could command his army suc- 
cessfully Z)ut Moses. So Moses was 
given command and he marched with 
.the ermy to the borders of Ethiopia 
iand met the enemy and defeated them 
jkPfl then marched on to Saba, the roy- 

«1 city, ana attacked the walls, and 
(ThaTbis, the daughter of the king, 
«gw Moses fr«m the window of her 
'tower, and he was so handsome that 
isne fell desperately In love with him 
and sent a messenger to him to say 
.that if he would marry her she would 
'auTrender the city and army to him. 
IMoses agreed to this and their mar- 
,iiage was at once consummated. Then 
Moses returned with his victorious 
army to Egypt. He did not take with 
♦Aim his Ethiopian wife, but not long 



after he married Zlpporah, the daugh- 
ter of Jethro, the Midianitc. 

So we must suppose that Moses mar- 
lied the Ethiopian princess as a war 
measure and with no idea of keeping 
his promise. At any rate it caused 
trouble and shame in the family, and 
so it has done ever since whenever a 
white person mates with a negro. 

What a monstrous falsehood to say 
that the southern negro is dehuman- 
ized. Right here in our town every 
negro mechanic is employed at good 
wages. Blacksmiths, carpenters, ma- 
sons, painters, draymen are all busy. 
Cooks, nurses and washerwomen find 
constant employment — and they arc 
not only contented, but sometimes 
dare to be merry and laugh. Where did 
Sledd get all that rot about kicking 
and cursing and beating the negro? 
We never hear of such treatment in 
this region. Mr. Milam, a truthful 
gentleman, whose business keeps him 
on the street, told me the other day 
that he had heard but one oath ut- 
tered by anybody within a year, and 
that was by a northern man towards 
a negro who asked him a civil ques- 
<ion. Dehumanized, indeed! Ask 

Tribbls and Brown who give their 
snoji trie most patronage, wnat ridic- 
ulous foliy to demand seats in our 
churches for the negroes. They have' 
churches of their own that were built 
mainly by the charity of the white 
fo'.ks. They don't want seats in our 
churches. They have schools of their 
own that we support, and they have 
excursions and baseball and water- 
melons and funerals and Daughters of 
Zion. Oh, for shame on Sledd! I pity 
his, family and his kindred. He thinks 
he has found a mare's nest, and for 
.ack of something fresh has raked up 
Sam Hose again. He laments the 
(ynchings, but not the outrages, and 
he proposes a remedy. Mr. Sledd can 
set this down — that the lyncbings will 
■not stop until the outrages do. When 
a negro dehumanizes himself and be- 
comes a beast he ought to be lynched, 
whether it is Sunday or Monday. Let 
the lynching go on. This is the sen- 
timent cf our people, and let Boston 
and The Atlantic Monthly and Sledd 
howl. We are used to that. Not long 
ago we had a lynching in Rome that 
was to my notion. The beast was 
strung up in Broad street in the day- 
time and shot to pieces and nobody 
was disguised. The town marshal and 

policemen and a military comDaxv 
«na me governor wasn't rar away, cut 

not a soul said nay. That suits me ex- 
actly. — Bill Arp, in Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.

At the British Colonial Premier's 
conference it was agreed to adopt the 
metric system cf weights aud meas- 
ures. 

Crop estimates compiled from Gov- 
ernment's official figures indicate a 
yield of 2,5(51,400,000 bushels of corn 
and G4G,Gll,O0O bushels of wheat. 

The coronation has served to render 
tbe London crowds more demonstra- 
tive in their greetings to royalty than 
has been shown for a long period. 

Vienna papers say that deaths from 
famine in Eastern Galicia have aver- 
aged 50,000 for several years. The 
condition of the peasants is pitiable. 

British Commissioners in South 
Africa say trade there is in the hands 
of trusts and combinations, which 
threaten the country's development. 

A dispatch from Rome said that a 
plan was probably under way to re- 
duce Continental armaments and to 
combine forces against American com- 
petition. 

The packers' combine, it was report- 
ed in Chicago, might establish stock 
yards of their own. This would bring 
on a fight with the Vanderbilts, who 
own the Union Stock Yards.

A pleasant surprise was given the 
Confederate veterans at Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., last Friday in the shape of a vet- 
eran's battle flag. J. Manly Foster pre- 
sented the flag in the name of Mrs. 
Ellen Peter Bryce. Mrs. Bryce is the 
presiding officer of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy and very enthusiastic in 
all matters connected with the veter- 
ans. She had eight brothers to follow 
the Confederate flag and the note she 
wrote to the veterans was a very beau- 
tiful expression of her loyalty to the 
cause. Dr. John Little, commander 
of the camp, accepted this flag. The 
flag is a large affair made of bunting 
and trimmed with heavy bullion, and 
has the staff and carrying straps 
and water proof cover for its protec- 
tion.

How to Put on Sew Gloves. 

The length of life enjoyed by a 
glove depends very largely upon the 
method employed in putting the glove 
on the wearer's hand for the first time. 

If this is done properly, there will be 
no difficulty on other occasions. 

Cheap gloves will sometimes split at 
the first or second wearing, and it not 
infrequently happens that an expensive 
one will do the same. 

It requires two people to put on a 
glove properly. When, the glove is 
buttoned up, the second person should 
polish the glove smartly with the flat 
palm of his hand. This process ap- 
plied to the fingers and back of the 
glove will mold it to the shape of the 
wearer's hand. 

It is advisable to use a hook when 
buttoning a glove, as the violent strug- 
gles to make hole and button meet 
tend to wear holes in the finger tips. 

The manner of taking off a glove 
also determines whether it is to last 
long and look well. 

Never pull it by the finger tips. This 
stretches the the glove out of shape 
and makes it difficult to put on again. 
Peel it off in the proverbial "rabbit 
skin' fashion, turn each finger and 
thumb right side out and blow gently 
to inflate the glove. 

Glove menders and mending outfit 
are useful little articles to have, and 
every girl should provide herself with 
one. A ripped glove is an abomina- 
tion. — Washington Star. 

Women an Municipal Officers. 

There is one town in Kansas which 
Is literally run by women, and has not 
as yet run off th» track. The town had 
become somewhat demoralized by the 
laxness of the city government, and 
the people of the reform party took it 
into their heads to elect a ticket com- 
posed entirely of women. The mayor, 
police judge, city clerk and four coun- 
cil members are women. It is not 
known whether this is due to the fact 
that the reform party had no men 
capable of holding down these jobs, 
or simply to the men's disinclination to 
try a disagreeable and somewhat diffi- 
cult job; but those are the facts.

TRAPS FOR AMERICAN 
SOLDIERS. j& & 

Ingenious Devices of the Cunning Moros For the Destruction of 
Troops in the Philippines. + + *, T »vv»»» »* 



SERVING as an enlisted man 
through the Philippine War, I 
came across many odd 
trenches, barricades and block- 
ades erected by the ingenious Filipinos, 
who always calculate these fortifica- 
tions with a view of retreating from 
tnem in the event of being pushed by 
tbe American troops. But I never saw 




trenches and barricades of the order of 
those utilized by tbe cunning Moros. 

The writer accompanied the first 
large expedition against the Moros, in 
April, aud had an opportunity to ob- 
serve the entrenching customs of the 
Moro soldier. There is on tbe Island 
of Mandanao what is known as -he 
lake tribes, and these tribes, or part 
of them, are the tribes engaged in war 
with the Americans. The coast and 
river tribes are friendly, and many of 
the members of these tribes were hired 
by the American troops to carry rations 
and ammunition on all expeditions to 
the interior, where the lakes are lo- 
cated. The lakes are fine stretches of 
water, about thirty-five miles from 
Malabang. 

We find barricades of all kinds 
across the roads to obstruct the 
progress of the troop.;. Trenches of 
varied styles are seen. 

The sketch here, a cross section of 
one of these trenches, shows tbe device 
employed— a light bamboo covering. 
Earth is placed on the covering, and 
the passing troops are supposed to 
break through the top and tumble upon 
the sharpened bamboo points below. 
If the troops fell in upon these points 
serious results might follow, but care 
is used, and, as a rule, places of this 
kind are avoided. 

We found many trenches arranged so 
that the occupants could keep up a con- 
tinuous retreat and still remain under 
sover. A drawing of this scheme is 




presented. These trenches are made 
alongside tbe roads or trails, and, in 
addition, there are stone barricades 
piled at proper angles. The enemy is 
stationed at (d), for example, and main- 
tains its fire upon tbe oncoming troops 
from this point until the proper time 
comes for making a retreat. Then the 
occupants retreat back to (c), and open 
fire; then back to (f), and so on as long 
as the trenches continue. 

In this sketch the reader may observe 
fl plan of a barricade which is built 
with the intention of giving a recep- 
tion of bamboo points to any one jump- 
ing the same. It is frequently neces- 
sary to rush the trenches of the enemy, 
and the Moros know this, so that they 
prepare tbe back of the barricades 
with the sharpened points as indicated. 
The points do not show from the front, 
and the chargers are often unaware of 
the pricking points until they strike 
upon them. We found many barri- 
cades made entirely with the thorny 
undergrowth of the jungle. This sub- 
stance possesses wirelike points, which 
tear the clothes and tbe skin. It is 



builds his barricade. This stone is 
just spongy enough to let a shell penc-* 
trate without breaking tbe material. 
The natives secure a sort of limelike 
product from the mountains with 
which tbey make a cementing material 
to erect the masonry. 

The Moros are as ingenious as the 
Filipinos in tbe construction of trenches 
and barricades of the abundant bam- 
boo of the country. Bamboo posts 
are placed in the earth at intervals. 
Then the necessary cross pieces of tbe 
same stock of smaller diameter are 
put through the uprights, and these 
cross pieces are interwoven with the 
divided or split bamboo. Then another, 
partition is put up about three feet 
back and the space between packed 
with earth, sod, brush etc., resulting in 
a substantial barricade through which 
shot, as a rule, cannot pass. 

All along the line of march to the 
lakes one would see a man, every now 
and then, fall straight forward, full 




length, throwing his rifle ahead of him. 
An examination of the path woulil 
show the trap (i), consisting of a single 
piece of thin bamboo, adjusted on little 
pegs, and set just high enough from 
the surface to trip anyone who waa 
passing. 

I never was in a country where tbe 
enemy displayed so much ingenuity, 
in the setting of traps. I served as a; 
soldier in Cuba, and have been at it 
three or four years in these islands, bnti 
not until I took the Moro trail to the 
lakes with the American expedition' 
of April did I see arrows set to shoot- 
out across the path near one when ha 



tripped the raw hide or hempen cord. 
The Filipino had devices of this kind, 
but they did not always work, and the, 
soldiers would play with the contriv- 
ances. But no one plays with the Moro 
path-shooting arrow gun, arranged as 
represented in the sketch. Here the 
arrow lays in the hollowed section or, 
tube of bamboo, close to the surface, 
and this tube is fixed with a bow, aa 
shown. The bowstring is hauled back,, 
and connected to a trip clutch. This 
clutch is connected with a cord, which! 
extends across the trail to a peg. As a' 
man passes over the trail bis toe 
catches the cord, tbe bow is let loose 
and the arrow flies.— From the Field, 
Isle de Mindanao, Philippine Islands.

The President Discusses Na- 
tional Questions. 



ON NEW ENGLAND TODS, HARTFORD 

Defines His Position on Isth- 
mian Canal, Cuba, PhH- 
ippines, Etc. 



Hartford, Conn.. August 22. — Five 
thousand men and women crowded 
the Colis um tiers tonight to hear the 
address of President Kooaevelt. At 
least two-thirds oi the audience were 
working men, and 'he enthusiasm 
manifested by them when the presi- 
dent alluded to the rights of the toiler, 
aroused the keenest interest. 

President Koo evclt was introduced 
to the audience in the Coliseum by 
Col. Jacob J. Green. Through Sena- 
tor Piatt he tendered his thanks to the 
state for the splendid reception ac- 
carded him, and to Mayor Sullivan he 
made his thanks to the people of Hart- 
ford. Then, turnidg to the audience, 
he said: 

"Before beginning the speech that 
I had intende i and still intend to 
make to you tonight, I wish to allude 
to an incident that happened this af- 
ternoon which struck me as more im- 
portant than what I have to Bay to 
you. On being driven around your 
beautiful city 1 was taken through 
Pope park. 1 was pesented with a 
great lior eshoe of flowsrs, the gift of 
the -orkingmen of Hartfort (loud ap- 
plause) to the president of the United 
States. 

"Gentlemen, I should be utterly 
unfit for the position that I sow oc- 
cupy if I lailed to do all that in me 
lies — as light is given mo— to act so as 
to represent the best thought and pur- 
pose of the wage-workersof the United 
States. Now, at the outset of the 
twentieth century, we are facing diffi- 
cult and complex problems — prob- 
lems social and economic, which will 
tax the best energies of all of us to 
solve right and which we can only 
solve at all if we approach them in a 
spirit not merely of common sense, 
but of generous desire to act each for 
all and all for each; and while there 
are occasions, vihrn, through legisla 
tion and administrative action, tho 
government which represents the peo- 
ple can do special service to one set of 
our citizens, yet I think you will agree 
with me that in the long run the best 
was in which to serve any one of our 
citizens is to serve all alike well, 
to try to act in a spirit of fairness and 
justice to ail; to give each man his 
rights; to safeguard each man in his 
rights, and so fur as in mo lies, while 
I hold my present position, I will be 
true to that coucepiion of my duty. 

"Now, I want lo speak to you to- 5 
night, not ou our internal problems as 
u nation, bat on some of the external 
problems which we have had to face 
during the last four years. The in- 
ternal problems are the most impor- 
tant. 

"The events of the last few years 
have forced the American republic to 
take ft larger position in the world 
than ever before, and therefore more 
than ever before to concern herself 
with questions of policy which eff ot 
her interests beyond her own borders. 
As a people, we now have duties and 
opportunities in the tropic East. And 
much depends upon the way in which 
we meet these duties, the way in whioh 
we take advautuge of these opportu- 
nities. 

"From the days of Monroe, Clay 
and the younger Adams, we, as a peo- 
ple, have always looked with interest 
upon tho West Indies and the isthmus 
connecting the two Americas, feeling 
that anything happening to those re- 
gions must be of concern to our wel- 
fare. There is cow ampler reason 
than ever before for this feeling. The 
outcome of; the Spauish war put us in 
possession of Porto Rico, and brought 
us into peculiar touch with Cuba; 
while th i successful negotia ion of the 
Hay P Hflncefote treaty at last cleared 
the way Jor the construction of the 
isthmian cwnal. 

"There isiVrdly a ripple of failure 
°n the stream i:if our success; and so, 
M »s apt to be oV way, we do not 
think of it all. l'et it is well worth 
while to think of if nud ,l is P leQ8ant 



to loarn by an experience which 
teaches ns what to follow instead of 
what to avoid. In making appoint- 
ments to the insular Bervice it is nee- 
essary to disregard aruy question of 
mere party expediency, and to look at 
the matter Bolely from the standpoint 
of the honor of our own nation and of 
the welfare of the island itself. This 
has been the standpoint adhered to in 
selecting the men who represent our 
government in Porto Rico. We have 
not been frightened or misled into giv- 
ing the people of the island a form of 
government unsuitable to them; and, 
while providing thai they should gov- 
ern themselves, so far as possible, wo 
have not hesitated in their own inter- 
est to keep the power of shaping their 
destiny. 

"In Cuba the problem was larger, 
more complicated and more difficult. 
Here, again, we kept our promise ab- 
solutely. After having delivered the 
island fi»ora its oppressors, we refused 
to turn it loose off-hand with tho cer- 
tainty that it would sink into chaos 
and savagery. We stamped out yel- 
low fever — in itself an estimable ser- 
vice both to the Cuban people and to 
the people of our own southern states. 
We established a school system. We 
made life and property secure, so that 
industry could again begin to thrive. 
It is a republic with which our own 
great republic must ever be closely 
knit by the ties of common interests 
and common aspirations. Cuba must 
always be peculiarly related to us in 
international politics. She must in 
international affairs be to a degree a 
part of our political system. In re- 
trim, she must have peculiar relations 
with ns economically. She must be, 
in a sense, part of our economic sys- 
tem. We expect her to accept a po- 
litical attitude toward us which we 
think wisest both for her and ua. I 
believe that it is only a matter of time 
— and. I truBt, only a matter of a very 
short time — before we enter into re- 
ciprocal trade relations with Cuba. 

' The isthmian canal represents 
what is probably to be the greatest en- 
gineering feat — the greatest feat %i its 
kind — of the twentieth century. Be- 
fore we start upon the construction of 
the canal certain questions of detail 
and of our relations with the people 
owning the soil have to be settled. 
When this has been done, the first 
question will come upon choosing tne 
commission which is to supervise the 
building of the canal. Here, again, 
we have to deal with an enterprise so 
vast and so far-reaching in its effdots 
that but one thought is permissible — 
how to got the very beet men in the 
nation, the men of the very highest 
engineering and administrative skill, 
who will consent to undertako the 
work. If possible I should like to see 
these men represent different sections 
and different political parties." 

President Rosevelt expressed his sat- 
isfaction at the substitution of drives 
for conventional handshaking. This 
method of entertainment seems to 
have given the people the opportunity 
of seeing him It obviates the crush 
that has been so objectionable in pre- 
vious reeeptions. 

Providence, E. I., August 23.— The 
special train bearing President Roose- 
velt arrived in this city and the pres- 
dent delivered a set speech to several 
thousand people who cheered him 
lustily. He said in part: 

"We are passing througu a period 
of ffreat meterial prosperity and such 
a period is as sure as adversity itself 
to bring multcrings of discontent At 
a time when most men prosper some- 
what it always happens that a few 
prosper greatly. When the weather 
is good for crops it is also good for 
weeds. Wise laws and fearless and 
upright administration of the laws 
can give tho opportunity for such 
prosperity as that we see abont us. 
But this is all that they can do. When 
the conditions have been created 
which make prosperity possible then 
each individual must aouieve it for 
himself by his own thrift. 

"One of the dangers of the tremen- 
dous industrial growth of the last 
generation has been the very largo in- 
crease in private and especially in 
corporate fortune?. We may like it 
or wo may not, just as we please, 
hut it is a fact, nevertheless, and as 
far as we can see it is an inevitable 
result of the workings of the 
varions causes, prominent among 
which was the immense impor- 



tance steam and electricity have 
assumed in modern life. 

"It is not truo that the poor have 
grown poorer, but some of the rich 
have grown so much riober that wbere 
mulrtitudes ef men are herded ia a 
limited space the contrast strikes the 
onlooker as more violent thou former- 
ly.

But we have 
aright to ask in each case that they 
shall do good and not harm." 

President Roosevelt closed hia sec- 
ond day's journey through New Eng- 
land at Newport where he was the 
guest of Mr. Winrbrop Chanler. Upon 
the conclusion of his speech at 
Providence he was driven to the dock 
where he boarded a private yacht for 
the residence of Senator Aldrich, at 
Warwick. Since starting from Mew 
Haven his progress through Connecti- 
cut and Rhode Island has been mark- 
ed by greetings. Perhaps the most 
enthusiastic reception accorded to him 
by the smaller places was at River 
Point, R, I. Pastime park, which 
adjoins the railroad track, was 
thronged with peop e, among them 
hundreds of grand army veterans, 
who formed a semi-circle in front of 
the platform. 

Nahant, Mass., August 24th. — 
President Roosevelt left Newport to- 
day at 2 o'clock. As is his custom, 
be rose early and, after eating a light 
breakfast, left the Chanler house at 9 
o'clock and went out io meet Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who had come up on tha 
Sylph during the night. Mrs. Roose- 
velt accompanied him ashore and 
spent about half an hour at the Chan- 
ler residence, takin a look at the 
baby, but did not remain for 
the christening. The president re- 
mained at the Chanler villa, where 
the ceremony of christening the baby 
i'as performed by Rev. John Diamond, 
of the Episcopal church, in 
tho pre&ecee of the president, 
who acted as godfather, Sena- 
tor and Mrs. Lodge, the latter acting 
as godmother, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe 
and a large number of the persona] 
friends of the family. 

That the enthusiasm attending iha 
president's journey shows no abate- 
ment, was made evident by the crowd 
at Newport, which cheered his arrival 
and continued cheering until the 
train was lost to view. He was es- 
corted from Lynn to Nahant by a 
troop cJ cavalary.

Fisher's Island on War Footing. 
FiBher's Island which is expected to 
be the center of the military and naval 
maneuvers is on a war footing. A 
government censorship has been es- 
tablished over wire channels of com-t 
mnuicalious with the mainland, and 
the owners and managers of the tele- 
graph and telephone lines have been 
instructed not to permit the passage 
over their wire's of any information 
relating in any way to the maneuvers. 
This order applies with equal force to 
the operations of both the army and 
the navy in the coming struggle for the 
command of the entrance of Long 
Island Sound. Por its ow n use the 
army has a special wire and cable from 
frospect Hill to New London. An 
army officer acts as censor of all mes. 
sageB over that wire. The establish- 
ment of this supervision of telegraph 
and telephone lines is part of the an. 
nounced intention of the government 
to make every effort just as would be 
done in aotual war time, to prevent 
the sending out of news that might be 
of value to the enemy. 



Tax on Bank Profits. 
The commissioner of internal reve- 
nue bas ordered the collection of the 
war tax on tho undivided profits of 
banks amounting to about J3JO,0.10, 
pursuant to the decision of the courts 
that these funds are within the law's 
purview.

PRISON GUARD KILLED BY CONVICTS

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE 
One of the most destructive fires in 
the history of Auniston ocenrred Sat. 
urday morning. It was discovered 
abont 1 o'clock and it looked for some 
time as if the entire business portion 
of the city would go, but heroic efforts 
of the firemen saved the adjoining 
buildings, and kept the firo confined 
between the walls of the Gainer build 
ing. The building was a three-story 
structure, and occupied by the Miller 
Drug company. The losers are: R. 
E. Garner, building, 815,000, insur- 
ance $G,000; Miller Drug company, 
stock and fixtures, 815,000, insurance 
89,000; J. W. McElrealh, $1,000, no 
ineuronce; Dr. A. A. Green, $1,000, 
insurance $400. Small damage was 
wrought in adjoining buildings by 
heat and water. The file originated 
in the third story, but how is net 
known. The building and contents 
will be a complete loss. 



G. W. Thomas Fatally Shot. 
G. W. Thomas, ~; guard at the 
Sloss- Sheffield mines at Coalbure, 
was Bhot in the abdomen by Bob 
Stone, a negro convict, who, with 
Bob Little, another negro, was trying 
to eseape from E. aiine. Tho wound- 
ed man is in a serious condition and 
there is little hope of his recovery. 
One of tho negroes who was trying 
to escape was captured a few minutes 
after Mr. Thomas was shot and 
taken back to his quarters. The 
other was captured later 
about a mile from the mines. 
The guard was in front of his shack 
when the two negroes appeared in the 
opening of the mine. He ordered 
them to halt and when they refused to 
do so he fired twice at them with a 
double-barrelled gun, but both loads 
of buckshot missed their mark. Know 
ing that the guard had emptied his 
gun the two negroes returned and one 
shot several times at him, one of the 
bullets taking t fleet in the abdomen. 
Other guards attracted by the Bhots 
ran up and Jim Little was captured 
without further trouble.

A great deal of excitement was 
caused at Marion Friday afternoon by 
the explosion of the tank of a soda 
fountain. An employe was charging 
the tank and the cocks failed to work, 
when the tank exploded w ith a report 
that j irred the town. Large pieces of 
metal flew in every direction, one of 
them completely demolishing a glass 
front. Another piece weighing fifiy- 
one pounds, went through the air, 
passing over several buildings, cut 
large limbs from trees and foil on the 
roof of Judge Shivers' residence, in- 
juring the same to some extent. No 
one was seriously injured.

At the end of her trip her 
mean speed developed without ti3al 
allowance was given otit as 18.3. She 
stands today as the fastesi battleship 
in the American fleet, for tho Illinois, 
which up to this time has held the 
record, only did 17.84.

THE STRIKES HAVING THEIR EFFECTS. 



General Trade and Industry 
Yerj Busy and Encour- 
aging Everywhere, 

Consolidated Declares Dividend. 
The Alabama OonBolidated Goal and 
Iron company has declared a quarterly 
dividend of 1$ per oont on its pre- 
ferred Etoo*% payable September 1. 
For the quarter ended July 31, the 
net earnings of Ihe company, after 
charging off prospectivo repairs, roy 
alty, depreciation and interest, wore 
8110,732. The <jnarterly dividend re- 
quire $43,106, leaving a surplus for 
i he three months of $C7,626, or at the 
rate of 10$ per cent on tho common 
stock Owing to the suspension of 
work of all the ooal miners in Alabama 
in July, mining operations were shut 
ilowu for about three week?, and dur- 
ing a part of the time all furnaces had 
to be banked because of the lack of 
ooke. This reduced the output of 
coal and iron by more than one-half 
or that ovnth. Work on the new 
urnaces at Gadsden is being pushed 
with a view to completing it by Janu- 
>i-y 1. Contracts have been let for 
tifty additional ooke ovens, and the 
tifty now under construction will be 
completed about September 1. All of 
these enlargements, including the new 
urcaoe, are being made out of the 
-urplus earnings. The new ooal mine 
ut Hewett made its first output of coal 
last week, tbe average weekly produc- 
tion now being 11,000 tons. The iron 
which to faeirg delivered was sold some 
nonths ago at an average of about $13 
i ton, whereas all Rales now being 
made for delivery noit y«»r are on th> 
basis of $17 a ton for No. 8 foundry. 

Strike Coot ion es. 
Despite persistent rumore of some 
KotUemoDt plan, the anthracite e^al 
xtriko has gone through its fourteenth 
week, although several large eolleries 
at Scranton and Wilkesbarre have re- 
sumed operation partially. At Bes- 
quehoMDg Patrick Sharp, a striker, 
was shot and killed by a deputy Mon- 
lay. At Edgarton two nonunion 
miners were wounded by shots from 
unknown sources. President Mitchell 
has been tA. Indianapolis to see about 
collection of strike fund, which is 
hIow. Bishop Potter, of New Tork, 
on his return from Europe Wednes- 
day said he was surprised to learn thin 
the coal strike had not been settled. 
He praised President Mitchell and 
condemned the uncompromising atti 
tude of the mine operators. He is go- 
ing to make another effort for arbitra- 
tion. 

Out for Chinese Trade. 
The Chinese American Commercial 
company, with a paid np capital ol 
81,000,000, has been formed in Cali- 
fornia. The company will establish 
commercial museums throughout thi 
Orient and will introduce American 
goods and will undertake contracts for 
the construction of railways and other 
enterprises. Ho Tow, consul in San 
Francisco, will leave the consular 
service to go to China as a represen- 
tative of the company. 



A telegram received from Second 
Vice President W. W. Finley, of th» 
Southern, confirms the story that th< 
Southern is to double-track its line 
between Washington and Atlanta. 

Failures for the week numbered 207 
in the United States, against 2d5 lasi 
year, and 30 in Canada, against 35 a 
year ago. 

As the active blast furnace capacity 
of this country decreases through 
want of fuel, foreign pig iron is pur- 
chased more freely and Scotch war- 
rants have advaneed because of the 
steady demand. Domestic needs are 
uow far beyond all precedent, and 
even with the available homo capacity 
active, there would be imports, 
although less than are now arriv ng. 
There is much that is gratifying in this 
state of ■ ffairs, bdt there is also u 
drawback. During the recent p riod 
lor exceptional domestic demiind, 
many export orderB have been sacri

Pneumatic Tool Monopoly. 
By papers signed in Doudon Wednes- 
day the Chicago Pneumatic Tool com- 
pany was merged with the English 
pneumatic tool concerns so as to form 
a world monopoly c-f the various air 
tools and pneuiaatic machines. This 
Anglo- American combine is called the 
Consolidated Pneumatie Tool Corpo- 
ration. It bae a capital oi $10,000,000. 



Secretary Hester's statement of the 
world's visible supply of cotton made 
up from special cable and teleftraphio 
advices shows a decrease for tbe week 
just closed of 79,71S bales, against a 
decrease of 140,273 last year ami a de- 
crease oS 89,384 the year bofore. The 
total visible is 1,482,323 against 1,511,- 
839 last week. Of thia the total of 
American cottou is 838,323 against 
903,839 last week, and of all other 
kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, India, 
etc., 594,000 against 608,000 last week. 
The total world's visible supply of eot- 
ton shows a decrease compared with 
last week of 79,710 bales, a decroase 
compared with last year of 314,955 
bales and an inci-eose oomparcd with 
year before last of 320,010. Of the 
world's visible supply of cotton as 
above, there is now afloat and held in 
Great Britain and continental Europe 
841 000; in India 344,000 and in tht 
United States 202,000. 



Textile mills are well occupied, 
business gradually increasing in 
cotton goods division. Export tr 
in brown cotton is insignificant, 
more inquiry is reported. New li 
of light weight woolens and worst 
for spring wear are now fully opei 
and buyers are placing much husini 
Quotations are steadily maintain 
with the market in a healthy cod 
tion. There is evidence that supple- 
mentary ordi rs will command higher 
prices, especially if raw wool makes 
any further advance. Footwear shops 
at the East have assurances of full op- 
eration for two months, although 
there is much complaint of quotations 
iu connectiou with the sensational 
movement of the material. 

Packers' hides at Chicago have at- 
tained new high-record prices and oals 
sole leather has advanced. There is a 
general disposition to delay making 
contracts at present quotations, legit- 
imate purchasers of material fearing 
an artificial element in the market, 
and shoe manufacturers will be cau- 
tions while spring contracts are nude? 
consider tion. 

No serions disaster occurred, 
but excessive rains retarded th« 
development of grain and inter- 
rupted harvesting. In many ease* 
where the date of maturity has been 
postponed there is always the possi- 
bility of injury from early frosts. The 
other extreme ef weather caused com. 
plaint at the South, drouth being iu 
evidence at many points. On the 
other hand, there were good reports ol 
arly picking, especially in Oklahoma, 
Coffee recovered from an eighth of th# 
lowest point on record, rumors oi 
frost in Brazil proving more potent 
thaD overwhelming supplies. 

The fuel problem comes to the fronl 
as the chief factor in restricting output 
of pig. This applies not only to the 
anthracite ccal regions in the Eaf>t,bu 

o the western furnaces dependent up- 
on Pennsylvania coke. At last ac- 
counts six or eight furnaces were 
hanked or blown out for lack of stead} 

■oke supply. The quality of the coko 
is also inferior and unsatisfactory, du* 
to the urgent pressure upon tho ovens, 
and to the lack ol labor in the same 
quarters. 

The southern iron trade was feat- 
ureless last week, but the market con- 
inues in a healthy condition. Manu-i 
aclurers hnvo found no difficulty in 
booking contracts for delivery in thf 
first half of 1903 on a basis of $17.0{ 
to $17.50 for No. 2 foundry. 



J. D. Wood, a rancher of Spencer, 
Idaho, has sent to Boston tho largest 
consignment of wool ever shipped by 
one munfrom the West to the East. It 
amounted to about 630,000 pounds, 
which at 14 cents per pound yielded 
Mr. Wood nearly SS8.000. 



The effort to induce the tin plate 
workmen to accept a wage reduction 
in order to capture orders which would 
otherwise go abroad, has not been 
ibandoned. The wire trade is little 
stronger but the sheet trade is dull. 
Hi rdwaro is in exceptional demand as 
lieretofore and machinery manufac- 
turers are very generally crowded to 
keep up with orders. 

Pig iron is in demand at Chicago 
for southern account, a scarcity of

Our Machinery in India. 
The United States agricultural de- 
partment has received a request from 
India for information as to American 
agricultural implements, with a view 
to introducing same in that country. 

Th» Frisco System is spending con- 
siderable money on its tracks between 
Memphis and Birmingham.

Washington News. 



Everywhere in the state of Vermont 
President Roosevelt was received with 
enthusiasm. He crossed over from 
New Hampshire into Vermont in a 
tallyho drawn by six horses. Seated 
on the box with him were Mr. and 
Mrs. Winston Churchill and Senator 
Proctor. When Windsor, where the 
people had patiently waited his com- 
ing, was reached a most cordial wel- 
come was extended, and as the county 
fair was in progress many persons 
from out of town were given an op- 
portunity to see the president. The 
fifteen miles drive through the moun- 
tains seemed to give hiai new vigor. 
He was in the happiest vein and as 
he passed through the streets of Wind- 
sor he bowed first to one side and 
then the other on his way to the 
Evarts residence where he took 
luncheon. 

The presidant was given an enthu- 
siastic reception and spoke for about 
twenty minutei: "Mr. Evart and you 
men and vromen of Vermont, my 
fellow citizens - : I am glad of having 
the chance of greeting and saying a 
word to you today. This is the place 
where the constitution of your state 
was formulated. Your state was 
founded by men who knew how to 
fight when the need was to fight, and 
who knew that fighting was not all; 
that they had to w.rk in civil life 
also. Vermont has understood that 
while it was a mighty good thing to 
produce material prosperity, it is a 
better thing to produce men and wo- 
men fit to enjoy it. 

"And your forefathers — the men 
who founded this country — they un- 
derstand that no one quality was suf- 
ficient for the successful foundation of 
a country any more than one quality 
will do to make a citizen a success. 

"You can restrain men by the law 
and by the execution of the law from 
wrong-doiug. And the wrong-doing 
man takes either of two steps; took 
those steps a century ago: takes those 
steps now. The crimes of craft and 
the crimes of violence both are equally 
dangerous. And we muBt remember, 
after all, that those who come from the 
Bet where one kind of crime is danger- 
ous are apt to denounce the other type 
of crime. Both must be put down. 
The first requisite of liberty we and 
our forefathers have known is the wil- 
lingness to abide the law. The gov- 
ernment must be just; the law must 
be no respecter of persons. The law 
mi'.st get at the big man who goes 
wrong just as it gets at the small man 
who goes wrong. (Cries of "That's 
right.") 

President Roosevelt was the guest 
of the Sons of the Revolution at Mont 
Pclier. He was greeted by a large 
crowd and his speech was enthusias- 
tically received. The president said 
he was glad to come as the guest of 
the Sous of the Revolution. "It is a 
great thing," he added, "to have h9d 
forefathers who did their work well in

"Now, gentlemen, Admirals Dewey 
and Clark had to have in them the 
courage, the desire to do decency, but 
it would not have done them any good 
if they had not learned their trade as 
the chance cjme. All honor to the 
men who spend their lives in training 
themselves, to die at need, for the 
honor and interest of all of us, should 
the call be made. And in the army 
and navy alike, the way to make cer- 
tain success is to train in advance. 
There are people in this country of 
whom, I regret to say it must be said, 
not that they have bad ideas, but that 
they have no ideas at all, and among 
those I class every man who is unable 
to see in this country anything but 
material prosperity. "

Roosevelt Worries Europe. 
President Roosevelt's fresh declara- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine has been 
received in Germany with an air of 
wonder. The tone generally assumed 
is one of surprise that the doctrine 
should be reaffirmed so energetically 
at a time when no European powser dis- 
putes it, least of all Germany.

Gen. Boynton will be there, and accom- 
pany the president to Lookout Moun- 
tain, Missionary Ridge and Chicka- 
mauga Park and will explain the mil- 
itary actions there during the civil 
war. President Roosevelt will speak 
on September 8th.

Buyers Pay Fancy Prices For Immediate 
Delivery, Some as High as $22. 

The demand for spot iron is as ur- 
gent as ever and as there is so little of 
it to be had, buyers do not hesitate to 
pay fancy prices, $22 and over for No. 
2 foundry. The market for 1903 iron 
remains firm, but during the past 
week it was somewhat quiet. Spot 
iron of soft grades can hardly be ob- 
tained for early dilivery. The supply 
is very short. There is considerable 
iron being imported and sold in the 
East, but there has been very little as 
yet shipped to the West. We hear of 
No. 2 foundry for early delivery being 
sold at $22,25, while No. 1 foundry 
and No. 1 soft has been sold as high 
as $23, Birmingham basis.

Blinded Himself for Love. 

Toward the close of the eighteenth 
century there appeared at Brunn, in 
Bohemia, an imposter, named Maria 
Zoller, who, giving herself out to be 
inspired, invariably wore a veil 
among her followers — of whom she 
had many — lest, as she pretended, the 
divine effulgence that streamed from 
her countenance should strike them 
dead. A number believed in her pre- 
tensions, among others a rich old 
farmer, who went so far in his folly 
as to ask her hand in marriage. 

Loath to forego a wealthy husband, 
and at the same time unwilling CD 
confess to a gross imposture, she ad- 
vanced the fact that he must, as her 
husband, sooner or later behold the 
splendor of her face, and consequent- 
ly perish miserably. The man, how- 
ever, as doubtless she intended, still 
pressed his suit, and, on her urging 
that she dare not have murder on her 
conscience, deprived himself of sight 
that he might qv.r.lify for her hus- 
band. Soon afterward Zoller, now 
that her ridiculous assumptions were 
in no danger of exposure, espoused 
her fatuous woer, who to the day of 
his death believed that he had been 
providentially favored. 

Roumanian Salt Mines. 

Salt mining constitutes one of the 
Staple industries of Roumania. There 
are four mines in all. The mineral is 
mined in three of the mines by con- 
victs. In all there are about 1,000 
convicts at work in the three mines. 
The laborers are not provided with 
any mechanical apparatus whatever, 
the whole of the work being perform- 
ed by hand, each convict having to 
quarry a specific quantity of salt 
daily. The mines are controlled by a 
state official, whose position is simi- 
lar to that of governor of a prison. 
The mines are thoroughly well venti- 
lated and illuminated with electric 
light, so that the lot of the convicts 
is somewhat alleviated, though to 
those who are serving life sentences 
(t represents a living grave. The 
mines are worked in galleries, and the 
pure white crystal presents a weird 
ind peculiar aspect, especially in re- 
flecting the fitful electric light. The 
main shaft terminates at the bottom 
In a huge apartment with a dome- 
shaped roof, and from which all the 
working galleries radiate. The mine 
contains a chapel and numerous other 
apartments, all cut out of the salt 
by the prisoners. 

A Clock of Flowers. 

Probably the most elaborate floral 
piece in the world is the great flower 
clock in the public park in Detroit. 
It consists of a great green base, with 
a huge clock dial, perfect in every de- 
tail, some seven feet in diameter. 
The various dials and the hours are 
laid out accurately, including the 
hands. 

The floral clock is a permanent em- 
blem throughout the summer months. 
The thousands of flowers which com- 
pose it are all living. They are plant- 
ed early each spring in the great bane 
of earth. The clock is never taken 
apart for repairs until the late fall. It 
takes four expert gardeners the great- 
er part of a month to construct thi3 
great emblem. 

The flowers are selected from a 
great assortment, and more than five 
thousand separate plants are required 
to completely cover the base. These 
are arranged with greatest care, so 
that the colors will be in striking con- 
trast. The various parts of the face 
may be recognized for a considerable 
distance. Even when the flowers have 
been carefully planted the clock re- 
quires constant care. The plants 
must be trimmed almost dally to keep 
the face clear and distinct- 
measured 27 inches in circumference, 
he fixed a sort of harness around it, 
with a long lever attached. Tha 
power of the melon was measured by 
the weight it lifted, the weight being 
fixed to the lever. When it was 20 
days old, two days after the harness 
was fixed on it, it lifted 60 pounds. On 
the nineteenth day it lifted 5,000 
pounds. The seed of the globe turnip 
is about the twentieth part of an inch 
in diameter, and yet in the course of 
a few months this seed will enlarge 
into 27,000,000 times its original bulk, 
and this in addition to the bunch of 
leaves. It has been found by experi- 
ment that a turnip seed will, under 
favorable conditions, increase its own 
weight fifteen times in a minute. Tur- 
nips growing in peat ground have 
been found to increase more than 
15,000 times the weight of their seed 
in a day.

per cent, during the twenty years, 
while manufactures increased over 200 
per cent. The gain in number of wage 
earners was over 100 per cent., while 
the gain in wages was 200 per cent. 

It was not till about 1880 that the 
South had recovered sufficiently to be- 
gin manufacturing on a substantial 
scale. At that time her agricultural 
products exceeded her manufacturing 
output by over $200,000,000. Now 
the situation is reversed. 



Gradual resumption of anthracite 
coal nruing is encouraging, although 
the output is not yet sufficient to have 
a'iy commercial value. Business con- 
ditions are unsatisfactory at the strike 
centers, but reports from all other 
sections indicate unusually prompt re- 
vival after the summer vacation season 
with exception of large operations 
among dealers in the agricultural 
regions. 

The scarcity of spot pig iron con- 
tinues very acute and is only partially 
relieved by arrivals of foreign pig 
iron. After the recent rush to place 
orders for importation the market has 
quieted down somewhat, and we do 
not hear of any large transactions. 
For the time being the reports from 
the other side indicate a somewhat 
firmer market. There has been less 
contracting for domestic pig iron for 
1903 delivery, largely because of the 
leading producers avoiding further 
commitments.

As the stocks of pig iron were very 
low at the opening of August, consum- 
ers are in an embarrassing position, 
and there is a growing disposition to 
refuse contracts. Imports are in- 
creasing and numerous plains are re- 
ported whereby tbe finished product 
may be exported in order to secure 
the tariff drawback. These operations 
promise no relief to domestic consum- 
ers, and the railways are especially 
anxious for supplies.

The 
scarcity of fuel was expected at the few 
plants using anthracite coal, but has 
come as a shock to the coke furnaces, 
for the Connellsville ovens have stead- 
ily maintained a weekly production of 
250,000 tons. Inadequate railway 
facilities are responsible and ths situa- 
tion is critical.

In this deal the city 
will save in interest some 81500 an- 
nually.

Dothan New County Site. 

One of the most important oulcomes 
of the recent democratic primary will 
be the formation of t> new county 
with Dothan as the county seat. 
The new constitution expressly the size 
of new counties to six limits hundred 
square miles, but it makes a special 
exception in the case of territories to 
be taken from Henry, Dale and Ge- 
neva for the formation of a 
county with not less than five hun- 
dred square miles, and also provides 
that the old counties iray be thus cut 
down to not less than five hundred. 

The formation of this new county 
was tho issue in the recent election in 
Henry which will furnish most of the 
territory for the new county, and the 
ticket in that interest won by a large 
majority. Indeed, many of the voters 
in portions of the county that will re- 
main as Henry, voted that ticket, even 
Abbeville, the old seat, dividing her 
vote. The new county will have the 
flourishing town of Dothan as the 
county seat, and will be one of the 
best counties in the state. Much of 
the land is fresh, the timber having 
been cut off in recent years, while 
saw mills and turpentine orchards are 
busy preparing more land for farms. 
The population of the territory con- 
cerned increased more rapidly 
in the last ten years than that of 
Jefferson county. 

Carrollton Short Line. 
For several months the management 
of the Carrollton Short Line Railway 
has been accumulating crossties and 
other material for the construction of 
their proposed extension to Bridge- 
ville, Ala., in the southern part 
of Pickens couuty, and the work of 
construction has been going on in 
a quiet way for several weeks. The 
company has definitely determined 
its course and will complete its line 
to Bridgeville as quickly as prac- 
ticable. The new line will open up a 
finely-timbered section and give an 
outlet to some of the richest agricul- 
tural lands in the valley of the Tom- 
bigbee river. The territory to be 
reached by this extension has hereto- 
fore been entirely dependent on the 
river for transportation of its pro- 
ducts.

Cotton Consumption Increases. 
Secretary Hester's annual report is 
issued in full. He puts the cotton 
crop of 1901-02 at 10,680,680 bales, an 
increase of 297,258 over that of 
1900-01, 264 over that of 1899-1900, 
and a deorease ot 594,160 under that 
1898-99. 

Mr. Hester's report on the cotton 
crop of the different states is as fol- 
lows in thousands of bales: 

Alabama 1200, against 1000 last 
year. 

Arkansas 820, against 762. 

Florida 54, against 45. 

Georgia 1525, against 1295. 

Louisiana 880, against 719. 

Mississippi 1305, against 950. 

North Carolina 550, against 542. 

South Carolina 925, against 911. 

Tennessee 359, against 350. 

Texas and Indian Territory 2993. 
against 3809. 

Total crop 10,861, against 10,382. 

He puts the average commercial 
value of this crop at $41.01 against 
$47.63 last year, and the total value of 
the crop at $438,014,687 against $494- 
567,549 last year. 

He puts the total spindles in the 
South at 7,512,982, an increase over 
last year of 981,088. The net gain in 
the number of southern mills over last 
year has been 28, making the total 
now 716, Of these 631 are in opera- 
tion, 31 are idle and 54 are in oourse 
of erection. 

The comsumption has been divided 
as follows: 

Alabama 198,011 bales, an increase 
of 32,654 ; Arkansas 2463, increase 
734; Georgia 402,879, increase 48,380; 
Kentucky 25,706, increase 1721; 
Louisiana 18,017, increase 1490; Mis- 
sippi 33,774, increase 9471; Missouri 
4429, decrease 602; North Carolina 
614,065, increase 93,510; South Caro- 
lina 614,065, increase 103,579; Ten- 
nessee, 48,923, increase 13,516; Texas 
17,333, increase 4348; Virginia 43,983, 
increase 7239. 

Total comsumption of the South 
1,937,971, increase 317,040. 



Toronto Capitalists Have Bought 
15,000 Shares. 

The Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron 
company's No. 3 furnace at North 
Birmingham, which has been under- 
going repairs for some time, is run- 
ning iron. All of the seven furnaces 
of this company are in operation, and 
fieir combined output will be over 
30,000 tons. ' 

After a great deal of guessing in 
New York and in Birmingham as to 
the cause of the rapid advance in the 
Sloss stock, it is known now that the 
big buyers have not been the steel 
trust people, but a syndicate of To- 
ronto bankers and capitalists. While 
trading in Sloss has been heavy on the 
New York stock exchange during the 
past two or three weeks, it is stated 
by a high authority that the Cana- 
dians have not acquired anything like 
a majority of the stock, and that a 
large part of their holdings were 
bought in blocks privately. The To- 
ronto syndicate bought 6,000 shares 
for investment some time ago, and 
recently it has thought well enough 
of the Sloss-Sheffield company to 
largely increase its holdings. It now 
owns probably between 15,000 and 20,- 
000]shares. As there are 75,000 sharea 
of common, 37,603 shares would be 
necessary to give control. It is likely 
that the Canadians will be represented 
on the board of directors, but no 
change in the general organization is 
believed to be contemplated. 



Coal From England. 

The board of education of Philadel- 
delphia has completed arrangments by 
which coal will be imported from 
England to supply the Philadelphia 
publio schools during the winter. 
Owing to the mine workers' strike the 
proposal for furnishing about 25,000 
tons of hard coal brought no bids. 

The average price heretofore paid 
for coal for the city schools has been 
$5.50 a ton, but under the arrange- 
ments just effected the cost of impor- 
tation will be about $6.50. 



Constructing 132 New Houses. 

The Pell City Manufacturing com- 
pany is constructing 132 new houses 
and pushing the brick walls on their 
first mill building, consuming about 
200,000 brick per week. The presi- 
dent of the company, George W. Pratt, 
of Atlanta, has moved his family to 
Pell City, and is a permanent resi- 
dent. There are a dozen other busi- 
iness buildings and new residences 
under construction also, and the new 
courthouse is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion. 



Average Age is Increasing. 
The census bureau has issued a 
statement showing the increasing age 
of the population from decade to dec- 
ade. The statement gives the result 
of computing the median instead of 
the average age. The median is tuch 
an age that half the population is un- 
der it and half over it. The median 
age of the total population in 1900 was 
22 8 as compared with 21.9 in 1890. 
The median age cf the white 
population in the last census 
year was 23.4 and the colored, in- 
cluding negroes, Indians and Mongo- 
lians, was 19.7, while in 1890 the 
white population was 22.4 and the 
colored 18.3. 



In reference to the general manufac- 
turing industry Mr. Hester says that 
at no time in the history of this 
country has consumption by American 
mills been so large as during the 
past year. It is tiue, he says, condi- 
tions have not been perfect. The price 
of the raw material during the latter 
part of the year compared with manu- 
factured goods has narrowed the mar- 
gin so as to prevent a handsomer total, 
but many more spindles have been at 
work, especially in the South consum- 
ing the raw material to an extent nev- 
er before known. The transfer of 
of the industry to the ne^ar neighbor- 
hod of the cotton field goes on to a re- 
markable extent, and out of 342,041 
bales increase by consumption by 
mills in the United States 317,041 
are south of the Mason and Dixon 
line. 

Mr. Hester put the consumption of 
American cotton by n6rtheru mills 
this year at at 2,050,000 bales which 
together with the 1,937,971 consumed 
in the South, makes a total for the 
United States of 3,987,911. 

He states that the consumption of 
foreign cotton on this side of the At- 
lantic during the past year has in- 
creased to a remarkable entcnt. 
He says that while only a trifling 
portion of this foreign cotton was 
used in the South, the tendency is to- 
ward an increase; six southern mills 
with t 7,050 spindles will be devoted to 
foreign cotton next year. 

Referring to the increase of cotton 
manufactures in the South, Mr. Hes- 
ter says the phenomenal growth of 
spindles has taken a fresh start. There 
are a number of new mills projected 
in thj southern states which will ma- 
terialize in the near future. 

Mr. Hester makes the total visible 
and invisible supply of American cot- 
ton in the world at the close ot Au- 
gust 1,358,000 bales as against 1, 121,- 
last year, a decrease of 63,000 bile*, 
and the total visible and invisible 
supply of all kind of cotton in the 
world at the close of August 2,057,000 
against 2,163,000 last year, a decrease 
of 106,000. 



A murderer named Juan Rodrigues 
was sentenced to death by the tribunal 
at Mendoza.

According to the rules governing 
the Democratic primary as laid 
down by the State Committee a 
candidate must have a majority of 
all the votes cast before can be de- 
clared the nominee of the party.

The official 
returns from Conecuh county gave 
Heflin 100 more votes than he was 
entitled to. This mistake was 
mado by the Conecuh county com- 
mittee in adding up tho totals. The 
error was discovered and the State 
Committee, before it had canvass- 
ed the returns, was notified by the 
chairman of tho Conecuh county 
committee of tho error. Tho one 
hundred votes counted for Heflin 
from Conecuh county through a 
clerical mistake gave him a major- 
ity, but without tho extra hundred 
Heflin did not have a majority. 
And yet the State Committee abso- 
lutely refused to correct so vital 
an error, but on the other hand de- 
clared Mr. Heflin the nominee.

Yellowstone Park is situated in 
the corner of Montana, Idaho 
iind Wyoming, and is about sixty 
miles from the railroad. 

Monida, a little station on the 
Oregon Short Line, is the starting 
point for the trip. 

Wo arrived there on the night of 
August 11th, and early the next 
morning five large stage coaches 
were driven up to the hotel door, 
in which the party of sixty were 
promptly seated — our baggage 
stored away in the leather boots af 
the rear of the coaches — and with 
a crack of the long whip which 
reached the shoulders of the lead 
horses, we were whirled away for a 
seven days' trip in the direction of 
that Mecca of all sight-seers — Yel- 
lowstone. 

Every fifteen miles a stago' stand 
was reached where onr horses wore 
exchanged for fresh ones and on wo 
went. An hour's step for lunch at 
Lake View hotel, a little log house 
at which wo wore served the finest 
meal on the trip, then on again, 
through the blinding, choking dust 
we drove until about six o'clock in 
the evening wo reached Dwolle, 
another log house hotel which 
was supplemented with tents. We 
had covered a distance of sixty -five 
miles and not a soul in the party, 
which consisted of about sixty peo- 
plo, would admit they were in tho 
least tired. 

We had, before reaching the Yel- 
lowstone country, been warned to 
take overcoats and wraps. Long 
before dark wo felt the need of 
thorn although at the first starting 
we were uncomfortably warm. That 
night we all hovered around fires, 
and the next morning we looked 
out on the ground covered with ice. 
After a breakfast, eaten with an 
appetite that such a crisp, bright 
morning can give, we loaded up 
again and our journey renewed. 

For thirty miles more, through 
such dust I have never before seen, 
we reached the first point of any 
interest. Before reaching this 
place one after another of the par- 
ty would wonder where were all 
the attractions of Yellowstone? I, 
myself, heartily wished I had never 
come. 

At the end of a thirty mile drive 
we reached what is known as the 
Lower Basin of the Geysers. Here 
we stopped in tho midst of a wild 
country tit a modern hotel lighted 
up throughout with electric lights 
and fitted with all conveniences. 
After a nice lunch we walked .out 
on the Geyser formation and there 
for the first time were entertained. 
In this basin there are 093 hot 
springs and 17 geysers^-and the 
most carious and interesting of ail 
the sights in the park — the famous 
Paint, Pots. The geysers emit at 
all times huge volumes of steam 
and at intervals spout up great 
columns of hot water from fifty to 
two hundred feet in the air. One 
never forgets the first sight of a 
geyser. When in action — just be- 
fore an eruption takes place — there 
can be heard a hoarse rumbling 
sound which shakes the earth 
around it and then a great volume 
of scalding hot water is shot into 
the air accompanied by ti sound that 
resembles the popping off of fifty 
locomotives. 

The Paint Pots are situated with- 
in a few hundred feet of the largest 
geyser. This is nothing more nor 
less than a remarkable mud caldron 
which is about fifty feet in diam- 
eter with a mud rim on the side 
some five or six feet high. In this 
caldron or basin is a mass of fine 
grained mud which is in a state of 
constant agitation. It is soft and 
plastic, tmd all over it are bubblos 
of hot air or gas as it forces up 
through the mud of many colors, 
giving it first a white color, and 
then a beautiful pink, now a blue, 
then a gray. It is one the muny re- 
markable curiosities of the Park. 

Returning to the hotel I took a 
stroll out on tho mountain side, 
and walking along through the 
woods a large black bear jumped 
up from the brush about twenty 
feet from me tmd trotted off a few 
yards, then turned and faced me 
with a savage growl. He weighed, 
I suppose, five hundred pounds, al- 
though he looked like ho would 
weigh a thousand, Mot wishing to 
intrude upon the rights of the poor 
animal I retraced my steps slow- 
ly (?) to the hotel. 

While we were resting at the ho- 
tel late in the afternoon a. young 
lady was brought in who had been 
badly burned by one of the geysers 
It seems she had gone up to 
one of them after an eruption and 
looked over in it, when it gave an- 
other roar and spouted out hot 
water all over her. She was bad- 
ly scalded and hist accounts gave 
her condition as serious and doubts 
entertained of her recovery. 

Tho next day we were driven 
about thirty miles to the Upper 
Basin Hotel. On our way back we 
stopped to see Fire Hole Lake. 
This is a body of water consisting 
of numerous small lakes and at the 
bottom of each pool, down about 
fifty feet (the water being perfect- 
ly clear), could be seen a bluish- 
white flame burning away deep 
down under the water. It is sup- 
posed to be gas which ignites on 
confact with water. Our party 
lingered long at this spot watching 
if with great curiosity. Near 
Firo Hole Lake w r e saw Prismatic 
Lake which is one of the largest 
and most beautiful springs in the 
l.'tivk. It ij about 300 by iM loot 



and the water, as till others, was 
clear but of a deep blue color — it 
being so dee]). Near the margin 
the water changes to green and 
in shallow portion it has a yellow 
tint and then goes into a dee]) 
orange. On the banks can be see 
deposits of all colors which tire 
striking to the eye. In fact the rich- 
ness and delicacy of tho coloring 
around this great phenomenon of 
Nature can hardly be exaggerated. 
The temprature is about 150 de- 
grees. 

Continuing our journey we ar- 
rived at what is known as the 
Upper Geyser Basin, where we 
were to spend the evening tmd 
sleep at night in tents. Here we 
met one of the most remarkable 
hotel proprietors I have have ever 
seen, and it might be said one of 
the curiosities of tho Park. His 
name is Larry — and ovory one calls 
him Larry — and no one know 
any other name for him. When 
our Stago drove up to his hotel 
office — a log house — he was stand- 
ing waiting. As each one would 
alight he would grab a hand and 
with a squeeze that left your bones 
aching, he would say : 

"Why, how glad I am to see you 
— have been looking for you all 
day ! When did you leave home, 
how did you leave the folks? I am 
so disappointed you didn't get in 
sooner ! I am saving the best 
place in the hotel (tents) for you ! 
I heard you were in the park and 
have been looking for you ever 
since !" 

Ho would jump the children and 
kiss them and jolly the ladies, and 
tell them how well they were look- 
ing. All this he did so perfectly 
it was really hard to tell ho was 
acting a part. Although we shiv- 
ered in tents that night and had 
hard faro no one had the face to 
murmer a complaint to Larry. 
We spent the entire afternoon 
there tmd saw hot springs and 
geysers until we were tired of 
them. There art; in this field 400 
hot springs and 2t> geysers. It is 
here that we saw "Old Faithful," 
one of the- most remarkable gey- 
sers in the world. It plays every 65 
minutes with rarely a variation of a 
minate. It throws a column of 
water 150 feet in the air, and is a 
a sight worth a long journey to see 
The Giant Geyser, the largest in 
the world, is also here. It throws 
a column of water 250 feet high. 
It usually plays about once every 
four days and as it had played two 
days before we arrived we did not 
get to see it in action.

Cotton Mills Will Operate Independ- 
ently. 

A report is current that sixty south- 
ern cotton mills have been pledged by 
their controliug interests to enter into 
a merger which provides for the sell- 
ing of the products of the mills enter- 
ing into the combination through a 
common agency. 

It is understood that the mills of 
the combination will be operated in- 
dependently. The prime movers in 
the reported merger are reported to be 
eastern capitalists who have been in 
Huntaville the past week. Sixty mills, 
according to the reports, have accept- 
ed the plans of the proposed merger 
and two have refused to enter into the 
agreement. Thirteen of the mills are 
located in Alabama. 



People Tired of "Ragtime." 
Director Santlemann, of the marine 
band, at Washington, D. C, decided 
recently to discontinue "ragtime" se- 
lections in his open air programmes. 
Owing to newspaper criticism he pro- 
posed to settle popular preference by 
playing last week a concert according 
to requefrts. There were 362 requests, 
Wagner loading with 59, Satlemann 
39, Faucsutli 22, and De Grain 18. 
The list of scattering comprised 67 
names, and not a single "ragtime" 
composition was asked for. 

Aluminum Nails Invented. 
After many experiments an alloy of 
aluminum has been found with which 
nails, staples and tacks can be made, 
to compete with copper. The new 
nails are not affected by the weather 
and will not deteriorate, are non-cor- 
rosive and non-poisonous, and when 
weight is considered are about four 
cents cheaper than copper nails. 

Convict Evils in Texas. 
A committee appointed to investi- 
gate diffefferent state institutions in 
Texas reported that in their judgment 
{he lease system as applied to the pris- 
ons is a disgrace and ought to be 
abolished. The report says that con- 
victs are worked when they are sick 
and often drop dead in their tracks, 
while others are shot down on the 
least provocation. 



Small Pay for Teachers. 

Prof. White, republican candidate 
for superintendent of public instruc- 
tion in Missouri, says there are 16,000 
school teachers in that state and that 
their average compensation is less 
than .$200 a year. 



New Sea Wall. 
The Galveston, Texas, county com-

The wall be built of 
granite concrete and the riprap apron 
in front of the wall will be of sand- 
stone. The bid on this basis is $1,198, - 
318, of which $350,000 will be paid iu 
sea wall bonds at par. The wall is 
to be finished within fifteen months 
from commencement of work and the 
contractors Eay they will begin actual 
construction within one month.

They, Promise Good Returns to the 
Men Who Are to Work Them. 

Nowhere in the world does there 
■xist an industry so unique as that 
ust being put in operation in north- 
ern Arizona, where elaborate plana 
are being laid to utilize the product of 
the ice caves in existence there. 
Strange, it seems, too, that in this 
land of great heat, where in some 
places ice is a priceless luxury, made 
So by excessive freight rates which 
prevail in the Territories, man's inge- 
nuity has not heretofore conceived the 
Idea of the wholesale appropriation of 
the relief which nature has provided. 

Not until very recently has any at- 
tempt been made to take away the 
Apparently inexhaustible quantities of 
Ice which have been found in the 
caves near Flagstaff. Now, however, 
it is intended to literally mine or 
nuarry the ice, and the promoters of 
the scheme declare it will prove a 
great profit producer from the very 
outset, as they expect to secure ice 
enough not only to supply the stores 
of smaller stations, towns and lumber 
cataps in that vicinity, but to provide 
a, supply for the railroads of northern 
Arizona and New Mextco, even into 
California, as in the vast region of 
what was once the northern part of the 
Great American Desert ice factories 
have not as yet become common. In- 
deed, the factories at Los Angeles, 
Phcenix, Albuquerque and Las Vegas 
have for years supplied most of that 
district with ice, althought at prices 
that necessarily were prohibitive, 
made so by the long railway haul. 

The main or best known ice cave 
lies at the head of Clark's Valley, 
seventeen miles southwest of Flag- 
staff. Although others may be larger, 
they are not so accessible. A wagon 
road leads nearly to the cave, and the 
Arizona Lumber Company's railroad at 
one time passed near, but its route 
has been changed since. The people 
of the country think the cave was 
originally what is termed a "blow- 
out — " that is, a volcano vent made by 
water or gas, during some convulsion 
of nature, in the early history of our 
planet. There are many of these 
"blow-outs" of various sizes and ex- 
tents scattered over Arizona. 

Until last August the main cave had 
only been penetrated to a depth of 200 
feet, and even that distance could 
only be reached by the possessors of 
small bodies. At that time B. R. Dul- 
ton, a young man from New York, 
succeeded in creeping and crawling 
through the narrow crevice at the 200- 
foot point and over 100 feet further he 
found the cavity gradually widening 
until it grew into a cavern much 
larger than that near the surface. He 
found several smaller caves leading 
out of the large one, all in almost 
solid ice, and he believes that they 
lead far Into the earth.

Forest Fires. 

Oregon forest fire smoke is much 
thicker though for the most part the 
fires have burned themselves out. 
Hundred of people have been made 
homeless, and the loss in timber and 
farm bouses will be many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars The smoke 
hangs so thick over the rivers that 
uavagation is hazardous, and all boats 
are behind time. There is no pros- 
pect of rain. 

The conditions in Washington are 
believed to be much worse than yet 
reported iu the burned districts remote 
from the telephone and telegraph 
communication. Millions of feet of 
valuable timber have been destroyed 
in addition to an immense amount of 
farm property. The loss is appalling 
and cannot be estimated. People are 
destitute, homeless and without 
money, food or clothing and have 
called for aid. Five persons are 
known to have perished and rna;iy 
campers are missing. 



To Store Coal Under Water. 

English dock authorities are urging 
the government to adopt the plan of 
storing coal in docks under the water 
as the best of means of preserving its 
calorific power. Tests have shown 
that coal kept too long in ordinary 
storage loses more than half its heat- 
ing value, while the water acts as a 
good preservative besides affording 
more room. 



Fastest Steam Vessel. 
The fastest time made by a steam 
vessel was that made by the yacht, 
Arrow, in a test on the Hudson river, 
September 6th. She steamed a nau- 
tical mile in one minute thirty-two 
seconds, which is at the rate of 39.13 
nautical miles, or 45.06 6ta1ut3 miles 
an hour. 



Against Confining Insane. 
The international couference on the 
treatment of the insane, held at 
Brussels, has resolved that the con- 
finement of the insane be abandoned 
except in cases of dangerous patients;

General John H. Forney Dead. 

Geu. John H. Forney, major gener- 
al of the Confederate army in the civil 
war, died at his home iu Jacksonville 
after an illness of ten days. Ho was 
colonel of the Tenth Alabama regiment 
until promoted. He is a brother of 
the late W. H. Forney, M. C, and 
and father of Prof. Jacob Forney of 
the state university. He was 73 years 
of age. 

General Forney will be buried with 
Masonic honors. Confederate veter- 
ans and Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy will attend the funeral in a body. 
He leaves a widow and several chil- 
dren. 



Two Killed in Fight. 
In a shooting affray in Huntsville 
Sunday afternoon, Frank Blackwell 
was instantly killed and John Scott 
was fatally wounded by Jess Durham. 
The tragedy is said to have been the 
result of old trouble and a rash bluff 
made by Blackwell. The three prin- 
cipals were all employes of the Dallas 
cotton mills. They met on West 
Clinton street and Blackwell oursed 
Durham and made a motion as if to 
draw a pistol. Durham had his pistol 
out in an instant and shot Blackwell 
three times, the last bullet penetrat- 
ing the heart. Scott got mixed up in 
the fight and was shot once, Dur" 
ham ran down the railroad to escape 
but was overtaken by Constable Ja- 
mar, to whom he surrendered. He is 
in jail and refuses to make a state- 
ment. The three men were well 
known and bore good reputations. 
Blackwell and Scott were married and 
had children. 



To Protect Capitol. 

Governor Jelks has decided to have 
water pipes run over the capitol 
building as a means of protection in 
case of fire. Plumbers are now busy. 
There will be openings on each floor, 
and each cock will be supplied with a 
fire hose. The improvement has been 
long needed. Economy for the past 
year has left a surplus in the repairing 
and refurnishing fund sufficient to 
defray the expense. 



Fire and Suicide. 
Sunday morning the large lumber 
plant and sawmill at Juniata, four 
miles from Sylacauga, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire. Tho total loss will 
foot over $10,000, with about $5,000 
insurance. Besides the plant, four 
carloads of lumber on the track near 
by were burned. The plant was own- 
ed and operated by F. H. Kaupp. 
About three hours after the fire oc- 
curred John Kaupp, a brother of F. 
H. Kaupp, and superintendent of the 
planing mill, committed suicide at his 
residence in Juniata by cutting his 
throat from ear to ear with a razor. 
He had been suffering with epilepsy 
and it is thought that it was during 
an attack that he took his life.

1500 New Coke Ovens. 

The scarcity of coke has greatly 
stimulated the construction of coke 
ovens in Alabama, and the number 
either completed recently or being 
built is not far from 1503. Ovens 
cost something like $350 apiece, which 
is an advance of about 20 per cent as 
compared with the cost of construction 
a year or two ago. 

The Lacey & Buck Iron company 
has completed 100 at Trussville; the 
Alabama Consolidated Coal & Iron 
company completed twenty ovens and 
is starting to build seventy more at 
Lewisburg and is finishing 50 at 
Searles; the Sloss-Sheffield Steel k 
Iron company is building 200 at Flat 
Top; the Jenifer company is finishing 
fifty on its Blue Creek property; the 
Milner Coal & Bailroad company will 
build 300 at Newcastle; the Central 
Iron company is building 250 at Tus- 
caloosa; the Bepublio Iron & Steel 
compauy has built this year at Thomas 
200 or more, bringing its oven plant 
at that place up to 910. 

Coke is now selling for $4,50 to 
$5.50 a ton. 



Garnett Drank Carbolic Acid.

Lee, was found dead in a New York 
hotel.

BOWIE ON THE OUTLOOK, 

Hon. Sydney J. Bowie, congress- 
man from this district, in an inter- 
view in the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser recently, says : 

The number of participants in 
the recent Democratic primary was 
most gratifying. A great miscon- 
ception has. however, grown in 
certain quarters that the vote was 
very light. This idea was based 
upon early estimates iixing the vote 
polled as low as 70,000, although 
the vote actually reached 90,000^ 

An analysis of the figures shows 
that the Democratic party in Ala- 
bama has nothing to fear from Re- 
publican opposition in November. 
Tho total white registered vote in 
the State is approximately 180,000. 
Less than 3,000 negroes are regis- 
tered, and only a few of these will 
vote. Of those who do vote, the 
recent act of the "Lily White" Re- 
publicans in reference to affiliation 
will cause a number to vote the 
Democratic ticket. Certainly the 
negro vote can safely be elimina- 
ted from the situation. 

Of the 180,000 registered whites, 
a conservative estimate woidd bo 
that at least 20,000 voluntarily dis- 
franchised themselves for this elec- 
tion at least by non-payment of 
poll tax. This would reduce the 
total possiblo number to 150,000 in 
round numbers. 

But the entire vote was never 
cast in any election ever held in 
this country. In the closely con- 
tested States of tho North about 
80 per cent, of the registered vote 
is oonsidered a good showing, and 
only presidential elections bring 
out that large a vote. In Alabama, 
since 1892, not exceeding two-thirds 
and frequently not one- half of the 
white vote has been actually polled 
in the general election. If it is ad- 
mitted that 7D per cent, of the to 
tal possible white vote should be 
cast this would give us 120,000 
votes in November. 

Now, as more than 90,000 of 
these whites have participated in 
the Democratic primary, there is 
less than 30,000 for the Republi- 
cans if they should poll every one 
of their followers as well as all of 
the populists. But they will not 
poll all of the populists. There 
will "be a large proportion of that 
party f ollowing the lead of Judge 
Samuel Adams, of Chilton, and 
others who might be named who 
will refuse to be drawn into the 
Republican party and who will bo 
found voting with the Democrats 
in November. But, conceding ev- 
ery one of these votos to the Re- 
publicans, we would have 90,000 to 
their possible 30,000. 

Well meaning alarmists seem to 
have overlooked the fact that we 
polled more white votes in our 
recent primary than were polled in 
the general election of 1900 for 
Governor Samford. 

I believe that the Democratic 
vote in November will be approx- 
imately 100,000 and not over 20,000 
or 25,000 at the outside, will vote 
the Republican tickot. In no case 
is the state ticket in any possible 
danger. 1 believe tho same can be 
safely said of every one of our con- 
gressional districts. 

Alabama, is not only not going 
Republican or in tho doubtful 
column this year, but it is not even 
headed ir that direction. Our party 
is stronger than it has over been in 
in its history. Tn this state it will 
gain more recruits front the op- 
position than the opposition can 
possibly hope to gain from it.

In this basin are all kinds of curio- 
sities in the way of hot springs and 
geysers which would take too much 
space to describe. There are the 
Cascade, Bee Hive, Gianters, Sponge 
Lion, Lioness and Cubs, Saw Mill 
Geyser, Grand, Oblong, Grotto, 
Fan, Splendid, The Punch Bowl, 
Devil's Ear, Oyster, Devil's Pump, 
and a great number of others each 
of which enchain the attention and 
are great curioasities. 

The Morning Glory Spring, a re- 
markable sight, derives its name 
from the peculiar shape of its funned 
like crater and tho delicately color- 
ed waters and walls which suggests 
its name. It is marvelonsly beau- 
tiful. This stop and tho sights we 
saw repaid us for all the trip we 
had taken. 

The next day we went over thfj 
summit of the Great Continental 
Divide. At one place on top of the 
mountain water falling in one spot 
would go to the Atlantic ocean and 
ten feet away it would go to the 
Pacific ocean. The altitude here 
was about ten thousand feet above 
sea level, and many of us found 
ourselves breathing quick and 
almost gasping for breath. On our 
way we stopped to see the Mud 
Geysers and Mud Volcano. Thoso 
are about fifty feet in depth and 
mud and steam is thrown out which 
is repulsive and sickening. It is ac- 
companied by dull , muffled sounds 
and shakes the earth beneath you. 
The trees, around are plastered over 
with mud which shows that occa- 
sionally there are terrific explosions. 

With a drive of twenty miles we 
reached Yellowstone Lake which is 
the highest body of water in North 
America. It is about 20 by 30 miles 
in size. In the distance ooidd bo 
seen the famous Teton Mountains, 
50 miles away. Their dizzy heights 
rise 14,000 feet, overtopping all the 
other peaks of the Rockies. It is on 
the border of this lake that we saw 
the famous Fish Pot hot spring. 
One can stand and catch a fish from 
the lake and without moving out of 
yonr tracks throw it back in the 
boiling water of the spring and cook 
it in ten minutes. In order fo verify 
this statement, and to save tua from 
being branded a Munchausen I 
bought a picture of the tfpring and | 
lake. 

Lunching at a hotel on tho side of 
the lake the little steamer that plies 
the waters came up to take those 
who were tired of stage riding, and 
who were ready t» give np three 
dollars for the trip, around to the 
hotel at which we were to stop that 
that night. — seme 20 miles away. 
While sitting looking at the lake 
net:] 1 the boat the captain came out. 
to where 1 was and asked whore I 
was from. I told him. "What," 
ho said. "Montevallo?" I said yes. 

He then told me his uncle and 
cousin once lived there, the best- 
friends ho ever had. His name is 
E. (J. Waters, and his relatives who 
formerly lived there woro the 
Hawleys' — well known to many of 
Montevallo s citizens. I could not 
help but reflect how small after all 
the world' is. Here I was three 
thousand miles from home, in the 
heart of tho Rocky Mountains, and 
met a stranger who was familiar 
with my own home away back in 
Alabama. 

That evening we drove up to the 
Lake Hotel about o'clock. Before 
reaching there, however, wo saw 
another curiosity in tho way of 
Sulphur Mountain. It was to till 
appearances a mountain of sulphur. 
I got out and spent some timo in 
examining it, and secured a groat 
many beautiful specimens. A great 
boiling spring at. the foot of the 
mountain omitted such a sulphurous 
vapor that it was almost dangerous 
to approach it. I climbed up on tho 
side of the mountain and looked 
down and saw a sight I shall never 
forget. It seemed to be a boiling 
pot of sulphur and roared and hiss- 
ed like a furnace. All tho sidos of 
the boiling cauldron was lined with 
sulphur, and now and then it would 
throw up a volnme of yellowish 
boiling water that would have been 
instant death to have encountered 
it. I felt my shoes getting warm 
and reaching my hand to the 
gronnd 1 discovered it was as it' I 
standing on a bake oven. In spite 
of tho l'nghtf ulness of the sceni I 
I could scarcely leave it. The hotel 
is situated on she. borders of Yellow- 
stone Lake and one of the finest 
fishing points on the trip. Quite a 
nuinhev went out the next day but 



it being Sunday of course I did not 
go. I saw two gentlemen come in, 
howover, with forty salmon trout 
weighing from one to three pounds 
each, and thoy told me confidential- 
ly thoy pulled amazingly like the 
"Blue Cat" on the Cahaha river. 

Continuing our journey the next 
day. we arrived at Canon Hotel. It 
is there you see the Great Falls and 
the famous Canon of the Yellow- 
stone. There are two falls — the 
Upi>er and tho Lower. The upper 
falls have a perpendicular drop of 
140 feet and when you see ii you 
cannot believe there is any more 
grand or more beautiful. But wait 
until yon have seen thoso lower 
down the river. It is not claimed 
that these are the grandest in the 
world, but it is claimed there are 
none more beautiful. Up to within 
a few hundred feet of the fulls the 
river is usually about 200 feet wide ; 
hero it narrows itself down to pass 
between the granite gates, tower- 
ing a thousand feet in the air, 
to about sixty feet in width. It 
appears almost still. It scarcely 
seems to flow— tho rock over which 
it leaps is almost level. For a 
moment only the water seems 
almost with human ken to pause 
and falter, then it plunges with 
frightful velocity down 360 feet to 
its grave below. 1 crept down and 
tremblingly looking over into that 
awful abyss I watched the waters 
green and glossy when it reached 
the brink — a moment later a mass 
of foam and vapor. Long before it 
reached the bottom clouds of mist 
floated on either side of the mouth 
of the canon to give life to the mass 
of ferns and flowers that grew in 
rich profusion there. Away down, 
just discernible to the eye, could 
be seen tiny little baby geysers that 
united their warm breath with the 
dews of tho falls to temper its icy 
dullness for the beautiful shrub- 
bery, safe from the impious hands 
of the vandal who would mar that 
matchless scene. Look hundreds 
of feet below you and you see the 
water re-forming after it has made 
its perilous leap. Yon see what 
looks like an emerald green ribbon 
flecked with white, as it rushes on 
now seemingly only a thread of 
a stream. As yon lean over gazing 
at this wonderful and awful scene 
you are struck dumb with astonish- 
ment. Yon are oppressed with its 
awful grandeur. You can say noth- 
ing to yonr companion, for tho 
awful roar drowns your voice. You 
do not want to speak. There is a 
sublimity in the scene that calls for 
silence and you are still. As you 
crawl back again, you give a sigh 
of relief and you feel your limbs 
tremble under you when you reach 
a safe retreat.

How well he 
became known through this function 
one curious incident certifies. Some 
years before he died, an obscure per- 
son in some remote part of Asia wrote 
a letter, which he dropped in the post- 
office near him, directed to "Mr. Bar- 
num, America." The letter reached 
its destination without an hour's de- 
lay. The great thowinan unaffectedly 
enjoyed being known from the very 
beginning of his celebrity; and when 
he found his celebrity was a tremend- 
ous factor in his success, he did every- 
thing that he could think of to extend 
the exploitation of hi3 nama This 
v. as not to nourish vain imaginings or 
because lie felt exalted; it was to pro- 
mote business. 

Around his successive homes at 
Bridgeport, Conn., he was fend of put- 
ting something that suggested a show. 
Queerly marked cattle, the sacred cow, 
or an elephant, were frequently among 
the stock to be noticeci in his fields. 
On one occasion he had an elephant 
engaged in plowing on the sloping hill 
where L could plainly be seen by the 
passengers on the New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, an agricultural innova- 
tion that he knew would get notice of 
some sort in every newspaper in the 
country. It was even said that he re- 
ceived hitters from farmers far and 
wide asking how much hay one <jje- 
phant ate, and if it was more profit- 
able to plow with an elephant than 
with horses or oxen. His replies were 
invariably frank, and were of this pur- 
port: If you have a large museum in 
New York, and a great railway sends 
shot of the performance, it will pay, 
trains full of passengers within eye- 
and pay well, but if you have no such 
institution, then horses or oxen will 
prove more economical.

French, So Cuff l'foprloror SayP. 

"Tlie eating of frogs' logs is consid- 
ered a la Friinciiise." said an up town 
restaurateur, the other day, to one of 
his guests, "but as a matter of fact 
more frogs at the present time are 
killed for tbe table in this country 
than in France. I have no means of 
estimating how great the business of 
killing frogs for the market has grown 
in this country, but I am warranted 
when I say that twice as many are 
served for the American palate every 
day as on the tables of the French. 

"In France the frogs are raised for 
the most part in what have been 
termed froggerics. Here they grow in 
nur creeks and ponds, and are caught 
by the hook or speared. By the way. 
did you ever undertake to catch a 
frogV" 

"N'evor did," answered the guest. 

"It is great sport," replied the pro* 
prietor of the cafe. "You think that 
you have got a whale on the end of 
your line. A fly or a piece of red rag 
will do for bait, and for that matter 
the bullfrog will grab at anything red 
with more avidity than an animate ob- 
ject. He 's like his namesake in his 
inclinations toward this particular 
color. But when you have liim on the 
hook don't let him drop into the water 
again, or the chances are that he will 
get a foothold and it will be impossible 
to extricate liim. I have often hauled 
in a bullfrog which had in his mouth 
the broken ends of old hooks and other 
similar reminders of past attempts on 
his life. 

'"Much of tbe old-time aversion to the 
bullfrog has been overcome by a better 
knowledge of the little animal.

Color of Torpedo Eoats. 

Germany has engaged in experi- 
ments to determine the best color for 
torpedo boats to lessen their visibil- 
ity by day. Deep black has been in 
; general use for the past twenty years, 
i but now these smaller vessels are to 
j receive a gray-brown color. Of course 
| there is no single color that is best for 
ail geographical regions ; but this has 
been found the most effective for the 
purpose in the North Sea, and gener- 
ally in northern waters. The Ger- 
man battleships are painted a gray- 
blue, as being the least visible by 
day, since with that color, they do not 
stand out in a marked way against the 
water, the sky, the coast or the pow- 
der smoke. The British gave their 
earliest torpedo boat destroyers a 
gray color, and the French tried that 
color on the warships years ago. Both 
nations, however, gave it up, because 
in some waters and under certain con- 
ditions of light the gray-brown was 
more readily visible than black. Nev- 
ertheless, Germany has now decided 
on it, after exhaustive experiments. 

Hanged His Wife to a Tree. 
Because Thomas L. Smith cf Sneed, 
I. T., attempted strenuous measures 
in forcing his wife to believe in his 
righteousness, he is now in the Fed- 
eral prison at Ardmore, held for at- 
tempted wife murder. Smith was 
charged by her with conduct unbecom- 
ing a faithful husband, and he hanged 
the woman to a limb of a tree in the 
back yard. In her efforts to free her- 
self from the noose placed around her 
neck the woman succeeded in getting 
her arms above the rope when Smith 
jerked her from the earth, and left 
her dangling in the air, the rope 
around her waist. She was suspend- 
ed thus until unconscious, and was 
cut down by neighbors who were pass- 
ing. — Cincinnati Enauirer. 



Home For Friendless, Doss. 
Washington has a home for friend- 
less dogs. The dog farm is on the side 
of a fine hill, near the reservoir, and 
there is plenty of ground for the friend- 
less animals to run around in, as well 
as comfortable buildings to shelter 
them when the weather is bad. Admis- 
sion is easily gained. All any weil be- 
haved dog has to do to get in is to 
run art'ay from home, and wag his 
tall when the policeman asks him if ho 
has an owner. But such a dog goes in 
ihe free portion of the farm. For the 
dogs whose owners can afford to pay 
their board there is a large field sep- 
arated from the free farm by a close 
wire fence. At night each dog boarder 
has a compartment all to himself. His 
meals are more elaborate and better 
cooked than are those of the charity 
guests. Every month or so the ladies 
who are interested in this charity give 
a dog party. The grounds are illum- 
inated with Chinese lanterns and the 
visitors are told to be there at feeding 
time. The society people think it great 
fun to watch the charity curs fight 
for bones. At the last parly over 500 
persons were present. 

J. Knott's Big Rhubarb Stalk. 

The London Journal of Horticulture 
says that Mr. J. Knott pulled up a 
stick of rhubarb in the rectory garden, 
Black Torrington, Devon, which meas- 
ured twenty-one inches in length, six 
inches in girth at the smallest part and 
seven inches round at the largest part, 
while the longest rib of the leaf meas- 
ured thirty inches in length, and the 
circumference of the outer edge of the 
leaf measured eighteen feet six inches. 

It is probable, however, that Ameri- 
can growers can beat this. It seems 
that stalks this size, though not com- 
mon, are occasionally seen. — Median's 
Monthly.

England Scared. 

England's great cotton industry is 
filled with alarm by late reports of the 
growth of cotton manufacturing in the 
southern commonwealth of the United 
States. The announcement that no 
less than 500,000 looms ave to be built 
and that under a single roof are to be 
placed more looms than the entire 
South possessed twenty years ago, 
affords the last evidence necessary to 
c invince Lancashire that its monop- 
oly has been effectively broken. 

Slight comfort is derived by the 
English mill owners from the proba- 
bility of the Northrop loom, which is 
already in operation in soaia places. 
British labor conditions in the mills 
are not satisfactory. The gloom is 
still further increased by the prospect 
of a short American crop. 

Child Labor. 

An investigation by The Tradesman 
of child labor in the South has result 
ed in a report showing that out of 74,- 
798 employes in southern mills, 1,854 
are belov/ the age of 12. Most of the 
jublished accounts of ill-treatment 
and injury to health are discredited 
and it is ihown that mill owners have 
furnished large sums toward provid- 
ing educational facilities for children. 



$25,000 Mill. 
The establishment of a $25,000 plan- 
iug and lumber mill for Selma is an. 
nounced. The plant is to be operated 
by the yel'.ow Pine Lumbir company, 
The company has saw mille at Thom- 
asville, Thomaston and Amison and 
ownes vast tracts of timber lands. This 
piaut will be for using the product of 
these mills, and a large amount of the 
manufactured product will be sent by 
water to Cuba and South America 
ports. The machinery is already at 
hand. 

Still Upward. 
The iron market continues strong 
and upward. Large southern corpora- 
tions arc said to be out of the market 
for 1903 contracts, but No. 2 foundry 
was booked for delivery in the first 
half of neat yexr at $21. Only a few 
ear loads of spot iron have been sold 
within the past four or five days, The 
price was on a basis of S2i for No. 2. 



During the past six month?, bosides 
seeing the completion of the new $45,- 
000 court house and the now $25,000 
Methodist church, Semians have seen 
a $20,000 school building and a $100,- 
000 oil mill erected. The new $25,- 
000 Lovisville and Nashville passenger 
station is nearing completion and work 
is steadily progressing on the $125,- 
000 bridge that is to span the Alabama 
nv»r. 



The cotton crop in the Missis3ipp 
delta is shorter than it has been for 
years. It is not over half what was 
expected. 



Mail advices from Australia 
say that a steady stream of population 
continues to leave that country for 
South Africa. General hard times 
and a scarcity of employment at home 
following the long continued droughts 
are assigned as the causes. 



Wins First Bout. 
John Brislin, who with a fellow 
worker invented and patented a table 
for carrying mechanicallp hot ingots oi 
steel to and from rolls, gained a favor- 
able decision in the lower court of 
Pittsburg against the Carnegie Steel 
Co. for infringements on patents. It 
is claimed that if Brislin, who is 75 
and blind, wins the suit, he will re- 
cover $5,000,000 in royalties mostly 
from the United States Steel corpora- 
tion.

Oil Gusher in Alaska.

In a decision by Judge Chytrans, 
of Chicago, corners in grain on the 
board of trade are declared to be ille- 
gal. The decision earriea with it the 
right of directors of the board to en- 
force its rnles by fines, expulsion or 
suspension. 



Florida politics is becoming warm. 
John N. C. Stockton, president of a 
Jacksonville bank, is an aspirant for 
the seat in the U. S. senate now held 
by James P. Taliaferro, and it is said 
a new daily paper may soon appear in 
Jacksonville as the champion of Mr. 
Stockton. 



I Surgeon's Report Shows Considerable 
! Improvement. 

The report of the surgeon of the 
I array for the year ending June 30 
shows gradual improvement in the 
health of the troops notwithstanding 
I the exposure of the tropical service in 
j the Philippines. The rate of discharge 
i for disability was 19.95 in 1901, as 
compared with 22.60 in 1900 and 10.69 
for the decade, and the death rate 
from all causes was 19 94 per 1,000 
men, as compared with 22.74 and 11.91 
respectively. 

Deaths from diseasa constituted 9.5 
per cent per 1,000 of mean strength, 
as compared with 15.19 in 1900, and 
death from injury 4.36 as compared 
with 6.95. 

During the year the mean strength 
of the army consisted of 92,491 men, 
of whom 81.885 were regulars. The 
death rate from all causes was 5.29 
per 1,000 of strength in Cuba; 6.90 in 
the United States; 7.61 in Porto Rico, 
and 17.90 in the Pacific islands and 
China. Deaths from disease constitu- 
ted only 3.21 per 1,000 in Cuba, 2.69 
in the'United States and 2.40 in the 
Pacific islands and China. 

The mean strength of the commands 
were: Porto Rico, 1,153; Cuba, 5,- 
297; the United States, 26,515,' and in 
the Pacific islands and China, 59,526 

Officials of the government service 
say that the proportion of women in 
the public employ is gradually increas- 
ing, The ratio of appointments of 
men and women are about the same, 
but practically no women leave their 
places to take employment elsewhere. 



Army Maneuvers. 
Regular troops have been assemb- 
ling at Port Riley, Kansas, where 
they are now ready for the fall ma- 
neuvers which are to be conducted on 
a large scale for the first time in four- 
teen years. Including the militia 
regiments the number will be nine 
or ten thousand. The aciual opera- 
tions are to begin September 29. 



Military Opinion. 
After inspecting the Canadian- 
American frontier on behalf of the 
British war offioe, Colonel Townsend 
reports that the British fortifications 
are inefficient while the American forts 
are well equipped. The London Ex- 
press states that there is but one cart- 
ridge and shell factory in the domin- 

| ion and that in case of war between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
the Yankees could easily march over 

j the border and seize Canada. 



Mayor Low, of New York, points 
out the need of more hospital facili- 
ities, saying that London was far 
ahead of New York in this respect. 
He showed that mortality decreased 
during the year and told of 700,000 
vaccinations performed since the 
smallpox scare of last spring.

In a Mad Rush for Church 
Doors. 



MISTOOK CRY OF "FIGHT" FOR "FIRE." 



Valuable Mineral Discovered 
in Colbert — More Money 
in Circulation. 



Just as Booker T. Washington 
had concluded his address to the 
national convention of Baptists 
in session in Birmingham, Friday, a 
commotion was heard in the choir, 
and through a misunderstanding a 
fearful catastrophe, resulting in the 
death of one hundred and five negroes. 

Judge Billew, a negro lawyer from 
Baltimore, engaged in an altercation 
with the choir leader concerning an 
unoccupied seat, and it is said a blow 
was struck. Some one in the choir 
cried, "They're fighting. Mistaking 
the word "fighting" for "fire, "the con- 
gregation rose en masse and started for 
the door. The Rev. T. W. Walker, 
pastor of the church, quickly mount- 
ed the rostrum and admonished the 
•people to keep quiet. He repeated 
the word "quiet" several times and 
motioned to his hearers to he seated, 
^.gain the excited congregation mis- 
took the word "quiet" for "fire" and 
rushed pell mell for the door. Men 
and women scrambled ovei benches, 
fought their way into^the aisles and 
those who had fallen were trampled 
upon like cattle. 

Most of the dead are women, and 
the physicians say in many cases they 
fainted and died from suffocation. A 
remarkable feature of the calamity is 
that no blood was seen on any of the 
victims. They were either crushed 
or died from suffocation. 

Shiloh church, in which the horror 
occurred, is a modern brick structure 
and has just been completed at a cost 
of $75,000. There are four entrances 
to the building and the main one is 
sixteen feet wide. The deaths were 
caused by everybody trying to rush 
out of the main entrance at the same 
time. Inside the church not a bench 
was overturned and all of those who 
were killed died in or about the en- 
trance. The people up near the front 
of the church were not injured in the 
least. The excitement lasted about a 
half hour. 

The feeling against the negro Bal- 
lew, who was formerly a lawyer in 
Birmingham, and who started the 
trouble, was intense, and searching 
parties were seeking for him until late 
in the night, and it was stated by 
many that if caught he would be se- 
verely dealt with. 'SU> Biade his escape, 
and has so far eluded the vigilance of 
both the negroes and the officers. 



Shaw Turns $ro, 000,000 Loose. 

Secretary Shaw announced before 
leaving Washington for the West, that 
during the week he had authorized the 
distribution in round numbers of $10,- 
000,000 of public funds among banks 
throughout the country which have 
bonds available for security. The 
money will be released and deposits 
will be completed within a few days, 
and just as rapidly as the bonds are 
received at the treasury. 



Bituminous Asphalt Found at Sheffield. 

Near Sheffield there has been found 
a large deposit of bituminous asphalt. 
A report on this material made by the 
Pittsburg Testing Laboratory of Pitts- 
burg, shows a percentage of bitumen 
much higher than the average of rock 
asphalt, it being 8.60 per cent, and 
that from a surface sample. The re- 
port further says this material can 
easily be made equal in every respect 
to the standard mixture now in use for 
paving purposes. This give Alabami 
another raw material that will swell 
the list of her natural resources. The 
property will be developed.

In 1890 there were but thirteen 
states in which 98 per cent of the chil- 
dren aged Ml to 14 years oould read 
and write; now there are twenty-seven 
sueh states. The following figures 
show the per centage of persons be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 14 in the 
southern states who can read and 
write: 

Kentucky, 91.56; Texas, 90.74; 
Florida, 86.24; Tennessee, 85.08; Ar- 
kansas, 83.80; North Carolina, 78.25; 
Mississippi, 77.62; Georgia, 77.21; 
Alabama, 71.11; South Carolina, 70.44; 
Louisiana, 67.12. 

Nebraska heads the list with a per 
oentage of 99.66. In 1980 Alabama 
held third place from the bottom, hav- 
ing South Carolina and Louisiana be- 
low, just as she doea now, but her per 
centage of literate children in 1890 
was but 64.50, whereas it is now 71.11. 
This gain would have moved this 
state's name up the per centag9 list if 
other states and territories had not 
made equal gains.

COMMI S SCATIOX. 

Editor Sentinel : — With your per- 
mission 1 will ask for a little space 
to make a few suggestions, and ask 
that our citizens con.^idor the ques- 
tion of better equipment of the 
public school in Montevallo. 

Since our school commissioners j 
have shown wisdom in the choice ! 
of teachers and have given us one 
of the best, I believe it would bo 
wise , to go a. step further and ask 
onr'city fathers to vote her an as- 
sistant teacher to enable the pupils • 
to get the most out of this public ! 
school, as fifty pupils are double ] 
the number that can be successful- 
ly ImndJiMl hy lusr us {tiler. I«'t 
this assistant be paid out of town 
funds, and let there be a nine 
months absolute free school estab- 
lished here. As there is and ever 
will be great danger of violating 
both the spirit and the letter of the 
law which creates and endeavors 
to maintain in every to vnship a 
five months' public school absolute- 
ly free to its children from 7 to 21 
years of age.. 

Now you may ask why I write 
this and ask its publication? 

My answer in part is that I fear 
injustice will be done t'aose who 
are least prepared to meet tho great 
question of education of their de- 
pendents. 

A case in point : A widow re- 
siding within two miles of Monte- 
vallo is engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, the crop is a failure, her 
boys and girls might bo in the pub 
lie school making preparations f:>r 
for life's battle but the; public 
school will not commence until af- 
ter the holidays. For her the law 
has made provision in vain. She 
must marshull hor forces for an- 
other crop, and the bor/ and girl 
that might prove it diamond of the 
first wuter is therefore compelled 
to remain in the rough. 

Now I hope thu t the reader has 
caught on to what I moan if not 
what I have written. 

I believe if the city fathers can 
be induced to give substantial aid 
to the til at. they should take the 
same under their control so far as 
is consistent with the law, and ap- 
point ;i board of trustees thereby 
assuring the teachers proTcction 
and moral support and let them 
also have power to .adopt a uniform 
set of text books to be used in the 
school. Citizkn.

I Will iWilitleViillo Improve It or 
Forinil it to Slip Away. 

It is Now Up to Our Door, W ill 
Wc I in ite it to Stay? 

It is said that opportunity knocks 
at one's door but once iti ti lifetime, 
and if not taken hold of at that 
time it is gone forever. 

The Sentinel believes that that 
time now confronts the people of 
Montevallo. A $'.350, 000 enterprise 
— ;i cotton mill, to which there will 
be few if any equal in the South, is 
awaiting the action of our people 
as to whether or not we want it to 
locate here. The projectors ask 
our people to place $50,000 of pre- 
ferred stock. In three hours' time 
one-half of the amount was taken. 
The amount taken up to Monday 
night was $:i2,400. The remainder 
must be raised within the next two 
or three days or tho opportunity 
will slip away from us. If we suc- 
ceed in raising tho amount the pro- 
jectors of the enterprise will begin 
bringing the material hei-e within 
ten days, and in thirty days a 
swarm of carpenters and brick- 
layers will begin work upon the 
buildings. Those who are behind 
the project are desirous of locating 
the plant in Montevallo because of 
the excallent and plenteous supply 
of water, and the proximity to the 
coal fields, and as one has express- 
ed it, "Montevallo is an ideal spot 
for such antnterprio." The $50,000 
asked is not a bonus — a gift — but 
a loan upon which 7 per cent, in- 
terest is guaranteed. 

This enterprise, if located here, 
means a doubling of our popula- 
tion in twelve months. It moans 
a doubling of property values in 
the same le ngth of time; It means 
the bringing to Montevallo all, or j 
practically all, the cotton raised j 
within twenty-live miles of this ! 
place. It moans to the planter at I 
least S3 more on the bale for his | 
cotton than he is getting now. It 
means a consumption at this mill 
of from 7,000 to 10,000 bales of cot- 
ton every year. It means a vast 
increase in the busi7iess of our 
merchants. It means a circulation 
of thousands of dollars by a class 
of people who spend th'jir money — 
the laborers, the workers. It means 
an increased demand for property. 
It means more manufacturing en- 
terprises for Montevallo, for it is 
invariably the case everwhere.

From 
twelve to eighteen months will be 
given in which to pay in stock, af- 
ter one payment is made as an ex- 
pression of good faith in the mat- 
ter. Let every one strain a point 
and the amount can be raised. 

Everybody come out to the meet- 
ing next Saturday morning. And 
especially are the farmers invited 
to be present.

Interesting Discoveries by an Ohio 
Archaologlst. 

Dr. C. W. Mills, curator of the State 
Historical and Archaeological Society, 
has just completed the exploration of 
a large and important, village site of 
the Mound Builders near Bourneville, 
and ha-3 made a number of discoveries 
which throw light upon the life and 
customs of that ancient people. 

These discoveries have tended to 
show that the mound builders did not 
live together in one indiscriminate 
tribal group, as had been commonly 
supposed, but that they lived separate- 
ly in family groups, each with its own 
dwelling and private graveyard. 

The other thing which is no longer 
to be doubted is that the mound build- 
ers had a more or less perfectly or- 
ganized system of trade which cover- 
ed almost the entire continent. In 
recent excavations ornaments have 
been discovered fashioned from ocean 
shells, mica and copper, all foreign 
to Ohio. 

The village site which Dr. Mills has 
just explored has proved to be one o£ 
the richest ever opened by archaeolo- 
gists. The skeletons, pottery, orna- 
ments and implements found formed 
the basis of the archaeological exhib- 
it at the Buffalo exhibition. 

This year, in completing the work, 
Dr. Mills found thirty skeletons packed 
in a space of thirty-five square feet. 
Others, evidently those of chieftians, 
were buried separately, and many of 
them besides the usual ornaments had 
at the head a bowl of beautiful pot- 
tery. 

There were one or more spoons of 
tortoise shells in each bowl and the 
bowls had evidently been filled with 
food at the time of the burial. In 
one of them a handful of parched 
corn was found. 



Girls Work at the Forge. | 
There is a siurdy smithy at Leeds, 
England, who has eight muscular 
daughters, all of whom he has trained 
to assist him at his work. At present 
four are at work in his shop. The oth- 
er four wielded the hammer for sever- 
al years and then left the business to 
take up the duties of running homes of 
their own. Every day these four 
daughters of the master smith are to 
be seen at the anvils following the 
trade of their fathers. They are up 
early and spend the working hours in 
making gas hooks — broad bent nails, 
which are used by plumbers for fast- 
ening gas pipes to walls. It is not 
such a hard task, yet the work requires 
great patience and enduring strength. 

The heavy part of the work is per- 
formed by a machine worked with the 
foot. After the mechanical device has 
finished it3 labors the fair blacksmiths, 
with sleeves rolled up, put the finish- 
ing touches on the hooks with a hand 
■hammer and get them ready for mar- 
ket. The girls are fond of their work. 
They toil on a piecework basis, and 
the ingenious blacksmith calls each a 
"full hand." 



Restoration of the Drowned. 

For the second time this season 
there is reported the resuscitation of 
a person who had been under water far 
beyond the period ordinarily set down 
as surely fatal. In the more recent 
case a fifteen-year-old girl lay at the 
bottom of a stream for twenty min- 
utes, her hands firmly clasping a root. 
This disposes of the encyclopedic au- 
thority who remarks wisely that in 
such an instance of retained vitality 
"it is to be presumed that the im- 
mersion has not been complete." 

Immersion for from one to two min- 
utes produces what may be fatal as- 
phyxiation in the ordinary man. Train- 
ed divers resist the suffocating pro- 
cess much longer, of course, and dogs 
have remained active four minutes un- 
der test. Experiences m the revival 
of persons taken from the water differ 
greatly, some of those who have been 
immersed the longest being soonest 
responsive to treatment. 

It not infrequently happens that 
death iu the water results from a state 
of syncope induced by the shock of 
the sudden peril. On the other hand 
this very condition, by preventing the 
involuntary action which draws the 
water into the lungs, may play the part 
of a life saver. 

At any rate, drowning in its first 
stages is merely a suspending of an- 
imation. It involves no vital injury. 
The two cases of restoration after long 
periods here referred to should fur- 
nish a fresh impulse, if any is needed, 
to work over every victim of the water 
so long as hope has the least thread of 
reason to cling to. — New York World, 



Building Lots in Rural England. 

"Rural England," a correspondent 
writes, "is in danger of being cut up 
into rectangular slices of 'twenty-five 
feet frontage and an average depth 
of 120 feet,' to quote the language of 
the auctioneers. Almost daily through- 
out the summer a marquee is set up on 
some estate more or less contiguous 
to a seaside or other town, and here 
the plots are knocked down singly or 
in bunches to those who have par- 
taken of the vendor's hospitality. The 
ease with which agricultural values 
can be converted into speculative 
building values is astonishing. Two 
years ago, while walking from Brigh- 
ton to Newhaven, I passed through a 
place called Tolscombe Cliff. Here 
some almost waste land had hoen 
sketched out into a town site, and the 
turf cut off, revealing strips of chalk 
that signified the roads. The nearest 
station and almost the nearest house 
were three miles away, and yet plots 
had been sold a few weeks previously 
at from £60 to £100 apiece. This 
means between eight and twelve 
thousand pounds an acre, instead of 
the agricultural value of not more than 
fifty." — London Dally News. 



A Deer's Salt Water Bath. 
A deer taking a salt water bath was 
a sight to which Ferry Beach resi- 
dents, just beyond Old Orchard, were 
treated Sunday. Early in the morning 
a large deer ran down through the 
streets of the settlement and made for 
the ocean. He waded out until the 
water touched his body and began to 
perform his Sunday ablutions, regard- 
less of the large number who were 
watching him. As soon as he had 
waded out some distance he began to 
run as fast as he could through the 
water. This done, he took a plunge 
and swim and then, apparently much 
refreshed, started for the road and was 
soon lost in the woods. — Daily Kenne- 
bec Journal.

Great Railroad Combine - 
The News of the World 
Condensed. 



Blow in Augusta. 
Augusta, Go., was visited Saturday 
by a sudden and severe windstorm, 
followed by rain. Signs were blown 
down and branches of trees torn off, 
but no serious damage has been re- 
ported. A wire was blown across the 
street and persons were severely 
burned when they caught hold of it. 

At the Antipodes, Too. 
A severe storm burst over Sicily 
Sunday and many houses were de- 
stroyed. It is now believed that two 
hundred persons perished at Modica 
during the tornado. The village of 
Sortino has been practically destroyed 
and forty-three persons were drowned. 
The water rose in the church to a 
height of twelve feet. The total 
damage as the re^lt of the tornado is 
expected to amount to over $2,500,000. 



Tobacco War Ends. 
The tobacco war has been ended by 
the amalgamation of the American aud 
British interests. An official state- 
ment covering the details and sub- 
scribed by the officers of both com- 
bines will be given out later.

Wants Louisville and Nashville. Mor- 
gan is Willing. 

Plans are afloat for the purchase of 
the Louisville and Nashville railway 
system by the Atlantic Coast Line. 
These plans are in process of consum- 
mation, and, if carried out, as they 
likely will be, will result in the m»rg- 
ing of two of the greatest systems in 
the South. 

The plan as outlined is for the turn- 
ing over of the 306,000 Louisville and 
Nashville railroad shares now depos- 
ited with J. P. Morgau & Co., to the 
Atlantio Coast Line company, of Con- 
necticut, a securities concern for the 
Atlantio Coast Line Railway company. 
The syndicate is to pay $150 a share, 
or $45,900,000 for the control, and is 
expected to deliver to the Atlantic 
Coast Lino company the 306*000 
shares, tn payment, the syndicate 
shall receive, first, $10,000,000 in cash; 
second, $35,000,000 in 4 per cent col- 
lateral trust jjbonds of the Atlantic 
Coast Line oompany, secured by de- 
posit of Louisville and Nashville stook; 
third, $5,000,000 in Atlantio Coast 
Line company's stock. 

Extract Plant Burned. 
A special from Big Stone Gap, Va., 
says: The large extract plant of the 
United States Leather company at this 
place was destroyed by fire. The loss 
will reach $150,000. The plant was 
built three years ago and was one of 
the best industries the town had. The 
fire originated from the friction of a 
wooden pulley.

$2,900,8^,502 In Pensions. 

The annual report of Commissioner 
of Pensions Eugene F. Ware, shows 
that the nnmber of names on the 
pension rolls is under the million 
mark, despite] a net gain of 5723 
pensioners since 1898. The total en- 
rollment July last was 999,446. The 
total comprises 778,809 solders aud 
360,627 widows and dependents. 
4695 pensioners reside outside of the 
United States. 

The report says that the death 
rate among the pensioners for (he 
coming year will be about 40,000, and 
the losses to the rolls from other caus- 
es will be about 600. The total amount 
paid for pensions during the fiscal 
year was $137,504,268; the yearly 
cost of operating and maintaining the 
bureau and the agencies aggregates 
$3,590,529. The pension system 
since the beginning of the government 
has cost $2,992,509,019, exclusive of 
the establishment of the soldiers' 
homes. The pension disbursements 
by the United States from July 1, 
1700, to June 30, 1865, were $96,445,- 
444. 

The amounts paid on aooount of 
military and naval service during the 
wars in which the United has been en- 
gaged are:

000,000.

Will Purchase Bonds. 

The secretary of the treasury has 
issued the following: 

Notice is hereby given that this de- 
partment will purchase any of the 
United States 5 per cent bonds of the 
loan of 1904, if presented for that par- 
pose on or before October 15 next, 
and will pay for them at the rate of 
105 flat. 



For Prepaying Interest. 
Secretary Shaw has issued a circular 
carrying out his announcement regard- 
ing the prepayment of interest on 
bonds of the United States. The oir- 
cular says that interest will be prepaid 
between November 1, 1902. and July 
1, 1903, with a rebate of two-tenths of 
one per cent per month on the amount 
prepaid. Prepayment will begin Oc- 
tober 1, 1902, and continue until No- 
vember 30, 1902, but prepayment of 
interest on registered bonds of the 
loans of 1904, 1908 and 1925 will not 
be made while the books of those 
loans are closed. 

The steel floating dock at Havana, 
brought there by the Spaniards and 
sold to the United States for $275,000, 
has broken and it is estimated that re- 
pairs will cost $100,000.

A MINER CUT TO PIECES BY A TRAM.

Boiled Down for the 
Busy Public. 

MURDERED SLEEPING WOMAN. 



Mrs. Helen Dickson, of Mobile, Found 
Dead in Her Bed Choked to Death. 

Mrs. Helen Dickson was foully 
murdered early Sunday morning by 
some unknown person, supposed to. 
be a negro, bent on criminal assault. 
Death was due to strangulation. Miss. 
Helen Robertson, her niece, and her 
3-year-old son, Albert, were in the bed 
with her at the time. 

The murderer climbed into the room 
through a window. Mr. J. B. Robert- 
son, father of Miss Helen, occupied 
an adjoining room, the door of which 
was left open when the family retired, 
but which the murderer closed and 
braced with a chair. He also carried 
into the house an ax from the wood- 
shed. Miss Helen Robertson gave , 
the alarm, waking her father. He. 
found Mrs. Dickson gasping for breath 
and devoted all his attention to her 
rescuscitation, without avail. 

Miss Robertson says she was first 
arouapd by some one at her throat, 
but she pushed him away, when he 
struck her with something she could 
not determine the nature of by the 
dim light. 

Cotton Handler Killed. 
William Godeau, a cotton handler, 
living at Cottage Hill, ten miles west 
of Mobile, was killexl early Sunday 
by some unknown person. Godeau, 
becoming aware of a disturbance in 
his yard, went out to investigate. Di- 
rectly afterwards two reports of a 
gun were heard and neighbors who 
rushed to the scene found Godeau 
dead with two bullet holes in his 
head. Suspicion points toward a ne- 
gro between whom and Godeau there 
had been trouble.

40, met a horrible death in the mines, 
at Adger Saturday. A train of tram 
cars jumped the track and onto the 
crossties on which he was working 
and crushed him to death. He leaves 
a wife and several children.

BIRD DOGS. 



r History Trnceil from Time When 
Wooden Molds AVere Used. 

The original button was wholly a 
product of needlework, but was soon 
improved by the use of a wooden mold, 
over which a cloth covering was sew- 
ed. From this it was only a step to 
the brass button, which was introduced 
by a hardware manufacturer in Bir- 
mingham in 1689. It took 200 years 
to improve on the method of sewing 
the cloth on the covered button; then 
an ingenious Dane invented the de- 
vice of making the button in two parts 
and clamping them together with the 
cloth between. 

In 1750 one Caspar Wistar set up *he 
manufacture of brass buttons in Phil- 
adelphia, and soon, afterward Henry 
Witeman began making them in New 
York. The buttons of George Wash- 
ington and most of the continental 
army were made in France. Connecti- 
cut presently came to the front and 
began making buttons of pewter and 
tin at Waterbury, the present center 
o? the button industry. 

Buttons are now made of almost ev- 
erything fromseaweed and cattle hoofs 
to mother-of-pearl and vegetable 
ivory. Excellent buttons are made 
frcm potatoes, which, treated chem- 
ically, become as hard as -ivory. 
Large buttons factories make their 
entire product from various mixtures 
of gutta percha, skim milk and blood; 
others from celluloid and horn. The 
patent office has issued 1355 patents 
for making buttons. 

The most important branch of the 
button industry in the United States 
is the making of pearl buttons, the 
material being obtained from shells 
gathered along the Mississippi river. 
The industry has practically grown 
up within the last ten years, and its 
introduction is due entirely to J. F. 
Boepple of Muscatine, Iowa, a native 
of Germany, who had learned the 
trade abroad. 

He saw that millions of dollars were 
geing to waste in the shells known as 
' niggerheads," of which tons 
were piled up on the banks 
of the river. Thousands of people 
are nsw employed in turning these 
shells into buttons, the little plants 
being found all the way from Minne- 
sota to Missouri. Muscatine is still the 
great headquarters of the industry. 
It has forty factories. The value of 
the shells has risen from 50 cents to 
$30 a hundredweight. And yet Amer- 
ican buttonmaking is in its infancy, 
'tis said. — Rehoboth Sunday Herald.

Bonding denotes that a dog Is fol- 
lowing a trail toward the birds by their 
footscent, as a man, in an analogous 
manner might follow a flock of sheep 
by watching their tracks. Drawing 
denotes that a dog ia approaching 
birds by the scent in the air as a man 
might follow a floe:: of sheep by a 
long line of dust hovering over and 
around their trail. Drawing is con- 
sidered a much superior manner to 
roading. It is commonly marked by 
greater accuracy, quickness of exscu- 
tion, and da3h of manner. Pointing 
i3 the stoop which the dog makes 
when he has definitely located the 
birds, or when he thinks he has done 
so. It is the preliminary pause to ac- 
curately determine the whereabouts of 
the hidden birds before he springs to 
capture. If he misjudges and springs 
in the wrong direction, all his pains 
and labor come to nothing. In his 
training, he is encouraged to point, but 
is prohibited springing, so that after 
a time he makes his point and holds 
it i-tanchly. if by any act, wilful or 
otherwise, he alarms the birds and 
they take wing it is called a flush. If 
the dog, when going up wind on game, 
flushes the birds, ho commits an error; 
if under certain circumstances he 
flushes when going down wind the er- 
ror may be excused on the ground that 
being up wind of them it was impos- 
sible to scent them and therefore im- 
possible to know of Uicir presence. —

Coal Operators and Miners Could Not 
Come to Terras. 

The coal conference between the -pres- 
ident and representatives of the operat- 
ors and the miners came to an end 
With a fail ure to reach an agreement. 
Apparently the rock upon which the 
conference split was reeogniton of the 
miners' union. 

Ihe president urged the contending 
parties to cease strife in the interests 
of the public welfare. The miners, 
through the president of their union, 
expressed a willingness to submit dif- 
ferences to arbitration of a tribunal to 
be named by the president and to enter 
into an agreement to abide by terms 
fixed by the arbitrators for a period 
of from one to five years. The em- 
ployers refused arbitratici, had de- 
nounced the miners' labor organisation 
as a lawless and anarchistic body with 
which they could and would have no 
dealings. 

It is said that the failure of reaching 
an agreement was a surprise to the 
president and his cabinet. 



Shaw's Stroke. 
On Monday, the very day that Wall 
street's money rate went to 35 per cent 
and stocks collapsed, Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw went to New York ajd 
announced >. ne*-' and bold plan for ?o- 
operatiog wit!' the banks in supplying 
the money and credit for the existing 
volume of business. It was that the 
baji>s hereafter would not be required 
to carry a reserve against government 
deposits secured by government bonds. 
These deposits in banks all over the 
country amount to about $130,000,000. 
The effect of this was instantly felt as 
none of the preceding measures had been. 
.The additional bank credit caused a sud- 
den fall in the money rate on Tues- 
day to 3 per cent and a recovery in 
stock quotations. While leading bank- 
ers approved of Secretary Shaw's course 
its legality has been questioned in some 
quarters. 



Annual Report Shows a Decrease o 
$918,919 Djring Past Year. 

Washington, October 5. — According to 
the annual report of ths paymaster gen- 
eral, army expenditures decreased dur- 
ing the past fiscal year $918,819, part- 
ly owing to decrease in the pay of the 
array and in part owing to a reduction 
of claims for extra pay by volunteers. 
The total expenditures of Paymaster 
General Hates were $52,523,479. The 
paymaster general's report contains a 
strong plea for the establishment of a 
retired list for government clerks based 
on the deduction of a small sum month- 
ly from the salary of each clerk. 

Good results, the paymaster general 
says, «ro observable from Secretary 
Root's plan of detailing line officers for 
stulF duty, and he recommends the de- 
tail of first lieutenants instead of cap- 
tains a 3 the lowest grade in the party 
! corps giving lieutenants captains' pay 
while on such duty. 

A financial statement shows the total 
approximate cost of the war with Spain 
on aeount of pay and extra pay to vol- 
unteers and regulars and mileage to of- 
ficers was $73,608,440. General Bates 
notes that every cent of money disburs- 
eo through his department from the 
date of outbreak of the Spanish war 
has been satisfactorily accounted for, 
and that the government has not lost 
one cent through defalcation, captures 
by the enemy, robbery or any other cause, 
while the cost of disbursing the vast, 
sum of over $200,000,000, including sal- 
aries and mileage of paymasters and 
under clerks has been about seven-tenths 
of one per cent of the amount dis- 
bursed. The report contrasts this rec- 
ord with the civil war, ,when nearly 
$500,000 was lost by the government. 



Army Maneuvers. 

At Fort Riley, Kans., the army ma- 
neuvers are in progress daily on a large 
iscale, the forces being divided into 
[browns and blues, so that imaginary bat- 
tles may be fought. 



Mew White House China. 

' Mrs. Roosevelt has placed an order 
(with the famous Wedgewood Company 
■ of England for a dinner set for the 
jwhite house. The design will be de- 
stroyed so the set cannot be duplicated. 



Growth of Pensions. 

The annual report of the commission 
of pensions shows a gain during the 
year of 5.732 names, the total enroll- 
ment now being 999,446. The amount 
paid is $137,504,268. The total cost 
of pensions since the beginning of the 
government is given as $2,992,509,019, 
exclusive of the establishment «f sol- 
diers' homes. 



Navy Needs Expert Mechanic. 

The totals of the naval estimates for 
1904, made public Wednesday, are over 
nine millions less than the amount ask- 
ed for by Secretary Long last year. The 
figure this year is $82,426,030, $4,000,- 
000 more, however, than the amount ap- 
propriated last year. The estimates in- 
clude a $3,000 annual appropriation for 
a new civilian expert, advocated by the 
ordnance department, for the gun fac- 
tory at Washington. It is claimed that 
work suffers from the constant shifting 
of the officers in charge. The new ships 
asked for are two steel and one wooden 
training vessel propelled by sail. 



The contracts for carrying the mails 
by pneumatic tube service in Xew York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and St. 
Louis have been awarded by the post- 
office department to local companies in 
those cities. The agreements provide that 
the total amounts paid for the service 
in all cities shall not exceed $800,000 a 
year, the amount which congress has 
allowed. 



Official Bank Figures. 

The comptroller of the currency makes 
public an abstract of the report of the 
4,001 national banks of the country at 
the close of business September 15, 1902. 
Following are the principal iten>« :

PUBLIC SCHOOL MONEY 



As Apportioned by the State Superin- 
tendent of Education. 



State Superintendent Gunuells has 
sent to the various county superintend- 
ents of education the apportionment 
sheet showing the amount of public 
money including the sixteenth section 
fund, for the school year 1902-03. There 
is of this fund $984,824.12, to which is to 
be added the poll tax, which amounts 
to about $145,000. 

Of the amount of the appropriation 
and sixteenth section fund there is 
enough to give each child within the 
school age $1.38. The fund has been 
increased over last year $19,138.04. 
Thehre are in the state 374,551 white 
children and 301,741 negro children be- 
tween the ages of seven and twenty-one, 
making a total of 076. 292 children inside 
the school age. 

The per capita last year was $1.35, 
just three cents less than this year. 

We give below the amount of money 
apportioned to each county and to each 
school district. In addition to this 
amount there is the poll tax to add. 
There is to be added in four counties 
a small amount received from the rent- 
als of school lands. They are as fol- 
lows: Green, $20,00; Hale, $140.00; 
Henry, $67.00; Wilcox, $100.00. 

This is the last year the school fund 
will be raised?, as it has been. In the 
future under the new constitution there 
will be a three mill school tax which 
together with the poll tax and the six- 
teenth section fund will make the school 
fund. /

State Pensions. 

The state board of pension examiners 
has reported to the state auditor the 
allotment of pensions to confederate 
soldiers for the current year. There 
are four classes of pensioners in the 
state and the number in each class with 
the amount received by them is as fol- 
lows: Class 1. 109 pensioners, who re- 
ceive each $37.20; class 2, 132 pension- 
ers, receiving $31 : class 3, 1G9 pension- 
ers, receiving $24.80 ; class 4, 1 3,980 pen- 
sioners, who receive each $18.60. The 
warrants for these pensions will be sent 
out to the probate judges of the differ- 
ent count'es between October 25 and 
NovemiKV 1 and by them distributed to 
the several beneficiaries.

Iron Facts and Figures. 

Alabama had twenty-five iron and steel 
companies in 1900, when the census was 
taken, as against thirty-five ten years 
before, but the twenty-five turned out 
products to the value of $17,392,483, as 
against $12,544,227 by the thirty-five 
concerns of 1S90. In the table Pennsyl- 
vania oomes first, followed in order by 
Ohio, Illinois, New Jersey, Indiana and 
Alabama. We are therefore the sixth 
state in the value of iron and steel 
products, but fouth in the tonnage of 
pig iron. There are but four states that 
make over a million tons a year, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Illinois and Alabama. 
These four states contributed in 1890 
in iron and steel 84.2 per cent of the 
country's total production. No other 
state promises soon to break into the 
million-ton class. 

In capital employed Alabama is fifth, 
her capital in iron and steel making 
being $19,058,368. She is outranked by 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois and New- 
Jersey. 

In the census year Jefferson county 
alone produced 1,061,540 tons of iron, 
being outranked only by Allegheny coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania; Cook county, Illinois, 
and Malioning county, Ohio. These were 
the only counties that produced in the 
census year a million tons of iron and 
steel. Alabama stood first in 1S90 as 
a producer of foundry iron, exceeding 
even Pennsylvania by 26,736 tons. Out 
of 399 stacks in the country Alabama 
had in the census year 45, ,of which 37 
were coke and 8 charcoal furnaces. In 
the number of stacks this district is 
outranked by Pennsylvania and Ohio 
alone. v , 



Foreign Iron Helping Out. 

Spot iron continues in active demand 
at any prices that sellers choose to ask. 
Twenty-four to twenty-five dollars seem 
to be the prevailing quotations, although 
selling has been under and over" those 
figures. 

Few of the large companies in the 
southern territory are booking contracts 
for delivery in the second half of 1903, 
as nearly all of them agreed in confer- 
ence last summer upon $17 as the price 
for the first half of 1903, and Dot to 
sell for the second half of the year until 
they met again and fixed a schedule. 

It is understood that the 13th of 
this month has been suggested by the 
Tennessee company as the date for a 
conference to discuss quotations for next 
fall delivery, but it will prob.ably be 
several days yet before the meeting will 
be called. From the present outlook 
$20 or $21 for No. 2 will be agreed upon 
as the basis. 



Why not Export More? 

At the semi-annual meeting of the 
Now England Cotton Manufacturers' As- 
sociation in Xew York 0. 1'. Austin, 
chifff of the bureau of ntudstios of the 
treasury department, read a paper on 
'"Our Foreign Commerce in Cotton 
Goods." He said that the time had now 
acme in which the cotton manufacturers 
of this country might enter actively up- 
on the task of turning into mamifae- 
tursd from a much larger share of tike 
cotton which the United States supplies 
to the world. Up to this time the cotton 
manufacturers of the United States had 
contented themselves with supplying the 
home market and in this they had been 
extremely successful. Practically all of 
the cotton goods consumed in the United 
States was produced by its own manu- 
facturers, importations of manufactured 
cotton amounting to less than 10 per 
cent of the home consumption. The fact 
that the manufacturers have fully kept 
pace with a consumption which has quite 
quadrupled since 1870 and during recent 
years have begun to seek markets abroad 
suggests that they are now in a positon 
to enlarge their field of operations. The 
exports of cotton cloths have increased 
from 14,000,000 yards in 1870 to thirty- 
six times as much in 1902. The value 
of the cotton goods imported by those 
countries having statistical records 
amounts to nearly $600,000,000 anmwlly, 
and of this the United States supplies 
at present but about $30,000,000, or less 
than 5 per cent. 

The fact that the United States pro- 
duces three-fourths of the raw cotton 
of the world and has so developed the 
art of manufacture that its manufac- 
turers are able fully to supply the 
enormous home market and to begin 
supplying their surplus to other parts 
of the world suggests, in Mr. Austin's 
opinion, that such a country should be 
able to make for itself a permanent po- 
sition among those supplying the worjd'p 
growing demand for manufactured ootton 
goods. 



Standard Oil Co. Rival. 

Standard Oil Company now has a rival 
in %ho big ww Wellsville, N. Y., oil 
refinery, which was formally opened on 
September 27. It is the largest inde- 
pendent refinery fti this country, repre- 
senting an investment of $150,000. Jt 
covers 14 acres and its capacity Is 1,006 
barrels a day. In addition to the re- 
finery there is a modern wax plant for 
utilizing the parailn that comes from 
the stills. The company controls a pipe 
line to the Allegheny oil fields, from 
whiorf the crude oil will come. 



Anthracite in Colorado. 

The new Denver, Northwestern ninl 
Pacific railroad, to be built through 
northwestern Colorado, will open up vast 
coal regions, which are expected to fur- 
nish the markets of the Pacific slope 
and a number of western states and 
compete successfully at Missouri river 
points with Pennsylvania anthracite. Tlie 
coal is said to be of very high quality. 



The New York commissioner of labor, 
McMakin, reports that immigration dur- 
ing the past year has surpassed all pre- 
vious records, the number recorded at 
the port of New York being nearly half 
a million. He attributes this to im- 
proved conditions, offering large attract- 
tions in this country, and to tl^e indus- 
trial depression prevalent in Eufbpean 
countries. 



To Sell "Hot Air." 

The Birmingham Railway, Light apd 
Power Company has applied to the city 
council for a franchjse to construct and 
operate a steam heating plant. Contracts 
have been let for the construction o' 
the necessary machinery in case the 
franchise is granted. The company will 
spend $100,000 on the experiment and 
if the scheme is carried out well three 
times that amount will be expended in 
putting in a plant able to furnish all 
i)xe larger buildings of the city with 
heat. 



A $100,000,000 telephone company has 
been chartered in Delaware, which pro- 
poses to rival the Bell and other compa- 
nies by sending messages at let^r post- 
age rates. Patents secured for tele- 
phonic devices lower the cost of. manu- 
facturing and installing telephone at ens- 
fifth the present coat.

Will Increase Spindles. 
During the third quarter of the year 
embracing July, August and September, 
plans have been made to add to the 
southern textile equipment 328,008 Bpin- 
dles and 8,513 looms, representing an 
investment of about $0,561,360. Figures 
compiled by the Manufactures' Record 
show 172.128 spindles and 4,118 looms 
to be added by twenty established com- 
panies and 155,040 spindles and 4,395 
looms to be installed by 13 new compa- 
nies.

Poverty Follows the Diminution of 
Hand-Weaving. 

In commenting upon the condition of 
the milliona of textile workers in In- 
dia, the London Drapers' Record says: 

"The elimination of pure handicrafts 
by machinery is a melancholy, though 
necessary process, and is still going 
on. An instance in point is to bo 
found in India. Of the indigenous in- 
dustries of India, hand weaving re- 
mains the chief, but its importance 
?s gradually dwindling, and it seems 
hardly likely that anything can be 
done to prevent it sinking into com- 
parative insignificance. Frtim the 
census returns of 1891 it would appear 
that there were then upward of nine 
and one-third millions, more or less, 
dependent upon it lor a livelihood. 
The bulk of these people were women 
and children, and at a guess one might 
set down the number of hand looms 
at about two millions. Competition 
with the products of machine looms 
and a radical change in the tastes of 
the wealthier classes in rqgard to 
clothing have reduced the weavers to 
an extremely impoverished condition. 
Though to a large extent inhabitants 
of towns in which educational facili- 
ties abound, they have been unable 
to give their children even the most 
elementary education, and their only 
means of meeting the competition 
they have had to face was by selling 
their labor at lower rates, till at 
length a bare subsistence is all they 
can command. Their appliances are 
extremely simple, and yet by patient 
labor they are capable of turning out 
products which have hitherto baffled 
the skill of weaving mechanisms 
But the difficulty of making bordered 
cloths by machinery, till recently in- 
superable, has now been overcome, 
and it is only a question of time be- 
fore the weavers of these cloths, and 
they form a very large proportion, if 
not the bulk, of the hand weaving 
community, will find that they have 
to face a keen competition for the 
market in which they have for so long 
enjoyed an absolute monopoly."

Call is Issued for Meeting in 
Birmingham, Oct. 28. 

The probate judges and the county 
commissioners in the different counties 
of north Alabama are being urged to 
attend the meeting of the Good Roads 
convention to be held in Birmingham 
next month. A call to this effect has 
been issued by the president and secre- 
tary of the Good Roads association. It 
is as follows:

Assistant State Examiner Sedberry is 
in Geneva, where a scandal has broken 
out in connection with the way in 
which County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion F. M. Justice has been running his 
office. The charges are that Justice has 
been signing teachers' names to the pay 
rolls and appropriating the money. These 
signed pay rolls are sent to the state 
superintendent, on whose approval the 
county superintendent is credited with 
the several amounts. The practice of 
the fraud is easy and not without nu- 
merous precedents.

ALABAMA HEADS WASHINGTON NOTES 



The List of Cotton Oil Pro- 
ducing States. 



In a discussion of the comparatively 
tardy growth of cotton mills in a south- 
ern state which grew last year more than 
750,000 bales of cotton and which is 
capable of growing a greater quantity, 
the point was made by a practical busi- 
ness man that from the industrial stand- 
point the state was practically young 
and that there were so many other open- 
ings for the investment of capital with 
the certainty of greater returns that 
the textile industry was naturally of 
slow growth. 

Alabama leads in point of capitaliza- 
tion, $300,000 being the total capitaliza- 
tion for the three mills reported. North 
Carolina is second, with six mills, cap- 
italized at $292,000. and Tennessee third 
with four mills and $250,000 capital. 

Mining is another enterprise now com- 
manding the attention of capitalists, and 
one of the interesting devlopments of 
tho past week is the announcement of 
the organization by Indianians of a com- 
pany with a capital of $1,000,000 to de- 
velop asbestos and mica deposits in the 
southern part of Bedford county, Vir- 
ginia. Correspondence from Richmond 
mys that those interested have secured 
control of 4,000 acres of asbestos and 
mica lmnds in a compact body. 

Announcement is also made that a new 
pyrites mine is being developed on prop- 
erty of 1,000 acres, about twenty miles 
northwest of Gainesville, Ga. Prospect- 
ing covering about 2,500 feet of the vein 
exposed an average width of about 28 
feet of ore from wall to wall. The ore 
is said to be a very high grade of iron 
pyritos, carrying some copper pyrites and 
orold. 



The Latest Newr from the 
National Capital. 



A London dispatch, in reporting the 
result of artillery experiment at Alder- 
shot, states that by an ingenious meth- 
od of painting the guns and timbers the 
primary valor*, red, blue and yellow, they 
are made to harmonize with any back- 
ground so well that they are difficult to 
locate at even 1,000 yards distance. At 
close quarters the guns appear to be all 
daubs and streaks. 



In the United States circuit court a 
suit has been filed by attorneys repre- 
senting a linn doing businea at Ponce, 
Porto Rico, against George Whitehead, 
colelctor of customs on the island of 
Puerto Rieo, to test the constitutionality 
of tho enactment of congress that pro- 
vides for the collection of duties there.

A fatal wreck occurred on the South- 
ern railway about twenty miles east of 
Birmingham Saturday morning, result- 
ing from a huge rock which had tum- 
bled into a cut. J. I. Richardson, fire- 
man, residing at Avondale, was killed. 



Conductor Killed. 

D. Y. Lowe, a conductor on the 
Southern railway, was caught between 
a tender and engine Sunday afternoon 
and mashed to death at Davis mines, 
He lived only a few minutes. 



Must Not Employ Children. 

The Tennessee factory inspector, as the 
result of the investigations he has been 
making for several days, has peremptori- 
ly ordered a number of factories to dis- 
continue the employment of children, and 
the order has been obeyed. The greater 
number affected by the order are girls 
under 14 years of age. 



Merger Abandoned. 

After repeated attempts to form a 
(,60,000,000 combination of southern cot- 
ton mills, letters have been sent out an- 
nouncing the abandonment of the scheme. 
It was tatcd that less than 25 per cent 
of the mill owners expressed a desire to 
enter the combine. 



It was announced from the office of 
1 J. P. Morgan & Co. on October 4 that 
the International Mercantile Marine 
company (the new shipping combina- 
tion will bring to New York 6«,000 tons 
of English coal, which is to be used 
to relieve the suffering of the poor and 
supply public institutions. 



Judge Jones, qf the United States 
court Saturday refused the application 
of Jackson W. Giles, a negro, for an 
injunction restraining tlie registrars 
from sending up their lists without the 
names of himself and other qualified col- 
ored voters. 

The judge's action is based on want 
of jurisdiction, following secessions 
which confine the equity side of the 
court to matters involving property 
rights. An appeal was taken and certi- 
fied direct to the supreme court of the 
United States. 



The Selma Fall Festival association 
has received G,000 sheets of advertising 
to bill the coming event, which takes 
place for one week beginning November 
10. The Southeastern Passenger asso- 
ciation has already announced a rate of 
one fare for the round trip to Selma and 
return. The association has gotten out 
a premium list for the best Alabama 
raised stock and for poultry and the 
like. 



The Wholesale Grocery Employees* 
Union, of Chicago, has decided to in- 
corporate under Illinois laws. This step 
is taken as a preliminary to making an 
agreement with the firms employing its 
members so that the latter may be as- 
sured of the legal responsibilities of the 
union. 



The result of rotes taken at the three 
last trades union congresses in England 
shows that the organized working classes 
of Great Britain are overwhelmingly op- 
posed to compulsory arbitration. The 
belief that such courts would be unfavor- 
able to labor accounts for their attitude. 



HuntsvilLe Mills Not in It. 

It is stated that all but two of the 
Huntsville cotton mills have signed the 
agreement to enter the Southern Textile 
company. The two that have refused 
to enter tho merger are the Merrimack, 
which will in a short time expend more 
than a million and a half dollars in 
new mills, and the Dallas, which has 
just completed an addition costing 
$000,000. 



Within the last six months the dispen- 
sary at Luverne has paid $3,500 to the 
school board of the town and every citi- 
zen has been turned into a watch dog 
to prevent blind tigers from interfering 
with their school revenue. 



A strike of 1,200 press feeders in the 
New York book and job printing trade 
has, it is stated, nearly tied up the busi- 
ness in a large number of plants. The 
strike may prevent many magazines and 
periodicals from coming out on time. 

Great coal fields are soon to be open- 
ed in Spitzbergen. 

Statistical reports from Norway show 
a condition of stagnation in the trade 
and industry of that country. Imports 
declined, export prices were lowered and 
labor was unemployed. Emigration in- 
creased.

TO END THE STRIKE 



:hallenge from lipton 



A Commission of Arbitration 
to be Appointed. 

By authority of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
who, with his partner, Robt. Bacon, and 
Secretary Root were in conference with 
President Roosevelt, a statement was 
given out by Secretary Cortelyou in 
which the presidents of the coal carry- 
ing railroads and mine operators pro- 
pose a commission of five persons to ad- 
just the differences and settle the coal 
strike in the anthracite coal fields of 
Pennsylvania. The proposition is believed 
by the administration to he satisfactory 
to the minors, as it covers the propo- 
sition made by President Mitchell, of 
the United Mine Workers' union with 
additional conditions, wheh is is be- 
lieved the miners will accept. 

THE AGREEMENT. 

The coal operators have agreed to the 
appointment of a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the president of the United 
States, to whom shall be referred all 
questions at issue between the companies 
and their employes, whether they be- 
long to a union or not, and the decision 
of the commission shall be accepted by 
the operators. The commission is to con- 
sist of an army or navy engineer offi- 
cer, an expert mining engineer not con- 
nected with the coal mining properties, 
one of the judges of the United States 
courts of the eastern district of Penn- 
sylvania, a man of prominence eminent 
as a sociologist and a man who by ac- 
tive participation in mining and selling 
coal is familiar with the physical and 
commercial features of the business. 

The operators also make a part of 
their proposition that the miners shall 
return to work as soon as the commis- j 
sion is constituted and to cease all in- 
terferense with non-union men. The com- 
hiission is to name a date when its find- 
ings shall be> effective and to govern 
conditions of employment between the 
companies and thfir own employes for 
at least three years.

Z. T. Rudolph, Receiver. 

Z. T. Rudolph has been appointed re- 
ceiver of the Continental Security com- 
pany, to succeed J. B. Cobbs. The for- 
mer will at once assume charge of all of 
the affairs of the concern. The action 
if appointing Mr. Rudolph as a succes- 
sor to Mr. Cobbs was taken by Thomas 
3-. Jones, judge of the United States 
court, upon the bill of Fred O. Howe 
and others, debenture bond holders. The 
receiver was required to give a $25,000 
bond, and Mr. Rudolph at once complied, 
giving the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty company as surety. 

The indebtedness of the concern to 
bondholders is probably $300,000 and the 
assets about $41,000. The Continental 
company was engaged in doing business 
all over the South. 



Queen Lil Coming. 
Ex-Queen Liliuokalani will leave Hon- 
olulu November 11 for Washington, D. 
C, where it is understood she will press 
her claims for the crown lands. Her 
suite will be the same as last year and 
she will make stops at Salt Lake City, 
Chicago and New York. What tho ex- 
queen's attitude is toward the candi- 
dates for delegate to congress is not 
known. She has great influence with 
the natives and if she gives advice to 
vote for Wilcox or Prince Cupid it will 
practically mean the election of the one 
she favors. Prince Cupid, who is her 
favorite nephew, is the republican candi- 
date. 



Contracts Let. 

While the Messrs. Schuler are still 
keeping secret the plans for locating their 
furnace and steel plant the Iron Age 
prints the following: 

"Tho Garrett-Cromwell Engineering 
company ,of Cleveland, Ohio, who arc 
consulting engineers and who have drawn 
plans for the new open hearth steel plant 
to be erected by the Alabama Steel and 
Wire company, at Birmingham. Ala., 
have placed most of the important eon- 
tracts. 

"Tho plant will contain four 50-ton 
basic furnaces and about 2,500 tons of 
structural steel will bo used in tho 
buildings, which will be furnished by a 
Pittsburg mill.

The letter 
containing tho challenges goes to the 
United States 011 the White Star Lino 
steamer Oceanic. 

The Hon. Charles Russell represent- 
ed Sir Thomas Lipton when the chal- 
lenge was signed. Neither he nor any of 
the other officers would speak of the 
terms, but it is generally understood 
that they do not materially differ from 
those which were agreed to last year. 
The first contests for the trophy will 
probably take place Curing the month 
of August. 

Speaking of his third attempt to win 
the America's Cup, Sir Thomas Lipton 
said: 

"I cannot discuss the terms until the 
officials of the New York Yacht Club 
have had an opportunity to deal with 
them, and have signified their opin- 
ions. I have every reason to hope they 
will be considered satisfactory. Do 
I think I shall win? Well, I do not 
think I would try my luck for the 
third time unless I thought I had a 
pretty good chance. No other British- 
er has exhibited any desire to lift the 
cup. If anybody had turned up I 
would willingly have made way for 
him. But I cannot let the chance go 
altogether. 

"I certainly believe Shamrock III. 
will be an improvement on the last 
challenger. If she is beaten the Amer- 
icans will have to produce a better 
boat, than can be built in the United 
Kingdom." 

New York City. — As soon as Sir 
Thomas Lipton's challenge for the 
America's Cup is received a special 
meeting of the New York Yacht Club 
will be called, and if the course of pro- 
cedure of former years is followed a 
special committee will be appointed to 
arrange the details of the contest with 
representatives of Sir Thomas Lipton's 
Club, the Royal Ulster Yacht Club, 
and this committee will have full pow- 
ers to accept the challenge and bind 
the club to the match. It is also prob- 
able at this meeting, or at all events 
very soon afterward, the personnel of 
a syndicate that will order a new yacht 
to be built by the Herreshoffs will be 
made known. 

It is possible also that two other 
syndicates may be disclosed— one to 
build a yacht from designs by William 
Gardner, of Gardner & Cox, of thia 
city, and one that will pledge its ambi- 
tion and hope upon a design by Crown- 
inshield, of Boston. But at this mo- 
ment it is only "guesswork" as regards 
these two enterprises. 

As to the Columbia and Constitution 
It is now practically certain that they 
will be entered In the competition for 
the honor of defending the cup. Cap- 
tain Charles Barr svill undoubtedly be 
the skipper of the cup defender.

Last Saturday, Dyer Finley, u 
negro who lives hero, made a trip 
to Calera and while there he loaded 
up on red liquor and became bois- 
terous and quarrelsome. The town 
! marshal, Mr. Patterson, made an 
I attempt to arrest him when Finley 
j knocked the officer down and took 
i his club away from him. Mrs Pat- 
I terson, mother of the marshal, 
I came to the rescue of her son and 
I she in turn was knocked down by 
j the negro. Bystanders then took 
! a hand and Finley was taken to 
| the town jail. 

| Late that night a party of men 
(the negro says there were but 
three) came to the jail, unlocked 
the door, placed a chain around 
the prisoner's neck and marched 
him to a limekiln nearby Here, 
Finley says, two of the men held 
him while the third began shoot- 
ing him with a revolver. After he 
had been shot seven times — five in 
the head and neck, and once in 
each arm — his captors left him for 
dead. Later on he recovered con- 
sciousness and started for home. 
He reached Montevallo early Sun- 
day morning, and when the phy- 
sician who had been summoned ar- 
rived the negro presented a grue- 
some spectacle. He was covered 
with mud and blood from head to 
foot. Aside from the wounds made 
by the bullets his scalp was cut in 
several places as though he had 
been struck on the head with some 
sharp instrument. It is doubtful 
if he recovers. 

Monday deputy sheriff Norris 
came down with a warrant for the 
negro charging him with resisting 
an officer and assault and battery 
upon Mrs. Patterson, but he was 
too badly injured to be moved. 

Finley says the Calera marshal 
accused him of having tried to en- 
ter a white man's house in that 
town on Friday night, but there 
are white men here who say Finley 
was not in Calera on that night.

The Value of Contracts. 

Labor organizations have come a 
long way in the paths of progress 
until they have attained the present 
system of collective bargaining, in 
which representatives bargain for the 
entire number of employes, secure 
uniform working conditions of em- 
ployment and wages, that protect the 
weak from oppression and band the 
workers together for the protection 
of their trade. The large employers 
of labor have gradually accepted this 
collective system of bargaining; they 
recognize in it a natural development 
of the industrial system; a proper 
method of employing men where uni- 
formity of working rules is desired 
and where satisfactory results are ex- 
pected by the employer and the em- 
ploye. 

One of the greatest obstacles to the 
acceptance of this plan of doing busi- 
ness was the feeling on the part of 
the employers that the labor com- 
pact was practically valueless be- 
cause the men would not observe it 
if they believed they would benefit 
by repudiating it if opportunity prom- 
ised something better for them, and, 
so they claimed that it was unreliable 
and useless to them. After many 
years of hard work the labor organi- 
zations have finally succeeded in 
securing the adoption of the labor 
contract covering many of the trades 
and other employments. In the be- 
ginning, as was to be expected, the 
statements of the unreliability of the 
men to observe their part of the con- 
tract were borne out, but as time has 
brought a better understanding of the 
question, the disposition of labor or- 
ganizations has been to stand by what 
Contracts they have made. This de- 
cision has brought the most drastic 
• censure from those who believe that 
it is always proper to throw down a 
contract in sympathy, but fairer ideas 
. are gradually getting control, for the 
thinking workmen realize that if 
■£hey expect the employer to make 
a contract they must expect to keep 
their part of it. 



I Unions' Status in Germany. 

• United States Consul Agent Ernest 
L. Harris of Eibenstock, Germany, 
has translated and sent to the state 
department a translation from a re- 
cent publication on trade unions in 
Germany of the imperial German com- 
mission, from which the following ex- 
tracts are made: 

"In 1898 there were fifty-nine indus- 
trial unions in Germany, with almost 
500,000 members. Each organization 
was in turn connected with 16,000 
other local organizations. The budg- 
et of this immense union amounted 
to $2,500,000, and $1,000,000 fell to ex- 
penditures. This latter sum was paid 
out for relief of the needy, funds for 
strikes and for the press. So far, 
working women have taken but little 
interest in the industrial movement. 
The largest list of members belonging 
to industrial unions is among the 
metal workers (75,000), the wood 
workers (60,000), the textile workers 
(27,000), and the miners (28,000). The 
most perfect of these work unions is 
that of the printers, consisting of 
24,000 members. Of the others, the 
carpenters number about 20,000, while 
the persons employed in the tobacco 
trade and the workers in manufactor- 
ies, shoemakers, harbor and stone 
laborers furnish severally from 10,000 
to 15,000 members. 



Meaning of Trade Unionism. 

The trade union movement is the 
militant organization of the wage- 
earners. Self-preservation being the 
first law of nature, man seeks to do 
the thing that he believes will advance 
his interests, but without organized 
effort nothing can be accomplished, 
and no one has realized this more 
fully or had so hard a battle to fight 
as the workingman. Every forward 
move he ever attempted, every effort 
he ever made, every wrong inflicted 
that he has endeavord to right has 
from time immemorial to the present 
day been made with a struggle; every 
inch of ground has been and is yet 
closely contested by society in gen- 
eral, because society in general has 
not accepted compulsory education — 
that education which teaches us what- 
ever benefits the laboring man or 



woman, if you please, benefits society 
at large. 

The battle ground of organized 
workers is the field of labor, and the 
policy of the army is to teach men — 
not by gun or sword, but by peaceful 
methods — how to maintain their rights 
and bring about a peaceful solution uf 
emancipating the industrial slaves of 
our country. And here let me make 
the assertion that l-.bor organizations 
have done more to improve the con- 
dition of working people by peaceful 
methods than all ether agencies com- 
bined. — George Hodge, Secretary of 
the Brick, Tile and Terra Cotta Work- 
ers' International Union. 



Work Plentiful Everywhere. 

This story comes from Chicago. The 
Record-Herald one day this week con- 
tained the following: Summer build- 
ing operations in Chicago are exten- 
sive enough to produce a shortage of 
labor for tho first time in ten years. 
Complaint is general among architects 
and builders that construction work 
is being retarded by the scarcity of 
men, an unusual feature of the situa- 
tion being that one of the lines in 
which the shortage is being the most 
felt is in unskilled labor, a kind that 
is ordinarily plentiful aftir all classes 
cf skiilcd mechanics are employed. 

The condition of the labor market 
throughout the country is such that 
practically no workmen are coming to 
Chicago from other cities. The usual 
slacking cf work was so ntuch less 
this year than in the past that it 
failed to compensate for the shortage. 
Hundreds cf enterprises are at a stand- 
still or not yet begun on account of 
the inability of contractors to get the 
men required. It is generally believed 
that there will be little idleness in 
the city even during the winter 
months. 



Work of Labor Unions. 

Every law in the interest of the la- 
boring classes in the various states 
and of the United States that has been 
placed on the statute books has been 
secured through the efforts of the in- 
telligent workers, who through a 
process of organization, gathered unto 
themselves sufficient power and influ- 
ence to command recognition and 
wages that enables them to enjoy all 
the necessaries of life and some of 
the luxuries. The union man braves 
tho fight for the man who has not the 
courage to speak for himself, for leg- 
illation thus secured benefits the non- 
union man as well. 

In some instances men are prevent- 
ed from securing employment by a 
laV.or organization, but rarely with- 
out giving the man first an opportu- 
nity of becoming a member, and even 
were the charge true in its radical 
sense there would be no apology to 
make. Since one of the fundamental 
principles of a trade union is frater- 
nity, it must protect its members, just 
as do all organizations, whether so- 
cial, political or religious. 



Two-Fifths of Population Works. 

The census report shows that there 
were 29,285,922 persons engaged in 
gainful occupations in 1900. This 
means that more than two-fifths of 
the total population of the United 
States were at work and that the 
workers were more than half of the 
population over 10 years old. This is 
an increase of 2 per cent over 1890. 

In 1880 those employed in gainful 
occupations constituted 47.3 per cent 
of the population over 10 years of 
age, and in 1890 the percentage was 
48. 

Of the male population there were 
23,754,205 employed, making three- 
fifths of the total male population, 
and four-fifths of the male over 10 
years old. The percentage of males 
over 10 years old employed was 80 in 
1900, 77.3 in 1890, and 78.8 in 1880. 

There were 5,319,912 females en- 
gaged in gainful occupations in 1900, 
or 14.3 per cent of the total female 
population, and 18.8 per cent of all 
females over 10 years of age. 



Settles Labor Contest. 

The supreme court of the District of 
Columbia handed down a ceclslon that 
General Secretary John W. Hayes and 
the officers elected on the same ticket 
with him at the last election of the 
Knights of Labor are the legal and 
authorized officers of the national 
organization. The court held that 
John N. Parsons and his partisans 
were of no constituted authority and 
granted an injunction preventing them 
from exercising any of the functions 
of officers of the Knights of Labor. 



Will Fight Eight-Hcur Day. 

The National Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation has sent out confidential cir- 
culars to its members asking them to 
fight the movement of the labor un- 
ions for the eight-hour workday, 
claiming that the shorter workday is 
revolutionary. According to the cir- 
cular, committees will be named to 
bring the matter to the attention of 
the next Congress to prevent the en- 
actment of such a iaw in that body. 



Unions as Contractors. 

The Dockers' union proposes to 
take a new departure in the matter of 
loading and unloading vessels at Lon- 
don, England, docks and wharves. It 
is proposed that the union, as a body 
corporate, shall compete witn existing 
contractors, by entering into contracts 
with the -usual penalty clause atach- 
ed, and then do the work by and 
through the members of the union 
only.

But later on this habit of reading 
and of solitude persisted. When he 
was 21, and after he had left college, 
instead of turning to a profession at 
once he sat himself down to consider 
what pursuit he was best fitted for. 
This was in 1825, when his mother, 
who was a widow, was living in 
Salem, Mass. Hathorne possessed a 
small annuity and lived with his 
mother. 

"And year after year," said Haw- 
thorne in speaking of this time of his 
life later, "I kept on considering what 
I was fit for, and time and destiny 
decided that I was to be the writer 
that I am. I had always a natural 
tendency toward seclusion; and this, 
I now indulged to the utmost, so that 
for months together, I scarcely held 
human intercourse outside my own 
family, seldom going out except at 
twilight, or only to take the nearest 
way to the most convenient solitude, 
which was oftenest the seashore." 

In this retirement Hawthorne be- 
gan to write sketches and stories. 
Some of these he burned, others he 
sent to magazines and the periodicals 
known in those days as "annuals." 
They appeared under different signa- 
tures. 

But finally, in 1837, "Twice Told 
Tales" was published in Boston. It 
was then that Hawthorne was forced 
"to come out of his owl's nest." 
"Thus," said he, in telling of it, "I 
was gradually drawn somewhat into 
the world and became" pretty much 
like other people."

SIGNIFICANCE OF SECRETARY 
SHAW'S PROPOSED ACTION. 

Treasury Department to Be Used to 
Extend Relief to Speculators — Ob- 
stacles in the Way or S-ch an Inno- 
vation. 



It now appears tuat when Wall 
street operators said some time ago 
that Secretary fchaw was thinking 
about accepting ether high-class bonds 
instead of governments as security for 
national bank circulation they did not 
mean exactly that. What they meant 
was that he was thinking about ac- 
cepting other securities for public 
money deposited with the banks. 

The treasury department has never 
accepted any other security than gov- 
ernment bonds for money of the Unit- 
ed States deposited with the banks, 
but Secretary Shaw differs from all 
his predecessors in his interpretation 
of the law and declares that ho has 
"nerve enough" to accept other securi- 
ties " if that is the only thing that 
can be done" for the relief of Wall 
street. 

It requires some nerve to set aside 
the construction placed upon the law 
by all the secretaries who have had to 
deal with the same question. The 
more so because of Mr. Shaw should 
accept other securities he would find 
it necessary for the first time to de- 
cide what securities other than gov- 
ernment bonds are "satisfactory," and 
to discriminate in favor of some and 
against others when there is no rule 
prescribed by act of congress to gov- 
ern the choice. 

Such discrimination would give rise 
to complaints even if there was a rule 
ot law to govern its exercise. 

In the absence of any such rule the 
secretary will be likely to bring a tem- 
pest of protests about his ears if he 
ventures to discriminate in favor of 
the bonds of, say, one state, and 
against those of another. 

The reason for officially considering 
this new departure is that government 
bonds are at so high a premium in the 
market that the banks cannot afford 
to buy them as security for govern- 
ment deposits. If they can afford to 
buy other bonds it will be because 
they are inferior as securities. The 
act of the secretary, then, in accept- 
ing certain other bonds would tend to 
place them on the same level with 
tnose of the government. 

An outgiving from Washington leads 
us to think that departmental officials 
believe that the proposed departure 
would at once release about $50,000,- 
000 from the treasury and make it 
available for commercial purposes. 

It has been explained repeatedly 
that money cannot be taken out of the 
treasury for deposit in banks, because 
under the constitution money can be 
drawn from the treasury only in pursu- 
ance of an appropriation by act of 
Congress. 

Current receipts of internal revenue 
can be deposited under the law, but 
that is a very different thing from 
taking $50,000,000 out of the treasury 
and putting it in bank. 

There are obstacles to prevent the 
Secretary from doing all he seems dis- 
posed to do, but which it is not neces- 
sary to do, for the "relief of the mar- 
ket," which means the relief of specu- 
lators in inflated stocks. 



Do the Trusts Stifle Initiative? 

In a very candid and comp'act ar- 
ticle in the Independent of recent date 
Mr. Eltweed Pomeroy of Pomeroy 
Brothers company, manufacturers of 
Orange, N. J., gives a concrete in- 
stance of the manner in which the 
trusts tend to "stifle initiative" that 
will attract wide attention an over the 
country. 

Pomeroy Brothers & Company are 
manufacturers of ink, mucilage, paste, 
sealing wax and other office supplies. 
A year ago they saw the need of a 
new bottle for paste. They finally 
evolved a new and ingenious device 
which impressed the patent office so 
favorably that a patent upon it was 
quickly granted. The few to whom 
the device was shown pronounced it 
the best of its kind and predicted a 
large sale for it. 

This was the first chapter in the 
story of the invention of a practical 
labor saving device. The rest of the 
story was written by the national glass 
trust. 

The firm wrote to several glass firms 
for prices on the making of the pressed 
glass jars that were needed for the 
device. Some put them off with eva- 
sive answers, but most of them re- 
ferred the firm to the "glass trust." 
After much correspondence with this 
combine the latter asked for a model, 
which was sent. Many weeks passed 
before they could get any further re- 
sponse from the glass trust, but they 
were finally informed that the trust 
was "too busy" to make the molds. 

They then asked the trust to rec- 
ommend some one who would make 
them. No answer to this. Then they 
wrote to others and were again re- 
ferred to the "glass trust," with the 
statement that "if the syndicate can 
not make the jars no one can." In 
commenting on the results of this 
correspondence Mr. Pomeroy says: 

"We have had dealings with them In 
the past. Our bills have always been 
promptly paid. Our standing is ample 
for whatever the account would have 
been, but we would have paid cash if 
they had asked it. It is not a ques- 
tion of price, as we accepted the fig- 
ures they made. Simply, they are 
busy and do not care to make it. 

"Ten years ago we could have ap- 
plied to a score of concerns and could 
quickly have gotten one who would 
have made the articles. What shall 
we now do? We have hunted for the 
last month and will continue to hunt 



to find a siuail concern outside ma 
combination which as a favor to u3 
and at a high price may make the ar- 
ticle." 

No amount of abstract sermonizing 
on the results of trusts will carry such 
weight as a concrete example like this, 
— Chicago Record-Herald (Rep.). 



He Needs a Longer Pole. 

The lowest trust persimmon hangs 
about fifteen- feet high. President 
Roosevelt stands under the tree jab- 
bing and thrashing away at it with a 
nine-foot pole. You see the pole bend 
and you hear it whiz. But it fans the 
empty air. He never touches the per- 
simmon. Of course cot. You can't 
bring down a fifteen-foot persimmon 
with a nine-foot pole. 

So long as the president continues 
his assault upon the trust persimmon 
with the nine-foot pole of a constitu- 
tional amendmert, the owners of all 
the psrsinimor.s on the tree will con- 
tinue to regard his operations with 
amused indifference. But if he should 
take up the long and effectual pole of 
tariff revision, you would see them all 
begin to jump up and down and hol- 
ler. There would be instant and dire 
hubbub among them, for the removal 
of the Dlngley duties on trust-made 
products would revoke the franchise 
to commit extortion now practised by 
many of the trusts and combinations, 
and furnish a remedy for some of the 
chief abuses from which they make 
the people suffer. 

Then indeed he would become the 
advocate of "something practical." 
Then, certainly, we might expect to 
see within the Republican party pow- 
erful influences exerted against his 
nomination. 



Frank Sanborn cn Roosevelt. 

To be a lsader of opinion was not 
given to Theodore Roosevelt; his own 
opinions are not original, nor the re- 
sult of sound reasoning; nor are they 
persuasively put. A boyish self-con- 
fidence gleams and shows its teeth 
in almost every speech; the personal 
pronoun of the first person, both "I" 
and "we," is too pronounced in them. 
True, Cleveland introduced the same 
part of speech too often; but behind 
his pronoun was the weight of a 
serious character, not merely the ac- 
cident of the presidency; nor was he 
impatient to get at an audience, but 
waited for the opportunity to call for 
him. With Mr. Roosevelt the wish to 
have his say is too evident: he has 
allowed his tour to be a declaration 
of war against certain notions, and a 
parade of commonplaces where he 
had no opponent to aim at. — Prom his 
Letter in Springfield Republican. 



Roosevelt and the Combines. 

The charge is freely made that his 
speeches about restraining trusts are 
only declamation; that he knows noth- 
ing can be done; that his constitu- 
tional amendment will take years to 
get, if it is ever secured at all. But 
in cutting away the tariff protection 
of trusts there is something definite 
that can be done immediately. The 
Republicans of the west are demand- 
ing that it be done. Unless the pres- 
ident is willing to rest under the sus- 
picion that he is talking clap-trap for 
political purposes he will soon take 
occasion to say that he agrees with 
those ardent supporters of his in the 
west. 



Reform For the Party's Sake. 

Already the Republican party shows 
great concern over the tariff ques- 
tion, and Republican organs advise 
"tariff reform for the good of the 
party." But it is not a reform that is 
needed to bring about relief, but 
simply the rescinding of those special 
privileges that give trusts and com- 
bines an undue advantage in the way 
of trade. The next congress will be 
asked to rescind these special privil- 
eges that work out such overwhelm- 
ing results in favor of great aggrega- 
tions of capital, and to the disadvan- 
tage of small concerns, thus throt- 
tling competition in business chan 
nels. 



The People Will Yet Rule. 

The American people will never la: 
a despoiling hand on any man's 
money, whether the savings of the 
wage earner or the investments of 
the capitalist. Private property is 
sacred in their eyes. But public power 
belongs to them, who are the consti- 
tutional sovereigns of the country, 
and they will not long suffer it to be 
wielded by private and irresponsible 
persons. Broad as the land is there 
is not room enough in it for two sov- 
ereignties, and in the end the people 
alone will rule. 



A Typical Trust Magnate. 

Gov. Cummins of Iowa has said that 
if the Republicans lose the next house 
it will be due to John W. Gates, and 
he particularizes as follows: "So much 
has been published in the newspapers 
about Mr. Gates' easy ways of making 
money, about the rapidity with which 
he piled up fortunes out of barbed 
wire, about his luck in Wall street, on 
the race track, at the card table, that 
in the minds of the people Gates has 
become a sort of type of the quick- 
rich trust magnate of the times." 



Proof Positive. 

The Keokuk, Iowa, Democrat says: 
"The best evidence that the tariff is 
a shelter and mother to the trusts is 
the fact that every time the proposal 
to revise it is made the trusts hold up 
their hands in holy horror at the 
proposition." 



Havemeyer Better Posted.

President 
Havemeyer of the sugar trust says it 
is. And on this question the general 
opinion w;ill be that Mr. Havemeyer is 
the better authority.

Ab o -it Engines. 

The census office has just issued a spe- 
cial report on the manufacture of loco- 
motives during the census year. During 
the consus year 2,774 locomotives of all 
classes were built at the twenty-eight es- 
tablishments whose chief product is lo- 
comotives. This output had an aggre- 
gate value of $21,121,063. In addition 
272 locomotives, valued at $3,27C,393, 
were constructed at twenty-six railroad 
shops making a total of 3,040 locomo- 
tives, valued at $30,337,450, built in 
fifty-four establishments during the cen- 
sus year. 

In 1890 there was built 2,409 locomo- 
tives, at an average value of $S,199, while 
tho 2.77-1 built in 1900 averaged $9,777. 
This increase is due in part to changes 
in size and construction. The increase 
in the number built is attributed mainly 
to the foreign demand for American lo- 
comotives, the number exported in 1000 
being 525, compared with 1 >l in 1890. 

In 1S90 the average weight of loco- 
motives was 92,000 pounds exclusive of 
Uie tender. In 1900 the average ivas 
129.000 pounds. 

Eight days is probably the shortest 
time in which an engine has been built, 
starting with Uie raw material and con- 
structing all the parts, but an engine 
has been assembled and erected ready to 
run in twenty-four hours.

A Miracle of Irrigation. 

By Ray Staniitird Baker. 

F ever moa worked miracles, they have worked them here 
in tho Western valleys. U ever something was created 
from nothing, tliese men have done it. Thirty-live years 
ago the halt River Valley. t»to which we had driven, was 
all a parched desert, uninhabited save by a few lean In- 
dians and two or three hardy traders, whom tho sand and 
the cactus crowded down close to the water of the river. 
It was a thousand miles from the nearest railroad— an un- 
known, desolate, forbidding land, a part of the Great 
American Desert, which travelers said would never support human life. 
To-day tho Stelt Kiver Valley contains a population of over 25,000. It has 
three cities, one, Phoenix, the capital of Arizona, having electric lights, an 
eiectrie ear line, good hotels, churches, and oilier buildings, residences sur- 
rounded by trees, lawns, and a wilderness of tlowers. More than 125,000 
acres of land round about nro laid out in farms, highly cultivated, with 
orchards of oranges, almonds, olives, and figs, and grain and hay fields. 
Thousands of cattle feed in the rich meadows, and there are bees, chickens, 
oucks and ostriches unnumbered. Richer soil than this once desert valley 
does not exist anywhere in the world except In other once desert valleys. 
Ilevo one may behold the startling spectacle of orange groves in bearing 
worth .?1000 an acre on one side of a fence, and liaro cactus desert on tha 
other, both having the same soil, the same opportunities, but only one hav- 
ing water. Here, when a man builds his fence of cottonwood posts, such 
is the soil and such the water that the posts take root and grow into trees, 
so that the wire of many old fences is seen running through the centre of 
large trees. Here a farmer rnroly needs to use fertilizer, for the rive* 
comes in bearing rich silt ii.nd spreads it over his fields; and ho may soma- 
1 lines cut two or three or more crops a year from his alfalfa fields, and 
then pasture them during the winter— winter which is in reality a continual 
spring.— The Century.

O ME WHERE in the world 
there is some one who is en- 
titled to $142,200. Who is 
that person and where is he? 
Combining the mystery and 
romar^e of a Dumas novel with the 
weird and sordid reality of actual 
fa. ts the story of Charles Hill, tho 
trump millionaire, who died recently 
in the Good Samaritan Hospital at 
Los Angeles, Cal., leaving a fortune 
of many thousands without a claim- 
ant truly surpasses fiction and 
startled his Cincinnati relatives be- 
yond belief. 

At present this wonderful fortune is 
reposing in the vaults of the First 
National bank of Los Angeles and 
consists of rolls of greenbacks In 
large denominations. 

The public administrator of Los 
Angeles county has been searching 
for relatives of the dead millionaire 
to take the money off his hands since 
the third week in May, 1302. 

Mrs. Margaret A. Roberts, tho wife 
of a painter living on East Court 
street, Cincinnati, claims the fortune 
loft by Charles Hill on behalf of her 
widowed mother, three brothers and 
a cister as legal heirs of the dead 
man, who, she says, was her dead 
father's half brother. 

The story which brought Charles 
Hill to the attention of his relatives 
and set the wheels of legal machinery 
in motion to establish their title to 
his fortune reads like a fiction. 

During the first week in May an 
agen man applied to the Good Sa- 
maritan hospital at Los Angeles, say- 
ing he wished to be taken care of 
for a while. He gave the name of 
charles Hill, and although dressed in 
rags had ?800, from which he settled 
all his "bills in advance. 

This strange individual was taci- 
turn and moody; refusing to talk 
about himself or his circumstances, 
he sat silently brooding day by day. 
Almost deaf, conversation with him 
was carried on by means of signs and 
written words. 

The hospital nurses, foreseeing the 
end, tried repeatedly to discover 
something about their aged patient 
cr his past life, but all their efforts 
resulted in failure. Inquiries as to

the piteous answer, seemingly wrung 
from his heart: 

"I have no one to care for me — 
no one! No relatives or friends in all 
the world!" 

Shortly after entering the hospital 
Charles Hill died, of what complaint 
no one knew. Apparently he just 
faded away of old age and loneliness 

Greenbacks amounting to 52,000 
were found in his clothes by the pub- 
lic administrator, who took charge of 
Hill's estate. 

Among his effects was found a key 
to a safety deposit box and the ad 
ministrator went on a tour of the 
banks to ascertain if the old man had 
rented a box of any of them. 

At the Union Bank of Savings it 
was found that Kill had engaged a 
safety deposit box on the 26th of 
April. 

President Bartlett of the bank, ac 
companied the administrator to the 
vault, and the box was opened. Sev- 
eral packages were found done up in 
white cloth covered with wrapping 
paper, and on these "receipts" was 
written in a large, bold hand. 

One of the packages was opened, 
revealing a bundle of crisp, new 
greenbacks. All of the other pack- 
ages were composed of the same 
valuable "receipts." When it had all 




born in Edlnboro, Scotland, Nov. 22, 
1319. That would make him 84, just 
the supposed age of the Hill who died 
in the hospital at Los Angeles. 

Hill's own father, according to Mrs. 
Robert's story, died in Scotland and 
his widow married a man named Nor- 
ria, who, after the birth of a little son 
whom they named Hiram P. Norris, 
brought his family, including his step- 
son, to America. 

Norri3 settled at Troy, Ohio, where 
Charles Hill and Hiram P. Norris. 
born of tho same mother, but differ- 
ent fathers, were brought up as 
brothers. 

Hill was a bright, gay-hearted boy 
up until the age of 21, when a sorrow 
somewhat like that of the ill starred 
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Margaret Roberts, 
been counted the total amount of 
$140,000 lay before the astonished 
officials' gaze. 

According to the laws of Califor- 
nia Kill's estate will remain in the 
hands of the public administrator for 
seven years. If at the expiration of 
that period the lawful heirs have not 
established their claim the money 
becomes the property of the state of 
California. 

Mrs. Roberts is firmly convinced 
that Hill is her uncle who has been 
missing for several years. Certainly 
her story throws a light on the dead 
man's queer character and explains 
many things that seem perfectly in- 
comprehensible to strangers. 

Mrs. Roberts says that Hill, if he be 
her father's missing half brother, was 
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H. P. Norris. 
poet Edgar Allen Poe, made his heart 
"grow ashen and sober as the leave3 
that were withering and sere," and he 
became a restless wanderer on the 
face of the earth in search of forget- 
fulness. 

Kill's stepfather died, and his half- 
brother married and had children be- 
fore Hill returned to Troy. He was 
then, to all appearances, a tramp, dis- 
owning home, occupation or friends. 
When his half-brother chided him for 
his shiftlessness Hill would take his 
little niece, Margaret Norris, now 
Mrs. Margaret Roberts, on his knee 
and say: "Don't lost faith in me, 
little one. Be good, and some day I'll 
leave you a lot of money. It is worth- 
less to me now." 

Norris, the child's father, laughed 
at such statements coming from a 
man practically in rags, and made 
Hill's suppositious fortune, which lit- 
tle Margaret was to inherit, the sub- 
ject of many a joke. 

Charles Hill wrote to the Norris 
family at varying periods of time 
from Kansas City, Mo.; Denver, Col., 
many different points in Texas, and 
San Francisco, Cal. The last letter 
received from him came from San 
Francisco, saying he had made a lucky 
speculation in some mining ventures. 



Famous Men and Music. 

Arthur Balfour, the new British 
premier, is said to have "an ear for 
music," and is, indeed, "the first musi 
cal premier" for quite a long time.

Turtle Shell as a Pension 
Witness. 

The rer.sw office ha3 issued a state- 
ment "jiving a compilation of figures re- 
garding illiteracy among children of ira- 
migrants and children of natives. The 
statement says: 

"Cojiliniiif; the comparison to ohildren 
between the ages of 10 and 14 yeara in 
the United States aa a whole 95.6 pet 
cent of the. native white children of na- 
tive parents and 99.1 per oent of the na- 
tive white children of foreign born pa- 
rents .ire able to read and write. 

"This surprising difference in favor of 
the. children of the foreign born popular 
lion is due largely to the fact that the 
children of foreign born immigrants live 
mainly in the northern and western 
stales where the public school systems 
hav,-) already reached a high degree of 
efficiency, while great numbers of native 
white children of native parents live in 
the 1 southern states and in that region 
about II) per cent of such children are 
illiterate. When the comparison is car- 
ried out- by geographic divisions the dif- 
ference between the two classes in each 
part of the United States, except the 
South Atlantic states, is found to bo 
much less than in the whole country. 
Vet these figures indicate that in everj 
region except the north Atlantic states 
the literate, children of immigrant 
•whites are a larger per cent of the whole 
number of such children than the liter- 
ate children of native whites are of all 
children of native whites. 

"This is partly explained by the clus- 
tesing of immigrants and their children 
mainly in the cities and towns, while 
the native white children of native pa- 
rents live more generally in the rural 
districts. 

"ft. will be noticed, however, that the 
foregflii'g figures relate exclusively to im 
migrants who have beem in the country 
long enough for their children born there 
to have reached the age of ten years.' 



Haw Ycnng Am?rica Stand-, in the Schools 
The grand total of 17,239,230 pupils 
attending the public and private schools 
of tlu3 country is recorded in the annual 
report of United States Commissioner of 
Education William T. Harris for the year 
ended dune 30. This is an increase ol 
278,620 over the previous year. Besides 
these nearly 500,000 were enrolled in the 
f pecial night and trades schools of the 
cities. Value of school property rose to 
$578,963,039, excluding colleges. The

ELECTRICAL MlfllNG GROVER CLEVELAND 



To be Inaugurated in Walker 
County. 

The Corona Coal and Iron company, 
which operates mines at Corona, Patton, 
Coal Valley and Loekhart, is installing a 
$50,000 electric plant at Corona, which 
will include coal cutting machines, 
known as chain cutters. These cutters 
will bo the first electrical devices of tho 
kind ever operated in Alabama. It is 
understood that similar devices will be 
installed at Nauvoo later on. It is said 
that the company which ia furnishing 
the plant made a special effort to start 
at Corona on account of the exception- 
ally favorable conditions of the seam of 
coal there. Two electric locomotives will 
alse be operated at Corona, and it is 
said they are to be models of modem 
ingenuity. The company has built al- 
ready 000 houses for its miners and many 
more nouses are in course of construe- 
tion. The number of men employed is 
already very large, but it is said that at 
least 200 additional men are neaded; 
possibly 250. 



Erewton Milling. 

The Cedar Creek Mill company ot 
Brcwton will build a sash and door fac- 
tory as an annex to their large saw 
mill plant. The factory will cost be- 
tween $17,000 and $20,000 and will bo 
completed about Mareh or April, 1903. 

The company claims that it can make 
doors cheaper than any factory yet 
erected. It proposes to make use of tho 
pino slabs which, instead of being de- 
stroyed or U3ed as fuel will be resawed 
so that it will be good material for the 
manufacture of doors. If thi3 method 
can be carried out successfully it is es- 
timated that doorg can be turned out at 
a fabulously low price. 

Timber has overleaped all records in 
price, bringing now 17 1-2 cents per cu- 
bic foot. The company has just refused 
a contract for the year's output of its 
plant on the guarantee price of 17 1-2 
cents. The company is cutting day and 
night and is averaging a great output. 



Director Owen set3 a high value on a 
set of newspaper files just received at 
the history department. They are bound 
volumes of the Shelby Sentinel running 
from September 9, 1875, to June 8, 1902. 
Also unbound files from August 3, 1893, 
to November 2, 1S99. The department 
makes a specialty ef newspaper files, 
taking the view that they embody and 
preserve the real history of the people. 
This presentation is by N. A. Graham, of 
Calera, who edited the Sentinel.

Elizabeth Cady Stanton, the woman 
suffragist, died Sunday at her home in 
New York. Old age was given as the 
cause of death. Sfie was conscious al- 
most to the la^t. About a week ago Mrs. 
Stanton began to fail rapidly. This be- 
came more noticeable last week and then 
it wa3 known to the family that hei 
death was only a question of days or 
hours. 



The Three in Session 
Emperor William will arrive in Eng- 
land in November and by that time it 
is expected King Carlos of Portugal also 
will bo a guest of King Edward. There 
is every reason to believe that the meet- 
ing of the three monarchs will result in 
important international understandings, 
especially as regards South Africa, and 
more particularly Delagoa bay, which is 
so vitally important to Great Britain 
as an outlet for newly acquired colonics, 
Tho Portugal government appears will- 
ing to transfer some portions of its 
South African territory to British rule 
Germany, however, is understood to bo 
strenuously opposed to British trade se- 
curing such an advantage — at any rate, 
unless Portugal is willing to placate 
Germany by granting her some similar 
concession, and it is believed that before 
the emperor and King Carlos leave Eng- 
land a bargain will be arraigned. 

President Hadley, of Yale, university, 
in addressing the Connecticut State 
Teachers' Association on tho subject, 
"The present rate of expenditure in pub- 
lie schools is much too low," said that 
the American people could not afford to 
persist in' this course.

WHEELS OF INDUSTRY ALABAMA OIL FIELD 



Continue to Move and Grind 
Out Big Profits. 

There will be in blast in Georgia with- 
in a few months one of the largest coke 
furnaces in the South and the only ona 
in Georgia which will have a capacity 
of 200 tons of pig iron per day. Th« 
Georgia Iron and Coal Company is re- 
habilitating its furnace plant at Rising 
Fawn, Ga., which, it is expected, will 
go in blast early in the new year. The 
company is also extending its operations 
at its coal mines, coke ovens, iron ore 
mines and limestone quarry to provide 
ample supply of law material for its 
furnace needs. The very large quantity 
of iron ore which has been going into 
other states to be made up into pig iron 
will now remain and be smelted into 
iron in Georgia, thus saving an immense 
profit which has been yearly going to 
Alabama and other states where fur- 
naces are situated. The daily pay roll of 
this company will amount to about $2,- 
000, thus bringing into Georgia no less 
than $730,000 yearly. 

The Georgia Iron and Coal company 
was chartered in 1873, and has owned 
and worked extensive brown hematite and 
gray specular iron ore and manganese 
ore lands. It required until a reorgani- 
zation in 1900 the properties of tho Walk- 
er Iron and Coal company, consisting of 
the Rising Fawn furnace and about 9,000 
acres of coal and iron ore lands, tho 
properties of the Castle Rock Coal com- 
pany and the Dade Coal and Coke com- 
pany, consisting of 23,000 acres of coal 
lands, the properties of the Bartow Iron 
and Manganese company and the Iron 
Belt Railroad Mining company, consist- 
ing of about 15,000 acres of brown hem- 
atite and gray specular iron ore and 
manganese ore lands.

Rockefeller 
had offered to give $500,000 to the col- 
lege, provided that the college could 
raise $190,000 to pay off the debt of the 
institution and $250,000 besides. 

Newspaper Purclias-. 

C. P. J. Mooney, for six years man- 
aging editor and editor of the Oomruer 
cial-Appeal and widely known in news- 
paper circles throughout the country, 
ha9 tendered his resignation. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Mooney will go with 
Frank A. Munsey, who ia establishing a 
chain of newspapers in the principal 
cities. 



Coal Situation. 

The coal situation in the United 
States has drawn attention to a parlia- 
mentary paper just issued, dealing with 
the consumption and production of coal 
in Great Britain and elsewhere. The 
production of coal last year in the United 
Kingdom is given as 219,047,000 tons; 
in the United States, 200,929,000 tons; 
in Germany, 108,417,000 tons; in France, 
"1,613,000 tons, and so on. 

It is pointed out that the amounts 
produced in 1901 were in most eases 
les3 than in the preceding year, although 
the production of the United States still 
continues to increase, and has now for 
three consecutive years exceeded that of 
the United Kingdom. 

The total known coal production of 
the world (exclusive of brown coal) is 
now nearly 700,000,000 tons of 2,240 
pounds per annum. 

The very slight rise in price which has 
accompanied the enormously increased 
output of the United States in recent 
years i> striking. 



Tho Chattanooga Southern railroad 
has recently purchased 15,000 acres of 
fine mineral land within 12 miles of 
Gadsden. This land consists of some as 
fine coal lands as any in the state. It ia 
tho intention of the Chattanooga South- 
ern road to develop the mines to their 
fullest capacity.

The local 
stockholders will lose nothing, as the 
contract of the Beaumont syndicate was 
to reach a depth of 2,000 feet. 



A Swede named Joiinsan was so de- 
termined to reach America that le 
stowed himself away on board ship and 
then removed a body from a coffin, crawl- 
ed in ajid smuggled himself into jiort. 



The London Chamber of Commerce 
Journal reports a marked redaction in 
the wages of labor in England. It is 
estimated that the net decrease in tlie 
wage bill last year was about $7,920,000, 
compared with a uet increase of $30,- 
000,000 in 1900. This foreshadows a re* 
lapse from the prosperity of the list 
few years. 



An important deal was closed at De- 
jatur last week looking to the future 
development of the oil fields. The North 
Alabama Standard Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, which owns some 10,000 acres of 
valuable oil lands about Falkville and 
other parts of Morgan county, contract- 
ed with the Great Southern Oil and De- 
velopment Company to sink oil wells on 
the former's property on the profit shar- 
ing basis. The new syndicate has sub- 
scribed $100,000 for the purpose of drill- 
ing and testing the field, and work will 
commence just as soon as the maehineiy 
can be secured. 

The syndicate is composed of both 
American and English people who have 
been engaged in a quiet manner for some 
time getting the matter shaped up. Soma 
time ago the North Alabama Standard 
Oil and Gas Company sunk a well at 
Faikville, going to the depth of about 
2,000 feet and found some oil. Tho ex- 
pert said oil in paying quantities would 
have been found had the drill gone deep- 
er. It was impossible to go deeper at 
that time, however, as the machinery 
the company was then using was too 
light to sink the well deeper. 



Johnston on the Ctump. 
Former Governor Johnston has gone 
east to mako a series of democratic 
speeches in Massachusetts and Connec- 
ticut in the interest of democratic nom- 
inees for congress in those states. He 
goes at the solicitation of Chairman 
Grigg9. of the national democratic con- 
gressional campaign committee, who does 
not agree with Senator Morgan's theory 
that it will not be to the interests of 
1 the democratic party to control the 
house next year, for fear of the charge 
that they had hindered legislation. Gov- 
ernor Johnston will mako his first 
speech at Hartford. 



The Schulers. 

From what can be heard it seems that 
the Sehulers are going to locate their 
furnaces and steel mills outside the dis- 
trict at last. Some days ago the lands 
of the Gadsden Land and Improvment 
Company at Gadsden were sold and 
bought in by Captain J. M. Elliott, pres- 
ident of the Southern Car and Foun- 
dry Company. It wa3 reported at the 
time that he was acting for the Schul- 
ers. Since then it is understood the 
electric light plant at Gadsden has been 
bought and also other property. These 
are said to be the property of the Sehul- 
ers, and it is further stated that the 
plants' material which has been con- 
tracted for will go there. The Schulers 
own a big body of ore land already near 
Gadsden. 



II. A. Walker, the railroad expert from 
England, who reecntly completed a tour 
of inspection in this country, has just 
reported to the London and Northwest- 
ern railroad that human life in Ameri- 
ca, whether of passengers or employees, 
is cot so weil protected as on English 
railroads. His figures show that twice 
as many pas3engera are carried on Brit- 
ish lines as on American, though the lat- 
ter have nine times as much mileage, 
nevertheless tho muoh larger proportion 
of accidents oocurs in America.

Balloonist — Fireworks- 
Educational Show. 

The Alabama state fair started out on 
Thursday with a magnificent record. 'She 
press of Birmingham admitted that the 
military display was the finest ever seen 
in Birmingham and that the features of 
tho fair have never been equaled. 

Tho throng of people who were pres-. 
ent at the opening ceremonies were deep 
ly impressed with White Eagle, who- 
was present with the Ponca Indiana from 
Oklahoma. Ho gave beautiful presents 
to Governor Jelks, President Kreba and 
Mayor Drenncn, and in return received 
from Mr. Krebs a beautiful gold-headed 
cano suitably inscribed. The groat chief 
was so deeply touched by the ceremony 
that he actually wiped the tears from 
his eyes. The scene was indeed a touch- 
ing one and was remarked fry every one 
present. 

The exhibition of the diving horses was 
one of the most startling and interest- 
ing displays of animal training ever wit- 
nessed. There was no trick or sham 
about it. The beautiful horses walked 
up the steep incline of their own ac- 
cord, went to the edge of the platform, 
projected their front feet over tho edge 
and plunged headforemost into the wa- 
fer, which was 35 feet belbw the plat- 
form. The pool had a depth of water ot 

12 feet nnd waa sloped at one edge so 
that tho horses conW walk out after 
swimming across the pool. Tho people 
received the exhibition Yti&k sliouts ot 
applause, and there was not a man, worn, 
an or child present thai itti not declare 
that it was one of the most bc&irtiful 
sights they had ever witnessed. 

The Alvini cannon balloon asaeasion 
wa3 absolutely perfect The balloon rose 
to nn awful height in tie blue sky and 
floated to the west with Mir. Alvini in_ 
the long cannon. When fee was fired 
from the balloon he was so fa* from the 
earth that ho looked like a mere speisk. 
The balloon was so far away tkafc tho 
shot could not be heard, but Uio smoke 
was plainly seen. This ascension was 
witnessed by people all over the western 
part cf the city, whether in the fair 
grounds or not. Alvini returned to &a 
earth by tho aid of his par.ceiuile in per- 
fect safety. 

Nothing was ever seen in Birmingham 
to equal the performance of tho cow 
bdy aggregation. It was realty a wonder- 
ful display of skill in lioreemansliip and 
in handling the rope with wild hotses 
and cattle. Tlio performance was re- 
ceived with applause by the assembled 
multitudes and ia admitted by the pness 
to be the best exhibition of the kind 
over seen here. 

Governor Jelka and hi.} staff cxppess- 
ed themselves a3 very much surprised at 
the magnificence and completeness of the 
agricultural and horticultural exhibits. 
These exhibits are arranged in tho rwost 
artistic manner, and the whole building

'Opponcnfe- of Democracy all over j 
this' comity that it was the delib- j 
eratc intention of the Democratic j 
party to disfranchise white men, | 
and thro.n^i 1 this appeal to prej- 1 
udice — not common sense — many 
were made to fear this would be | 
true. Subsequent events branded 
this wholly .false — not a white man 
was denied registration by the 
board of registrars, and yet with i 
monumental nerve the same false 
and misleading prophets continue 
to cry out against the new Consti- 
tution. Their stock in trade is 
misrepresentation — a twin sister to 
f alsehodd . 

The new Constitution has low- 
ered the State tax limit from 75 to 
65 cents on the hundred dollars ; 
has made Solicitors elective by the 
people ; has prohibited members of 
.•the General Assembly from ac- 
cepting railroad passes ; has cut off 
unnecessary and expensive local 
legislation ; has prohibited special 
privileges andtdharters being gran- 
ted by the Legislature ; has requir- 
ed that all laws (save fixing time of 
.holding court) affecting less than 
••the wfhole State shall be advertised 
four weeks prior to its introduc- 
tion ; has increased the school fund ; 
3ms provided for the election of 
JLieutant-Governor by the people 
who is also president of the Senate ; 
has enabled the Legislature to pass 
laws destroying trusts on provis- 
ions and necessaries ; and has prac- 
tically eliminated the negro vote, 
and made not only possible but 
sure legal white supremacy in Al- 
abama. 

The Republicans opposed the dis- 
franchisement of the negro but 
when the ballot was taken from 
his hand then these same Repub- 
licans who heretofore had tickled 
him under the chin and called him 
good fellow, showed their base in- 
gratitude by kicking him out of 
their State Convention, whereupon 
Roosevelt proceeded to spank them 
for the offense by removing a Re- 
publican from the oilice of United 
States Dist rict Attorney and named 
a Democrat to succeed him. 

The power of corporate wealth — 
the trusts, if yon please — is all that 
has kept the Republicans in power 
and it has been the populists who 
have cried out loudest, against 
them. In the nation the populists 
have endorsed Bryan and his plat- 
form — free silver, reduction of 



tariff, abolition of trusts, anti-im- 
perialism, and how the populists 
can in any way coalesce with the 
Republicans, whose doctrine is in 
direct opposition to the platform 
of the populists — expansion, high 
tariff, trusts, combines, gold stan- 
dard, social and political equality 
with the negro, suppression of la- 
bor organizations — is the eighth 
wonder of the world. The pop- 
ulists of this county have been 
blindly led by those who seek only 
personal gain and political aggran- 
dizement. The Sentinel does not 
say this ill-advise Uy. Cot.rifc the 
fingers on both hands and you have 
a greater number than those who 
have in any way been benefitted 
by the populist administration of 
affairs in this county. Its leaders 
in this county today are on the 
stump defending the principles of 
the Republican party and admit it. 
Are they doing it from princple? 
Not a bit of it. Are they doing it 
because they believe in the princi- 
ples of the Republican party?

To 
charge friends of the children with 
being opposed to cotton factories 
is unjust and untrue. — Montgom- 
ery Advertiser.

Sentinel will say that an effort is | f(md th ~ Eopubli( . an purty 
being made to secure a cotton mill 
for Montevallo — an effort in which 
our business men and influential 
citizens have thrown their whole 
strength, and it is also a well 
known fact that there are some 
of our people who aro opposing the 
location of the mill here because 
they say it will bring child labor. 
These people are no stronger or 
bettor friends of the children, nor 
more heartily in favor of a child 
labor law than The Sentinel, and 
those who read this paper have no 
need for a guide book to discover 
where it stands upon that question. 
The editor has always been an ad- 
vocate of a child labor law in this 
State, going a little further as to 
the age than most people, believ- 
ing that it should not be less than 
14 years. 

Whether or not those who op- 
pose the location of a cotton mill 
here are opposed to Southern de- 
velopment is not within our prov- 
ince to say, but the cold fact re- 
mains that they are outspoken in 
their opposition to the location of 
the mill here, and we repeat — they 
are doing the child labor cause no 
good in this opposition. 

We agree with the Advertiser I untenah]e 
that cotton goods can be manufac- 
tured in Alabama without the la- 
bor of children as well as in the 
North, and it will be to Alabama's 
credit when it is done — and we be- 
lieve that time is not far distant. 
But as to our statement in the par- 
agraph quoted in the Advertiser — 
it is neither unjust nor untrue for 
the very good reason that it is 
true. The Advertiser should be 
sure of its position before being so 
emphatic in its assertions.

CANNIBALISM ANA LI ZED 

WHY CERTAIN SAVAGES ASE FOND 
OF HUMAN FLESH. 



Ob^PTjil 1 oils Mnrifl uf tlie Horrllile rns- 
loin in Nu\r Guinea — It 1a JiHt u Hh<1 
Urililt — \\ l.-Stfl VteliluA In Kecent Yt'ar* 
Ciootl Work Dnno by CtiriHtian MlAKiouH. 

The following article from the pen 
of a missionary appeared in Tho Lon- 
don Express. It is particularly timely 
owing to tho doubt with which Angli- 
can papers had received the recent 
report cf the same subject. 

That cannibalism is still practised 
in British New Guinea after over thir- 
teen years of sovereignty is no re- 
flection on the Lieutenant Governor 
a^id his magistrate, says the Bishop 
of New Guinea. With an area of 90,- 
000 square miles on the mainland and 
200 islands in proximity, and a force 
of 1C0 Papuan police, it is wonderful 
that it is limited to so few districts. 
It ie safe to prophesy that in five 
years' time it will be unknown within 
this poriicn of the Empire. 

It is just four years ago since I was 
first brought face to face with this 
grueruose practice. Scene, tho north- 
east ooast, 150 miles away from any 
Government station— a district where 
we Church cf England missionaries 
were the first to live among the na- 
tives. 

In front cf us a native grass hut 
with skull and other bones of a vic- 
tim of a cannibal feast hung up as 
spoils of war over tho door, and the 
"consumer" justifying his action in 
the limited vocabulary that w r e pos- 
sessed in common. He was a big- 
framed man, Vita nothing but a piece 
of c'.oth round his loins, a garment 
hammered out of the bark of the pa 
per mulberry tree. He had a porten- 
tously big mouth, and he showed this 
to its full extent with a splendidly 
sound set of teeth, and a tongua 
blood-red from the juice of the betel 
nut. 

He then stroked his gullet up an:l 
<lnva with one hand and with theothf r 
he pointed to the remains of his van- 
quished fee hanging over the door of 
h!s hut. "The Government says it f* 
wrong; but it's for your good!" This 
wrong; but it is very good!" This 
■was ills plea for cannibalism. He 
knows better now, does my village 
friend. 

Tho year 1901 was marked by a 
heavy roll of victims to cannibalism. 
Whether the number exceeded those 
cf previous years may be questioned. 
Each year, at any Tate, we know bet- 
ter what is going on. Still, the fact 
that^ there were (four white victims 
marked last year unenviably. 

In February a party cf diggers wer» 
making their way inland to the Yodda 
gold field, over some desperate coun- 
try that experience alone can help on^ 
to realize, when they were cut off by 
a crowd of savages. Two were killed 
and eaten ; another, a German, got, 
away, but died a day or two afterward 
of exhaustion. The remains of the 
unfortunate men were found, and a 
party of their mates went out into 
the district and made horrible repris- 
als. 

In April, on Easter day, the "Queen 
of Seasons," James Chalmers, who 
for twenty-seven years had risked 
dangers of missionary work among 
savage tribes, made his last attempt 
to win a wild district for civilization 
and tho Prince of Peace, and the 
brave old Christian warrior met a 
similar fate with one white compan- 
ion and twelve native helpers. The 
Government had to treat the matter 
as they would the murder of peace- 
able settlers, and the expedition, be- 
ing attacked by the cannibals, ham- 
mered them severely and burned the'.r 
villages. 

I need not describe the other in- 
stances of cannibalism that occurred 
last year, except to say that I have in 
my possession the lower jawbone of 
a boy of fourteen or fifteen, who w»s 
lolled and eaten not more than three 
miles Sfrom the coast in September 
last. When brought to me it had still 
portions of flesh adhering to it. This 
happened some forty miles from o<ir 
nearest mission station, and caused 
me special regret, because I had fixed 
upon that very place for our next ex- 
tension, and had wo established our- 
selves there a year ago that poor lad 
would be living now in peace and 
security. 

But why do these cannibal feasts 
take place? Is it pure savagery, or is 
it a natural craving for animal ro>xl, 
which cannot be satisfied in any other 
way' I would offer art opinion on 
this subject with considerable diffi- 
dence. It is, in fact, not easy to get 
materials for a definite conclusion at 
ah. 

When natives are in the cannibal- 
istic state we are not sufficiently In 
touch with them to know their lan- 
guage and discuss it thoroughly. By 
flic time we are able to converse flu- 
ently with them they have abandoned 
tho practice, and when this habit is 
once given up I know nothing that 
the Papuan is so soon ashamed Of. 
aud, being ashamed of, does not cr.re 
to discuss. 

Besides, he is not accustomed to 
think out the reasons for doing a 
thing, and probably never had a reas- 
oned reason, or thought why he did 
it, till we asked him. All we can gut 
out of the villager, in answer to the 
question why he eats man, is such re- 
plies as: "It's flesh," "It's very gocrd." 
or "It's our custom." 

I think myself the consuming of the 
victim slain in the raid is the natural 
consequence of the raid. Tribes raid 
one another largely to take compen- 
sation for lives killed in a previous 
raid. "A life for a life" is New Guine- 
an all over, and as the balance is 
never kept quite level there is always 
an account to be paid off. Apart fram 



this obligation, I believe ths New- 
Guinea savago raids as a change from 
the monotony of agriculture. The peo- 
ple in that island are not. nomadic 
tribes, but live a fairly settled life in 
villages, and grew all their own vege- 
table food. 

The Papuan rebounds fiom severe 
agriculture, and goes on a raid. Hav- 
ing raided and killed, he consumes, 
as a natural consequence, because the 
"flesh is very sweet." Ho eat?! it as 
he would eat pig. 

It is smoked on the fire and dis- 
membered just in tho same way. Then 
it is wrapped round in green leaves 
and tied up with bine and carried 
home in little parcels on poles. The 
pole is balanced on the man's shoul- 
der, and the little bundles decorate, 
the pole on each side of the man':! 
shoulder. The boy3 and g^rls eat it 
at once. Their parents put it before 
them, and they really do not inquire 
if it is pig or man. They eat it just 
the same. This, I suggest, is the true 
view of the horrid practice of canni- 
balism. 

The idea that it Is due to the natu- 
ral craving for flesh meat is 
not borne out by my New Guicea ex- 
perience, for the river district, where 
cannibalism is most prevalent in that 
land, is tho area where native pig 
does most abound. The rivers have 
only to be somewhat flooded, and the- 
pigs are driven on to the higher 
ground, where they are easily speared. 
I have heard of one part of the ccast 
where only tho arms and legs of hu 
man victims were eaten, but I have 
had no means of investigating this re- 
port. 

As a Christian missionary I would 
draw what seems to me the obvious 
conclusion that Christian missions in 
such a land as British New Guinea 
are powerful aids to the cessation of 
bloodshed and cannibalism, and on 
humanitarian and Imperial grounds, 
apart from any other, deserve far 
more general respect, not to add sup- 
port, than they receive. 



Town Clock That Has 

a Peculiar History. 




Perhaps no clock in America has a 
more interesting history than the 
one in the steeple of tho city hall and 
market house at Alexandria, Va. It 
was installed as tho purchase price of 
a gambler. 

In the days before the war Alexan- 
dria was known by the sporting fra- 
ternity as a pretty rapid place. But 
In those good oid days It was square 
games and no cheating in tho town. 
Once, however, Alexandria was visited 
by several professional gamblers from 
the Southwest in search fcr dupes, 
and a respectable citizen, in an evil 
hour, fell into the snare they set fcr 
him. After a series of adverse games 
he found himself fleeced out of some- 
thing like $3,000. 

He paid without any bickering, but 
not very willingly. Then a lucky 
| thought enabled him to take his re- 
venge on the chief blackleg. Some- 
how or other he learned that there 
| was an old law in Virginia, estab- 
lished while she was yet a colony, in 
which it was provided that if any man 
could not show that he was pursuing 
some "lawful means of obtaining a 
livelihood," he shculd be sold or hired 
out at 'auction, to prevent his main- 
tenance becoming chargeable to the 
town.

SCENTLESS ARIZONA SKUNKS. 



Bat Their lilte T» Sure Death, Which Is 
Kvrii More Unp enstanr. 

When William A. Wilcox, professor 
of entomology at an ecstern scientific 
institution, entered one of the Minne- 
sota hotel carrying a box in his bands. 
The porters carried his hand satchels 
and he gave them the checks for his 
trunks. But he kept the box in his 
hand, even while he was registering, 
and took it up to his room with aim 
while he was preparing for dinner. 

The box was about two feet long, 
one foot wide and one foot high. It 
was of double construction, the inner 
part being of closely woven wire. The 
exterior covering of wood was pierced 
with holes and was easily unhinged. 
Inside the structure was a small black 
and white animal which seemed to be 
perfectly peaceful. Once in a while, 
however, the animal would fasten its 
teeth on the wire gratings, and would 
look displeased when it found they 
would not give to the touch. 

"This animal." said Prof. Wilcox, 
"is one of the queerest and most dan- 
gerous specimens known. It is an Ar- 
izona skunk. I don't know whether it 
belongs to the Mephitis family or not, 
! as it has no odor. But it is called a 
skunk in Arizona. 

"You may talk to the Arizona plains- 
man about tarantulas. Gila monsters, 
snakes or centipedes, and he will laugh 
at you whle he takes another puff at 
his pipe. Say to him, however, that a 
skunk is m sight, and ha will sleep al! 
night in a tree rather than lie upon 
the ground. The reason for this is 
that the bits of a skunk causes hy- 
drophobia, and no man has ever been 
konwn to recover from the disease 
caused by tho animal's bite. 

"I did not believe this story when 1 
went to Arizona last May, but I was in 
camp one night when an old guide was 
bitten by one of the animals. We took 
him to Flagstaff, keeping up his spir- 
its with liberal doses of whiskey. He 
had the best medical attendance to be 
procured in the Territory, but he died, 
strapped to his cot, a raving maniac. 

"I wanted to help him out by giv- 
ing him a dose of prusslc acid, or of 
lead, but. of course, that would have 
been murder, although I always lid bS- 
lieve in tie Greek doctrine ol euthan- 
asia. Three doctors were in attend- 
ance upon the poor guide. All had 
seen ca°.es of hydrophobia, and all 
agreed that this was the disease from 
which the man died. They told me — 
this was July 13 — that ten men had 
died in the territory from the same 
cause. Some of them were sent to the, 
Pasteur Institute in Chicago, but they 
arrived too late for Dr. Lagorio to do 
anything for them. 

"Then I resolved to take a live 
skunk with me to New York, and let 
the doctors at the Pasteur institute 
there examine it. It was hard to get 
the animal alive. 

" 'I'd jest as soou fetch yer in a 
handful of larantelers,' said one guide 
when I spoke to him about the matter, 
'but as fer live skunks, excuse me." 

"Finally I offered $100 reward for a 
live skunk, and a boy who lived on a 
ranch in tho Verde valley brought this 
animal in." — Minneapolis Tribune.

President F. J. OdcndaW, of the F. 
it. Odendahl company, limited, one ot- 
itic largest grain exporting firms in the 
Unitod Slates, has issued a circular 
-.vhu'h folows a widely circulated report 
of alleged forgeries on the part of a 
prominent officer of the firm, amounting 
:o between $150,000 and $175,000, and 
*t the present time hanks are known to 
hold the company's paper: 

,Comptoir National d'Eseompte de 
Paris, $70,000; Hibernian Banking and 
Trust company, $50,000; Louisiana Na- 
tional bank, $15,000; Commercial Na- 
tional bank, $4,300. 

The Odendahl Commission company 
hah done an enormous grain exporting 
business and for years has been in tho 
habit of borrowing large sums from ten 
days (o a month on unindorsed notes se- 
cured by bills of lading, ware house re 
reipts and blanket insurance policies. It 
is alleged that advantage ha* been 
taken of the high credit of the firm to 
borrow immense sums from banks on 
forged bills of lading and ware house 
receipts and that this has been the cause 
of the failure. F. J. Odendahl, presi- 
dent of the company, was formerly pres- 
ident of the New Orleans board of trade 
and is one of the best known business 
men in tho. South. The company bought 
extensively in Kansas' City, St. Louis, 
Chicago and other cites. 

No warrant has been issued for the 
swre-it of the official alleged to be respon- 
sible for the failure of the firm, and 
lie is reported to have left the city. 



Ownership of News. 

Judges of the United -States court of 
appeals at Chicago have decided that 
tiie Western Union Telegraph company 
is as a right of property in the news 
which it gathers and that such right 
.does not cease when the new* is publish- 
ed on tickers rented k> patrons. This 
decision forever enjoins several companies 
who have been using the quotations in 
question.

Aeeording to Washington advieos, 
Crura is one of the favorites and jppub-, 
liean leaders are working in his behalf 
at the capital. Many white republicans 
have applied for the office, and while 
no formal action has been taken here 
eo defeat the nomination of Crnm, it is 
said that steps will doubtless be taken. 

Heretofore the citizens have accepted 
the assurance from the administration 
that none but white men would be ap- 
pointed to the more important federal 
offices, and remembering this promise not 
mueh has been said. The indorsement 
of Crum by the district republican con- 
vention and the fact that influential lead- 
ers in Washington are supporting him, 
has led to the belief that he may yet 
be squeezed in.

Tho Tennessee Northern is only 13 
miles long and runs from Lafolletto 
Junction, Tenn., on the Knoxville and 
Ohio, to Lafollette, where ther are im- 
portant coal mines and a large steel 
plant, as weJl as hundreds of coke ovens, 
The Harriman and Northeastern runs 
from the town of Harriman, Tenn., to 
Fetros, whore the coal mines are operat- 
ed by hundreds of convicts. After mak- 
ing these purchases the Southern also 
proposes to huild from Lafollette to 
Midleaboro, Ky., through another rich 
coal territory.

An appeal from the ruling of Judge 
Thomas G Jones, of the northern Ala- 
bam*, district was brought before the 
supreme tourt Monday on the question 
of the constitutionality of that juris- 
diction of the Alabama constitution dis- 
franchising negro illiterates. A negro 
voter who was refused registration 
sought relief through an application to 
Judge Jones for mandamus compelling 
the registration officials to register him. 

Judge J*nes stated that he lacked ju- 
risdiction, but i-natead of sending the 
case to the cirouit oourt of appeals he 
has forwarded it directly to the United 
States supreme eourt for final judgment. 



Furnace Purchase. 

It is officially announced that the en- 
tire properties of the Southern Gar and 
Fonndry company have Been acquired 
by a syndicate, some of whom are con- 
nected with the Standard Steel Car com- 
pany. The purchase price is not made 
public. One of the valuable acquisitions 
secured by the syndicate is a piece ef 
property at Enstey, AJa., which has heen 
acquired for the purpose of building a 
modern steel car plant. The plants of the 
Southern Car company aro located at 
Memphis, Tenn.; Lenoir, (Sswteden and 
Anniston, Ala. These properties we es- 
pecially valuable, not only on account 
of their own material, but akii aa ac- 
count of their location, Which praetical- 
ly gives them control of the entire south- 
ern and southwestern business. 

It said the car works will cost nearly 
if not quite a million dollars. It will 
be the fourth steel car plant in the Unit- 
ed States. Until recently the Press Steel 
Car Company was the only concern man- 
ufacturing steel cars. The American Gar 
and Foundry company completed a prant 
at Detroit not long since and the Stand- 
ard Steel Car Company, with which the 
new owners of the Southern Car and 
Foundry company are identified, is equip- 
ping a plant about forty miles from 
Pittsburg. 

Steel cars are fast taking the place 
of wooden cars and an Ensley plaat, 
suoh as is projected, would be kept busy. 



REPORT HELD UP. 

Gen. Miles' Opinions Not 
Given to the Public. 

Army officers who ate friends of Lieu- 
tenant General Miles in his fight with 
Secretary Boot have started an inquiry 
as to when it is the purpose of the sec- 
retary to give out the annual report of 
the general. It is fully a month sinco 
he received the report. Usually a re- 
port is given to the public just as soon 
as the superior officer has had an op- 
portunity to read it. 

These friends of the oominal head of 
the army have an idea that the secre- 
tary is suppressing the annual produc- 
tion of the ranking general officer be- 
cause H contains a strong condemnation 
of the two pet projects of the secre- 
tary, namely the restoration of the ean- 
teen and the establishment of the gen- 
eral staff. 

When General Miles began penning his 
report he knew that it would be his last. 
Therefore it was incumbent upon him to 
seize the opportunity to take a fling at 
bits foe. 

The secretary can We his report with- 
out publishing it. Congress cannot com- 
pel him to make it public. The presi- 
dent is the only one who has that au- 
thority. But a refusal to make U pub- 
lic would merely accentuate the dis- 
agreement between the secretary and con- 
gress, and the suppression of the gen- 
eral's report would merely strengthen 
the general's hold upon congressional af- 
fections. 



Under the Engine. 

James W. Hoyle and Boas Fields, the 
former engineer and the latter electri- 
cian for the Woodward Iron ©oi-ipany 
at their furnaces four miles from Bir- 
mingham, were instantly killed Satur- 
day morning when a switch engine and 
two slag pots ran off the end of a slag 
pile and fell forty-five feet, crushing 
the men beneath them. Hoyle was the 
engineer of the switch engine whi«eh ran 
off the pile and Fields was in the cab 
with him. The fireman had just got- 
ten out of the engine to throw a 6witch 
and thereby was saved from instant 
death. It seems that the two men in 
the engine were talking and the en- 
gineer did not notice that he was back- 
ing too far up the slag pile toward the 
end of the trestle which holds the rails. 
One of the hot pots toppled over the 
edge and dragged the others with it. 



Columbias Reply. 

Colombia's response to the America 
proposals for an isthmus canal treaty 
was received at the state department on 
Monday. While friendly and dignified 
in tone, it is not an unqualified accept- 
ance of the terms of the treaty outlined 
by the Spooner act and unquestionably 
sets back the date of final agreement by 
opening up new topics of argument. 

The communication from Colombia has 
been held by the Colombian minister, 
Concha, at Washington, who took the 
position that recent changes m his home 
government necessitated his waiting for 
further instructions. This action caus- 
ed Secretary Hay to demand an imme- 
diate reply from the authorities at Bo- 
gota. 



The clearings of the Birmingham 
banks for the last week amounted to 
$1,305,497, against $1,058,833 for tie cor- 
responding week of last year. 



Armor Plate. 

There have been two tests of armor 
plate at Indian Head. The first test was 
made with six-inch projectiles on trian- 
gular six-inch Krupp plate to be used 
on the cruisers Colorado, Pennsylvania 
Maryland and 'West Virginia. Three 
shots were, fired, the greatest striking 
velocity was 1919 feet per second. The 
armor was penetrated only about two 
inches. The other test was with 11-ineh 
Krupp plate, to be used as side armor 
for the battleship Nebraska, now under 
construction by Morgan of San Fran- 
cisco. In this instance a ten-inch gun 
was used and the penetration was three 
inches. Both tests are considered to have, 
] been successful. 

The navy department is now receiv- 
ing consignments of armor in rapid suc- 
cession, the delivery being constantly in 
advance of the demand.

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MAKING PEARL BUTTONS 

WUSSEL SHELLS IN TH-E MISSISSIPPI 
.A SOURCE CF WEALTH.

In t.he matter of the manufacture 
tif pparl buttons the centre at activity 
has shifted from the China Sea to the 
jri'ser towns of this Mississippi section, 
writes the Muscatine (Iowa) corres- 
pondent of the Philadelphia Record. 
Altogether unknown »n this region a 
■dozen years ago, this industry has 
3*rown to such proportions that it now 
employs the services of thousands o£ 
roople, and the output has become u o 
Sft-at that it materially affects the but- 
ton market of the world. 

About twelve years ago a German 
lotton maker of the same of Boeple 
wandered into Muscatine from 4he old 
country. He saw for the first time the 
«ro.ssel shells of the Missisippi river. 
He examined them closely and- express- 
ed the opinion that they were good 
anaterial for buttons. Up to this time 
soft water shells were considered im- 
practicable for any such use, and au- 
thorities on the subject were naturally 
skeptical in regard to Boeple's opinion 
of their usefulness. He persisted in 
claiming that the "niggerhead" mussel 
from the waters of the Mississippi riv- 
«t would make, if properly handled and 
finished, the fines* pearl buttons yet 
produced. He took some specimens 

10 the factories at Waterbury, Conn., 
and after considerable experimenting 
on - concern there determined that 
with some changes in their machinery 
the- shell of the strange mussel from 
Uk 1 "great father of waters" would 
«:ike a button to compete with the 
test of those from other parts of the 
world. 

First one concent and then another 
begaoi to use the Mississippi shell, un- 
til the foreign one was almost aban- 
doned. In the beginning the shells 
were shipped East in the rough and 
iw-pared for use after their arrival 
Uiere, but the freight rates were so 
high that one enterprising firm soon 
chipped thnt part of its machinery 
which makes tha "blanks" out to Mus- 
catine, and what generally results 
when some pioneer leads the way to 
a good thing, others soon profited by 
the example and came also. The indus- 
try has spread both up and down the 
river, until almost every town of any 
Importance, from St. Paul, Minn., 
to Alton, 111., is now engaged in some 
loroi of the industry. 

* The manner of catching the mussels 
is interesting. A fisherman equips him- 
self with what is known to the clan as 
a "John boat." This is a flatboat on the 
©filer of a scow, about 20 feet long 
and 3 1-2 feet wide. Upon the inside 
of the boat are placed eight uprights, 
which are between three and four feet 
hi£h, and have crotched tops. Four 
of the uprights are placed on each side 
ot the boat, at just enough distance 
apart to accommodate the four 10-foot 
pieces of inch gaspipe that rests upon 
thorn. To each of the gaspipes is at- 
tached 20 four-foot stagons, similar to 
those used on an ordinary trot line, 
an-rJ each stagon has four hooks, with 

• four prongs. 

The fisherman goes out In his "John 
boat" with as much confidence as if it 
■a we the finest craft afloat. Once in the 
stream he casts his gaspipes, one by 
As the hooks drag along the 
bottom of the river they come in con- 
tact with the opea shells of the mus- 
so\i, which immediately close up on 
litem. Thus attached they are brought 
to the surface and taken off. The dis- 
tance the hooks are dragged each time 
depends altogether on the thickness of 
the bed. and varies from three boat 
Iw.gths to an eighth of a mile. 

The rivers of Arkansas are said to 
be so thick with mussel bed that they 
trop out of the water when it is low. 
The men put on rubber boots and 
■shovel the shells into the boats. In the 
tapper Mississippi district shells are 
(Quoted in car lots, ranging from 15 to 
3M ton in weight, but the Arkansas 
coalers have astounded everybody in 
the business by sending out quotations 

011 500-ton lots and promptly filling all 
order sent them. The men sell the 
Biussels to the button factory operators 
mt so much per 100 pounds. The wages 
1iie>y make depend upon their diligence 
*nd the luck they meet with in getting 
in a thick bed, but range from $1.50 
to ?S per day. There is one big mussel 

near Canton, Mo., about eight 
cuies in length. 

The process of making the shells In- 
to buttons is interesting. The shells 
are first cut up into blanks the exact 
rize of the buttons are going to be; 
then they go to the grinder, a machine 
■which grinds the black off them: 
after that to the facing machine, 
"/hicii cuts the face on them: next to 
the backer which bevels the back; 
then the drill which puts in the eye- 
fc ales: from here they go to the polish- 
ins; room, where the glossy finish is 
put upon them; after that they are 
sorted, put on cards and boxed up. 

There are about forty factories in 
Muscatine, and the amount paid out 
•w-^kly in wages is ?10.0(Mi. There are 
factories in Davenport. Fort Madison, 
F*nrlington, Quincy, I.aGrange, Can- 
ton and many other points. 

There is an added interest in the 
l-usiness of mussel fishing on account 
r.f the likelihood of finding pearls. It 
Is not an uncommon thing for a fish- 
miiao to find a pearl valued at ?100, 
and one lucky fellow found a beauty 
which sold for $5000. Every follower 
i.\ the business has a little bottle fill- 
rA with specimens, which eventually 
find their way to the market. 



BRAIN AND INTELLECT. 



A Subject Which (uiiMl-Miitr* n Novel

The exact seat in the brain of the 
highest intellectual faculties has 
formed a moot point hi sc fence since 
the functions of the organ of mind 
began to bo investigated with accu- 
racy, says the lxmdon Chronicle. Tho 
general consensus of opinion localizes 
what we term "mind" in the prefront- 
al lobes of the brain, but by another 
school of thinkers tho hinder lobes 
have been credited with performing 
our highest qerebral duties. The bal- 
balance of evidence, I should say, is 
decidedly in favor of the former view, 
and recent researches and observa- 
tions by Dr. Phelps, an American in- 
vestigator, would appear to assist in 
strengthening the opinion that the 
most important portion of tho brain 
is its anterior region. In the courts J 
of investigation in question some 295 
cases of brain injury and diseases were 
examined. In all save two it was not- 
ed that interference of extensive na- 
ture with the prefrontal region result- 
ed in serious disturbance of the men- 
tal Jaculties. Less severe injury pro- 
duced less marked effects. These 
facts parallel the researches of other 
investigators, and they are further 
substantiated by what is observed in 
cases of idiocy connected with a want 
of development of the frontal lobes of 
the brain. 

As to the relative importance of the 
two lobes or halves of the cerebrum, 
or chief brain mass, most of us know 
that each half governs the opposite 
side of the body, and that, as we are 
right handed, so we may be called 
left brained. The superiority in func- 
tional importance of our left brain 
is not questioned, and It is therefore 
interesting to find Dr. Phelps insist- 
ing, from the results of his investiga- 
tions, that our left brain lobe is really 
the intellectual half. The right half, 
it is added, is capable of sustaining 
severe injury without marked mental 
effects supervening, and cases are 
quoted in support of this fact. In- 
deed, such cases have frequently puz- 
zled physiologists, seeing that the dis- 
turbance of the intellect has in no 
sense been commensurate with the in- 
jury to the brain. On the notion of 
u.e greater importance of our left 
brain and on the thoory that severe 
injuries which do not produce utter 
mental breakdown really involve the 
right lobe, the puzzling constitution 
of the brain may be explained in part 
at least. But the last word has not 
yet been said concerning the brain's 
ways and work. Injuries of the left 
half do not always produce serious 
effects as regards the mental life, 
while we have had some physiologists 
insisting that we have really two 
brains, and that while the left lobe is 
the Jekyll of the intellect, the right 
on occasion at least, is apt to play the 
part of Hyde. A fascinating theory 
this, but one to whicn sober science 
is not likely to append its imprimatur.

MPLOYMENT, in the broad sense of useful activity, is tho 
fundamental word In charitable work of any kind. Em- 
ployment, both in this large meaning and iu the smaller 
sense of wage earniug, is the first and last thing to be 
thought of in the treatment of needy individuals and fam- 
ilies who are not to be accommodated in charitable insti- 
tutions. Two cautions are to be observed in our dealings 
with men and women who apply to us in our various char- 
itable societies or at our private residences. The first is 
that we should be very slow and careful about substituting relief for em- 
ployment. The second is that it should be our uuceasiug endeavoi to suu- 
stitute employment for relief. 

The first suggestion refers to the fact that when an earnest man ap- 
proaches a charitable society or individual for the first time and asks as- 
sistance in finding employment, it is a natural impulse to say, if work can- 
not readily bo suggested, "This is obviously no pauper, but a worthy, dis- 
tressed man; I will lighten his anxieties and prove my good will by giving 
him a dollar." 

Recently I sent an earnest, superior but destitute applicant for wsrk te 
a gentleman through whom I hoped he might secure employment. Instead 
he was offered $2 in the most tactful, kindly manner. His urgent neces- 
sities compelled him to yield to the temptation, but he came back to my 
office so pained and bruised in spirit that I kuew this sore wound must 
heal in a manner which would leave him just a little lass independent and 
self-respecting than he had been before. 

I suggest, therefore, that when people apply to us for assistance m 
finding employment, and both the applicant aud we ourselves are delayed 
in finding the work desired, we should permit the extreme to be reached be- 
fore venturing into the dangerous realm of giving material alms to able- 
bodied, normal people. Present suffering to an extent which is not ex- 
cessive and deteriorating may be a great deal better than future iegrada- 
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Hin Right Way to Drink Wnter. 

Professor Silkham says that there 
are few people who thoroughly realize 
the value of water as a beverage, or 
who know how to obtain the greatest 
advantage from it. The effects pro- 
duced by the drinking of water vary 
with the manner in which it is drunk, j 
If, for instance, a pint of cold water I 
be swallowed as a large draught, or if I 
i it be taken in too large portions with 
I a short interval between certain deffi- . 
nite results follow — effects which | 
dift?r from those which would have j 
j followed if tho same quantity were 
j taken by sipping. Sipping is a wonder- 
1 ful stimulant to the circulation, a 
I thing which ordinary drinking is not. 
During the process of sipping the action 
| of the nerves which slow the heart Is 
abolished, and a consequence the 
J organ contracts much mor rapidly, the 
pulse beats more quickly and the cir- I 
culation in various parts of the body is 
j increased. In addition to this, we find 
; the pressure under which the bile is 
secreted is raised by that sipping ol 
fluid. And here Is a point which 
might well be noted by our readers. A 
■ glass of water slowly sipped will pro- 
duce a greater acceleration of the 
pulse for a time than a glass of wine or 
spirits taken at a draught. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to 
mention that sipping cold water will 
often allay the craving for alcohol 
in those who have been in the habit 
of taking too much of it and may be 
endeavoring to reform, the effect being 
probabely due to the stimulant action 
of the sipping. — Hamilton Times.

Training Our Army Officers 

By Lieutenant H. J. Koehler, U. S. A. 

S* the training of the West Point cadet, the utmost import- 
ance is attached to proper breathing, without which there 
can be no physical excellence. At the beginning and end 
of each drill the men are required to devote several min- 
utes to inflating and deflating their lungs. They breathe 
slowly and deeply, inspirations being through the nostrils 
and expiration either by nose or mouth. Holding the 
breath until it can be no longer held is absolutely harm- 
ful. Inhalation may be accompanied by any part of an 
arm or shoulder exercise that will elevate and distend the thorax, such as 
raising the arms laterally, while that part of an exercise which tends to 
contract the walls of the chest should be accompanied by exhalation, as 
lowering the arms laterally from the shoulders or from overhead. When 
exercise is followed by labored breathing, it is a certain sign that the work 
has been excessive, and such an extreme is a frequent cause of injury to 
the heart or lungs. Palpitation or distressful breathing calls for immediate 
and absolute rest, which is besc obtaiued by lying flat on the back, with 
arms and legs outstretched. 

Exercising is never permitted immediately before or after a meal, di- 
i geslion being considered much more important. During the exercises water, 
I not loo cold, may be taken in small sips, but merely rinsing the mouth Is 
I recommended. After exercise, the body must rewirn to its normal condi- 
tion before eating is allowed. Cadets, during exercise, wear soft canvas 
shoes.uuiforni trousers and gray fiannei shirts, wool next to the skin being 
considered indispensable. Bathing is ordered iu connection with exercise, 
lor no man who merely cleanses the surface of his skin can be expected to 
possess a clean cuticle. A bath after a good "sweat" accomplishes tiie Hush- 
ing of i lie millions of perspirai' ■ in the body. Though a cold bath 
is "now generally preferred for L,..-aiuiy men, it is impossible to lay down an 
inflexible rule. All defends upon the condition of Hie individual, aud he 
alone can be the judge. Any bath that leaves the bather in a state of men- 
ial depression and physical lassitude must be avoided, as only that bath 
which leave».one bettor in mind and body is beneficial. For cleansing the 
body a warm bath, with plenty of soap, is advised. For stimulation, a 
cold plunge bath of short duration, taken before the body cools, is best. 
This latter liatli must be followed by a brisk rubbing with a coarse towel. 
Where neither is possible, a sponge bath with tepid water, followed by 
brisk rubbing, is the one to use. In this connection, bathing the stomach, 
j by drinking water freely, both at rising and retiring, is strongly recom- 
I mended to all.— Success. . ■ — — ~ 



Annual Statement Issued — 
The Surplus. 

Kills II. Roberts, treasurer ol the. 
United States, in opening Ms annual 
report, says thai the magr.i! udf of the 
available cash balance and ihe unprece- 
dented holdings of gross gold are the 
striking features of the coa lition of the 
treasury at the close of the fiscal year 
of 1902. The net ordinary revenues for 
the year were $502.478, :_>:!.•! and the ex- 
penditures $471,190,857, showing a sur- 
plus of $1)1.287, .'570. 

In comparison with the previous year 
there was a decrease of $25,207,104 in 
the revenues, offset by a falling off of 
$38,770,495 in the expenditures. While 
there was an increase of $15,859,252 in 
i the receipts from customs, the internal 
' revenues under the operati >n of new 
| laws repealing the war taxes fell off $35,- 
300.541. There was ti decrease of $32.- 
j 343.4 SI in expenditures on account of the 
| war department and an increase of $7,- 
j 290.149 in the cost of the navy. The to- 
tal receipts of the year from all sources, 
including the public debt, were $1,002,- 
124,0,17. ami the disbursements $909,- 
027,041. 

The available cash balance in the 
treasury July 1, 1902. was the largest 
net balance in our history. It amount- 
ed to $802,187,301. 

Nearly one-half of the available cash 
balar.ee July 1 was in gold coin and cer- 
tificates of $103,801,290 over and above 
the gold reserve of $150,000,000 and by 
October 1 it became $130,124,771. As a 
measure of the financial strength of the 
government the report says the fact de- 
serves mention. 

By October 1. 1602, the available cash 
balance, exclusive of the reserve, was 
$221. 253, 304, and owing to the large mon- 
ey market it was reduced by November 
1 to $200,421,879. Of this sum $146.- 
885,012 was in national banks. Bonds 
of the face value of $50,071,230 were pur- 
chased during the fiscal year. 

While the accounts of the public debt 
on their face show an increase of $125,- 
283,512 in the total of the debt, if al- 
lowance be made for the increase of $57.- 
624,400 in gold certificates, the national 
obligations will be shown to have been 
diminished by $42,340,888 during the 
fiscal year. 

Tho growth in the volume of money 
in circulation during the year was $74,- 
0fi2,589, carrying the percentage from 
27. AS to 28.43. 

As a. result of the movements of 
money our government paper currency 
is gaining in simplicity. Gradually all 
large denominations are becoming gold 
certificates and the smallest silver cer- 
tificate* while in time all $10 will be 1 
! United States notes. 

There was a net increase during the 
fiscal year of 368 banks. 437 chat ters i 
having been granted and sixty-nine sur- 
renders. The total number of banks 
chartered to June 30, 1902. was 6,325, of 
which 4,546 were in operation and 1,779 
out of existence' 

There was a marked falling off in the. 
amount of spurious coin and paper mon- 
♦y presented. 



Land Office Business. 
The animal report of the commissioner 
of the general land ofliee shows that the 
public land disposed of by the govern- 
ment during the year aggregated 19,, 
488,535 acres, an increase of 3,925,738 
acre* over the previous year. Of the ag- 
gregate 1,757,793 acres were sold for 
cash. 

On October 1 last there were 54 fo 
est reserves, embracing 00,175,765 acres, 
an increase of almost 14,000,000 acres 
since the last report. During the fiscal 
year there were 1.663 forest, fires di.s, 
covered which burned over 87,7:.'9 acres.

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NEW STEEL PROCESS 



Which Promises Revolution 
in Manufacture. 

Henry Knoth, of Birmingham, is the 
inventon of a new continuous process for 
manufacturing open hearth steel which 
i» of interest to this district. Mr. Knoth 
U a practical steel maker of many years' 
experience. For a year past he has been 
in the employ of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company ami is now in charge of 
it* steel furnace at the Birmingham roll, 
ing mill3. 

It is said that Mr. Knoth's process will 
tint only increase the output of the pres- 
ent open hearth furnaces more tluam 100 
per cent, but that by dispensing with the 
n-v. of scrap metal in the manufacture of 
■ ■pen hearth steel, it will relieve man- 
ufacturers from the present scarcity and 
high prices of the scrap, and also from 
the possibility of a scrap famine. 

My this process molten steel reserved 
from a previous heat is charged a-i a 
nulistitute for scrap. Thus, instead ol 
lumping ton after ton of scrap and pig 
metal, both cold, into the furnace as is 
•tune under the present processes, about 
"lie-third of the steel from a furnace heat 
i* reserved in the ladle into which it was 
tapped after the greater part of the heat 
Is as been poured into the moulds, as us- 
t«tl. This reserve of molten steel in the 
Utille is charged back into the furnace 
from which it was poured, after this has 
been repaired and is ready for the suc- 
i-v ling heat. 

The pig metal used in this process is 
ilwiT! charged in a molten condition, so 
*&at nothing but hot metal goes into 
the furnace, and the reaction beginning 
«t once ,the heat is ready to be tapped in 
f »ur or five hours. 

The process 'will save time, because it 
i< not necessary to charge and heat cold 
mock, and will reduce expenses by sav- 
ing the wage? paid to the stockers and 
vardmen, which were required to handle 
•he wrap and pig by the old process. It 
*viH give a greater uniformity of product 
'•er-ause the melter work* with metal of 
known composition. 



Iron Ore Discoveries. 

One of the most important discoveries 
that haw been made in Indiana sin(« the 
finding of natural gas in 1886, and one 
that is destined to have an equally far- 
reaching influence in bringing industriei 
to the slate, has just come to light 
through investigations of iron ore ex- 
perts from Birmingham, who have been 
making tests in southwestern Indiana, 
especially in Sullivan county. 

Their reports will bo ready for sub- 
mission next week, a.nd until they are 
made the full details cannot be known, 
but the experts have made verbal reports 
to the persons interested in the Indian- 
apolis Southern railroad and these leave 
no doubt that iron ore of a very pure 
quality and large amount: ha-s been dis- 
covered and that at a rough estimate 
the value of the product is placed at $i,- 
000,000,000. 

The experts say that the ore is purer 
than that near Birmingham and that it 
will assay from 60 to 70 per cent pure. 
Near these deposits are veins of coal 
which is almost pure charcoal, and which 
tha experts say can be used far smelting 
purposes without coking, thus causing 
a large saving in manufacture. 



Steel Rata War. 

The National Tube Works Company, 
one of the companies of the steelt trust, 
has cut the price of certain grades of tubi 
ing from 25 to 40 per cent. In business 
circles this cut is construed to indicate 
a purpose to crowd out independent com- 
panies that have lately sprung up. Th« 
latter are said to lie planning an under- 
cut, however, and a rate war is thought 
inevitable, especially as the demand for 
this class of goods is on the decline. 



Cuban Development. 

A division engineer of the railroad b«- 
1«ig built from Sancti Spiritus to San- 
tiago de Cuba by the Cuba Company, 
•tales that the new railroad will be com- 
pleted by the 1st of December and trains 
will be running as soon as permission 
<i*n be obtained from the Cuban govern- 
ment. The road is 300 miles long. Mr. 
Ami's is instructed by his company to 
make a tour of inspection of sugar pLau 
taUons in Louisiana. The Cuba Com- 
pany proposes to establish several largo 
migar mills along the line of its road. 
General Flagler, Dodge, Belmont and 
other American railroad magnates own 
the Cuba Railroad Company. The com- 
pany owns every foot of the ground over 
which the road runs, and it was built 
without concessions from any govern- 
ment. 



Southern Railroads. 

The south constructed last year 2,254 
miles of steam railroad. In Texas there 
have been planned since the beginning 
of this year new lines and extensions ag- 
gregating 3,797 miles. Of these, 2,423 
miles represent the plans of established 
companies and 1,274 are entirely new un- 
dertakings, nineteen in number.

He says that the number of officers on 
our ships is less than the number ore 
board the ships of other navies, although 
fts a matter of fact, our ships require 
more officers than other navies because 
tre are compelled to man our vessels 
with green crews who have little or no 
knowledge of sea life. 

He submit* a table allowing that the 
present needs of the naval service re- 
quire 1,600 officers, while the number on 
the navy list, including midshipmen af.

The lat- 
ter was too prominently connected 
with the ' lily whites" to suit tho 
bronco buster president. It is said 
that Booker T. Washington, the 
confidential advisor of Roosevelt 
relating to Alabama politics, is re- 
sponsible for Bingham's removal. 



Governor Jelks and the State 
board of convict inspectors, says 
the Birmingham News, are to ho 
commended for their action in seek- 
ing to surround the State convicts 
with better sanitary conditions. 

Tho matter of removing the con- 
victs from mines which are opera- 
ted by individuals or corporations 
has for many years been a live 
public question in Alabama. The 
News believes that these wards of 
the State should not only be pro- 
vided with the best means for pre- 
servinir "their health while serving 
their sentence:-, but it is also of the 
opinion that they should be remov- 
ed as far as is practicable from di- 
rect competition with free labor .It 
is impossible to entirely prevent 
such competition, but it is possible 
for the State to work convicts on 
its own farms and in its own fac- 
tories and mines, apart from all 
free labor. 

The action of the State author- 
ities at this time is not prompted 
either by sentiment or political 
promise, but solely by a desire to 
change the present system so that 
tho stockades, medical supervision 
and direct management of the 
convicts will be under State offi- 
cials. If those mining companies 
which lease convicts agree to State 
management of the mines thus 
worked the convicts may be con- 
tinued in the mines. But if such 
an arrangement docs not meet the 
approval of the leasing companies 
the present system will be revolu- 
tionized. 

It has long been manifest that 
the existing convict system in Al- 
abama must be changed. Public 
sentiment has for years demanded 
reform in this department. Let 
the beginning be made now, and 
while this is being done let the 
county convict system be taken up 
also and the same reforms applied 
to it as to the State system. 

In this conviction the News de- 
sires to congratulate Governor 
Jolks upon his evident determina- 
tion to make the board of convict 
inspectors and all other State de- 
partments of positive practical val- 
ue to the people of Alabama. The 
day of pnrely sinecure State office 
I seems to be passing. Regular and 
faithful performance of duty will 
be insisted upon by Gov. Jelks dur- 
ing the four years of his incum- 
bency. And herein and hereby his 
administration promises to stand 
forth as one of the best and most 
effective administrations in the 
history of the State.

"2. The General Education Board 
will duplicate loan-scholarships of

twenty scholarships in all, said 
loan scholarships to be assigned by 
the President of the school."

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Death of Dr. Hawkins. 



Dr. Richard N. Hawkins, a form- 
er resident of this community, died 
at his homo in Elyton, Thursday 
evening last, at 7: 30 o'clock. He 
was buried in the Elyton cemetery 
Friday afternoon, with Masonic 
honors, after religions services at 
the Episcopal church, of which he 
was a member, when Dr. T. J. 
Baird officiated. 

Dr. Hawkins was born at Elyton 
Jan. 14, 1816. His grandfather 
was a pioneer settler in Alabama, 
locating in neighborhood of where 
Pratt City now is. His father, Dr. 
Nathanitl Hawkins, was one of the 
first residents of Elyton, where he 
and his children, of whom Mrs. 
French Nabors, of Montevallo, is 
the only survivor, gained prom- 
inence. Dr. Hawkins married 
about 1870, Miss Hattie Killough, 
daughter of Abner Killough, and 
settled on the Cunningham place 
five miles northeast of Montevallo, 
where he practiced medicine and 
farmed extensively. As a physi- 
cian he was gifted ; his nursing 
was incomparable. Many citizen 
of Montevallo were accustomed to 
call him, and yet treasure the mem- 
ory of his gentle attention. His 
immediate neighbors held him in 
highest esteem and bestowed upon 
him an affection not often mani- 
fested towards men. His life as a 
citizen was pure and blamtless. In 
1882-3 he represented Shelby coun- 
ty in the legislature, his brother, 
the late James E. Hawkins, at tho 
samo time being one of the repre- 
sentatives from Jefferson county. 
It was during this term that Mon- 
tevallo secii' ed the first law pr - 
hibiting th;> sale of livuor. His rt - 
turn to Elyton was greatly regrc - 
ted here. 

Within the past few years, a 
lovely daughter and wife have 
died, and in his long and painful 
illness no man has had grcatt r 
sympathy than he, and in his 
death no one can be more sincere- 
ly regretted. He was a prominent 
member of Fair or Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M. of which he had boon Mas- 
ter, and of other benevolent orders 
whic with many friends made pro- 
fuse floral offerings at his bier. 

Seven children survive for whom 
the best, wish is that they may be 
like. him.

Next 
to the rose it has yielded to the hy- 
briding of the skilled florist, and 
the blossoms are beautiful in color 
and magnificent in size. 

When we walked through the 
four rooms filled with these Japan- 
ese Queens grown in small jars up 
to tubs, with stems from three to 
eight feet crowned with a great 
ball of snow, yellow or pink, which 
ever the variety, we realized as 
never before just what oultivation 
means. If thus shown in a flower, 
how much more in our children ! 
Then the thought came that their 
array of beauty meant aid in culti- 
vating beauty of mind to every 
child in Montevallo and they ap- 
peared in a doubly beautiful light, 
because, the iiroceeds of the Fair 
go toward fitting up modernly our 
public school — tho base upon which 
that is best for the future of our 
State's manhood and womanhood 
shall be built.

For he, as do all her 
specimens, show most careful at- 
tention. Even little Mary, her 
daughter of nine years, has imbib- 
ed her mother's love and enthus- 
iasm for flowers, and carried off 
the prize for best plant grown by 
child. 

Mrs. J. L. McConaughy is to be 
congratulated. This is her first 
year in growing Chrysanthemums 
and she had some very handsome 
plants' oil exhibition. Golden Wed- 
ding, a specimen plant with 100 
blooms, deserves special mention, 
as well as h6r prize winning White. 

Mrs. Wm. Aldrich kindly loaned 
her plants (only entering cut flow 
ers for priz«s) to aid the ladies in 
making tho Fair a success, and 
they were the most exquisite spec- 
imens we over saw. To take them 
from their steam-heated hothouses 
where tney had unfolded their 
blossoms to perfection, and subject 
them to climatic Change, shows 
unselfish she is with her own' when 
a good cause is advocated.

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Two Killed, Ten Seriously Hurt 

Not a Building in the Town Spared — The New Court 
House Damaged and the New Cornett Hotel 
Totally Wrecked — -Damage $10,000 

The Southern Railway depot at Pell 
City caught fire early Monday morn- 
ing and a lot of powder and dynamite 
atored therein exploded, killing two 
men outright and more or less serious- 
ly injuring ten others. 

The depot was blown to atoms and 
buildings for blocks around were dam- 
aged, and that a dozen or more people 
were not killed is a miracle. 

J. M. Hall, grocer, and Tom Whit- 
field, bricklayer, Cedartown, Ga., were 
killed instantly. 

The seriously injured are: 

H. A. Fite, agent Seaboard Air Line, 
right arm crushed, hip fractured and 
t>ack sprained.

The fire in the freight portion of the 
depot was discovered by M. C. Roop, 
the operator who was on duty at the 
time. There was a freight train on 
the siding at the time, with Engineer 
Griffin and Conductor Sinclair in 
charge. The trainmen answered the 
Biimmons of Operator Roop and went 
to work helping to get cars out of 
the way and freight in the depot out. 

The second section hove in sight 
■while the depot was on fire and the 
engine was detached and brought into 
service as getting out cars, twelve in 
number, which were on the sidetracks 
and in close proximity to the depot. 

All of a sudden there was an explo- 
sion, which was heard for miles 
around. Flying embers and bits of 
burning timbers scattered in all di- 
icctions. 

When the smoke had cleared away 
the carnage was to be noticed instant- 
ly. The bodies of the two men who 
■were killed instantly were found, sow- 
ing thai they had been giving what as- 
sistance was in their power to rescue 
I'rort' ty of the railroad company and 
to prevent buildings in the city from 
catching fire. 

It wan impossible to telegraph for 
any help, the wires going down in the 
explosion. 

In the freight portion of '.he depot 
•were stored cans and boxes of powder 
and dynamite. There were fifty cases 
of dynamite billed to the Alabama 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company at 
Talladega, while there were explosives 
also in the depot for the Seaboard Air 



Line, which controls the East and 
West, which runs to Pell City. 

Just before the explosion took place 
the flames had a bluish color and 
some of the men working about the 
building noticed it. This was the pow- 
der on fire, it is thought. The explo- 
sives tore the building to atoms and 
made a hole large enough to bury the 
building which formerly stood there. 

It was ascertained that nearly ev- 
ery building in the city had been more 
or less damaged. Window glass was 
broken out in all directions. Fortunate- 
ly no damage was done to the now 
cotton mill in the course of construc- 
tion. 

J, D. Hall, of Pell City, who was 
killed outright, conducted an establish- 
ment for the sale of refreshments. 

Tom Whitfield had not been a resi- 
dent of Pell City long. He was a 
brickrcason and was working at the 
mill going up at Pell City. 

The New Cornett hotel was almost 
wrecked. Besides every window in the 
house being blown out, there was much 
damage otherwise. It is estimated that 
the damage was no less than $1,500. 

The office of the Coosa Valleyan 
was badly wrecked. 

It is stated that Colonel Pratt 
warned the people of the explosives 
being in the depot, but a miner who 
happened to be near gave an opinion 
that the dynamite could not explode 
without concussion and the advice of 
this man was accepted. The people 
went to work willingly in assisting to 
save the contents of the depot and 
for that reason were so close when the 
explosion took place. 

The business men have already set 
to work to repair damages and to 
commence over on a larger scale than 
ever. 

The stores, Hie hotel and the Coosa 
Valleyan will all replace their losses 
immediately. 

Sumter Cogswell, president of Pell 
City Realty Company, who suffered 
the greatest loss in property, says {he 
damages will not only be repaired, but 
greater improvements thau ever will 
be made. 

Engineer Griffin, who was standing 
some distance from the depot, had a 
splinter evidently about one inch 
square and several inches long driven 
through his body and the physicians 
! state he will live. The piece of wood 
] entered the body above the hip bone 
I on the right side and came out about 
! the same, place on the left side, having 
passed through the body and on the 
inside of the backbone. The spinal 
column Is not injured, but many of the 
muscles of the back are severed. 

There is not a rat alive within a 
1 long distance of the depot. 

A picture was carried through the 
air by the explosion to the yards of 
the cotton mills nearly a quarter ot 
a mile from the hotel. The glass was 
not broken and the . frame was not 
cracked. 

A watch was carried 200 yards and 
when found was running on time and 
seemed to be as good as before the 
accident.

Is Now at Rest in Johnson 
Square, Savannah. 

The reinterment of the remains of 
General Nathaniel Greene, the revolu- 
tionary hero, ;md his son, George 
Washington Greene, took place in Sa- 
vannah Friday in the presence of a 
distinguished gathering that included 
visitors from otheir states. The cere- 
monial address wa;3 delivered by Colo- 
nel Asa Bird Gardiner, president of the 
Society of the Cincinnati in Rhode 
Island, who was sit the head of the 
committee that discovered the remains 
of General Greene some eighteen 
months ago. 

The ceremonies were conducted un- 
der the auspices of tha Georgia So- 
ciety of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. The exercises began with 
the unveiling of a memorial tablet of 
bronze that is to mark the old vault 
in the colonial cemetery. The tablet 
was erected by the descendants of 
General Greene, of whom there were 
about twenty present at the ceremony. 

The monument is in the shape of a 
Roman sword and occupies a position 
in Johnson square. The corner stone 
of the monument was laid by General 
Lafayette when he visited Savannah in 
1825. There was at that time a plan 
on foot to erect a monument to both 
General Greene and Count Pulaski. 

Although a monument had been 
erected to General Greene's memory, 
there remained until the spring of 1901 
a great deal of doubt as to the exact 
spot in which he was buried. 

The Rhode Island Society of the Cin- 
cinnati took up the search last year 
and Colonel Asa Bird Gardiner was 
sent to Savannah to pursue the inves- 
tigation in person. On March 3, 1901, 
oolonel Gardiner and several associ- 
ates began the work, and the follow- 
ing day while examining the Mossman 
vault, a coffin plate was discovered up- 
on which part of the name of Greene 
could be discerned. Some buttons were 
also discovered, but no sword was 
found. 

The coffin plates were subjected to 
treatment. On the one on which a por- 
tion of the inscription had been de- 
ciphered the full inscription was 
brought to light. It was as follows: 
' Nathaniel Green, Obit. June 19, 1876. 
Age, 44 years."

AZTEC TREASURE 



In Fabulous Quantity Discovered in 
Mexico. 

A remarkable story, duly authenti- 
cated, of the discovery of hidden Azteo 
treasures has been reported to the 
Mexican authorities. 

The statement, which is concurred 
in by several reliable witnesses, that 
a party of Americans headed by an 
archaeologic expert, Heverick, arrived 
at Yesca several weeks ago and went 
into the mountains. The archaeolo 
gist obtained nis bearings by means of 
a chart which he claims to have copied 
from an Aztec stone table in the na- 
tional museum in the City of Mexico. 
He located a vast cavern in a moun- 
tain near Yesca. Immense stone im- 
ages stood about this chamber. In one 
end was a handsome altar above which 
burned a bright flame, supplied by a 
natural gas from a crevice in the wall.

Of Postoffice Affairs — Changes in Pos- 
tal Rates Proposed. 

Edwin C. Madden third assistant 
postmaster general, in his annual re- 
port recommends the establishment of 
the following postage rates: 

A new rate of 4 cents a pound for 
all publications now admitted to the 
second class mail except daily, tri- 
weekly, semi-weekly and weekly news- 
papers, in the generally understood 
sense of the word "newspaper." This 
rate to be paid on the bulk weight 
without regard to the number of 
pieces. 

The consolidation of the third and 
fourth classes of mail matter and that 
the postage thereon be at the rate of 
1 cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof, to be prepaid. 

Concerning the public impression 
that 1-cent postage is probable in the 
near future, Mr. Madden says it is 
altogether too soon to consider a re- 
duction of the letter rate.

Anent State Fairs. 



"State fairs are a great thing for 
any State if they are properly 
handled," said Mr. J. A. Mac- 
Knight, General Manager of the 
recent successful fair held at Birm- 
ingham. Mr. MacKnight's daugh- 
ter Katherine is attending the 
Girls' School hero, and he spent 
yesterday in Montevallo visiting 
at the school and calling on his 
friends. 

' 'I hear that Montgomery is to 
have a fair next fall," said The 
Sentinel man. 

"So I understand," said Mr. Mac- 
Knight. "And that will be a good 
thing for Alabama. The more 
fairs you have in the State the bet- 
ter for all public and private in- 
terests. In Iowa there are about 
eighty county and district fairs, 
and the State fair is the greatest 
and most successful annual fair in 
the world." 

"If Montgomery holds a great 
State fair in the fall of 1903, what 
will Birmingham do'/" was the 
next question asked by Tho Sen- 
tinel man. 

Mr. MacKnight replied : "I have 
no authority to speak for Birming- 
ham, or the Fair Association there ; 
but I believe that a fair will be 
held by the Association in October, 
1903, and that it will bo the great- 
est fair yet held in the State. This, 
however, should be no obstacle to 
the proposed fair at Montgomery, 
but rather an incentive to it. Em- 
ulation in fairs is good. AH emu- 
lation for worthy objects is a good 
thing among any people, and it 
could not take a more desirable 
form than that of friendly rivalry 
between the cities of the State. 
They should simply arrange their 
dates so as not to conflict, — Mont- 
gomery before Birmingham because 
so much further south, — and then 
the people can go to both if they 
like and compare notes." 

•'Which of the two places has 
tho best opportunity to hold a 
really meritorious agricultural 
fair?" asked the interviewer. 

"In my opinion Montgomery has 
the advantage in that respect, be- 
cause it is in tho distinctly agri- 
cultural section of the State. The 
fair there will have the prestige, I 
understand, of being under the di- 
rect supervision of Mr. Poole, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, and 
if some concessions are secured in 
relation to horse racing, there is no 
doubt that Montgomery will ful- 
fill her promise of a fine old-fash- 
ioned agricultural fair. Birming- 
ham has enough people to make a 
success of an annual fair there 
even if the people from the coun- 
try do not attend. But she pos- 
sesses many other attractions that 
will draw the people to her borders 
from all parts of the State. If 
work on the fair of 1903 can bs be- 
gun in time and pushed with prop- 
er spirit and energy ; if the mer- 
chants of Birmingham will give to 
the movement duo support and co- 
operation, and if the entire people 
will unite to make the fair-time 
each year a gala event in the city's 
life-story, it would not be long be- 
fore the crowds of fair time would 
equal those of Mardi Gras at New 
Orieans. 

"Montgomery appreciates this 
point, undl understand that work 
for the fair of 1903 in that city lies 
been begun in earnest already. I 
take some credit to myself for hav- 
ing stirred up the fair spirit anow 
in Alabama. I have urged several 
of the counties to hold county 
fairs next year, and I believe that 
a number will do se. It is one of 
the best ways to advertise the re- 
sources of any district, and at the 
same time it furnishes rational 
amnsoment. and diversion to the 
people, a desirable element of life 
which is sadly lacking nearly ev- 
erywhere." 

The Sentinel congratulated Mr. 



MacKnight on the merits and suc- 
cess of tho Birmingham fair of 
1902, and expressed the hope it has 
always felt that a permanent State 
fair, or several of them, may grow 
out of the interest aroused this 
year, and lead to a wide dissemin- 
ation of the truth about the vast 
undeveloped resources of Alabama. 
There is food for thought in whnt 
Mr. MacKnight says. 

Tho Presbyterian synod, nt the 
meeting in Bessemer, deferred ac- 
tion on locating the proposed col 
lege to a later dHte. The matter 
will probably not- be considered 
again for another year. In the 
meantime Montevallo will rest easy 
confident that her claim and ad- 
vantages for the institution will 
not .be easily overcome by any 
competitor.

Santa Fe the QktestCity | 



There is no doubt that St. Augus- 
tine is the oldest settlement of white 
men in this country, but Santa Fe is 
called the oldest city because it was 
a city before the coming of the white 
men. When the Spaniards first made 
their way to the heart of this coun- 
try, about 1542, the site of the present 
city of Santa Fe was occupied by a 
prosperous and populous pueblo 
(town) of the Indians. The expedition 
of Alvar Nunez penetrated New Mex- 
ico in 1537, that of Marco de Niza fol- 
lowed in 1539 but Coronado is believed 
to have been the first to push his jour- 
ney as far as the Canta Fe town. Sev- 
eral other expeditions, more or less un- 
successful, entered the country, en- 
deavoring to establish missions among 
the natives. These explorers uniform- 
ly reported that these people were 
considerably advanced in civilization, 
that they manufactured clothing and 
weapons, built houses of stone sever- 
al siories high, and cultivated the soil 
with diligence, and worked mines of 
gold and silver. It was not until about 
1590 that any permanent Spanish set- 
tlements were made. The Spaniards 



then literally took possession of the 
country, built towns, laid out roads, 
increased the commerce of the coun- 
try, and especially increased the yield 
of the mines by extensive workings. 
They literally enslaved the natives, 
compelling them to serve them in ev- 
ery way. In 1G46 the Spaniards made 
Santa Fe the capital of their new do- 
minions, which they called New Mex- 
ico. But the Indians rebelled against 
their new masters, especially because 
of the toilsome labor in the mines, and. 
in 1G80 they rose in numbers, massa- 
cred nearly all of the oppressors and 
drove the remainder from the coun- 
try as far south as El Paeo del Norte. 
After several attempts the Spaniards 
regained possession of the country in 
1698. Santa Fe was a Mexican city 
until it was taken by the United 
States under Gen. Kearney in 1846. A 
Confederate army from Texas captur- 
ed the city March 10, 1862, but were 
forced to evacuate it on April 8, fol- 
lowing.

Go to the Poorhouse. 

Dr. R. H. Gibbons, of Scranton, the 
anthracite strike commissioner, said 
that the occupation of a miner sub- 
jects a man to pleurisy, gout, neural- 
gia, asthma, bronchitis, sciatic! and 
other diseases. He believed the day 
would come when men will be subject- 
od to medical examination before they 
undertake mining. Children, he said, 
who have suffered from any form of 
disease of the respiratory passages 
should never be permitted in the 
mines under the age of fifteen. 

Dr. Gibbons said that he did not 
mean to be understood as saying that 
miners form an unhealthy class. 

Dr. Gibbons was followed by Dr. Eu- 
gene J. Butler, a member of the central 
poor board of Luzerne county, who tes- 
tified that 70 per cent of those in one 
poor house in Luzerne county were 
miners, and that 40 per cent were crip- 
pled by accidents in and about the 
mines. Maay of these, he said, had 
becoms Insane through worry of their 
affliction. A man who works a few 
years as a miner, he declared, is not 
fit for anything else. 



A Healthy Increase Shown — Car Short- 
age Still a Handicap. 

The southern producing territory 
shipped during the first nine months of 
the year just 1,452,550 tons of pig 
iron, steel and cast iron pipe, as 
against 1,233,048 tons for the same pe- 
riod in 1901. 

The statement shows that the pro- 
duction of these commodities is on the 
increase and that the shipments are as 
steady as is the production. The state- 
ment is made also that were it not 
for the great shortage of railroad cars 
and locomotive power in this district 
that a further inscrease might be 
shown, the railroads being unable to 
give to the producers all the cars they 
need in the prompt delivery of iron, 
steel and cast iron pipe. 

The shipments made during the 
month of September, 1902, as reported 
by the southern iron committee, show 
that the six districts in the southern 
producing territory sent out a total of 
163,379 tons.

Plans already drawn provide for the 
erection of eight large brick buildings, 
each 100 by 400 feet, and thirty-five 
tracks of railway have been laid out 
upon the tract. 



NON-UNION MINERS 



Where Are They From. 

The report comes from the gulf 
coast that a few lobsters — crustacean 
variety — have made their appearance 
in the waters of the Mississippi sound, 
and the fishermen are much puzzled 
over the matter. Investigation thus 
far has failed to disclose the origin of 
the way the lobsters have made their 
way to that section, and the hope is 
being felt that they have come to make 
it a permanent abiding place, thus add 
ing another delicacy to the sea edibles 
gathered in large quantities along the 
coast. Some of the packing establish- 
ments, it is understood, will attempt 
to propogate the lobsters, and the re- 
sult of their experiment will be a mat- 
ter of much interest and importance 
to the gulf coast people. 



i Will Be Granted a Hearing by the 
Commission. 

President John Mitchell, of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, after being on the 
witness stand four and one-half days, 
has been released by the attorneys. 

Judge Gray then announced the de- 
cision of the commission in the matter 
of the application of J. T. Lanahan 
and J. T. O'Brien, attorneys for the 
non-union men, to appear in the case- 
In the light of all their claims, said 
Judge Gray, they could be allowed to 
appear, but the commission could not 
consent to the withholding from the 
.public the names of the non-union men 
as their attorneys had desired. 



Mental Healing Not Illegal. 

The United States supreme court. In 
a decision rendered by Justice Peck- 
ham Monday, takes issue with popular 
prejudice against mental healing by de- 
claring that it is not Illegal to offer 
such healing or to receive money 
through mails for same. The case 
grew out of a fraud order issued by 
the postoffice department against the 
American School of Magnetic Healing 
at Nevada, Mo., and the decision allows 
the school to secure an injunction to 
prevent the postmaster from withhold- 
ing their mail. 

The point of this important ruling Is 
this: That while opinions may differ 
as to the efficacy of a given claim of 
mental or magnetic healing, no one 
can maintain it a fraud for one per- 
son to contend that he can heal anoth- 
er in that way. It would be just as ab- 
surd, says the court, to declare elec- 
tric healing, vaccination, homeopathy 
or any form of healing illegal, for 
opinions do differ as to the merit of all 
such forms. Two justices did not con- 
cur in the decision. 



Report on Insular Affairs. 

The annual report of Colonel ChaB. 
R. Edwards, chief of the bUTeau of in- 
sular affairs of the war department, 
shows that officer, In response to the 
demands of congress and of the public, 
has performed a vast amount of work 
and has collected and prepared for the 
general information of the public a 
large valume of facts regarding the 
insular possessions of tKe United 
States, 

The bureau is accumulating a libra- 
ry of insular documents, so that the 
record of the work performed by this 
bureau is segregated from the war de- 
partment and will furnish the only of- 
ficial library of the Philippines, Porto 
Rico and Cuba extant. Recently the 
bureau has undertaken map work. The 
first insurgent works and compo.=ca 
works have been brought to Washing- 
ton recently and loaned to the bureau 
for preparation for possible publica- 
tion.

RAIROAD COMMISSION 

Submits Its Annual Report — 
Makes Recommendations. 

John V. Smith, of tho Alabama rail- 
road commission, has submitted to 
Governor Jelks the annual report of 
the commission, which covers many 
matters of importance to the public. 

The report suggests several acts of 
legislation to make the work of the 
commission more effeotive. 

On the question of fixing rates the 
report says: "While the power of the 
commission to make rates is ample, 
yet the remedy afforded against car' 
riers refusing to comply with the rules 
and orders of the commission seem to 
us inadequate. The defect in the pres- 
ent law lies not so much in the power 
to make rates, but in the power of the 
commission to enforce them. 

"If any order is made reducing the 
tariff and the carrier fails or refuses 
to comply with such order the present 
remedy is by suit by the aggrieved 
party against such carrier for the ex- 
cessive charge or an indictment by the 
grand jury for extortion. In nearly all 
cases the amount involved is so small 
to each individual that no one would 
bring the suit or go before the grand 
jury to prefer an indictment against 
the carrier. ^ 
"We recommend therefore the en- 
forcement of all orders made by the 
commission in the exercise of its law- 
ful powers, that this commission be 
authorized to institute suit, either by 
mandamus or injunction. 

"We further recommend that sec 
tion 3451 of the code be amended so 
as to confer upon the railroad com- 
mission the power to require the rail- 
roads to build and maintain freight, as 
well as pasenger depots, and that the 
commission be given the same juris- 
diction with regard to the location, 
building, maintenance and discontinu. 
ance of side tracks that they have as 
to depots." 

The commission recommends the 
enactment of a law "abolishing grade 
crossings which now exist, and to pre- 
vent, as far as practicable in the future 
the existence of grade crossings, or 
the adoption of such system of inter- 
locking or other safety devices where 
«uch crossings cannot be abolished as 
may be necessary to protect persons 
and property from danger at such 
crossings. The expense for the aboli- 
tion of these crossings should be 
borne in an equitable manner by the 
railroads, state, municipality or county, 
according to the circumstances of each 
case. 

The report closes with a discussion 
of the railroad commission clause of 
the new constitution and quotes the 
Georgia law and court decisions on 
the subject. In concluding it says: 

"It occurs to us as the wiser course 
that any legislation to carry into ef- 
fect the provisions of the new consti- 
tution of Alabama should follow the 
well defined and constitutional rule 
laid down in the case above cited, and 
thus avoid any litigation upon this 
question."

Death of Mr. Ozley. 

The people of Montevallo and 
this vicinity were indeed grieved 
to hear of the death of Mr. James 
Ozley, which occurred in Bessemer 
last Saturday morning.

D. Lewis, of Birmingham, con- 
ducting the services.

ALABAMA IS SPEEDY 

Finishes Second in Great 
Naval Race. 

For the first time in its history 
the ships of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron have engaged in a long distance 
speed contest in the open sea. 

Five of the ships lined for the start 
j at noon on Saturday, the Alabama, the 
Kearsarge, the Massachusetts, the In 
diana and the Machias, baby of the 
fleet. The last named is a gunboat 
only 190 feet long and of 1,000 tons 
displacement. The other four are bat- 
tleships. 

The Massachusetts and the Indiana 
are sister vessels and mark the earlier 
type of first class battleships of the 
new navy. The Kearsarge and Ala 
bama represent later types of sea 
fighters. 

Thirty-five miles behind the line of 
battleships as they passed the Virginia 
capes came the protected cruiser Cin- 
cinnati. By reason of her speed this 
was regarded as a fair handicap for 
the greyhound of the fleet, which to do 
her destined work should easily out- 
class them all in cruising qualities. 

Almost from the start the Alabama 
began to forge ahead of her rivals. She 
gained visibly on the Indiana and the 
little Machias. The Kearsarge was re- 
garded as her most dangerous adver- 
sary. Intense rivalry has always ex- 
isted between officers and crews of 
these two ships. No device was neg- 
lected on either of the giants of the 
fleet to speed them to their limit. Four 
hours from the start, just before twi- 
light, the Alabama left the Kearsarge's 
hull down astern with only her fight- 
ing tops in sight. 

Barring accidents, it was the Ala- 
bama's race so far as the battleships 
were concerned, but at sundown the 
lookout on the stern of the leader 
sighted the Cincinnati. She had made 
up her handicap, had passed all the 
others and was speeding in the wake 
of her sole competitor. When Culebra 
light was picked up the 'Alabama was 
under forced draught and barely two 
miles astern of the cruiser at mid- 
night she hove to. The Kearsarge, 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Machias were 
not in sight at the finish.

More Railroads Raise Wages. 
The wage increase example set by 
the Pennsylvania railroad has been 
followed quickly by similar increase 
in the pay of the employees of several 
other railroad systems during the past 
week. The 10 per cent raise of the 
New York Central affects 650,000 men j 
The Reading and Wabash have fol- j 
lowed suit, although President Ram- 
say, of the latter road, intimated that 
it will have to be evened up by higher 
freight rates, saying that the "prosper- 
ity" is more apparent than real. Ad- 
vances are also reported on the Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific, Missouri Pa- 
cific, Texas Pacific and Denver and 
Rio Grande. Similar steps are antici- 
pated by the Erie, Nickel Plate and 
others. 



Venezuela Feels Kindly. 

Discussing Venezuela's foreign rela 
tions, Dr. Lipez Baralt, minister of the 
interior, said: "Toward the United 
States Vnezuela entertains the kind- 
liest feelings of friendship and she re- 
members with gratitude the attitude ot 
the great republic in the past. Vene- 
zuela is determined so far as she is 
concerned that nothing shall occur to 
disturb in the slightest degree the ex- 
isting understanding with the Ameri- 
can legation and the friendly relations 
between the two countries. Venezue- 
la has nothing to complain of regard- 
ing the way in which the various un- 
important questions have been treated 
and except for some pending questions 
her foreign relations have been of a 
cordial character." 



Bryan Fights Lotteries. 

W. J. Bryan declares that newspaper 
guessing contests are lotories and that 
he will bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the postofflce officials. Failing 
to secure a ruling against this wrong, 
he will urge congress to act. 



Presbyterians Accept Revision. 
The New York presbytery has voted 
almost unanimously to accept the de- 
cision of the general assembly re- 
garding a revision of the church's 
creed. 



He Was the Richest Man in Germany 
and was Charitable and Public Spir- 
ited. Owned 5,469 Houses. 
Herr Krupp, the great gun maker 
and the richest man in Germany, died 
suddenly of apoplexy Saturday after 
noon at his villa at Huogel. 

Herr Krupp had been ill for several 
days. According to the medical re- 
ports, his physicians succeeding in re- 
storing Herr Krupp to consciousness, 
but their patient soon relapsed into in- 
sensibility. 

The great gun maker lived in almost 
feudal fashion. He was not regarded 
as a hard master by his workmen. He 
ordained various institutions at Essen 
for their benefit and built hundreds of 
model houses on sanitary principles for 
theif use, charging for them a moder 
ate rental. Moderate estimates of the 
fortune of the deceased place it at 
$125,000,000, and his annual income 
during his recent years of prosperity 
at $10,000,000. 

Frederick Alfred Krupp succeeded to 
the control of the immense works at 
Essen about fourteen years ago. At 
that time he was only 32 years old, but 
was already a master in the science 
and art of gunmaking and steel man- 
ufacture. His father, Alfred, had been 
the greatest of his wonderful family, 
and it was he who had brought the 
steel works to their highest perfection 
and had mapped out the line3 on 
which their growth has spread since 
the time of his death. 

The founder of the works was Fred- 
erick O. Krupp, grandfather of the 
man just deceased. This ingenious 
manufacturer little dreamed of the 
vastness to which the business was to 
attain. When Alfred died the property 
was turned over to his son, a verita- 
ble principality of industry, paying to 
its owner an annual revenue of more 
than $5,000,000, or 21,000,000 marks. 

As soon as he was made the trustee 
of this immense wealth young Krupp 
began to meditate schemes whereby 
the philanthropic features of Essen 
could be extended and improved. 

He took a step in advance of his 
father in the methods of dealing with 
employees.* A co-operative system by 
which the workmen received a cer- 
tain percentage of the yearly profits, 
was planned and put into practice. 
The "model houses" were improved 
or beautified and several novel fea- 
tures were added to the public sanita- 
tion and the public pleasure-giving 
methods of the town. He also provid- 
ed liberal pensions for old and in- 
jured employees. 

He owned 5,469 dwellings, each to 
whatever group it belonged being con- 
structed with variations in the archi- 
tecture to avoid monotony. Each 
house had a front yard in which were 
bits of ornamental gardening. 

Herr Krupp had also a variety of fc- 
stitutions, some of them rather singu- 
lar .as "bachelor's homes" and "wid- 
owers" retreats. Besides convalescent 
hospitals and orphanages he had a 
pension fund for his employees 
amounting to $4,125,000. He contribut- 
ed last year as required by law $372,- 
000 to the national insurance fund and 
gave voluntarily $4,080,000 to other in- 
surance funds. 



MERELY HISTORY NOW. 



Elizabethton, Tenn., is Only a Spot 
on the Map. 

Practically the entire town of Eliz- 
abethton, Tenn., and once heralded as 
"The Iron City of the South," went 
under the sheriff's hammer at public 
sale Friday. The sale marks the final 
chapter of a gigantic enterprise. The 
town was projected by the Watauga 
Land company, which included among 
its backers John G. Carlisle, Senator 
McComas, of Maryland; Robert P. Por- 
ter and others of national fame. The 
city was to be the seat of innumerable 
enterprises of mammoth size, and as a 
matter of fact was decided upon as the 
location for the United States naval 
armor manufactory. But all of these 
plans were shattered by the floods of 
1901 and the entire property, over 
1,000 acres, is not worth over $50,000.

OF STATE CONVICTS 



Estimated Budget for 1904, 
$589,189,112 — a Decrease. 

Congress convened Monday at noon 
The senate was in session twelve 

minutes and the house less than an 

liour. 

The scnato adjourned out of respect 
to the late Senator McMillan, of Mich- 
igan, and the house in honor of the 
late Chp.rles Russell, of Connecticut. 

Both chambers were gay and fra- 
grant with flowers and the galleries 
were filled. A number of the diplo 
matic eorp3 were present. Some ot 
the desks were completely hidden by 
flowers. 

All the proceedings were purely per- 
functory. A prayer, the calling of the 
roll, the swearing in of members elect- 
ed to fill vacancies created by death 
or resignation during the recess, the 
adoption of the customary resolutions 
to appoint a committee to wait upon 
the president, to inform the other 
branch that each was ready for busi- 
ness and to adjourn, constituted the 
business* done. Tuesday the president's 
message will be received in joint ses- 
sion. 

The secretary of the treasury trans- 
mitted to congress the estimates of the 
appropriations required for the gov- 
ernment service for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 190-1, as furnished by the 
heads of the several executive depart- 
ments. The total appropriations asked 
for are $589, 189,112, which is $21,- 
638,576 less than the estimate for 1903 
and 533,050,014 less than the appro- 
priations for that year.

TAYLER OPENS FIRE. 



Goes to the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company at 73 Cents 
Per Ton. 

A special from Montgomery says: 

The governor and convict board let 
the contract for a majority of the state 
convicts engaged in mining, to be not 
less than four hundred, to the Tennes- 
see. Coal, Iron and Railroad company 
at 73 cents per ton of coal delivered on 
the railroad cars at the tipple. Under 
this arrangement the company fur 
aishes the stockades, hospital, ma 
chinery and mining engineer and the 
state does all the rest. 

The beard went far enough to decide 
that the Sloss-Shoffield company will 
get the balance, but some minor de 
tails remain to be arranged and the 
price is not given out. The contract 
will differ from the other in the fact 
that the coal is to be delivered at the 
mouth of the room in the mine. The 
governor stated that the price is such 
as will yield a net result equally as 
profitable. 

The board has made the calculation 
that the present profit of $90,000 from 
the convict system will be doubled un- 
der these contracts. 

The contents of rejected bids are 
not yet disclosed. 

The number of convicts alloted to 
the Tennessee company represents 
practically the number of state con- 
victs now employed by it. This leaves 
200 or 250 for the Sloss-Sheffield, which 
is about the number that company now 
employs. The Tennessee also works 
about 400 county convicts and the 
Sloss about 250. 



Will Investigate the Suffrage Ques- 
tion. 

The question of validity of the con- 
stitution of a southern state and effort 
to make a sweeping investigation into 
the disfranchisement of negroes was 
injected into the proceedings of the 
house within a few minutes after the 
meeting of congress. When Reprcsen 
tativo Glass, of Virginia, had been 
sworn in Mr. Tayler, of Ohio, offered 
a resolution requesting that his cre- 
dentials go to the elections commit 
tee for examination. 

Tayler's resolution asks whethe.i 
the credentials of Glass are based on 
the returns of a lawful election, un- 
der what character of registration 
lists and under color of what constitu 
tion or ordinances, and whether at said 
election the right of franchise was ac 
j corded to all citizens of the United j 
States who were entitled to vote were 
unlawfully deprivc/I of their privileges 
and immunities secured to them un- 
der the constitution and laws. 

Under the resolution the committee 
is empewered to hold its sessions at 
such times and places as it may seem 
best and to summon a!I and any per- 
sons and papers it may deem neces- 
sary. The democrats generally take 
the view that the investigation is sim 
ply on the Crumpacker idea confined 
to the state of Virginia. The passage 
of the resolution they realize would 
be an entering wedge to investigate 
conditions in other southern states. 



STEEL MILLS MERGE 



A Stove Factory. 
Tt is reported that a stove foundry 
will be established at Eulaton at an 
early date. The company has already 
been organized. It has at its head men 
of ability and experience and is back 
ed by plenty of capita!. The site to 
be considered will be on the property 
of Mr. Felix Foster, and it is said that 
advantages are such that the promot- 
ers of the enterprise consider it worth 
their while to pay a visit and investi- 
gation. It is possible that a short 
while after its permanent establish- 
ment that the Anniston Electric and 
Gas company will extend its car line 
to Eulaton, which is located a few 
miles west of Anniston, on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Southern rail 
roads. 



U. S. Steel Corporation Buy- 
ing up Competitors. 

The event of the week has been 
the merger of the United States Steel 
Company, says the Iron Age. The con- 
solidation thus accomplished with the 
new organization one of the leading 
factors in the steel trade, particular- 
ly in the production of wire rods and 
wire products. 

It is intimated that the consolida- 
tion plan proposes the taking over 
of several other properties, presuma- 
bly in the wire trade. The new com- 
pany will not only be in possession 
of the most modern appliances for 
production, but at the same' time will 
control an adequate supply of raw ma- 
terial. 

The drift seems to be toward the 
concentration of business in the hands 
of the larger companies, especially in 
steel products. The scarcity and high 
price of raw materials, together with 
the reduction in the finished product, 
have diminished the output of the 
smaller producers who do not control 
their raw materials, and the larger 
companies are securing a much great- 
er share of current business than a 
short time since. Manufacturers are 
finding great difficulty in supplying 
their customers with material in rea- 
sonable time, owing to the freight 
blockades. 



Representative Bankhead conferred 
■with the chief of engineers regarding 
the improvements authorized on the 
Tombigbec and Warrior rivers. He 
was informed that satisfactory prog- 
ress had been made and the plans and 
specifications for locks one, two and 
three had been approved and on the 
23d instant bids would be opened in 
Mobile. As soon as the contract is let 
work will be started. The contractors 
have been unable to get a eagoing 
dredge for U3e on the outc • bar of 
Mobile harbor. Fifty thousand dollars 
was appropriated for this work, and 
it is likely that a dredge will be 
brought by the government from 
Charleston. 



Requires a Special Act. 

Assistant Secretary Taylor, of the 
treasury department, has approved the 
selection of the site for the Selma 
Ala., public building. The price for the 
property is $11,250, but no purchase 
can be made until the legislature 
passes an act ceding the ground. Most 
of the states have a general law for 
the cession of sites for federal govern- 
ment buildings. Alabama is one of 
those in which a special act is requir 
ed. Mr. Taylor has written to Gov 
ernor Jelks to urge the adoption by 
the legislature of a general measure, 
so that there may be no delays in 
choosing sites for government struc 
tures. 



Railroad Figures. 

The intehstate commerce commis 
The interstate commerce commis- 
sion submitted its report for the yeai 
ending June 20. It shows the returns 
of railway companies operating 195; 
945 miles of road, or about 98 per cent 
of the whole. 

The pasenger earnings of these rail- 
ways were $472,-^29,165, and the freight 
earnings $1,200,884,603. Including 
these and other earnings from opera- 
j tion, gross earnings amounted to $8, 
j 736 per mile of line, and operating ex- 
I penscs were $71,395,421 greater than 
during the previous year. 

The total ^income of the operating 
roads of the country, including . $82,- 
1 14,492 derived from investments and 
miscellaneous sources, was $688,311,- 
287. The dividends declared on stocks 
amounted to $150,685,959, substantially 
$29,834,690 greater than for the pre 
I vious year. The surplus from the oper- 
ations of the roads was $79,185,368. 

The Southern is one of the nineteen 
' companies that reported its increase 
; of wages officially, the amount being 
equal to $1,490,694 per annum. 



WILL RESUME WEDNESDAY. 



The Rev. W. H. Milburn, the blind 
chaplain of the senate, who is now In 
California, has forwarded his regisna- 
tion to President Pro Tem. Frye. 



Representative Brownlow held a 
meeting with the members of congress 
who are interested in the passage ol 
the bill for the passage of a national 
forest reserve. The senate has passed 
the bill. The bili appropriates ten mil 
lion dollars, two millions to be made 
immediately available. Under its terms 
four million acres located in Alabama, 
Georgia. Tennessee, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Virginia and West 
Virginia are to be purchased. 



Minister Called Home. 

Setior Concha has been relieved as 
minister for Colombia, and it is be- 
lieved that Dr. Thomas Herron, the 
present secretary of the legation, will 
be accredited as minister to succeed 
him. Meanwhile Dr. Herron has been 
clothed by his government with full 
autnority to prosecute the negotiations 
looking to a canal treaty with consid- 
erably increased powers. Minister 
Concha having stood fast against 
strong representations from his gov- 
ernment favoring a treaty, the latter 
decided to place the further negotia 
tions in the hands of Dr. Herron. It 
is assumed that the chancer of the 
treaty have been bettered. 



Killed Himssif at Mobile. 
Captain Fred Johnson, a retired 
stevedore of considerable wealth, com- 
mitted suicide in Mobile Monday by 
shooting himself in the head. Hi3 
mind was temporarily deranged. He 
was 78 years old, a native of Sweden 
and had resided in Mobile for forty 
years.

Cuban Railroad Opened. 

A dispatch from Havana says the Cu- 
ba Central railroad, from Havana to 
Santiago, opened Friday. The trip from 
Havana to Santiago, about 500 miles, 
wil be made in about twenty-two hours, 
whereas three days are required by 
steamship, the only means of travel 
heretofore. 

With the opening of this new rail- 
road Cuba is expected to enter upon 
a new era — a caree rof industrial de- 
velopment and activity. The main line 
of the road is of standard guage and 
its bridges are of steel and masonry. 
The equipment generally is similar to 
that of the best American roads, it be- 
ing intended to run through sleeping 
cars between Havana and Santiago.

Deans Weaver, of Selma, May Not 
Survive Shock of Horrible Hunting 
Accident. 

With his leg literally broken off be- 
tween his knee and ankle. Deans 
Weaver lay four hours in a field wait- 
ing for medical assistance and suf- 
fering torture until weakened by loss 
of blood he became unconscious. 

The young man has been practical- 
ly a cripple since his birth, the bones 
of both legs being diseased. The left 
leg, which was hurt by the accident, 
was the least affected and it had to 
be amputated. The young man was 
out alone hunting in a cart and was 
thrown out, hi3 foot going between 
the spokes of the wheel and catching 
on the shaft. The horse wrung the 
leg off between the ankle and the knee, 
leaving the foot attached to the knee 
joint by only a few tendons and about 
two inches of flesh. 

It was midnight before the patient 
was considered sufficiently over the 
shock to permit of the operation and 
he had lost so much blood and the frac- 
ture was so complicated that grave 
doubts are entertained if he will live.

Department of Agriculture 
Issues Its Cotton Report. 

The final report of the statistician 
of the department of agriculture 
shows the actual growth of cotton in 
the United States in the years 1901-02 
to have been 9,966,478 commercial 
bales, of which 115,550 bales were mar, 
keted before September 1, 1901, and 
9,696,336 bales between September 1, 
1901, and August 31, 1902, 154,592 
bales being carried forward to the year 
1902-03. The commercial crop of the 
year amounted to 10,663,224 bales, thus- 
exceeding the amount actually grown 
by 696,740 bales. This excess was due 
in the main to the very extensive mar 
keting of cotton held over from pre- 
vious years. The difference between 
the statistician's preliminary estimate 
of the amount grown, issued December 
3, 1901, and the amount of cotton that 
nas come into commercial channels 
during tho year having been used to 
discredit the statistician's reports on 
the crop of the present year, a most 
exhaustive investigation of the com- 
mercial crop and its composition has 
been made by the department, a large 
force of special agents having person- 
ally visited every important point in 
the South. The results of their inves- 
tigations are summarized in the follow- 
ing statement: 

The amount of cotton brought for- 
ward on September 1, 1901, was 528,- 
000 bales and 190,190 bales of the crop 
of 1902-03 were marketed prior to the 
first of September. There also entered 
into the commercial crop 172,226 bales 
of linters and 67,572 bales made up 
the same and waste ootton, known to 
the trade as the city crop. This latter, 
as will readily be understood, is count- 
ed twice, being taken from bales al- 
ready counted in £he commercial 
movement. With regard to linters the 
report says that the enormous growth 
of the seed crushing industry has re- 
sulted in an important addition to the 
crop, the perfect delinting of the seed, 
which results from the use of improved 
machinery, contributing to the annual 
crop an item that can no longr be ig- 
nored. An equally exhaustive inves- 
tigation shows that the total purchase 
of cotton by southern mills during the 
year ending August 31, 1902, amount 
ed to 1,881,532 .-ales,

Fireworks 



Men Who Make 

Are in Constant Danger. 



The making of fireworks involves, 
roughly, three processes, making the 
"cases" — the paper tubes and shells; 
combining the materials which give 
the power and light and color of the 
fireworks, and putting the explosive 
and illuminating material into the 
cases, which completes the making of 
the pyrotechnics. One of the simplest 
of all fireworks is the Roman candle, 
yet it is one of the most dangerous in 
the making, according to Leslie'3 
Weekly. The row of smallest build- 
ings in the fireworks village, a line of 
tiny shanties not more than ten feet 
square, is on the outer edge of the 
odd collection of houses. There is 
room in each for only one man to 
work at a time. He stands facing a 
small window with a door behind him. 
On his right is a shelf loaded with 
powder and other inflammatory sub- 
stances which are component parts of 
the candle. On his left are the empty 
tubes of hard, stiff paper and the 
shells for the candles. In front of him 
is the deadly machine at which he 
works. 

And an interesting rule to prevent 



disaster is this: When an employe 
enters the building in which he is em- 
ployed he must remain there until the 
day's work i3 finished at night. Em- 
ployes are not permitted to leave the 
little houses even for lunch, and by no 
means to meet each other or to congre- 
gate during working hours. Each man 
and woman working among explosives 
brings a lunch and eats it in the build- 
ing where he or she works. Employes 
are not permitted to meet until the 
day's work is over and they have 
changed their clothes, removing those 
which may have on them the dust of 
dangerous chemicals. It is feared 
that one person might receive from 
the garments of another a bit of chem- 
ical, phosphorous, for instance, which 
whan it come3 in contact with certain 
other substances, causes combustion 
at once.

Beautiful and Rare 

Jewels in America. 



,The report of the geological survey, 
just compiled for 1901, 3hows that dur- 
ing that year there were mined in the 
United States precious stones to the 
value of $300,000. While talking about 
rare and beautiful gems one's thoughts 
naturally revert to South Africa or 
the Orient or the mountains of Asia 
and Europe, or perhaps to South 
America, but one is not likely to think 
of our own land yielding them; but 
the fact is that no insignificant value 
in gems is taken from the soil right 
here at home, reports the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. The report of the geo- 
logical survey shows that during that 
year we mined in the United States 
precious stones to the value of about 
$300,000. 

Diamonds represent only $100 of 
this amount, but the fact that they are 
found at all gives encouragement to 
the hope that paying fields of them 



may some time be found. Last year 
one diamond was found in Lee county, 
Georgia, where diamonds were not be- 
fore known to exist. New Mexico fur- 
nished $118,000 in turquoises, and 
these have been placed on the market. 
Montana gave us $90,000 in sapphires, 
which comes next. They come from 
Fergus county. Granite county is 
now being explored for. fancy-colored 
sapphires that give evidences of being 
there in paying quantities. Fine and 
extensive rhodolite garnet deposits are 
found in Macon county, North Caro- 
lina. Many dark-green, blue and yel- 
low beryls, as well as amethysts and 
emeralds, were found in that state. 
There is hardly a state of the union 
in which there is not some trace of 
precious stonss, and it appears not at 
all unlikely that before many years we 
may be competing with the old world 
in furnishing gems.

NEW INDUSTRIES 



Army Officers Will Be Assistants to 
the Philippine Constabulary. 

General Luke E. Wright, vice gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, appeared be- 
fore the house committee on insular 
affairs and supplemented his argu- 
ment in favor of the bill providing for 
the detail of army officers as chiefs 
and assistant chief of the Philippine 
constabulary with the statement that 
Adjutant General Corbm and General 
Young favored the bill. Colonel Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, chief of the bureau 
of insular affairs, war department, also 
spoke in favor of it. 

The committee decided to report the 
bill favorably without amendment. The 
bill provides that army officers may 
be detailed for service as chief and 
assistant chiefs of the Philippines con- 
stabulary, the officers serving as chief 
to have the rank and pay of brigadier 
general, and those serving as assistaat 
chief to have rank and pay of colo- 
nel, the difference in pay to fce paid 
out of the Philippine treasury. 



Minister to Japan Dead.

Buck went on a banting trip last 
Wednesday from Tokio ami was taken 
suddenly ill and expired before medical 
aid could reach him. 

Alfred E. Buck was a native of 
Maine, and was about 60 years of age 
Many years ago he removed to Atlan- 
ta and became a leader in republican 
politics. For some years he served as 
United States marshal of Georgia and 
In 1897 was appointed by President 
McKinley United States minnster to 
Japan, which post he has since held 
He lived in Mobile, Ala., several years.

Navy Growth. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody's re- 
port says that the fighting strength of 
the American navy, counting ships 
launched, under construction and au- 
thorized by congress, has increased 
four-fold since the beginning of the 
war with Spain.

Sixty men under Captain Pershing, 
who marched across the island of 
Mindanao, Philippines, reported that j 
Moros were surprised to find that 
Americans were not monsters 10 feet 
tall, with horns and tails. No hostility 
was shown and the captain was asked 
to arbitrate differences between two 
warring tribes. 



Annual Surplus $91,287,376. 

Secretary of the Treasury Shaw re- 
ports treasury receipts for 1902 as 
$681,326,280 and expenditures $593,380,- 
904, leaving a surplus of $91,287,376. 
He recommends redemption of silver 
in gold, appropriation for the suppres- 
sion of anarchists, exchangeability of 
every form of government money and 
means for increasing the circulating 
medium.

We Lead the World.

$12,000,000,000, or about twice that of 
the United Kingdom and equal to the 
whole of Europe. Individual deposits 
have reached the highest point on rec- 
ord, being $3,209,273,896.93. The num- 
ber of banking associations has In- 
creased in ten years from 3,773 to 4,- 
601. The comptroller favors branch 
banks and asset currency to render 
currency more elastic. 



MINERS SCORE'OPERATORS. 



Lad of 12 Told Commission He Was 
Working for 4 Cents an Hour. 

The miners having finished their at- 
tack on the Coxo mines in the Hazle- 
ton region turned the attention of the 
coal commission to the collieries of 
G. B. Markle and Company in the 
sarr.e locality. The witnesses for the 
mine workers scored points with re 
gard to wages and other conditions. 
The attorney for the company was not 
prepared to cross-examine the witness- 
es on all things they testified to, and 
the commission has granted the com- 
pany the privilege of recalling the wit- 
nesses .to the stand for the purpose 
of cross-questioning thorn on some ot 
tho statements made. 

The principal witness called against 
the Markles was James Gallagher, 
who worked in tho Markle mines for 
thirty years. He claimed the wages 
were so low that he was always in 
debt to the company and that in sev- 
enteen years he had only once receiv- 
ed money in wages and that was $50. 
He further testified that he had to 
deal at the company's store, the only 
place where the miners cjuld get cred- 
it, and the prices were from 10 to 20 
per cent higher than in other places. 
He said he had made large wages, as 
much as $70 a month, and wiped out 
his debt, but the company would then 
give him such bad work that he would 
immediately go in debt again. 

A 12-year-old breaker boy was called 
to the stand and gave testimony to 
show that he was working at the Mar- 
kle mines to pay off the debt incurred 
by his father, who was killed in the 
mines eighteen months ago. He re- 
ceived no pay, but was given due bills 
showing how much his mother owed 
the company. The due bills also show- 
ed that the debt his mother was in- 
curring, such as house rent, etc., was 
growing faster than he could reduce 
it, as he was only getting 4 cents an 
hour. 



JOHN WEST ESCAPED: RICH COAL FIELDS 



Was One of Miller-Duncaa 
Gang Serving 25 Yeais. 

John D. West, one of the Miller- j 
Duncan gang of safe blowers, escaped 
Friday afternoon from the stockade 
at the Pratt mines by kicking a plank 
from the outer fence. He has been 
seen several times since and shot at 
four times. Bloodhounds, deputy 
sheriffs, guards and policemen have 
been on his trail since a few minutes 
after his escape. 

Guards had the prisoners in the out- 
er yard for a bath, and just about dark 
all were returned to the inner stock- 
ade except West, who hid in the yard 
and was not missed until the pris- 
oners were counted. He kicked a plank 
off the fence and made a straight line 
for the woods. Just as he was en- 
tering them he was seen by the guards, 
several of whom started in pursuit at 
once. The police and the sheriff were 
notified and several deputies started 
out to meet him. They pursued him 
through the woods, but owing to the 
darkness failed to catch up with him. 
Dogs were sent for and put on the 
trail, but they lost it. 

He is known to have plenty of 
money, as he has worked overtime fre- 
quently at the mines, and the convicts | 
are paid for that over time.

FINANCED AT $75,0C0. 



Union Steel Company Organized on 
Gigantic Plan. 

The new Union Steel company is to 
be financed as a $75,000,000 concern, 
thereby entering its reorganized exist- 
ence about the first of the year as the 
strongest and most aggressive inde- 
pendent concern of the kind in the 
world. An authorized bond issue of 
$25,000,000 is to be provided for, in ad- 
dition to the authorized stock issue of 
$50,000,000. Of the bonds about $18,- 
000,000 will be issued at once ,and 
about $33,000,000 of the stock. 

The Union Steel Company bonds 
will be 5 per cents due in forty years 
and redeemable after ten years. 



Men Who Tried to Impeach Lovejoy 
Have to Pay $1,C00. 

The costs in the Lovejoy impeach- 
ment case fall on the citizens who 
brought the action and they are esti- 
mated by court officials to approach 
a thousand dollars. The principal 
prosecutor was T. L. Johnson, the 
largest taxpayer in Etowah county. 
Lovejoy at once filed suit against John- 
son, J. W. Lawrence, J. C. Prather and 
F. King in the Etowah court for $50,- 
000 damages for prosecuting him, but 
withdrew it on further consideration. 
It was said at the time that it was 
withdrawn pending the decision of the 
supreme court. Nothing was given out 
here as to whether the judge will now 
renew his suit. 



FORT PAYNE BANK FAILS. 



"Garden Cities." 

A recently chartered English com- 
pany proposes to build model cities. 
A residential center containing several 
thousand industrialists will be located 
in the center of a tract of about 6,000 
acres and surrounded by a belt of land 
to be used exclusively for agricultural 
and dairy purposes. The cities will be 
laid out complete at the outset and 
expansion must be carried on by du- 
plication. The plan includes insist- 
ence upon sanitary and artistic build- 
ings and the sharing of the profits in 
the business of the community wher 
ever practicable. 



J. P. Stanley, Cashier, Appointed Re- 
ceiver by Chancellor. 

The Fort Payne bank suspended op- 
erations Friday and J. P. Stanley, cash- 
ier, was apointed receiver by Chan- 
cellor Simpson. The liabilities are un- 
known, but it is thought the assets are 
sufficient to cover all the liabilities. 

The bank is a state organization, or- 
ganized in 1892. The capital stock is 
$50,000, aH paid up. The last available 
statement showed deposits of $38,000, 
loans and discounts $65,000. The busi- 
ness of the bank was done through 
Chattanooga almost wholly. Its New 
York connection was one of the larg- 1 
est in the country. 



Auditor Sowell Will Make a Recom- 
mendation. 

In his forthcoming report, which is 
now in the hands of the printer, Au- 
ditor Sowell will make only one recom- 
mendation looking to amending the 
present law regulating the transac- 
tions of his office. 

There is at present no way what- 
ever of checking tax collectors on the 
poll ..ax, the auditor simply having to 
take the collector's word for it. Mr. 
Sowell will recommend that blank re- 
ceipt books with stubs be furnished 
collectors, who will be required to ac- 
count for each of the receipts either 
by remitting the money or producing 
the blank receipt itself, precisely as 
probate judges are now required to 
account for the licenses furnished to 
them. 



BONDHOLDERS MAINTAINED. 



Demurrer Overruled in Case Against 
Mississippi Railroad. 
Chancellor Conn overruled the de- 
murrer sent up by the defense in the 
case of Grigsby Thomas, of Georgia, 
et al., vs. the Alabama and Vicksburg 
Railroad Company. The suit involves 
$2,000,000. The demurrer contended 
that die claim was barred by the stat- 
ue of limitation and that the bill of 
complaint did not show cause of ac- 
tion. 

The ruling of the court has the effect 
of maintaining the claim of the third 
mortgage bondholders. If maintained 
in the supreme court the further ef- 
fect will be to set aside the sale of the 
Alabama and Vicksburg railroad and 
restore the property to the Vicksburg 
and Meridian company. 



Ex - Speaker Passed Away 
Saturday at Midnight. 

Thomas Brackett Reed, former 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives and for many years prominent 
in public life, died Sunday morning 
at 12:10 in his apartments in the Ar- 
lington hotel. The immediate cause of 
death was uraemia. 

Mr. Reed reached Washington Sun- 
day, having come to attend some mat- 
ters in the United States supreme 
court, he was at the capltol Monday 
visiting with friends and former asso- 
ciates in congress, and witnessed the 
convening of the second session of the 
fifty-seventh congress. Apparently he 
was enjoying good health, but later in 
the day complained of gastric dis- 
tress. 

Mr. Reed's mind was in such a state 
during the day that he did not realize 
the seriousness of his condition. He 
was cheerful and conversed with those 
about his bedside. When It became ap- 
parent that he would not survive his 
illness his wife and daughter were 
notified and they remained constantly 
at the bed until the distinguished pa- 
tient breathed his last. With only a 
faint hope of saving his life oxygen 
was administered throughout the day. 

The heart became weaker and weak- 
er, but the patient retained conscious*, 
ness until 11 o'clock, when a complete 
coma came on. 

At the bedside when he died were 
Mrs. Reed and Miss Catherine Reed. 

Mr. Reed passed away peacefully 
and without pain.

The famine is spreading rapidly in 
northern Sweden, where 70,000 people 
are practically starving. Heavy rains 
have ruined the fields and meadows 
and much cf the live stock has been 
isolated on the barren hills. People 
are killing or selling their flocks in 
herds, cows bringing only $5 and 
sheep 50 cents. Birch bark and seed 
grain grown together form the com- 
mon article of diet.

000 worth of steel billets have been 
imported at Baltimore and sent to 
Pennsylvania rolling mills. These im- 
ports are necessitated by the inability 
of American blast furnaces to meet 
the demand. 



Great Gathering Convenes in Mont- 
gomery Wednesday. 

The Alabama conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church south 
meets in Montgomery Wednesday. 
Bishop Coke Smith will preside for the 
first time over this conference, and 
being almost unknown in Montgomery 
there is universal pleasure over his as- 
signment as giving an opportunity to 
the people and preachers to know the 
youngest of the bishops. There are 
over 200 preachers and many dele- 
gates from among the laymen, all ot 
whom have been provided with homes 
ready for them on arrival. 



The governor has appointed T. H. 
Smith and J. P. Carter to be notaries 
at manistee, Monroe county, and J. O. 
Snellgrove to be a notary at Enter- 
prise in Coffee county. 



Captain Phil May Passes Over the 

River 1 — Veterans Attend Funeral. 

Captain Phil May, the first inmate 
of the new confederate home at 
Mountain Creek to pass over the riv- 
er, was buried there with every mark 
of respect which his comrades could 
bestow. Captain May was of Sumter 
county and was aH alone in the world, 
his eleven sons and daughters hav- 
ing preceded him to the grave. He 
was a captain in Roddy's cavalry and 
made a gallant record. That the new 
home comforted his declining days is a 
title to the respect and active help of 
all the people. 



Action of Shareholders. 

Several shareholders of the South- 
ern Building and Loan Association 
held a meeting to discuss the wisdom 
of taking the association out of the 
hands of the receiver and reorganize to 
continue business. President Whitten, 
stated that he had a proposition from 
a large trust company to take the as- 
sets of the association, issue debent- 
ures for all outstanding stock redeem- 
able in two years, with interest, mem- 
bers to exchange stock for debentures 
dollar for dollar. The trust company 
also offered to pay all expenses of 
winding up the affairs of the associa- 
tion excepting the receivership to 
date.

The governor has settled the long 
and heated contest for the vacancy in 
the office of sheriff of Cullman county 
by appointing A. R- O'Rear. The lead- 
ing men of the county were well di- 
vided, the most prominent of O'Rears 
backers having been Senator Hipp. 
The new sheriff is a merchant.

not display genuine courage?" 



New Dormitory Needed. 

President A. P. Montague, of How- 
ard college, wiH commence a canvass 
of the Baptist ahurches to raise $8,600 
to erect a dormitory at the college. 
For some time tie has contemplated 
this work and already has nearly $4,- 
000 promised toward the erection of 
the building. 

President Montague says that he in- 
tends erecting a building that will be 
one of the most complete and eou- 
venlent connected with any college in 
the state. The dormitory proposed 
will accommodate a large number of 
students and will also have several 
recitation rooms.

Tables compiled from 1900 census 
reports show that the mortality of ma' ■ 
ried males Is considerably below that 
of single males at all age periods, the 
difference being most pronounced from 
45 to 64 years of age. Among women 
from 15 to 44 the death rate of married 
women is in excess of the unmarried. 
Over 45 the reverse Is true. 



Truckers' Association. 

On December 17 tho farmers of Ma- 
rengo county will have a meeting at 
Linden for the purpose of organizing 
a truckers' association, the object of 
the organization being to develop the 
growing of small crops. 

The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road will have its own expert in at- 
tendance, and the road is proposing to 
give a good deal of attention to devel- 
oping the country along tie line of Its 
Selma and Linden branch. Commis- 
sioner Poole and Captain Selden, cf 
the agricultural department, both of 
whom are from Marengo, will go down. 



The much discussed and momentous 
bill for the reorganization of Eng- 
land's public school ssytem finally 
was forced through the house of com- 
mons under the closure rule Wednes- 
day by a vote of 246 to 123. The most 
notable amendment of the many which 
were accepted gives control of the re- 
ligious teaching to the whole body of 
school managers, a majority of whom 
are laymen, thus preventing the clergy 
from dictating school policy. This has 
caused great dissatisfaction among 
churchmen. The bill now goes to the 
house of lords. 



Announcement is made that Penn- 
sylvania parties are looking to an ex- 1 
tensive purchase of coal and ore lands 
in Birmingham, and the discussion 
of the formation of a furnace compa- 
ny of magnitude. It is reported that 
the erection of new furnaces is pro- 
posed and that no old furnaces are 
to be looked after. 



FRANCHISE GRANTED 



For a $20,000 Electric Plant at Jasper, 
Ala. 

A franchise has been granted by the 
mayor and board of aldermen of Jas- 
per for the installation of an electric 
plant, which will be built at once. Pro- 
visions are made in the franchise for 
a minimum of five arc lights to be lo- 
cated on the principal streets and 
thoroughfares of Jasper and also leav- 
ing the city full option of purchas- 
ing plant after a specified term of 
years.

Will the Prattville Progress tell 
us what the disadvantages are in 
having a uniformity of text books 
for the schools? The writer comes 
from a State which has uniform 
text books and the people there 
have not as yet found any disad- 
vantages. 

The President's message will nev- 
er be referred to as a great state 
paper. In fact, there is little in it 
to admire coming as it docs from 
the chief executive of a great na- 
tion. He points out many existing 
evils but suggests no remedy for 
any of them.

The Birmingham News asks the 
question: "Cannot some law be 
discovered by which to give Mrs. 
Carrie Nation a permanent jail sen- 
tence?" The Sentinel does not 
know of any such a law, but as she 
has contracted that terrible dis- 
ease called running at the month 
she might be put in permanent 
quarantine. 



MAKE HASTE SLOWLY. 

The Talladega Mountain Home 
had a lengthy and able editorial re- 
cently advocating an appropriation 
by the legislature to the Auburn 
school to be applied to a depart- 
ment for the industrial training of 
boys and young men. 

The Sentinel believes that no one 
takes more interest in educational 
matters in Alabama than Editor 
Williams, who is also county super- 
intendent of Talladega county. But 
The Sentinel also believes that the 
large appropriations to the numer- 
. ous State schools is the cause for 
, the half -starved condition of Ala- 
bama's common or public schools. 
Ex-State Superintendent Abercrom- 
bie said in an address only a few 
months ago before the Alabama 
Girls' Industrial School at Monte- 
vallo, that "the State institutions 
of learning in Alabama are flour- 
j ishing, but the common schools are 
| in a most deplorable condition." 
j Such a statement, coming as it does 
j from one who has been so closely 
allied with the common schools of 
Alabama for years, furnishes food 
for serious reflection. There can 
be but one deduction from such a 
! a statement, and that is that the 
State schools are building up and 
flourishing at the expense of the 
common schools. If this be true, 
a palpable wrong is being done. 

Instead of making appropriations 
for new buildings and new depart- 
ments to State schools, The Senti- 
nel believes the legislature will do 
the wise thing if it makes only 
such appropriations to the State 
schools as are absolutely necessary 
to pay running expenses, and then 
make provision to increase the pub- 
lic or common school fund. The 
poor man, as a ride, is not finan- 
cially able to school his children 
in the State schools, but he pays a 
tax to help keep them up, to ben- 
efit those who are able to pay the 
expense of schooling their children 
anywhere. Some where in the 
Good Book we read : "To him that 
hath shall be given ; to him that 
hath not shall be taken away even 
that which he hath." Take for il- 
lustration the State school in Mon- 
tevallo, and there is no one but 
that hopes it will be successftd. 
It requires at least #20,000 each 
year to operate it, and with an at- 
tendance of 250 girls this year 
means an expense to the State of 
$80 to each pupil — more than half 
the amount to which the Monteval- 
lo public school district is entitled 
to draw from the public school 
fund. The apportionment to each 
I child of school age is $1.33, and 
j with this amount from the State 
I the law says five months of public 
! school must, be taught. Think of 
' it. A fraction over 26 cents per 
! month to each public school pupil !

Some of our exchanges are advo- 
cating a county uniformity of text 
books instead of a State uniform- 
ity. The Sentinel believes that 
would be little, if any, better than 
the present no system at all — but 
little, if any, relief to the poorer 
people of the State — the class that 
will be most benefitted by the adop- 
tion of uniform text books. 

A great many of Alabama's peo- 
ple do not own a home — arc rent 
ors, therefore do not continually 
live m one county. With a county 
uniformity of text books this class 
would not be benefitted by that 
law if they remove to another 
county, for then different text 
books would confront them. Such 
being the case, wherein is the poor 
man benefitted by county uniform- 
ity of text books? 

On the other hand, State uni- 
formity in school books will bring 
about that which is most desired— 
a saving of what is now a senseless 
expense to the people, and the 
adoption of text books uniform in 
every county in the State. No 
matter into what county one might 
move the text books would be the 
same and the children would be in 
lino with the schools of whatever 
county in the State. The burden 
of a poor man with a family is by 
no means a light one. If the legis- 
lature should pass a law adopting 
uniform text books, it would ma- 
terially lighten his burden, and 
surely that is one good argument 
in favor of such a law. 

Another thing. The legislature 
of Alabama, made up largely as it, 
is of Democrats, will be inconsist- 
ent if it fails to p«ss a text book 
law. Opposition to trusts and 
combines, of whatever nature, is 
one of the cardinal principles of 
the Democratic party, and espec- 
ially in the campaign this year 
Democratic speakers were emphat- 
ic in their denunciations of these 
great evils. To be consistent with 
the arguments used a Democratic 
legislature must combat, when 
within its power, any trust or com- 
bine that attempts to gain a foot- 
hold in the State. There is no 
more harmful, pernicious trust 
than the book trust (and it has Al- 
abama parents by the throat now) 
in that it is a hindrance to many a 
poor man's child in getting even a, 
common school education. 

It is within the power, and rests 
with the Alabama legislature to re- 
move this hindrance. To be con- 
sistent with the principles of De- 
mocracy ; to be consistent with 
Democratic campaign utterances, 
the Democratic party, through the 
legislature, must now make good. 
And The Sentinel believes that it 
will be done.

We imagine that few, if any, of out 
readers are aware of what "mosking" 
is, since even so experienced a niagls 
trate as Mr. Shell was compelled yes- 
terday to confess to entire ignorance 
of both the word and the practice 
which it represents. Mosking is pro- 
fessional pawning, and thare is per- 
haps no more remarkable calling pur- 
sued in all London. The ordinary citi- 
zen whom stress of circumstances 
drives to seek assistance from the 
poor man's banker never expects to 
get the full value of his pledge, and 
recognizes that the pawnbroker could 
not live if he did. But the mosker | 
looks not only for the value of the 
article, but for a profit on what he 
paid for it. and the amazing thing i3 
that he gets it. There are, it appears, 
jewelers who make a specialty of sup- 
plying the mosker with the articles he 1 
requires, and who get up their goods 
so carefully as to deceive even th3 j 
very elect among "uncles." 

To such an extent had this gone that i 
one lawyer yesterday rescribed it as a . 
"well-known custom of the trade," ar.J I 
certainly the results must be satisfac- 
tory to their clients, for we find that 
the result of the police inquiries is 
that obtaining a living by pawrins 
these goods for more than has been 
paid for is a practice which quite ex- 
tensively prevails. There is also an 
added refinement, which increases our 
respect for the intellect though not for 
the morals of the mosker. It seems 
that it is not professional to be con- 
tented with the profit made out of the 
pawnbroker. There must be another 
"turn" in the transaction besides 
that. The mosker, therefore, who is 
really at the head of his profession, 
first pawns lor 10s. that for which ho 
has given 5s, and then sells the ticket 
to somebody else for 15s, alleging that 
the pledge is an ur.eqr.aled barga n 
which is really worth 20s, and wliirt j 
only the avarice and obduracy o" the 
pawnbroker drove him to part wiih it 
at the ridiculous figure marked on tin 
ticket.

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SOUDAN DEVIL WORSHIPPERS. 



Barbarous Marriage Customs cf These 
Savage Africans. 

This is a true story of the devil wor. 
shippers of the dark Soudan of Africa 
as told by Miss Mary Mullen, who has 
lately returned from the Momoligee 
mission. 

"There are so very many tilings to 
be said about this country in which 
I have been engaged in mission work," 
said Miss Mullen, "that I hardly know 
where to begin. Then, too, there is 
so very much that I could not tell of 
what the natives do in their so-called 
religious rites that the matter of giv- 
ing anything like an adequate descrip- 
tion of their life and customs is a most 
difficult one. Then, too, I dare say 1 
win at times seem inconsistent, for, 
notwithstanding the practice of poly- 
gamy and the awful methods of mar- 
riage or what corresponds to marriage, 
it is a fact that among those so mar- 
ried the husband or owner of the 
wives has but little cause to fear in- 
fidelity. Such action is often punish, 
ed by death, and the result is that in 
certain ways the devil worshippers of 
the Soudan are in reality more moral 
than some of the highest classes cf 
civil izp.tion. 

"Perhaps it would be well to start 
with this sub.ioct of marriage, and 
Tight here is a fact that I dare say will 
be interesting to readers. The old 
men for the most part have all of the 
ycung wives, while the young men 
must content themselves with the old 
women and widows. This is easily 
•explained. Sentiment rarely enters 
into the matter cf matrimonial alli- 
ances. 

"It is a pure question of trade, and 
«3 wives are considered more or les3 
of aa expensive l-uxury the rich old 
men get tho pick, while the poor ycung 
men have to take what is left until 
they have amassed a sufficient amount 
of wealth to make the purchase of 
more and younger wives possible. 

"Tobacco and rice are tho medium 
of exchanss, and I should say that 
about S15 was the average price set 
upon the Icead of a young and attrac- 
tive girl. Very often these girls are 
contracted for while they are still lit- 
tle more tl.an babies. 

"The selection of marriageable girls 
is one of the most awful in all of the 
customs of the devil worshippers. The 
Bundoo devil, a woman, takes all of 
these young girls into some sequester- 
ed spot in the bush, and it would be 
worth any man's life to be found in 
that vicinity. I cannot go into the 
customs and rites to whinh these girls 
are subjected by Jie Bundoo devil. 
But after certain ceremonies this devil 
selects certain ones, who are permitt- 
ed to wear a small girdle, which 
proves that they are the kind of girls 
a prospective husband would want to 
buy. 

"Others who are not so fortunate 
come from the ordeal with the string 
trailing along the ground after them. 
As a matter of fact. I have been told 
on the very best authority that this 
selection of the girls really has noth- 
ing to do with their previous life, but 
that it is a means for the woman 
devil to get vengeance on some of her 
neighbors, an opportunity that she 
never overlooks. 

"The young girls who are taken into 
the bush are carefully protected, and 
no man ever dares venture in the 
neighborhood. Thia place 13 generally 
called the Eundoo bush, or devil's 
stomach, and here it is that they are 
trained for wives. Seme, too, are 
trained for special dancing, and these 
dancing Bu:idoo girls dress themselves 
in the most grotesque of costumes 
and paint their faces in the most hide- 
cus manner. — Atlanta Constitution.

The leading doctors of Honolulu ad- 
vocate two meals a day as being 
enough lor anybody there, and not 
heavy meals at that. Those who toil 
hardest in the Hawaiian islands eat 
little but rice, while those who toil 
least eat three meals a day, with meat 
at each meal. Experience shows that 
this threc-mea! habit makes business 
lor the drug stores and doctors. The 
convicts iiv Oahu prison, who get a 
fixed ration— -just enough to keep them 
strong, and no more, who work hard 
on the streets and in the quarries — 
these coLvi.cts are healthier than the 
same number of free day laborers or 
mechanics." This last statement 
proves the case. In all prisons there is 
a uiet lor mea in i-t..^, men tn uie 
yards and men working hard in the 
open air. Those in the cells, who lead 
about the same life as the average 
clerk or accountant, get a very light 
ration, but it is enough to keep them 
in health. If they are fed as much as 
the men who work outdoor breaking 
stone, they invariably fall ill. Is it 
not remarkable that men in prison, 
because prevented from overeating, are 
kept in btttev health than men who 
are free?— San Francisco Argonaut.

Is more desirable than theirs, easier 
and tilled with plenty of leisure to en- 
i-iy .-ill the pleasures with which the 
nisVic lniajtinati:>n gilds and [jloriiios 
those distant iswies and ttclh £Ucs 
ihoy need only try to find nut their, 
mistake "Far fields arc green" and 
lose much of their attractiveness upon 
a nearer view. 

To •tin.' city man of ordinary means 
and opportunities, who, like "the otdi- 
I'.nry farmer, has no bank account to 
fall back upon in cr.se of emergency, 
life is one "d< mnition grind" and with- 
out the soothing intlm'nces of nature 
that surround the farmer to quiet the 
fever and unrest with which the strug- 
gle, competition and turmoil around 
him keep his nerves on the rack day 
after day. As a rule, such men are not 
their own masters, but must order 
their speech, demeanor and inclinations 
to please the powers that have control 
over their daily doings in order to keep 
bread in the inOuths and clothes on the 
backs of both themselves and their 
families. 

The farmer, If he does not feel well, 
can rise in the morning at whatever 
hour it pleases him so to do, for an 
hour oi' so or a day or two does not 
make much difference in his affairs, 
except at the most critical periods of 
planting and harvesting. lie can have 
his own opinions, and voice them, too, 
on politics and religion and all the 
stirring questions of the day without 
fear cf antagonizing the powers that 
be, who can "sack" him if his views 
and opinions do not happen to coincide 
with those of his masters or ••over- 
lord" (the boss). 

That the farmer is a hard worker no- 
body can deny. Tilling the soil is not 
easy work. Since God gave the com- 
mand to man to "earn his bread by the 
sweat of his face" the farmer's life 
has been a life of toil. It takes some 
strength and effort to dig a living out 
of the ground. It is not easy to earn a 
living, much less a fortune, without 
effort, and the farmer is not the only 
one who "sweats." Brain wcrkers 
have no sinecure, although some per- 
sona imagine that all they have to do 
is to sit at a desk and add up figures 
or to twiddle a pen in their angers. The 
life of a salesman behind the counter 
is most wearisome and monotonous. 
The beautiful days cf spring go by, 
the birds are singing as they build 
their nests, the fuweis are blooming in 
the valleys and on the hillsides, and the 
grass is growing greener and greener 
in the meadows, yet never a glimpse 
does he get of the beauty of the bright 
world except when ho can take a car 
ride of an evening or on a Sunday or 
holiday. 

A grocer's clerk works more hours 
end harder than the average country 
boy, who can go to the "'conier" and 
pitch quoits and gossip with hiB cronies 
when the city young man is just get- 
ting from work, and, as for the man 
who delivers milk In the city, he has 
even harder work and longer hours. 
At 4 in the morning and even earlier 
his wagon is heard on the streets and 
himself racing from top to bottom of 
the high apartment buildings In" the 
cold and sieet of a midwinter's morn- 
ing or in the enervating heat of sum- 
mer. At breakneck speed he goes, and 
one could almost imagine that his life 
depended upon getting through his 
rounds In due season. Competition Is 
so great that he must neglect nothing 
and always be pleasant and obliging 
to the most unreasonable of customers 
for fear of losing one. There are the 
Ic:men, carrying fifty pounds and often 
tOO pounds of ice up four nights of 
ptairs. which Is no easy task, and as it 
fs not skilled labor the pay is probably 
not more than it should bo, considering 
the amount of strength expended. 
Hard as the work is and moderate as 
is the pay, no man can afford to lose 
his job, so he has to be very careful not 
to antagonize his employers. 

The man who docs business on a 
small scale and is his own boss prob- 
ably finds it no easier to make a living, 
for he has to do the greater part of his 
own work, and in the case of a bad or 
unprofitable season Is sometimes not so 
well off as his hireling, who is sure of 
his wages at least. 

That man who owns his laud and 
'las good health is a poor farmer who 
cannot make at least a living for him- 
self and family. It may not be^i sump- 
tuous living, but it may be a compara- 
tively comfortable one. This cannot 
be said of all sorts of occupations. 

There is another hope ahead for the 
farmer. If he doesn't have good luck 
this year, he may the next. There is 
always a chance that there will be a 
better yield in crops and a better price 
in the market. The element of uncer- 
tainty adds nest to life which a settled 
amount of wages from month to month 
and from year to year cannot give, and 
be is always sure of enough to eat on 
the farm of some sort or another. 

The time is coming and is not far dis- 
tant when tiie farmer's life will be 
looked upon as the ideal life by many 
of the world weary toilers of the 
crowded cities. Even now the one 
bright dream of many a drudger in the 
stores and otiices is of a happy time 
coming when he will have a farm, a 
home all his own in the country, where 
he can rest his tired brain and nervs 
as he sits beneath his own vino and 
fig— or apple- -tree. Whoever despises a

SPREADING LIGHT IN ASIA. 



Railroads Being Laid Over Scenes of 
Former Barbaric Splendor. 

The distant and almost legendary 
regions in Asia into which Russia is 
infusing a new civilizing spirit al- 
ways exert over the imagination a 
peculiar attraction. New interest is 
directed to them by the extension of 
the trans-Caspian railway southward 
towards the Persian Gulf. The sandy 
composition of the soil explains the 
desolation of the land, several cen- 
turies of comparative sloth and neg- 
lect on the part of the inhabitants hav- 
ing intervened since the time when it 
was highly productive and boasted of 
flourishing towns. Merv itself, one of 
the largest and most magnificent cities 
of Central Asia, was swallowed up by 
the sand and destroyed in the eighth 
century. Rs ruins still give an idea of 
its former greatness. But the city of 
this region above all others whose 
name awakens the memories of an 
heroic past is Samarcand, known also 
as Maracanda. It is one of the oldest 
cities of the world, and has witnessed 
many of the mighty events cf history. 

At Samarcand is still seen tho Kok- 
Tasche, a throne or stone upon which 
the ceremony of coronation was per- 
formed, one of the finest relics of the 
reign of Tamerlane. It is an im- 
mense block of grayish granite, with 
black veins running through it, flank- 
ed by four pillars and guarded by a 
balustrade. On this stone Tamerlane 





m. 
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Remains cf University of Chirdar. 
gave audience to foreign ambassadors 
and to messengers and petitioners 
from ail parts cf his vast empire. He 
also sat upon it when pronouncing 
judgment of life and death, and a 
great vase of stone near at hand re- 
ceived the heads of the countless vic- 
tims who were executed before bis 
eyes. 

For the Western visitor the point of 
chief interest in Samarcand is the 
plaza called Righistan, which, consid- 
ered in its relation to the rest of the 
city and the veneration in which it is 
held by the natives, may well be com- 
pared to the Piazza di San Marco, at 
Venice. Here was the University of 
Chirdar, once so famous in the Orien- 
tal world. Architecturally, its re- 
mains are stiil beautiful.

"A dangerous business — too danger- 
ous for me! I wonder how these fire- 
men get the nerve to risk their lives 
like that?" and the grocery clerk who 
had been watching a crew of firemen 
build a chain of ladders up the sheer, 
bald side of the blazing tenement 
house opposite, dodged to get out 
of the way of a fire engine. 

Unmindful of the suffocating smoke 
and the flames, firemen were scaling 
the high wall. By means of ladders, 
consisting of hickory sticks, from 
which branched short pegs for steps 
on either side, with a hook at the end, 
to hang the ladder from the window 
sill above, they built a perpendicular 
staircase from the pavement to the 
roof. Then, climbing nimbly from sill 
to sill, they began the work of res- 
cue. Tying ropes around the half- 
crazed tenement dwellers, they low- 
ered them swiftly, but safely, to the 
street, or, grasping children in their 
arms, they themselves sprang into the 
air, and by means cf tie lifo rope 
twisted around the hooks in their 
belts, they slid down to the street as 
lightly as a ball of down. 

Those who, like the grocery clerk, 
wonder how the fireman gets his 
nerve, may learn the reason by visit- 
ing fire headquarters, in East Sixty- 
seventh street. In the big yard to 
the rear, which faces in Sixty-eighth 
street, the raw recruits who hope 
some day to wear the blue uniform 
and fire ax buttons of a New York 
fireman, are taught how to save 7 life, 
and, most of all, how to get a fire- 
man's nerve. 

The morning class was thus being 
put through their round of work one 
day recently, and one of the pupils 
had fastened his scaling ladder in the 
top window on the sixth floor of the 
Fire Headquarters building, on the 
rear of which the men are drilling, 
when Capt. Andrew F. Fitzgerald, who 
was instructing the class in the ab- 
sence of the chief, shouted: 

"Hey, there, No. 4, what's the mat- 
ter? Afraid?" The man had fastened 
his ladder and was climbing up to the 
window above with a cautious, ner- 
vous tread, as if he expected every 
instant the ladder he was on would 
break and he would go crashing down 
into the life net below. No. 4 made no 
answer, but only clung to the ladder 
more timidly. 

"Go ahead up!" shouted the instruc- 
tor; "use your hands, your ladder is 
all right." But No. 4 climbed still 
more cautiously, and reaching the 
roof at last, slowly drew himself over 
the edge. 

"That fellow will never make a fire- 
man," said the instructor, in an under- 
tone. "He wants to do the work, but 
he can't. He can't get the r.ervc." 
Then, after a pause, tee captain said: 

"Now watch this man and see the 
difference. This fellow is born for 
the business." Turning around to the 
class, he shouted: 

"No. 5, build a chain." 

No. 5 leaped from hi.; seat, graspsd 
a scaling ladder, hung the two-foot 
steel hook at its end on the siil of the 
second story window, and then, lightly 



next story. Again he hooked himself 
fast, caught another ladder, hooked 
it into the next window and so, quick- 
ly and apparently without the least 
fear or shrinking, mounted to the roof 
with a dash and a spring, which made 
the crowd of children who were watch- 
ing him in Sixty-eighth street, give a 
mingled howl of terror and admira- 
tion. With the same confidence in 
himself, No. 5 descended from his 
lofty perch, unhooked the ladders, 
passed them down to the men below 
him, and finally leaped to the ground 
with a broad smile on his face. 

The instructor had not said a word 
through the whole performance, until 
No. 5 had taken his seat, when he 
said : 

"Good work, No. 5. No. 7, build a 
chain," and r-r.other man started to

repeat the feat. After the work of 
building chains cf ladders, teams of 
two men each wore put to work 
"standing on the sills," and thus one 
man would stand on the sill of a win- 
dow, ar.d hook a ladder into the win- 
dow above, while his comrade would 
stand inside and hold fast to his belt. 
In this way two men, with a single 
ladder, would quickly mount to the 
roo:. The feat of "straddling the 
sills" followed, w"iere a man without 
the help of a comrade within, hung 
to a window and hooked his ladder 
into the casement above. 

"I wouldn't order any of them to 
do that kind of work when they first 
come here " said tie instructor. "I 
don't believe in endangering the lives 
of the men. I work them higher as 
they develop nerve. Ail these men 
are what are called probationary men. 
After making out an application for a 
position on the force, they are given 
a mental and physical examination, 
and if successful they are sent here 
for instruction. After the three weeks 
cf work here, learning to handle scal- 
ing ladders, to tie knots, and, most 
cf all, to get nerve, the probationary 
man is assigned to a fire station, 
where he learns the alarms, the ap- 
paratus of trucks, engines, harness 
and all the various appliances of fire 
machinery. After he has shown his 
fitness here he gets his uniform." 

"How many cf thess probationary 
men get their uniforms?" was asked. 

"Nearly all," was the answer. 
"TJiese fellows have made up their 
mind to be firemen before they make 
application. They have a pretty good 
idea of the work. Although they do 
not, perhaps, realize fully the hard- 
ships of the life, they know it is no 
barkeeper's job. They come to the 
training yard and see what a course 
of sprouts they will be put through, 
and the cowards quit before they 
start. A few like No. 4 show soon 
that they can't get their nerve, and 
drop out from sheer fright. The out- 
sider says that we risk our lives. 
Well, we do sometimes; but, as the 
life insurance companies will tell you. 
there is no greater percentage of 
deaths among firemen than in the 
average trade. And that is because 
we hpve confidence in ourselves. In 
other words, we get nerve. They fol- 
low this life because they love it." — 
New York Exchange.

Navigating the Air 

Inventors Have Been at Work on This Problem Since the 
Year 1500— Stanley Spencer's Machine the Most 
Successful Yet Produced 



Flights of two dirigible airships at 
Coney Island, New York, recently, call 
attention anew to the slow but ap- 
parently steady progress which man 
is making in the difficult art of flying. 

The earliest historical record of an 
attempt to design a flying machine on 
really scientific principles is found in 
the notebooks of Leonardo da Vinci. 
The famous artist and engineer never 
worked the idea out, but it is known 
that the principle involved was tao 
flapping of wings. He proposed to use 
man power for that purpose. Sev- 
eral inventors during the last half 
of the nineteenth century devised toys 
that would keep afloat for a moment 
by moving wings. A typical device of 
that kind was Jobert's. It dates back 
to 1872. Twisted rubber supplied the 
power for its operation. 

Among the first to recognize the 
sustaining power of an outstretched 
flat surface, entirely apart from the 
question of propulsion, was a German 
engineer, Herr Olio Lilienthal. A 
series of experiments and observa- 
tions, covering twenty-five years, were 
discussed in a hook which appeared in 
1S99. Subsequently Liliential made 
short flights through the air by jump- 
ing from a roof or cliff and gliding 
forward and downward at the same 
time. At first he used only one pair 
of stationary wing3, or aeroplanes, to 
hold himself up, but later he made a 
double decker. His apparatus was 
supplied with a double rudder for 
steering sideways and up and down. 
Gravitation was his motive power, al- 
though toward the end of his career 
he meditated using a small engine. 
Pilcher, a young Englishman, and Oc- 
tave Chanute, an American engineer, 
have done a great deal of good work 
along this line. 

The two most prominent investiga- 
tors of the possibility of combining 
the aeroplane for sustaining the ship 
in air with powerful propelling mech- 
anism of the screw type have been 
Sir Hiram Maxim and Prof. S. P. 
Langley. Maxim's machine was a co- 
lossal affair. For experimental pur- 
poses, in order to ascertain how fast 
it would go ahead, it was mounted 
on a railway. It had three decks, or 
sets of aeroplanes, and, with three 
men on board and plenty of naphtha 
for fuel, weighed 8,000 pounds. There 




Lilienthal's Gliding Machine, 
were two enormous screws astern. 
The engines were mr.rvels of light- 
ness. They developed 300 horsepower 
with a weight of p.bout six pounds per 
horsepower. While he was experi- 
menting, in 1895, Maxim's airship 
pulled loose from the track, rose a 
little and then came down abruptly 
enough to be considerably injured. 
Since that time Sir Hiram has given 
little attention to this subject. Stiil, 
he showed that it was possible to 
attain a speed cf something like twen- 
ty-five or thirty ndle3 an hour. 

Prof. Langley, who has probably 
gone deeper in to the philosophy of 
aerial navigation tl'an any other living 
man, improved on Maxim in two or 
three ways. He made a model too 
small to carry a passenger, but big 
enough to test the merits of the de- 
sign. Its length was 10 feet, and Uie 
distance from tip to tip of wing about 
12 feet. His steam engine weighed 
only twenty-six ounces and developed 
enc or one and cne-half horsepower. 
Finally he launched the ship from the 
roof of a houseboat on the water, so 
that when it descended the craft 
would not be injured. The trial flight 
lasted a minute and a half, and devel- 
oped a speed of twenty-five or thirty 
miles an hour. 

The type of airship to which that 



Dumont in anot'acr way is being made 
by two Englishrr.en, Stanley Spencer 
and Dr. Barton.

THE NEED OF EDUCATION. 



Russian Feasants Senefited by Spread 
of Knowledge. 
The economic decay of the Russian 
peasantry i3 not primarily due to 
ignorance, for in tie first few years 
after emancipates, when the peasants 
were totally illiterate, they were com- 
paratively pro3percus. Nevertheless, 
education invariably has good eco- 
nomic results, for the need for inten- 
sive farming grows, and ignorance 
and intensive farming arc incompat- 
ible. The Moscow Ze-mstvo in twenty 
years reduced the illiteracy figures 
from 70 per cent to lass than 30 per 
cent in certain districts, and it was 
found that in the educated districts 
the peasants were much better oft' 
than in the districts where illiteracy 
was more common. Peasant educa- 
tion, however, is hampered by climatic 
conditions, by trie distance between 
the villages and by the poverty of the 
Zemstvos. A Russian Zemstvo village 
teacher is paid from ten to fifteen dol- 
lars a month; tho teachers in the 
parish schools sometimes receive as 
little as ?2.50 a month; and their 
social position is extremely bad ; so 
bad, indeed, that when the introduc- 
tion of the State Drink Monopoly 
created a new class of government of- 
ficials, many schoolmasters left the 
villages and obtained positions as as- 
sistants in the government public 
bouses. — R. E. C. Long, in The Pil- 
giim.

THE SPOILS OF BABYLON. 

Antiquarians Revel in Finds from An- 
cient City. 

The ruins of Babylon continue to 
yield antiquities of the very highest 
interest to tho excavators who repre- 
sent tho German Oriental society. 
From tho center of the square site 
which extends for miles on both sides 
of tho Euphrates, at a place now 
called Nischan-el-Aswad, the Germans 
have taken 400 tablets, one being a 
syllabary in two languages which may 
add a good deal to our knowledge of 
the languages written in cuneiform 
signs, and another, a litany, which was 
chanted by the priests of Marduk or 
Merodach at the temple of Esagila. 
Marduk was one of the twelve great 
gods and was represented in heaven 
by a constellation. In some of his 
traits he was like Hercules, in others 
like Zeus. A striking discovery was 
the site of a temple of the god who 
was the Babylonian forerunner cf Pai- 
eon, the physician of the gods in 
Homer, and of Aesculapius in later 
centuries. This god of physicians was 
worshipped as Ador or Nineb. Amu- 
lets, cylinder seals, reliefs showing 
hunting scenes and colored tile work 
of a very high artistic value are among 
the German spoils at Babylon during 
the past season. 



NEW IDEA FOR EXPRESS TRAINS. 



Makes No Stops, But Drops Passen- 
gers Off at Stations. 

A model of a new device was re- 
cently shown before the members of 
the British Association, by means of 
which it is possible to put passengers 
off at any station along a railroad 
without stopping the train. 

The model showed a circular track. 
Tho last carriage on the train was 
slipped as each station was passed„[ 
and passengers wishing to alight at 
the next station would proceed to the 
last carriage, the train being of course 
continuous on the American plan, so 
that access could be had right 
through. Then the slipped carriage 
had deposited its passengers and tak- 
en up a fresh load, it would be started 
and the next train would be allowed 
gradually to catch it up. It would 
then form part of the new train until, 
having passed a sufficient number of 
stations, it came to be the last car- 
riage again, when it would be once 
more slipped. Of course the cars 
v ould be electrically driven, and the 
author exhibited a model showing 
how by an elsctrical device it could 
be shown in the separate car and in 
the overtaking train how far the two 
were apart.

Light as a Healing Agent. 

In view of the growing importance 
of the application of light as a heal- 
ing principle in medical science the 
medical congress which recently con- 
vened at Wiesbaden invited Prof. Bie 
of Copenhagen to read a paper on the 
subject. The lecturer explained the 
principle of employing light for heal- 
ing purposes after excluding its chem- 
ical effects. The results obtained by 
this method in cases of smallpox, ac- 
cording to the lecturer, are such that 
the question is raised whether the 
light treatment shall not be made 
compulsory. Prof. Bie approves the 
apparatus invented by Dr. Finsen of 
Copenhagen, with which the latter has 
achieved such remarkable success in 
cases of lupus, but urges that no one 
but qualified doctors should be allowed 
to apply the light treatment, as dis- 
turbances are apt to occur which ren- 
der it necessary to break it off sud- 
denly. 



Had Chinaman's Sympathy. 

Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel the other 
evening, incident to a discussion of 
the Chinese question, told a story on 
himself. 

"Some years ago," he said, "when 
I had to make a frayed collar do ser- 
vice as long as possible, I undertook 
to show a Chinese laundryman, in 
dumb show, that I wanted several 
collars turned inside out.

Outlook Promising for an 
Active Year. 

The iron market continues firm and 
the outlook for next year is most prom- 
ising. 

Bookings during the holiday season 
will not be numerous, but after the 
middle of January activity will again 
prevail. This time last year it was 
generally predicted that prices would 
begin to soften by the 1st of July, but 
when the 1st of July came the market 
■was stronger and prices higher than 
ever. 

The unprecedented crops and the un- 
precedented prosperity of the country 
assured high prices for another year, 
and no practical business man now 
thinks of a flagging market this side 
of July, 1903, and many iron makers 
think high prices T. ili continue through- 
out the year. Rogers, Brown & Co.'s 
circular says: 

Ta'igng advantage of a temporary 
quietness in the iron market, quite a 
few buyers entered the market dur- 
ing the past week and placed contracts 
for their requirements in pig iron for 
next year. Some sellers were pleased 
to find that offers they made for de* 
liveries during the entire year were ac- 
cepted, indicating full confidence in 
the future; in other cases sales were 
made for deliveries during the last six 
months of the year. The presence in 
the market of numerous small buyers 
covering for their requirements for 
months to corns is taken by some as a 
forerunner of a greater buying move- 
ment which was not expected to begin 
until the dawning of the new year. 

Consumers have recently been slow j 
to contract for their year's supply of 
fuel for next year. There are very 
few independent coke operations, how- 
ever, that have not disposed of their 
coko output for the greater part of 
next year, and at figures double the 
asking price a year ago.

Southern Pacific Agents Experiment- 
ing With the Soil. 

The management of the Southern 
Pacific purposes to esta.blish Texas as 
one of the nation's foremost tobacco 
producing regions. . For a long time 
the road's industrial agents have been 
experimenting with the soil of certain 
sections of the state and they are con- 
vinced it is well adapted to the culture 
of high-grade tobacco, including many 
kinds that now are imported. It is 
planned to interest tobacoo growers of 
Wisconsin, Kentucky, Virginia, Connect 
ticut and other parts in the possibili- 
ties of Texas. 

It is the purpose of the road to af- 
ford a systematic course of education 
to tobacco growers of the country, with 
special endeavor to fill the want of a 
teritory that can give to America what 
now can be had only from foreigners. 
Well informed tobacco men say that 
if the plans of the Southern Pacific 
are realized the tobacco trade will be 
revolutionized, with almost inestima- 
ble benefits to the country at large. It 
is believed that Texas can be made to 
equal if not surpass Cuba and Suma- 
tra as a producer cf high class cigar 
goods. 



SENATOR MORGAN HAS 

A NEW SOLUTION 

Proposes That Negroes Be Colonized 

in Philippines — President is Inter- 
ested and Sends Negro Leader 
to the Islands to kivestigate. 

After two years cf endeavor Sena- 
tor Morgan has succeeded in interest- 
ing the war department and incidental- 
ly President Roosevelt in a plan to use 
the Philippine islands in colonizing the 
negroes of the United States. The war 
department has made arrangements to 
test the practical possibilities of the 
plan and the president has sent the 
negro leader, T. Thomas Fortune, to 
the Philippines to make investigations 
and report on conditions there. Sens- 
tor Morgan, it is understood, has held 
consultations with Governor Taft and 
other officials of the islands. 

It is the Alabama senator's purpose 
in the future to construct legislation 
on this line. As yet he believes the 
time is not ripe for legislation, the 
farmers of the South think they need 
the negro and for the present at least 
he will withhold legislation. 

He believes, however, that the move 
now under way will result eventually 
in millions of negroes emigrating to 
the Philippines, and there working out 
of their own salvation. This he be 
lieves to be the solution of the negro 
problem. The senator's plan is to give 
them homesteads of about twenty 
acres each, all possible commercial ad- 
vantages, under the protection of the 
United States government. 

"The principal reason for my atti- 
tude in the senate toward retaining 
the Philippine islands," said the sena- 
tor today, "was my belief that those 
islands would afford a home for the 
negro. I introduced a resolution when 
I first came to congress to recognize 
the Congo Free State as an independ- 
ent nation, merely to afford the ne- 
groes of this country a place to which 
they might emigrate. 

"The acquisition of the Philippines 
has opened up a vastly superior coun- 
try for the negro. The land is richer, 
the climate better suited to them and 
they would still be under the Ameri- 
can flag, a condition which the negro 
likes exceedingly well. I will try to 
put the plan in operation without en- 
dangering the labor of southern farm- 
ers, and I believe under the present 
scheme It will work out this way. 

"It will take time, of course, but the 
plan when accomplished will prove 
satisfactory to everybody." 



Much Testimony. 
The testimony taken by the sub- 
committee on territories on the Louse 
omnibus statehood bill has been 
printed as a senate document and 
made public. It makes a book of 394 
pages with maps and includes the 
questions and answers of many people 
examined by the sub-committee with 
reference to the size, population, -re- 
sources, schools and churches, busi- 
ness, moral and other characteristics 
of the three proposed states, and mis- 
cellaneous Information. 



England and Germany bombarded 
Puerto Cabello, Venezuela, Saturday, 
silencing the guns, but not doing any 
damage to the city.

It is un- 
derstood that Lloyd Griscom, now min- 
ister to Peru, who was charged d'af- 
faires at Constantinople, and in that 
capacity did much to effect a settle- 
ment of the American claims, will be 
the successor to the late Minister 
Buck.

GEORGIA LAWMAKERS ADJOURN. 

Despite Governor Terrell's Veto HIo 
Term is Extended. 

A biH was passed by the Georgia 
legislature over Governor Terrell's 
veto, which extends the terms of the 
governor and other state officers eight 
months beyond the time at which they 
would otherwise have expired. The 
bill also provides that the legislature 
shall meet on the fourth Wednesday 
in June instead of the fourth Wednes- 
day in October, as at present. 

The legislature adjourned sine die 
tonight, the fifty-day limitation having 
expired. The next session will com- 
mence in June, 1903. 



MANY SUITS FILED 



By Negroes Against Virginia State 
Officers. 

A special from Richmond, Va., says: 
Suits for $5000 each against the gov- 
ernor, members of the constitutional 
convention and election officers in be- 
half of negroes disfranchised by the 
new Virginia constitution, were filed 
in the United States court. The suits 
are against the governor, all the con- 
vention members in the eastern dis- 
trict of Virginia, and the judges of elefr 
tion at precincts where the negroes 
were not permitted to vote, all made 
defendants collectively and individual- 
ly. 



Colonel W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) 
declared just prior to his departure for 
Europe that his show, "the Wild West" 
had appeared in this country for the 
last time.

A CONSOLIDATION 



Bonds for $50,000. 

The city of Anniston will Issue 
bends to the amount of possibly $50,- 
000 within the next few months if 
granted permission by the legislature. 

Under the new constitution munici- 
palities can issue bonds only when 
given permission by the state legisla 
ture, and at the next session of the 
general assembly Anniston will apply 
to that body for privilege to issue the 
bonds. 

The bonds will be issued for the pur- 
pose of refunding certain outstanding 
bonds of the city heretofore issued by 
authority of the general assembly of 
Alabama. 



Of Banking and Insurance 
Interests. 

A banking consolidation is announc- 
ed which will bring into harmony the 
large financial and insurance interests 
of the Mutual Life company, the Equit 
able Life Assurance Asociation and 
the Morton Trust Company. This was 
brought about at the meetings of the 
directors of the National Bank of the 
United States, which was acquired 
some months ago by the interest 
which controls the trust company and 
of the Western National Bank. The 
directors of the Bank of the United 
States voted to amalgamate with the 
Western and to raise the capital to 
$1,000,000. The new institution will be 
known as the Western Bank of eVr- 
mont. 



COTTON WEEVILS COMING. 



Experts Are At Work to Kill Them 
Before They Reach Here. 

According to government experts 
the Mexican cotton boll' weevil is no 
longer confined to the Texas coast 
country and to that part of the state 
adjoining Mexico, but is moving stead- 
ily northward and eastward and is now 
within sixty miles of Red river. 

Under ordinary circumstances this 
news would be calculated to cause 
great alarm among the cotton grow- 
ers of the states other than Texas to- 
ward which the pests seem to be head- 
ing. It is, however, that the experts 
who are now at work in Texas will be 
able to devise some effectual manner 
of fighting the pernicious insects, in 
which event there would probably be 
little or no trouble experienced in se- 
curing an appropriation necessary to 
carry on the work on the part of the 
government. 



Sues for $10,000. 

Suit for damages in the sum of $10,- 
000 has been filed in the circuit court 
of Hinds county by the Laurel A Cotton 
Mills against the Gulf and Ship Island 
road. The declaration states that when 
the mills were built the railroad com- 
pany entered into a contract with 
plaintiffs to give a freight rate that 
would allow them to compete success- 
ly with the Stonewall mills, near Me- 
ridian, and also to give a through bill 
of lading rate on raw cotton from 
points along its line, with stopover 
privileges at Laurel for manufacturing 
purposes, the finished product to be 
credited pound for pound on the orig- 
inal cotton package. After carrying 
out this agreement for one year the 
declaration avers it was abandoned by 
the railroad company, and the mill 
management now asks damages in the 
sum of $10,000. 



ROOT TALKS OF THE ARMY. 



Ho Swore Falsely. 

A runaway marriage and alleged 
false swearing to secure the license is 
the result of the downfall and incar- 
ceration cf Claud Phillips, a young ex- 
soldier, in jail at Athens. A young 
man secured the aid of Claud to get 
a license to marry a daughter of Char- 
ley Thomas, a prominent farmer liv- 
ing near Gilbertsboro. The bride-to- 
be was only 15 years of age, and Hurd 
employed Phillips to go in and make 
the necessary affidavit to the probate 
court to secure the license. Ho went 
in and swore that Miss Thome was 
over 18, and upon this showing the 
court granted the license. Hurd and 
his child bride ran away and were 
married. The father of the girl had 
Phillips arrested for perjury, and fail- 
ing to make bond he is in jail. Thorne 
intends to push the case to its utmost 



Should War Occur the Chief of Staff 
Named in Bill Would Rank as a 
Lieutenant General. 

Secretary Root appeared before the 
military committee of the house and 
submitted an argument in support ot 
the war department bill Introduced by 
Mr. Hull, of Iowa, for a general staff 
to have charge of the preparations of 
the national defense and the mobiliza- 
tion of military forces in time of war. 
Mr. Root earnestly urged the advisa- 
bility of creating a general staff along 
the lines of the bill. Mr. Root ex- 
plained that should wan occur the 
chief of staff, who, under the terms of 
the bill, will have the rank and pay 
of a lieutenant general, would not be 
expected to take the field, but would 
have a plan of campaign ready to hand 
to whatever officer the president might 
select for the field. The latter would 
not necessarily have to follow this 
plan, but he would have the benefit ot 
it. Effective administration of the 
army, the secretary said, could not be 
had unless the man at the head had 
the support of men loyal to his admin- 
istration. The secretary recommended 
that the bill take effect August 10, 
1903, in order that it might not in any 
way affect General Miles, the present 
head cf the army. 

"The bill would," said he, "increase 
rather than diminish his power, bat he 
dislikes the change, and I do not ask 
you to do anything prejudicial to him 
or anything that would wound his feel- 
ings. 

"If the bill goes into effect August 
10, 1903, it will be- after he has retired 
from the active list by operation of 
law." 

The secretary read a letter from 
General Young, who, he said, was to 
succeed General Miles, warmly com- 
mending the bill as the best possible 
solution of the administration of the 
army. 



Mrs. U. S. Grant Dead. 

Mrs. U. S. Grant, wife of President 
Grant, died at her residence in Wash- 
ington Sunday. Death was due to 
heart failure, Mrs. Grant having suf- 
fered for some years from valvular dis- 
ease of the heart, which was aggra- 
vated by a severe attack of bronchi- 
tis. Her age prevented her rallying 
from the attack. Her daughter, Nellie 
Grant Sartoris, was the only one of her 
children with her at the time of her 
death, her three sons who had been 
summoned all being out of the city. 

General Frederick Grant is in Texas. 
The remains of Mrs. Grant will be de- 
posited in the tomb at Riverside park, 
New York, where those of her husband 
now repose. Mrs. Grant, whose maid- 
en name was Julia Dent, was born in 
St. Louis in 1826. She was married 
to General, then Captain Grant, in 
1848. During the civil war Mrs. 
Grant was with the general much of 
the time and remained as near as pos- 
sible to him when he was campaign 
ing. She saw her husband twice in- 
augurated as president and accompa 
nied him on his journey around the 
world.

Hon. H. C-. Gunnels, state superin- 
tendent of education, in his forthcom- 
ing biennial report will recommend 
that all the nine district agricultural 
schools in the state be put under one 
board of trustees. This is regarded 
as a very important matter, as there 
has been perpetual complaint of local 
squabbles interfering with the efficien- 
cy of the schools. 

He will also recommend a general 
law requiring that all the counties be 
divided into school districts based on 
the centers cf population and neigh- 
borhood organization instead of town- 
ships, which are purely arbitrary di- 
visions. Several cf the counties are 
already districted under local acts and 
the change is excellent in its results. 

Mr. Gunnells will also recommend 
that the governor and superintendent 
of education be added as ex-officio 
members of the board of trustees of 
the normal college at Livingston, the 
state not now being represented on 
that board, which is a novelty in 
school organization in this state.

U. S. CLERK REFUSES 



To File the Petition Appointing R. L. 
Lowe Receiver. 

Major Charles J. Allison, clerk of 
the United States court, refused to fila 
a bill presented to him in the form of 
a request that the United States court 
turn over to Robert J. Lowe, receiver, 
all of the assets and effects of the Con- 
tinental Debenture Security company, 
which has been the subject of so much 
litigation. 

Major Allison assigned as his reason 
for refusing to file the bill that when 
Judge Thomas G. Jones appointed Z. 
T. Rudolph receiver for the defunct 
concerns involved and all other persons 
from interfering in any way with the 
receiver in his work of winding up the 
affairs of the companies. 

Mr. Lowe was appointed receiver 
by Chancellor Carmichael several 
days ago in the case of Bringier et al. 
against the company. Previous to that 
time Mr. Rudolph had been appoint- 
ed receiver ni the United States court. 

The question is who will stand as re- 
ceiver, Mr. Lowe or Mr. Rudolph Mr. 
Rudulph was appointed several weeks 
ago and is now engaged in winding 
up the affairs of the concerns. Tha 
question will probably not be decided 
until passed on by the supreme court. 



Driver Killed While Perform- 
ing his Duty. 

C. H. Hope .better known as "Bud" 
Hope, a driver for the Birmingham 
Ore company, was shot through the 
lung and killed Monday afternoon 
while driving a wagon along Avenue 
H, near Twenty-second street, Bir- 
mingham. 

The shooting was done by a young 
man who had been in the wagon with 
Hope, and the police followed him to 
his home on the other side of the 
mountain. It is stated his name is 
Massey. One of the policemen who 
went after the man said that they went 
to his home and found his family 
there, but that he had been home and 
obtained some articles of clothing and 
other necessaries and then left for the 
hills. The two men were quarreling. 

The bullet entered the left breast of 
Hope about 2 inches above the heart, 
and ranged downward, breaking one of 
the ribs on the right side and pene- 
trating the left lung. 

At, a late hour Bob Massey was ar- 
rested at his home at Shades Valley, 
four miles from Birmingham, on a 
charge of being implicated in the kill- 
ing of Hope, and locked up in the 
county jail. Massey is past middle age 
and this morning related an account 
of the killing. His sen, Will Massey, 
who, it is said, shot Hope, has not been 
arrested. As soon as he reached home 
Monday afternoon his father stated 
that he kissed his little sister, and 
telling the members of the family 
goodby, left home, and when a long 
way from the house they heard a shot, 
which the father thinks was discharg- 
ed to let him know in which direction 
ho was going.

A Rare Commission. 

The history department has been 
presented by Frank Julian with the 
commission of his father, William R. 
Julian, as first lieutenant of artillery 
under date of January 31, 1861. It 
is one of those rare commissions is- I 
sued in the name of the independent | 
state of Alabama during the interim 
between the secession of the state and 
the organization of the confederacy. 

The department is also in receipt of 
a complete file of the proceedings of 
the Alabama Phamaceutical associa- 
tion from the date of its organization 
to the present, being one of only two 
such files in existence. It is present- 
ed by the secretary, W. E. Bingham, 
of Tuscaloosa. It has the peculiarity 
of being the only complete file of any 
organization in Alabama which Direc- 
tor Owen has yet been able to obtain. 



Mrs. A. Costello Cruelly Murdered at 
Blocton by an Unknown Negro. 

Mrs. A. Costello, an Italian woman, 
was killed Monday afternoon about 3 
o'clock at her home in Blocton. The 
deceased woman was attending the 
store of her husband when a negro 
man went in and was soon seen to 
come out in a run. Friends who lived 
nearby went into the store and found 
the woman lying on the floor with her 
brains knocked out. A bloody hatchet 
lay close at hand, and judging from 
the wound inflicted that was the in- 
strument used in committing the 
crime. 

It was known that Costello had 
money in the store and robbery is sup- 
posed to be the motive for the crime. 
A. Costello, the husband of the mur- 
dered woman, is a miner and at the 
time of the tragedy was at work. It 
is stated that the negro robbed the 
woman of about $600. 

Constable J. F. Golson was soon noti- 
fied and at once set off in pursuit of 
the murderer. He captured Ed Walk- 
er, a negro, who answered the de- 
scription of the man seen to enter the 
store, and on his person was found $73. 
It is supposed, if he is the right man, 
he hid the remainder of the money.

A red nose is the outward and visi- 
ble sign of something wrong inside 
in nine cases out of ten; but there 
are instances in which the red nose 
of femininity is caused by merely lo- 
cal conditions that may be made to 
disappear by the use of a remedy that 
a French physician has recently in- 
troduced to his grateful country wom- 
en. 

It is a very simple remedy, and any 
red nose not the result of alcohol or 
indigestion will fade into a beautiful 
shade of flesh pink after one treat- 
ment. 

It consists of benzine. A bandage 
of gauze is soaked in the liquid and 
then laid on the nose, care being 
taken to avoid rubbing the skin or 
causing any Irritation that might tend 
to redden it. 

If the cloth be allowed to remain 
on the flesh for a few minutes, the 
redness will disappear, and after that 
the suspicious shine that succeeds 
the color will also disappear and 
there will be only the color of the 
natural skin.

"You didn't feel it in the North, you 
didn't have to come to it as they did 
in the South and West," said a man 
who has been through several wars 
and not a few strikes. "There came 
a time when gentlemen who had lived 
bountifully had no coffee. 

"Somebody tried parched corn. It 
made a fairly good breakfast liquid. 
Oats had a bitter flavor. The man 
who first used chicory was pretty well 
off. Some people never went back 
to coffee after using chicory. 

"The darkies parched acorns and 
then Bounded them into powder and 
boiled it, and the pickaninnies cried 
for it. 

"Then we fell upon the evil days 
when we had no sugar. It required 
more money to buy a pound of sugar 
than it has of late to buy a ton of 
coal. 

"But somebody discovered sorghum, 
it required a season to produce it, but 
it was a splendid substitute. The man 
who had sorghum molasses on his ta- 
ble belonged to the old ante-bellum 
quality. 

"Sorghum was too high for the dar- 
kies. But they had to have sweeten- 
ing, so they made some sort of sugar 
out of watermelon rind and reveled in 
that. 



"We reached: that point when flour 
was a luxury. I remember a dinner 
given by a prominent man who had 
come to our town. There were no 
olives, no blue points, no relishes, nor 
soups. But the meat was baked pea- 
cock, and the dessert consisted of flour 
biscuit and sorghum molasses. 

"It was the talk of the community 
that enough flour had been found to 
make biscuit. Every day bread was 
made out of pumpkin. Ever eat any 
pumpkin bread? 

"Of course, you know all about the 
Southern women who had been accus- 
tomed to their imported silk gowns 
before the war and who, when old 
Tecumseh Sherman was splurging 
around in the South and Gi'ant wa3 
hammering his way through the Wil- 
derness, went to their looms and wove 
linseys, out of which they made their 
gowns. I went to a wedding in Ten- 
nessee where the bride's dress was a 
homespun linsey, and one of the pres- 
ents was a bolt of calico, for whic 
the donor paid 31.25 a yard. 

"Oh, yes, those were dark days, bu 
they contained a lesson, and the last 
chapter of the lesson was that no mat- 
ter what an American went up against 
at the last he went over the obstacle 
in some way, and if he didn't go over 
it hs burrowed beneath it — he g< 
past it. 

"And when this coal strike got t 
its worst, and some people thought we 
were on the ragged edge of famine, I 
never despaired. I knew we could 
find some way out of it."

Merida 
has neither a water nor a sewerage 
system, and that it is not depopulated 
every year speaks well for the con- 
stitutions of the inhabitants, and may, 
also say something for the beer 
which is drunk there and is made 
on the spot by Americans. — New York

Explanations Again Due 
From Washington. 

The president has appointed Daniel 
"VV. Patrick collector o£ customs at 
Pamlico, N. C, to succeed Mayer Halm 
and an explanation is now due from 
the White House. Hahn is an anti- 
lily white. He has supported ithe poli- 
cy of the president in North Carolina 
against Senator Pritchard, and with a 
number of negroes was thrown out 
of the recent North Carolina conven- 
tion to make way for Pritchard dele- 
gates. In addition he is a man of 
standing and wealth, and is admittedly 
efficient, no charges having been made 
against him. On the other hand the 
appointee, Patrick, is a lily white, and 
has followed Senator Pritchard in dis- 
franchising the negroes. The appoint- 
ment is accordingly a big Pritchard 
victory. In administration circles it 
is said tha,t the lily white issue in 
nowise entered into the case, and the 
president appointed Patrick simply be- 
cause lie was recommended by Sena- 
tor Pritchard, a republican member of 
congress. 

It is difficult to see how this explana- 
tion can be reconciled with the remov- 
al of Collector Bingham of Alabama, 
unless it be ithat the president is go- 
ing to retain lily whites in office when 
they have influence and vice versa. Not 
the least interesting feature of the two 
cases of removals is the president's 
uter disregard of the civil service prin- 
ciples involved. Both Hahn and Bing- 
ham were competent officials, one an 
anti-lily white and the other a lily 
white. 



WITHOUT WIRES 

Marconi Sends A Message 
Across Ocean. 

After eight experiments conducted 
with the greatest secrecy Marconi solv- 
ed the problem of wireless trans-At- 
iantic transmission and has success- 
fully transmitted messages from the 
shores of Canada to i*he coast of Eng- 
land. 

Prior to December 19, 1901, the 
greatest distance covered by wireless 
telegraphy scarcely exceeded 108 miles. 
Early in that year Marconi visited 
Newfoundland, and from Signal Hill 
commenced experiments with Corn- 
wall, and on December 12 and 13 of 
that year faint signals of the letter 
"8" repealed several times were 
caught by ear only with the aid of tele- 
phones. Later he succeeded in estab- 
lishing communication with Cornwall 
a distance of 2100 miles. He met with 
innumerable difficulties there, but at 
last has succeeded in sending a trans- 
oceanic wireless message from Canada 
to Cornwall, a distance of 2300 miles

Statistics gathered by the depart- 
ment of labor for the last ten years in 
137 American cities of over 30,000 pop- 
ulation show that Richmond, Va., is 
the oldest legal city and New York the 
youngest, having existed in its pres- 
ent corporate capacity for less than 
a year. The birth rate is highest in 
Fall River, Mass., but most marriages 
occur in Birmingham, Ala. The mar- 
riage rate is lowest in Scranton, Pa. 
St. Joseph, Mo., has the lowest death 
rate and Charleston, S. C, the high- 
est. Somerville, Mass., and Charles- 
ton, S. C, had no divorces, while Me- 
Keespont, Pa., had the most. Death 
rate due to accident was lowest in 
Troy, N. Y., and highest in East Supe- 
rior. York, Pa., had the fewest arrests 
and Birmingham, Ala., the most. Prov- 
idence, R. I., expended the most pei 
capita for schools, and Birmingham, 
Ala., the least. The total tax rate is 
highest in Peoria, Ills., and lowest in 
New Haven, Conn. Boston averages 
the highest in good points and Bir- 
mingham, Ala., the highest in bad 
ones. 



The senate passed Senator Pettus' 
bill divesting out of the United States 
its right to certain real estate situat- 
ed at and near the city of Montgom- 
ery and vesting the same in the South- 
ern Cotton Oil company.

Roosevelt will Arbitrate Ven- 
ezuela Matters. 

Caracas, December 21. — In the name 
of Venezuela, President Castro has 
signified acceptance of the appoint- 
ment of President Roosevelt to arbi- 
trato ithe Venezuelan difficulty. 
At London. 

It is believed that President Roose 
velt's answer to the proposal made by 
the allied powers that he arbitrate the 
Venezuelan issues has been received. 
The strictest secrecy with regard to 
every phase of the negotiations is ob- 
served, and it is Impossible to make 
a definite statement, but such indica- 
tions as are obtainable, point to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's acceptance of the of- 
fice of arbitrator. A constant inter 
change of cablegrams is proceeding 
night and day between the United 
States embassy and the state depart- 
ment aft Washington. 

It must be said that the acceptance 
of the office of arbitrator by Presl 
dent Roosevelt would greatly surprise 
the foreign office, which always has 
been doubtful of the issue of the arbi- 
tration negotiations on account of the 
belief that President Roosevelt or the 
United States was not willing to under- 
take the responsibility thereby in- 
volved. 

Judging from private American ad- 
vices President Roosevelt, as arbitra- 
tor would be favorably disposed to 
ward the temporary adoption of some 
such method as was arranged with the 
Venezuelan secret mission. 

It has been learned that the govern- 
ments of Germany and Great Britain 
have adopted detailed answers to the 
proposal to arbitrate the Venezuela is 
sues, that the German answer agrees: 
to all substantial effects with the Brit- 
ish answer, and makes no separate res 
ervations in behalf of the German 
cases. 

At Washington. 

Officials of the state department an- 
nounced nothing to make public re- 
garding the latest phases of the Ven- 
ezuelan embroglio. While reluctant to 
take up the role oi mediator the pres- 
ident; would do so rather than sec the 
unfortunate state of affairs now exist- 
ing prolonged indefinitely. Although 
the president was absent from Wash- 
ington he was in telegraphic commu- 
nication with the officials, but there 
were no definite developments so fai 
as could be learned, and it may be a 
day or two before the European gov- 
ernments reply to our last suggestion 
again urging arbitration under The 
Hague treaty. 

At Trinidad. 
The blockade of Venezuelan ports 
was begun with an effective force Sat- 
urday at midnight. Mr. Haggard, the 
British minister to Venezuela, said 
that Great Britain acted only after 
great provocation, and that the whole 
world must approve of what she did. 
The climax to Anglo-Venezuelan rela 
tions was reached when a Venezuelan 
gunboat captured a British merchant- 
man on the high seas, shipped her 
crew and valuables and landed them 
at Margurita Island. Then Great Brit- 
ain determined to act. Mr. Haggard 
and the German representative, Herr 
von Pilgrim-Baltazzi, are said to have 
left Caracas secretly in the fear that 
they might be held as hostages by 
President Castro. 

The United States battleships Kear- 
sarge and Alabama are at Trinidad. 
Their appearance provoked considera-

President Roosevelt has let it be 
known that befoce he reached his de- 
cision to send the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty to the senate and not to the 
house he consulted freely the leaders 
of the house and the members of his 
cabinet.

No objection ever was raised to the 
consideration by the senate alone of 
that treaty.

GREAT BRITAIN'S ATTITUDE 



Use Further Coercive Measures 
Aeainst Venezuela if Necessary, 



WILL NOT LAND A BRITISH FORCE 



Lord Lansdowne Says It Has Been Decided 
to Kesort to a Blockade of the Forts 
of tlie Alleged Debtor — Italy's Affairs 
in Charge of Minister llowen — Hay's 
Keiuinder to the Powers. 

London.— Replying to a question in 
the House of Lords Lord Lansdowne, 
the Foreign Secretary, said if the seiz- 
ure of the Venezuelan gunboats did not 
produce the desired effect further coer- 
cive measures would be employed. 

The matter had been considered in 
consultation with Germany, and it had 
been decided to resort to a blockade of 
the ports. It was not intended to land 
a British force, and still less to occupy 
Venezuelan territory. 

Replying to a question in the House 
of Commons Under Foreign Secretary 
Cranborne said no attempt had been 
made by Great Britain to refer the dis- 
pute with Venezuela to arbitration. 

CABINET DISCUSSES VENEZUELA. 



The Government Has Faith in the Prom- 
ises of England and Germany. 

Washington, D. C— The Venezuela 
troubles were the subject of discussion 
at the Cabinet meeting, and briefly at 
the executive session of the Senate. 

All the incidents growing out of th« 
operations of the allied naval force* 
and the subsequent action of President 
Castro, terminating with an offer to 
submit the dispute to arbitration, were 
discussed at the Cabinet meeting. 

While this Government is naturally 
anxious for a speedy and amicable set- 
tlement of the dispute hope is felt that 
the United States will hot be involved 
in the trouble. No conclusion differ- 
ent from that upon which the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Hay have acted 
since the trouble commenced was 
reached at the meeting. 

Until there shall be happenings to 
warrant a change in the present pol- 
icy, the United States will rest upon 
the assurance that Great Britain and 
Germany have no intention to violate 
the Monroe Doctrine by occupation of 
Venezuelan territory. 

Italy Gives Hav Notice. 

Washington, D. C— The Italian Am- 
basador has called at the State De- 
partment and advised Secretary Hay 
that Italy has joined the allies in the 
operations against Venezuela. He re- 
quested that Mr. Bowen assume charge 
of the Italian interests in Venezuela 
and the Secretary granted this request, 
subject to the approval of Venezuela. 
Italy enters the combination on the 
same plane as to abstention from terri- 
torial seizures as Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Rome, Italy.— The claims of Italy on 
Venezuela referred to by Foreign Min- 
ister Prinetti in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties comprises losses by Italians during 
the recent revolutions. Most of the 
7618 Italian residents of Venezuela 
have been heavy losers. 



Italy to Join Allies. 

Berlin, Germany.— The Foreign Office 
lias stated that Italy would participate 
in the Venezuelan blockade by agree- 
ment with the allies, and that a por- 
tion of the coast would be assigned to 
the Italian ships. The proceeding* 
against Venezuela thus become tripar- 
tite. The German Government will ask 
the consent of the Bundesrath to a pro? 
posal to make the Venezuelan blockade 
more stringent. 



A Call For Information. 

Washington, D. C. — Representative 
SlcCall (Rep., Mass.) has introduced 
in the House a resolution direct- 
ing the Secretary of State to in- 
form the House concerning any under- 
standing or agreement between the 
Governments of Great Britain and 
Germany, and the diplomatic officers 
of the United States, or any assurances 
by these Governments to the diplo- 
matic officers of the United States ns 
to the nature, extent or purpose of the 
joint demonstration of these Govern- 
meiits against Venezuela, and partic- 
ularly with reference to the occupation 
of the territory of Venezuela. The res- 
olution also asks that correspondence 
regarding this subject be transmitted 
to the House. 



Arbitration Proposal Urgtnt. 

Washington, D. C— Failing to hear 
from Europe ns to Minister Bowen's 
proposal to arbitrate the Venezuelan 
troubles, Secretary Hay addressed ca- 
ble dispatches to the United States 
Ambassadors at London, Berlin and 
Rome, instructing them to call the mat- 
ter again to the attention of the Gov- 
ernments to which they are accredited, 
with a view to securing an early ex- 
pression of opinion from them. 



British Construct lterloubts. 

Paris, France.— A dispatch to the Ma- 
tin from Caracas stated that the Brit- 
ish were constructing redoubts in the 
environs of San Felipe. 

Tho newspapers of Caracas continue 
to print violent attacks on the British 
and Germans. 

Most of the political prisoners who 
were released .it Puerto Cnbcllo have 
gone to Curacoa to rejoin tho revolu- 
tionary commander, General Matos, in- 
stead of rallying to the defense of the 
country, as was expected.

"Heard the latest from the Philip- 
pines?" queried young Lieut. Gay at 
the Raconteurs' club, as he glanced up 
from his newspaper at a number of 
the members who, cigar in mouth, 
were enjoying the post-prandial hour 
of dolce far niente, utterly indifferent, 
in their contentment and comfortable 
surroundings, to the wind that rat- 
tled and the rain that beat against 
the windows of their Fifth Avenue 
clubhouse. "Here's a single Filipino 
who has the sand to charge a whole 
American column!" 

"Wow!" chorused his listeners) in- 
credulously. "And what happened to 
the gentle Tagaiog?" 

"He isn't, or I suppose it is safe to 
say wasn't a Tagaiog, but a Moro," re- 
plied the lieutenant, "though I sup- 
pose all Filipinos are alike to us here. 
As to what happened to him, the die- 
patch leaves it to the imagination. 
This is all it says: 

"Manila, Sept. 27 — Three compa- 
nies of infantry, commanded by Capt. 
Eli A. Helmnick of the 10th regiment, 
left Camp Vicars, Island of Mindanao, 
Thursday, to reconnoitre the Moro 
forts and recover stolen arms. They 
encountered" only slight opposition. 
The column captured and destroyed 
the Butig forts. A few Moros were 
killed. The American troops had no 
casualties. A fanatical Moro, armed 
with a bolo, changed the column alone." 

There was silence for a moment, as 
each man, impressed by the dispatch 
writers' laconic reference to the in- 
cident, mentally paid his tribute of 
pity and respect to the battle-frenzied 
patriot of the distant isle who thus su- 
perbly had defied fate and the might 
of his country's eonquerors and, armed 
with a useless sword, had courted a 
warrior's death from half a thousand 



j lightning bolts. Then a slight, elegant 
I man of medium height, with clean-cut 



features and a gray pointed beard re- 



marked quietly: 

"That recalls a similar and very ex- 
traordinary incident which I witnessed 
in the S'oudan in 18S5." 

The speaker was Stanford Hylish, a 
visiting English journalist and ex- 
war correspondent, to whom the cour- 
tesies of the club had been extended, 
j The entire company was attention im- 
| mediately, and Mr. Hylish, on being 
j pressed, continued: 

"It was during the operations, begun 
too late, alas! for the rescue of Gor- 
don at Khartoum. I was with the col- 
umn commanded by Gen. Sir Herbert 
Stewart, which made that famous dash 
across the desert to Mei.emneh when 
1500 Tommies and bluejackets at Abu 
Klea fought off 10,000 tribesmen whose 
valor is immortalized in Kiplins's 
barrack-room ballad 'Fuzzy-Wuzzy': 
" An' ere's to you, Fuzzy-Wuzzy, with 

your 'ayrick 'ead of 'air— 
You big black boundin' beggar — for 
you broke a British square.' 
"The column was made up of the 
Sussex regiment, mounted infantry, 
a camel corps of guardsmen, and a 
detachment of men-o'-war's men, with 
a troop of the Nineteenth Hussars 
acting as scouts. We hurried along 
with us fear sere ,v guns and a couple 
of gatlings. Big Col. Fred Bnrnaby, 
of 'The Ride to Khiva' fame, was of 
the expedition, and rejoicing mightily 
thereat, ci-.riaf; saining (if he had any 
premonition of hi.-, fate) that it was to 
mark the close oVkis adventurous ca- 
reer. Not having been able to get 
himself sent to the frout, he had se- 
cured several raontlis' leave of ab- 
sence, and, armed %vS^.a.sho'gun, had 
nvi. rtoken the army on the Nile, hav- 
ing dodged, by avoiding the Tajrypti.ir. 
towns, imperative ordeis to return 
telegraphed to every point of uosaibli 



interception by the war office authori- 
ties, who had learned of his departure. 

"We had made a forced march of 18 
hours and were nearing the wells at 
Abu Klea. Not a man had had a mor- 
sel to eat or a drop to drink during 
all that time. Most of us were on the 
verge of prostration from fatigue and 
the torture caused by the sand and fine 
dust which clogged our mouths, ears, 
and nostrils, causing an intolerable 
thirst, and penetrated our worn and 
in many cases ragged clothing. The 
scouts dashing in at breakneck speed 
apprised us of danger, and we barely 
had time to form a square about our 
baggage and animals when two mighty, 
surging torrents of black humanity 
swept upon us. 

"Three minutes after the first horde 
got within range we could scarcely see 
each other, owing to the smoke froin 
the rifles. There was no wind. The 
atmosphere, heavy with the terrible 
heat, as it seemed to us, appeared to 
concentrate the powder smoke in a 
dense, acrid, choking pall through 
which it was impossible to see the on- 
rushing tribesmen. The screw guns 
had to be cleared of sand before they 
could be put into action. As for the 
Gatlings, they had to be taken to 
pieces and cleaned. Bluejackets in- 
side the square were doing this ex- 
peditiously, but with the utmost calm- 
ness; amid pandemonium, for the men 
told off to look after the animals were 
having the tussle of their lives. Some 
of the camels and horses had been 
wounded, and were squealing and 
plunging madly. Meanwhile officers 
were rushing along the rear of the 
lines of the square, shouting amid the 
din into the ears of the men to aim 
low at their invisible foes. 

"Suddenly, on the left rear of the 
square, where the heavy cavalry and 
camel corps men had formed, an im- 
mense black mass which had broken 
through the terrible circle of fire 
loomed' through the smoke cloud at 
the very barrels of the rifles, and, 
hurling itself upon the square with 
the irresistible force of an avalanche, 
broke through the lines. Some of the 
cavalrymen, true to their instincts, 
and lacking the infantrymen's train- 
ing to meet such an emergency, broke 
ranks and rushed at the enemy. The 
others and the infantry stood their 
ground, and by dint of terrific fighting 
closed the gap. Many of the hapless 
cavalrymen thus shut out fell, pierced 
by the bullets of their comrades. The 
tribesmen who had broken through 
were quickly cut down, though not 
before Col. Burnaby and many oth^r 
-allant fellows had been killed. Bur- 
naby, you may recall, received a spear 
;hrust in the throat. Gen. Stewart 
himself had a narrow escape, his horse 
being slain under him. 

"Meanwhile one of the fiercest and 
bloodiest hand-to-hand fights in the 
annals of warfare was in progress all 
along the line. Every man, handi- 
capped from the first by exhaustion 
through he was, knew that not only 
his own existence, but the lives of the 
entire command, depended upon the 
square being kept intact. Tommies 
and tars fought like demons, and for 
1 ,; 'o first time I understood how the 
0: pression 'to swear like a trooper' 
probably had its origin, for while they 
fought they swo*»^continuously and 
hcrribly, and the nurses of the wound- 
ed would in any other circumstances 
have been frightful to hear. What 
T iey were 'up against.' ag you Ameri- 
| "P.ns say, will ho bettor understood 
i v>>i?n I tell you that those gigantic 

>»•! absolutely fw«i"le«s blacks hurled 
I themselves upon the bayonets and de- 
1 llberately impaled themselves in order 



to reach and enable other warriorrf 
behind them to attain, with their 
spears and long swords the men hold- 
ing the square. 

"All this took place in a few min- 
utes. Then the gatlings and other 
guns got to work and the black mass 
withered away in their fire and the 
leaden hail from the rifles. 

"The result is matter of history. Our 
casualties were nine Officers and 65 
non-commissioned officers and men 
killed and 85 wounded. The tribes- 
men left about 2000 killed and wound- 
ed on the field. 

"It was then that the incident re- 
called by the lone Filipino with his 
bolo occurred. Nearly an hour after 
it was all over and the black host had 
vanished, the men not engaged in at- 
tending to the wounded and the ani- 
mals were drawn up awaiting orders. 
They were in loose lines, propping 
themselves on their rifles and discuss- 
ing the battle. A thousand yards away 
a superb Fuzzy-Wuzzy rose amid the 
hillocks of slain and looked wildly 
upon the scene of carnage about him. 
He was of uncommon stature and 
proportions, even for these big ath- 
letic men of the desert, and evidently 
a chief. His actions attracted imme- 
diate attention. He gazed at the thin, 
grim ranks of the conquerors from the 
north who were blazing the way for 
the advance of civilization into the 
wild fastnesses of his ancestors; 
scanned the horizon on every side in 
vain for a trace of the Mahdi's mighty 
and reputed invincible cohorts; looked 
once more upon the bodies heaped and 
strewn around him, then picked up a 
shield and spear, and with a scream of 
defiance and despair charged upon the 
army at full speed! 

"The Tommies who had supposed 
h*; was wounded as he doubtless was. 
unless he had been simply stunned by 
a bullet-were astonished beyond meas- 
ure. Not quite knowing whether to 
take him seriously they were reluctant 
to kill him. Besides, perhaps they felt 
a little sympathetic admiration for 
him. But the warrior was out for 
blood, and evidently not disposed to 
listen to argument. His poised spear 
meant death to some one, and amid 
cries of 'Don't shoot; 'it 'im a toss 
with the butt!' 'Look out; 'e's as mad 
as a March hare!' and 'Give it to the 
poor beggar; it can't be helped!' a doz- 
en men raised their rifles, there was a 
crackling fire, and the warrior pitched 
forward and lay about 100 yards from 
the detachment of guards. 

"That night, while soldiers and sail- 
ors, exhausted as men rarely are, were 
dreaming the battle over again, or of 
those they had left behind in the 
peaceful towns and villages of England, 
I lay slepless from nervous excitement, 
watching the sentries silhouetted in 
the violet night and the great bright 
stars that twinkled seemingly so near 
to earth as to be almost within reach. 
The vision of that solitary warrior, 
such was the impression he made upon 
me, recurred with depressing persist- 
ence, and, though I have seen many 
terrible scenes of suffering and hero- 
ism in war, as it frequently has done 
since, and probably will continue to do 
when I am alone with ray thoughts, 
until at my last bivouac I fall into the 
slumber that knows no dreaming." — 
New York Tribune.

FACTORY LOADED SHOTGUN SHELLS 
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It is stated that the largest steel 
plate ever rolled was one recently 
turned out by the Parkgate Woms, 
England; it is 30 feet long, 10 feet six 
inches wide and 7-8 of an inch thick. 

In Egypt nets are spread along the 
coast, in which hundreds of thousands 
of the birds which come from Europe, 
all worn out from the long flight 
across the ocean, are caught, slaugh- 
tered, and sold for two cents apiece. 

Among the material used in the con- 
struction of the new Christ's Hospital 
at Horsham, England, were 40 
miles of hot water pipes, 98 miles of 
electric wire, 20,000,000 bricks, 1,500,- 
000 tiles, five acres of wood flooring, 
100,000 cubic feet of stone and 56,000 
tons of cemert, sand and breeze, 

An American inventor of infinite re- 
sources and sagacity has utilized rats 
to lay the telephone cables through 
the conduits. Several rats were turned 
loose in t'le conduit with a ferret af- 
ter them, to which was attached a 
cord. Through 700 feet of the conduit 
the merry chase wa3 carried, and the 
rats emerged into daylight at the other 
end just a few feet ahead of the ferret, 
which was probably impeded some- 
what by the cord. 

Snakes in menageries often fast 
many months. Cases were recorded at 
the Paris Museum of a rattlesnake 
which refused food 26 months and a 
python which fasted 29 months. But 
the record belongs to a Japanese py- 
thon which arrived in Paris in Novem- 
ber, 1899. It died in April, 1902, after 
having refused food for two years 
five months and three days. During 
that time its weight had decreased 
from 75 kilogrammes to 27. 

A telegram from Marseilles relates 
a terrible accident which caused the 
death of a young man of 18, in the em- 
ployment of the electric tramway com- 
pany, says the Paris Messenger. His 
duty was to examine the working of 
the lamps in a number of carriages 
at the depot, and in order to facilitate 
his task he placed several coils of 
wire round his neck. He went from 
car to car in this way, when, while 
crossing the tram lines, he stumbled 
and fell. The ground being damp, a 
connection was established and the 
unfortunate youth was killed outrigk*. 
When picked up his head was found 
to be completely carbonized.
